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When  this  Work  was  firft  announced^  it  was  propofcd  that  it 
ihould  be  contained  in  Two  Volumes.  But  on  the  arrangement  of 
the  great  variety  of  matter  in  my  hands,  I  have  found  it  impoilible 
to  compriic  the  whole  within  lefs  than  Three  Volumes. 

The  firft  may,  therefore^  be  confidered  as  the  '^  Radix  Nobili- 
tatis. 

The  fecond,  as  a  hiilory  of  thofe  noble  families  whofe  honours 
having  their  origin  by  writ,  the  fame  thenceforth  became  (by  a 
continued  fucceiiion  of  Simmons  to  parliament,  and  a  regular  fit-* 
ting  under  them),  an  inheritance  in  fee,  defcendable  to  heirs 
general. 

,  The  third,  as  an  account  of  perfbns  who,  without  the  inheritance 
of  any  feudal  tenure,  by  virtue  whereof  they  were  liable  to  be  fum- 

'  moned  to  parliament  ^^  ad  libitum  regis,"  were  by  letters  patent^ 
or  charter  of  creation,  conftituted  peers  of  the  realm,  with  an  ex- 

.  prcfled   limitation  to  whom,  or  to  what  heirs   the  title  fliould 
defcend. 

The  diflindion  between  the  contents  of  the  Three  Volumes 
being  fo  particular,  induces  the  Author  to  hope,  that  the  necefTary 
enlargement  of  th6  Work  will  not  be  difapproved  of  by  his 
Subfcribers,  or  the  Public.

Having,  in  my  preface  to  the  Firft  Volume  of  the  Dormant  and 
Eztin<^  Baronage  of  England,  iaid  fo  much  to  maintain  the  uieful- 
ncfs  of  delivering  to  future  ages  the  memorable  anions  of  our 
nobility,    I   fhall  now  obferve,   that  authors  who  have  bent  their

minda  to  the  ftudy  of  antiquities  and  genealogical  memoirs,  have 
met  with  fuch  diicouragements,  that,  nothing  but  an  innate  fatis- 
faction  ixk  the  purfuit,  and  a  defire  to  preferve  the  remembrance  of 
famous  peribns,  could  ever  incite  them  to  be  at  the  labour  and 
ezpenfe  which  neceflarily  attend  the  publication  of  their  works. 

It  has,  indeed,  been  objed:ed  to  thefe  labours,  that  they  ierve  but 
to  illuflrate  and  brighten  the  families  they  treat  of,  to  pleafe  the 
vanity  of  the  living  pofleflbrs  of  their  honours ;  who  will  not,  through 
a  falfe  pride  (if  they  can  avoid  it),  fuffer  any  of  their  anceftors  to  be 
mentioned,  except  fuch  as  were  as  confpicuous  as  themfelves: 
thinking  it  a  derogation  to  be  defcended  from  perfons  in  low  {i:ations> 
and  not  recollefting,  that  by  their  talents  and  induftry,  the  way  to 
their  own  exaltation  was  prepared.

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However,  I  am  not  confcibus  of  having  wilfully  flattered  any 
perfon  or  family,  or  delivered  any  untruth ;.  my  ftatemcnts  have  been 
endeavoured  to  be  warranted  by  the  beft  IVi.SS,  and  printed  autho-

ritics.  And  if  the  accounts  of  fome  families  are  (horter  than  others, 
and  not  fo  tforreft,,  that  ia  what  in  ew4q|iir  pwght  tp  ^c  allowed, 
as  incidental  to  all  undertakings  of  fo  much  complexity, 

Robert  Glover,  Somerfet  herald,  temp,  quoen  Elizabeth,  colleded 
with  great  judgment,  the  genealogies  of  the  dukes,  marquifies,  and 
earls  of  this  kingdom ;  which  was  publifhed  in  1610,  by  Mir, 
Thomas  Millet^  his  kinfman  and  executor.  In  16 19,  Ralph  Brook, 
York  herald,  fet  forth  the  marriages  and  iffue  of  the  fame  Cobles,, 
with  hiilorical  notes ;  whioh  wierc  reprinted  (A.  IX  1644)  by  Au- 
guftine  Vincent,  Wlndfor  herald,  with  great  aipeiity  of  aniinad;^ 
verfion. 

But  the  ineft  approved  hiftory  of  the  Baronage  of  England  wa» 
written  by  Sir  William  Dtigdale,  in  the  time  of  Charles  If.  This 
great  antiquarian  has^  however,  made  fev^ral  mlftakes:  it  being 
liardly  poffible  to  avoid  committing  fome  in  works  of  this  deA^rip* 
tion.  Yet  ftill  it  is  univerfally  allowed,  that  with  all  his  errors^ 
his  work  will  ever  maintain  thfi  pro-emineijce  over  every  other  of 
the  kind.  Him,  therefore,  I  have  cho(en  to  follow ;  and  whoever 
will  take  the  trouble  to  compare  my  flatement&  with  his  account, 

» 

will  find  that  I  have  carefully  obferved  the  mention  of  every  great 
baron,  or  nobleman,  of  whom  he  has  treated.  Where  I  have  de- 
viated from  his  reprefeptation,  I  have  given  the  authority  on  which 
fuch  deviation  is  foui^ded.  In  addition,  I  have  given  the  arms  of 
the  refpe<ftive  families,  which  are  unnoticed  by  him ;  I  have  added 
the  names  of  thofe  perfons  who  had  €yct  fummons  to  parliament, 

with 
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with  the  times  when,  and  how  often  they  were  fo  fummoncd;  a 
point  of  information  the  more  efTential,  as  Dugdale^  in  his  Baronage, 
has  omitted  giving  an  account  of  many,  whofe  names,^  neverthelefs, 
are  contained  in  his  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parliament.  And,  laftly^ 
I  have  iiipplied  (from  Holingihead's  Chronicles),  a  copy  of  the  Battle 
Abbey  Roll,  or  lift  of  the  names  of  thofe  eminent  perfons  who  came 
over  with  the  Conqueror. 

In  the  firft  volume  a  few  errors  have  occurred :  but  as  it  is  my 
anxious  wifti  to  render  every  page  of  this  work  as  correft  as  poffiblc 
(notwithftanding  the  great  labour  of  the  undertaking),^  I  fhall 
annex,  at  the  end  of  the  laft  volume,  a  lift  of  fuch  errors  as  may  be 
difcovered.

ABERGAVENNY. 

This  is  a  moft  ancient  barony;  concerning  which,  much  having  been 
iaid,  that  the  poffeflbrs  thereof  have  ever  had  the  name  and  title  of 
honour,  together  with  the  pofleffion  of  the  caftle  and  lordfhip,  all- 
though  the  fame  have  been  transferred  to  divers  families,  one  of  them 
not  being  heir  to  the  other;  and  for  that  caufe  is  thought  to  refemble 
the  cafile  of  Arundel,  which  heretofore  was  adjudged  to  conftitute  the 
owner  and  poSeSor  thereof  Earl;  *\  ratione  pofleflionis  caflri,  manerii 
ct  dominii  de  Arundell  abfque  ulli  alii  ratione  vel  creatione  in  comi- 
tem/'  It  may  be  neceilkry  to  (late,  rather  particularly,  the  nature  and 
defcent  of  the  fame. 

The  caftle  of  Bcrgavcnny  was  built  by  Hamelin  de  Balun,  firft  HamdUnde 
lord  of  the  territory,  called  Over- Went,  or  Wentland,  in  Monmouth-  ^^"^^ 
fliire,  in  Wales,  after  the  Norman  conqueft.     This  Hamelin  living 
through  the  reign  of  the  Conqueror,  and  to  the  latter  end  of  that  of 
Rufus,  and  having  no  iflue  of  his  body,  gave  his  lands  of  Over- Went 
vol.  II.

(In  which  was  fituatcd  his  faid  caftlc  of  Bcgavcnny),  to  Brian,  his 
nephew,  fon  of  his  iifter  Lucie,  that  was  countefs  of  the  Ifle. 

This  Brian,  by  Maud  his  wife,  heir  to  Wygod,  of  Wallingford,  a 
great  baron,  had  two  fohs,  who  were  lepers;  wherefore,  placing  them 
in  the  priory  of  Bergavcnny  (which  his  uncle  had  founded),  he  under- 
took a  voyage  to  the  Holy  Land,  where  he  ended  his  days ;  leaving 
his  lands  of  Over- Went,  and  the  caftle  of  Bergavenny,  to  Walter  of 
Gloucefter,  his  coufin,  at  that  time  high  conftable  of  England. 

The  fbn  of  Walter  was  *Miles,  whom  Henry  I.  created  carl  of 
Hereford.  By  his  wife,  the  heirefs  of  Brecknock,  he  had  five  fbns,. 
who  died  without  iflue,  and  three  daughters ;  between  whom  the 
whole  inheritance  was  afterwards  divided.  The  eldeft  of  thefe  fifters,. 
Margery,  was  married  to  Sir  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  to  whole  fhare,  in 
the  partition,  fell  the  honour  of  Hereford",  and  the  office  of  high 
conftable  of  England ;  Berta,  the  fecond,  was  the  wife  <rf  Sir  Williarai 
de  Broafe,  who  had  the  lordfhip  of  Brecknock,  and  the  land  of  Over- 
Went,  which  contained  the  caftle  and  feignory  of  Bergavenny ;  Lucie, 
the  third  fifter,  took  to  her  huft^and  (Herbert  Fitz-Herbert),  for  her 
portion  the  Foreft  of  Dean,  and  other  lands  in  England. 

Sir  William  Broafe,  the  hufband  of  Berta,  was  a  man  of  mighty 
pofieffions  before  he  married  her ;  and  was  lord  of  Brember,  in  Suflex^i 
with  the  whole  rape  and  caftle.  The  lordfhip  of  Brecknock  being  by; 
fer  the  greateft  feignory,  th«  ftyle  and  title  of  Bergavenny  was  never 
uied  by  him,  or  by  his  defcendants,  they  writing  themi^ves  lords  of 
Brecknock  only. 

William,  his  fbn  and  heir,  was  baniftied  by  king  John;  as  was> 
William,  his  eldeft  ion,  along  with  his  father.  Giles  ilicceeded  his 
brother  William,  and  on  his  deceafe,  Reginald,  his  next  brother,  was 
AiccciTor  to  him^  whofe  fon,  William,  being  flain  by  the  Wdfli,  anna 
1230,  his  three  daughters,  Maud,  Eve,  and  Eleanor,  became  his  heirs; 
for  liabel,  the  fourth,  who  had  married  David,  fon  of  Lleweline  prince 
of  Wales,  had  no  iffiie* 

Between  theib  daughters  the  inheritance  was  divided;  and  Eve,  the 

&ot>nd. 
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,^bond,  viho  i^as  thi  wife  of  Sir  William  Cantilupc,  had  for  hcff  put- 
party  the  land$  of  Over- Went,  Bergavenny,  and  Kilgarran.  To  Elea- 
nor, the  third  daughter  (married  to  Sir  Humfry  Bohun,  fon  of  the 
carl  of  Hereford),  were  allotted  the  lordfliip  of  Brecknock,  and  La 
Haye,  with  other  lands. 

It  was  at  this  time  the  ftyle  of  Bergavenny  was  firft  taken.     For  it   Cantiiupc 
pleafed  Henry  IlL  to  create  Sir  William  Cantilupe,  lord  Bergavenny,   Bergavenny. 
by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament.*     Indeed  he  was  derived  from  an   *  Collins* 
ancient  ftock  of  much  port  and  fame,  and  himfelf  chief  of  his  family.   Fee,  p.  76. 
,He  departed  this  life  the  38th  of  Henry  III.  i;?5o,  leaving  one  fon  ^^^l\  ^^^ 
and  two  daughters;  whereof,  Joan,  was  the  wife  of  Henry  lord  Ha- 
itings,  and  Milicent,  of  Eudo  la  2k>uch. 

^  G£ORG£,  the  fon,  was  at  his  father's  deceafc  only  about  three  years 
of  age,  and  fucceeded  him  in  lands,  honour,  and  dignity ;  and  married 
e  daxighter  of  the  earl  of  Lincoln,  but  :di£d  without  iiTue,  whereupon 
his  inheritance  was  divided  between  his  two  fifters,  his  coheireiTes ; 
yiz.  Joan,  the  wife  of  lord  Haftings,  had  the  manors  in  Wales,  War- 
.wickfhire,  Somediet,  and  Suflblk ;  the  feat  of  this  family  was  at  Afloa 
Cantilupe,  co.  Warwidc;  their  place  of  burial,  at  the  priory  of  Studely, 
in  the  fame  county,  to  which  they  were  great  benefa<£lors. 

And  Milicent,  the  wife  of  Eudo  la  2Souch,  had  the  manors  in  Bed- 
ford^ Northampton,  Wilts,  Devon,  Hereford,  York,  Bucks,  and 
Nottingham^  amongft  which  was  the  manoi:  of  Haryngworth,  in 
Northamptonlhire>  which  afterwards  was  the  name  of  his  barony.  He 
jbeing  fummoned  to  parliament  by  the  ftyle  of  lord  Zoxich  of  Ha-  ^d.  Zoucfae 
ryngworth.  worth7°^' 

On  the  death  of  Henry  lord  Haftings/ John,  his  fon  and  heir  (then  Haaingsiord 
in  his  miaority)^  was  entitled  to  the  honours  of  his  father ;  who  being  ^"^Kavcnn^, 
a  bafon  of  the  realm  before  he  married  the  heirefs  of  Cantilupe,  bore 
his  own  fumame  of  Haftings,  £br  the  name  of  his  dignity,  whereby 
the  title  of  Bergavenny  otice  more  became  involved  and  filent  in  that 
of  another;  and  f^  five,  geilerations  lay  dormant  in  the  barony  of  Ha* 
<tij!^gs;f. and  after  in  the  caddom  of  Fembrak(^  created  in  the  perfon  ^^'S?^

of  Laurence,  his  grandfon ;  whofe  grandfbn,  John  earl  of  Pembroke, 
vras  accidentaDy  ilain  at  a  juft  at  Oxford,  15th  Richard  IL  without 
iifue* 

The  male  line  of  Hailings  thus  failing,  the  caftle  and  lordfliip  of 
Bcrgavcnny,  according  to  the  courfc  of  common  law,  by  dcfcent  and 
blood,  paflcd  with  other  inheritances  to  Reginald  lord  Grey,  of  Ru- 
thyn,  found  by  inquifition  to  be  next  coufin  and  heir  of  the  whole 
blood,  unto  John,  the  laft  earl  of  Pembroke,  baron  Haflings,  Weisford, 
and  Bergavenny, 

Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  p,  78  (Bergavenny  cafe), 
fays,  of  this  Reginald  Sir  William  Beauchamp  (a  younger  brother  to 
Thomas  earl  of  Warwick),  purchafed  the  caflle,  manor,  and  lordfliip 
of  Bergavenny.  But  Dugdale  affirms,  he  had  them  by  an  entail  made 
on  him  by  John  de  Haftings,  earl  of  Pembroke,  and  was  by  Ri- 
chard IL  created  baron  thereof  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,  in 
the  1 6th  year  of  his  reign. 

This  Richard,  firft  of  his  family  lord  Bergavenny,  married  Joan, 
one  of  the  iiflers  and  coheirs  of  Thomas  earl  of  Arundel  and  Surrey, 
by  whom  he  had  iflue  his  fucceflbr,  and  two  daughters,  Joan  and  Eli- 
zabeth. 

Richard  Beauchamp,  next  baron  of  Bergavenny,  was  created 
earl  of  Worccfter,  by  Henry  V.  having  well  merited  the  fame  for  his 
fidelity  and  valour  in  the  wars  of  France.  Which  ftill  attending,  he 
was  at  laft  mortally  wounded  by  a  ftone  from  a  fling,  and  died  loth 
Henry  VI.  leaving  by  his  wife,  Ifabel,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas 
lord  le  Defpenfcr,  an  only  child,  Elizabeth,  his  fole  heirefs;  who  mar- 
ried Sir  Edward  Nevil,  knight,  youngeft  fon  of  Ralph  Ncvil,  firft  carl 
of  Wefl:moreland,  by  Joan,  daughter  of  John  of  Ghent,  duke  of  Lan- 
caflcr,  third  fon  of  king  Edward  III.  and  with  her  carried  the  titles  of 
Lc  Dfcfpenfcr  and  Abergavenny  to  the  Nevil  family.  But  it  is  to  be 
obfcrved,  that  although  the  faid  Sir  Edward  Nevil  was  fummoned  to 
parliament  as  lord  Bergavenny  jure  uxoris,  he  was  not  at  that  time  in 
pofleffion  of  the  caftle^  being  kept  out  in  confequence  of  an  entail 
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made  by  William  Beauchamp^  the  firft  lord  of  that  name ;  viz,  to* 
Joan  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of  the  faid  William, 
with  remainder,  for  default  of  fuch  iiTue,  to  the  heirs  male  of  Thomas 
carl  of  Warwick,  his  elder  brother. 

The  line,  however,  of  Thomas,  ended  in  a  female  heir:  but  Richard 
Nevil,  earl  of  Salifbury  (nephew  of  Sir  Edward),  having  married  her, 
he,  in  her  right,  was  earl  of  Warwick,  and  retained  the  caftle  of  Ber- 
gavenny  as  parcel  of  her  inheritance.     His  two  daughters,  and  heirs, 
were  Ifabel,  married  to  George  duke  of  Clarence ;  and  Anne,  to  Ri- 
chard duke  of  Gloucefter,  afterwards  Richard  IIL     Thcfe  two  dukes 
fucceffively,  with  like  injuftice,  kept  pofleffion:   but  at  length,  by 
their  deaths,  it  came  into  the  hands  of  the  crown,  when  king  Hen- 
ry VIL  on  the  petition  of  George  Nevil,  grandfon  of  Sir  EMward^ 
before-mentioned,  was  pleafed  to  reftore  it  to  him  as  the  true  and 
rightful  heir ;  declaring  how  wrongfully  his  grandfather  had'  been  dif- 
feiied.     Which  George  Nevill,  lord  Bergavenny,  entailed  his  lands 
(for  the  moft  part),  for  want  of  heirs  male  of  his  own  body,  to  the 
heirs  male  of  his  brother.  Sir  Edward  Nevill,  the  remainder  in  fee  to 
his  own  right  heirs.     His  fucceflbr  was  his  fen,  Henry  Nevill,  lord 
Bergavenny  (or  Abergavenny)^  who  left  ifliie  an  only  daughter  and  heii^ 
Mary  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Fane,  knight,  who  thereupon  challenged 
the  title  of  barohefs  Bergavenny,  againil:  Eklward  Nevill,  fon  of  Sir 
Edward  Nevill,  a  younger  brother  (according  to  Dugdale),  of  this  lait- 
mentioned  Henry;   but  according  to  Collins,   in  his  Parliamentary 
Precedents,   p.  63,    a  younger  brother  to  George  lord  Bergavenny, 
father  to  the  faid  Henry,  as  indeed  appears  the  more  correft  and  evi- 
dent, from  the  entail  before-mentioned;  the  next  heir  male  of  this 
line,  unto  whom  the  caftle  of  Bergavenny  was  fettled,  both  by  tefta*- 
ment  and  adt  of  parliament:  but  the  difpute  was  not  determined 
imtil  ^5th  May,   ift  James  h  when  after  great  arguments  on  each 
part,  the  title  of  Bergavenny  was,  both  by  judgment  of  the  houfe  of 
peers,   and  orders  of  the  lords  commiflioners  for  the  office  of  earl 
marihal  of  England,  decreed  for  the  heir  male ;  ia  whofe  line  the  faid 
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barony  is  now  veiled^  biit  at  prefent  immerged  in  the  higher  title  of 
earl  of  Abergavenny.  Whereupon,  to  give  ibme  fatisfadion  to  the 
heir  female,  the  king,  by  .his  letters  patent  (fay  Dugdale  and  Collins), 
granted  the  dignity  or  barony  of  Le  Defpenfer>  to  her  and  to  her 
heirs.     (Vid.  Defpenfer.)* 


ALDITHLEY,  or  AUDLEY  OF  HELEGH. 

Arms— Cr.  a  Fret,  O. 

This  family,  upon  very  good  grounds,  is  imagined  to  be  a  branch 
of  the  ancient  and  noble  houfe  of  Verdon,  and  to  have  affumed  its 
furname  from  the  lordfhip  of  Aldithlcy;  the  inheritance  whereof 
Nicholas  de  Verdon,  who  died  about  the  1 6th  Henry  III.  gave  to 
Henry,  who  uibally  bore  for  his  arms  the  fame  ordinary  as  Verdon 
did  i  viz.  Frette,'  but  diflinguilhed  with  a  large  Canton  in  the  Dexter 
part  of  the  Shield,  and  thereon  a  Crofs  FsLt6c. 
y  This  Henry  was  in  great  cfteem  with  Ranulph  carl  of  Chefter ; 

icnjoying  by  his  grant,  the  lordfhip  of  Newhal,  in  Chefhire;  the  manor 
of  Aflonfield^  in  StafFordlhire ;  with  various  lands  in  other  places* 
His  wife  was  Bertred,  daughter  of  Ralph  de  Meifhilwarin;  and  his 
iflue,  James,  his  fbn  and  heir,  and  a  daughter,  Elmme,  the  wife  of 
Oriffin  ap  Madoc,  lord  of  Bromfield,  and  a  perfbn  of  great  power 
in  Wales.     Which 

James  was  in  great  favour  with  Richard  earl  of  Cornwall ;  whom 
he  was  prefent  with,  when  crowned  king  of  Almaigne.  He  was  often 
in  the  wars  of  Wales,  and  flood  firm  to  Henry  III.  againft  his  rebel 
barons;  in  the  $2d  of  Xvhofe  reign,  he  went  a  pilgrimage  to  St.  James 
of  Galicia ;  and  in  the  54th  into  the  Holy  Land.  After  when,  viz. 
the  56th,  anno  1273,  he  broke  his  neck.     To  whom  fucceeded 

•  Ffom  the  time  of  this  adjudiCBtloDi  the  barony  of  Abergayenny  feems  to  have  defcended 
xmljr  jn  Uie  male  line,  apd  oot  to  heirs  general,  as  a  barony  in  fee. 

James, 
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Ja)I£9^  his  ibn.atld  heir^  who,  the  ifl  of  Eldward  I.  died  without 
iflue^  leaving  Henry,  his  brother,  to  fucceed  him ;  who  did  not  long 
furvive,  dying  likcwife  without  iffuc,  the  4tlj  Edward  I.  whofe  fuc-. 
cciTor  wa3 

William,  his  next  brother,  who  enjoyed.not  his  inheritance  long;, 
for  the  loth  of  Edward  I.  he  was  llain  in  a  notable  defeat  given  by 
the  Wellh  to  the  Englifh  army,  which  loft  fourteen  banners,  with 
many  brave  and  noble  perfons  wiio  were  killed.  Deceafing  alfb 
iifueleis, 

Nicholas,  his  fourth  brother,  became  the  next  heir :  who  doing   ^ficholas, 
his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  and  then  paid  j^.io  for  his  relief 
of  the  tenth  part  of  the  barony  of  Wiche-Malbanc. 

In  the  25th  of  Edward  L  this  Nicholas  had  fiimmons  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  and  was  likewife  in  that  expedition 
to  Scotland  with  the  earls  of  Warren  and  Warwick,  at  which  time 
tiicy  obtained  a  great  vidory  at  Dunban  After  which,  about  two* 
years,  he  died,  leaving  by  Catherine  his  wife  (one  of  the  daughters  and 
eohcirs  to  Maud  de  Longefpe,  according  to  Dugdale;  but,  according 
to  Edmonfon,  and  indeed  according  to  the  fame  Dugdale,  in  his  ac-

Nicholas  became   his  heir,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament   Nicholag, 
among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  6th  to  the  i  ;?th*»  of  Edward  II.   *^^^  ^^'^• 
about  which  time  he  died;  having  married  Joan,  the  widow  of  Henry 
Lacy,  earl  of  Lincoln,,  and  fifter  and  coheir  of  William  Martin,  a  ba^- 
fon,  who  was  fummoncd  to  parliament  the  23d  of  Edward  h  by  whom< 
h^  had  ifluc

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^mc8,  third        James,  thc  Celebrated  lord  Audley,  who  ib  eminently  dtftinguiihed 

liimfclf  at  thc  famous  battle  of  Poifticrs,  where  the  French  army  was 
<:ompletely  defeated;  and  their  king,  the  dauphin  his  fon,  with  many 
of  the  chief  nobility  of  France,  were  taken  prifoners,  Previoufly  to 
the  battle,  this  lord  acquainting  prince  Edward  with  the  vow  he  had 
made,  to  be  the  firft  in  the  fight,  craved  his  leave  that  he  might  ac- 
complifh  it ;  to  which  the  prince  accorded :  and  faid,  *'  Sir  James, 
**  God  give  you  this  day  that  grace  to  be  the  beft  knight  of  all 
*'  others/*  He  departed  accordingly,  and  went  to  the  foremoft  front 
of  the  engagement ;  and  by  his  extraordinary  valour  broke  through 
the  French  army,  caufing  much  flaughter,  but  had  the  misfortune  to 
be  feverely  wounded.  His  gallant  conduA  and  prowefs  fo  infinitely 
pleafed  the  Black  Prince,  that  as  a  teftimony  thereof,  he  fettled  upon 
him  500  marks,  per  annum,  of  revenue,  in  land  in  Ekigland ;  which 
he  immediately  gave  to  his  four  efijuires.  The  prince  being  made 
acquainted  with  the  circumftance,  demanded  whether  he  liked  not 
his  bounty,  or  thought  the  gift  beneath  his  acceptance.  But  he  faid, 
they  deferved  the  fame  as  well  as  himfelf :  for  without  their  afliftance, 
added  he,  '*  I,  a  fmgle  man,  could  have  done  but  little."  Whereupon 
the  prince  bcftowed  on  him  600  marks  a-year  more.  And  here  we 
are  at  a  lofs  which  to  admire  mod;  the  noblenefi  and  liberality  of  the 
brave  prince,  in  fo  promptly  and  oonfiderably  rewarding  his  valiant 
foldier,  or  the  unexampled  generofity  of  the  foidier,  in  apportioning 
that  recompence  to  thofe  who  had  fo  faithfully  and  courageoufly  fup- 
ported  him.;  thus  appreciating  the  merits  of  his  companions  in  arms 
above  his  own ! 

After  this  he  continued  to  ferve  in  the  wars,  with  equal  honour  to 
htmfelf  and  glory  to  his  country;  and  died  the  9th  of  Richard  11. 

By  his  wife,  Joan,  daughter  pf  Roger  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  he 
left  a  fon,  Nicholas,  and  two  daughters.  Joan,  the  eldeft,  married  to 
Sir  John  Tuchet ;  and  Margaret,  •  the  fecond,  to  Sir  Roger  Hillary. 
By  a  fecond  wife,  Ifabel,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Malbank, 
fcaron  of  Wich-Malbank,  he  is  laid  to  have  had  another  daughter, 
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Margaret,  who  married  Sir  Foulk  Fitz- Warren ;  and  two  fons,  Row- 
land and  Thomas,  who  both  died  ifluclefs. 

Nicholas  fucceeded  his  father,  and  dying  without  ifluc  by  his   NichoJM, 
wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Adelice  de  Beaumont,  the  15th  of  Ri- 
chard II.  his  great  nephew,  Sir  John  Tuchet,  grandfbn  of  Sir  John 
Tuchet,  by  Joan,  his  ddeft  fiAer  and  coheir,  was  fummoned  to  par- 
liament as  baron  Audley.     (Vide  Tuchet  lord  Audley.) 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  Hugh  de  Audley,  father  of  Hugh  earl  of  ^fJ^QS" 
Olouocftcr,  and  brother,  as  prefumed,  to  the  firft  Nicholas.  This  **'• 
Hu^,  in  Ac  rctgn  ^  Edward  f .  was  employed  in  the  k'mg^s  ferrice 
ibr  fereral  years,  and  was  called  Hugh  Senior,  in  dt^Rm^ftion  from  his 
ibn,  Hugh  ^arl  of  OmKxftcr.  He  was  \n  that  fame  \xx(Mtxt&xon  in 
which  his  fen  was  concerned  with  Thomas  earl  of  L/ancafter,  the 
15th'  Edward  H.  and  was  feized,  and  fcnt  priioner  to  Walliilgford 
caftle ;  but  afterwards  found  fuch  favour  with  the  1i:^g,  that  he  was 
iwt  pu&iflied,  like  many  others,  for  his  tranlgreffion.     He  fat  in  the

|>arhaQietlt  of  the  f  fth  and  14th  Edward  II.;  and  by  his  wife,  Ifoldai 
widow  of  Walt(5r  Balun,  left  iflue,  Hugh  before-named,  and  another 
fen,  Jaraes;  There  appears  alfo  to  hare  been  of  this  iamily  anothet 
firanch,  James ;  who,  after  the  earldom  terminated  in  heirs  female, 
was>feminoned  to  parliament,  from  the  8th  of  Henry  V.  to  t!hc  ^^^ 
^  Henry  VI.  He  was  feveral  times  in  the  wars  of  France,  as  his  pre- 
Abctfhri  had  been;  but  furtHcr,  Dugdale  gives  no  account  of  him! 
It  is  not  improbable  but  that  he  was  defcended  from  that  James,  wh6 
was,  as  ffeore  faid,  a  younger  brother  to  Hugh  earl  of  Gloucefter,  (Vid!

I^r  the  time  of  Henry  IL  Phii^ip  de  Esti^et  held  t::ertain  manort 
in  the  county  of  Warwick,  of  whidi  his  gmndiather  bad  been  en* 
feoffed,  temp.  Henry  I.  amongft  which  was  that  of  Aftlcy,  firofii 
whence  the  iirniame  of  the  family  was  afliimed*  To  this  Philip  fuc* 
cecded  Thomas,  his  ion  and  heir,  who  was  one  of  the  rebel  barona 
againft  Iking  John.  His  wife  was  Maud,  one  of  the  fiftess  and  cohcim 
to  Roger  de  Camville/of  Creeke,  co.  of  Norf»  by  whom  he  left  Wal- 
ter, his  ion  and  heir,  father  of 

Tboiias,  who,  the  ^zd  of  Henry  IIL  was  feat  with  dirers  othei 
great  men  into  Gafcoigne ;  but  a  few  years  after,  viz.  the  47th  of 
Henry  III;  he  was  one  of  the  rebeilions  nobles  who  ieized  upon  the 
king's  rerenues  in  WarwidLfhire  and  Leicefterihire ;  and  was  ib  eml* 
.  minent  for  his  .a^veneis  in^  thoie  troubles^  that  upon  the  agreement 
snade  the  Allowing  year,  wherein  the  king,  to  fatisfy  the  baromp, 
iubmitted  to  thoie  ordinances  called  Pro viiiones  Oxonii,  he  was-  the 
only  man  intrufted  with  the  management  of  Warwickihire ;  having 
.  the  title  of  **  Cuilos  pacis."  But  for  theie  his  difloyal  adions,  he  paid 
dearly,  loiing  his  life  the  year  following  at  the  battle  of  Eveiham,  with 
Simon  Montfort,  earl  of  Leicefter/  chief  of  the  rebellious  lords,  who 
was  alio  there  ilain. 

This  Thomas  lord  Ailley  married  two  wives ;  firil,  Joan,  daughter 
.  of  Emald  de  Bois,  by  whom  he  had  Andrew,  his  fucceilbr ;  and  a 
daughter,  liabel,  married  to  William  de  Birmingham,  anceftor  of  the 
lords  Athenry,  afterwards  earls  of  Louth ,  in  Ireland.

Edward  IV.  and  in  the  zA  of  Richard  IIL 
being  an  affiduous  friend  to  the  houfe  of  York,  was  conftituted  lord 
treafurer  of  England;  which  office  he  held  barely /a  year,  viz.  to  the 
I  ft  of  Henry  VII.  in  the  6th  of  whole  reign  he  died ;  leaving  ifTpe  hf 
Anne  bis  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Jtchingham,  James, 
his  fbn  and  heir,  and  three  daughters:  of  whom  one' married  Sir  John 
Wingfield  of  Lethringhand,  co.  Suffolk,  knight;  another,  £rft  to 
William  Filliol,  and,  fecondly,  to  Sir  Roger  Ludlow ;  asid  the  third. 
Sir  Roger  Lewknor,  knight. 

James  Tuchbt,  fourth  loid  Audley,  iocceeded  his  father;  bat  the 
1 2th  Henry  VIL  taking  difcontent  at  a  fubfidy  then  granted  in  parUa- 
'  inent,  he  joined  the  Coraiih  men  in  their  infurrc6lion,  and  being  taken 
priibner  in  the  battle  of  Elackheath,  was  drawn  from  Newgate  to 
Tower  Hill,,  in  his  own  coat  of  arms  painted  on  paper,  but  reveried 
and  torn,  and  there  beheaded.  He  married,  firf{,  Joan,  daughter  of 
Fulke  Bourchicr,  lord  Fitz-Warine,  by  whom  he  had  two  fons,  John 
and  Thomas ;  iecondly,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Daycel^ 
of  l^illingilon  Dayrell,  co.  Bucks,  by  whom  he  had  a  ion,  named 
James. 

John,  the  rfdcft  fen  by  the  firft  wife,-  was  the  next  and  fifth  lord 

Audley ;  and  the  25th  of  Henry  VIII.  had  fpecial  livery,  and  reilitu-

of  whom  married  Mavy^  daughter  of  John  Carew,  of  Haccomb ; 
and 

Hekkt,  the  eldeft,  became  the  ieventh  lord  Audley.     He  accodi«- 
psmied  Robert  eafl  of  Leicefter,  with  the  Englifh  auxiliaries,  into  the 
Netherlands ;  and  was  in  the  famous  battle  of  Zutpfaen,  in  the  year 
1586,  where  for  his  very  gallant  condud^  he  was  made  a  knight  ban- 
neret.

Campden,  he  had  no  iflbe.  Of  his  lordfbip*s  daughters,  Elizabeth 
married^  firft.  Sir  John  Stawell,  knight,  of  Stawell,  co.  Somerfet;  and 
next,-  Sit  Thomas  Griffin,  of  Dinggley,  co.  Northampton,  knight; 
'Elianor  married,  firft  Sir  John  Davis,  knight,  the  poet,  author 
of  Nofce  Teipfum,  and  attorney  general  in  Ireland ;  and,  fecondly.

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l(  this  noble  lord,  who  led  a  very  martial  Ufe»  had  not  taken  the   Vid.  Wal- 
pains  to  record  his  own  adlions,  little  would  be  known  of  him ;  hifto-   Aurora, 
rians  hardly  making  any  mention  of  him.     He  wrote 

.  '*  The  E^rl  of  Caftlehavcn*s  Review,  or  his  Memoirs  of  his  En- 
gagement  and  Carriage  in  the  Irifh  Wars/'  Enlarged  and  correlated, 
with  an  Appendix  and  Pofticript.  Lond.  1 684.  .Whereby  there  feems 
to  have  been  a  fecond  edition  of  the  work.  .  The  earl  had  been  much 
ceniured  for  his  ihare  in  the  Iriih  rebellioo,  and  wrote  thefe  memoirs 
to  explain  his  conduA,  rather  than  to  exciife  it ;  for  he  freely  con- 
fefles  his  faults,  and  imputes  them  to  provocations  from  the  govern^ 
ment  of  that  kingdom;  to  whofe  rafhnefs  and  cruelty,  conjointly  with 
the  votes  and  refolutions  of  the  Englilh  pajliament,  he  aicribes,  the  * 
maflacre» 

Soon  after  their  publication,  the  earl  of  Anglefey,  lord  privy  feal, 
.wrote  to  aik  a  copy.  Lord  Caillehaven  fent  him  one ;  but  denied 
the  work  as  his,  Anglefey,  who  had  been  a  commifiioner  in  Ireland 
for  the  parliament,  thinking  himfelf  affected  by  this  narrative,  pub- 
liihed  Caillehaven*s  letter,  with  obfervations  and  rcBcdions,  very 
abuiive,  on  the  duke  of  Ormond;  which  occafioned^  firft  ji  printed 
eontroverfy,  and  then  a  trial  before  the  privy  council :  the  ^vent  of 
which  was,  that  Anglefey *s  firft  letter  was  voted  a  fcandalous  libel, 
and  himfelf  removed  from  the  cuilody  of  the  privy  feal;  and  that  the 
earl  of  CafUehavens  memcMrs,  on  which  he  was  federal  times  esca- 
mined,  and  which  he  owned,  were  declared  u  fcandaJous  libel  on  the 
government;  a  cenfure  that  leems  very  little  founded-.  JEor  there  is 
not  a  word  to  authorife  that  fentence  from  the  council-  of  Charles  II. 
but  the  imputation  on  the  lords  juflices  of  Charles  I.;  for  it  can 
fcarcely  be  fuppofed  the  privy  council  would  pique  thxrmfclves  on  vin- 
dicating  the  honour  of  the  republican  parliament! 

Thus  it  appears,  the  earl  of  Caillehaven,  in  the  time  of  the  civil  war, 
was  a  commander  of  king  Charles*  forces  in  Ireland,  and  aded  agaxnfl 
Cromwell  till  his  redudion  of  that  kingdom,  when  he  .retired  to  Paris. 
At  the  rcfloration  he  returned  to  England.     His  wife  was  Elizabeth,

In  the  i6th  of  Henry  IL  Bartholomew  de  Badlesmere  had 
fuit  with  William  de  Cheney,  touching  certain  lands  in  Kent ;  and 
the  zzd  of  the  fame  reign,  was  amerced  twenty  marks  for  trefpafiing 
in  the  king*s  forcfts.     To  whom  fucceeded 

William  de  Badlesmere^  who,  about  the  latter  end  of  king 
John's  reign,  adhering  to  the  rebel  barons,  was  with  many  others, 
taken  priibner  in  Rochefter,  and  did  not  obtain  his  liberty  till  the  6th 
of  Henry  III.     After  this  William,  the  next  mentioned  is 

Giles  de  Badlesmere,  who,  the  3:?d  of  Henry  III.  was  flain  in 
a  ikirmiih  with  the  WeWh.     We  now  come  to 

GuKCELii^E  DE  Badlesmere,  a  great  rebel  to  Henry  III.  for 
which  he  was  excommunicated;  but  afterwards  returning  to  his 
obedience,  was  conftituted  juftice  of  Chefter,  and  fb  continued  till  the 
9th  of  Edward  I.  He  ferved  alfo  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne  and  Wales, 
and  died  the  29th  of  Edward  I.  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of 
Badlefmere,  hoi  den  of  the  king  in  capite,  as  of  the  barony  oif  Crcve- 
quer  by  the  fcrvice  of  one  knight*s  fee ;  and  leaving  Bartholomew,  his 
ion,  twenty-fix  years  of  age. 

Which  Bartholomew,  the  3d  of  Edward  II,  obtained  a  grant  of 

In  the  year  1762,  goTernpr  Thickneflc  buried  has  wife,  or  rather  left  her  behind  him j  for, 
fte  could  not  be  faid  to  be  interred,  being  merely  placed  upon  the  furface  of  the  ground,  under 
an  arch  of  brickwork,  clofed  at  the  ends.  This  a  few  years  ago  funk  in,  and  it  was  found  ne- 
ceilary  to  rebury  her$  which  was  done  by  governor  Singleton  at  as  little  expenfe  as  poffible, 
and  without  any  fteps  being  taken  towards  the  reparation  of  the  arch,  or  even  replacing  the 
marble  above-named,  which  was  aifixed  to  it;  recording  her  death.  The  latter  W|i8  moved  from 
place  to  place  till  it  was  miflaid,  and  was  foupd  in  general  Brake's  wine  cellar,  broken  in 
two  pieces,  January  8th,  X804;  the  foriper  continues  (probably  to  this  day),  in  a  fiate  of 
negligence  and  ruin.

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the  caftle  and  manor  of  Chilham,  in  Kent,  to  hold  during  the  term 
of  his  own  life,  and  that  of  Margaret  his  wife.  The  like  grant  he 
alio  had  of  various  other  confiderable  manors,  and  alio  of  the  caiUe  of 
Ledes,  in  Kent,  in  exchange  for  certain  lands  he  had  purchaied ;  and 
the  5th  of  Edward  II.  he  obtained  a  grant,  in  fee,  of  the  beforeiaid 
caille  and  manor  of  Chilhani  ;  which  caitie,  &c.  Alexander  de  Baliol 
poilefled  in  right  of  Ifabel  his  wife,  it  being  of  her  inheritance ;  and 
Vid.Strabo]gt  whichf  by  reaibn  of  the  felony  of  John  de  Strabolgi,  earl  of  Athol 

(who  was  hanged),  her  fon  and  heir,  ought  to  have  cfcheated  to  the 
crown  on  the  death  of  the  faid  Alexander.  But  after  all  the  great 
favours  received  from  the  king ;  after  having  been  intrufted  with  the 
government  of  many  cailles  of  high  importance  in  the  kingdom,  and 
employed  in  feveral  offices  of  great  honour^  and  fummoned  to  parlia* 
ment  amongil  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  3d  to  the  1 4th  of  Ed- 
ward II.  he  became  a  rebel,  and  joined  in  the  infurredion  of  Thomas 
earl  of  Lancafler;  with  whom,  and  others,  on  their  defeat  at  Borough 
^dge,  he  was  taken  priibner,  and  afterwards  hanged  at  Canterbury^ 
anno  132 1.  When  was  exhibited  an  horrid  fcene  of  royal  revenge; 
for  at  the  fame  time  were  executed,  in  various  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
ninety  lords,  knights,  and  others  concerned  in  the  fame  infuneAioii, 
made  to  check  the  tyranny  of  thofe  times.  His  wife  was  Margaret, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas,  third  ion  of  Thomas,  iecond  fon  of 
Richard  de  Clare,  earl  of  Gloucefter,  by  whom  (who  furvived  him), 
he  left  iiTue,  Giles,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  four  daughters,  hereafter 
mentioned* 

Which  GiL£8,  notwithftanding  his  father^s  crime,  found  fucb  fa* 
TOUT  from  tlie  king,  that  he  had  a  fpecial  precept  to  the  keeper  of  the 
wardrobe  in  the  Tower,  to  deliver  unto  him  all  his  father*s  harneis,  as 
well  coat  armours  as  others.  And  the  7th  of  Exlward  III.  although 
not  then  of  full  age,  yet  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands; 
and  the  next  enfuing  year  attended  the  king  in  an  expedirion  into 
Scotland,  and  continued  in  the  Scottiih  wars  the  9th,  loth,  and  nth 
of  Edward  IIL  in  which  reign  al£>  he  had  fummons  to  parliament

from  the  9th  to  the  i^th,  inclufive;  but  died  the  fame  laft- mentioned 
year.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  de  Montacute,  earl 
of  Salifbury,  but  had  no  iffue ;  wherefore  his  four  fifters  proved  his 
coheirs :  of  whom,  Maud,  married  John  de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford ; 
Elizabeth,  firft,  Edmund  de  Mortimer,  and  after,  William  de  Bohun, 
carl  of  Northampton;  Margaret,  Sir  John  Tibetot;  and  Margery, 
William  lord  Roos  (or  Ros),  of  Hamlake.  Upon  partition  of  the 
inheritance,  the  manor  of  Badlefmere,  with  divers  other  lands,  were 
allotted  to  Maud  de  Vere.  The  manor  of  Tongc,*  with  certain  other 
eftates,  to  Elizabeth  de  Bohun.  The  manor  of  Chetham,  in  Kent, 
and  various  manors  in  other  counties,  to  Margaret  de  Tibetot.  The 
callle  and  manor  of  Chilham,  in  Kent,  together  with  other  manors  in 
the  fame  county,  and  in  the  counties  of  EiTex,  Wilts,  and  Dorfet,  to 
Margerie  de  Roos. 

But  the  barony  of  Badlefmere  ieems  to  have  been  conildered  as 
having  devolved  upon  the  Veres  earls  of  Oxford;  who  from  this  period 
continued  to  number  it  among  their  other  honours,  until  by  the 
death  of  John  de  Vere,  the  fourteenth  earl  of  Oxford,  without  iflue 
male,  the  iSth^Qf  Henry  VIII.  the  fame,  with  the  other  baronies  in 
fee  veiled  in  him,  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  four  iiflers  and  co- 
heirs ;  and  were  io  certified  the  5th  of  April,  1 626,  as  will  be  treated 
of  more  particularly  under  the  head  of  Oxford.  (Vid.  Vere  Earl  of 
Oxford.) 

«  In  Gibfon's  Camden^  Tong  Cafile  is  called  the  ancient  feat  of  Gunceline  de  Badilfmere,  a 
perfon  of  great  honour}  whofe  fon,  Bartholomew^  begat  that  Gunceline,  who,  by  the  heirefs  of 
Balph  Fitz-Bemard,  lord  of  Kingfdowne,  had  that  feditious  Bartholomew,  who,  by  Margaret 
Clare,,  had  Giles,  who  died  withoot  iflue,  leaving  his  four  fillers  his  coheirs :  viz.

The  firft  of  this  family  whereof  mention  occurs,  was  Wil^liam 
Bardolf,  iherifF  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk^  temp.  Henry  II.  And  the 
next 

Thomas  Bardolf^  who  married  Rofe,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir 
of  Ralph  Hanielyn^  baron  of  Schelford^  in  com.  Notts.  This  Thomas 
obtained  from  William,  brother  to  king  Henry  II.  the  lordihip  of 
Bradewill;  three  parts  of  which  he  gave  in  marriage  to  his  three 
daughters.  The  firft  married  to  Robert  de  St.  Remigio;  the  fecond, 
to  William  Bacun ;  the  third,  to  Baldwin  de  Thony ;  and  was  iiic* 
ceeded  by 

DouN  (or  Dodo),  Bardolf,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Bea- 
trix, daughter  and  heir  to  William  de  Warren,  of  Wirmgay,  in  Norfolk^ 
and  thereby  acquired  the  barony  of  Wirmgay.  He  died  the  nth  ot 
king  John,  leaving  the  faid  Beatrix  furviving,  and 

William^  his  ibnand  heir^  who,  the  17th  of  John,  had  livery  of 
his  lands  in  part ;  and  the  i?7th  Henry  III.  had  livery  of  the  honour 
of  Wirmgay ;  which,  during  his  minority,  had  been  in  the  hands  of 
Hubert  de  Burgh,  earl  of  Kent. 

The  42d  and  47th  of  Henry  IIL  this  William  was  governor  of 

Nottingham 
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Nottingham  cafUe ;  and  adhering  to  that  king  againft  the  barons  in 
arms^  was  taken  prifbner  at  the  battle  of  Lewes.  He  died  the  4th  of 
Edward  I.  as  it  ieems ;  for  then  William^  his  fon  and  heir^  doing  his 
homage,  had  liverj  of  his  lands.     Which 

William  married  Julian,  daughter  and  heir  of  Hugh  de  Gumay, 
by  whom  he  had  iilue  his  fon  and  fucceflbr 

Hugh,  who,  the  zzd  of  Edward  I.  was  one  of  thofe  eminent  per- 
ibns  who  had  fummons  to  attend  the  king  with  his  advice  touching 
the  weighty  affairs  of  the  realm,  and  afterward  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament from  that  time  to  the  30th  of  Edward  L  His  wife  was 
Ifabel,  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  Aguillon,^  by  whom  he  had  iflue, 
Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  a  younger  fon,  William.  And  deceafing 
the  3 ad  of  Edward  I. 

Thomas,  his  eldefl  fon,  fucceeded  him  in  the  barony ;  and  had 
alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  ifl  of  Edward  11.  to  the  4th  of 
Edward  Ilf.  about  which  time  he  died,'  leaving 

JoHK,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority;  who^  the  9th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  on  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
his  lands ;  and  alfb  the  fame  year  had  fummons  to  parliament.     He       ^ 
wedded  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Roger  D'Anjory,*  by  «  vid. 
whom  he  confiderably  increafed  his  inheritance.    And  dying  the  45th   ^^moiy. » 
of  Edward  III.  left 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  fourteen  years  of  age;  whofc 
wardfhip  and  marriage  was  granted  by  queen  Philippa  (wife  of  Exi- 
vrard  III.)  to  Sir  Michael  de  Poynings,  knight,  to  the  intent  that  he 
might  marry  Agnes,  daughter  of  the  faid  Michael.     Which  William, 

'  In  Gibfon*8  Camden's  Britannia,  it  is  faid,  that  Sir  Robert  Aguillon  had  a  cafile  at  the 
manor  of  Addington,  in  Surrey;  which  was  holden  in  fee^  by  the  ferjeanty  to  find  in  the  king's 
kitchen  on  the  coronation  day,  a  perfon  to  make  a  dainty  difli^  called  *'  Mapigernoun,  or  Dii- 
legroat,"  and  ferVe  the  fame  up  to  the  king's  table.    This  fervice  has  been  regularly  claimed

by  the  lords  of  the  faid  manor^  and  allowed  at  the  refpedive  coronations  of  the  kings  of  Eng- 
land. 

S  Dugdale^  in  his  Baronage,  fays  he  died  the  3d  of  Edward  III.  but  in  his  Lifts  of  Summons 
lo  Parliament,  the  name  of  Thomas  Bardolf  is  mentionedi  anno  the  4th  of  Edward  III. 

E  Z  upon 
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upon  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  hfs  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands 
the  45th  of  Eklward  III.**  And  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament  from 
the  49th  of  Edward  III.  to  9th  of  Richard  II.  in  which  year  he  died, 
leaving  Agnes  de  Poynings,  his  wife,  then  furviving,  and 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  a  perfon  of  cfpecial  eminence 
in  his  time ;  but  at  length  taking  part  with  Henry  carl  of  Northum- 
brrland,  and  others,  in  their  infurrcdion  againft  king  Henry  iV.  and 
.being  purfued  by  the  royal  army  in  great  force,  was  obliged  to  fly  the 
kingdom.  But  about  three  years  after  returning  into  England,  was 
with  the  faid  earl  of  Northumberland  in  the  battle  of  Bramham  Moor, 
where  that  unfortunate  nobleman  was  defeated  and  flain,  and  this 
lord  Bardolf  fo  much  hurt,  that  he  died  of  his  wounds  foon  after; 
leaving  by  Avicia'(or  Hawyfe),  his  wife,  daughter  of  Ralph  lord 
Cromwell,  two  daughters,  his  coheirs;  whereof  Anne  married,  firft. 
Sir  William  Clifford,  knight ;  and  fecondly,  Reginald  lord  Cobham, 
of  Sterborough ;  and  Joane  became  the  wife  of  Sir  William  Phelip, 
knight. 

Thus  the  ancient  barony  of  Bardolf  became  forfeited  to  the  crown^ 
by  the  attainder  of  this  great  but  unhappy  lord,  and  his  pofleilions 
divided ;  whereof  the  honour  of  Wirmgay,  with  divers  other  manors

in  Norfolk,'  were  given  by  the  king  to  his  half  brother,  Thomas  Beau* 
fort ;  other  confiderable  lordfhips  to  Sir  George  Dunbar,  knight ;  and 
the  manors  of  Schelford  and  Stoke-Bardolf,  in  com.  Notts^  with  Hal* 
lughton^  in  Leicefterfhire,  to  the  queen. 

But  neverthelefs,  it  appears,  that  fome  time  after,  the  king,  on  the 
humble  reprefentation  of  the  iaid  Sir  William  Clifford  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Phelip,  who  had  married  the  beforementioned  Anne  and  Joaiie, 

^  Thus,  fays  Dogdale.  But  there  (eems  a  miClake :  for,  if  this  William  was  only  foartoen 
years  old  at  his  father's  death,  in  45th  Edwaid  III.  he  could  not  make  proof  of  his  age,  to  have 
livery  of  his  lands  the  fame  year,  45th  Edward  III.

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daughters*of  Thomas  lord  Bardolf,  granted  to  them  the  rcverfion  of 
the  laft-mentioned  manors,  as  alfo  of  the  manor  of  Birlyng,  in  Suflex, 
after  the  death  of  the  queen;  to  hc^d  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  the  heirs 
of  their  bodies.  Which  Sir  William  Phelip  afterwards  had  the  title 
of  lord  Bardolf  *  JJt.Sf 

Of  this  fame  family,  according  to  Dugdale,  was  Hugh  Bardolf^ 
a  younger  fon  of  the  firft  William.  Which  Hugh  was  (heriff  for  the 
counties  of  Cornwall  and  Wilts,  temp.  Henry  11.  as  alfo  for  Somerfet 
and  Dorfet^  temp.  Richard  I.  but  died  the  5th  of  John,  S.  P« 
leaving 

Robert  Bardolf,  his  brother  and  heir,  who  alfo  died  iflueleis, 
whereby  his  lands  came  to  be  ihared  among  his  nephews  and  heirs ; 
viz.  Jordan  Foliot,  Ifold  Gray,  Ralph  Paynell,  Hugh  Poinz,  and 
Maude  Bardolf. 

Of  this  family,  the  Baronage  fays,  was  alfo  William  Bardolf 
(fon,  as  prdumed,  of  the  firft  Thomas) ;  which  William  firft  married 
the  daughter  of  Almaric  le  Defpenfer,  and  afterwards  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  William  Fitz- William,  with  whom  he  had  all  the  Thcnage 
which  the  faid  Fitz- William  held  in  Hepedale  and  Rokcdale.  But 
this  William  Bardolf  does  not  iippear  to  have  lived  paft  the  7th  of 
John,  when  the  faid  Elizabeth  was  his  widow.

He  is  fald  to  have  been  created  lord  Bardolf,  by  letters  patent  of 
Henry  VI  but  it  does  not  appear  that  he  ever  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament although  he  bore  that  title. 

He  was  a  kniglit  of  the  garter,  and  chamberlain  to  king  Henry  VL 
in  whofe  19th  year  he  died,  leaving,  by  the  iaid  Joane  his  wife,  aa 
only  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  who  married  John  vifcouat  Beau*

The  firfl:  of  this  line  was  Ralph,  fccond  ion  of  Richard  Baifet 
and  Maud  Riddell,  or  Ridell ;  which  Ralph,  by  Alice  his  wife  (wha 
furvived  htm),  had  iiTue 

Ralph  Basset,  of  Drayton,  who  by  Ifabella  his  wife,  was  father 
of  another 

Ralph,  who,  the  42d  of  Henry  III.  had  lumroons,  with  other 
great  men,  to  attend  the  king  at  Chefter,  fumi(hed  with  horfe  and 
arms,  to  repel  the  incurfions  of  the  Welfh;  but  the  4Sth  of  Henry  II L 
adhering  to  Simon  Montforc,  earl  of  Leicefter,  and  other  the  rebel- 
lious barons  then  in  arms,  he  was  the  next  year  (after  their  viAory 
over  the  king's  army  at  Lewes),  appointed  governor,  for  them,  over 
the  cafUes  of  Salop  and  Bruges.  Before  the  end  of  the  fame  year, 
prince  Edward,  with  the  royal  forces,  giving  battle  to  the  barons  at 
Evefliam,  this  Ralph  was  there  ilain,  ^with  divers  eminent  perlbns^ 
manfully  fighting  in  the  caufe  of  liberty.  It  is  fiid,  that  when  Simon 
Montfort,  the  principal  general  of  the  barons,  perceived  the  great 
Orength  and  order  of  the  royal  army,  he  concluded  he  ihould  be  de- 
feated, and  therefore  adviied  Ralph  Baifet  and  Hugh  Defpencer,  ta 
get  away,  and  rcferve  themfclves  for  better  times ;  but  they  iloutly 
anfwered,  "  If  he  periihed,  they  did  not  wifti  to  live  V*  A  noble  con- 
fidence in  their  commander,  and  ipecimen  of  the  fpirit  of  our  ancefl:ors> 
who  eilimated  the  liberty  of  their  country  above  the  value  of  their 
own  lives ! 

His  wife  w«s  Margaret,  the  widow  of  Urian  Si.  Pierre,  and  daughter 
of  Roger  de  Somery,  baron  of  Dudley,  who  furvived  him,  and  after- 
wards took  the  habit  of  religion ;  by  whom  he  left  a  daughter,  Maud^ 
who  married  John  lord  Grey  de  Wilton,  and  a  fbn

Ralph,  Kis  fucceflbt;  who,  the  22d  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to 
be  at  Portfmouth  on  the  ift  of  September,  well  armed,  to  attend  the 
king  into  Gafcoigne,  The  24th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  in  an  expedi- 
tion into  Scotland ;  and  the  next  year  was  in  another  with  the  king 
into  Flanders.  He  married  Joane,  daughter  of  John  Grey,  jufticc  of 
Chefter^  (with  whom  her  father  gave  in  frank  marriage, .  all  his  lands 
in  Olney,  in  com.  Bucks);  and  having  been  fiimmoned  to  parliament> 
the  23d  and  27th  of  Edward  I.  inclufive,  died  the  fame  year  (1299); 
and  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  Drayton  Baifet,  before  the  high 
altar.  Befides  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  he  had  two  aaughters;  viz. 
Maud,  who  married  William  de  Heriz ;  and  Margaret,^  who  married 
Edmund  Baron  of  Stafford. 

To  him  fucceedcd  Ralph,  his  fon  beforementioned,  who,  the  29th 
of  Edward  I.  was  employed  in  the^  king*s  fervice  in  Scotland ;  and 
during^the  remainder  of  that  reign,  and  in  the  fucceeding  one,  was  in 
a  variety  of  employments.  The  ift  of  Edward  III.  he  was  in  the 
expedition  into  Scotland ;  fo  again  the  7th  Edward  III.  and  the  next 
year  was  conftituted  jufticc  of  North  Wales.  Moreover,  he  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  28th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  i6th  Ed- 
ward III.  inclufive ;  and  died  the  25th  February,  1 7th  Edward  III. 
(anno  i."43).  His  wife  was  Joane,  daughter  of  Thomas  Beauchamp^ 
earl  of  Warwick ;  by  whom  he  had  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died 
in  his  lifetime,  viz.  the  7th  Exiward  III.  leaving  iffue  by  Alice, 
daughter,  of  Nicholas  lord  Audley,  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir.     Which 

Ralph,  upon  his  grandfather's  death,  became  his  heii-;  and  the 
29th  of  Edward  III.  making  proof  of  his  age,  had  livery  of  his  lands. 
Kc  was  a  very  adive  and  eminent  man,  Icrving  repeatedly  in  the 
wars  of  France  with  honour  and  renown.     The  31ft  of  Edward  IIL

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he  had  flimmons  to  parliament,  and  the  like  from  that  time  to  the 
13th  of  Richard  I.  inclufive.  He  was  alfo  a  knight  of  the  garter;  in 
confequence  of  which,  his  arms  yet  remain  in  one  of  the  ftalls  of  the 
quire  of  that  moft  beautiful  Gothic  fabric,  the  chapel  at  Windfor.  He 
died  loth  May,  1390  (14th  Richard  II.)  without  iifue j  having  ordered, 
by  his  will,  that  his  body  ihould  be  buried  in  the  cathedral  at  Lichfield, 
near  the  altar  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  having  given  his  eftates,  by  will,. 
according  to  fome  authorities,  to  Sir  Hugh  Shirley,  Son  of  Sir  Tho- 
mas, by  Ifabel,  his  iifter,  upon  condition  of  taking  his  name  and  arms;, 
and  on  refufal,  then  to  his  couiin,  Edmund  lord  Stafford,  &c.  But 
other  authorities  reprefent  the  matter  differently :  certain,  however,  it 
is,  that  there  were  great  difputes  after  his  deceafe.  By  one  inquifition 
it  was  found,  that  Thomas  earl  of  Stafford  was  his  coufin  and  next 
heir,  viz.  fon  of  Hugh,  Ion  of  Ralph,  Ion  of  Margaret,  fifter  of  Ralph,, 
father  of  Ralph,  father  of  the  faid  Ralph,  laft  lord  Baflet  of  Drayton. 
By  another  inquiiition,  it  was  alfb  found,  that  the  fame  Thomas  earl 
of  Stafford,  and  Alice,  the  wife  of  Sir  William  Chaworth,  knight, 
were,  his  coufms  and  next  heirs,  viz.  the  faid  Thomas,  Ion  of  Hugh,. 
&c.  as  beforefaid;  and  the  faid  Alice,  daughter  of  Catherine,  daughter 
of  John,  fon  of  Roger,  fon  of  Joane,  daughter  of  Maude,  the  other 
fifter  and  coheir  of  Ralph  BafTet,  father  of  Ralph,  father  of  the  faid 
Ralph,  the  laft  lord  Baflet  of  Drayton.  What  conchafion  was  defini- 
tively made  in  the  great  controverfy  between  the  Staf&rds  and  Cha- 
worths,  is  not  ftatcd  by  Dugdalc ;  yet,  according  to  his  account,  the 
controverfy  was  only  between  the  Staffords  and  Chaworths :  whick 
appears  to  indicate,  that  Ifabel,  fifter  to  the  laft  Ralph  lord  BafTet, 
could  not  be  legitimate,  or  otherwife  the  priority  of  blood  of  her  iffuc 
muft  have  been  unqueftionably  nearer  in  point  of  claim  to^  any  inhc- 
ritance  which  was  not  under  the  limitation  of  fome  fettlement  or 
other,  abfolutely  diredinf  a  contrar}'  defcent.  Be  the  fubjcdl  yet  as  it 
may,  neither  the  Shirleys  nor  the  Staffords  are  recorded  to  have  taken^ 
the  name  and  arms  of  Baffet.  But  Edmonfbn,  in  his  Baronagium 
Genealogicum>  and  the  feveral  Peerages  of  the  day,  attribute  the

barony  of  Baffet  to  the  prcfcnt  carl  of  Lciceftcr,  defccndcd  in  the 
female  line  from  the  faid  Ifabcl,  fifter  and  heir  (as  they  conclude),  to 
Ralph  lord^affet  aforefaid. 

Of  Joane,  wife  to  this  Ralph  lord  Baffet  (who  was  fifter  to  John 
duke  of  Brittany),  it  is  ftated,  that  fhe  furvived  him,  and  held  in 
dower  the  third  part  of  the  manor  of  Colfton  Baffet,  in  Nottingham- 
(hire ;  and  of  Drayton  Baffet,  in  Staffordftiirc ;  together  with  the  fame 
proportion  of  feveral  other  confidcrablc  manors  in  the  counties  of  Bed- 
ford, Leiccfter,  Lincoln,  and  Devon. 

By  her  will,  dated  at  her  manor^houfe  of  Chefhunt,  in  com.  Bucks, 
ayth  March,  1402,  fee  bequeaths  her  body  to  be  buried  in  the  abbey 
of  Lavenden,  near  Olney,  in  that  county,  and  died  the  Thurfday  next 
before  the  Feaft  of  St.  Martin,  the  next  enfuing  year. 


BEAUCHAMP   OF    HACCHE.

The  firll  of  this  Somerfetfhire  family  of  Beauchamp,  of  whom  men- 
tion is  made,  was  Robert,  who,  in  the  9th  of  Henry  11.  was  (heriff  of 
the  counties  of  Somerfet  and  Dorfet,  and  died  the  13th  of  king  John; 
leaving  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  departed  this  life  about 
the  36th  of  Henry  III.  and  was  iucceeded  by  another  Robert,  his 
Ion  and  heir,  who  was  founder  of  the  priory  of  Frithelftoke,  in  the 
county  of  Devon :  whole  fon,  John,  was  his  fuccefTor,  and  married 
Cicely,  daughter  and  heir  of  Maud  deKyme;'^  by  whom  he  left  John, 
his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament  from  the  25th  of 
Edward  L  to  the  10th  of  Edward  IIL  when  he  died;  leaving  ifluc

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another  John,  his  fon  and  heir^  who  had  fummohs  to  parliament 
from  the  loth  to  the  17th  of  Edward  IIL  in  which  year  he  died, 
leaving  John^  his  fbn  and  heir,  and  Margaret,  his  widow,  furviving. 
Which  John,  the  33d  of  Edward  IIL  was  in  the  expedition  then 
made  into  Gafcoigne,  and  of  the  retinue  to  Thomas  dc  Beauchamp, 
earl  of  Warwick,  whofe  daughter,  Alice,  he  had  married.  He  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  25th  to  the  34th  of  Eklward  IIT. 
incluiiye ;  in  which  fame  year  he  deceafed  without  iiTue,  leaving  Ci- 
cely, his  fiftcr,  and  John  Meriet,  fon  of  Eleanor,  his  other  iifler,  his 
next  heirs.     Which  John  Meriet  died  the  3d  of  Richard  II.  leaving 

iflue,  Elizabeth,  his  fole  daughter  and  heir,  married  to Seymour. 

Cecily  was  wife,  firft,  of  *Sir  Roger  Seymour  ;^  and  afterwards  of  Ri- 
chard Turberville,  of  Bere  Regis,  in  com.  Doriet ;  by  whom  ihe  had  a 
daughter,  named  f  Juliana,

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BEAUMONT. 

Arms— -Az.  a  Lion  rampant  fem6e  de  Lis  O. 

The  dcfcent  of  this  noble  family  is  by  fomc  deduced  from 
ion  to  Charles  earl  of  Anjou,  a  younger  fon  to  Lewis  VIIL  king  of 
France ;  and  by  others,  from  Lewis  de  Brenne,  fecond  fon  to  Joha 
de  Brienne,  the  laft  king  of  Jerufalem.  But  this  latter  descent  is 
difclaimed  by  Robert  de  Greyftanes,  the  fub-prior  of  Durham  ;  whilft 
the  former  feems  improbable,  unlefs  it  can  be  believed  that  the  faid 
Lewis  began  the  pleaiing  work  of  generation  in  the  cradle:  for  if 
Anderfbn*s  Tables  may  be  credited^  he  died  in  the  year  1 248,  about 
three  years  after  the  marriage  of  his  parents.  Froifard,  the  hiftorian, 
who  was  a  native  of  Hainault,  and  lived  in  that  time  when  this  family 
firft  came  into  notice,  and  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  be  ignorant  of  the 
iflues  of  either  Charles  king  of  Sicily,  or  John  de  Brenne,  yet  derives 
not  Henry  de  Beaumont  from  either  of  them,  but  fays,  he  was 
ion  to  the  vifcount  Beaumont,  in  England*""     This  matter,  however, 

n  Of  thefe  vifcouots  a  perfed  account  cannot  be  pretended  to  be  given;  but  what  can  be 
faid^  we  will  venture  to  offer.  It  appears  then,  that  our  king  Henry  I.  bad  many  natural' fon» 
and  daughters  >  of  the  latter  of  whicb^  one  named  Conftance,  is  faid,  by  Sandford,  to  have  mar- 
ried Rofceline  vifcount  Beaumont,  in  Normandy,  and  to  have  been  endowed  by  her  father  with* 
the  manor  of  Alrichfcott,  and  the  town  of  Suttanton,  in  Devonlhire.  Of  this  vifcountefs  Beau- 
mont,  Mr.  Madox,  in  his  Baronia  Anglicana,  has  produced  from  the  Pipe  Rolls,  feveral  pay- 
ments  of  money  in  the  4th  of  Henry  II.  (who  was  her  nephew) ;  which  payments  were  made 
to  a  lady  %led  only  YicecomittiTa,  though  afterwards  VicecomitilTa  de  Bellomonte. 

She  had  iffiie  a  £on,  Richard,  who  fucceeded  to  the  vifeounty  (and  probably  Odoard  le  Vi-^ 
count,  to  whom  king  Henry  II.  gave  the  manor  of  Emildon,  in  Northumberland,  might  be 
one  of  her  younger  Tons),  in  which  he  was  fucceeded  by  Ralph,  who,  very  likely,  when  the 
dutchy  of  Normandy  was  loft  by  king  John,  fought  refuge  and  relief  in  England.  Fbr  in  tiie 
next  reign,  it  appears,  that  mention  is  made  of  William  de  Beaumont  $  and  alfo  of  Godfrey, 
who,  with  Cecilia  de  Ferrers,  his  wife,  levied  a  fibe  of  the  manor  of  Rokburn,  in  Northampton- 
ihire,  the  6th  of  Edward  I.  Why  may  not  then  one  of  thefe  be  father  of  the  lady  Vefcy^  and 
her  brothers  ?    (Horneby's  Remarks  on  Dugdale's  Baronage.) 
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is  not  worth  a  difputc ;.  but  certain  it  is,  that  in  the  time  of  king  Ed- 
ward  L  mention  is  made  of  Ifabel  de  Beaumont,  wife  of  John  de 
Vefcy,  of  Lewis,  who  was  treafurer  of  the  church  of  Salifbury  in 
1294,  and  afterwards  bifhop  of  Durham  ;'^  and  of  Henry  de  Beaumont, 
which 

H£NRT,  the  30th  of  Edward  I.  attended  that  king  in  an  expedi- 
tion into  Scotland.  In  the  ift  of  Edward  11.  being  flyled  ^'  Confan- 
guineus  regis/*  he  obtained  a  grant  in  fie,  of  the  manors  of  Folkyng- 
bam,  Edenham,  and  Barton  upon  Humber ;  and  of  all  the  knights 
fees  belonging  to  Gilbert  de  Gant,  which  Lora  de  Gant,  his  widow, 
held  in  dower.  Moreover,  the  4th  of  Edward  IL  he  had  a  grant  of 
the  lile  of  Man,  to  hold  for  life ;  and  about  the  fame  time  took  to 
wife,  Alice,  daughter,  and  at  length  heir,  of  Alexander  ^Gomin,  earl 
of  Boghan,  conflable  of  Scotland ;  and  the  5th  of  Edward  II.  had 
livery  of  her  inheritance. 

This  Henry,  however,  does  not  exhibit  a  moft  amiable  chara^ler: 
for  it  appears,  that  having -been  much  trufted,  and  more  rewarded,  by 
Edward  II.  after  being  pardoned  for  affronting  him  in  open  council,*  *  Dagd. 
he  made  a  fhift  to  get  into  France,  attending  the  virtuous  queen  ^'  P* 
Ifabel  to  the  court  of  the  earl  of  Hainauk,  from  whence  he  ca.me  over 
with  the  earl's  brother,  to  aflifl:  that  dutiful  confbrt  in  the  pious 
work  of  dethroning  her  hufband;  and  thereupon,  for  remuneration 
of  his  fervices,  obtained  a  grant  of  the  manor  of  Loughborough  in 
general  tail,  part  of  the  poflefiions  of  Hugh  le  Defpenfer,  earl  of  Win* 
chefter,  attaint,  d. 

During  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  he  had  alfo  many  high  pofb  and 

n  Greyftanes  Cayn,  this  bifhop  was  a  man  of  generofity,  which  he  had  from  the  blood  of  the 
kings  of  France  and  Sicily^  but  does  not  qdorn  him  with  qualities  truly  loyal.  For  he  was  pro* 
digal  in  bis  expenfes,  ytry  greedy  of  money,  without  caring  how  he  came  by  it}  being  not 
much  unlike  what  Sallufl  defcribes  Cataline,

offices 
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offices  conferred  upon  him.  And  having  had  fummons  to  parKamenti 
from  the  2d  of  Edward  II.  to  the  6th  of  Edward  IIL  as  a  baron,  and 
from  thence  to  the  14th  of  E^iward  III.  as  carl  of  Boghan,  died  the 
fame  year,  leaving  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Nicholas,  fon  of 
James  lord  Audley ;  and 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  on  his  father's  death,  had  livery  of 
his  lands,  but  never  ufed  tht  title  of  earl  of  Boghan ;  and  died  iboa 
after,  viz.  the  i6th  Edward  IIL  leaving,  by  Eleanor  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  earl  of  Lancaftcr  (grandfon  of  Henry  III.)  an  only 
fon, 

Henrt,  who  was  born  in  Brabant,  the  T4th  of  Edward  III.  but 
whofe  legitimacy  was  ratified  in  parliament  the  25th  of  the  fame 
reign ;  in  the  34th  whereof,  doing  his  homage,  he  had  livery  of  his 
lands,  and  alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  36th  to  the  42d  of 
Edward  III.  the  year  after  which  he  died,  leaving  Margaret  his  wife, 
daughter  of  John  de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford,  furviving,  and 
^  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  eight  years  old ;  who,  the  6th  of  Ri- 

chard II.  making  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
his  inheritance.  The  loth  of  Richard  II.  he  accompanied  John  duke 
of  Lancafler  into  Spain;  but  before  the  end  of  .the  fame  year  was 
expelled  the  court,  as  one  of  the  king's  evil  advifers,  by  the  great  lords 
aiTetnbled  at  Haringey  Park.  But  thofe  heats  fubiiding,  he  rofe  again 
into  power,  and  was  intruded  with  feveral  high  employments,  and 
was  clewed  a  knight  of  the  garter.  And  having  been  fummoned  to 
parliament,  from  the  6th  to  the  17th  of  Richard  II.  died  full  of 
honour,  the  20th  of  the  fame  reign,  leaving  Catherine  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  de  Everingham,  of  Laxton,  furviving,?  and  Henry,  his 
fon  and  heir,  fixteen  years  of  age.     Which 

f  Kimbcr  and  Collins,  in  their  Baronetages  &y,  that  by  the  faid  Catherine,  his  firft  wife,  he 
bad  ifTue  Henry ;  Thomas,  ancedor  to  the  vifcounts  Beaumonts,  of  Swords,  itt  the  kingdom  of 
Ireland,  and  to  the  Beaumonts  of  Stoughton  Grange ;  and  Richard.  But  by  his  fecond  wife, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  Mowbray,  earl  marlhal,  and  widow  of  Nicholas  lord  Audky, 
be  had  no  iflue. 

H£NRT 
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Henrt,  the  I  ft  of  Henry  IV.  was  made  a  knight,  by  Bathing,  at 
the  coronation  of  that  king ;  having  an  allowance  of  robes  for  the  faid 
fblemnity.  And  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  5th  to 
the  14th  of  Henry  IV.  died  the  ift  year  of  Henry  V.  His  wife  was 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  lord  Willoughby,  of  Ercfby,  by  whom 
he  had  iffue,  as  faid,*  a  younger  fon;  from  whom  defcended  the  ♦ColUniand 
Beaumonts  of  Wednclbury,  in  com.  StaC  and 

John,  his  fbn  and  heir,  who  was  only  four  years  old  at  his  father's 
death ;  but  the  9th  of  Henry  VI.  making  proof  of  his  age,  had  livery 
of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance.  He  was  in  great  favour  with  that 
king,  under  whom  he  bore  the  moft  honourable  employments :  was 
made  a  knight  of  the  garter ;  alfo  earl  of  Boloine,  by  letters  patent, 
dated  ^7th  July,  14th  Henry  VI.  and,  moreover,  in  coniideration  of 
his  great  merits  and  e/pecial  fervlces,  was  advanced  to  the  honour  of 
a  vifcount,  by  other  letters  patent,  bearing  date  12th  February,  i8di 
Henry  VL  being  the  firft  peribn  ever  dignified  with  that  title  in 
England. 

Furthermore,  the  23d  of  Henry  VI.  he  had  another  grant  to  him- 
ielf,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  of  place  and  precedence  above 
all  vifcounts  thenceforth  to  be  created,  and  to  take  place  next  and 
immediately  unto  earls,  in  all  parliaments  and  public  meetings.  Hav- 
ing been  thus  raifed  to  higher  honours  than  any  of  his  anceftors  had 
before  borne,  be  was  not  unmindful  of  the  gratitude  he  owed  to  that 
prince,  who  had  ib  highly  favoured  him;  wherefore,  in  his  caufe 
againft  the  houfe  of  York,  he  bravely  adventured  his  life,  and  was  ilain 
in  the  battle  of  Northampton,  38th  Henry  VI.  His  wife  was  Eliza* 
beth,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  William  Phelip,  lord  Bardolf  ;*  by  •  Via. 
whom  be  had  iifue  a  fon,  Henry,  who  died  in  his  lifetime,  S.  P.  Wil- 
liam, his  fiicceflbr ;  and  an  only  daughter,  Joane,  who  married  John 
lord  Lovel,  of  Tichmerfh.     Which 

William  adhering  to  the  Lancaftrian  intereft,  participated  in  the 
hard  fate  which  befel  that  family.  For  being  taken  pri&ner  at  Tow- 
ton  Field,  1  ft  Edward  IV.  he  was  the  fame  year  attainted,  anid  divers 
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of  his  manors  given  to  the  lord  Haftings.  But  after  king  Henry  VIL 
obtained  the  crown,  he  was  reftorcd  again,  and  his  attainder  whoHf 
Tcvcrfed  ift  Henry  VII.  in  which  year  he  had  fummons  to  parliament^ 
by  the  title  of  "  Willielmo  vicccomiti  Beamond;"  and  lived  long 
after,  viz.  to  the  23d  of  that  rcign.^i 

He  was  twice  married;  firft,  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard 
Scroope ;  ahd,  fecondly,  to  Joane,  daughter  of  Humphrey  Stafford^ 
duke  of  Buckingham,  but  had  no  iflue  by  either ;  whereupon  hifto« 
fians  and  antiquarians  relate,  that  Francis  vifcount  Lovel  (his  nephew)^ 
had  he  been  at  that  time  living,  and  not  attainted,  would  have  been 
bis  heir  for  the  barony  of  Beatimont ;  but  he  dying  S.  P.  and  his 
attainder  never  being  reverfed,  his  fifteis  could  inherit  nothing  from 

But  here  it  is  neceflary  to  remark,  that  as  by  reafon  of  their  hro^ 
ther's  attainder^  Joane  and  Fridifwide,  the  fifters  of  the  faid  Francis 
vifcount  LaveU  could  not  inherit  any  thing  from  him,  yet  as  they 
were  not  entitled  to  the  faid  barony  of  Beaumont  through  him,  but 
through  their  mother  Joane,  daughter^  and  at  length  heir,  of  John, 
&r&  vifcount  Beaumont,  the  faid  attainder  could  not  operate  to  debar 
them  of  that  honour  to  vf hicH  they  were  entitled  ex  parte*  maternl. 
Thus,  if  a  man  feifed  of  lands  in  fee,  hath  two  fons,  the  cldcft  is 
attainted,  and  then  the  fcUher  dietb^  the  king  (hall  have  the  land,  and 
not  the  younger,  fbr  the  attainder  of  the  elder  is  an  impediment ;  but 
if  the  elder  had  died  before  the  fatber^  then  the  younger  fliould  have 
'  had  the  land  by  dcfcent ;  for  he  is  heir  to  the  father  and  not  to  the 
krother.     Dyer,  2,y4.  pi.  40^41. 

So,  if  this  rule  holdeth,  the  faid  daughters  were  heirs  by  defccnt  to 
their  father  as  well  as  to  their  mother;  and  the  barony  in  fee,  as  fuch^ 
became  veftedin  them  in  abeyance;    and  hae  indeed  fe  been,  deterr-

Whether  avarice  or  ambition  may  have  the  grcatcft  fway  over 
the  human  paifions,  is  difficult  to  fay.  The  celebrated  Roman  poet, 
Virgil,  finely  defcribes  the  power  of  avarice : 

"  Quid  non  mortalia  pedora  cogu 
Auri  facri  fames*** 

Be  this  point,  however,  determinable  as  it  may,  it  is  related,  that 
Walter  Bec,  although  pofleiTed  of  a  fair  inheritance  in  Flanders, 
could  not  withfland  the  temptation  which  the  fpoil  of  England  held 
out  to  all  thofe  who  ihould  follow  the  fortune  of  the  Norman  duke^i 
in  his  invafion  of  England,  whom  he  accordingly  accompanied ;  and 
as  a  reward,  obtained  of  his  gift  the  manor  of  Erefby,  in  the  county 
of  Lincoln,  and  divers  other  lordihips. 

This  Walter  married  Agnes,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Hugh,  the 
fon  of  Pinco,  commonly  callied  Hugh  Dapifer,  and  had  ifiue  by  her 
five  fons:  viz.  Hugh,  Henry,  Walter,  John,  and  Thomas;  but  Hugh, 
the  eldeft,  dying  without  ifiue  in  his  return  from  the  Holy  Land,  and 
Hen^,  his  brother,  being  a  perfon  of  weak  underfianding,  his  two 
other  brethren,  viz.  Walter  and  John,  ihared  the  inheritance ;  Tho- 
mas, the  youngeft,  having  all  the  churches  which  were  of  their 
patronage. 

Walter  had  iflue  Henry,  who  was  the  father  of  Walter,  after- 
wards confta^le  of  Lincoln  caftle.  But  Henry  had  ifiue  Walter,  his 
ion,  who  married  Eva,  niece  of  Walter  de  Grey,  archbifhop  of  York ; 
and  was  fa^ier  of 

John,  Who,  the  7th  of  John,  paid  a  fine  to  that  king,  for  liberty 
to  marry  the  widow  of  William  Bardolph.  His  fuccefibr  was  another 

Henet, 
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Henry,  who  married  Hawifc,  fifter  of  Thomas  dc  Multon,  and 
was  fuccccdcd  by  another  Walter,  who  had  iffuc  three  fons ;  John 
Anthony,  the  famous  bifliop  of  Durham ;  and  Thomas,  bilhop  of  St. 
David's.     Which 

John,  the  z^d  and  24th  Edward  I.  was  fummoned  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm;  and  died  the  31ft  of  the  fame  reign, 
leaving 

Walter,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  three  daughters ;  viz.  Alice,  wife 
of  Sir  William  dc  Willoughby ;  Margaret,  of  Sir  Richard  Harcourt, 
anceftor  of  the  earls  Harcourt)  ;  and  Mary.  But  the  faid  Walter 
dying  without  iflue,  Robert,  fon  of  the  faid  Alice,  and  John,  the  fbn 
of  Margaret  (his  fifters),  became  his  next  heirs. 

From  this  account,  however,  by  Dugdale,Collin8,  in  his  Parliamen- 
tary Precedents,  p.  1 6,  very  much  differs.  For  in  the  cafe  of  Richard 
Bertie,  cfquire,  claiming  the  barony  of  Wiiloughby  of  Erelby,  he  thus 
recites:  viz. 

**  For  the  barony  of  Erefby,  it  is  plain,  that  the  dignity  is  annexed 
^  to  the  manor  of  Erelby,  after  the  manner  of  the  ancient  baronies,  and 
'^  after  the  manner  of  Arundel  caftle.  And  that  the  fame  manor  hath 
more  knights  fees  thereunto  belonging  than  is  requifite  for  a  barony, 
may  appear  in  accompts  and  old  inquiiitions,  in  which  divers  ma- 
nors, as  members  of  the  faid  chief  head  of  the  barony,  are  named 
<*  and  rchearfed.  Which  came  unto  Walter  Beke>  by  the  right  of 
Agnes  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  lord  HugH  Dapifer.  Alfo  long 
after,  another  Walter  Beke,  defcended  of  the  former  Walter,  having 
three  daughters,  and  no  fons ;  and  matching  one  with  Robert  Wil- 
loughby, conveyed  in  his  lifetime  the  manor  and  barony  to  the  ikid 
Robert,  by  fpecial  conveyance,  to  come  prefently  and  immediately 
to  him  after  the  death  of  the  faid  Walter ;  whereby  the  faid  Robert 
was  lord  of  Ereiby,  and  the  tenure  of  the  head  manor  of  the  barony, 
that  is  to  fay,  of  Erefby,  proveth  that  the  dignity  is  annexed  there«* 
unto.  For  the  fervicc  of  Dapifer,  by  words  in  ancient  charters  and 
ofEces,  is  exprefsly  appointed  to  be  done  by  the  baron  of  Erefby 
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himfclf,  until  by  compofition  it  was  agreed  and  permitted^  that  it 
might  be  executed  either  by  his  fon  and  heir  apparent,  or  by  another 
deputy,  at  the  lead  in  degree  a  knight.  So  that  the  gift  of  the 
barony  Was  granted  in  the  Conqueft  time,  upon  the  honour  of  the 
'*  fervice  to  be  done  by  the  perfbn  of  a  baron,  to  have  continuance  for 
''  ever,"     (Vid.  Willoughby  of  Erefby.) 

But  before  we  entirely  leave  this  family,  it  may  be  worth  while  to 
fay  fomething  of  Anthony  de  Bek,  the  biftiop  of  Durham;  who 
was  a  man  of  vaft  power  and  wealth,  and  by  that  means  obtained  of 
the  pope  the  patriarchate  of  Jerufalem,  and  of  t|ie  king  the  principal 
lity  of  the  Ifle  of  Man  ;  and  had  fo  great  a  command,  that  Stow  fays, 
in  the  battle  of  Falkirk,  fought  by  Edward  I.  againft  the  Scots,  there 
were  no  left  than  thirty- two  of  his  banners  in  the  army.  He  died 
March  3,  13 10;  and  was  buried  in  the  cathedral  at  Durham,  before 
the  high  altar,  being  the  firfi:  bifhop  that  prefumed  to  lie  in  the 
church,  on  account  of  the  interment  of  the  holy  St.  Cuthbert.  And 
fo  fuperftitious  were  they  then,  that  they  dared  not  to  bring  him  in  at 
the  doors,  but  broke  a  hole  in  the  wall,  to  bring  him  in  at  the  end  of 
the  church;  which  is  faid  to  be  yet  vifible. 
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BERKELEY. 

When  William  the  Conqueror  obtained  the  Crown  of  England, 
he  conferred  the  manor  of  Berkeley'  upon  Roger,  a  Norman,  who  had 
affiiled  him  in  his  conqueft,  and  who  thereupon  aflumed  the  name  of 
Roger  de  Berkeley  ;  but  having  no  children,  the  inheritance  de- 
volved to  his  nephew 

William  de  Berkeley,  a  perfon  of  confiderable  eminence,  whofe 
fbn  and  heir, 

Roger,  was  divefted  of  his  barony  and  caflle  of  Berkeley,  in  the 
reign  of  king  Stephen,  which  was  given  to  Robert  Fitz-Harding,  a 
Ton  of  Harding,  of  the  blood^royal  of  Denmark,  who  thence  took  the 
fumame  of  Berkeley  ;  and  by  a  compromife,  married  Alice,  daugh** 


t  This  manor  anciently  belonged  to  the  nunneiy  of  Berkelcj,  before  the  time  of  the  conqneft  j 
till  Godwin  earl  of  Kent  caft  his  eye  thereon,  and  contrived  to  debauch  the  nans,  by  fending 
his  nephew^  a  beautiful  youth,  among  them,  that  if  he  could  eSoBt  his  purpofe,  he  might  beg 
their  pofleffions  on  account  of  their  wickednefs.  In  (hort,  the  trick  proved  fuccefsful ;  the 
young  man  became  intimate  with  many  of  the  nuns^  and  even  the  abbe(s  herlelC  who  proved 
with  child  i  wherefore  earl  Godwin  informing  the  king  (Edward  the  ConfeiTor)/  of  their  finful 
life,  and  the  fa^s,  upon  inveftigation,  being  found  true,  eafily  obtained  a  grant  of  their  lands : 
but  by  the  death  of  his  Ton,  king  Harold,  the  whole  of  his  vaft  eilates^  as  well  as  the  kingdom 
itfelf,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Conqueror. 

According  to  the  Magna  Britannia  account,  this  manor  is  one  of  the  largeft  in  England ; 
moft  of  the  towns  in  the  hundred,  and  many  in  other  places  in  the  county,  depending  on  it  j  in 
all  near  thirty  parifhes.  Roger  lord  Burleigh  paid  a  fee  farm  rent  to  the  king  of  £600,  IJs.  2d^ 
which  (hews  what  was  the  greatnefs  of  this  edate. 

Hiftorians  aflert,  that  when  king  Edward  II.  was  deprived  of  his  kingdom,  he  was  impri- 
foned  in  Berkeley  caftle  under  the  cuflody  of  Thomas  then  lord  Berkeley,  who  being  thought 
to  treat  the  unfortunate  monarch  with  too  much  lenity,  was  commanded  to  deliver  up  the  caflle 
and  hb  royal  prifoner  to  John  lord  Maltravers  and  Thomas  Goumey^  who  are  faid  to  have 
mordered  him  therein. 

In  the  church,  and  in  the  chapel,  on  the  foath  fide  of  the  cbancd^  are  feyeral  flately  monu- 
numents  of  the  Berkeley  family.

of  which  line  Sir  Thomas  Berkeley,  of  Coberley  (fon  and  heir  of  Sir 
Giles,  fon  rnd  heir  of  Sir  Thoriias),  marrying  Margaret,  fifter  and 
heir  of  Sir  John  Chandos,  knight,  left  two  daughters,  his  coheirs, 
whereof  Alice  carried  that  eftate,  in  marriage>  to  her  hufband,  Thomas 
Brugge,  temp.  Henry  IV.  anceftor  to  the  Brydges  family,  barons  and 
dukes  of  Chandos. 

But  to  return  to  Robert  Fitz-Harding,  who  fo  acquired  the 
name  and  caftle  of  Berkeley :  it  is  only  neceffary  to  oblcrvc,  he  became 
the  common  anceftor  of  the  fubfequent  dynafty  of  the  Bcrkeleys  of 
Berkeley  Caftle;  frdm  whom,  in  immediate  defcent,  was  Maurice 
lord  Berkeley,  who  by  Eva,  daughter  of  Eudo  la  ZoMohe,  had  iftue,  his 
ion  and  heir 

Thomas  lord  Berkeley,  who  being  feifed  in  his  demefne  as  of  fcCp 
in  the  caftle  and  manor  of  Berkeley,  in  com.  Glouceft.  by  a  fine» 
levied  23d  Ekiward  IIL  did  entail  the  iaid  caftle  and  manor,  after  hid 
death,  to  Maurice,  his  fon,  and  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  begotten^ 
with  other  remainders.  And  the  faid  Maurice  had  iftiie  Thomas  lord 
i  Berkeley,  and  Sir  James  Berkeley,  knight ;  which  James  died  in  his 
1)rother*s  lifetime,  leaving  James,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  living.  And 
the  faid  Thomas  lord  Berkeley  died  5th  Henry  V«  leaving  Elizabeth^ 
his  daughter  and  hbir,  married  to  Richard  Beauchamp,  earl  of  War- 
wick. Yet  notwithftanding,  the  faid  James,  the  nephew  of  Thomas^ 
entered  into  the  faid  caftle  by  reafon  of  the  faid  entail,  and  was  flim* 
inoned  to  parliament  as  lord  Berkeley,  9th  Henry  V.  from  whom  is 
immediately  defcended  the  prefcnt  earl  Berkeley.  But  in  this  cafe  it 
is  to.be  obfcrved,  the  ancient  barony  of  Berkeley,  accorc|ing  to  the  law 
snd  accepted  pr^fticc  at  the.prefent  day,  of  defcents  of  baronies  in  fee,

At  the  iirft  battle  of  St.  Albans,  he  was  on  the  part  of  the  houfc  of 
LfancaAer,  but  notwkhftandtng  was  in  great  favour  and  eftcem  with 
the  other  fide :  on  whole  behalf  his  eldcft  fon,  Sit  Humphrey  Bour- 
chier,  was  flain,  ^hting  for  Edward  IV.  at  the  battle  of  Bamet  field, 
in  his  lifetime.  Wherefore,  deceafing  1474,  he  was  fiicceeded  by  his 
grandfiim,  John  (riz.  fon  of  the  iaid  Humphrey);  which 

John  was  deputy  of  the  town  and  marches  of  Calais,  and  was  a 
pcrfon  of  efpecial  note  in  his  time.  Dugdale  aflerts,  he  was  made  '^^^^3^^ 
t;hancellor  of  the  king's  exchequer  for  life,  and  alfo  was  eminent  for 
ias  learning,  and  as  an  author ;  in  which  latter  reiped:  he  is  likewifo 
iLOtioed  in  Waipole's  Catalogue  of  Nobb  Authors.  He  died  in  1SS*$ 
ieaving,  by  Catherine  hia  wife,  daughter  of  John  duke  vf(  Norfi^,  two 
ilaic|hten  and  coheirs ;  viz.  Jane,  wife  of  Edmund  Knyvett,  enquire, 
ierjeanit  porter  to  king  Henry  VIH.;  and  Maty,  of  Alexander  Untoiit

In  the  time  of  Henry  JII.  mention  is  made  of  William,  the  ibn  of" 
Nicholas  de  Bonvile,  to  whom  fucceeded  Nicholas ;  but  of  him  and 
his  defcendants,  nothing  is  recorded  by  iSir  William  Dugdale,  until 
the  4th  of  Richard  IL  that 

Sir  William  de  Bonvile  wa^  eonftituted  {herifF  of  the  counties

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of  Somerfet  and  Dorfet,  He  died  9th  circ.  of  Henry  IV,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  grandfon,  William  (fon  of  John,  his  cldcft  fon,  who 
died  in  his  lifetime).     Which 

William  was  with  Henry  V.  in  the  wars  of  France;  and  the  4th 
of  Henry  VL  as  couiin  and  heir  to  John  Bonvile,  then  deceafed  (viz, 
fon  of  John,  brother  of  Thomas,  father  of  the  faid  John),  doing  his 
homage,  had  livery  of  the  manor  of  Meriet,  in  com.  Somcrfct,  whereof 
the  faid  John  died  feifed. 

In  the  28th  of  the  fame  reign,  he  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm;  and  fo  alfo  the  29tb,  giik,  33d,  and 
38th  of  Henry  VL  being  ftyled  lord  Bonyile  of  Chuton.  But  at  laft, 
ftrenuoufly  favouring  the  intercft  of  the  houfe  of  York,  he  loft  bis 
head  after  the  battle  of  St.  Albans,  the  39th  of  Henry  VL  leaving  his 
great  grandchild,  Cecily,  his  next  heir  (his  ion  and  grandfon  being 
both  dead  before),  who  firft  became  the  wife  of  Thomas  Grey,  mar- 
'  quis  of  Dorfct,  and  after,  of  Henry  earl  of  Wiltfliire* 

Which  William,  his  grandfon  (fon  of  William,  his  eldeft  fon,  by 
Vid.Harring-   Efizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  lord  Harrington), 

frequently  called  lord  Harrington,  through  his  father's  marriage,  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield  on, the  part  of  the  houfe  of  Yoik,  the 
39th  Henry  VL  leaving  iflue  by  Catherine  his  wife,  daughter  to  Hi- 
chard  Nevill,  earl  of  Salifbury,  Cecily  aforefaid,  heir  to  ^hcr  great 
grandfather/     (Vid.

In  the  time  of  Edward  I.  John  de  Botetourt  was  governor  of. 
St.  BriaveFs  caille,  iti  com.  Glouc.  and  an  admiral  of  the  king's  fleet ; 
as  he  was  alfo  temp.  Edward  II.  from  the  ift  to  the  18th  of  whofe 
reign  he  had  fummons  to  parliament^  and  died  in  the  lafti-men*^ 
tioned  year.  His  wife  was  Maud,  iifter  and  heir  to  Otto,  fon  and  heir 
of  Beatrice  de  Beauchamp  (widow  of  William  de  Munchenii, .  of 
£dwardiS:one).^     His  fucceflbr  was  Johin^  his  grandfon^  (viz.  fon  of

*  In  the  time'  of  RicHard  I.  money  coined  in  the  eaft  parts  of*  Germany  began  to  bie  of  efpo*

writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,  and  took  his  feat  accordingly,  as 

baron  Botetourt;  but  lie  died  unmarried  In  1776,  whereupon  his  iiiler, 

fince  that  time  was  cdlled  of  them  "  Sterling,^  for  'fiaderliogj  wbidi  implied  as  much  as  good 
Mdikvfiil  mooesr  jof  £iigk«d.

"  It  feems  fomewbat  fingular^  that  .the  defiaendanta  of  Joice,  4ifH>dier  Mer  of  John  de  Bottr-

In  the  time  of  Edward  IL  John  de  Burser^  or  Bourchier  (fon 
of  Robert  de  Burfer,  and  Emma  his  wife),  was  a  knight,  and  one  of 
th$  Juftices  of  the  king*s  bench,  and  held  alio  the  fame  office  under 
Edward  IIL  He  married  Helen,  daughter  and  heir  of  Walter  de 
Colchefter  (by  Joan  his  wife,  fifter  of  Roger  de  Montchenly),  by 
which  match  he  firft  came  to  fettle  at  Stanfted-Hall,  in  com.  EiTex ; 
where,  in  time,  his  poilerity  became  fo  eminent.  Of  his  two  fons, 
Robert  and  John, 

Robert,  the  eldeft,  iucceeded  him.     He  was  at  the  famous  battle 
of  Crefly,  in  the'  fame  part  of  the  army  which  the  Black  Prince  com- 
manded, on  foot.     He  was  alfo  lord  chancellor  of  England,  with  a  ^ 
grant  of  j^.^oo  a-year  above  the  cuftomary  fees,  for  his  fuitable  main** 
tenance.*     And  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  i6th  and   *Pat.  uth 
22d  of  Edward  III.  was  the  next  eniuing  year  cut  off  by  the  plague,    3  ^^^ 
which  then   almoft  univerfally   raged.      His  wife   was  f Margaret,   fMorant's 
daughter  and  fole  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Prayers,  of  Sible-Hedingham,  in   p^  ^^3^  ^  * 
Eflex  (by  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  Hugh  de  Eflex,  deicended  from   via.  Sweine 
a  younger  fon  oiF  Henry  de  Effex,  bardn  of  Raleigh,  and  ilandard-bearer  ®^*^^^- 
of  England).     By  whom  he  had  John  and  William* 

John  Lord  Bourchier,  eldefl  fon,  was  one  of  thofe  appointed 
by  Edward  III.  to  profecute  his  right  and  title  to  the  crown  of  France, 
and  fpent  a  confiderable  part  of  his  li&  in  the  wars  of  that  kingdom, 
where  he  acquired  great  reputation ;  where,  and  in  many  other  public 
employments,  he  behaved  with  that  gallantry  and  fidelity,  that  he  was 
made  a  knight  of  the  garten  He  was  alfo  flimmoned  to  parliament, 
firom  the  5th  of  Richard  II.  to  the   ifl  of  Henry  IV.  when,  being 

VOL.  u.  I  grown 
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grown  aged  and  infirm^  he  obtained  a  fpecial  exemption  from  that 
fcrvice  during  the  remainder  of  his  life ;  and  died  the  fame  year,  leav- 
ing, by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Coggelhall,  his  only 
fon, 

Sir  Bartholomew  Bourchier,  who  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, from  the  ift  of  Henry  IV.  to  the  loth.  When  growing  infirm, 
and  unfit  for  adlion,.  he  obtained  the  like  exemption  from  all  attend- 
ance on  parliaments,  and  other  councils,  or  military  ferviccs;  and 
departed  this  life  the  i8th  of  May,  the  ipth  of  Henry  IV. 

From  thefe  exemptions  of  parliamentary  duty,  granted  to  the  two 
lafl-mentioned  lords  Bourchier,  it  ieems  moft  manifeiUy  plain,  that  a 
writ  of  fummons  to  parliament  was  then  a  mandatory  writ,  direded 
to  thofe  who,  by  virtue  of  the  tenure  of  their  lands,  were  liable  to 
perform,  certain  fervices ;  wherefore  a  diibbedience  of  th&t  writ  ren* 
dered  them  expofed  to  pains  and  penalties,  unlefs  they  efpeclally 
obtained  the  king's  licence  of  exemption.  Hence,  when  their  pofterity 
had  aliened  the  lands  of  the  barony,  their  right  of  being  fummoned  to 
parliament  ceafed.  So  that  the  chief  difference  of  a  barony  in  fee  io 
thofe  days  and  of  the  prefent,  feems  to  confiil  in  this  point ;  that  a 
barony  created  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament  is  now  coniidered  to 
be  a  barony  in  fee,  defcendable  to  heirs  general,  whether  they  pofleis 
or  not  the  lands  conftituting  the  ancient  barony,  whereas  a  barony  in 
fee  was  formerly  deemed  defcendable  to  heirs  general,  when  the  inhe<- 
ritance  of  the  lands  of  the  barony  followed  the  legal  courfe  of  defcent, 
either  in  the  male  or  female  line,  and  was  not  interrupted  by  forms  of 
law,  as  by  fine  or  recovery.

Sir  John  dc  Brookfburae^  and  afterwards,  of  John  Glevant,  by  which 
laft  he  left  iflue  his  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  was  twice  married; 
firft,  to  Hugh,  fon  of  Hugh  carl  Stafibrd ;  and,  fecondly,  to  Sir  Lewis 
Robeffart,*  both  of  whom,  in  her  right,  were  fucceffively  fummoned 
to  parliament  as  lords  Bourchicr.  But  by  neither  of  her  hufbands  had 
flie  any  children;  and  dying  the  i  ith  of  Henry  VI.  her  heir  was  Henry 
Bourchier,  thpn  ftyled  carl  of  Ewe,  fon  of  William,  and  grandfon  of 
Sir  William,  brother  to  John,  father  of  the  faid  Bartholomew  lord 
Bourchier,  according  to  Morant,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Eflex,  Vol.  II. 
p.  254.  But  Dugdalc,  Tom.  II.  p.  128,  fays,  Henry  was  fon  of  Wil- 
liam, fon  of  William,  brother  to  this  Bartholomew.

The  firft  of  this  name  o'ccorded  in  the  Baronage,  is  Gut  de 
Brtan,  whofc  chief  feat  was  in  the  Marches  of  Wales;  and  who  at 
the  battle  of  Lewes,  was  on  the  part*  of  Simon  Montfort,  and  his 
rebellious  adherents ;  but  fhortly  after  made  his  peace,  and  returned 
to  obedience.  This  Guy  married  Eve,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of  Henry 
Traci,  and  died  35th  Edward  I.  leaving* 

Gut,  his  fbn  and  heir;  who,  the  4th  of  Edward  IIT.  was  governor 
of  the  caille  of  Haverford,  but  afterwards,  as  it  is  related,  proved  a 
lunatlck.  On  fome  differences  having  taken  place  between  this  Guy 
and  Guy  on,  his  fon  and  heir,  it  feems  they  were  pacified  by  the  aiTent 
of  Wenthlian  his  wife ;  and,  moreover,  an  agreement  made,  that  the 
barony  of  "  Cha/ielTWahMxeyn^*  fhould  remain  to  young  Guoyon^  and 
his  heirs,  upon  condition,  that  he  fhould  be  obliged  to  prefer  his  two 
iiflers  out  of  the  revenues  thereof;  as  alio,  that  JT.  zoo,  which  Joan > 
de  Carru  was  bound  to  pay  him  the  faid  Guy,  for  the  marriage  of  his 
ion  Guyon,  fhould  be  paid  to  Guydn  towards  the  marriage  of  thofe 
his  fiflers :  and  becaufe  the  faid  Guy  was  not  in  his  perfeA  fenfes,  the 
barony  fhould  remain  in  the  king's  hands,  and  livery  thereof  be  made 
to  Guyon  in  performance  of  thofe  covenants^ 

This  Gut  ON,  thus  invefled  in  the  barony  of  "  Cbaftef-WaU 
wejm,''  the  15th  Edward  IIL  was  governor  of  St  Briavel's  Caflle, 
and  warden  of  the  forefl  of  Dene,  in  com.  Glouc.  and  for  feveral

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years  ferved  in  the  wars  of  France ;  but  died  1 7th  June,  23d  Ed- 
ward III.  being  then  feifed  of  the  barony  of  Tallaghernij  in  the 
Marches  of  Wales ;  leaving  Guy,  his  fbn  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age, 
and  upwards.     Which 

Gut  became  a  perfpn  of  very  great  note  in  his  time:  was  ftandard- 
bearer  to  the  king  in  that  notable  fight  with  the  French  at  Calais 
23d  Edward  III.  was  an  admiral  of  the  fleet,  a  knight  of  the  garter, 
and  was  alio  fummoned  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm, 
from  the  24th  Eldward  III.  to  13th  Richard  11.  inclufive,  the  year

Thomas,  fbn  of  Sir  Willatn  BuUcn,  of  Blickling,  in  the  county  of

The  names  thus  *  di(lingui(hed,  are  not 
mentioned  by  Dugdale,  but  are  noticed  in 
a  MS.  of  Cooke  (Clarencieux),  pen.  Aud. 
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fttid  the  39th,  hiclufivc.  The  36th  of  Elizabeth^  he  was  fcnt  cmbaf- 
fador  into  Scotland/  to  incite  king  James  againil  the  Spaniih  fadion 
thecie :  and  in  the  40th  of  the  fame  reign,  he  was  made  lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  in  the  room  of  Sir  William  Ruffcll,  which  gave  great  offence 
to  Sir  John  Norris,  a  gallant  commander,  who  conceived  him(elf 
much  flighted  thereby.  But  before  he  had  been  a  year  in  this  place, 
he  was  overtaken  by  an  untimely  death,  1594- 

It  has  been  faid  of  the  fliort  lives  of  many  worthy  men,  *^  Things 
rare  deflroy  themfelves ;  thofc  two  thing«  being  incompatible  in  our 
nature,  perfection  and  durability."  His  education  was  not  to  any 
particular  profeflion ;  yet  his  parts  able  to  manage  all.  His  mafter- 
piece  was  embafly ;  where,  fays  Lloyd,  his  grave  eftate  fet  him  above 
refpe<fts  and  compliance,  and  his  comely  perfon  above  contempt.  His 
geography  and  hiftory  led  to  the  intcreft  of  other  princes,  and  his  ex* 
perience  to  his  own.  His  ikill  in  moil  languages  helped  bini  to 
underftand  others;  and  his  refolution  to  ufe  only  his  own,  to  be 
reierved  himfelf.  In  two  points  he  was  very  fcrupulons ;  firft,  in  his  - 
comtniifion.;  iecond,  in  his  iervants;  whom  he  faid,  he  always  found 
boiieft  enough,  but  ieldom  quick  and  reierved.  In  two  points,  alibi, 
he  was  very  careful ;  viz.  firfl:,  the  time  and  humour  of  his  addrefles; 
fecond,  the  intereils,  inclinations,  and  dependencies  of  favourites.  A 
grave  and  fteady  man,  every  thing  obferving,  but  a&ded  with  no- 
thing ;  keeping  as  great  a  diflance  between  his  looks  and  his  heart, 
as  between  his  words  and  his  thoughts.  On  the  deceafe  of  this

This  family  were  of  great  antiquity  in  England^  being  knights, 
temp.  Will,  the  Conq.  and  afterwards  efteemed  barons.  But  the  firft

Philip  (fon  of  Hugh  Burnell),  which  Philip  died  the  zzd  of  Ed- 
ward I.  leaving  iflue  by  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  earl  of 
Arundel, 

Edward,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  having  been  in  the  wars  of 
Scotland,  had  fummons  to  parliament  from  the  5th  to  the  8th  of 
Edward  11.  inclufivc ;  and  died  the  year  following  without  iflue, 
leaving  Maud,  the  wife  of  John  de  Handlo  (but  formerly  of  John 
Lovel,  of  Tichmarfti),  his  fifter  and  heir;  to  whofe  defcendants  the  X!^;^^^^^ 
title  of  lord  Burnell  continued,  afluming  like  wife  the  fame  furaame. 
Which 

John  de  Handlo,  and  Maud  his  wife,  by  licence,  entailed  certain  of 
their  eilates  on  Joan,  Elizabeth,  and  Margaret,  daughters  of  the  iaid 
Maud*s  eldeft  fon  Richard,  by  her  fecond  hufband;  remainder  to 
John  Lovel,  fon  of  her  firft  hufband,  John  Lovel,  and  his  heirs  male. 
This  John  dc  Handlo  was  a  great  warrior ;  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment the  ift  and  i6th  of  Exlward  III.  and  deceafed  the  20th,  leaving 
his  grandfon 

Edmund  (fon  of  Richard,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  died  in  his  lifetime), 
his  next  heir,  who  afterwards  died  in  his  minority  without  iflue,  as  did . 
♦his  fifters  before-named ;  of  whom,  Elizabeth,  married  Sir  Ednriund   *  Moranfs 
dc  la  Pole,  knight;  and  Margaret,  Gilbert  Chaftelein.     Whereupon   p.^'4: ^''^' ^* 
their  uncle 

Nicholas  fuccecded  to  the  eftate  of  Eaft-Ham  Burnell,  in  com, 
EflTez^  and  took  the  fumamc  of  Burnell ;  and  by  that  appellation  had

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fummons  to  parliament,  the  ^4th  Exlward  III.  and  in  feveral  other 
parliaments.     He  departed  this  life  the  6th  of  Richard  II.  leaving 

Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir ;  who  being  one  of  the  favourites  of  that 
unfortunate  king,  was  deemed  amongft  his  evil  counfellors,  and  ba- 
niihed  the  court.  However,  upon  the  depofal  of  Richard  11.  he 
became  popular ;  and  by  Henry  IV.  was  made  governor  of  feveral 
caftles.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  7th  of  Richard  IL

Wherefore  Edward,  the  fon  of  this  Hugh  lord  Bumell,  muft  have 
been  by  another  wife;  of  whom  Dugdale  makes  no  mention,  if  the 
other  ilatement  be  correA.  But  Morant,  in  his  Hiftory  of  £flex> 
Vol.  II.  p.  gZf  recites,  that  by  Joice  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  Bote- 
tourt, the  faid  Hugh  lord  Burnell,  had  his  only  fon,  Edward.  But 
Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  115,  makes  the  faid  Hugh 
Burnell  to  be  the  father  of  the  three  daughters,  whom  he  names  thus  r 
Jocofa,  wife  of  Thomas  Edington ;  Margery,  of  Edward  Hungerford ; 
and  Paterina,  of  John  Talbot« 

As  in  the  inftance  of  this  barony,  it  may  ieem  rather  ftrange  that 
the  ifTue  of  the  fecond  hufband  of  Maud  Burnell,  by  John  Handloj 
inftead  of  her  ifTue  by  her  firfl  hufband,  John  Level,  fhould  come  in 
for  thc  barony;  it  may  be  necciTary  to  obferve,  that  on  the  deceafe  . 
of  her  brother,  Edward  Burnell,  without  ifTue^  who  bad  been  fam- 
moned  to  patliament,  the  5th  of  Edward  II.  the  honour  terminated 
with  him,  as  (he  could  not  make  herfelf  heir  to  him,  fb  as  to  take 
any  thing  by  virtu^^of  the  record  of  his  creation.  Wherefore  John 
Handlo  being  feifed  of  thc  manor  of  Holgate,  Adon  Bumell,  &c. 
for  life,  in  right  of^aud  his  wife,  the  remainder  to  Nicholas  Handle 

(alias 
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(alias  Bumell)i  foA  of  the  faid  Maud  and  John  (by  a  fine  in  court), 
the  faid  Nicholas  was  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of 
the  realm,  by  reaibn  <^  the  £ne  aforefaid,  and  poiTeflion  of  the  caput 
baronia&  (Holgate,  in  com.  Salop),  and  not  John  Lovel,  who  was  fon 
and  heir  of  the  fame  Maud>  by  her  firfl  hufband,  John  Lovell,.  of 
Tichmarch.

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BUTLER  OF  OVERSLEY  AND  WEMME. 

AfiMs^G.  a  Fefs  cocDpon6e  O.  and  S.  between  Six  Crofles  pat6e,  Arg. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  Ralph  Butler  (or  Boteler),  fo  called, 
in  regard  he  bore  the  office  of  butler  to  Robert  earl  of  Mellent  and 
Leicefter,  feated  himfelf  at  Overfley,  in  com.  Warw.  near  which,  on 
the  north  fide  of  Alcefter,  he  founded  a  monaftcry  for  BenediAine 
monks,  anno  1 140  (5th  Stephen),  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  father  of  Ralph ;  who  was  one  of  thofe 
barons  who  took  up  arms  againft  king  John,  for  which  his  lands  were 
feized;  but  afterwards,  on  making  his  peace,  lil  Henry  III.  he  had 
reftitution  of  them  again. 

Maurice,  his  fucceifor,  was  one  of  the  juftices  of  affize  for  the 
county  of  Warw.  during  feveral  years  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  and 
had  iflue 

Ralph,  who  marrying  Maud,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Pan- 

•  Vid.  Pan-     tulf,*  thereby  acquired  that  great  lordfhip  of  Wemme,  in  the  county 

'      *  '     of  Salop.     This  Ralph  adhered  firmly  to  Henry  III.  during  the  time 

of  his  great .  conteft  with  the  rebellious  barons,  under  that  tiurbulent 

leader,  Simon  de  Montfort ;  and  was  amply  rewarded  for  his  fervices. 

He  was  fiicceeded  by^ 

William,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  in  his  father  a  lifetime,  married 
Ankaret,  the  niece  of  James  de  Aldithley ;  and  the  6th  Edward  L 
(his  father  being  then  dead),  had  livery  of  the  manors  of  Wcmme 
and  Lepinton.  Shortly  after  which  he  died;  viz.  12th  Edward  L 
leaving  Margaret,  his  then  wife,  furviving,  and  alfo  three  fons,

three  years  following,  fo.  that  Gawine  was  his  heir;  who  alfo  dying 
ifitielefs  foon  after,  the  inheritance  devolved  to  William  the  third 
brother.

William  became  a  pcrfon  of  great  eminence,  and  was  fummoned 
to  parliament  among  the.  barons  of  the  realm,  from  z^xSx  Edward  I. 
to  the  ift  Edwafd  III.  inclufive.  He  had  two  wives;  the  firft  named 
Ankaret  (daughter  of  Griffin),  by  whom  he  had  William^,  his  fon  and 
heir ;  the  fecond,  Ela,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Roger  de  Herdcburgh  ; 
by  whom  he  had  two  fons,  Edmund  and  Edward,  who  died  S.  P.  and 
four  daughters;  viz.  Ankaret,  wife  of  John  le  Strange,  of  Blackmere; 
Ida,  of  Sir  Fulkc  Pcmbruggc;*"  Alice,  of  Nicholas  Langford;  and 
Dionyfe,  of  Hugh  de  Cokefcy.  This  William  deceafod  the  8th  of 
Edward  III.  when 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his 
hnds;  but  it  does  not  appear  la  the  Lifts^of  Summons,  that  he  ever 
was  called  to  parliament.  He  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Richard 
Fitz-Alan,  earl  of  Arundel,  and  died  the  35th  Edward  III.  leaving 
William,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age ;  who,,  the  next  year 
following^  had  livery  of  hb  knds.

this  William,  although  fon  and  heir  male  of  the  laft  William,  by  his  fecond  wife,  yet  was 

I  not  heir  to  the  barony,  which  wa?  yelled  in  the  heir  female  Elizabeth.    Bat  the  defcent  given 

by  Dugdale  of  this  family,  is  contradided  by  the  Vifitation  of.  the  Cbunty  of  Hertford,  taken 

by  Sir  Henry  St.  George,  Richmond  herald,  anno  1634,  as  appears  from  the  following  extras 

made  from  the  fame  in  the  Britiih  Mufeum^  Harl.  Bib.  M^  1234.

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But  here,  fays  Dugdalc,*  before  "  I  proceed  further,  I  am  to  ob- 
fcrvc,  that  Wilham  le  Botiller,  father  to  this  laft  fpecificd  William, 
who  married  the  faid  Joane,  had  iflue  another  fbn,  called  William^ 
alfo  (by  a  former  wife,  as  it  feems ;  for  certain  it  is,  that  William, 
the  grandfon  to  William  and  Ankaret,  deceafcd  43d  Edward  III.^ 
being  thep  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Northborough,  in  com.  Lcic. 
Overfley  and  Merfton-Botelcr,  in  com.  Warw. ;  and  alfo  (among 
other  manors),  of  Wemme,  in  com.  Salop,  leaving  one  fole  daugh*

It  has  been  before  obierved,  that  William  Boteler  (or  But- 
ler), who  married  Joane,  iifter  and  heir  to  John  lord  Sudley,f  had,    fVicL^Sudlej. 
according  to  the  repieientation  of  Dugdale,  fummons  to  parliament, 
the  42d  and  43d  of  Edward  IIL  and  had  i^e  Thomas,  his  fon  and 
heir.     Which 

Thomas,  the  4th  Richard  IL  making  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing 
his  homage,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  mother's  inheritance ;  but  it 
does  not  appear  that  he  had  ever  fummons  to  parliament:  he  died  the 
zzd  Richard  IL  leaving 

John,  his  ion  and  heir,  who  dying  S.  P.  was  fucceeded  in  the  in- 
heritance by  his  brother 

^Ralph,  who  became  a^perfbn  of  very  great  eminence  in  his  time; 
and  the  loth  of  September,  20th  Henry  VI.  was  advanced  to  the 
dignity  of  a  baron  of  the  realm,  by  the  name  of  lord  Sudley,  of  Sudley,

(aid  Thomas),  being  alfo  then  forty  years  old.1 
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in  com.  GIouc.  to  hold  to  himfelf^  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body, 
with  the  fee  of  200  marks  annually,  for  the  better  fupport  of  the  faid 
dignity.  Being  a  ftrenuous  fupporter  of  the  houfe  of  Lancafter,  upon 
the  fall  of  Henry  VI.  he  excufed  himfelf  from  coming  to  parliament^ 
by  reafon  of  his  age ;  and  found  fo  much  favour  from  Edward  IV. 
that  he  obtained  tlie  king's  letters  patent,  for  exempting  him  from 
that  fervice  during  life.  Yet  notwithftanding  this,  the  king  afterwards 
t:aufed  him  to  be  attached,  and  brought  to  London ;  when  it  is  af^ 
ferted,  that  as  he  was  on  his  way,  he  looked  back  from  an  hill  upon 
Sudley  Caftle,  and  exclaimed,  '^  Sudley  Cq/ile,  tbou  art  the  traitor,  not 
ly  This  caftle  he  is  faid^o  have  built  out  of  the  ipoils  he  obtained 
in  the  wars  of  France;  aiid  having  ibid  it  to  the  king,  died  13th  Ed- 
ward rV.  He  had  been  lord  treafurer  and  chamberlain  to  Henry  VI. 
and  flandard-bearer,  and  chief  butler  of  England,  as  alfo  a  knight  of 
the  garter,  and  fteward  of  his  houfehold.  He  married  Alice,  daughter 
and  heir  of  Sir  William  Deincourt,  knight ;  by  whom  he  had  a  fon^ 
Thomas,  who  died  before  him  ;  wherefore  leaving  no  furviving  iflue, 
his  two  lifters,  or  their  repreientatives,  became  his  heirs.  Of  which 
fiilers,  Elizabeth  married  Sir  Henry  Norbury ;  and  Joane,  the  other^ 
Hamon  Belknap,  efquire.

John  ve  Cherlton,  by  the  gift  of  Eldward  IL  married  Hawifcy 
the  fiftcr  and  heir  of  Ghriffin  ap  Owen,  othcrwife  Griffin  de  la  Pole, 
by  reafbn  of  his  refidence  at  Pole,  commonly  called  WeUh  Pole,  in 
com.  Montgom.  and  amongft  other  lands  in  her  right,  pofleiTed  the 
lordfhip  of  Powis.  He  was  chamberlain  to  the  king,  and  ferved  often 
in  the  wars  of  Scotland ;  was  alfo  conftituted  juftice  of  Ireland,  and 
was  greatly  efteemed  for  his  prudence  and  valour.  He  died  the  27th 
of  Edward  III.  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  7th 
of  Edward  II.  to  the  zyth  of  Edward  IIL  inclufive.  To  him  fuc- 
ceeded 

John,  his  ion  and  heir,  who  was  chamberlain  to  Edward  IIL  and 
attended  the  Black  Prince  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne.  He  died  the 
48th  Edward  IIL  (i374)>  and  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter  of  Ralph 
lord  Stafford,  left  his  fucceflbc 

John,  the  third  lord  Powb,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Roger 
Mortimer,  earl  of  March ;  and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament^ 
from  the  6th  of  Richard  IL  to  the  od  of  Henry  IV.  incluiive,  de* 
parted  this  life  the  fame  year  without  iflue,  leaving  Edward,  his  bro- 
ther and  heir.     Which 

Edward  had  fumm<Mis  to  parliament,  from  the  3d  of  Henry  IV, 
to  the  8th  of  Henry  V.  incluiive,  and  died  the  year  following;  leaving 
iflue  by  Alianore  (or  Eleanor)  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas,  and  one 
of  the  iifters  and  coheirs  to  Edmund  Holland,  earl  of  Kent,  two  daugh- 
ters, his  heirs ;  viz.  Joane,  wife  of  Sir  John  Grey ;  and  Joice,  of  John 
lord  Tiptoft ;  whereby  the  barony  of  Powis  was  in  abeyance,  and  fo 
continued  till  the  attainder  of  John  earl  of  Worceiler,  fon  and  heir  of 
^  the  faid  Joice^  in  Odober,  1470,  after  when.  Sir  John  Grey,  de« 

icended 
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iccnded  from  the  faid  Joane,  had  fummons  to  parliament  as  lord  Fowls. 
(Vid.  Grey  lord  Powis.) 

A.younger  branch  of  this  family  was  Alan  D£  Cherlton^  who^ 
the  1 4th  Edward  IL  was  governor  of  Montgomery  caiUe ;  and  mar- 
ried Elen,  widow  of  Nicholas  de  St.  Maur^  and  one  of  the  daughters 
and  heirs  of  the  lord  2k>uche,  of  Afhby  de  la  2^uche.  From  which 
Alan  de  Cherlton^  the  family  of  that  name  of  Ludford^  in  com.  Here- 
ford, created  a  baronet,  irjth  May,  1686,  is  defcended.

This  noble  familj  took  its  ibrname  from  Clifford  Caftle,  in  Herc- 
fordihire,  built  by  William  Fitz-Ofbom,  earl  of  Hereford,  temp.  Wil. 
Conq.  being  given  in  marriage  to  \S^alter,  fon  of  Richard  Fitz-Ponce^ 
with  Margaret,  daughter  of  Ralph  de  Toney,  a  defcendant  from  the 
faid  Fitz-Ofbom ;  which  Richard  was  fon  of  William  earl  of  Arqucs 
and  Thouloufe,  in  Normandy,  fecond  ion  to  Richard  duke  of  Nor- 
mandy, and  was  fiimamed  Pons,  from  an  ifland  called  Ponor;  and 
had  by  Maud  his  wife,  three  fbns :  firft,  Simon,  founder  of  the  priory 
of  Clifford,  in  co.  Hcrcf ;  fecondly,  Walter,  who,  redding  at  Clifford 
CafUe,  took  his  name  from  thence ;  and,  thirdly>  Richard. 

Walter  had  iffuc*  two  fons ;  viz.  Walter  and  Richard  (from    *  E^monfoa 

^  lays  three; 

whom  the  Cliffords,  lords  of  Frampton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter,   viz.  Walter, 
defcended  in  a  dire^  line  for  fifteen  or  fizteen  defcents,  till  at  length    wuium.^° 
it  fell  to  a  daughter  and  heir,  fMary,  who  died  without  iffue;  1)ut   t^ag-Comp. 
her  father's  younger  brother  was  father  of  Anthony  Clifford,  the  pof-     ^ '    *^'^  ' 
feffor  of  Frampton,  in  1648);  alfo  two  daughters,  viz.  Rofamond, 
and  Lucia,  married,  firft,  to  Hugh  de  Say,  of  Richard's  Caftle ;  and, 
fecondly,  to  Bartholomew  ^  de  Mortimer.     Rofamond  was  the  cele- 
brated  concubine  of  Henry  11.  by  whom  flie  was  mother  of  William 
Longeipee,  earl  of  Salift)ury.     She  was  alio  that  beautiful  lady,  for  vid.  Salif* 
whom  the  fame  king  built  the  famous  labyrinth  at  Wodeftock,  where  ^^* 
he  kept  her,  fb  that  ihe  could  not  be  found  by  his  jealous  queen ;  and 
gave   her  a  cabinet  of  fuch  exquifite  workmanihip,   whereon  the 
fighting  of  chanipions,  the  moving  of  cattle,  tho^ying  of  birds, 
and  the  fwimming  of  fifhes,  were  ib  admirably  reprefented,  that  they 
feemed  as  if  they  were  all  adually  alive.     On  her  deceafe,  ftie  was 

buried 
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buried  in  the  chapter-houfe  of  the  nunnery  at  Godflow,  with  this 
epitaph.

Walter,  fon  and  heir  of  Walter  de  Clifford,  by  Margaret  his  wife 
beforementioned.  This  Walter  fucceeded  his  father,  and  married 
Agnes,  fble  daughter  and  heir  to  Roger  de  Cundy  (lord  of  the  manors 
of  Covenby  and  Glentham,  co.  Line,  by  Alice  his  wife,  lady  of 
Homcaftle,  ible  daughter  and  heir  of  William  de  Cheyney,  lord  of 
the  aforefaid  manors,  temp.  Will.  Conq.),  by  whom  he  had  iffue, 
Walter,  Roger,  Giles,  and  Richard ;  whereof 

Walter,  the  17th  of  Henry  III.  adhering  to  the  earl  of  Pembroke, 
and  other  nobles,  againft  the  king,  was  outlawed,  but  was  after  re- 
ikond,  and  received  into  great  favour  with  the  king.  He  died  the 
48th  of  Henry  III.  leaving'by  Margaret  hb  wife,  daughter  of  Lewelyn 
prince  of  Wales,  one  daughter  and  heir,  Maud;  married,  firft,  to 
William  Longeipee,  e^l  of  Salifbury ;  and,  fecondly,  to  John  Giffard, 
of  Brimsfield.     We  thek'efbre  now  come  to 

RoOER,  brother  of  the  faid  Walter,  in  whofe  lifetime  he  deceafcd; 
Vid. Jrcgoz.   leaving  iflue  by  Sibill  his  wife  (widow  of  Robert  lord  Tregoz,  and 

daughter  and  coheir  of  Robert  Ewias,  a  great  baron  in  Hereford- 
fliire,) 

Roger,  his  only  ion  and  heir;  who,  by  the  countefs  of  Lorain,  his 

wife,  had  iffue  Roger,  his  only  fon,  who  was  ilain  in  a  ikirmiih  with 

the  Welfh  in  his  lifetime ;  and  by  Ifabella  his  wife,  daughter  and 

Vid.Vipount.  cohcir  of  Robert  de  Vipount,  lord  and  hereditary  Iheriff  of  Weftmorc- 

land,  had  iiTue  John,  who  died  in  his  lifetime ;  Robert,  fucceflbr  to 
his  grandfather ;  and  a  daughter,  Idonea,  wife  of  Henry  lord  Percy.

Robert,  the  13th  of  £dward  I.  being  found  couiin  and  heir  to 
Ralph  de  Gaugi,  baron  of  Slefmouth,  paid  his  relief,  and  had  livery  of 
the  lands  of  that  inheritance.     In  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  on  the  death 

of 
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of  Richard  Fitz-John  (a  great  baron  in  Eflex),  as  fon  of  liabel, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Robert  dc  Vipount,  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  lifter 
and  coheir  to  Richard  Fitz*John,  he  was  found  to  be  one  of  the 
coufins  and  next  heirs  of  the  fame  Richard  Fitz-John.  Having  been 
often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland^  and  filled  many  high  offices,  he  was  at 
length  unfortunately  ilain  at  t\ie  difaftrous  battle  of  Bannockburn; 
where  the  Scots  fo  completely  defeated  the  Engliflx  army,  the  7th  of 
Edward  IL 

This  Robert  was  the  firft  of  the  family  who  hdd  fummons  to  par-    Writ  dated 
hament^  after  the  adoption  of  that  mode  of  creating  peers ;  in  which  cember,  28U1 
he  iat  in  all  the  parliaments,  from  the  28th  of  Edward  L  to  the  7th 
of  Edward  IL  inclufive.     His  wife  was  Maud,  daughter  and  coheir 
to  Thomas,  fecond  fon  to  Richard  de  Clare,  earl  of  Gloucefter ;  by 
whom  he  had  ifiTue,  his  fuccefibr 

Roger,  who  being  in  the  infurredion  of  the  earl  of  Lancafter,  was 
taken  prifoner  at  Burrough  Bridge,  and  afterwards  executed  at  York. 
He  had  been  fummoned  to  parliament  in  the  13th  and  14th  of  Ekl- 
ward  IL  in  which  laft  year  he  died,  as  before  obferved,  unmarried. 

Robert,  the  next  brother,  was  therefore  his  heir.  He  was  of  the 
fame  party  as  his  brother  Roger  had  been ;  but  in  the  4th  of  Ed- 
ward IIL  th€  king,  by  adl  of  parliament,  pardoned  all  thofe  who  were 
adherents  of  the  earl  of  Lancafter.  He  died  the  i8th  of  Exlward  IIL 
leaidng,  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  of  Maurice  lord  Berkeley,  four 
ions ;"'  viz.  |U>bert,  Roger,  John,  and  Thomas,  from  whom  defcended 
Richard  Clifford,  bifhop  of  Worcefter,  afterwards  tranflated  to  Lon- 
don; made  a  cardinal,  and  nominated  for  the  papacy,  but  himfelf 
named  cardinal  Columna,  who  was  thereupon  immediately  eleAed. 
This  Ifabel,  baronefs  de  Clifford,  being  left  a  widow,  bequeathed  her 
maniion  houfe,  in  St.  Dunftan*s  parifh.  Fleet  Street,  to  the  'prentices

and  which  is  ftill  called  Clifford's  Inn.     Of  the  fons, 

Robert  fucceeded  his  father,  and  ferved  in  the  battles  of  Crefly 
and  Poiifticrs,  fo  eminently  glorious  to  the  Englifli,  while  very  young; 
for  he  died  under  age,  about  the  24th  of  Edward  IIL  His  wife  was 
Eufemia,  lifter  to  Ralph  Nevil,  firft  earl  of  Weftnaoreland.  But  hav- 
ing no  iifue, 

Roo£R,  his  brother,  became  his  heir,  who  was  one  of  the  wardens 
of  the  Scotch  marches,  as  feveral  of  his  progenitors  had  befim  been* 
He  was  alfo  a  man  of  much  gallantry  and  valour,  and  c^en  in  the 
wars  of  France  and  Scotland ;  a  lover  of  building,  and  took  great  care 
to  repair  the  ancient  caftles,  the  feats  of  his  anceftors ;  and  having  been 
iummoned  to  parliament  repeatedly,  from  the  31ft  of  Eklward  IIL  to 
the  12th  of  Richard  IL  died  the  13th  of  the  fame  reign,  leaving,  by. 
Maud  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick, 
Thomas,  his  ion  and  heir,  and  two  daughters ;  viz.  *Mary,  married 
to  Sir  Philip  Wentworth,  of  Wentworth  Wodehouic ;  and  Margaret, 
to  Sir  John  Melton,  knight.  .(But  in  addition  to  thefe,  Edmonfen 
gives  a  third  daughter,  Catherine,  married  to  Ralph  Baron,  o(  Grey* 
ftock),  and  alio  two  other  ions;  viz.  William,  iecond  foh,  who 
married  Anne,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thonias  lord  Bardplf,  «iid  died 
S.  P.  1 419 ;  and  Sir  Lewis  Clifibrd,  third  {qvl,  anceitor  of  the  Barons 
Clifford,  of  Chudleigh. 

Thomas,  ion  and  heir  of  Roger,  was  in  his  youth  much  at  court, 
and  in  great  iavour  with  Richard  II.  and  ibmewhat  wild  and  extra- 
vagant; ibr  he  was  one  of  thoie  that  were  baniihed  the  court  by 
authority  of  parliament,  in  the  year  1387.  He  was,  however,  expert 
in  military  afiairs,  and  famous  ibr  his  exerdie  in  deeds  of  arms ;  he 
had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  13th,  14th,  and  15th  of  Richard  II. 
but  f  died  in  that  year,  in  the  flower  of  his  youth,  being  icarcely 
thirty  years  old.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  lord 
Rois,  of  Hamlake,  by  whom  he  had  John,  his  fucceflbr,  and  a  daugh- 
ter, Maud  (or  Matilda) ;  who  married,  firil,  Richard  earl  of  Cam* 

bridge; 
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X  bridge;  and  after,  John  Ncvil,  lord  Latimer;  and  lived  to  a  very 

'  great  age. 

John,  the  next  lord  Clifford,  when  he  grew  up,  was  highly  fa- 
voured by  Henry  V.  by  reafon  of  his  fame  for  deeds  of  arms,  and  the 
eftimation  of  his  conduA  and  experience  in  warlike*  affairs,  and  was 
made  a  knight  of  the  garter.  In  1421,  he  attended  that  king  into 
France V  and  the  year  following  was  llain  at  the  iiege  of  Meux.  He 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Henry  lord  Percy,  furnamed  Hotfpur 
(by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  eldeft  daughter  of  Eldmund  Mortimer,  carl  of 
March,  by  his  wife,  Philippa,  only  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Lionel 
duke  of  Clarence,  third  fon  of  king  Edvirard  III.),  by  whom  he  had 
tffue  two  fons,  Thomas,  his  fucceflbr,  and  Henry,  who  died  without 
iffuc;    alio  a  daughter,   Mary,*  wife  of  Sir  Philip  Wcntworth^  of

Thomas,  ion  and,  heir  of  John  lord  Clifford,  was  in  minority  at  his 
father's  death,  but  on  arriving  at  years  of  maturity,  as  is  evident  from 
Hollidgihead,  Stow,  and  other  chroniclers,  did  brave  fervice  as  a  com* 
mander ;  and  in  the  civil  wars  of  that  age,  with  much  courage'  and 
a^venefs,  took  part  with  Henry  VI.  againil  Richard  duke  of  York, 
and  was  unhappily  flain  in  the  firft  battle  of  St.  Albans.  ^  He  married 
Joan,  daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Dacres,  of  Grillefland,  and  by  her  had 
iflae,  four  Ions  and  five  daughters ;  viz.  John,  his  fon  and  heir ;  Roger, 
who  married  Joan,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  Courtney,  earl  of 
Devon  ;f  Robert,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  of  WiHiam  Berkeley,  vwf  Court  °' 
by  vthom  he  had  iilue,  from  which  lineally  deicended  George  Clif-  "^* 
ford,  of  Lincolnihire,  whofe  wife  was  UHula  Digby;  and  had  a 
daughter  of  the  fame  name;  Thomas,  who  was  a  brave  man,  and  died 
S.  P.  timp.  Henry  VII.  Of  the  daughters,  Elizabeth,  married  Robert, 
€ldeft  fotk  of  Sir  WiHiam  Plompton,  when  but  fix  or  feven  years  old ; 
hstt  he  dying  before  fhe  was  twelve,  fhe  married  William,  brother  to 
tiM  £ud  Robert.

Vol.i.p.283.       John,  the  next  lord  Clifford,  like  his  father,  was  a  ilrong  Lanca& 

trian,  and  a  commander  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield,  where  the  royal 
party  prevailed;  and  the  duke  of  York  was  flain,  and  Richard,  earl  of 
Salifbury  taken  priibner,  and  afterwards  beheaded;  But  not  content 
with  this  vidory,  the  lord  Clifford  having  difcovered  young  £dmund 
carl  of  Rutland,  third  fon  of  the  faid  duke  of  York,  he  furioufly  ftab- 
bed  him  to  death ;  which  barbarous  adion  rendered  his  name  deteft- 
able  on  both  fides.  This,  however,  was  done,  as  he  alleged,  in 
revenge  for  his  father*s  death,  who  had  been  flain  before  by  Rutland's 
father.  But  it  was  not  long  after  before  he  himielf  was  killed,  by  an 
headlefs  arrow,  at  the  battle  of  Towton,  the  ift  of  Edward  IV-  For 
having  put-off  his  gorget,  either  through  pain  or  heat,  it  penetrated 
his  throat,  and  he  died  immediately.  It  is  remarkable,  that  he,  his 
father,  grandfi^ther,  and  great  grandfather,  all  died  in  the  wars ;  the 
two  firft  at  home,  and  the  latter  two  abroad.

with  her  that  title  to  the  Clifibrd  family,  by  whom  he  had  iffue, 

t  Edmonfon.    Henry ;  Richard,  flain  in  the  Netherlands ;  and  f  Sir  Thomas  Glifibrd, 

who  married  Ellen,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Swarby,  of  Bracken- 
^  burgh,  in  Lincolnfl^ire ;  and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Sir 
Robert  Aflce,  from  whom  defcended  the  Aikes  of  Yorkfliire,  and  the 
lord  Fairfax,  of  Denton,  in  the  fame  county. 

Henry  was  fucceffor  to  his  father ;  but  the  houfe  of  York  pre- 
vailing, he  was,  when  about  feven  years  old,  diiguifed  in  the  mean 
habit  of  a  fliepherd*s  boy,  to  prevent  his  falling  into  their  hands :  for 
the  memory  of  his  father  was  fo  odious  to  them,  that  had  he  been 
difcovered,  they  would  have  revenged  with  his  bloody  the  death  of  the 

young 
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young  carl  of  Rutland,  murdered  as  beforementioned.  In^  this  manner 
he  lived,  deprived  of  his  lands  and  honours,  for  the  fpace  of  twenty- 
four  years,  without  any  education,  even  (as  is  faid),  fo  much  as  learn- 
ing to  write,  for  fear  of  difcovery ;  but  in  the  ift  of  Henry  VII,  the 
Lancaflrian  intercft  having  again  prevailed,  he  was  reftored  in  blood 
and  honours  to  all  his  baronie^s,  lands,  and  caiiles,  by  an  a6i,  entitled, 
"  An  aft  for  reftoring  Henry  lord  Clifford,  &c."  He  was  afterwards, 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  a  principal  commander  in  the  great  vic- 
tory obtained  over  the  Scots  at  Flodden  Field,  where  the  king  of 
Scotland  was  flain.  It  is- related  of  him,  that  when  called  to  pari iamei^t 
he  behaved  nobly  and  wifely  ;  but  otherwife  feldom  came  to  London 
or  the  court,  but  delighted  to  live  in  the  country,  where  he  repaired 
his  caftles,  which  had  fallen  into  decay  during  the  late  troubles.  He 
died  the  15th  of  Henry  VI 1 1. 

He  was  twice  married ;  firft,  to  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  John  St, 
John^  of  Bletfb,  by  whom  he- had  three  fbns,  viz.  Henry;  Sir  Thomas 
Cliflbrd,  who  married  Lucy,  daughter  of  Sir  Anthony  Brown,  knight^ 
and  (Ued  &  P. ;  and  Edward ;  and  four  daughters,  according  to  Dug* 
dale^  Edmonfon,  and  others;  viz.  Mabels  wife  of  William  Fitz- 
WiUiam,  earl  of  Southampton;  Eleanor^  c^  Sir  Ninian  Markcnfield; 
Anne^  of  Sir  Robert  Metcalf;  but  Exlmonfon  fays,  firfk  of  Robert 
Clifton>  and^  fecondly^  of  Metcalf;  Joan,  of  Sir  Ralph  Bowes,  from 
whom  deicended  the  family  of  that  name  in  Yorkfhire.  But  Nicholfbn 
and  Bume,  in  their  Hiftory  of  Cumberland  and  Weftmoreland,  Vol.  L 
p.  387,  add  another  daughter,  Margaret,  married  to  Cuthbert,  fbn 
and  heir  of  Sir  Edward  Ratcliff^  of  Corington^  in  Northumberland ; 
on  whofc  marriage  Derwentwater  was  fettled,  and  her  portion  was 
£.  500.  His  fecond  wife  was  Florence,  daughter  of  Henry  Pudfey, 
of  Barfoot,  in  the  county  of  York ;  by  whom  he  had  three  fbns,  w^ho 
died  young,  and  a  daughter,  Dorothy,  who  married  Sir  Hugh  Low- 
ther,  virhofe  grandfather.  Sir  Hugh,  was  he  who  married  Anne  Threl- 
keld,  daughter  of  Sir  Lancelot  Threlkeld,  by  Margaret,  baronefs  Vefcy, 
and  widow  of  John,  lord  Clifford,  father  of  the  faid  Henxy.

Henrt^  cldcft  fon  by  the  firft  wife,  Anne  St.  John,'  was  the  next 
lord  ClifFord;  and  the  17th  of  Henry  VIIL  was, '  by  letters  patent, 
created  earl  of  Cumberland,  to  him  and  his  heirs  male.  He  was  em- 
ployed in  all  the  armies  fent  into  Scotland  in  the  faid  king*s  reign, 
and  ever  behaved  himfelf  nobly  and  valiantly.  He  was  one  of  the 
moft  eminent  lords  of  hi^  time,  for  noblenefs  and  gallantry,  through 
which  he  wafted  fome  part  of  his  eftate.  He  was  twice  married: 
firft,  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  George  carl  of  Shrcwftjury,  by  whom 
he  had  no  iffue ;  and,  fecondly,  to'  Margaret,  daughter  of  Henry  Percy, 
earl  of  Northumberland,  by  whom  he  had  two  Ions ;  viz.  Henry,  and 
Sir  Ingelram  Clifford,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir 
Henry  JflatclifFe,^  and  had  iftue  only  two  daughters,  who  died  in  their 
infancy.  Edmonfoti  mentions  a  third  fon,  Thomas ; '  alio  four  daugh* 
ters ;  viz.  Catherine,  wife,  firft,  of  John  lord  Scroope,  of  Bolton,*}* 
and  afterwards,  of  Sir  Richard  Cholmeley  f  Maud,  of  John  lord  Co« 
nici^,  of  Hornby,  co.  York ;  Elizabeth,  of  Sir  Chriftopher  Metcalf,  of 
Napper,  in  Yorkftiire ;  and  Jane,  of  Sir  John  Huddleftone,  of  Milium 
Caftle,  in  co.  Cumb.  knight.  Deceafing  at  Skipton  Caftle  the  34tb 
of  Henry  VII I.  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  eldeft  fon 

Henry,  fecond  earl  of  Cumberland,  who,  at  the  coronation  of 
queen  Anne  Bullen,  was  made  a  knight  of  the  bath.  He  ieems  to 
have  wafted  a  part  of  his  eftate ;  and  in  the  latter  end  of  his  time,  to 
have  retired  and  lived  a  country  life.  Walpole,  in  his  Catalogue  of 
Noble  Authors,  juft  notices  him  ;  and  fays,  he  has  but  little  claim  to 
a  place  in  his  Lift,  unlefs  any  further  difcoveries  are  made  of  his 
writings,  than  "  Some  Verfcs  which  he  compofed,  on  his  father's

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prefenting  a  treatife  of  natural  philofophy,  in  old  French,  to  the  priory 
of  Bolton  ;*'  and  which,  with  the  book  itfelf,  were  preferved  in  Mn 
Thorefby*s  mufeum  at  Leeds.  He  was  twice  married ;  firft,  to  Ele- 
anor Brandon,  niece  of  king  Henry  VII I.  by  whom  he  had  three 
children;  viz.  Henry  and  Charles,  who  died  infants;  and  an  only 
daughter,  Maigaret,  who  married  Henry  earl  of  Derby.  His  fecond 
wife  was  Anne,  daughter  to  William  Lord  Dacres,  of  Gillefland,  by 
whom  he  had  two  ions,  George  and  Francis ;  and  three  daughters ; 
Frances,  wife  of  Philip  Lord  Wharton ;  and  Mary  and  Eleanor,  who 
both  died  young.     Ourhis  deceafe,  the  ij^th  of  queen  Elizabeth, 

GfiORGE,  his  eldeil  fon^,  was  his  fucceflbr;  at  that  time  under  age, 
but  who  afterwards  became  particularly  eminent.  The  fhidy  of  mar 
thematics  being  his  principal  delight,  inclined  him  to  fea  voyages  and 
navigation,  in  which  employment  he  greatly  excelled ;  for  he  undertook 
eleren  or  twelve  expeditions,  wherein  he  did  great  iervice  with  honour 
to  himfelf,  said  damage  axul  diigface  to  the  enemies  of  his  country. 
He  was  a  man  of  great  quicknefi  of  wit,  and  adivity  of  body ;  with 
an  afiable  di^>ofitioB.  In  the  art  of  tilting,  he  furpaiTed  all  the  nobles 
of  his  time :  which,  with  hor£b  racing,  ibooting,  arid  other  expenfive 
exercifes  and  recreations,  next  to  his  fea  voyages  (which  were  moftly 
at  lus  own  coft),  made  hiu  difpofe  of  his  lands;  whereby  it  was 
obferved,  that  he  coniumed  more  of  his  eftate  than  any  of  his 
anceftors. 

He  died  in  1605.^  His  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  of  Francis  earl

with  many  perfeftions  of  nature,  befitting  fo  noble  a  perfonage;  as  an  excellent  quicknefs  of 
wit  and  apprehenfion,  an  a6tiye  and  flrong  body,  and  an  afiable  difpofition  and  behaviour. 
Bofc  as  good  natares,  through  human  frailty,  are  oftentimes  miiled,  fo  he  fell  to  love  a  lady 
of  quality,  which  did  Sy  degrees  draw  and  aliene  his  love  and  affedion  from  his  fo  virtuous

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of  Bedford^  by  whom  he  had  two  fons,  who  died  young*  and  a  daugh* 
ter»  Anne^  married,  firft,  to  Richard  Sackville,  lord  Buckhurft;  and, 
fccondly,  to  Philip  Herbert,  carl  of  Pembroke.  Wherefore,  leaving  no 
male  iflue  ilirviving,  the  earldom  of  Cumberland  devolved  upon  his 
brother 

Francis,  who  became  the  fourth  earl  ef  Cumberland  of  his 
^  family.  He  W€is  a  knight  of  the  bath,  having  been  fo  made  .by 
James  I.  when  his  ion  Charles  was  created  duke  of  York.  He  mar- 
ried Griflel,  daughter  of  Mr.  Thomas  Hughes,  of  Uxbridge,  and 
widow  of  Edward  Nevil;  lord  Abergavenny,  by  whom  he  had  feveral 
children;  viz.  George,  who  died  an  infant;  Henry,  his  fucceilbr; 
Margaret,  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Wentworth,  afterwards  earl  of 
Strafford ;  and  Frances,  to  Sir  Gcrvafe  Clifton.     And  dcceafing  in 

1641/ 

Henry,  his  eldeft  furviving  fon,  was  the  next  earl,,  and  the  lad:  of 
this  ancient  houfe.  He  married  Frances,  only  daughter  of  Robert 
Cecil,  earl  of  Saliibury ;  and  had  feveral  children,  who  died  young, 
excepting  Elizabeth,  who  became  his  ible  furviving  daughter  and  heir; 
and  married  Richard  earl  of  Cork,  in  Ireland,  and  Burlington,  in 
England ;  which  Richard,  by  letters  patent,  was  created  lord  Clifibrd, 
of  Launfborough,  1644.  And  the  faid  Henry  earl  of  Cumberland 
departing  this  life  without  iilue  male,  in  1643,  the  title  became

But  on  the  death  of  George  earl  of  Cumberland,  the  barony  of 
Clifford,  it  is  coniidered,  did  properly  remain  with  his  daughter  Anne ; 
wherefore  Ihc  dying  in  1675,  Thomas  earl  of  Thanet,  her  grandfbn, 
in  1 690,  laid  claim  to  the  faid  barony  and  title ;  which  were  allowed

cldeft  daughter,  and  coheirefs  of  Richard  earl  of  Dorfet,  by  his  wife, 
the  faid  Anne,  fole  daughter  and  heirefs  of  the  faid  George  earl  of 
Cumberland.  This  Thomas  earl  of  Thanet  dying  /without  iffue 
male,  the  barony  of  Clifford  remained  in  abeyance  amongft  his  five 
daughters  until  1734,  when  his  majefty  George  IL  was  pleafed  to 
allow  the  fame  to  lady  Margaret  Tufton,  the  third  daughter,  who   VM.

married  Thomas  Coke,  lord  Lovel,  afterwards  created  earl  of  Leicefter;  ccftcr. 
whofe  only  child,  Edward  lord  Coke,  dying  in  his,  and  his  mother*s 
lifetime,  without  illue,  the  barony  of  Clifford,  on  the  deceafe  of  the 
iaid  Margaret,  in  i  yy^^  was  allowed  to  the  family  of  Southwell ;  who 
now  poflefs  it  by  reafon  of  their  defcent  from  Catherine,  eldefl:  fifter 
of  Margaret,  counteis  of  Leicefler  and  baroneis  Clifford ;  as  reference 
to  the  Table  of  Defcent  will  more  particularly  explain. 

But  before  we  conclude  our  account  of  this  noble  family,  it  may 
not  be  unentertaining  to  relate  the  following  curious  particulars  rela- 
tive to  their  burial  place,  taken  from  Whitaker*s  Hiilory  of  the  Dean- 
ery of  Craven,  in  com.  Ebor,*  viz. 

Beneath  the  altar  (in  Skipton  church),  is  the  vault  of  the  Clif- 
fords, the  place  of  their  interment,  from  the  diflblution  of  Bolton 
priory  to  the  death  of  the  laft  earl  of  Cumberland;  which,  after 
having  been  clofed  many  years,  I  obtained  permiilion  to  examine, 
*'  March  z^y  itJo3.  The  original  vault,  intended  only  for  the  firft 
^'  earl  and  his  fecond  lady,  had  undergone  two  enlargements ;  and  the 
bodies  having  been  depofited  in  chronological  order,  firft  and  imme- 
diately under  his  tomb  lay  Henry,  the  firfl  earl.  Whofe  lead  coffii^ 
was  much  corroded,  and  exhibited  the  fkeleton  of  a  fhort  and  very 
flout  man,  with  a  long  head  of  flaxen  hair,  gathered  in  a  knot  be- 
**  hind  the  fkull ;  the  coffin  had  been  clofely  fitted  to  the  body,  and 
*'  proved  him  to  have  been  very  corpulent,  as  well  as  mufcular.  Next 
*'  lay  the  remains  of  Margaret  Percy,  his  fecond  wife,  whofe  coffin 
'*  was  flill  entire.  She  mufl  have  been  a  flender  and  diminutive 
*'  woman.  The  third  vvas  *  the  lady  Ellenor's  Grace,'  whofe  coffin

^^  was  much  decayed,  and  exhibited  the  fkeleton  (as  might  be  ex^ 
''  peeled,    in   a  daughter  of  Charles   Brandon,    and  the  iifier  of 
Henry  VIIL),  of  a  tall  and  large  limbed  female.    At  her  right  hand 
was  Henry,  the  fecond  earl,  a  very  tall,  and  rather  (lender  man ; 
'*  whofe  thin  envelope  of  lead  really  refembled  a  winding  iheet,  and 
''  folded  like  coarfc  drapery  over  the  limbs ;  the  head  was  beaten  to 
''  the  left  fide,  fomething  of  the  ihape  of  the  face  might  be  diftin*

nours); and  dying  in  1728,  left  iflue  feveral  fons^  from  whom  is 
defcended  the  prefent  earl  of  Damley,  in  which  title  the  barony  of 
Clifton,  of  Leighton  Bromfwold,  is  merged.

This  family  took  their  furname  from  Clinton  in  the  Valley,  near 
Woodftock,  in  Oxfordihire,  now  called  Glimpton;  but  as  in  the 
peerage  accounts  of  the  nobility  now  ezifting,  the  fame  is  fully  fct 
forth  under  the  title  of  "  Clinton  duke  of  Newcaftle'*  (in  which  the 
earldom  of  Lincoln  is  now  merged),  a  detail  of  defcent  becomes  here 
unneceflary.     Suffice  it  therefore 

That.  John  de  Clinton  married  Ida,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir 
of  .William  de  Odingfells,  of  Maztock,  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
and  had  iffiie  two  ions,  who  both  became  very  eminent  perfbns; 
whereof  William,  the  fecond  fon,  -  was  afterwards  created  earl  of 
Huntingdon,*  and  John  fucceeded  his  father.  '  *Vid  Clinton 

Which  John  had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  ingdon. 
realm,  the  6th,  7th,  8th,  and  9th  of  Edward  III.  and  left  iifue,  John, 
his  ion  and  heir,  who  married  Idonea,  iifter  and  cdheir  of  Willianxde 
Say,  and  by  her  was  progenitor  to  Edward  lord  Clinton  and  Say,  who,,  vid.  s^y. 
the  14th  of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  created  earl  of  Lincoln;  in  which 
fuperior  honour  the  barony  of  Clinton  remained  fufpended  until  the 
deceafe  of  Edward,  grandfbn  of  Theophilus  fourth  earl  of  Lincoln, 
without  iflue,  when  the  earldom  of  Lincoln  devolved  upon  the  next 
heir  male,  and  the  laid  barony  of  Clinton  became  vefted  in  abeyance^ 
between  the  daughters  and  coheirs,  or  their  reprefentatives,  of  the

Hugh  Boscawen,  of  Tregothan,  in  the  county  of  Cornwall, 
eiquire,  having  married  Margaret,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs* of 
Theophiius  earl  of  Lincoln,  and  baron  Clinton,  had  iiTue  an  only 
daughter,  Bridget,  who  married  Hugh  Fortefcuc,  efquire,  whofe  fon 
Hugh,  the  1 6th  of  March,  17^21,  had  iummons  to  parliament  as  baron 
Clinton,  in  right  of  his  grandmother,  and  took  his  ieat  accordingly. 

This  Huou  Lord  Clinton,  in  1725,  was  eledcd  a  knight  of  the 
bath,  was  alfb  lord  lieutenant  and  cuflos  rotulorum  of  the  county  of 
Devon ;  and  the  5th  of  July  1 746,  was  created  baron  Fortefcue  of 
Caftle  Hill,  and  earl  Clinton,  with  limitation  of  the  barony  to  his  half 
brother,  Matthew  Fortefcue,  and  his  heirs  male ;  and  dying  in  1 75 1 
without  iiTue,  the  title  of  earl  Clinton  became  extin  A,  and  the  barony 
of  Clinton  defccnded  to  his  fiirviving  fitter,  Margaret,  who,  in  1760, 
died  unmarried. 

The  barony  of  Clinton  has  fince  been  recognized  in  the  family  of 
Trefafis,  in  the  perfon  of  Robert  George  William  Trcfufis,  who  was 
flimmoned  to  parliament  by  writ,  dated  27th  February,  1 794,  as  baron 
Clinton,  and  heir  general  of  the  body  of  Theophiius,  formerly  earl  of 
Clinton,  and  baron  Clinton,  being  Ion  and  heir  of  Robert  Cotton  Tre- 
fufis,  fon  and  heir  of  Robert  Trefufis,  fon  and  heir  of  Samuel  Trefufis, 
who  was  brother  and  heir  of  Francis  Trefufis,  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of 
Francis  Trefufis,  by  Bridget  his  wife,  only  child  from  whom  there  is 
any  ifiTue  now  remaining,  of  Arabella,  wife  of  Robert  RoIIe,  a  daugh- 
ter of  the  faid  Theophiius  earl  of  Lincoln,  the  iflue  of  all  the  other 

children  of  the  faid  Theophiius  being  extind.

The  firft  mention  of  this  family  is  in  the  time  of  king  John,  when 
Henry  de  Cobbeham,  of  Cobbeham,  in  Kent,  gave  looo  marks  to 
that  king  for  his  favour.

ward  III.  when  he  was  admiral  of  the  fleet,  there  is  a  full  lapfe  of  feventythree  years  to  the 
9th  of  Henry  IV.  which  would  then  make  this  lord  ninety-four  years  of  age  when  he  died. 
On  referring  to  Dagdale's  Lids  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  it  appears  that  John  de  Cobham,  of 
Kent,  had  fommons  from  the  l6th  to  49th  Edward  III.  and  the  fame  name  appears  from  ift 
Richard  U,  to  8th  Henry  IV.    Wherefore  it  is  evident  there  is  an  omiflion  of  a  defcent  by 
Dugdale  in  his  Baronage;  or  that  the  faid  John  had  fummons  from  l6th  Edward  III.  to  8th 
Henry  IV.     But  this  (latement  of  Dugdale  is  thoroughly  explained  by  Hollingfhedjt  wlio  fays,     %  Hollingf- 
that  John,  fecond  baron  Cohham,  married  two  wives :  the  firft  was  Joane,  daughter  of  John     ^^*^  caftra- 
Beauchamp>  of  Stoke  under  Hampden,  in  Somerfetihire,  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  and  his     ,f  1  uiy^ 
heir  called  John  5  and  by  his  fecond  wife,  Agnes,  daughter  of  Richard  Stone,  of  the  county  of 
Kent,  he  bad  no  ilfue.

This  laft  John  lord  Cobham  had  a  younger  brother^  Thomas,  who 
died  41ft  Edward  III.  as  alfo  another,  called  Reginald,  who  was 
redor  of  the  church  of  Cowling;  and  likewife,  according  to  Hulling- 
ihed,  two  others ;  viz.  James,  and  Stephen,  bifhop  of  Lincoln;  and  a 
iifter,  Margaret,  that  married  Matthew  Fitz-Herbert. 

In  refped  to  Sir  John  Oldcastle,  who  thus  married  Joane,  the 
grand-daughter  and  heir  to  the  lad  lord  Cobham,  he,  by  reafbn 
thereof,  had  the  title  of  Cobham,  and  fummons  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  nth,  12th,  14th  Henry  IV.  and  xft  of 
Henry  V.  but  being  then  one  of  the  chiefs  of  that  fed  called  Lol- 
lards, he  was,  with  divers  others  of  the  fame  religious  opinions,  accufed 
of  a  confpiracy  to  murder  the  king,  and  overturn  the  efbibliihed  reli- 
gion of  the  country,  for  which  being  taken  into  cuflody,  he  had 
judgment  of  death  pronounced  againil  him,  and  was  accordingly 
executed. 

Walpole,  in  his  Catalogue  of  Royal  and  Noble  Authors,  obferves, 
*^  The  abolition  of  tafle  and  literature  were  not  the  flighteft  abuics 
proceeding  from  Popery ;  the  revival  of  letters  was  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal fervtces  effeded  by  the  reformation.  The  Romilh  clergy  feared^ 
'<  that  if  men  read,  they  would  think.  The  firfl  author,  as  well  as 
*'  the  firfl  ipartyr  among  our  nobility,  was  Sir  John  OldcafUe,  called

It  has  before  been  mentioned,  that  Joane,  the  heirefs  of  Cobham, 
to  her  firft  hufband  married  Sir  Gerard,'  or  Reginald,  Braybroke, 
knight;  which  Sir  Grerard,  or  Reginald,  had  an  only  daughter  and 
heir,  Joane,  who  married  Sir  Thomas  Brooke,  knight,  and  by  him 
had  iflue  Sir  Exlw&rd  Brooke,  knight,  called 

Sir  Edward  Brooke,  of  Cobham,  who  was  a  ftrenuous  fupporter 
of  the  houie  of  York,  and  at  the  battle  of  Northampton  commanded 
the  left  wing  of  the  Yorkihire  men.  He  died  the  29th  May,  4th 
Edward  IV.  leaving,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  James  lord 
Audley, 

JoHvr,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  12th  of  Edward  IV.  had  his  firfl: 
fiimmons  to  parliament,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Cobham  ;  he  was  a 
military  man,  and  ferved  with  reputation  on  ieveral  occafions  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VII.  His  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  of  Edward 
lord  Abergavenny^  by  whom  he  had  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir ;  and 
deceaiing  in  September  1500,  the  iaid 

Thomas  was  his  fiicceilbr,  who,  the  5th  Henry  VIIL  attended  the 
Icing  in  France  at  the  taking  of  Tournay.  He  died  aift  Henry  VIIL 
having  had  iflue  by  Dorothy,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry

G£OR0£|  the  next  lord  Cobbam^  in  the  31ft  of  Henry  VIIL  upon 
the  diflblution  of  the  greater  monafteries^  obtained  a  grant,  in  fee,  of 
the  manor  of  Chattingdon,  in  Kent,  as  alfo  of  the  college  of  Cobhatn. 
The  5th  of  Edward  VI.  he  was  appointed  lieutenant  general  of  the 
forces  in  the  north,  who  were  fent  thither  to  guard  thofe  parts,'  by 
reafon  of  an  apprehenfion  of  danger  from  the  French.  Yet,  the  ift 
of  queen  Mary,  he  was  committed  prifbner  to  the  Tower,  on  fufpicion 
of  being  concerned  in  Wiatt's  infurredlion,  but  he  was  loon  after 
enlarged.  He  was  one  of  the  knights  of  the  garter,  and  died  ^pth 
September,  1558;  leaving  iftue  by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  of  Edmund

This  nobleman,  whofe  confe- 
quence  was  derived  entirely  from  his  birth  and  great  fortune,  was 
employed  on  fcveral  diplomatic  fervices  by  queen  Elizabeth,  and  at  laft 
•       died  in  the  poft  of  lord  chamberlain,  24th  February,  1597-8. 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir  (as  his  anceftors  had  often  been),  was  ap- 
pointed warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  43d  Eliz.  but  afterwards,  in  the 
reign  of  James  I.  he  and  his  brother  George,  were  charged  with  being 
confederates  in  a  plot  to  alter  religion,^  and  fubyert  the  government ; 

and 

y  The  intrigue  or  plot  he  was  engaged  in,  was  that  called  *'  RawlcighTs  confpiracy."    lu 
which  that  great  man^  the  lord  Grey  of  Wilton,  Sir  George  Carew,  and  othcrr,  were  the  chief 

aftora,  together  with  this  Henry,  who  feems  to  have  been  but  one  degree  from  a  fool;  yet  ferved 

their 
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and  being  tricd^  and  found  guilty^  had  judgment  of  death  pronounced 
againft  them;  but  George  only  fuffercd,  who  was  beheaded,  and  this 
Henry  reprieved^  yet  neverthelefs  attainted,  and  left  to  drag  on  in 
mifery,  and  the  mofi  wretched  poverty^  the  remainder  of  an  unhappy 
life  in  imprifonment>  wherein  he  died  1619.  His  wife  was  Frances^ 
daughter  of  Charles  Howard,  earl  of  Nottingham;  but  having  no 
iflue,  William,  ion  of  his  brother  George,  by  his  wife  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  coheix  of  Thomas  lord  Borough,  was  his  next  heir. 
Which 

their  tarns  better  than  a  wifer  perfbn,  by  his  greatnefs  with  the  queen ;  as  they  could  put  any 
thing  upon  him,  and  make  him  tell  a  lie  with  as  great  confidence  as  a  truth. 

On  his  trial,  never  was  there  fo  poor  and  abjed  a  fpirit  as  Cobham.  He  heard  iiis  indiftment 
with  trembliug  and  fear^  fometimes  interrupting  it,  by  forfwearing  what  he  thought  to  be 
wrongly  inferted,  fo  as  by  his  fafliion  it  was  known  before  he  fpake,  what  he  would  confels  or 
deny. 

The  mode  of  bringing  the  prifoners  on  the  fcaffbld,  and  aggravating  their  fuiferings,  with 
momentary  expedation  of  their  cataftrophe,  before  the  pre-intended  pardon  was  produced,  was 
a  piece  of  management  and  contrivance  for  which  king  James  was  by  fome  vtry  highly  extpl- 
led,  yet  by  others,  could  only  be  confidered  as  a  narrow  and  mean  difplay  of  the  pitiful  policy 
of  a  weak  contemptible  mind. 

On  this  occafion,  however,  fays  Sir  Dudley  Carleton,  that  Cobham  who  was  now  ''  to  play 
his  part/'  did  much  coasen  the. world,  for  he  came  to  the  fcaffold  witC  good  affurance,  and  con* 
tempt  of  death.  And  in  the  (hort  prayers  he  made,  fo  outprayed  the  company  which  helped  to 
pray  with  him,  that  a  ftander-by  obferved,  *'  that  he  had  a  good  mouth  in  a  cry,but  was  nothing 
fingle.** 

After  they  were  reknanded  (Sir  Dudley  fays),  and  brought  back  on  the  fcaffold,  "  they 
looked  ftrange  on  one  anothery  like  men  beheaded  and  met  again  in  the  other  world/'  He  is 
dated  to  have  died  loufy,  for  want  of  apparel  and  linen ;  which  was  a  lingular  judgment,  that  a 
man  of  near  ^f.  yoOQ  a-year,  and  a  perfonal  e0ate  of  /^.  30,000,  which  (hould  have  efcheated  to 
the  crown,  but  whereof  the  king  was  cheated,  fliould  die  for  want  $  as  in  fuch  cafes  the  king 
nfually  grants  maintenance  thereout,  though  not  from  the  revenue  of  the  crown.  It  is  more* 
over  aiTerted,  that  the  lady  Cobham,  his  wife,  though  very  rich,  would  not  even  give  him  the 
crumbs  from  her  table. 

Thus  the  noble  roanfion  at  Cobham  Hall,  in  Kent,  with  the  furrounding  efbtc,  the  ancient 
feat  of  the  once  illuftrious  and  fpreading  branches  of  the  Cobham  family,  became  loft;  and 
were  granted  by  James  I.  the  10th  of  his  reign,  to  his  kinfmas,  Lodowick  Stuart,  duke  of  Le- 
nox, and  afterwards  of  Richmond,  from  whom  they  at  length  defcended  through  an  heir  female, 
to  the  family  of  Bligh,  baron  of  Clifton  in  England,  and  earl  of  Darnley  in  Scotland,  the  prefent 
owner  thereof.

But  in  fuccceding  time,  his  ma'efty  Charles  I.  by  letters  patent, 
dated  at  Oxford,  3d  January,  the  ^oth  of  his  reign,  was  pleafed  to  create 
Sir  John  Brooke,  of  Hekinton,  in  com.  Line,  grandibn,  and  next  heir 
male' of  George  lord  Cobham,  who  died,  temp,  queen  Mary,  to  the 
title  and  dignity  of  lord  Cobham,  to  enjoy  as  amply  as  any  of  his 
anceftors  had  done ;  but  with  limitation  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  bod/. 
This  John  lord  Cobham,  however,  died  S.  P. 

Of  the  fitters  to  Henry  lord  Cobham  (att  inted  as  beforementioned), 
Elizabeth  married  the  lord  trcafurer  Cecil,  firft  earl  of  Salifbury; 
Frances,  firft,  John  lord  Stourton ;  and  after.  Sir  Edward  Moore, 
knight ;  and  Margaret  was  the  fecond  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Sondes,  of 
Throwleigh,  in  Kent,  knight ;  whofe  fole  daughter  and  heir,  Frances^ 
married  Sir  Richard  Levifbn,  of  Trentham,  in  com.  Staff,  knight ; 
vfhofc  ion.  Sir  John,  was  father  of  Chriftian  Levifon  (coheir  to  her 
brother);  which  Chriftian  was  wife  of  Sir  Peter  Temple,  of  Stowe,  in 
com.  Bucks,  grandfather  of  Sir  Richard  Temple,  created,  in  17 18^ 
baron  and  vifcount  Cobham,  with  remainder  to  \iis  fifter,  Hefter

In  the  time  of  queen  Elizabeth^  Henry  Compton  (anceftor  to 
the  prefent  earl  of  Northampton),  a  perfon^  according  to  Camden,  in 
his  Hiftory  of  the  Reign  of  that  illuftrious  and  renowned  Princeis,  ^^  of 
fine  wit  and  fblid  judgment/'  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  baron 
Compton,  of  Compton,  the  8th  of  May,  14th  Elizabeth,  1572; 
and  was  accordingly  admitted,  and  took  his  feat  in  the  houfe  of 
peers. 

William,  his  fon  and  fucceflbr,  was  created.earl  of  Northampton, 
2d  Auguft,  1 61 8  (i6th  James  L)  whereby  the  barony  of  Compton 
became  merged  in  the  higher  dignity^of  the  cafldotn ;  and  did  fo  con- 
tinue, vmtil  by  the  death  of  James,  the  fifth  earl,  without  iflue  male, 
in  1754^  the  earldom  devolved  upon  his  brother  Georqe,  but  the 
i)arony  of  Compton,  being  a  barony  in. fee,  defcended  to  his  only  fiir- 
viving  daughter  and  heir,  Charlotte,  who  was  firft  wife  to  George,  now 
marquis  of  Townlhend,.  by  whom  (he  had  George  Townlhend,  the 
prefent  earl  of  Leicefter,  and  other  i£ue.

Previously  to  becoming  barojus  of  the  realm>  notable  mention  is 
made  of  this  family^  as  of  Ralph  de  Cromwell^  who,  17th  of 
king  John,  adhered  to  the  rebel  barons  of  that  age ;  after  whom  was 
another  Ralph,  who  married  Margaret/  one  of  the  fifters  and  coheirs 
to  Roger  de  Somery,  baron  af  Dudley,  and  the  25th  of  Edward  I. 
was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland.  His  iiioceflbr  was  John  de  Crom- 
well, who  married  Idonea,  fecond  daughter  and  coheir  of  Robert 
de  Vipount,  and  widow  of  Sir  Roger  Leybumc;  which  John  was 
often  in  the  Scotch  wars,  and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament, 
from  the  ifl  of  Edward  IL  to  the  9th  of  Edward  IIL  incluilve,  died 
foon  after,  leaving  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir. 

This  Ralph  married  Maud>  daughter  of  John  Bernack,  fifter  and 

heir  to  her  brother  William,  who  died  in  his  minority,  wherefore  in 

vd  T  tOiall    ^^^  "g^*  ^^  became  lord  of  the  memor  of  Tatihall,  in  com.  Line,  by 

lineal  fucceffion  from  the  heirs  female  of  Robert  de  Tatfhall,  viz. 
•CoiHnsTarl.  daughter  and  heir  to  John  de  Bernack,  fon  of  Alice,  wife  of  Sir  Wil- 
BTou^ch^e'  ^^^^  Bernack,  daughter  and  heir  of  ♦Robert  de  Driby,  by  Joane  his 
Tom.ll.p.d5.  wife,  one  of  the  fitters  and  coheirs  to  Robert  de  Tatihall,  w^hofe  fon, 
John  de  Robert,  died  without  iffue.     The  faid  Ralph  de  Cromwell  having  had 

Dnbj.  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  49th  of  Edward  III.  to  the  aad 

of  Richard  II.  inclufive,  died  the  27th  of  Augutt,  the  fame  year, 
leaving  Maud  his  wife  furvLving,  and  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir ;  whicji 
Maud  deceafed  the  7th  bf  Henry  V.  leaving  Sir  Ralph  Cromwell,  her 
grandfbn  and  heir,  viz.  fon  of  Ralph,  fon  of  Ralph  and  h^r  the  faid

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Maud,  then  fixtecn  years  of  age ;  which  Ralph  married  Mar^«r^^ 
fifter  mi  coheir  to  Williairi  lor/J  PciHcourt,  and  daughter  of  John 
lord  Deincourt,  by  Joane  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  Robert  lord 
Grey,  of  Rotherfield,  In  the  23d  of  Henry  VI.  he  was  conftable  of 
Nottingham  caftle ;  and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from 
the  I  ft  of  Henry  IV.  to  the  33d  of  Henry  VI.  bequeathed  his  body 
to  be  buried  in  the  mid  ft  of  the  quire  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Tat- 
fliall,  and  deccafed  the  4th  of  January,  1455.  ^^^  leaving  no  ifluc, 
his  three  aunts,  or  their  defcendants,  became  his  heirs ;  viz.  Hawife, 
wife  of  Thomas  lord  Bardolph;  Maud,  of  Sir  William  Fitz- Williams, 
knight ;  and  Elizabeth,  firft,  of  Sir  John  Clifton,  knight,  and  after- 
wards of  Sir  Edward  Benfted,  ktiight. 

Yet  this  account  of  Dugdale  differs  from  what  he  fays,  Tom.  11. 
p.  133,  and  alfo  from  Collins  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents;   for 
there,  and  in  various  other  authorities,  it  is  faid  he  had  a  fifter  and 
heir,  Maud,  or  Matilda,  who  married  Sir  Richard  Stanhope,  knight 
(anceftor  of  the  Stanhopes,  earls  of  Chefterfield,  Harrington,  and  Stan- 
hope), by  whom  ihe  had  iftue  two  daughters,   his  coheirs  (Jacobs 
mentions  alfo  a  fon,  Henry,  w^ho  died  S,  P.  Auguft  the  12th,  the  31ft 
of  Henry  VI.)  viz.  Maud  and  *Janc,  or  Joane;  of  whom,  Maud   *Collinf, 
married,  firft,  Robert  lord  Willoughby,  of  Ercft)y,  and  had  ifluc  a  Jj^g^c 
daughter^  Joane,  wife  of  Sir  Richard  Wells,  knight ;   fecondly.  Sir  -^oa^c. 
Thomas  Nevil,  knight,  a  younger  fon  of  Richard  earl  of  Salisbury,   j^jf  h^^^f 
llain  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield ;  and,  thirdly.  Sir  Gervafc  Clifton,    Erelby,  and 
knight ;  but  by  neither  of  her  two  laft  hufbands  had  any  iflue.    Jane,    Wclb. 
the  other  daughter,  married  Humphrey  Bourchier,  third  fori  of  Henry 
carl  of  Effex,  who,  the  ift,  2d,  6th,  and  9th  of  Edward  IV.  was  funi- 
rtidned  to  parliament  by  the  title  of

without  iflue^;  and  buried,  fays  Dugdalc,  in  Wcftroinftcr  Abbey. 
The  creation  of  this  Humphrey  Bourchicr  to  the  title  of  Cromwell,  is 
made  by  Collins,  p.  2:24,  a  precedent  to  Ihew,  where  there  have  been 
coheirs  to  a  barony  by  writ,  that  the  honour  hath  been  ibmetimes 
allowed  to  the  iflue  of  the  youngeft  daughter. 

In  the  ftatement  of  the  death  and  burial  of  the  faid  Humphrey 
Bourchier,  lord  Cromwell,  made  by  Dugdale,  the  firft  to  have  occurred 
at  the  battle  of  Bamet,  and  the  other  at  Weftminfter  Abbey ;  there 
fecms  as  if  he  were  miftaken  for  Humphrey  Bourchicr,  ion  and  heir 
of  John  Bourchier,  lord  Berners,  who  was  there  flain  in  his  father's 
lifetime,  and  buried  in  St  £dipund*s  chapel,  in  the  faid  Abbey,  with 
the  following  infcription  on  his  tomb :

In  rcfpeft  further  to  this  barony  of  Cromwell  of  Tatfhall,  it  has 
been  ob&rved,  that  Maud,  eldeft  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Stanhope, 
by  Maud  his  wife,  fifter  and  heir  to  Ralph  lord  Cromwell,  to  her  firft 
hufband  married  Robert  lord  Willoughby,  of  Erefby,  and  had  iflue 
an  only  daughter,  Joan,  wife  of  Sir  Richard  Wells,  knight,  after  lord 
Wells;  which  Richard,  by  the  faid  Joane,  had  iflue  Robert  lord  Wil- 
loughby  and  Wells,  who  died  S.  P,  and  a  daughter,  Joan,  heir  to  her 
brother,   who  married  Sir  Richard  Haftings,  lord  Wells  and  Wil- 

loughby. 
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loughby,  in  right  of  his  wife,  and  had  iflue  Anthony  Haftings,  who 
died  ifluelefs.  Wherefore  the  line  of  Stanhope,  by  Maud  Cromwell 
his  wife,  being  extinft,  the  faid  barony  having  been  firft  created  by 
writ,  feems  to  be  vefted  in  abeyance  amongft  the  defcendants  of  the 
three  aunts  of  Ralph  the  laft  lord  Cromwell  (of  that  furname),  mar- 
ried, as  before  obferved,  to  the  lord  Bardolf,  Sir  William  Fitz- Wil- 
liams, Clifton ;  and,  Secondly,  Benfted. 

The  whole  account  of  this  Cromwell  family  docs  not  well  agree 
with  the  ufual  accuracy  of  Dugdale;  Yor  he  fays,  that  John  de  Crom- 
well, firft  fummoned  to  parliament  the  ift  of  Edward  11.  died  foon 
after  the  9th  of  Edward  III.  leaving  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
deceafed  the  2zd  of  Richard  II.  a  period  of  fixty-four  years  after  his 
father.*"     Which  Ralph,  at  the  time  of  his  dcceafe,  the  z^d  of  Ri- 
chard II.  left  another  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  thirty-fix  years  of 
age,  and  Maud  his  wife,   furviving;  which  Maud  died  the  7th  of 
Henry  V.  leaving  Ralph,  his  grandfbn,  her  heir,  then  fixteen  years 
old,  who  was  fummoned  to  parliament  from  the  ift  of  Henry  IV.  to 
the  33d  of  Henry  VI.  a  length  of  time  of  fifty-fix  years.     Now  if  it 
was  Ralph  the  father  who  was  fo  fummoned,  he  mufi:  have  lived  to 
a  great  age ;  viz.  to  near  ninety :  and  if  it  were  Ralph  the  fon,  fo 
meant  by  Dugdale,  he  was  not  bom  the  ift  of  Henry  IV.  to  be  only 
fixteen  the  7th  of  Henry  V. 

Wherefore  the  ftatement  muft  be  cither  incorreft,  or  the  above 
remarks  fhew  the  family  to  have  been  a  ftrong  inflance  of  fiicceflional 
longevity.

Gregory  Croiii^well,  fon  of  Thomas  carl  of  Eflex  (of  whom  vid.Crom- 
under  Effex),  about  five  months  after  his  father's  death,  being  then  a  ^^  ^^^  ^ 
fervant  of  the  king,  was  created  a  baron  of  the  realm,  hy  the  title  of 
lord  Cromwell,  the  i8th  December,  32d  Henry  VIII.  But  had  be- 
fore (his  father  then  living),  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  ^8th 
April,  31ft  Henry  VIIL  (1539)*  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Seymour,  widow  of  Sir  Anthony  Oughtred,  knight,  and 
filler  to  Edward  duke  of  Somerfet ;  by  whom  he  had  iflue  three  fbns, 
Henry,  Edward,  and  Thomas ;  and  two  daughters,  Frances,  married 
to  Eldward  Stroude,  of  Devonfhire,  efquire ;  and  Catherine,  to  John 
'Stroudc,  of  the  county  of  Doriet,  efquire ;  and  having  been  fi^mmoned 
to  parliament  to  the  zd  of  Edward  VI.  died  the  5th  of  Edward  VI. 

H£NRY,  the  next  lord,  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
5th  to  the  31ft  of  Elizabeth,  and  died  the  34th  of  the  fame  reign. 
His  wife  was  Mary,  daughter  of  John  marquis  of  Winchefter ;  by 
whom  he  had  two  ions,  Edward  and  Sir  Gregory  Cromwell,  knight, 
and  a  daughter,  Catherine,  who  married  Sir  Lionel  Talmache,  knight, 
anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Dyfart,  in  Scotland. 

Edward  fucceeded  his  father,  and  had  iummons  to  parliament 
the  35th  Elizabeth ;  and  the  40th  of  Elizabeth  was  with  the  earl  of 
EfTex  in  his  expedition  at  fea  againfl  the  Spaniards,  and  the  4^d 
Elizabeth,  was  alfo  with  him  in  that  infurrcdion  which  cofl:  that 
unfortunate  nobleman  his  life.  But  July  9th,  1601,  he  had  an  efpecial 
pardon.     This  noUeman-  diljpofed  of  his  patrimony  in  England,  and 

purchafed 
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purchafcd  a  large  cftate  in  the  barony  of  Lccale,  in  Ireland,  from 
Mountjoy  Blount,  carl  of  Devon ;  or  rather,  according  to  Noble,  in 
his  Hiilory  of  the  Houfe  of  Cromwell,  made  an  exchange  thereof.

He  is  faid  to  have  had  two  wives ;  one  a  daughter  of  -  -  -  - 
Umpton,  efquire;  and,  fecondly,  Frances,  daughter  of  William  Rugge, 
efquire,  of  Norfolk,''  By  his  firft  wife  h?  had  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,

Which 

Ranulph,  the  4th  of  Edward  III.  was  flierifF  of  Cumberland,  and 

governor  of  Carliflc;  and  the  8th  of  Edward  III.  obtained  livery  of  all 

thofe  caftles  and  manors  in  Annandale  (in  Scotland),  part  of  the  pof» 

fcfGons  of  Roger  de  Kirke-Patric.    His  wiftf  was  Margaret,  fole  daugh^

manors  of  Ithyngton  Burgh,  upon  the  Sands,  and  Kirk>Ofwald;  like- 
wife  of  the  town  of  Dacre,  and  many  other  very  coniiderable  lordlhips 
and  advowfons  of  churches;)  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  being  then 
twenty-two  years  of  age ;  who  died  iiTuelefs  the  35th  of  Edward  III. 
(having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  :24th  to  the  34th  of 
Edward  III.  inclufive),  and  was  fucceeded  by

William,  at  that  time  twenty-fix  years  of  age;  who  thereupon 
had  liver}'  of  his  inheritance,  his  homage  being  refpited,  by  reafon  he

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Was  in  the  kitig's  fcrvice  in  Scotland.  He  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
Utient,  from  the  7th  of  Richard  IL  to  the  2 2d,  when  he  died,»  leaving 
Thom4s,  his  fon  and  heir,  twelve  years  old,  by  Joane  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter of  James  earl  Douglas. 

Which  Thomas,  the  loth  of  Henry  IV.  making  proof  of  his  age, 
had  livery  of  his  lands,  and  alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  14th 
trf"  Henry  IV.  to  the  33d  of  Henry  VL  inclufivc. 

By  Philippa  his  wife,  daughter  to  Ralph  earl  of  Weftmoreknd,  he 
had  iflue  Thomas,  his  eldefl  fon,  who  died  before  him ;  Ranulph,  and 
Humphrey;  and  deccaiing  the  15th  January,  the  36th  of  Henry  VI. 
Ranulph,  his  faid  iecond  fon,  was  found  to  be  his  next  heir  male,  and 
then  twenty-fix  years  of  age. 

Which  Ranulph  adhering  to  king  Henry  againft  thofe  of  the 
houie  of  York,  then  in  arms,  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  38th  of 
Henry  VI.  but  the  fcene  foon  changing^  was  afterwards  flain  in  the 
battle  of  Towton;  and  was,  by  aft  of  parliament,  began  at  Weft- 
minder,  4th  November,  ift  Edward  IV.  attainted,  and  all  his  poffef- 
fions  forfeited  to  the  crown. 

But  by  this  forfeiture  the  barony  of  Dacre  w^as  not  afFefted ;  for,  it 
is  to  be  obferved,  that  Thomas,  the  eldeft  fon  as  before- mentioned^ 
having  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  left  liTue,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Richard  Bowes,  efquire,  an  only  daughter,  Joan,  who  mar- 
tied  Sir  Richard  Fienes,  chamberlain  to  king  Edward  IV.  who,  upon  her 
grandfather's  death,  became  baron  Dacres  jure  uxores.  But  a  difpute 
arifing  between  her  and  her  uncle  Humphrey,  the  next  heir  male,  - 
who  was  poiTefTed  of  Gillefland,  and  other  capital  manors,  by  virtue  of 
a  fine  levied  by  Thomas  her  grandfather,  in  favour  of  the  heir  male, 
the  difference  was  finally  agreed  to  be  left  to  the  arbitration  of  king 
Ekiward  IV.    who  heard  the  caufe,    and  confirmed  to  Sir  Richard 

«  Dagdale,  and  alfo  Collins,- in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  (late,  he  died  the  22d  of  Ri- 
chard II.  yet  in  Dugdale's  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  the  name  of  William  de  Dacre 
appears  from  the  J^th  of  Richani  II.  tiD  the  23d  of  Richard  II,  inclufire,  and  from  thence  in 
the  1ft,  2d,  3d,  and  5tb,  of  Henry  IV. 

S  z  Fiennes, 
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FienneSi  and  his  lady  Joan,  the  fame  place  and  precedency  in  parlia- 
ment as  her  faid  grandfather  enjoyed ;  and  decreed  to  them  divccs 
manors  and  caftlcs,  which  were  in  dlfpute.  But  Gillefland,  the  an- 
cient feat .  oF  the  Vaux's,  with  fcveral  confiderable  eftates,  was 
adjudged  to  Sir  Humphrey  ;  who  at  the  fame  time  was  created  a 
baron,  with  place  next  below  Sir  Richard  Fiennes  and  the  lady  Joan  ; 
and  for  dlftindion,  ftyled  lord  Dacre  of  Gillefland,  as  Sir  Kichard  was.

The  firft  of  this  ancient  family  with  -whom  Dugdale  begins  hh 
account,  is  Ingelram  de  Fienes,  defcended  from  John  de  Fienes; 
.hereditary  conftable  of  Dover  caftle,  temp.  Will.  Conq.  which  Ingel- 
ram was  flam  at  the  fiege  of  Acre,  *temp.  Richard  I.  His  wife  was 
Sybill,  daughter  and  heir  of  Pharamus,  ion  of  William,  fbn  of  Gef^ 
fcry,  fbn  of  Euftace  earl  of  Boloin,  'brother  of  Godfrey  king  of  Jeru- 
falem,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  William,  his  fbn  and  heir,  father  of 
another  Ingelram,  whofe  fon  ^(^dmonfon  fays  fecond  fon),  Giles^ 
married  the  heirefs  of  Filiolv  of  Ola  Court,  in  Suflex,  and  had  ifluc 
John,  who  married  Joan,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Jordain,  and  was 
father  of  another  John,  who  deceafed  in  t^^  i  ;  leaving  by  Maud  his 
wife,  daughter  of  John  Monceaux,  of  Hcrfl-Monceaux,  in  com.  Suflez, 
Wrlliam,  his  fecond  fbn,  who  married  Joan,  third  fifler  and  coheir  to 
William  de  Say;  and  dying  in  1^60,  was  fucceeded  by  William,  hfs 
only  fon,  who,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  B^tiflbrd, 
bad  iffue  Sir  Roger,  and  Sir  James  Fienes,  the  immediate  anceflor  of

John  lord  Clinton.  But  the  faid  John,  his  eldeft  fbn,  having  died  in 
his  lifetime,  left  iffue  by  Alice  his  wife,  eldeft  daughter-  and  coheir 
of  Henry  lord  Fitz-Hugh,  Thomas,  his  fbn  and  heir ;  and  h6ir  alfo  to 
his  grandfather,  whom  he  fucceeded.     Which 

Thomas,  the  loth  of  Henry  VIL  was  made  a  knight  of  the  bath; 
and  having  been  fymmoned  to  parliament,  from  the  i  ith  of  that  reign 
to  the  :?ift  of  Henry  VIIL  deceafed  the  26th  thereof  His  wife  was 
Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Humphrey  Bourchier ;  by  whom  he  had  iffue 
a  fon,  Thomas,  and  a  daughter,  Mary,  married  to  Henry  Norris; 
which  Thomas  died  before  him,  leaving,  by  Jane  his  wife,  Thomas,   ' 

his  fon  and  heir,  and  a  daughter,  Anne,  wife  of MantelL     This 

Thomas  fucceeded  his  grandfather;  but  the  33d  of  Henry  VIII  going 
one  night  to  chace  the  deer  in  Sir  Nicholas  Pelham's  park,  with  other 
perfons  in  a  frolic  (ufual  among  the  young  people  in  that  day),  and 
a  fray  enfuing  between  fome  of  them  (for  he  happened  to  be  in  a 
different  part  of  the  park),  and  the  park  keepers,  one  of  the  latter  wa*  • 
killed.  All  that  were  concerned  in  the  frolic  being  tried  for  the 
murder,  he  was  found  guilty  as  an  acceffary,  and  fuffered  death  for  it.  / 

\y"e  are,  however,  told,  that  it  was  his  eftate  that  caufed  his  deftruc- 
tion ;  the  courtiers  who  coveted  that,  rather  exaggerating  than  miti* 
gating  the  offence  to  the  king,  of  himfclf  prone  enough  to  feverity. 

He  was  but  twenty-four  years  of  age  when  he  fuffered,  and  left 
iffue  by  Mary  his  wife,  daughter  of  George  lord  Abergavenny,  two 
fons ;  viz.  Thomas,  who  died  young :  and  Gregory,  his  fucceffor ;  as 
alfo  a  daughter,  Margaret. 

This  Gregory  lord  Dacre,  was  the  laft  of  the  Fienes  name,  and 
together  with  bi;s  fiftcr,  were  reftored  by  ad  of  parliament.     His  wife 

was 
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'  was  AnnCt  fiftcr  to  the  lord  treafurcr  Buckburft :  but  he  died  the 
36th  of  Elizabeth,  without  ifluc,  leaving  Marg  ret,  his  fifter  and  heir, 
who  married  Sampfon  Lennard,  elquire,  and  IrRnsferredthe  title  of 
Dacre  into  that  family.

The  family  of  Lennard  were  long  confiderable  in  Kent,  and  reiided 
at  Chevening,  as  far  back  as  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  George  Len- 
nard was  father  of  John,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of 
John  Bird,  of  the  county  of  Middlefex,  whofe  grandfon,  John,  was 
flierifF  of  Kent,  the  1 2th  uf  Elizabeth  ;  and  was  father  of  Sartipfbn 
Lennard,  his  eldeft  ion,  who  married  Margaret,  (iuer  and  fole  heir  to 
w  Gregory  Fienes,  lier  brother,  lord  Dacre.  Which  Margaret  having 
laid  claim  to  the  barony,  was  allowed  and  declared  baronefs  Dacre^ 
the  2d  of  James  I.  and  dying  in  161 1,  aged  feventy,  left  iifue  by  her 
£iid  hufband,  Sampfon  Lennard,  four  fons ;  viz.  Henry  and  Ghregorj^ 
Thomas  and  John,  who  died  S.P.;  alfo  five  daughters;  viz.  Mnne, 
married  to  Herbert  Morlcy,  of  Glyndc,  in  SufTex ;  Mary,  to  Sir  Ralph 
Bofville,  of  Seven  Oaks,  in  Kent;  Margaret,  to  Sir  Thomas  Waller, 
of  Groombridge,  co.  SuiT.  by  whom  (he  was  mother  of  Sir  William 
Waller,  the  famous  parliamentarian  general,  temp.  Charles  L ;  Eliza- 
beth, to  Sir  Francis  Bamham,  knight ;  and  Frances,  to  Sir  Robert 
More,  of  Lothefley,  in  Surrey. 

Henry  Lennard,  cldcfl  ion,  on  the  death  of  his  mother  Mar- 
garet, fucceeded  as  lord  Dacre ;  and  the  13th  of  James  I.  was  one  of 
the  peers  that  fat  on  the  trial  of  Robert  Carr,  earl  of  Somerfet  (that 
king's  great  favourite).     He  died  the  I4^h  of  James  I.   1616,  having

of  Sir  William  Brooke,  K.  B.;  Philadelphia,  of  Sir  Thomas  Parker,  of 
Ratton  Court,  Suffex,  knight ;  and  Barbara,*  of  Sir  Philip  Staplcton,   l^^^^^^^^^^ 
knight. 

Richard,  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceedcd  his  father.  He  rebuilt  the  feat 
of  Chevening  on  a  plan  of  Inigo  Jones,  and  died  in  1630 ;  leaving  by 
Elizabeth,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Arthur  Throck- 
morton, eldeft  fon  of  Sir  Nichokis,  of  Paulers  Perry,  in  com.  North- 
amp,  by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Nicholas  Carcw, 
K.  G.  temp.  Henry  VIII.  four  fons ;  viz.  Francis,  Richard,  Thomas, 
and  Henry;  which  three  laft  died  S.P.;  and  by  Dorothy,  his  fecond 
•wife,  daughter  of  Dudley  lord  North,  a  fod,  Richard  Lennard  (who 
took  the  name  of  Barrett,  in  purfuance  of  the  will  of  his  kinfnaan, 
Edward  Barret,  Ibtd  Newburgh),  and  a  daughter,' Catherine,  who  mar- 
ried Chaloner  Chute,  of  the  Vine,  in  the  county  of  Southampton. 

SucceiTor  to  his  father  was  Francis,  his  eldeft  fon;  who,  in  the 
civil  war,  temp.  Charles  L  iided  with  the  parliament  at  the  beginning 
of  the  rupture,  but  at  laft  declined  aAing  ^ith  them,  and  ftrenuoufly 
oppofed  their  meafures.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  ^ 
of  Paul  vifcount  Banning,  and  by  her  (who,  after  his  death,  was  Vid. Banning. 
created  counters  of  Shepey  for  life),  had  ifliic  three  fons;  viz.  Thomas> 
Francis,  and  Henry ;  and  thre^  daughters,  of  whom^  Philadelphia 
married  Daniel  0*Brian,  vifcount  Clare;  Elizabeth,  John  Brabazon, 
earl  of  Meath ;  and  Margaret  died  unmarried. 

Thomas,  on  the  deceafe  of  his  father  in  166:?,  became  the  next 

lord  Dacre;  and  the  26th  of  Charles  II.  was  created'  earl  of  SuiTex. 

He  married  Anne  Palmer,  alias  Fitz-Roy,  daughter  of  Barbara  duchefs 

of  Cleveland,  born  before  Ihe  and  her  huft)and,  Roger  Palmer,  earl 

of  Caftlemain,  were  feparated,  but  acknowledged  by  Charles  II.  as  his 

natural  daughter,  who  aftigned  her  the  royal  arms,  with  the  batoon 

fmifter.  . 

-  This  earl,  though  poffefled  of  many  amiable  q\:(^lities,  yet  by  in* 
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dulging  himfdf  in  the  levities  of  the  court,  where  he  was  one  of  the 
lords  of  the  bedchamber,  by  deep  play,  and  other  aAs  of  imprudency, 
very  much  hurt  his  eftate;  a  great  part  of  which  he  fold  at  dif- 
ferent times,  particularly  his  noble  feat  at  Herft-Monceaux,  in  Sufiex. 
He  died  in  17 15;  leaving  by  Anne  his  wife,  two  daughters,  aqd  co- 
heirs (for  Charles  and  Henry,  his  fons,  died  infants) ;  viz.  Barbara^ 
who  married  Charles  Skelton,  a  lieutenant-general  in  the  French  &r- 
"vice  (eldeft  fon  of  Bevil  Skelton,  fbn  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Skelton^ 
lieutenant-governor  of  Plymouth,   which  Bevil  was  envoy  to  the 
States  General  in  the  reign  of  James  II.  whoie  fortune  he  followed 
into  France,  and  was  comptroller  of  his  hoilfehold  there)^  and  di|d 
without  ifiue ;  and  Anne  Lennard,  who  became  fole  heir,  and  was 
married  three  times;  viz.  £rft,  to  her  couiin,  Richard  Barrett;  (econdly, 
to  Henry  Roper,  loni  Teynham,  to  whom  fhe  was  third  wife ;  and, 
thirdly,  to  Robert  Moore,  a  younger  ion  of  Henry  earl  of  Drogheda. 
This  lady,  foon  after  the  death  of  her  firft  hufband,  Richard  Barrett, 
fold,  with  the  conient  of  her  (ifter  Barbara  (then  living),  Chevening 
and  Dacre,  with  other  eftatcs  in  Kent  and  Cumberland ;  and  dying  in 
1 755,  her  fon,  Thomas  Barrett  Lennard,  by  her  firft  hufband,  became 
lord  Dacre. 

Which  Thomas  married  Anna-Maria,  fifter  to  Charles  Pratt,  lord 
Camden,  and  afterwards  lord  high  chancellor  of  Great  Britain ;  by 
whom  he  had  tflue  one  daughter,  ^mnanBarbara,  who  died  in  1749, 
aged  only  ten  years;  and  his  lordflaip  dying  in  1786  without  any  other 
child,  the  barony  of  Dacre  devolved  on  Charles  Trevor  Roper,  grand-* 
fon  of  Anne  baronefs  Dacre,  by  hec  fecond  hufband,  Henry  Roper, 
lord  Teynham  r*and  he  dying  S.  P.  in  1794,  his  fifter,  Gertrade,  mar- 
ried to  Thomas  Brand,  efquire^  of  the  Hoo,  in  co.  Hertf.  became  his 
heir,  and  b  nowoarooeis  Dacre. 
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HvMl'iifiBT  Dacrb^  the  next  heir  male  of  tbb  ancpient  family, 
having  (as  before  ob{erred)>^een  adjudge<i  to  have  the  feat  and  terri- 
toiy  of  Giliefiandi  waa  thenceforth^  for  difti|i6lion  fake,  called  lord 
Daom  of  ^e  North,  as  the  qthef  family  wa3  the  lord  Dacre  of  the 
South.  This  HumjJifey  ftrenuouily  fupported  the  cauie  of  the  houie 
of  York  (in  whofe  behalf  his  elder  brother*  Ralph*  had  been  Hain  at 
the  i>arbde  of  Towton),  and  for  his  good  fervicesj  the  9th  of  ]^- 
waid  IV.  had  cxinferred  upon  him  the  office  of  {nailer  forefter  of  th?

*  had  a  fpccial  livery  of  all  the  lands  of  his  inheritance.     The  25th  of 

Henry  VIII.  he  had  a  difference  with  the  lotd  Morley  on  point  of 
precedency ;  when,  by  judgment  of  the  houfe  of  lords,  it  was  deter- 
mined the  lord  Morley  ihould  (it  next  above  him.  The  28th  of 
Henry  VIII.  he  was  accufed  of  treafon  I^Sir  Ralph  Fen  wick ;  but 
on  trial  by  his  peers  was  acquitted.     The  3d  of  Edward  VI:  he  was 

warden  of  the  Weft  Marches,  and  governor  of  Carlifle ;  fo  alfo  the  ift

of  Mary,  and  the  ift  of  queen  Elizabeth.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  George  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  by  whom  (departing  this  life 
the  6th  of  Elizabeth),  he  had  iifue  four  fons,  and  five  daughters,  as  in 
the  Table;  and  was  fucceeded  by  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Leiburne,  of  Cunfwick,  in 
Weftmoreland,  and  died  foon  after  his  father,  viz.  the  8th  of  Eliza- 
beth, leaving  iiTue  a  fon,  George,  and  three  daughters.  Which 
George,  by  the  fall  of  a  wooden  horfe  whereon  he  pradifed  to  leap, 
was  unfortunately  killed  under  age,  whereby  his  three  fifters  became 
his  coheirs ;  of  whom,  Anne,  the  eldeft,  married  Philip  Howard,  carl 
of  Arundeli  ion  and  heir  of  the  duke  of  Norfolk ;  and  Elizabeth,  the 
youngeft,  married  the  lord  William  Howard,  fon  of  the  feme  duke, 
but  by  another  wife ;  Mary,  or  Margaret,  the  other  daughter,  died 
unmarried  (although  by  Dugdale,  and  others,  faid  to  have  married 
another  fon  alfo  of  the  faid  duke).^  But  this  fa£l  feems  evident,  from 
the  partition  of  the  inheritance  between  the  faid  Anne  and  Elizabeth 
only,  in  right  of  whom  the  earl  of  Arundel  fettled  at  the  Dacre  eftate 
at  Greyftock,  in  whofe  name  and  family  it  ftill  continues ;  and  the 
lord  William  Howard  fettled  at  Naworth,  from  whom  is  defoended 
the  prefent  earl  of  Carlifle ;  whofe  titles  are,  bamn  Dacres  of -Gillefland, 
vifcount  Morpeth,  and  earl  of  Carlifle. 

On  the  death  of  George  lord  Dacre,  his  uncle  Lennard  claimed  as 
heir  in  tail  male,  but  t>eing  unable  to  fucceed,  he  joined  with  the  earls 
of  Northumberland  and  Weftmoreland,  in  their  endeavours  to  refoue

His  brother/  Edward,  was  attainted  at 
the  fame  time,  but  died  before  hinij  the  sift  of  Elizabeth.  ^  The  fur* 
viving  brother,  Francis,  was  alfo  attainted  a^t  the  fame  time,  and  fof 
the  fame  caufe,  but  lived  a  long  time  after ;  for  he  only  died  the  8th 
Charles  I.  leaving  a  daughter,  Mary,  who  lived  to  a  very  great  age^

Asms — Az.  Semee  of  Crofs  Crofilets,  and  three  CiDqaefoils,  Ar. 

This  ancient  family  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from  Norman 
D^Arcie,  or  D*Ar£Ci,  who  came  into  England  with  the  Conqueror. 
Which  Norman  was  progenitor  of  Philip  D*Arcy,  a  loyal  baron,  who 
the  34th  of  Henry  III.  is  reprefented  to  have  been  the  accufer  of  Sir 
Henry  de  Bathe,  knight  (an  eminent  judge  of  that  time),  for  his  un* 
faithfulnefs  and  corruption  in  point  of  judicature.  This  Philip  deceaied 
the  48th  of  Henry  III.  leaving,  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  fifter  and  coheir  to 
her  brother,  Roger  Bertram,  of  Mitford,  Norman,  his  eldeft  ion  and  vid.  Bertram 
heir ;  who,  although  amongft  the  rebel  barons  at  their  defeat  at  Eve-  ^^  Muford. 
fham,  was  yet  afterwards  received  into  favour,  and  had  fiunmons  to 
parliament  the  Zid  of  Ed.waJtl  I.  and  died  ibon  after/"  He  was  father

&f  Philip,  of  John  (of  whom  hereafter),  and  of  Robert,  his  third  fon, 
feated  at  Stallingburgh,  in  com.  Line,  whofc  daughter^  Margaret  (by 
Joati  his  wife),  married  John  Argentine. 

Philip,  the  eldeft  ion,  fucceeded  his  father  Norman,  and  was  in 
the  infurreftion  of  Thomas  earl  of  Lancafter,  the  J5th  of  Edward  IL 
yet  made  his  peace.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  25th 
to  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  inclufive;  and  by  Eleanor  his  wife,  left  ifluc, 
Norman,  Robert,  and  John,  who  both  died  S.  P.;  and  two  daughters, 
liz.  Julian,  who  married  Sir  Philip  de  Limbery ;  and  Agnes,  wife  of 
Sir  Roger  Pedwardine. 

Norman  was  his  father's  fucceffor,  with  whom  he  was  alfo  in  the   ♦ 
.  infiirre<5lion  of  Thomas  earl  of  Lancafter ;  but  had  pardon   for  his 
tranfgreffion,  and  died  the  14th  of  Edward  III.  leaving  Philip,-  his  fbn 
and  heir,  who  died  S.  P.  whereby  his  aunts,  Julian  and  Agnes,  became 
his  heirs. 

The  male  line  of  the  eldeft  branch  thus  failing,  the  next  to  be  no- 
ticed is  John,  the  younger  brother  of  Philip,  father  of  the  laft  Nor- 
man. 

Which  John  was  a  perfon  of  great  adlion  and  eminency  in  his 
time ;  was  employed  on  feveral  embafties  to  the  court  of  France,  and 
the  14th  Edward  III.  was  conftit  red  juftice  of  Ireland  for  life,  and 
alfo  afterwards  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London  for  the  fame  term. 
He  was  often  in  the  wars  of  France,  Ireland,  and  Scotland ;  and  had 
fummons  to  parliament  from  the  28th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  i6th  of 
Edward  III.   inclufive.     He   was  twice  married;    firft,  to  Emeline, 
daughter  and  heir  to  Walter  Heron,  by  whom  he  had  John ;  Roger, 
from   whom   are  derived  the  Darcies  of  Eflex;   and  Adomar.     His 
fccond  wife  was  Joan,  daughter  of  Richard  Burgh,  earl  of  Ulfter  (wi- 
dow of  Thomas  earl  of  Kildare),  by  whom  he  had  iflue  a  fon,  Wil- 
liam,   from    whom    the  Darcies   of  Ireland   are  defcended;    and   a 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  James  Butler,  earl  of  Ormond.     And 
dying  the  51ft  Edward  III.  his  eldeft  fon, 
John,  was  htt  fucceflbr ; , who  had  cuftody  of  his  majefty*s  liberty

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of  Holdemefs,  in  the  co.  of  York,  and  was  conftablc  of  the  Tower  of 

of  London.     He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  2zd  to  the 

28th  of  Exlward  III.  and  dying  the  30th  of  the  fame  reign,  left  ifliic 

by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Nicholas  Meinil,  two   Vid.  MeioLL 

ions,  John  and   Philip,  of   whom   the   eldeft  died  young;    alio  a  . 

daughter,  Ifabel.     Jacobs  names  another  fon,  Thomas^  buried  at  Hey<« 

nings. 

Philip,  the  iecond  fon,  therefore  becftrae  heir  to  his  brother^  and 
had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  ift  to  the  21ft  of  Richard  IL 
incluiive,  when  he  died.  He  n^arned  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Tho- 
mas (rrey,  of  Heton,  knight,  and  had  iflue  three  fons ;  John>  ThQmVf 
and  Philip,  and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth.     Of  which  fons 

John,  the  eldcfl,  fucceeded  hini ;.  and  had  fummons  to  parliamciit^ 
from  the  laft  year  of  Richard  II.  to  the  12th  of  Heq^y  IV.  inclufive; 
and  deceafed  the  year  foUowingt  leaving  by  Margaret  his  wife,  daugh«- 
tcr  of  Henry  lord  Grey  de  Wilton,  two  fons,  Philip  and  John.  Which 
Philip  died  under  age  in  141 8,  having  had  by  Eleanor  his  wife^ 
daughter  of  Henry  lord  Fitz-Hugh^  two  daughters,  his  heirs ;  viz. 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Sir  James  Strangeways,  the  Younget,  knight ;  and 
Margery,  of  Sir  John  Coniers^  knight.     (Vid.  Coniers.) 

The  male  line  of  the  family  was  next  contimu^d  by  John,  brother 
of  the  faid  Philip  lord  D'Arcy.  Which  John  was  father  of  Richard, 
who  died  in  his  lifetime^  Ijcaving  iffue,  William,  his  &a  and  heir; 
who  by  Eufcmia^  daughter  of  Sir  JohjoL  LangtQQi,  had  ThQniad>  his 
fon  and  fucccflbr,  who,  the  ift  of  Henry  VIU.  had  the  dignity  ol*  ai 
baron  conferred  upon  him  through  the  king's  &VQur,  by  writ  of  furan 
mons  to  parliament ;  the  ancient  title  enjoyed  by  his  ancei):Qi:s,  having 
merged  in  the  daughters  and. coheirs  of  Philip  lord  D'Aicy^  who  died 
in  141 8,  as  before- mentioned. 

But  this  Thomas  lord  Darcy,  after  having  experienced  many  fignal 
marks  of  bis  fovcrcign*s  grace  and  eilimation,  was  at  length  beheaded 
on  Tower  Hill,  the  30th  of  Henry  VIII,  on  fufpicion  of ,  having 
traitoroufly  delivered  up  the  caftle  of  Pomfret  to  the  Yorkflure  men,;

He  married^  firft^  Dowfabel^  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Richard 
Tempeft,  of  Ridlefdale,  in  com.  Northumb.  knight,  by  whom  he 
had  three  fons ;  George^  Arthur,  and  Richard,  and  alfb  a  daughter, 
Mabilla.  His  fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth,  filler  of  William  firft  lord 
Sandys,  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  that  married  Sir 
Marmaduke  Conilable,  of  Fiamborough,  in  com.  Ebor,  knight.^  Of 
the  fbqs, 

Georoe,  the  cldeft,  was  knighted  by  Henry  VIIL  at  the  ficgc  of 
Toumay ;  and  the  2d  of  Exlward  VI.  was  reftored  in  blood,  with  the 
title  of  lord  Darcy,  to  himfelf  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body^  and 
died  i?8th ' Auguft,  4th  and  5th  Philip  and  Mary ;  leaving  iffuc,  by 
Dorothy  his  wife^  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Melton,  of  Afton, 
Geoealog!       ki  com.  Ebor,  knight,™  divers  daughters,*  and 

John,  his  ion  and  heir;  who,  the  i6th  Elizabeth,  was  with  Wal« 
ter  earl  of  EiTcx,  in  his  expedition  into  Ireland,  and  died  the  37th 
Elizabeth.  He  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  Thomas  Babington,  of 
Dcthick,  in  com.  Derby,  cfquire ;  and  had  iiTue,  Michael,  his  eldeft 
ion,  who  died  in  his  lifetime,  leaving  John,  his  fbn  and  heir ;  who, 
dn  the  deceaie  of  his  grandfather,  fucceeded  him  m  the  ttle. 
Which 

John  married  Rofamond,  daughter  of  Sir  Peter  Frefchevile,  of 
Staveiy,  in  com.  Derby,  knight ;  by  whom  he  had  an  only  fon,  John, 
and  two  daughters,  Roiamond  and  Elizabeth ;  who  all  died  unmar- 
ried. Wherefore  on  the  death  of  this  lord,  in  1635,  without  iffue 
male  forviving,  the  barony  ceaied  with  him,  and  remained  extind,

Thomas  having  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John 
lord  Conicrs,J  died  jd  James  I.  leaving  li^tnl 

Sir  CoN.YERs  Darcy,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  in  his  fathers  lifetime 
had  received  the  honour  of  knighthood. 

This  Sir  Conyers  Darcy  had  his  chief  feat  at  Hornby  CafHc,  in  com. 
Ebor;  and  being  the  principal  male  branch  of  his  houfe,  fet  forth  in 
a  petition  to  king  Charles  L  that  after  the  attainder,  of  Thomas  lord 
Darcy,  his  great  grandfather.  Sir  George  Darcy,  his  eldefl  fon,  had 
been  reflored  in  blood  by  king  Edward  VI.  and  obtained  the  dignity 
of  lord  Darcy  to  himfelf  and  his  ifTue  male ;  which,  dignity,  by  the 
death  of  John  lord  Darcy,  of  Aflon,  S»M.  P.  in  1635,  had  become 
cxtinA.:  and  that  being  grandchild,  and  heir  male  to  Sir  Arthur  Darcy 
before  fpecified ;  and  fon  and  heir  of  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir 
of  John  lord  Coniers>.  dcfcended  from  Margery,  daughter  and  coheir 
of.  Philip  lord. Darcy,  who.  died  in.  1418,  he  humbly  prayed  his  ma- 
jiefly  would  be  pleaied  to  confirm  to  him  the  faid  title  and  dignity  of 
lord  Darcy..  Which  his  faid  majefly  did.  gracioufly  condefcend  to,  by 
letters  patent,,  dated  loth  Auguil,  in  the  17th  year  of  his  reign; 
wherein  the  flyle>  title,  and  dignity  of  lord  Darcy,  were  declared  to 
be,  reflored  and  confirmed  to  the  faid  Coniers  Darcy,  and  the  heirs 
male  of  his  body ;  and  he  had  fummons  to  paiTranient  accordingly. 
His  lordfhip  married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Bellafife,  by 
whom  he  had  ifiTue  fu  fons^  and  feyen.  daughters;  as  in  the  Table

CoviEr'RS,  iecond  earl  of  Holdemels,  only  furvived  his  father  about 
tiiree  years.  He  was  four  times  married:  by  the  firft,  third,  aiKl 
fourth,  he  had  no  ifliie,  but  by  the  fecond,  Frances,  daughter  of  Tho- 
maA  Howard,  earl  of  Berkfliire,  he  had  three  fans ;  John,  Philip,  and 
Chafes;  which  two  lafl;  died  S.  P.  and  John^  the  eld^ft,  died  in  his^ 
father^s  lifetime ;  leaving  by  Bridget,  daughter  of  Robert  Sutton,  lord 
Lexington,  two  fons,  Robert  and  Coniers,  and  two  daughters;  of 
whom  one  married  Sir  R^lph  Milbank,  baxonet  ^  and  the  other.  War* 
del  Geofge  Weftbyi  efquire. 

Robert  fucceeded  his  grandfather ;  «nd  on  the  acceffion  of 
George  I.  was  appointed  lord  lieutenant  of  the  North  Riding  of  York* 
Ihire.  He  married  Frederica,  eldeft  iurviving  daughter,  and  coheir 
of  Meinhardt  duke  of  Schomberg :  and  had  ifiVie  two  fons,  one  of 
whom  died  young,  and  a  daqghter,  married  to  William  marquis  of 
Lothian.  His  k>rdihip  xlying  in  i/Mi  was  fucceeded  by  his  only 
furviving  fon, 

Robert,  fourth  earl  of  Holdernefs,  who  was  appointed  goyernor 
to  their  royal  highnefles  the  prikice  of  Wales  and  ddce  of  York ;  and 
was  alfo  lord  warden  of  tkc  Cinqtoe  Potts;  and  like  wife,  in  1751, 
one  of  his  majefty*s  principal  iecretaries  of  ftate.  He  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  the  fieur  Doublet,  one  of  the  nobles  of  Holland ;  and 
departing  this  life  in  1778,  without  iiTuc  male,  the  earldom  of  Hol- 
derae&  is  prefumed  extind.

WxtTER  D'EiNCouRT,  at  the  time  of  the  Norman  conqueft^  hav- 
ing merited  well  of  the  VlAorious  duke,  obtained  from  him^  as  a 
reward  for  his  fervices,  fixty-fcven  lordfliips  in  fcveral  counties,  whereof 
Blankney^  in  com.  Line,  was  his  principal  feat^  and  head  of  his  bi* 
rohy.

Ralph,  his  fon,'  who  founded  the  priory  of  Thurgarton,  in  Not- 
tifighamHiire,  and  left  iiTue  by  Bafilia  hb  wife,  three  ions ;  viz.  Wal- 
ter, Hugh,  and  Ealph;  and  a  daughter,  Aelinda,  wife  of  Thomas 
D*Arcy. 

Walter  was  a  great  benefactor  to  St.  Mary's  abbey,  in  York ;  and 
bad  for  his  fucceiTor  John,  his  fecond  fon,  for  Walter,  his  eldeft,  had 
died  in  his  lifetime,  S.  P. 

Whieh  John,  by 'Alice  his  wife,  daughter  of  Ralph  Murdach,  had 
Mfae  three  fons ;  Oliver,  William,  and  Nicholas.     Of  whom ' 

Oliver  was,  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  in  the  king's  fervice  in  Nor* 
mandy,  and  died  the  3d  of  John.     When  another 

Oliver  was  his  heir,  who  joined  with  the  reft  of  the  rebellious 
barons  who  oppofed  king  John ;  and  by  Nichola  his  wife,  niece  to 
Nichola  de  Haya  (a  great  woman  in  Lincolnlhire),  had

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John,  his  fon  and  heir^  who,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  the  50th 
of  Henry  IIL  paying  ^•loo  for  hk  relief,  had  liveiry  of  his  iahcritance« 
But  the  42d  of  the  fame  reign  he  was  dead,  %>r  then  did 

Edmund  Deincourt,  his  ion  and  heir,  anfwer  J[*70  for  twcntp** 
five  knights  fees,  on  levying  the  fcutage  of  Wales.  He  was  in  the 
wars  of  Gafcoigne  and  Scotland,  temfS.  Edward  I.  fo  likewiie  the  4th 
of  Eklward  IL  This  Edmond  having  had  iflue  one  only  fon,  named 
alfo  Edmund,  and  he  an  only  daughter,  called  Ifabel,  confidering  that 
bis  name  and  arms  defcending  to  her  would  be  extinguifhed,  was  fi> 
very  iblicitous  that  they  ihould  fiirvive  and  be  remembered,  petitioned 
king  Edward  for  liberty  to  make  over  his  manors  and  arms  to  whom- 
ioever  he  pleafed;  which  requeft  the  king  acoM'dingly  complied  witli> 
and  gave  him  letters  patent  to  that  efFeft.  Wherefore,  by  virtue  of 
this  licence,  the  faid  Edmund  did  alien  his  lands  and  tenements 
afi)feiaid,  to  one  William,  fon  of  John  Deincourt,  and  to  his  heir» 
begotten^  &c.  and  in  default  of  heirs,  to  John,  brother  to  the  iaid 
William. 

Which  William,  on  the  deceaie  of  Edmund,^  the  ift  of  Ed- 
ward IIL  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  as  baron  of  Biankney,  the 
&me  year;  having,  in  purfuance  of  the  aforeiaid  iettlement,  had  liveir 
of  the  manor  of  Biankney,  and  various  others.  The  20th  of  Ed^ 
ward  III.  he  was^  in  the  battle  of  Durham,  where  the  Scots  were  6> 
greatly  defeated,  and  David,  their  king,,  taken  prifoner.  After  which, 
he  was  alfo  in  the  wars  of  France,  and  died  about  the  3d  of  Richard  II. 
When 

William,  his  grandfon  (fon  of  William,,  bis  fon,  who  died  in  his 
lifetime),  was  found  his  heir;  but  he  deceafed  foon  after,  viz.  the  5th 
of  Richard  IL  leaving  Alice  his  widow,  furviving,  and

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Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  only  one  year  old ;  which  Ralph,  the  3d 
of  Henry  IV.  died  under  age,  without  ifTue,  and 

♦John,  his  brother,  was  his  heir,  then  above  twenty  years  of  age :    *  Born  olt.

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  three  years  old;  which  William 
alfo  deceafed,  fcarcely  twenty-one  years  <^  age,  the  ifl:  of  Henry  VI. 
without  ifTue;  leaving  Alice  and  Margaret,  his  fifters  and  heirs;  of 
whom,  Alice  married,  firft,  Ralph  lord  Boteler,  of  Sudley;  and, 
iecondly,  fhc  was  wife  of  William  lord  Lovel ;  aiid  the  other,  of  Ralph  Vid.  Lovci 
lord  CrpmwelK  well. 

Dugdale  mentions,  that  John,  the  father  of  this  lail  William,  had 
a  brother,  Robert,  who  dying  the  21ft  of  Henry  VI.  feifed  of  a  certain 
manor,  called  Deincourt  Hall,  in  com.  Line. .  the  faid  Alice  and  Mar-- 
garet  were  his  coufins  and  heirs. 

^  Thus  feems  to  have  terminated  the  line  of  Deincourt,  concerning 
whofe  name  and  arms,  Edmund  (as  before  obferved,  temp.  Eki* 
ward  IL)'  was  fo  anxious  to  perpetuate  the  remembrance :  which

Th£  firft  of  this  name  of  whom  mention  is  made,  was  William 
DE  LA  Pole,  a  merchant  at  Hull,  who  had  iflue  two  fons,  Richard,^ 
and  William,  who  was  alfo  a  merchant  at  Ravens-rod,  in  Yorkfhirc, 
and  afterwards  living  at  Kingilon-^upon-Hull,  was  the  firfi:  mayoc  of 
that  town,  and  founded  the  monaflery  of  St.  Michael^  near  the  fame. 
This  William  being  very  rich,  lent  king  Edward,  when  at  Antwerp, 
feveral  thousand  pounds  of  gold;  for  which  reafbn  he  was  made  fecond 
baron  of  the  king's  exchequer^  and  had  given  to  him,  by  deed,  the 
icignory  of  Holdernefs,  with  many  other  lands  then  belonging  to  the 
crown,  and  was,  moreover,  made  a  banneret.  And  being  called  Sir 
William  de  la  Pole,  fenior,  knight,  died  the  40th  of  Edward  III. 
leaving  by  Catherine  his  wife,  daughter  to  Sir  John  Norwich, 

Michael  de  la  Pole,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  doing  his  homage^ 
had  livery  of  the  lands  whereof  his  father  died  feifed,  and  became  a 
perfon  of  great  note  in  his  time :  though,  as  Walfingham  fays,  '*  as  a 
merchant  himfelf,  and  the  fon  of  a  merchant,  he  was  better  verfed  in 
merchandizre,  than  fkilled  in  martial  matters."  Neverthelefs,  it  is  faid, 
he  greatly  fignalized  himfelf  in  the  wars  of  France ;  and  in  the  2d  of 
Richard  II.  was  made  admiral  of  the  king's  fleet  northward. 

The  6th  of  Richard  II.  he  was  conftituted  chancellor,  and  keeper 
of  the  great  feal;  and'  having  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongd: 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  39th  of  Edward  III.  to  the  8th  of

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Richard  II.  incluilve;  he  was  further  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  earl  of 
Suffolk,  by  letters  patent,  dated  the  6th  of  Auguft,  the  9th  of  Ri- 
chard II-^i  But  as  this  rife  to  fo  great  an  height  and  power  was  rapid, 
{6  was  his  Vail  as  fpeedy ;  for,  the  following  year,  being  complained  of 
by  the  commons  in  parliament,  for  divers  mifdemeanours  and  frauds, 
and  in  particular,  for  purchafing  of  lands  while  chancellor,  in  decep- 
tion of  the  king ;  and  being  found  guilty,  he  was  adjudged  worthy  of 
death,  and  to  forfeit  hijs  eflate.  Neverthelefs,  upoij  the  diflblving  the 
parliament,  he  weathered  the  florm ;  and,  through  the  favour  of  t^c 
king,  loft  only  the  office  of  Chancellor^ 

Frelh  difcontents,  however,  arifing  between  the  young  king  and 
his  nobles,  the  great  lords  put  themfelves  in  arms,  and  met  at  Harin-. 
gey  Park,  near  Highgate ;  whence  coming  to  Weftminfter-Hall,  they 
accufed  the  earl  of  SqfFolk,  with  others,  of  treafbn.  Hereupon,  to. 
avoid  the  danger,  he  fled  the  kingdom  privily  to  Calais,  and  was  fain 
to  feek  a  fafe  alylum  in  fbme  part  of  France ;  for  certain  it  is,  that  on 
being  fummoned  to  anfwer  the  charge  in  parliament,  he  never  ap-* 
peared,  and  was  outlawed.  . 

He  was  a  knight  of  the  garter,  and  died  in  exile  at  Paris,  the  12th 
of  Richard  II.  leaving,  by  Catherine  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir 
John  Wingfield,  knight,  Michael,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  a  daughter, 
'Anne,  married  to  Gerard,  fbn  of  Warine  lord  L*Ifle.     Which 

Michael,  the  21ft  of  Richard  11.  obtained  the  judgment  againft 
his  father  to  be  annulled ;  and  the  ift  of  Henry  IV.  was  fully  reftored 
to  the  caftle  and  honour  of  Eye,  and  other  the  lands  of  his  father ;  as 
alfo  to  the  earldom  of  Suffolk,  with  a  declaration,  that  in  cafe  he 
Ihould  die  without  iffue  male,  the  faid  inheritances  Ibould  refort  to 
the  next  heir  male  of  the  body  of  Michael,  bis  father. 

The  5th  of  Henry  IV.  on  the  death  of  Richard  de  la  Pole,  his  bro-

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thcr,  S.  P.  he  was  found  his  heir,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
thofc  lands  whereof  the  iaid  Richard  died  feifed.  After  this,  the  9th 
of  Henry  IV.  he  was  in  the  fervice  of  that  king  beyond  fea ;  fo  alfo 
in  the  wars  of  France,  the  3d  of  Henry  V.  in  which  year  he  died  of 
a  flux  at  Harfleur.  He  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Henry  earl  of 
of  Stafford,  and  left  iffue 

Michael,  his  eldefl  fon  and  fucceflbr,  who  furvived  him  but  a 
•  fhort  time ;  being  unfortunately  flain  in  a  month  after,  at  the  ever 
memorable  battle  of  Agincourt,  the  ^5th  Odober,  3d  Henry  V.  leav- 
ing only  iffue  female,  viz.  three  daughters;  whereof  Catherine  was  a 
nun;  and  Elizabeth  and  Ifabel  both  died  before  the  loth  of  Henry  V. 
unmarried/     Whereupon  the  honour  of  Suffolk  devolved  upon 

William,  his  brother,  and  nqxt  heir  male,  who,  the  6th  of 
Henry  V.  making  proof  of  his  age,  had  livery  of 'his  inheritance,  his 
homage  being  refpited.  During  the  laft  part  of  the  glorious  reign  of 
Henry  V. ,  he  ferved  with  much  reputation  in  the  wars  of  France,  and 
was  made  a  knight  of  the  garter.  Upon  the  death  of  that  king,  he 
was  left  in  France  with  the  earl  of  Salifbury,  for  the  defence  of  the 
Englifh  acquiiitions  there ;  and  the  3d  of  Henry  VI.  upon  the  taking 
of  the  city  of  Main,  was  made  governor  thereof.  After  this,  with  the 
carl  of  Salifbury,  he  took  feveral  places,  but  had  no  fuccefs  at  the  fiege 
of  Orleans ;  and  at  laft  was  taken  prifbner,  with  his  brother  John,  at 
Terjeaux,  by  the  French  (Alexander,  another  of  his  brothers,  being  at 
the  fame  time  flain.) 

The  2 1  ft  of  Henry  VI.  in  consideration  of  his  manifold  fervices,  he 
obtained  a  grant  to  himfelf,  apd  Alice  his  wife,  and  their  iffue  male 
(in  reverfion),  of  the  honour  of  earl  of  Pembroke,  in  cafe  Humphrey 
duke  of  Gloucefter  fliould  happen  to  die  without  ifllie  male.  Further- 
more, the  23d  of  Henry  VI.  he  was  created  marquis  of  Suffolk,  by 
cindure  with  a  fword,  and  putting  a  coronet  of  gold  upon  his  head;

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and  obtained  a  grant  to  himfelf,.  and  Alice  his  wife^  and  the  heirs  of 
their  bodies,  of  the  manors  of  Neddyng  arid  Kettilberfton,  to  hold  by 
the  fervice  of  carrying  a  golden  fceptre,  with  b  dove  on  the  head  of  it, 
upon  the  coronation-day  of  the  king's  heirs  and  fucceflbrs;  as  alio, 
another  fceptre  of  ivory,  with  a  golden  dove  on  the  head  thereof, 
upon  the  day  of  the  coronation  of  the  then  queen,  and  all  other  queens 
of  England  in  time  to  come.  Moreover,  he  was,  the  jxfith  of 
Henry  VI.  (June  2d),  created  duke  of  Suffolk.  Which  advancement 
is  reputed  to  have  been,  for  advifing  the  murder  of  the  duke  of 
Gloucefter. 

Be  the  truth  of  this,  however,  as  it  may,  his  honours  and  great 
power  were  now  drawing  to  an  end :  for  affairs,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  fucceeding  unprofperouily,  he  was  charged  with  feveral  mif- 
managements ;  wafle  of  the  public  treafure,  the  ibul  murder  of  the 
good  duke  Humphrey,  and  lofs  of  divers  provinces  in  France,  with 
many  other  high  crimes  and  mifdemeanours,  for  which  he  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower;  and  though  the  queen  interpofed,  and  got  him 
releafed,  yet  the  people  were  {0  enraged,  that  to  pacify  them  the  king 
baniihed  him  the  realm.  Whereupon  putting  to  fea  at  Ipfwich,  with 
purpofe  to  f^il  to  France,  he  was  intertepted  in  his  paifage,  and 
boarded  by  the  captain  of  a  ihip  of  war  belonging  to  the  duke  of 
Exeter  (then  conilable  of  the  Tower  of  London);  and  being  brought 
into  Dover  road,  had  his  head  cut  off  on  the  fide  of  the  cock  boat, 
28th  Henry  VL   1449,  and  was  attainted. 

It  is  recorded  of  this  William,  that  when  his  father  and  three  bro- 
thers had  loft  their  lives  in  the  fervice  of  their  country  in  the  French 
wars,  he  (as  we  read  in  the  parliament  rolls  of  the  28th  of  Henry  VI.} 
fpent  thirty  whole  years  in  the  fame  wars;  and  for  feventeen  years 
.  together,  never  came  home.  Once  he  was  taken  prifoner,  whilft  only 
a  knight,  and  paid;^.20,ooo  fterling,  for'his  ranfom;  fifteen  years  was 
he  a  privy  counfellor,  and  thirty  years  a  knight  of  the  garter. 

It  is  faid,  that  he  firft  married  the  countcfs  of  Hainault  privately, 
and  by  her  had  a  daughter,  who  became  the  wife  of Barcntine; 

but 
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but  that  afterwards^  folemnly  taking  to  wife  Alice,  daughter  and  heir 
of  Thomas  Chaucer  (widow  of  Sir  John  Philip,  knight),  by  whom  he 
had  yaii  pofleffions,  (he  proved  that  daughter  married  to  Barentine  to 
be  a  baftard.     By  the  faid  Alice  he  left 

John,  his  fon  and  hcrr ;  who  having  married  Elizabeth,  fiftcr  to 
Edward  IV.  the  faid  king,  by  reafbn  that  his  father's  title  of  duke  of 
Suffolk  was  utterly  void  by  his  attainder,  renewed  the  fame  title  to 
him  and  his  iffue  male,  by  letters  patent,  -dated  z^d  May,  3d  I5d- 
ward  IV.  After  when,  the  1 1  th  of  Edward.  IV.  he  was  one  of  the 
lords  then  aflembled  in  parliament,  who  did  recognifc  the  title  of 
prince  Edward,  eldeft  fon  of  that  king,  and  made  oath  of  fidelity  td 
him.  He  was  a  knight  of  the  garter,  and  the  i  ft  of  Henry  VIL  con- 
ftituted  governor  of  Wallingford  caftle;  foon  after  which,  viz.  7th 
Henry  VII.  he  died,  having  had  ilTue  five  fons ;  vizi  John,  earl  of 
Lincoln;  £xlmund  (of  whom  hereafter);  Humphrey,  aprieft;  Ed- 
ward, archdeacon  of  fitch  mund ;  and  Richiard;  as  alfo  four  daughters^ 
namely,  Catherine,  wife  of  William  lord  Stourton ;  Anne,  a  nun  at 
Sion;  Dorothy,  who  died  unmarried;  and  Elizabeth,  who  married 
Henry  Lovel,  lord  Morley.     Of  the  fons, 

John,  the  ^Ideft,  the  7th  of  Edward  IV.  (his  father  then  living), 
was,  by  a  fpecial  charter,  dated  the  13th  of  March,  in  regard  to  his 
neame&  of  blood  to  that  king,  created  earl  of  Lincoln ;  and  the  2d  of 
Richard  III.  was  made  lord  lieutenstnt  of  Ireland.  After  when,  by  his 
uncle,  the  fame  king  Richard,  he  was  declared  heir  apparent  to  the 
crown,  in  cafe  of  the  death. of  his  own  fon,  prince  Edward. 

Being  therefore  fo  eminent  a  branch  of  the  houfe  of  York,  he  utterly 
difreliihed  the  earl  of  Richmond*s  attaining  the  crown,  and  prefently 
broke  out  in  rebellion  againft  him,  to  his  own  ruin;  for  his  whole 
army  was  utterly  routed  at  the  battle  of  Stoke,  and  he  himfelf,  with 
his  principal  confederates,  there  flain,  anno  1487  (2d  Henry  VII.) 
Dying  thus  in  his  father's  lifetime,  S.  P.  his  next  brother,  Edmund, 
became  heir  to  the  title  of  Suffolk;  and  on  his  father's  deceaie  fuc* 
ceeded  thereto.     Which 

Edmund 
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EDMtTND  ^as  rather  more  loyal  than  his  brother  John ;  for,  thd 
1 2th  of  Henry  VII;  he  appeared  in  arcns^  with  the  earl  of  E£kxi  the 
lord  Mountjoy,  and  others,  againft  the  Comifli  rebels;  who  having 
made  a  great  infurreftion,  were  at  Icfagth  vanquiflied  in  the  battle  of 
Blackheath,  in  Rent.  He  was  a  knight  of  the  garter.  But  being  a 
man  of  an  high  fpirit,  valiant,  and  arraigned  for  killing  an  ordinary 
perfon  in  his  wrath,  though  he  received  a  pardon  for  the  fad,  yet  did 
he  fo  refent  being  brought  to  a  public  trial,  that  he  forfook  the  king- 
dom without  leave,  and  repaired  to  his  aunt^  Margaret  duchefs  of 
Burgundy ;  whofe  court  was  open  to  all  the  enemies  of  king  Henry; 
From  .thence,  however,  he  returned  again  into  England ;  and  was  at 
the  nuptials  of  prince  Arthur  with  Catherine  of  Spain.  But,  never- 
thelefs,  he  once  more  weot  over  to  Flanders,  where  he  remained  in 
exile,  until  Philip  duke  of  Burgundy  (againft  the  laws  of  hoipitality, 
as  they  then  termed  it),  delivered  him  up  to  king  Henry,  who  fo- 
lemilly  promifed  him  his  life ;  but  had  no  fooner  got  him  into  his 
hands,  than  he^  clapped  him  into  prifon,  where  he  continued  till  the 
5tb  of  Henry  VIIL  When  that  prince  not  thinking  himfeif  bounden 
to  obferve  all  the  promifes  of  his  father,  cauied  this  unfortunate  noble-* 
man  to  be  difpatched  out  of  the  veay,  and  beheaded  on  Tower  Hill, 
the  .30th  of  April,  15132  thereby  fatisfying  all  uneafy  fcruples  of 
mind  touching  the  preteniions  of  the  houie  of  York  to  the  crown;  and 
removing  certain  jealous  fears,  which  from  the  good  a^^ion  of  the 
people  to  that  houfe,  might  be  otherwife  entertained* 

The  ifluc  of  this  Etlmund,  by  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of-Ri- 
chard  lord  Scroope,  was  an  only  daughter^  Anne,  whovbecame  a  nun, 
in  the  Minorefles,  without  Aldgate,  in  the  fuburbs  of  London. 
Wherefore 

BriCHARD,  his  younger  brother,  who  then  lived  under  baniihment 

in  France,  aflumed  the  title  of  duke  of  Suffolk ;  but  he  (who  was  the 

laft  heir  male  of  the  family  that  is  noticed),  according  to  ^the  French 

.writers,  commanded  6000  French  at  the  fiege  of  Theroueiie,  when 

aflaulted  by  Henry  VIIL     After  when,  he  was  flain  bravely  fighting 

in 
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in  the  battle  of  Pavia,  anno  1524,  where  Francis,  king  of  France,  was 
defeated  and  taken  prifoner  by  Charles  V.  emperor  of  Grermany,  For 
his  iingular  valour,  it  is  related,  he  was  admired  by  his  very  enemy^ 
the  duke  of  Bourbon ;  who  beftowed  upon  him  a  fplendid  funeral^  and 
was  himfelf  one  of  the  mourners.

His 
wife  was  Joan>  daughter  of  Robert,  and  iifter  and  heir  to  Thomas  de 
Greiley  ;f  and  having  been  Summoned  to  parliament,  till  the  i6th 
of  Edward  HI.  died  the  21ft  qf  the  fanie  king,  leaving  Rogers  his 
gjcandfon,  his  heir  and  fucceiTor  (viz.  fon  of  John>  his  eldeft  fon, 
who  died  before  him,  by  Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Holland.)

Roger,  in  the  30th  of  Edwaifd  III.  was  at  the  celebrated  battle  of

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Poiftiers,  where  the  French  army  was  completely  defeated,  and  John, 
the  French  king,  with  the  dauphin,  his  cldeft  ion,  taken  prifoners. 

Touching  the  capture  of  the  faid  king,  it  is  recorded,  that  much 
contention  took  place,  as  he  moft  courageoufly  defended  himfelf ;  and 
the  prefs  being  very  great,  fuch  as  knew  him  cried,  "  Sir,  yield,  or 
you  are  dead."  Whereupon  he  yielded,  as  Froifard  relates,  to  Sir 
Dennis  Morbeck,  a  knight  of  Artois,  in  the  Englifti  fervice;  but  being 
forced  from  him,  more  than  ten  knights  and  efquires  challenged  the 
honour  of  taking  him.  Among  thefe,  Sir  Roger  le  Warr,  and  Sir 
John  Pelham  (anceftor  of  the  dukes  of  Ncwcaftle  of  that  name,  and 
of  the  lords  Pelham  and  Yarborough),  were  moft  concerned :  in  me- 
mory, wherefore,  of  fo  iignal  an  adion,  the  lord  La  Warr  had  the^ 
crampet,  of  chape  of  his  fword,  for  a  badge  (or  memento),  of  that 
honour ;  and  Sir  John  Pelham  had  the  buckle  of  a  belt  as  a  mark  of 
the  fame  honour.  Having  thus  ferved  in  the  wars  with  great  fame, 
and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the 
realm,  as  his  anceftors  had  been,  he  departed  this  life  the  44th  of  £xl« 
ward  III.  By  Elizabeth,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  of  Adam  lord  Wells, 
he  had  iflue 

John,  his  fucceflbr,  who  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne  with  prince 
Edward,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  44th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  to  the  2ift  of  Richard  II.  and  died  the  year  following  with- 
out iffue  ;•  leaving  Thomas^,  his  brother  and  heir.     Which 

Thomas  was  a  prieft,  and  reftor  of  the  church  at  Manchefter;  and 
Tiad* fummons  to  parriament,  but  deceafed  alfo  ifTuelefs  the  4th  or  5th 
of  Henry  VI.     Whereupon  the  title  devolved  upon 

Sir  Reginald  West,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Weft,  by  Joan

his  Wife,  fifter  of  the  half  blood  to  the  faid  John  and  Thomas,  fuc- 
ceffively  lords  Delaware,  and  daughter  of  the  aforefaid  Roger  lord  De- 
laware  (who  died  the  44th  of  Edward  III.),  by  his  fecond  wife, 
Eleanor,  daughter  of  John  lord  Moubray.  And  here  it  is  be  remarked, 
the  king  conferred  the  honour  upon  the  iffue  of  tKe  half  blood  before 
thev^holc;  as  the  annexed  Table  will  fliew.     Yet  why  Sir  William

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Dugdalc  fliould  make  this  remark,  or  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary 
Precedents,  fhould  quote  it,  feems  rather  matter  of  marVel ;  for  fure  it 
is,  that  according  to  the  accepted  law  of  defcent,  touching  baronies  in 
fee,  the  iffue  of  the  laft  baron  feifed  of  the  title,  whether  from  a  firft, 
fecond,  or  third  wife,  muft  have  a  right  to  fucceed  before  the  iffue  of 
a  fifter  of  the  fame  baron,  and  therefore  the  claim  of  Weft  was  not 
founded  upon  any  ground  of  an  extraordinary  nature. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  Sir  Reginald  Weft  had  an  elder  brother, 
Thomas,  who  married  Ida,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Alme- 
ric  de  St.  Amand,  baron  of  Wydehay,  in  com.  Berks^  but  dying  S.P. 
the  faid  Reginald  became  his  h^ir.*

In  the  3d  of  James  I.  Sir  Edward  Dennst  was  furamoned  to- 
parliament  amongft  the  peers  of  the  realm:  and  by  letters  patent,  a4th 
OAober,  2d  Charles  L  was  advanced  to  the  degree  of  an  earl,  by  the 
title  of  earl  of  Nor>yich ;  where  a  fuller  account  may  be  feen  of  him. 

<  Great  grandfbn  to  this  Reginald  Weft  was  Thomas  Weft,  lord  Delaware,  who  died  without 
tfibe  1554,  whereupon  the  title  fell  to  William  Weft,  his, nephew )    but  the  laid  William 
having  been  attainted  of  certain  high  offences,  his  uncle,  who  ^s  in  fore  difpleafure  with  him, 
procured  an  ad  of  Parliament,  by  which  the  fame  William,  for  his  natural  life,  was  diiabled 
from  fucceeding  to  the  title,  dignity,  or  eftates  of  the  family.    But  af^er  the  death  of  Thomas 
lord  de  la  Warre,  his  uncle  aforefaid,  in  the  8tb  year  of  queen  Elizabeth  (having  before  obtained     Collins*  Par!, 
bis  pardon),  he  was  created  lord  de  la  Warre  by  patent,  and  had  place  in  parliament  accord-     Preced. 
ingly.    To  him  fucceeded  his  fon  Thomas,  who  challenged  his  right  to  the  former  ancient     P*  1^1"^- 
barony  <  on  which  point  the  opinion  of  the  queen's  couofcl,  the  attorney  and  folicitor  general, 
was  taken.  Whether  the  acceptance  of  the  new  creation  by  the  faid  William,  did  extineuifb 
ithe  ancient  dignity;  for  at  that  time  the  fame  was  not  in  him,  by  reafbn  of  the  ad  of  exclufien 
already  mentioned,  the  3d  of  Edward  VI.  ?.   Which  opinion  of  theirs  was  allowed  (that  it  did 
liot),  by  the  lord  chief  juftice  and  chief  baron,  and  fo  (ignified  to  the  lord  keeper.   Whereupon 
the  lord  Delaware  had  his  feat  by  the  precedency  of  his  anceftors.

In  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  there  was  one  Robert, 
who,  from  his  office  of  fteward"  to  the  king,  was  called  Robert  le. 
Despencer.  He  was  brother  to  Urfo  de  Abitot,  then  IherifF  of 
Worcefter ;  and  was  a  man  of  great  eminence,  not  only  on  account 
of  his  poft,  but  as  being  a  baron,  and  pofTeifing  many  lordfhips  ia 
Warwick,  Lincoln,  Gloucefter,  and  Leicefterlhire ;  but  whether  he. 
came  into  England  with  the  Conqueror,  whether  he  was  of  Britifh  or 
Norman  extra(5lion,  and  whether  he  was  ever  married  and  had  liTue^ 
is  not  altogether  certain.  In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  there  was  one 
William  le  Defpenfer ;  but  whether  he  had  that  name  as  his  fbn  or 
fucceffor  in  office,  we  cannot  fay.  The  next  of  that  name  or  office 
mentioned,  is  Thirftine,*  who  is  faid  to  have  had  four  fons;    viz. 

Walter,

'  In  the  time  of  Henry  L  it  was  the  ca^m  of  the  courts  that  books^  bills,  and  ktters  Ihould 
be  drawn  and  figned  for  fervitors  in  court,  concerning  their  own  matters,  without  fee.  But.  at 
this  time  Thiriline,  the  king's  (leward^  or  Le  Defpencer,  as  they  then  called  him  (from  whom 
the  family  of  the  lords  Spencer  came),  exhibited  to  the  king  a  complaint  againd  Adam  of  Yar- 
mouth, derk  of  the  fignet;  for  that  be  refufed  to  fign,  without  a  fee,,  a  biU  paifed  for  him. 
The  king  firft  heard  Thirftine^  commending  the  old  cuflom  at  large ;.  and  charging  the  clerk 
for  exading  fomewhat  contrary  thereunto,  for  palling  his  book.  Then  the  clerk  was  heard ; 
who  briefly  faid*  '*  I  received  the  book,  and  fcnt  unto  your  fteward,  dcfiring  only  of  him  to 
bellow  upon  me  two  fpice  cakes  made  for  your  own  niouth;  who  returned  for  anfwer,  he  would 
not :  and  thereupon  I  denied  to  feal  his  book.** 

The  king  greatly  dilliked  thefleward  for  returning  this  negative;  and  forthwith  made  Adam 
fit  down  upon  the  bench,  with  the  feals  and  ThirAinc*s  book  before  him,,  but  compelled  the 
fleward  to  put  off  his  cloak,  to  fetch  two  of  his  bed  fpioed  cakes  for  the  king's  own  mouth ; 
to  bring  them  in  a  fair  white  napkin,  and  with  low  curtfie  to  prefcnt  them  to  Adam^  the  clerk. 

Which. 
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Walter,  Almeric,  Hugh,  and  Geffcry;  from  one  of  whom,  probably, 
was  defcended 

Hugh  Despencer,  who  was  the  moft  confiderable  of  thofe  who 
bore  that  furname,  temp.  Henry  IIL  in  whofe  reign  he  made  a  great 
^figure;  having  been  chief  jiifticiary  of  England,  and  governor  of  fevcral 
principal  caftles.  But  he  at  length  fided  with  the  barons,  and  w^ 
one  of  thofe*  to  whofe  cuftody  the  king  (after  he  was  made  captive 
at  the  battle  of  Lewes),  was  committed;  and  at  laft  Ipft-his  life  at  the 
battle  of  Evefliam,  in  1266.  He  married  Aliva^  daughter  to  Philip 
Baflct  of  Wicomb,  and  widow  of  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  by  Vid.Baffetof 
whom  he  had 

Hugh,  his  fon,  called  Hugh  Defpencer,  fenior,  to  diftinguife  him 
from  Hugh,  his  fon,  who  had  always  the  addition  of  junior* 

Thefe,  his  fon  and  grandibn,  rofe  to  an  amazing  height  of  power 
and  profperity  in  the  reigns  of  Edward  I.  and  II.  efpecially  in  that  of 
the  latter,  whofe  great  favourites  they- were;  and  over  whom  they  had 
fuch  an  abfolute  afcendency,  that  they  turned  him  which  way  foever 
their  ambition,  covetoufnefs,  revenge,  or  caprice  prompted  them ;  and 
thereby,  at  length,  plunged  both  him  and  thcmfelves  in  the  gulph 
of  irrevocable  ruin.     The  elder  was  advanced  to  the  title  of  earl  of 
Wincheftcr,  the  15th  of  Edward  11. ;  and  the  younger  was  ftyled  earl 
of  Gloucefter,   in  right  of  his  wife,  eldeft  of  the  three  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  Gilbert  de  Clare,    carl   of  Gloucefter.      But  tlie  barons   ^r^'J^Q^u^ 
iliocked  at  the  pride  and  covetoufnefs  of  both  thefe  Defpencers,  took   cefter. 
up  arms,  with  the  earl  of  Lancafter  at  their  head,  and  demanded  their 
banifliment,  to  which  the  king  was  obliged  to  confent :  but  in  a  ftiort 
time  they  were  recalled,  and  became  more  powerful  than  ever.    Their 
arrogance  and  opprefficns,  however,  having  rendered  them  odious  to 
the  people  in  the  greatcft  degree ;  the  queen  and  young  prince,  who 

Which  being  accordingty  done^  the  king  commanded  Ad nm  to-feal  and  deliver  him  his  book, 
and  made  them  friends ;  adding  this  fpeech  : 

"  OflSccrs  of  the  court  mull  gratifie  a^ul  fhew  a  caft  of  their  office,  not  only  one  to  another  j 
but  alfo  to  (lraDgers„  wixeafoever  need  fliaJl  require."     Camden's  Remains. 

bad 
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had  gone  dwr  to  Fiance^  and  date  not  return  for  fear  of  them 
(through  their  iniligation  having  been  proclaimed  traitors^  and  banifh- 
^y,  ^mderftanding  how  the  difpofitions  of  the  people  were  afie6ted> 
fttitxxftd  over ;  and  landing  at  Harwich^  with  thofe  lords,  who  through 
the  prevatency  of  thefe  two  powerful  favourites,  bad  fuffered  exile, 
Mi^d  a  coniiderable  army,  in  coniequence  whereof  the  Spencers  were 
takefi^  tried,  and  executed :  the  elder  (then  ninety  years  of  age,  with 
hoary  locks)i  at  Briftol,  in  iight  of  the  king  and  of  his  own  fon,  Hugh, 
in  Odober  13^5  j  and  the  younger  at  Hereford,  on  a  gallows  fifty  feet 
highi  It  h  faid  by  fome  writers,  that  the  body  of  the  elder  was  hung 
up  with  two  flrong  cords  for  four  days,  and  then  cut  to  pieces,  and 
giviSn  the  dog& ;  and  that  his  head  was  fent  to  Winchefler,  becaufc  he 
had  the  title  of  that  place.  The  ientence  paiTed  upon  the  younger 
iva^,  ''  To  be  drawn  upon  an  hurdle,  with  drums  and  trumpets, 
throughout  the  city  of  Hereford,  and  then  to  be  brought  into  the 
ttiarket^placei  and  there  to  be  tied  on  an  high  ladder,  that  every  one 
might  fee  him ;  and.  in  the  fame  place  a  great  line  to  be  made,  and 
his  privy  members  to  be  cut  from  him  (becaufe  he  was  reputed  an 
hdrettc),  and  fb  to  be  burnt  before  his  face  i  thtn  his  heart  to  be  taken 
out,  and  caft  into  the  fire;  then  to  be  hanged,  beheaded,  and  quar^ 
tered.'*  Which  ientence  having  been  executed,  his  head  was  ient  to 
London,  and  his  quarters  to  four  other  places. 

Hugh  lb  Despencer,  eldeft  fon  of  the  laft  mentioned  Hugh^ 
who  was  ftyled  lord  of  Glamorgan,  had  fummons  to  parliament,  and 
was  made  a  knight  banneret  by  Edward  III.  but  died  S.  P.  in  1349 ; 
and  wa^  fucceeded  by  his  nephew,  Edward,  eldefl  fon  of  Edward  his 
next  brother,  who  died  before  him ;  which  Edward  was  a  knight  of 
the  garter,  and  the  47th  Edward  III,  the  duke  of  Lancafter  making 
an  expedition  into  France,  commanded  the  rear  of  the  army.  He  liad 
fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  31ft  to  the  39th  of  Edward  III.  and 
dying  the  49th  of  the  fame  reign,  left 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  ifift  of  Richard  II.  was 
created  earl  of  Glouceiler,  by  reafba  of  his  defcent  from  Gilbert  de 

Clare 
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Clare  (as  before  faid),  earl  of  Gloucefter.  He  married  Conftance^ 
daughter  of  Edmund  6f  Langley^  duke  of  York,  and  obtained  from 
king  Richard  IL  the  grant  of  many  manors ;  but  in  th?  parliament^ 
the  I  ft  of  Henry  IV.  he  was  degraded  from  his  honour,  and  difpofleft 
of  moft  of  his  eftates.  And  not  long  after,  when  he  purpofed  going 
abroad,  being  taken  at  Briftol,  and  condemned  to  die  by  a  vote  of  the 
houie  of  commons,  he  was  carried  into  the  market-place#  and  thci^ 
beheaded  by  the  rabble.  The  year  following  he  was  adjudged  fi 
i^traitor,  fay  the  name  of  Thomas  late  lord  Spencer,  and  to  forfeit  all 
bis  lands  which  he  held  in  fee,  the  ift  of  Henry  IV.  as  alfo  all  hi3 
goods  and  chattels.  His  iflue  were,  a  fon,  Richard,  who  died  at  the 
age  of  fourteen,  S.  P.  and  two  daughters ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  who  died 
an  infant;  and  IfabeU  who  married,  firft,  Richard  Beaucbamp,  lord 
Atgergavemiy,  and  after  earl  of  Worcefter;  and,  fecondly*  Richard  vid.Beaa. 
Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick,  by  whom  ihe  had  a  fon,  Henry,  duke  and"dui^  of 
cf  Warwick^  who  had  aa  only  daug^r,  Anne,  who  died  m  her  ^*^^^<^^* 
infancy.^ 

Thi^  barony  of  De^^encer  thus  pafled  by  I&beU  the  heirefs  of  that 
iamByt  to  Beauchamp  lord  Abergavenny,  and  earl  of  Worcefter ;  and  y|^ -Berga- 
by  the  heireis  of  Beaudbamp,  along  with  the  title  of  Abergavenny,  to 
Nevilt  who,  by  virtue  of  this  allianee^  held  the  barony  of  Deipcnccr 
aaei;§ed  in  that  of  Abergavenny. 

From  the  family  of  Nevil  (as  Ifaewn  under  the  title  of  Aberga^ 
venny),  it  devolved  upon  that  of  Fane,  where  it  again  lay  dormant  in 
the  earldom  of  WeihiuM'eland,  until  John  Fane^  the  ieventh  earl  of 
that  furname,  died  without  iflue,  when  the  earldom  defcended  to  the 
ciext  heir  male,  but  the  barony  of  Defpencer  fell  to  his  nephew,  Fcancis 
Dafliwood,  fon  of  his  eldeft  fifter,  Mary,  by  Sir  Francis  Dafhwood, 
baronet^  her  hufband.

The  family  of  Dalhwood  is  of  no  very  ancient  or  noble  lineage. 
Of  which  was  Samuel  Dashwood,  of  Rowney,  near  Taunton,  in 
Somerfetfliire,  efquire,  who  had  two  wives ;  from  the  fecond  whereof 
defcended  the  baronets  of  that  name,  of  Northbroke,  in  co.  Oxon ;  and 
from  the  firft,  Francis  Dafliwood,  efquire,  his  fecond  fon,  who  was 
a  Turkey  rxiercLant,  and  an  alderman  of  the  city  London :  he  was 
father  of  Sir  Francis,  his  youngeft  fon,  created  a  baronet  in  1707} 
who,  by  Mary,'  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  of  Vere,  and  cidcft  fifter 
and  heir  to  her  brother,  John,  feventh  earl  of  Weftmoreland,  who  died 
S.  P.  in  1762,  had  iffue  a  fon,  Francis  beforementioncd. 

Which  Francis,  in  right  of  his  mother,  had  fummons  to  parliament 
as  baron  Ic  Deipenccr.  He  was  one  of  the  joint  poftmafters  general 
in  iy€6^  and  alfo  lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum,  of  the  co.  of 
Bucks;  but  was  not  a  nobleman  particularly  known,  or  diflinguiihed 
for  any  very  eminent  talents  or  brilliant  anions.

In  the  time  of  king  Stephen,  mention  Is  made  of  a  StIphen  de 
SuMERi,  who  had  anciently  a  barony  in  Cambridgelhire. 

After  when,  is  noticed  John  de  Someri,  who  married  Hawyfc, 
fifter  and  heir  of  Gervafe  Paganel,  baron  of  Dudley,  in  the  county  of  vid.Paganel, 
Stafford  ;*  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Ralph  de  Someri,  his  fon,  who  died  the  I2th  of  king  John; 
when  Margaret,  his  widow,  paid  a  fine  of  300  marks,  to  have  an  afiig- 
nation  of  her  dowery. 

William,  fon  and  heir  of  Ralph,  was  under  age  at  the  time  of  his 
fathers  death,  and  in  ward  for  his  barony ;  which  confifted  of  ten 
knights  fees,  and  three  parts.  He  died  the  6th  Henry  IIL  whofe  fon 
and  heir  alfo  dying  S.  P.  (the  13th  Henry  III.),  viz.  Nicholas,  the 
inheritance  came  to  his  uncle 

Roger  de  Someri,  who  married  Nichola,  one  of  the  fifters  ^nd 
coheirs  of  Hugh  de  Albini,  earl  of  Arundel.*     In  the  contention  be-    *  vid.

But  by  his  fecond  wife,  Amabil, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Chaucombe  (widow  of  Gilbert  dc  Sc- 
grave),  he  had  two  fons,  Roger  and  John,  and  a  daughter,  Margaret, 
married  to  Ralph  Baflet  of  Drayton.     Which 

Roger  fucceeded  his  father  (who  died  the  ift  Edward  I.)  and  died 
the  19th  Edward  I.  leaving 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Agnes  his  wife,  furviving.  But  this 
Roger  deceafed  S.  P.  wherefore 

John,  his  brother,  became  his  heir;  who,  the  15th  Edward  II. 
departed  this  life  without  iflue,  leaving  his  two  fifters,  viz,  Margaret, 
wife  of  John  de  Sutton,  and  Joane,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Botetourt, 
his  heirs ;  and  Lucia  his  wife,  furviving.

John  de  Sutton,  beforementioned,  who  married  Margaret,  one 
of  the  fifters  and  coheirs  of  John  de  Somerie,  baron  of  Dudley,  was 
fon  of  Richard  de  Sutton,  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Rotheric,  the  fon  of  Griffin  ;*  which  Richard  was  the  fon  of  Hugh 
de  Sutton,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  to  William  Pa- 
trick, lord  of  the  moiety  of  the  barony  of  Malpas,  in  the  county  of 
Chefter.

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This  John  de  Sutton,  the  19th  Edward  IL  pafled  away  all  his 
right  to  the  caftlc  and  Manor  of  Dudley,  and  other  lands,  to  Hugh, 
fon  of  Hugh'le  Defpenccr,  carl  of  Winchcfter;  but  this  grant  being 
extorted  from  him  whilft  in  priibn,  under  pretence  of  his  adherence 
to  Thomas  earl  of  Lancafler,  in  the  ift  of  Edward  III.  he  obtained 
reftitution  of  them  all.     To  him  fucceeded 

John,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  in  a  deed,  bearing  date  the  12th 
Edward  III.  ftylcs  himfclf  the  fon  of  John  de  Sutton,  lord  of  Dudley. 
He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  i6th  Edward  III.  but  no  more;, 
and  died  33d  of  Edward  III.  leaving  iflue  by  Ifabel,  daughter  of  John 
de  Cherlton,  lord  Powis, 

John,  his  fon  and  heir;  which  John  was  father 'of  another 

John,  who,  the  15th  of  Richard  IL  was  in  the  wars  of  France^ 
and  died  the  8th  Henry  IV*.  leaving 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  who  afterwards,  at  the 
folemii  funeral  of  Henry  V.  carried  the  ftandard;  and  the  ^d  Hen- 
ry Vr.  bore  the  title  of  baron  of  Dudley.  The  ^th  of  Henry  VI.  he  , 
was  made  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  in  which,  and  other  employments,  he 
merited  well ;  and  the  iizd  of  Henry  VI.  in  confideration  of  his  accu- 
mulated  fervices,  he  had  a  grant  of  £.  100  per  annum,  out  of  the 
petty  cuftoms  of  the  port  of  London.  Being  a  firm  adherent  to  the 
houfe  of  Lancafter,  he  was  furprized  at  Gloucefter  by  Richard  duke 
of  York,  and  fent  prifoner  to  the  caftle  of  Ludlow:  after  when, -at  the 
battle  of  Blorehcath,  he  was  forely  wounded ;  and  in  regard  of  his 
large  expenfes,  and  conftant  endeavours  for  that  king's  intereft,  he 
obtained  various  grants  of  divers  lordfhips,  and  alfo  of  the  llewardfhip 
of  the  lordihips  of  Montgomery,  Chirbury,  &c.  to  be  executed  by  him-  ' 
fclf  or  deputy,  for  life.  Yet  at  length,  notwithftanding  his  uncommon 
fidelity  to  Henry  VI.  (to  whom  he  was  likcwife  treafurer),  he  fo  far 
complied  with  Edward  IV.  (after  he  obtained  the  crown\  that  he  firfl: 
received  a  difcharge  for  all  the  debts  he  then  owed  the  crown,  and 
afterwards,  in  regard  of  his  integrity  to  him,  had  a  further  grant  of 
other  immunities.

Caftle,  the  chief  feat  of  this  ancient  family^  contrived  by  a  crafty 
mortgage  to  difpofleis  him  thereof.

fpending  his  time  in  unwelcome  vifits  among  ^them,  being  frequently 
called  the  '*  Lord  Quondam  i'  a  lively  ittftance,  that  honour  is  no 
further  efteemed  than  for  the  grandeur  and  wealth  that  fupports  it# 
To  whom  fucceeded 

Edward,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  found  fuch  favour  from  queen 
Mary,  that  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  the  ift  of  Philip  and  Mary, 
ihe  reftpred  to  him  all  the  lands  purchaied  by  Dudley,  and  then  in 
the  crown,  by  the  attainder  of  John  Dudley,  duke  of  Northumber- 
land. Which  grant  ihe  afterwards  much  enlarged;  and  alfo  made 
him  lieutenant  of  the  caftle  of  Hampnes,  in  Picardy,  for  life.  His  firft 
wife  was  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  Brydges,  lord  Chandos  of  Sud- 
ley,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  daughter,  Anne,  married  to  Thomas 
Wylmer,  efquire.

Edward,  beforementioned,  who  married  Thcodoiia,  daughter  of

berg,  a  German,  father  (by  her),  of  the  femous  general,  Frederick 
duke  of  Schomberg,  flaih  at  the  battle  of  the  Boyne,  July  ift,  1690;

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Frances,  for  whom  her  grandfather  had  little  regard  (as  it  ieems), 
betaking  himfclf 'wholly  to  a  conqubine,  on  whom  he  begot  divers 
children,  and  fo  far  wafted  his  eftate  in  fupport  of  her  and  them,  that 
he  left  not  much  of  that  fair  inheritance  which  had  defccnded  to  him; 
and  even  it  fo  clogged  with  debts,  that  for  the  difengaging  thereof, 
he  married  the  faid  Frances,  his  grand- daughter  and  heir,  to  Humble 
Ward,  the  only  fon  of  William  Ward,  a  wealthy  goldfmith  of  Lon- 
don, jeweller  to  the  late  queen;  and  deceafmg  the  28th  June,  1643, 
was  buried  in  St.  Edmund's  church,  at  Dudley,  afterwards  pulled  down 
in  the  time  of  the  civil  war,  by  reafon  of  its  nearnefs  to  the  caftle.*

Frances  baroncfs  Dudley  befbrcmentioned,  was  with  her  hufband^ 
Humble  Ward,  efquire,  at  Oxford,  when  her  grandfather,  Edward 
Sutton,  baron  Dudley,  died^  Which  Humble  Ward  meriting  much 
for  the  feafonable  fupplies  he  brought  his  majcfty,  king  Charles  I.  in 
the  time  of  his  great  diftrefs,  was  firft  of  all  knighted,  the  :s4th  Ja- 
nuary, 1 643 ;  and  on  the  24th  March  next  enfuing,  was  advanced  to 
the  dignity  of  a  baron  of  the  realm,  by  the  title  of  lord  Ward  of 
Birmingham,  in  com.

NEVIL  LORD  FAUCONBERG,  AND  EARL  OF  KENT.

William  Nevill,  who  married  Joane,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Thomas  dc  Fauconberge,  was  a  younger  fon  of  Ralph  Nevil,  firft  carl 
of  Weftmoreland.  He  was  a  perfon  of  moft  eminent  valour ;  which 
he  manifefted  in  a  very  high  degree  at  the  fiege  of  Orleans,  in  France, 
the  9th  of  Henry  VI.  But  at  length  being  fcnt  ambaiTador  into  Nor- 
mandy, to  treat  of  peace,  he  was  perfidioufly  feized  upon  by  the 
French,  and  detained  a  prifoner,  which  he  continued  for  fome  time. 
In  the  35th  of  Henry  VI.  however,  he  was  again  in  the  wars  of 
France;  and  in  the  ift  of  fxlward  IV.  fupporting  the  pretenfions  of 
that  prince  againft  the  houfe  of  Lancafter  (though  himfelf  a  Lancaf- 
trian  by  blood),  he  fought  valiantly  for  him  at  the  battle  of  Towton, 
where  the  army  of  king  Henry  was  totally  defeated  with  immenfe 
flaughter. 

Wherefore,  in  confideration  of  his  fcrvices  and  merits,  he  was  made 
lord  admiral  of  England,  and  advanced  to  the  title  of  earl  of  Kent. 
He  was  alfo  a  knight  of  the  garter ;  but  did  not  long  enjoy  his  exal- 
tation: dying  about  the  3d  Edward  IV.  and  leaving  only  female  iflue^ 
the  earldom  of  Kent  expired  with  him,  but  the  barony  of  Fauconberg 
defcended  to  his  daughters ;  who  were,  Joane,  wife  of  Sir  Edward

When  Robert  Ferrers,  fixth  and  laft  carl  of  Derby,  of  that  Vid.  Fcrrerf- 
lurname,  was  divcftcd  of  his  earldom  and  honours, 

John,  his  fohj  was  afterwards  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Ferrers  of  Chartlcy;, 
being  fo  denominated  from  one  of  the  chief  manors  of  his  inheritance^ 
which  devolved  to  the  Ferrers  family  by  the  marriage  of  Agnes,  one 
of  the  coheirs  of  Ranulph  earl  of  Chefter  (who  built  the  caftle  of 
Chartley),  with  William  de  Ferrers,  fourth  earl  of  Derby. 

The  zzd  of  Edward  I.  upon  the  death  of  his  grandmother,  Mar- 
garet, daughter  and  coheir  to  Roger  de  Quinci,  carl  of  Winchcfter,. 
he  had  livery  of  thofe  lands  which  in  right  of  her  defcended  to  him. 
This  John,  like  his  father,  was  of  an  haughty  and  turbulent  fpirit,  and 
joined  with  the  earl  of  Hereford^  and  others,  in  their  oppofition  to  the 
coUedKon  of  certain  fubiidies  granted  to  the  crown ;  but  for  thefe  dif- 
loyal  proceedings  he,  however,  afterwards  obtained  a  pardon.     The 
26th  of  Edward  I.  he  attended  the  king  into  Scotland;  and  grew  intO' 
iuch  favour,  that  the  year  following  he  had  fummons  to  parliament. 
The  5th  of  Edward  IL  he  was  conftituted  fenefchal  of  Aquitaine;> 
and  the  18th  of  the  fame  reign  he  deceafed,^  leaving  by  Hawyfe  de 
Mufcegros,  his  wife  (through  which  alliance  he  greatly  increafed  his 
eflate),  Robert,  his  ion  and  heir.     Which 

Robert  was  of  a  martial  fpirit,  and  ferved  often  in  the  wars  of

Scotland  and  France  with  great  reputation.  The  23d  of  Edward  III. 
he  was  prefent  in  the  glorious  viftory  obtained  over  the  French  army 
at  Crcfly :  but  the  year  following  he  deceafed.  Dugdale  only  men- 
tions him  to  have  been  once  fummoned  to  parliament,  viz.  i6th 
Edward  III.  Of  his  iflue,  Robert,  his  younger  fon,  married  the  heireis 
of  Butler  of  Wcmme,*  and  John,  his  eldcft,  was  his  lucceflbr. 
Which  ' 

John  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcony,  and  died  abroad  the  41ft  Ed- 
ward III.  leaving,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  widow  of  Fulke  Ic  Strange, 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  of  whom  little  is  after 
faid.  He  deceafed  the  ill  Henry  V.  leaving,  by  Margaret  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Edward  lord  Spencer, 

Edmund,  his  fqn,  who  fucceeded  him,  being  then  of  full  age.  He 
was  with  that  warlike  monarch  Henry  V.  in  moft  of  his  great  victories 
and  fuccefles  over  the  French;  and  died  the  14th  Henry  VI.  poflefled 
of  a  very  great  eflate,  which  was  much  augmented  by  his  marriage 
with  Ellen,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  de  Roche  (by  Elizabeth 
his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  de  Bermingham),f  with  whom, 
amongft  other  poflcffions,  he  obtained  the  manor  of  Caftlc-Bromwych, 
in  com.  Warw«     To  this  Edmund  fucceeded 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-three  years  of  age ;  who 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance  the  fame  year.  He 
died  the  28th  Henry  VI.  leaving  an  only  daughter, 

Anne,  then  married  to  Walter  Devereux,  efquirc,  his  fole  heir  to 
the  barony  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley.  But  the  lands  which  by  the  entail 
were  limited  to  the  heir  male,  devolved  on  his  brother  Edmund.

Of  this  noble  family,  under  the  head  of  Devereux  Earl  of  Eilex, 
the  reader  will  find  a  more  detailed  account.*  The  barony  of  Ferrers 
having  been  merged  therein,^  until  the  death  of  Robert  Devereux,  the

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laft  carl  of  EiTex  of  that  furname,  who  dying  without  ifluc,  anno 
1646,  his  two  fitters  were  his  heirs  to  the  faid  barony  of  Ferrers  of 
Chartley,  the  earldom  becoming  extind,  and  the  vifcounty  of  Here- 
ford devolving  to  the  next  heir  male.  But  in  1678,  Sir  Robert 
Shirley,  baronet,^  grandfon  of  the  l^dy  Frances,*  fifter  and  coheir  to  *Coriin8,Ba. 
the  faid  Robert  earl  of  EiTex^  obtained  a  declaration  from  Charles  TL  p. 414. 
of  the  barony  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley,  to  him  and  his  heirs,  together 
with  the  fame  place  and  precedence  in  parliament,  as  the  ancient 
barons  of  that  name;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  accordingly. 


SHIRLEY  BARON  FERRERS  OF  CHARTLEY. 

His  majefty,  Charles  11.  having  been  pleafed  to  recognize  the  an- 
cient barony  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley,  in  this  family,  by  reafon  of  the 
marriage  of  Sir  Henry  Shirley  with  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs 
of  Robert  Devereux,  earl  of  EiTex,  and  iifter  and  coheir  to  Robert,  her 
brother,  as  beforementioned, 

Robert,  grandfon  to  the  faid  Sir  Henry  Shirley,  after  having  been 
fummohed  to  parliament  by  the  aforefaid  ftylc,  was  yet  further 
advanced  by  queen  Anne,  anno  171 1,  to  the  dignities  of  vifcount 
Tamwort;h  and  earl  Ferrers.  Wherefore  the  barony  of  Chartley  once 
more  became  immerged,  and  lay  dormant  in  the  earldom  of  Ferrers, 
until 

Robert,  fon  and  heir  of  the  faid  Robert  Shirley,  firft  earl  Ferrers, 
dying  in  his  father*s  lifetime,  left  iifue  three  fons,  who  died  iiTuelefs ; 
and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married  James  Compton,  earl  of 
Northampton ;  which  Elizabeth,  on  the  dcceafc  of  her  grandfather, 
thereby  fucceeded  as  baronefs  Ferrers  of  Chartley.

James  Comftoit,  earl  of  Northampton,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
baronels  Ferrers  of  Chartley,  in  her  own  right,  had  iiTue  one  ion, 
George,  ftylcd  lord  Compton,  who  died  young,  and  three  daughters ; 
Jane  and  Anne,  who  deceafed  unmarriedf  and  Charlotte:  alfo  another 
fon,  George,  and  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Mary,  who  died  \n^ 
fants.  Wherefore  the  lady  Charlotte  being  the  fole  furviving  daughter 
and  heir  of  her  mother,  became  on  her  deceafe  baronets  Ferrers  of 
Chartlcy,  and  married  George  vifcount  Townlbcnd,  one  of  the  four 
•generals  at  the  iiege  of  Quebec;  who,  on  the  unfortunate  death  of 
;general  Wolfe,  fucceeded  to  the  command  of  the  Britiih  army  in 
Canada.  Since  then,  his  lordfhip  has  been  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a 
marquis.  By  this  lady,  who  was  his  firft  wife,  he  had  George,  his

William  de  Ferrers,  brother  to  Robert,  the  fixth  carl  of  Derby, 
(who  was  divefted  of  his  earldom,  as  before  remarked),*  had  by  gift    ♦  ^d.  Fer- 
of  Margaret,  his  mother,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Roger   D^b^."^  ^ 
de  Quincy,  earl  of  Winchefl:er,f  the  manor  of  Groby,  in  com.  Leicefli.    t  Vid.  Qoii^- 
being  part  of  her  inheritance ;  whereupon  he  bore  the  arms  of  the   wktoiu 
&id  Roger  de  Quincy.     The  48th  Henry  III.  he  was  one  of  the  rebel 
barons  then  in  arms;  but  the  50th  Henry  III.  returning  to  obedience, 
he  "Was  received  into  favour.     His  firfl:  wife  was  Joan,  daughter  to 
Hugh  le  Defpenfer ;  by  whom  he  had  William,  his  fbn  and  heir,  and 
a  daughter,  Anne,  married  to  John  lord  Grey  of  Wilton ;  and  dying    y-^  q  u  ^ 
the  J 6th  Edward  I.  left  Eleanor,  his  fecond  wife,  furviving,  and  was   ofWilten. 
fiicceeded  by 

William,  his  fon,  aforeiaid,  wha,  the  25th  Edward  I.  was  fum- 
moned  to  parliament  amongft  the  peers  of  the  realm,  and  afterwards, 
during  his  life,  by  the  name  of  William  de  Ferrers  de  Groby  Chivalicr; 
being  the  firft  who  brought  the  dignity  of  a  baron  to  this  branch  of 
his  family.  He  was  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland ;  and  died 
the  1 8th  Edward  II.  leaving,  by  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  John 
lord  Segrave, 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  twenty-two  years  old;  who  doing  hiis 
homage,  had  the  fame  year  livery  of  his  inheritance.  This  Henry  had 
frequently  a  command  in  the  king^s  armies  in  Scotland,  and  in  confi- 
deration  of  his  good  and  acceptable  fervices,  by  letters  patent,  dated 
1 8th  May,  nth  Edward  III.  had  a  grant  of  feveral  manors  (in  the 
counties  of  Bucks,  Derby,  and  Eflex),  to  himfelf  and  his  ii&ie  male, 
with  the  confent  of  the  prelates,  earls,  and  barons,  then  affembled  ia 
parliament ;  all  which,  on  his  deceafc,  devolved  on  his  fon,  Willianrr.

And  having  had  iummons  to  parliament,  from  the  4th  to  the  i6th 

Edward  III.  he  died  the  year  following,  leaving  the  faid  William,  and 

VId.  Vcrdon.    Ifabel  his  wife,  fourth  daughter  and  coheir  of  Theobald  de  Verdon, 

furviving.     Which  Ifabel  departed  this  life  the  ^3d  Edward  III. 

William,  as  fucceflbr  to  his  father,  the  28th  Exlward  III.  making 
proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  In 
the  29th  of  Edward  III.  being  in  the  expedition  then  made  into 
France,  he  was  of  the  retinue  of  Robert  dc  Ufford,  earl  of  Suffolk ; 
whofe  daughter,  Margaret,  he  married ;  and  having  had  fummons  to 
parliament,  from  the  28th  to  the  43d  Edward  III.  died  1372,  the 
47th  Edward  III.  leaving  Henry,  his  fbn  and  heir,  and  Margaret,  his 
fccond  wife,  daughter  of  Henry  de  Percy,  and  widow  of  Robert,  ion 
of  Gilbert  de  Umfravil,  earl  of  Angus,  furviving.     Which 

H£NRT,  temp.  Richard  II.  was  often  in  the  wars  of  France;  and* 
upon  the  death  of  William  de  Ufford,  earl  of  Suffolk,  his  mother  8 
brother,  was  foimd  to  be  one  of  his  next  heirs.  The  8th  of  Richard  II. 
he  was  retained  to  ferve  the  king  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  for  forty 
days,  being  at  that  time  a  banneret.  He  had  alio  iummons  to  par- 
liament, from  the  ift  to  the  nth  of  Richard  11.  in  which  year  he 
died ;  Joan  his  wife  (daughter  of  *lord  Poynings),  and  William,  hi3 
fon  and  heir,  furviving.     Which 

William  had  iffue  two  fons;  viz.  Henry,  his  eldeft,  v^ho  died  in 
his  lifetime ;  and  Thomas,  his  fecond  fbn,  who  marrying  £Uizabeth^ 
one  of  the  fifters  and  coheirs  to  Sir  Baldwin  Frevil,*  of  Tamworth,  in 
CO.

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king  Edward  IV.)  two  fons,  Sir  Thomas  and  Sir  Edward;  which  laft 
was  beheaded  at  Pomfret  the  lit  of  Richard  III. 

Sir  Thomas  was  a  knight  of  the  garter;  and  on  Auguft  12,  1472, 
ttie  1 2th  of  Edward  IV.  the  king,  in  rcfped:  to  his  mother,  created 
him  carl  of  Huntingdon,  and  on  the  18th  of  April,  the  15th  of  bis 
reign,  advanced  him  to  the  further  dignity  of  marquis  of  Ddrfet,  only 
*'  per  Cinfturam  Gladii  ct  Capas  Honoris  impofitionem/*  Gn  which 
day  he  fat  at  the  upper  end  of  the  table  among  the  knights,  in  St. 
Edward's  chamber;  and  in  zzd  of  EMward  IV.  had  livery  of  his  lands 
without  making  proof  of  his  age.  But  on  the  death  of  king  Edwajrd, 
becaufe  of  his  affinity  to  the  young  princes,  he  was  fufpeAed  by  their 
uncle,  the  duke  of  Gloucefter,  and  was  attainted  the  ift  of  Ri- 
chard III.  When,  having  taken  fanduary,  and  efcaped  his  ene- 
mies, he  fled  the  kingdom  into  Britany,  to  the  earl  of  Richmond ; 
who  having  afterwards  obtained  the  crown,  fent  for  him  to  return ; 
and  the  ift  of  Henry  VII.  he  was  reftored.  In  the  7th  of  Henry  VII. 
he  was  with  the  army  fent  to  aflift  the^  emperor  Maximilian  againft 
the  French  ;  and  the  i  ith  of  Henry  VII.  was  one  of  the  commanders 
who  vanquiihed  lord  Audley,  and  the  rebel  army  at  Blackheath.

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Henry  and .  Francis,  the  French  king.  The  2zd  of  Henry  VIIL  he 
■was  one  of  thofe  lords  who  iigned  the  celebrated  letter  to  pope  Cle- 
ment,.  touching  the  king's  divorce;  and  was  alfo  one  who  fubfcribed 
the  forty- four  .  articles  of  impeachment  againft  cardinal  Wolfey. 
Having  no  iflue  by  his  firft  wife,  Eleanora,  daughter  of  Oliver  Lord 
St.  John,  he  took  to  his  fecond,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert 
Wotton,  of  Bafton,  in  Kent ;  and  by  her  had  five  fons,*  and  three  *  Collins. 
daughters,  mentioned  in  the  Table.  And^  departing  this  life,  anno 
1530  \z2d  Henry  VIII.)  was^  fuccceded  by  Henry,  his  fon  and  hoin 
Which 

Heury  was,  by  king  Edward  VI. :  made  lord  high  conilable  of 
England,  for  three  days. only,  by  reafon  of  the  folemnity  of  the  coro- 

^  This  Thomas,  marquis  of  Dorfet,  was  efteeroed  the  befl  general  of  thofe  times  for  embat- 
tling an  army :  always  obferving  the  number^  ihength,  and  experience  of  his  camp,  and  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  place,  as  well  as  the  time^  ground,  perfons,  and  quality  of  his  ene- 
mies. And  he  was  ever  careful  of  good  pay,  left  his  foldiers  mutinied  -,  of  good  diet  and  quar- 
ters, left  they  failed  ^  and  of  order,  difcipline^  and  temperance,  left  they  fhould  be  confufed  by 
fudden  attacks,  or  enfeebled  by  ftck^efs  and  diftemper.  His  fpeech  was  foldierlike,  plain, 
fliort,  (mart,  and  material :  and  notwithftanding  the  times  could  not  endure  his  virtues,  nor  he 
th^r  vices,  he  died  full  of  honour  at  court,  and  applaufe  in  the'country  1  with  this  monument 
from  the  king  (Henry  VIII.)  "  That  honeft  and  good  man."  The  collegiate  church  of  Aftley, 
in  the  coasty  of  Warwick  (founded  by  Thomas  lord  Aftley,  whofe  heirefs  general  married  the 
anceftor  of  this  marquis),  a  moft  rare  and  beautiful  piece  of  workmanftiip,  having  fallen  down^ 
a  new  chancel  was  ereded  by  the  parifliioners.  When,  on  opening  the  vault  where  the  body  Anno  16O8. 
of  the  marquis  was  laid,  a  large  and  long  coffin  of  wood  was  found,  which,  at  the  curious  deiire 
of  fome>  being  burft  open,  the  body,  which  had  lain  there  feventy-eight  years^  appeared  perfed 
in  every  refped;  neither  periftied  or  hardened,  but  the  flefti,  in  colour,  proportion,  and  foftnefs, 
alike  to  any  ordinary  corpfe  newly  interred.  The  body  was  about  five  feet  eight  inches  in  length, 
the  face  broad,  and  the  hair  yellow.  All  which  feemed  fo  well  preferred  from  the  ftrong  em- 
balming thereof;  that,  as  St.  Gregory  (writing  upon  the  Canticles)  faith,  ''  Mortuorum  cor- 
pora myrrha  condita  fuifte  perhibentur  ne  putrefcerent*' 

'  Of  Leonard  Grey,  brother  to  this  laft-roentioned  marquis^  it  appears  he  was  a  perfon  of 
much  conlideration  in  hiH  time;  and  the  27th  of  Henry  VIII.  was  deputy  in  Ireland  under  Henry 
Fitz-Roy,  duke  of  Richmond  $  and  in  1536^  was  created  a  vifcountf  of  that  kingdom,  by  the  4.  Beatfon. 
title  of  vifceunt  Graney.  But  the  31ft  of  Henry  VIII.  divers  articles  of  impeachment  for  high 
Reafon  being  exhibited  againft  him;  and  being  brought  to  trial,  and  confefting  the  fame,  he 
had  his  head  cut  off  on  Tower  Hill,  and  was  attainted  in  the  parliament  then  holden.

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nation.  In  the  4th  of  the  fame  king,  he  -was  made  juftice  in  eyre  of 
all  the  king*s  foreils ;  and  the  year  following,  warden  of  the  Ea&j  Weft^ 
and  Middle  Marches,  towards  Scotland;  and  further,  the  nth  of 
Oftober,  1551,  the  5th  of  Edward  VL  he  was  created  duke  of  Suf- 
folk,  and  knight  of  the  garter.  But  upon  the  death  of  king  Ed-^ 
ward  VI.  through  the  ambition  of  Dudley  duke  of  Northumberland, 
he  was  allured  to  the  proclaiming  of  his  daughter,  the  lady  Jane  Grey, 
•  to  be  queen,  upon  pretence  of  the  late  king  Edward's  defignation  of 
her  fb  to  be  by  his  will.  Through  this  imprudent  weakne&  he 
brought  ruin  upon  himfelf  and  family:  for  his  daughter,  with  her 
hufband,  the  lord  Guilford  Dudley,  loft  their  lives  upon  the  fcafToId ; 
and  he  himfelf,  although  in  the  firft  inflance  he  was  fpared»  yet 
afterwards  joining  in  Wiat*s  infurre^lion,  was  at  length  beheaded,  the 
23d  of  February  (^d  Mary),  1554,  whereby  all  his  honours  became 
forfeited,  together  with  his  vaft  eflate.  By  his  firft  wife,  Catherine, 
daughter  of  William  E^rl  of  Arundel,  he  had  no  iflue ;  but  by  his  fecond^ 
Frances,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  of  Charles  Brandon,  duke  of 
Suffolk,  by  Mary,  the  French  queen,  his  wife,  who  was  fifter  to  king 
Henry  VIII.  he  had  three  daughters :  viz.  Jane,"*  married  to  Guilford 
Dudley,  fourth  fbn  of  John  duke  of  Northumberland ;  Catherine,  to 
Henry  Herbert,  eldeft  fon  of  William  earl  of  Pembroke,  from  whom 
being  divorced,  ihe  married,  fecondly,  Edward  Seymour,  earl  of 
Hertford;  and  Mary,  who  married  Martin  Keys,  groom  porter  to 
queen  Elizabeth,  and  died  S.  P. 

n  In  Wa]pole*8  Catalogue  of  Noble  Authors,  he  terms  her,  *'  This  admirable  young  heroine/' 
and  the  faireft  ornament  of  her  fez.  The  works  of  this  lovelj  fcbolar*s  writing,  he  fays^  are 
four  Latin  EpiAles ;  three  to  Bullingeri  and  one  to  her  fifter,  the  lady  Catheriney  which  was 
written  the  night  before  her  death,  in  a  Greek  Teftament,  in  which  flie  had  been  reading,  and 
fent  to  her  fifter.

Thb  firft  that  bore  this  title  was  |Iob£RT,  a  younger  ion  to  Robert 
lord  Ferrers  of  Chartley;*  which  faid  Robert,  the  49th  Edward  III.   o^chJJoST 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance.     His 
wife  wa6  Elizabeth^  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Boteler  baron  of 
Wemme,  in  com.  Salop,  by  whom  he  obtained  that  lordfhip,  together  Vid.  Boteler 
with  that  of  Overfley,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  other  coniider-  ofyfemws. 
able  inheritances ;  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  by  the  diftinc- 
tion  of  Robert  Ferrers  de  Wemme,  the  49th  and  50th  Edward  III.'

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alio  the  ift  and  2d  of  Richard  11.  fhortly  after  when  he  died,  viz.  the 
4th  of  Richard  II.  leaving 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  four  years  old,  who  afterwards  married 
Joane,  daughter  of  John  of  Ghent,  duke  of  Lancafter  (by  Catherine 
Swinford,  firfl:  his  concubine,  and  afterwards  his  wife);  which  Joane 
was  married,  fecondly,  to  Ralph  Nevil,  earl  of  Weftmoreland.  But 
this  Robert  died  in  his  mother's  lifetime;  who  furviving  her  firft  huf-p 
band,  became  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Molinton,  knight,  and  by  her 
teftament,  dated  the  12th  Henry  IV.  ftyles  herfelf  baronefs  of 
Wemme.  She  deceafed  the  fame  year,  leaving  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of 
♦  Vid.  Grey.    John,  fon  of  Ralph  lord  Greyftock,*  and  Mary,  the  wife  of  Ralph,  a 

younger  fon  of  Ralph  Nevil,  earl  of  Weftmoreland,  her  heirs ;  vizi 

daughters  of  Robert  de  Ferrers,  her  fon  by  the  iaid  Joane,  daughter 

of  John  duke  of  Lancafter,  as  faith  the  inquiiition.     But  the  Fine 

Rot.F.  13th    Roll  of  13th  Henry  IV.  whereby  the  manor  of  Overfley  was  aftigned 

mfiZ  to  the  faid  Ralph  Nevil,  and  Mary  his  wife,  diredly  calls  Mary  one  of 

the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  the  aforefaid  Elizabeth.  Which  if  the 
moft  correft,  then  Robert,  the  fon  of  Elizabeth  de  Ferrers,  baronefs  of 
Wemme,  died  S.P.  and  the  beforenamed  Elizabeth  Greyftock,  and 
Mary  Nevil,  were  not  his  daughters,  but  his  fifters,  and  heirs.  Yet 
had  they  fo  been,  inftead  of  Elizabeth  being  eighteen,  and  Mary 
feventeen  years  old  at  her  death,  they  muft  have  been  nearly  forty 
each,  if  their  age  be  calculated  from  the  death  of  Robert  de  Ferrers, 
the  4th  Richard  II.  Wherefore,  of  the  two  ftatements  made  by  Dug- 
dale,  in  his  Warwick  (hi  re,  p.  628;  and  that  in  his  Baronage,  Vol.  I. 
p.  2;6g,  the  laft  appears  the  beft  founded ;  and  is  likewife  adopted  by 
Sandford,  in  his  Genealogical  Hiftory  of  the  Royal  Family ;  as  ahb  by 
Edmonfbn,  in  his  Baronagium  Genealogicum. 

The  heirefs  of  the  Nevil  family  married  into  that  of  Gafcoignc 
(defcended  from  the  celebrated  judge  of  that  name,  temp.  Henry  IV.) 
and  the  heirefs  of  Gafcoigne  married  into  that  of  Wentworth,  .which 
produced  the  great  but  upfortunate  earl  of  Strafford  (beheaded,  temp. 
Charles  I.);  who,  by  reafon  of  this  defcent  was,. among  his  other 

titles. 
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titles,  denominated  baron  of  Overfley.     (Vid.  Wcntworth  carl  of

Though  this  furname  was  not  appropriated  till  the  time  of  Ed- 
ward III.  yet  their  anceflors  were  eminent  perfons ;  of  whom 

Bardolf   pofleffed  Ravenfwath,   with  divers   other  lordfliips  in- 
Richmondihire,  temp.  Will.  Conq.     To  whom  fucceeded 

Akaris,  his  fon,  who,  the' 5th  of  Stephen,  founded  Fors  Abbey,  in 
Wenflay  Dale,  in  com.  Ebor;  and  dying,  anno  1161  (7th  Henry  II.) 
was  there  buried.  He  left:  iffue  two  fons,  Hervey  and  Walter. 
Which 

Hervey  gave  confent,  that  Conan,  then  earl  of  Richmond,  fliould 
tranilate  the  aforefaid  abbey  to  E^ft  Wilton,  and  there  place  it  upon 
the  verge  of  the  river  Jore,  from  which  it  was  thenceforth  called 
Jorevaulx.  Hither  he  caufed  the  bones  of  Akaris,  his  father,  to  be 
brought  and  entombed:  after  which,  circ.  118^  (the  :?8th  Henry  II.) 
he  deceafed,  leaving  three  fons;  Henry,  Hugh,  and  William.  Of- 
whom, 

Henry  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Randolf  Fitz- Walter  (anceftor 
to  the  barons  of  Greyftoke),  and  departed  this  life  i^oi  (3d  John), 
leaving  iflue 

Randolf,  his  fon  and  heir;  whofe  wife  was  Alice,  daughter  and 
heir  to  Adam  de  Staveley,  lord  of  Staveley.  He  died  the  46th 
Henry  III.  (i:?62),  and  was  buried  at  Jorevaulx  Abbey;  whofe  iifue 
were  two  fons,  Henry  and  Adam.     Which 

Henry  had  alfo  two  fons ;  viz.  Randolf,  who  died  S.  P.  arid 

Hugh,  who  fucceeded  to  the  inheritance,  and  died  the  ^zd  Ed- 
ward I.  (1304).     To  this  Hugh  fucceeded 

Henry; 
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Hbnrv;  who  being  called  Henry  Fitz-Hugfa,  gave  that  fumanoe 
to  all  his  defcendants.  He  was  a  peribn  of  high  note  and  eminencjr 
in  his  time ;  was  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland ;  and  was  the  firft  of 
the  name  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  which  he  had  from  the 
j[4th  of  Edward  IL  to  the  ^S^h  of  Edward  IIL  He  married  Eve, 
daughter  of  Sir  John  BuHme^,  knighi: ;  by  whom  he  had  Henry,  his 
ion  and  heir,  who  died  before  him;  leaving  by  Joane'his  wife,  daugh* 
ter  of  Sir  Richard  Foumcys,  knight  (filler  and  heir  to  William 
Foumeys),  two  i^ns,  Henry  and  Hugh.  Which  Hugh  wedded  Ifabcl, 
daughter  of  Ralph  lord  Nevil ;  but  died  S.  P.     And  the  faid 

Hen^t,  otx  the  deceaie  of  his  grandfather,  the  30th  Edward  IIL 
.anno  1356,  was  his  fjKceSia.  This  Henry  ierved  king  Edward  m 
the  wars  of  France ;  and  was  one  of  the  retinue  of  Humphrey  de 
BohuQ,  earl  of  Hereford.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
ift  to  the  gxh  of  Richard  IL  indufive.  His  wife  was  Joane,  dau^i* 
ter  of  Henry  lord  Scrope,  of  Malham,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  two  ions; 
J6kO($  who  was  flain  in  the  battle  of  Otterbume  (commoi^y  called 
Chevy  Chace) ;  and  Henry,  his  fecond  {on.  And  deceafing  the  lotii 
Richard  IL  the  iaid 

Heney  was  his  heir,  and  the  fame  year  had  livery  of  his  lands. 
The  6th  of  Henry  IV.  he  was  joined  in  commiffion  with  the  bilhop 
of  Bath  and  Wells,.  Ralph  earl  of  Weftraoreland,  and  others,  to  treat 
of  peace  with  Scotland;  and  was  alfo  employed  on  other  weighty 
jsoid.  important  emba^es.  On  the  coronation  of  Henry  V.  he  was 
appointed  to  the  office  of  conilable  of  England  for  that  Solemnity; 
jand  was  alfo  made  lord  chamberlain  of  the  king's  houfehold,  likewiie 
employed  to  the  ^nd  council  of  Conftance,  at  that  time  holden. 
The  6th  of  Heny  V.  he  was  at  the  fiege  of  Roan ;  which  was  moil 
valiantly  and  obftinately  defended  by  the  French.  It  is  faid  of  this 
Henry,  that  he  travelled  more  than  once  to  Jerufalem ;  likewiie  to 
Grand  Cairo,  where  the  Souldan  had  his  refidence ;  and  in  his  return, 
fought  with  the  Turks  and  Saracens.  The  9th  of  Henry  V.  he 
attended  the  king  into  France,  being  ilill  lord  chamberlain  of  his 

houfehold. 
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houfekold,  as  alfo  a  knight  of  the  garter.  And  having  been  fummoned 
to  parliament,  from  the  loth  of  Richard  II.  to  the  2d  of  Henry  VL 
died  the  year  following,  the  nth  January,  1424;  leaving  iflue  by  his 
wife,  Elizabeth  J  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert  Grey,  knight*  (fon  of  ♦  Vld.Greyof 
Sir  Jdun  Grey,  of  Rotherfield,  knight,  brother  and  heir  of  John  Grey, 
called  lord  Marmion,  one  of  the  fons  of  John  lord  Grey,  of  Rother- 
field, by  Lfdra  bis  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  Herbert 
de  St.Quintin),  eight  ions;  viz.  Sir  William  Fitz-Hugh,  knight,  then 
twenty *iix  years  of  age;  Sir  John  Fitz«Hugh,  knight;  Robert,  bifhop 
of  London;  John,  who  died  young;  Henry,  drowned  in  the  river 
Humber;  Ralph,  who  died  in  France;  and  Herbert  and  Richaid,  who 
died  young.  Alfo  five  daughters;  viz.  Elizabeth,  who  died  an  iiifant; 
Joane,  wife  of  Sir  Robert  de  Willoughby,  knight ;  Eleanor,  of  Philip 
k>rd  Darcy,  and  after  of  Thomas  Tunilal ;  Maud,  wife  of  Sir  William 
de  Evre;  Elizabeth,  of  Sir  Ralph  Grey,  knight;  and  Lora,  of  Sir 
Maurice  Berkeley,  of  Beverftone,  knight. 

Sir  William,  foh  and.  heir,  was  iuccefifor  to  his  father,  in  whofje 
fifetime,  viz.  the  9th  of  Henry  V.  he  was  with  that  king  in  the  ex- 
pedition then  made  into  France ;  temp.  Henry  VL  he  was  one  of  the 
coihmiilioners  to  treat  with  the  Scots,  and  one  of  the  northern  barons 
employed  to  ftop  their  inroads^  He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
die  7th  to  the  59th  of  Henry  VI.  and  died  the  31ft  of  the  feme  reign. 
His  wife  was  Margery,  daughter  of  William  lord  Willoughby,  of 
Erefby ;  by  whom  he  had  iiTue,  Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty- 
three  years  of  age,  and  five  daughters ;  viz.  Margery,  wife  of  Sir  John 
Milton,  knight ;  Joane,  of  John  lord  Scrope,  of  Bolton ;  Eleanor,  of 
Hiomas  lord  Dacres ;  Maud,  of  William  Bowes ;  Lora  married,  firii: 
to  John  Muigrave,  and  after,  to  John  (or  Thomas),  conftable  of  Hal- 
fham ;  and  Lucy,  a  nun  at  Deptford. 

Henry  iiicceeded  his  father ;  and  for  his  fpecial  fervices,  obtained 
a  grant  from  Henry  VI.  of  the  ftewardfliip  and  honour  of  Richmond, 
for  life ;  as  alfo  the  chief  foreflerihip  of  the  New  Foreft.  During  the 
reign  of  that  unfortunate  monarch,  he  flood  firm  to  the  Lancaftrian 

intereft ; 
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intereft ;  yet,  neverthclefs,  he  was  in  much  favour  with  Edward  IV. 
after  he  had  obtained  the  crown,  and  was  employed  by  him  on  many 
occafions,  and  affairs  of  great  importance ;  and  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament, from  the  33d  of  Henry  VI.  to  the  9th  of  Edward  IV.  and 
died  the  12th,  anno  1471.  He  married  Alice,  daughter  to  Richard 
Nevil,  earl  of  Salifbury;  and  had  iflue,  Richard,  Thomas,  John,  George, 
and  Edward,  and  five  daughters;  viz.  Alice,  wife  of  Sir  John  Ficnncs, 
knight ;  fon  of  Richard  lord  Dacres ;  Elizabeth,  married,  firfl:,  to  Sir 
William  Parr,  knight,  and  after,  to  Nicholas  lord  Vaux  ;"*  Anne,  wife 
of  Francis  Lovell ;  Margaret,  of  Robert  Conftable ;  and  Joane,  a  nun 
at  Dartford. 

Richard,  the  eldefl  ion,  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  zzd  Ed* 
ward  IV.  the  ift  Richard  III.  and  ift  and  3d  of  Henry  VIL  and  was 
alfb  governor  of  Richmond,  Middleham,  and  Barnard  caftles ;  and 
died,  leaving  iflue 

George,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  fucceflbr,  who  had  fummons  to 
parliament,  the  ift  and  3d  Henry  VIII.  but  died  S.  P.  the  year  fol- 
lowing ;  when  Alice,  wife  of  Sir  John  Fiennes,  and  Sir  Thomas  Parr, 
knight,^  fon  of  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Sir  William  Parr,  knight,  were  found 
his  next  heirs.^ 

'  B7  whom^  aceordiag -tQ  Jacobs^  fhe  had  a  daughter,  Alice,  her  heir,  who  married  Richard 

Sapcotts^  of  Elton,  in  the  co.  of  Hunts,  efquire;  whofe  grandfon.  Sir  Guj  Sapcotts,  of  £hon, 

left  iflue  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Anne,  who  married,  firft,  Sir  T.  Broughton,  of  Tudington, 

in  the  co.  of  Bedford,  knight ;  and,  feoondly,  John  Ruflel,  the  firft  earl  of  Bedford  of  that  fur- 
name. 

q  Mr,  Collins,  Edmonfon,  and  other  peerage  writers  aflcrt,  this  barony  of  Fitz-Hugh,  with 
thofe  of  Marmion  and  St.  Gtuintin,  to  be  veiled  in  the  earl  of  Pembroke;  yet  upon  refledion  of 
the  nature  of  the  defcent  of  a  Barony  in  Fee,  the  reader  will  moll  probably  fee,  that  fuch  a 
reprefetjtation  is  erroneous:  £6t  had  they  ever  been  fo  allowed  to  the  Herbert  family.  In  pre- 
ference to  the  heirs  of  Alice,  eldeft  of  the  fitters  and  coheirs  of  Richard  lord  Fitz-Hugh,  whofe 
fon,  George,  died  S.  P.  then  the  defcent  of  them  from  the  Herberts  would  be  in  the  heirs  of 
Charlotte,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Philip,  the  eighth  earl  of  Pembroke,  who  died  without  iflue 
male.    Which  Charlotte  married,  and  had  iflue,  as  in  the  Table  more  plainly  appears.

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Robert,  his  ion  and  heir,  had  livery  of  his  Iand3  i  and  afterwards, 
the  25th  of  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to  parliment  amongfl  the  barons 
of  the  realm,  and  fo  to  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  inclufive.  The  33d  of 
Edward  L  he  was  governor  of  Corfe  Caftle ;  and  the  34th,  made  a 
knight  of  the  bath  (by  Bathing),  with  prince  Exiward>  whom  he  at- 
tended in  the  expedition  then  made  into  Scotland.  The  ift  of 
Eklward  II.  he  was  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Winchefter,  and  was  alfo 
fteward  of  the  king's  houfehold ;  after  when  he  died,  viz.  the  9th  of 
Edward  II.  At  which  time  he  was  feifed,  jointly  with  Ifabel  liis  wife, 
of  the  manor  of  Stourton,  in  com.  Wilts,  leaving  Robert,  His  fbn  and 
heir,  then  about  twenty-eight*  or  thirtyf  years  of  age.     Which 

Robert,  the  loth  of  Edward  II.  was  in  the-wars  of  Scotland;  and 
the  1 6th  of  Edward  III.  had  command  to  provide  ten  men  at  arms, 
and  ten  archers,  for  the  king's  fcrvice  in  France';  and  the  19th  of 
Edward  III.  had  alfo  command  to  fit  himfelf  withhorfc  and  arms,  to 
attend  the  king  into  that  realm.  He  was  likewifc  fummoned  to  par- 
liament, from  the  ift  to  the  25th  of  Edward  III.  and  died  the  i8th 
of  the  fame  reign,  without  iflfue  male ;'  being  feifed  jointly  with  Ela* 
his  wife,  then  furviving,  of  certain  manors  in  the  counties  of  Doriet 
and  Somerfet,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  their  two  bodies,  law* 
fully  begotten ;  the  remainder  to  Robert,  fon  of  Richard  le  Grey,  of 
Codnor,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  of  the  faid  Robert,  fon 
of  Richard. 

Which  Robert  LE  Grey  was  a  younger  fon  of  Richard  le  Grey, 
of  Codnor;  and  having  thus  been  made  heir  to  the  Fitz-Pain  inherit- 
ance, aiTumed  the  faid  furname,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  the 
43d  of  Edward  III..  When  he  died  does  not  appear;  but  Dugdale>. 
in  his  Account  of  the  Poyning's  Family,  Vol.  II.  p.  135,  fays,  he  left 
an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Ifabel  (heir  alfo  to  Elizabeth,  her  mother,^

Robert,  fifth  fon  of  Richard  de  Tonbridgc,  carl  of  Clare,  being  in  "Wd.catre 
great  favour  with  Henry  I.  obtained  from  him  a  grant  of  the  barony 
of  Dunmow,  in  Eflex,  to  hold  to  himfelf  and  to  his  heirs ;  alio  the 
honour  of  Baynard's  Caftle,  in  the  city  of  London.*  And  having 
married  Maud,  daughter  of  Simon  de  St.  Lis,  earl  of  Huntingdon, 
died  34th  Henry  I.  anno  1134;  leaving  iflue  two  fbns,  Walter  and 
Simon;  to  the  laft  of  which  he  gaM:  Daventre>  in  Northamptonfhire^ 
And  the  faid 

Walter  was  his  fucceflbr;  who,  the  li^th  of  Henry  II.  upon  the 
aiTe^ment  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  certified  his  knights  fee» 
to  be  fixty-three  and  one  half  de  veteri  feofFamento,  and  three  and  a 
fourth  part  de  novo.  In  the  endeavours  of  John  carl  of  Moreton  (the 
king's  brother),  to  ieize  the  crown,  during  the  abfence  of  Richard  I. 
in  the  Holy  Land,  he  adhered  to  William  de  Longchamp,  bifhop  of 
Ely,,  who  had  been  left  governor  of  the  realm  ;  and  had  at  that  time 
the  cuftody  of  the  caftle  of  Eye,  co.  Suffolk.  He  was  twice  married: 
firft,  to  Maud  de  Lucy,*  with  whom  he  had  the  lordfliip  of  Difs,  in  *  Vid.  Lucy. 
Norfolk;  and,  fecondly,  to  Margaret  de  Bohun.     And  dying,  anxxo

Robert,  f3th  of  John,  upon  the  afTeiTment  of  the  fcutage  for  Scot- 
land, was  acquitted,  by  fpecial  writ,  for  iixty*three  knights  fees  and 
one  half,  of  his  own  inheritance ;  and  for  thirty  knights  fees  and  one 
third  part,  which  he  had  by  Gunnora  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of 
•  Vid.  Va-      Robert  de  Valoines.*    In  14th  of  John,  he  was  one  of  thofe  turbulent 

barons  in  oppoiition  to  the  king;  who  thereupon  caufed  his  caftle, 
called  Baynard's  Caftle,  to  be  demolifhed :  but  having  afterwards  be- 
haved with  furpriiing  gallantry  at  a  tournament  in  Normandy,  when, 
at  the  firft  courfe,  he  overthrew  his  rival,  both  horfe  and  man;  the 
king  (John),  who  was  there  prefent,  was  fo  pleafcd,  that  he  reilored 
him  to  his  barony,  and  gave  him  leave  to  repair  his  cadles.  He  was, 
however,  afterwards  one  of  thofe  barons  who  moft  zealoufly  oppofed 
the  king ;  and  was  conftituted  by  them  general  of  their  army,  under 
the  title  of,  "  Marfhal  of  the  army  of  God  and  the  church/*  He  was 
alfo  one  of  the  foremoft  in  that  imprudent  meafure,  of  inviting  over 
the  Dauphin  of  France ;  though  he  foon  found  caufe  to  repent  of  his 
advice,  and  to  declare  againil  Lewis.  He  was,  however,  on  the  part 
of  the  rebel  barons  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln,  where  they  were  defeated, 
and  himfelf  taken  prifoner.  Tet  he  did  not  long  continue  fo ;  for  the 
year  enfuing,  he  took'  upon  him  the  crofs,  and  went  to  the  Holy 
Land,  where  he  was  at  the  (lege  of  Damietta.  He  died  the  151th 
Henry  III.  ( ;  235),  leaving  Roefe,  his  fecond  wife,  furviving,  and  alio 
Walter,  his  fon,  and  Chriftiana,  his  daughter,  married  to  William  dc 
Mandevil,  earl  of  EiTex.     Which 

Walter  was  his  fucceflbr;  and  the  24th  of  Henry  III.  paid  300 
marks  for  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance ;  to  whom  (who  died 
the  4  2d  Henry  ItL)  fuccecded 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  3d  of  Edward  I.  (1275),  ^*^ 
liberty  to  pafs  away  the  inheritance  of  Baynard  Caftle  to  Robert  Kyi- 
wardby,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury, ;  who  tranflated  there  from  Hol- 
born,  the  pominican  or  Black-Friars.     But  neverthelefs^  he  referved 

to 
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to  himfelf  and  htt  heirs,  ^hatibever  rights,  privileges,  and  liberties' 
appertained  ta  his  barony,  fb  that  the  fame  Ihould  not  be  extinguilhed 
by  virtue  of  the  laid  conveyance:  for  thofe  rights,  privileges,  and 
liberties,  were  then  of  great  diilini^tron  and  importance. 

This  Robert  was  often  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland,  and  had 
iummons  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  of  Edward  I.  to  the  igth  of 
Edward  11.  inclafive,  about  which  time  he  died.     His  firft  wife  was 
*Alianor,  daughter  of  William  earl  Ferrers :  and  his  iecond,  Devorgil,  Eflex,  Vol.  n. 
one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  John  de  Burgh,  of  Lanvallei,f  by   ^'  ^f ®' 
whom  he  had  a  daughter,  Chriftian."     But  tallei/ 

Robert,  his  ion  and  heir,  by  his  firft  wife,  Alianor,  was  his  fuc- 
ce£br;  but  he  deceafed  foon  after,  viz.  1328,  the  2d  of  Edward  III. 
leaving  by  Joane  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  John 
de  Moulton,  of  Egremond,  John,  his  fon  and  heir.     Which  ^Eg^mom. 

JoHir  had  fumtnons  to  parliament,  from  the  15th  to  34th  Ed- 
ward III.  incluiive ;  and  having  married  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Henry 
lord  Percy,  deceafed  the  year  following,  anno  1361,  leaving 
'    Walter,  his  fbn  and  heir ;  who,  the  44th  of  Edward  III.  was  in 
the  expedition  then  made  into  Gafcoigne.     He  was  accounted  one  of 
the  moil  expert  foldiers  in  the  kingdom ;  and  did  very  great  fervice  in 
EiTex  againfl  the  rebels  under  Jack  Straw,  temp.  Richard  II.     He 
was  in  various  military  expeditions  made  into  France,  and  ia  that 
made  into  Caftile  under  John  duke  of  Lancafler;  as  alfo  in  feveral  fea 
engagements,  as  well  againft  the  French  as  the  Spaniards,  in  all  vsrhich 
his  courage  and  condu6l  were  eminently  confpicuous.     He  had  fum« 
mons  to  parliament,  from  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  to  the  9th  of  Ri- 
chard II.  incluiive;  and  died  the  next  year,  having  had  two  wives;    ' 
Alianor,  and  Philippa,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  de  Mohun,;{;  of  tVid.Mohcuii 
Duniler,  widow  of  Edward  duke  of  York.     By  which  lafl  he  left 

Walter^  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,,  from.

This  WALTfitt,  the  2  2d  of  Richard  11.  was  found,  upon  the  death 
of  Maud,  wife  of  llenry  Percy,  earl  of  Northumberland,  to  be  one  of 
her  next  heirs ;  viz.  fon  of  Walter,  fon  of  John,  fon  of  Joane*  one  of 
the  fillers  of  Margaret  de  Lucy,  mother  of  Anthony  de  Lucy,  brother 
to  the  faid  Maud.  The  3d  Henry  IV.  he  was  joined  with  Richard 
biihop  of  Worcefter,  and  John  earl  of  Somerfet,  in  an  embafiy  to 
Reginald  duke  of  Gueldres.  The  5th,  6th,  and  7th  of  Henry  IV.  he 
was  again  beyond  lea ;  but  about  two  years  after  deceafed,  leaving 
two  fons,  viz.  Humphrey,  who  died  in  his  minority,  and  Walter; 
alfo  a  daughter,  Eleanor.     Which 

Walter  was  an  aftive  pcrfon  in  the  wars  of  France  in  the  glorioug 
reign  of  Henry  V,  and  for  his  fervices,  had  certain  lands  in  Normandy 
beftowed  upon  him;  which,  for  default  of  iffue  male  in  Sir  John 
Cheney  (who  held  them  before),  had  come  to  the  crown.  It  feems 
he  was  only  theri  a  young  man ;  for  till  the  ift  of  Henry  VI.  he  had 
not  attained  his  full  age.     He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  -  *-  -  -  « 

..-•..-.  and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  the 

;rth  and  9th  of  Henry  VL  died  the  nth,  anno  143^,  leaving  the  faid 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  furviving,  who  died  the  14th  June,  4th  Ed** 
ward  IV.  when  her  heirs  were  foimd  to  be,  Elizabeth,  then  unmarried; 
Anne,  wife  of  Thomas  Ratcliffe,  efquire ;  and  Joane,  the  wife  of  Si* 
Robert  Fenys,  knight,  begotten  by  William  Maffey,  her  fecond  hui^ 
band.  So  fays  Dogdale.  But  according  to  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentaiy 
Precedents,  p.  26^,  267  (Fitz* Walter  Cafe),  it  is  there  ilated,  that 
Elizabeth  was  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  Walter  lord  Fitz- Walter,  and 
married  to  RatciifFe.  And  fo  indeed  docs  Dugdale  himfelf  afterwards 
allow,  in  Dinham ;  where  he  fays,  '*  Elizabeth,  widow  of  RatciifFe^ 
was  wife  of  John  lord  Dinham."

Thus  the  barony  of  Fitz- Walter  came  to  the  family  of  Ratclitfc, 
derived  from  the  ancient  branch  of  RatclifFe  of  RatclifFe,  in  the  county 
of  Lancafter,  in  the  pcrfon  of  Sir  John  RatclifFe,  a  banneret;  who  by 
Cecily,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Mortimer,  of  Attilborough, 
in  com.  Norfolk,  knight,  had  iifue  Sir  John  RatclifFe,  knight  of  the 
garter,  who  married  Catherine,  daughter  and  coheir  of  the  lord  Bur- 
nell  ;*  and  had  iflue  a  third  Sir  John,  who  married  Elizabeth,  heirefs  •  yi^.  Byf« 
of  Fitz- Walter ;  whofe  fon,  another  -  °^"- 

Sir  John,  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  baron  Fitz- Walter,  the 
ift  of  Henry  VI L  and  had  iffue 

Robert,  his  fuccefTor,  afterwards  created  vifcount  Fitz- Walter  and 
carl  of  Suirex;f  wherefore  the  barony  lay  dormant  in  the  faid  earldom  tVid#8affcK. 
until  the  deceafe  of  Robert,  fon  of  Henry  earl  of  SuiTex^  without  iifuej 
anno  1629,  ^^^^  ^^^  earldom  went  to  his  coufin,  Edward  Ratcliffe, 
the  next  earl ;  but  the  barony  of  Fitz- Walter  devolved  upon  the  de-* 
fcendants  from  Frances,  daughter  and  heir  of  the  faid  Henry  earl  of 
Suflcx,  by  Anne,  his  fecond  wife ;  which  lady  Frances  married  Sir 
Thomas  Mildmay,  of  Muliho,  in  EiTex,  knight,  and  had  iiTue  Sir 
Henry  Mildmay,  knight ;  who,  in  right  of  his  mother,  claimed  the 
faid  barony  in  parliament,  anno  1 640,  but  by  reafon  of  the  troubles 
then  afler  enfuing,  there  was  nothing  done  therein  till  after  the  refto- 
ration  of  Charles  II.  when  Henry  Mildmay,  efquire,  grandfon  and 
heir  of  the  iaid  Sir  Henry,  petitioned  the  king  for  the  faid  barony ; 
which  claim  being  continued  by  Benjamin  Mildmay,  brother  and  heir 
of  the  iaid  Henry,  it  was  at  laft  fokmnly  adjudged  to  him,  anno  1669. 
But  this  claim  met  with  much  oppofition  from  Robert  Cheeke, 
eiquire^  ion  of  Henry  Cheeke,  efquire,  who  married  Frances,  one  of 
the  iifters  and  coheirs  of  the  whole  blood  to  Edward  the  lafl:  earl  of 
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Stiflezj  who  died  S.P.  1641.  His  objedions  being,  firft,  that  o£  half^ 
blood  in  Mildmay ;  and>  fecondly,  that  the  barony  or  title  of  lord 
Fitz- Walter,  was  merged  and  extinfl  with  the  earldom.  But  upon 
full  debate,  and  mature  coniideration  had  therein,  it  was  refblved^ 
upon  the  queftion,  "  That  the  half-blood  could  not  be  any  impedi« 
ment  in  the  cafe  of  a  dignity:  and  that  although  a  baron  in  fee  iimpte 
be  created  an  earl,  the  barony  (hall  defcend  to  the  heir  general,  whe- 
ther or  not  the  earldom  continue  or  be  extinA?'*^ 

There  being  after  this  Ibme  doubt  as  to  the  place  and  precedency  of 
the  lord  Fitz-\V"alter,  the  fame  was  prefently  adjufted.     For,

before  fliewn),  to  parliament ;  but  only  enjoyed  his  peerage  a  (hort 
time,  dying  in  1679.  His  wife  was  Catherine,  daughter  and  coheir 
to  Thomas  vifcount  Fairfax,  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  by  whom  he 
had  five  fons;  viz.  Charles,  Benjamin,  Walter,  Robert,  and  William; 
which  laft  three  died  young :  alfo  three  daughters ;  Mary,  Elizabeth, 
and  Catherine,  who  died  in  their  infancy* 

Charles,  the  eldeil  fon,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  married  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  of  Charles  Bertie,  youngeft  fon  of  Montague  earl  of 
Lindfey,  but  died  in  1728,  without  iiTue;  wherefore  the  title  devolved 
upon  his  brother  Benjamin,  who,  the  14th  May,  17^0^  3d  George  IL 
was,  by  letters  patent,  created  vifcount  Harwich,  and  earl  Fitz- Wal- 
ter. He  was  alfo,  in  IJSS*  fwom  of  the  privy  council,  appointed  firft 
lord  commiffioner  of  trade  and  plantations ;  and,  in  17371  ^^^^^  conili-  Vid.  School- 
tuted  treafurer  of  the  king*s  houfehold.  He  married  lady  Frederica,  /^* 
eldeft  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Meinhardt  duke  of  Schomberg 
(widow  of  Robert  earl  of  Holdemefs),  and  had  iffue  a  ion,  Robert- 
Schombergh,  who  died  in  bis  infamy ;  and  departing  this  life  the  2gth 
February,  1756,  without  furviving  iflue,  the  vifcounty  and  earldom 
became  extind,  and  the  barony  of  Fitz- Walter  fell  into  abeyance 
among  the  numerous  repreientatives  of  the  five  daughters  and 
coheirefTes  of  Mary  Mildmay,  iifter  to  Benjamin,  the  firft  baron  Fitz- 
Walter  of  that  furname,  as  is  Ihewn  in  the  annexed  Table,

Amongst  others  to  whom  William  the  Conqueror  committed  the 
guardianlhip  of  the  Marches  of  Wales,  was  Guarine  de  Meer,  a 
branch  of  the  houfe  of  Lorraine;  which  Guarine  was  (herifF  of  Shrop- 
ihire^  i6th  Will.  Conq.  It  is  faid  of  him,  that  hearing  William, 
fitter's  fon  to  Pain  Pevcrel,  lord  of  Whittington,  in  Shropfliirc,  had 
two  daughters,  whereof  Mallet  was  one,  who  refolved  to  marry  none 
but  a  knight  of  great  prowefs;  for  which  purpofe  her  father  had 
appointed  fome  noble  young  men  ihould  meet  at  a  certain  place, 
where  he  who  performed  beft  Ihould  have  the  caflle  of  Whittington, 
and  his  daughter  iti  marriage ;  he  repaired  thither ;  and  fighting 
with  a  ion  of  the  king  of  Scotland,  and  alio  with  a  baron  of  Burgoy  ne, 
he  vanquiihed  them  both;  and  thereupon  obtained,  as  well  the  fair 
damfel,  as  the  caflle  of  Whittington.     By  her  he  had  ifiue 

FuLKE,  his  (on  and  heir ;  of  whom  it  is  related,  that  falling  out 

with  John,  fon  of  king  Henry  11.  at  a  game  of  chefs,  he  had  his  head 

broken  by  John  with  the  chefs  board,  but  in  return,  gave  him  fuch  a 

♦  Jofcc  dc       blow  as  almoft  killed  him.     Being  under  the  tutelage  of  one  Joos,*  a 

knight,  he  fell  in  love  with  his  daughter  Hawyfc,  and  married  her. 
When  he  died  is  not  certainly  known ;  but  he  had  iiTue  fix  fi)ns,  viz. 
Fulke,  William,  Guarine,  Philip,  John,  and  Alan.     Of  whom 

FuLKE  was  his  fucccflbr;  who,  the  7th  of  Richard  I.  gave  a  fine 
of  forty  marks  for  livery  of  the  caftle  of  Whittington.  He  was  the 
renowned  Fulke  j^^lb-Warine,  whofe  ftrange  and  various  fortune  in 
war  was  fo  much  admired  by  our  anceflors.  The  9th  of  John,  he 
gave  to  that  king  1200  marks,  and  two  palfreys,  for  the  marriage  of 
Maud,  daughter  of  Robert  Vavafour,  widow  of  Theobald  Walter,  with 

her 


her  inheritance ;  and  the  1 7th  of  John,  he  had  livery  of  the  dowry  of 
the  faid  Maud,  lying  in  Amundernefle,  in  com.  Lane. 

Moreover,  thisFulkc  married  a  lecond  wife,  called  Clarice;  and  the 
48th  of  Henry  IIL  being  in  the  battle  of  Lewes  on  the  king*s  part, 
he  was  there  drowned  in  the  adjacent  river.  Leaving  iflue,  Fulke,  his 
fon  and  heir,  and  Eve,  a  daughter,  who  became  fecond  wife  of  Lew- 
eline  prince  of  Wales*     Which 

F01-KE  having  performed  great  Services  againft  the  Wel(h,  obtained 
many  privileges  from  king  Edward  I.  whom  he  attended  into  Gaf- ,  , 
coigne  with  a  military  power,,  and  ferved  alfo  in  the  wars  of  Scotland^ 
The  zzd  Edward  I.  he  had  fummons,  amongft  divers  other  great 
men,  to  attend  the  king  with  his  advice,  touching  the  affairs  of  the 
nation ;  and  the  34th  of  the  fame  reign,  was  made  a  knight  of  the 
bath,  by  Bathing.  He  had  likewife  futnmons  to  parliament  amongfl: 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  zs^  Edward  I.  until  the  8th  of 
Edward  11.  inclufive;  about  when  he  died.  He  married  the  daughter  v 
to  Gryffin,  fon  of  Wenovcwyn,  with  whom  he  had  the  territory  of 
Balleileg ;  and  left  another 

•  Fulke,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  at  his  deceafe  was  in  the  wars  of 
France ;  when,  by  fpecial  favour,  Alianore  his  wife,  was  permitted  to 
have  livery  of  his  manor  of  Whittington,  until  his  return,  when  he^ 
might  perform  his  homage.  The  1 2th  of  Edward  11.  he  was  in  the 
wars  of  Scotland;  and  the  14th  of  Edward  II.  was  conftable  of  the 
king's  army,  then  advanced  againft  the  barons  in  infurreftion  under 
the  eari  of  Lancafter.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  9th 
of  Edward  II.  to  the  9th  of  Edward  III.  and  died  the  23d  Ed- 
ward lllJ  leaving  Fulke,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  "minority,  viz.. 
feven  years  old  and  upwards ;  and  a  daughter,  Mabel,  wife  of  John  ^

John,   his  fon  and    heir,   was   his  fuccelTor;    who,   the  32d   of 
Henry  VIII.  had  a  fpecial  livery  of  all  his  lands,  and  on  the  death  of 
Edward  VI.  vvas  one  of  the  firft  who  appeared  for  queen  Mary,  and 
was  afterwards  conftituted  one  of  the  commiflioners  for  the  ceremony 
of  her  coronation.     He  was  three  times  married :  firft,  to  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  Walter  Hungerford,   knight,^  by  whom  he  had    a 
daughter,  Elizabeth ;  fecondly,  to  Eleanor,  fifter  to  Thomas  Manners^ 
the  firft  earl  of  Rutland  of  that  furname,  by  whom  he  had  ifliie  four 
fons ;  viz.  John  lord  Fitz-Warine,  who  died  in  his  lifetime ;  Henry, 
and  Sir  George  Bourchicr,  who  was  made  general  of  the  forces  icnt  to 
fupprcfs  the  rebels  in  Munfter,  anno  158(3,  the  23d  of  Elizabeth;  and 
Fulke:  alfo  five  daughters;  viz.  Mary,  wife  of  Hugh  Wiat  of  Exeter; 
Cecilie,  of  Thomas  Peyton,  cuftomer  of  Plymouth ;  Elizabeth,  Mar- 
garet, and  Frances.     His  third  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir 

of 
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of  John  Donnington,  cfquirc,  widow  of  Sir  Richard  Long,  knight, 
by  whom  he  had  two  daughters  j  Sufanna,  and  Bridget,  who  married 
Arthur  Price,  of  Vaynor,  in  com,  Montgom,  Efquire.  And  deceafing 
the  3d  of  Elizabeth,  1560,  leaving  the  faid  Margaret  furviving,  he  was 
iucceeded  by 

William,  his  grandfon  (viz,  fon  of  his  faid  fon,  John  lord  Fitz* 
Warine,  by  Frances  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Kitfbn,  of  Hen- 
grave,  in  Suffolk,  knight.)  SVhich  William  had  fought .  in  the 
Netherlands  under  the  earl  of  Leicefter,  general  of  the  Englifli  forces 
fent  by  queen  Elizabeth  to  the  affiftance  of  the  Dutch.  As  nothing 
further  is  faid  of  him,  it  is  probable  he  lived  retired  in  the  country; 
as  he  died  at  his  manor  houfe  of  Tav^rtftock,  in  Devonfhire,  the  51ft 
James  I.  16:23.  His  wife  wa§  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Francis  earl  of 
Bedford ;  by  whom  he  had  two  Ions,  who  died  infants,  and  a  daugh- 
ter, who  died  unmarried;  and  alfo.his  fuccefTor, 

Edward,  who  was  made  a  knight  of  the  bath  at  the  creation  of 
Henry  prince  of  Wales,  in  1610,  and  became  fourth  earl  of  Bath. 
He  married,  firft,  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Oliver  lord  St.  John,  of  Blet- 
Iho,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  a  fon,  John,  who  died  an  infant ;  and  alfo 
three  daughters,  viz.  Elizabeth,   married  to  Bafil  earl  of  Denbigh ; 
Dorothy,  to  Thomas  lord  Grey  of  Groby,  fon  to  Henry  earl  of  Stam- 
ford;  and,  fecondly,  to  Guftavus  Mackworth,  by  whorb  Ihe  had  a 
daughter,  Mary,  married  to  a  gentleman  in  Lincolnfhire  ;*  and  Anne,    *  timber's 
to  James  earl  of  Middlefex;    and  after,   to  Sir  Chichefter   Wray,   Vol.i.p.iia 
baronet.     His  fecond  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Lovet, 
of  Lifcomb,  in  Bucks,  knight,*^  by  whom  it  does  not  appear  he  had 
any  children.     He  died  alfo  at  his  manor  of  Tawftock,  the  zd  March,

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22th  Charles  II.  anno  1306/  and  having  no  male  iflue,  was  fucceeded 
in  the  eardom  of  Bath  by  Sir  Henry  Bourchier,  knight  (fon  of  George, 
third  fon  of  John,  fecond  earl  of  Bath),  by  Martha  his  wife,  daughter 
of  William  lord  Howard  of  Effingham ;  which  earl  Henry  died  in 
1654,  of  whofe  ''  morofity  of  nature"  lord  Clarendon  makes  mention. 
His  wife  was  Rachel,  daughter  of  Francis  earl  of  Weftmoreland ;  but 
he  deceaied  without  iflue,  as  did  alio  feven  brothers  in  his  lifetime, 
whereby  the  earldom  of  Bath  became  eztind  in  this  family ;  but  the 
barony  of  Fitz-Warinei  as  a  barony  in  fee,  ieems  to  be  in  abeyance 
amongft  the  reprefentatives  of  the  three  daughters  and  coheirs  of  E^- 
ward^  the  fourth  earl  of  Bath,  who  died  anno  1336.

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-which  Thomas,  upon  a  partition  made  of  the  Verdon  lands,  the  i  Sth 
of  Edward  III.  amongft  other  manors,  there  was  allotted  to  him  the 
Qianor  of  Faraham,  in  com.  Bucks.<  In  the  20th  of  £>lward  III.  he 
vras  in  the  wars  of  France ;  and  was  in  the  glorious  vidory  obtained 
by  the  Englifh  army  over  the  French  at  Crefly.  When  he  died  is  not 
related,  only  that  he  had  no  iiTue;  and  having  been  fummoned  to 
parliament*  from  the  2Zd  to  the  38th  of  Eldward  III.  incluiive,  was

This  Thomas  Nevil,  who  married  Joane,  fole  daughter  and 
heir  of  William  lord  Furnival,  was,  in  her  right,  fummoned  to  par- 
liament by  that  title,  the  7th  of  Richard  II.  in  which  year,  making 
proof  of  her  age,  and  doing  his  fealty,  he  had  livery  of  her  inheritance  t 

S  This  manor  was  holden  by  the  fervice  of  finding  a  glove  for  the  king's  right-hand  on  the 
coronation  day,  and  to  fupport  his  left  arm  fo  long  as  he  held  the  royal  fceptre.  From  the 
Furnivals  it  palfed  to  the  Ncvils,  and  from  them  to  the  Talbots  carls  of  Shrcwlbury ;  who^ 
though  by  way  of  exchange,  they  farrcndered  up  this  manor  to  Henry  VIII.  yet  rcferved  that 
honourable  office  to  themfelves,  and  their  heirs  for  ever.

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but  (he  lived  not  long ;  for  the  zd  of  Henry  IV.  he  married  a  fecond  . 
wife,  viz.  Ankaret,  widow  of  Sir  Richard  Talbot,  knight,  fifter  of 
John,  fon  of  John  lord  Strange,  of  Blackmere.  During  the  reigns  of 
Richard  II.  and  of  Henry  IV.  unto  his  death,  be  was  intruded  with 
many  important  offices,  and  was  a  perfon  of  much  note.  Dugdale 
fays,  he  died  the  8th  of  Henry  IV.  yet,  by  the  fame  learned  and 
accurate .  author,  in  his  Writs  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  he  there 
flatcs  him  to  have  been  fummoned  from  the  7th  of  Richard  II.  to  the 
1 4th  of  Henry  IV.  inclufive. 

By  Joane,  his  firft  wife*"  aforefaid,'\kc  left  two  daughters,  his  next 
heirs,  viz.  Maud  and  Joane ;  which  Maud  married  the  celebrated  Sir 
John  Talbot,  who,  in  her  right,  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  lord 
Fumival,  and  was  afterwards  created  earl  of  Shrewfbury.  In  which 
title  this  barony  lay  for  two  centuries;  until,  by  the  death  of  Gilbert 
earl  of  Shrewfbury,  in  161 6,  without  iifue  male,  the  earldom  de- 
volved upon  the  next  heir  male,  and  the  baronies  in  fee  defcended  to 
his  three  daughters,  who  were  his  coheirs.  Of  whom,  Mary  married 
William  earl  of  Pembroke ;  Elizabeth,  Henry  carl  of  Kent ;  and 
Alethea,  Thomas  earl  of  Arundel ;  by  means  of  which  marriage,  the 
manor  of  Workfop,'  &c.  came  into  the  noble  family  of  the  Hoy^ards 
earls  of  Arundel,  and  dukes  of  Norfolk.

RoLLo,  or  Fpt'BERT^  was  chamberlain  to  Hobert  duke  of  Nor*- 
ipandy ;  and  of  bis  gift  had  the  caflle  and  honour  of  Croyi  in  Picardy^ 
from  whence  his  pofterity  aflumed  thp ir  furnajn^  (afterwards  written 
de  CKyp)    This  Rpllo,  or  Fulbert,  was  father  of 

JoHX  lord  de  Croy;  which  John  was  anceflor  to

poiTeiTed  divers  Iprdfhips  in  the  counties  of  Oxford  ^nd  Bucks ;  and 
the  faid  Anfchitii  was  progenitor  of 

Henrt  de  Gji£T^  who  >v^$  in  great  favour  with  Jlighfurd  I,  a$  is 

manifefled  from  the  grant  which  that  prince  made  to  hiiPf  of  the

Richard,  his  eldeft  fan,  for  hts  fignal  loyalty  to  king  John,  ^hen 
divers  banms  and  great  nobles  of  the  realm  were  in  rebellion  againil 
him,  had  the  lands  of  John  de  Humea,  in  LeicefteWhire,  and  Simon 
de  Canci,  in  Lincolnihire  (two  of  tbofe  rebel  barons) ,  conferred  upon, 
him.  In  the  loth  of  Henry  IIL  he  was  conflituted  governor  of  the 
liles  of  Guernsey,  Jerfey,  Aldemey,  and  Sarke  ;  of  which,  the  36th  of 
the  fame  king,  he  had  a  grant,  in  fee  farm,  for  40a  marks,  to  be  paid 
ycaxiy  into  the  king's  exchequer.  The  4:(d  Henry  III.  he  was  made 
conftabie  of  Dover  caftle,  and  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports.

His  firft  writ  of  fummons  is  io  the  27th  of  king  Edward  I.  yet  in  the  Claufe  fiolls  of  die 
Summons  of  the  OSth  of  the  (aid  king,  Edward  I.  there  is  the  name  of  Johannes  de  Giey>  of 
whom  no  other  account  or  notice  is  made, 
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gave  the  manor  of  Barton,  in  Rydalc,  in  com.  Ebor,  from  whom  it 
dcfcended  to  Edmund,  his  fon  and  heir;  and  from  him  to  Thomas, 
his  fon;  and  from  him  to  Ralph,  who,  the  aift  Henry  VL  being  of 
full  age,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  thereof. 

Richard,  the  eldeft  fon,  had  hvery  of  his  lands  the  fame  year  his 
father  died ;  viz.  2d  Edward  II.  and  had  lilccwife  fummons  to  par- 
liament, as  he  like  wife  had  from  thence  to  the  9th  of  Edward  III. 
He  was  often  employed  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and  France;  and 
intruded  with  feveral  high  offices.  The  7th  of  Eldward  III.  he  had 
fummons  to  attend  the  king  at  Newcaftle,  with  horfe  and  arms,  to 
march  againft  the  Scots ;  but  by  reaibn  of  his  debility,  had  a  fpe^ 
Vid.  Fit*.        cial  difpenfation  to  fpare  his  fervices.     Soon  after  which  he  died,  viz. 

the  9th  ©f  Edward  III.  leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  of 
age,  and  a  younger  fon,  Robert,  who  had  the  manor  of  Cherletdn 
Grey,  in  com.  Somerfet;  as  alfb  divers  other  lands  in  the  fame 
county,  and  in  Dorfetfliire,  by' virtue  of  a  fine  and  entail,  whereby 
for  want  of  iflue  male  of  Robert  Fitz-Pain,  the  faid  lands  were  fettled 
on  this  Robert  de  Grey,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  their  iiTue 
male. 

John,  the  cldcft  fon,  was  fucceffor  to  his  father.  He  fcrved  with 
great  reputation  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland ;  and  being  fo 
aAive  a  perfon,  was  holden  in  fuch  great  efteem  by  the  king  (Exi- 
ward  III.)  that  he  received  from  his  hands  an  hood  of  white  clothe 
embroidered  with  blue  men  dancing,  buttoned  before  with  great 
pearls ;  and  being  to  perform  military  exercifes  in  a  tournament  at  Can- 
terbury, he  had  alfo  accoutrements  of  Indian  filk  (whereon  the  arms 
of  Sir  Stephen  Cofyngton  were  painted),  given  to  him  by  the  king. 
The  33d  of  Edward  III.  he  was  made  governor  of  the  town  and  caftle 
of  Rochefter  for  life.  But  after  all  his  military  employments,  the 
39th  of  Edward  III.  he  obtained  licence  to  go  on  a  pilgrimage ;  and 
the  45th  of  Edward  III.  being  grown  very  aged,  he  had  a  fpecial 
•  diipenfation  from  the  king,  to  exempt  him  from  coming  to  parliament 
and  councils,  to  which  he  had  been  fummoned  from  the  9th  of  Ed- 
ward 
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iKrafd  III.  When  he  died  does  not  appear  :^  but  he  is  faid  to  have 
had  two  fons>  Hcniy  and  John^  and  a  daughter^  Alice,  wife  of  WiU 
liam,  fbn  of  Sir  Adam  de  Everingham,  of  Laxton,  in  com.  Notts, 
Which  Henry  and  John>  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  were  both  in  the 
expedition  then  made  into  France,  and  of  the  retinue  of  John  of 
Ghenti  duke  of  Lancailer.  The  faid  Henry  died  in  his  father's  Hfc> 
and  left  iilbe 

Richard,  who  fucceeded  his  grandfather;  and  the  17th  and  ^ift 
of  Richard  II.  was  in  the  wars  of  France.  The  4th  of  Henry  IV. 
was  admiral  of  the  king's  fleet  northwards;  and  the  8th  of  Henry  IV. 
was  made  copftable  of  Nottingham  caflle,  and  chief  ranger  of  the 
foreft  of  Shircwood  for  life.  He  was  a  perfon  of  cfpecial  note,  and 
employed  as  ambaflador  to  Scotland  and  France  on  feveral  important 
occafions;  and  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  17th  of 
Richard  II.  to  the  4th  of  Henry  V*  incluiive,  died  the  6th  of  Henry  V. 
and  was  buried  at  Aylesford,  in  Kent.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  one 
of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  Ralph  lord  Bafiet,  of  Sapcoate,*  whom  *  Y'^*  ^^^* 
he  left  iurvivingy  and  John,  bis  fon  and  heir.     Which 

John  had  livery  of  his  lands  the  fame  year  as  his  father  died,  and 
alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  8th  of  Henry  V.  to  the  7th  of 
Henry  VI.  inclufive ;  but  died  the  9th  of  Henry  VI.  without  iflue, 
leaving 

Hekry,  his  brother  and  heir,  twenty-five  years  of  age,  who,  the 
fame  year  had  livery  of  his  lands;  and  having  married  Margaret^  one  Vid.Baflctof 
of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  Henry  Perci,  of  Athol,  the  nth 
Henry  VI.  fhared  in  the  inheritance  of  his  lands.  This  Henry  lord 
Grey,  of  Codnor,  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  9th  to  the 
j20th  of  Henry  VI.  inclufive;  and  died  17th  July,  zzd  Henry  VI. 
leaving  Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  nine  years  of  age.     Which 

Hejney,  when  he  g;rew  up,  much  affeded  the  ftudy  of  chymiftry ; 

■  He  moft  likely  deceafcd  circ.  l6th  Richard  II.  for,  in  Dugda1e*8  Writs  of  Summons  ta 
Parliament,  he  is  named  from  the  Qth  of  Edward  III.  to  the  l6lh  of  Richard  II.  inclufive. 
After  wiiefi>  the  Dcxt  mentioned  is  Richard  de  Grey,  his  fucoeflbr^  the  l^tb  Richard  II.. 
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and  the  3d  of  Edward  IV.  obtained  a  licence  from  the  king  to  prac- 
tife  the  tranfmntation  of  metals.  He  had  alio  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  38th  of  Henry  VI.  to  the  13th  of  Henry  Vlf.  when  he  died 
without^  legitimate  iffuc ;  whereupon  the  manor  and  caftle  of  Codnor, 
with  other  lands^  deicended  to  Elizabeth^  his  attnt  and  heir,  wife  of 
Sir  John  Zouche,  knight,  a  younger  fon  to  William  lord  Zouche,  df 
Haryngworth ;  but  this  line  of  Zouche  never  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment  amongft  the  barcms  of  the  realm. 

Leland,  in  Vol.  VIII.  p.  97,  fays,  '*  the  laft  lord  Grey  of  Codnor, 
left  three  daughters,  whereof  one  was  married  to  Sir  Rowland  Lett- 
talle^  of  Notynghamfhire;  another  to  Newport,  in  Shropshire ;  and 
the  third  to  one  Souche,  a  younger  brother  of  the  houfe  of  the  lord 
''  Souches.     Thes  three  had  the  lord  Grrayes  landes  in  copartioii, 
^'  whereof  the  lordfhip  of  Ailesford,  in  Kent,  and  How  Hundred,  was 
"  parte.     There  were  fome  of  the  lord  Grayes  of  Codnor,  byritd  at 
*'  Ailesford  Freres."

This  John,  the  33d  of  Henry  III.  was  juftice  of  Chefter ;  and  the  jq^h^ 
40th  of  the  fame  reign,  being  then  an  aged  knight,  and  much  eileemed 
for  his  valour,  as  alfb  chief  of  the  king's  council,  yet  being  weary  of 
the  vanities  of  the  court,  withdrew  himfelf  therefrom:  but,  never- 
thelefs,  the  next  year  he  was  made  governor  of  Shrewfbury  caftle,  and 
the  year  following  conftable  of  Dover  cafUe ;  and  was  afterwards  one 
of  the  barons  who  undertook,  that  king  Henry  fhould  {land  to  the 
determination  of  Lewis  king  of  France,  touching  certain  differences 
then  exifting.  Moreover,  he  flood  loyal  to  Henry  during  the  war 
with  the  rebel  barons;  and  after  their  fignal  defeat  at  the  battle  of 
Evelham,  was  made  flicriff  of  the  counties  of  Nottingham  and 
Derby.  His  wife  was  ^the  lady  Joane  Peyvrc,  widow  of  Pauline 
Peyvrc  (a  great  man  in  that  age) ;  and  dcceafing  the  50th  Henry  III, 
left  iiTue  a  fon,  Reginald,  and  a  daughter,  married  to  Robert  de  Tat- 
fliall.     Which 

Reginald,  his  fon  and  heir,  in  regard  of  his  faithful  fervices  to  Reffinald 
the  king,  obtained  the  favour  to  have  a  fpecial  livery  of  all  his  father's 
lands,  though  he  had  not  then  done  his  homage.  In  the  9th  of  Ed- 
ward I.  he  was  juftice  of  Chefter ;  and  merited  fo  well,  that  for  his 
nianifold  fervices,  he  had  part  of  the  honour  of  Monmouth  given  to 
him  by  the  king;  and  in  further  confideration  of  his  fervices,  obtained

His  wife  was  Maud,  daughter  and 
heir  of  William  lord  Fitz-Hugh,  by  Hawis,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Hugh  de  Longchamp,'^  a  great  baron,  whofe  principal  feat  was  at 
Wilton  Caftle,  in  Herefordfhire ;  which  thereby  came  to  this  family ; 
and  dying,  circ.  2d  of  Edward  IL  was  fucceeded  by  his  ion  and  heir, 
John,  then  forty  years  of  age/ 

John,  Which  John,  during  his  father's  life,  was  an  aAive  perfon  in  the 

king's  fervice.  The  i  oth  of  Edward  II.  he  was  made  juflice  of  North 
Wales,  and  governor  of  Carnarvon  caftle,  and  fcrved  in  the  wars  of 
Scotland  of  that  reign,  but  died  the  17th  of  Edward  IL  having  been 
fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  ^d  to  the  i6th  Edward  IL  Being 
then  feifed,  amongft  other  pofleflions,  of  the  manor  of  Eibon  Grey,  in 
Wilts,  and  the  caflle  of  Ruthyn,  in  North  Wales.

Summons.  Being  abroad  in  the  French  wars  at  the  time  of  his  fucceffion,  and 

therefore  not  able  to  come  to  claim' his  inheritance  fb  foon  as  accuf- 
tomably  he  ihould  have  done,  king  Edward  IIL  the  firft  year  of  his 
reign,  in  refpeA  of  his  eminent  iervices,  remitted  him  a  debt  he  owed 
to  the  exchequer.  But  further  of  him  very  little  occurs,  only  his  deaths 
the  1 6th  of  Edward  IIL     By  Anne  his  wife,  dai;igly:er  and  heir  of

'  Dugdale  writes,  that  beiidea  this  John,  his  fon  and  herr>  he  had  a  daughter,  Joan;,  wife  of 
Ralph  lord  Bafiet,  of  Drayton  j  and  a  brother,  John,  who,  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  was  in  the 
king^s  fervice  in  Scotland.  Yet,  under  Baflet,  Vol.  L  p.  379*  ^^  osakea  the  laid  Joan^ daughter 
of  John  de  Grey,  jufiice  of  Cheflen  ' 
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"Ralph  ^cklcy,  by  Eliiabcth  his  wife,  daughtcr.of  Williafn  Clare  (a

This  RiCHARDr  at  his  father's  death  was  very  young;  fo  that  until  Richard, 
the  3d  of  Henry  V.  no  notice  is  made  of  him,  when  he  was  with 
Thomas  Beaufort,  earl  of  Doriet  (the  king's  uncle  and  lieutenant  of 
Normandy),  in  an  expedition  then  made  thither.  He  does  not  appear 
to  have  bad  fummons  to  parliament,  but  to  have  died,  anno  1442^ 
the  20th  of  Henry  VI.  leaving  Margaret,  his  fecond  wife,  furviving;

general  of  the  king's  army  for  that  expedition.  His  name  only  occurs 
the  1 2th  of  Henry  VII.  as  having  iiimmons  to  parliament ;  nor  is  the 
time  of  his  death  dated,  but  that  he  was  buried  in  the  White  Friers 
in  London.*  His  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  E^imund  earl  of  Kent,, 
by  whom  he  left  his  ion  and  heir, 

.  Edmund,  who,  the  ift  of  Henry  VIII.  had  fummons  to  parlia* 
ment,  but  died  foon  after;  tiz.  3d  Henry  VIIL  His  wife  was^ 
Florence,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Ralph  Haftings,*  third  brother 
of  William 'firft  lord  Haftings;  by  whom  he  had  iflue  four  fbns,  tit. 
George,  Thomas,  and  Richard,  who  all  died  fucceiUvely  S.  P.^ 
and 

William,  who  thereby  became  heir  to  the  eftate  and  honour ; 
and  the  20th  of  Henry  VIII.  had  a  fpecial  livery  of  his  lands.  He 
early  diftinguilhed  himfelf  as  a  foldier,  and  has  left  a  conliderable  fame 
to  pofterity.  Of  him  it  is  laid,  that  as  Hannibal  was  fworn  an  enemy 
to  Rome  .at  nine  years  old,  fo  my  lord  Grey  was  bred  one  to  France 
at  fourteen. 

His  great  conduA  won  him  much  efteem.  His  civility  to  ftrangers 
was  obferv^ble;  his  bounty  to  his  followers  eminent;  his  {kill  in  war* 
fara  confpicuous;  whofe  end  he  faid  was  victory,  and  the  end  of 
ridory  noblenefs,  made  up  of  pity  and  xnunificence.  Being  governor 
cf  Guifnca,  which  was  bcfiegcd  by  the  French  after  their  taking  of 
Calais,  he  defended  it  with  great  valour ;  but  the  garrifon,  through 
defpair,  mutinying,  he  was  obliged  to  furrender  the  place ;  and  being 
thereby  made  a  priibner,  he  ruined  his  fortune  to  pay  his  ranfbm,  viz» 
;24,ooo  crowns.     Dugdale  fays^  he  was  attainted;  but  for  what  caufe

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does  not  mention.^    He  was,  however^  reftored  in  blood  the  ift  of 
f^izabeth. 

Hating  lived  to  all  the  great  purpofcs  of  life  but  fclf-int?reft,  he 
deceafed,  anno  the  5th  of  Elizabeth,  1563;  to  the  public  fofrow  of 
England,  which  he  fecured,  and  to  the  joy  6f  Scotland,  which  he 
awed.  On  this  occafion  it  was  remarked,  ''  that  on  the  &me  daj 
died  the  greateft  fdiolar,  and  the  greateft  foldier  of  the  nobility;" 
meaning,  Henry  Manners,  earl  of  Rutland,  as  the  firft ;  and  William 
lord  Gi^y  de  Wilton,  as  the  laft.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament 
fiom  the  ^ift  of  Henry  VUL  to  the  6t;h  of  Philip  and  Mary,  and  was 
a  Kr.  Q.  His  wife  was  Mary,  datxghter  of  Charles  earl  of  Worcefter, 
by  whom  he  had  ifliie,  Arthur  and  William;  and  a  daughter,  Honora, 
who  married  Henry  Denny,  eiquirc.     Of  the  fons, 

Arthur  fucceeded  his  father  in  honour,  but  in  a  fmall  eftate  Arthur. 
(mudi  diminifhcd,  as  before  ohferved),  which  by  his  valotp:  he  en« 
deavonred  to  advance;  being  initiated  into  feats  of  war  under  his 
martdal  father  at  the  iiege  ofLeith,  anno  1560,  where  he  was  wounded  '  i . 
in  the  flioulder,  which  infpirited  him  with  an  antipathy  to  the  Scots. 
He  was  afterwards  fent  over  lord  deputy  into  Ireland,  anno  1580,  where  . 
he  unfortunately  fought  the  rebel  Irifh  at  Gtandilough,  to  the  great 
lofs  of  ElQglifli  blood ;  which  made  many  commend  his  courage  above 
his  condud,  until  he  recovered  his  credit,  and  finally  fupprefled  the 
rebellion  of  Defmond.  Which  rendered  his  name  (with  other  mili- 
taiy  exploits),  more  famous  as  a  foldier  even  than  his  father.  He  vvas 
the  patron  of  the  poet  Spencer,  at  the  time  he  was  lord  deputy  in 
Ireland;  and  was  much  commended  for  bis  diipatch,  refolution,  and 
for  his  prudence  in  public  affairs.  He  was  a  knight  of  tlie  garter,  as 
his  father  had  been ;  and  was  alio  fummoned  to  parliament,  froni  ihe 
8th  to  the  35th  of  queen  Elizabeth,  in  which  year  he  died.  His 
iecond  wife  was  Jane  Sibylla,  daughter  of  Sir  Ridhard  Morifon,  knight, 
and  relid  of  the  earl  of  Bedford ;  by  whom  he  had  Thomas,  his  ion

and  heir,  and  a  daughter,  Bridget,  who  married  Sir  Rowland  Egerton; 
afterwards  created  a  baronet.  But  by  Dorothy,  his  firft  wife,  a  natural 
daughter  of  Richard  Lord  Zouche,  of  Haryng worth,  he  had  an  only 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married  Sir  Francis  Godwin,,  knight.""  He 
was  therefore  fuccecded  by 

Thomas,  his  only  fon,  aforefaid,  who  was  a  very  promiiing  young 
man ;  but  became  tinAured  with  the  fai^ions  of  the  Puritan  party,, 
and  engaged  in  thofe  myfterious  intrigues  which  were  called  ''  Ra- 
leigh's Conipiracy.'*  Carte,  the  apologift  of  the  Stuarts,  fays,  "  He 
had  engaged  with  Cobham  and  Raleigh,^  not  to  admit  James  to  the 
throne  of  England  unleis  upon  certain  terms  ;*^  and  that  he  was  via» 
lent  and  furious  in  his  paffion,  and  hated  by  the  people  for  his  enmity 
to  the  earl  of  EiTez,  and  his  outrage  to  the  earl  of  Southampton/ 
Carte  proceeds  to  fay,  he  entered  into  the  plot,  being  deiirous  at  any 
rate  to  get  liberty  of  confcience  for  the  Puritans.  He  was  arretted,. 
izth  July,  1603.  His  trial,  with  that  of  lord  Cobham,^  was  boldei^ 
at  Winchefter,  November  35th  and  i?6th  following.  Sir  Dudley 
Carleton  fays,  that  after  the  mean  and  abjeA  defence  of  Cobham^ 
''  Grey,  quite  in  another  key,  began  with  great  aflurahce  and  alacrity;

telling  the  lords,  the  judges,  and  the  king*s  counfel,  their  duties,  in  a 
long  fpeech ;  and  kept  them  the  whole  day  to  fubtle  traverfes  and 
fubterfuges:  but  the  evidence  that  he  was  acquainted  with  the  iiip- 
prife  of  the  king,  was  too  confpicuous,  by  Broke*3  and  Markham's 
confefiions.  The  lords  (continues'  Sir  Dudley),  were  long  ere  they 
could  all  agree,  and  loth  to  come  out  with  fo  hard  a  cenfure  againOr 
him ;  moil  of  them  ftrove  with  themielves,  and  would  fain,  as  it 
'feems,  have  difpenfed  with  their  confciences  to  have  fhewti  him 
favour.  After  Sentence,  when  he  was  afked  what  he  would  fay  againft 
its  being  denounced?  he  replied^  '^  I  have  nothing  to  fay;^  yet  a  word 

of  Tacitus  comes  in  my  mouth : 

... 

"  Noa  cadem  oamibus  dbcora.** 

"  The  houie  of  Wilton*  have  fpent  many  lives  in  their  princess  fervicc, 
and  Grey  cannot  aik  his/* 

It  feems,  that  after  an  infulting  farce  of  bringing  the  convidled 
eonfpirators  to  the  fcaffold,  and  after  an  inexpreflible  aggravation  of 

« 

cruelty,  in  the  ceremony  of  the  preparation  for  execution,  and  ia 
minute  expectation  of  the  catafirophe,  the  tragedy  being  worked  up 
to  the  highef):  point,  a  pardon,  as  tx>  their  lives,  was  produced ;  and 
Grey  wds  remanded  back  to  the  Tower,  therc  to  remain  during  plea* 
fure,  where  he  lingered  until  he  died,  the  6th  July,  161 4,  without 
iffu^.  His  forfeited  eftates  at  Whaddon^  in  Buckinghamfhire,  were, 
after  his  attainder^  leafed  out  to  his  mother;  and  after  his  deatkj 
granted  in  fee  to  the  new  favourite,  George  Villiexs,  duke  of  Buck- 
ingham. 

'  His  only  brother,  WilHam,  died  before  him,  in  1605,  ST.  P. ;  and 
his  heir  was  his  fifler  (of  the  whole  blood),  Bridget,  wife  of  Sir  Row- 
land Egerton,  of  Elgerton,  in  Chefliire ;.  whofe  intereft,  according  to 

.  *  Wilton  Caftle,  on  the  banks  of  the  Wye^  in  HcrsiordihiTt,  had'been  ih  the  lad  ruign  (Eli* 
zabetb),  in  confeqaence  of  pecuniary  diflre(re8>  caufed  by  the  large  fum  raifed  to  pay  the  ranfom 
^f  William  lord  Grey  de  Wilton,  fold  by  the  faid  William,  or  Arthur  lord  Grey,  to  their  coufin, 
ti)e  honoarable  Charles  Brydges,  anceAor  to  the  dukes,  of  Chandos.  Oh  the  deccafe  of  the  fir  ft 
dnkcj,  it  was^  together  witit  other  large  eftates  in  that  neighbourhood,  fold  to  Guy's  hofpital.

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Carte,  'in^tfae  eftates  was  purcbafad  by  Villicrs,  by  the  payment  of 
above  £,iiiOOOf  and  the  procuring  him  the  patent  of  a  baronet. 
Viliiers  himfelf  being  foon  after  created  baron  of  Whaddon>  the  man«- 
Hon  of  the  Greys. 

Thus  unfortunately  terminated  the  male  line  of  the  illuftrious 
family  of  Grey  of  Wilton.  But  in  the  female  line,  Sir  Thomas  Eger- 
ton,  baronet,  defcended  from  the  aforefaid  Sir  Rowland  Egerton,  the 
honour  of  the  family  has  been  continiied  down  and  recognited ;  his 
majefty,  the  pfefent  king,  George  III.  having  been  pleaied  to  create 
liim,  by  letters  patent^  15th  May,  I784>  lord  Grey  de  Wilton ;  dna 
fince,  by  further  letters  patent,  to  elevate  him  to  the  dignity  of  an  earl, 
2$th  June,  1801,  a  degree  of  rank  and  dignity,  not  before  attained  to 
by  any  of  his  anceftors  of  the  Wilton  branch.

Reginald,  his  fon,  who  fucceeded  him;  who  was  famous  for  his 
difputes  with  Owen  Glendowr,  concerning  the  iituation  of  their  lands>^ 
by  whom  he  was  at  length  overpowered,  taken  priibner,  and  obliged 
to  pay  a  great  fum  for  his  redemption.  He  had  alio  a  great  contelt 
in  the  court  of  chivalry  with  Sir  Edward  Haftings>  touching  the  title  , 
of  lord  Haftings,  and  bearing  the  arms  of  Haftings ;  which  by  a  final 
fentence,  the  i  ith  of  Henry  IV.  were  adjudged  to  him  and  his  heirs  ; 
and  the  faid  Sir  Edward  Hailing^  thenceforth  prohibited  to  bear  them.. 
After  this,  the  4th  of  Henry  V.  he  was  retained  to  ferve  the  king  ia 
the  wars  of  France;  and  the  feme  year  ferved  him  in  his  fleet  at  fea;.

brated  battles  of  Agincourt,  temp.  Henry  V.  and  of  Vernoul,  the  3d 
of  Henry  VL  when  his  father  being  alfo  preient,  they  participated  in 
.  the  honour  of  that  fignal  vi Aory.  When  he  died  does  not  Ciertainly 
appear ;  but  it  was  in  his  father's  lifetime.  His  wife  was  Conftance,

GREY  LORD  POWIS  AND   EARL   OF  TANKERFILLE. 

Asms — 6.  a  lion  Rampant  within  a  Border  I-  grailed,  Ar. 

The  occaiion  whereby  this  honour  came  to  the  family  of  Grey, 
was  by  the  marriage  of  Sir  John  Gret,  knight  (fon  of  Sir  Thomas 
Grey,  of  Berwyke,  in  com.  Northumb.  by  Jane  (or  Anne),  his  wife, 
daughter  of  John  lord  Moubray),  with  Joane,  elded  of  the  two 
daughters,  and  coheirs,  of  Edward  Charlton,  lord  Powis.*     Which 

Sir  John,  the  ad  of  Henry  V.  was  with  that  king  at  the  fiege  of  P^^»» 
Caen,  in  Normandy,  and  was  a  man  of  gitat  a<%ion  in  his  time.  The 
4th  of  Henry  V.  in  confideration  of  bis  iignal  fervices  in  the  wars  of 
France,  the  king  gave  him  the  lordihip  of  Tilye,  iii  Normandy,  then 
forfeited  by  Sir  Philip  Harcourt,  knight,  who  was  an  adherent  to  the 
king's  enemies.  Moreover,  in  the  6th  of  Henry  V.  he  had  a  grant  of 
the  earldom  of  Tankerville,  to  hold  by  homage,  and  delivery  of  an 
helmet  at  the  caftle  of  Roan,  on  the  Feaft  of  St.  George.  He  was 
alfo  a  knight  of  the  garter ;  but  the  9th  of  Henry  V.  he  was  unfor- 
tunately llain  in  that  engagement  with  the  French  at  Baugy  Bridge, 
with  the  duke  of  Clarence,  and  divers  others  of  the  Englifh  nobility. 
To  this  John,  by  the  aforeiaid  Joan  his  wife,  fiicceeded 

Henrt,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  being  young  at  the  time  of  his  2dEari. 
father's  death,  had  not  livery  of  his  lands  imtil  the  aoth  of  Henry  VI. 
Yet  the  fourth  year  of  that  reign  he  was  knighted  by  John  duke' of 
Bedford;  at  which  time,  alfo,  the  king  himfelf  received  the  fame 
honour  at  Leicefter.  But  of  this  Henry  Ycry  little  notice  is  made;  for 
it  feems  he  died  fliortly  after,  viz.  the  zSth  of  Henry  VI.  leaving  by 
Antigone  his  wife,  natural  daughter  of  Humphrey  dukc^  of  Gloucefter, 
a  fon,  Richard ;  and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married  Sir  Roger 
Kynafton,  fourth  fon  of  Griffin  Kynafton,  of  Stocks,  in  com.  Salop,- 
cf<^uire«

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sdEarl.  Which  Richard  was  fucceiTor  to  his  father,  being  then  about 
fourteen  years  of  age.  But  afterwards  adhering  to  the  houfe  of  York, 
be  with  divers  others  were  attainted,  the  38th  of  Heiuy  VI.  foon  after 
when  he  deceafed,  viz.  the  6th  of  Edward  IV.  and  was  fucceeded  by 
John,  his  fon  and  heir  (by  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  James  lord 
Audley),  in  the  barony  of  Powis ;  for  the  earldom  became  not  only 
forfeited  by  the  attainder,  but  France  being  loft  to  the  Englifh  crown, 
the  title  of  Tankerville  (bared  the  fame  fate. 

This  John,  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death,  was  only  fix  years  of 
age;  but  the  aoth  of  Edward  IV.  he  obtained  livery  of  his  lands 
without  making  proof  of  his  age;  and  the  zzd  of  Edward  IV.  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  and  fb  to  the  9th  of  Henry  VII.  1494,  the 
period  of  his  death.  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  died  anno  1504,  aged 
nineteen ;  leaving  Edward,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  only  one  year  old. 

Which  Ei^WAitD,  the  15th  of  Henry  VIII.  was  with  the  duke  of 
Suffolk  in  the  expedition  then  made  into  France;  and  was^at  the 
taking  of  Bray,  and  other  places  then  won  from  the  French.  But  of 
''him  nothing  further  worthy  of  notice  is  recorded.  He  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  from  the  21ft  of  Henry  VHI.  to  the  5th  of  Edward  VI. 
when  he  died  without  legitimate  ifiue ;  and  was  the  laft  baron  Powis 
of  the  Grey  family.  His  wife  was  Anne,  one  of  the  daughters  of 
Charles  Brandon,  duke  of  Suffolk ;  who  furviving  him,  became  the 
wife  of  Handle  Hauworth,  efquirc. 

But  by  one  Jane  Orwell,  the  faid  EMward  lord  Powis  had  iiTue, 
Edward  Grrey,  a  natural  fon,  and  alio  three  natural  daughters ;  yiz. 
Jane,  Anne,  and  -----  on  whom  lucceffively  (in  cafe  of  default  of 
lawful  ifTue  of  his  own  body),  he  entailed  the  chief  part  of  his  eftatcs, 
compofing  the  barony  of  Powis. 

Since  this  time  much  uncertainty  has  prevailed  refpefting  the  right 
to  the  inheritance  of  the  title :  it  being  contended  on  one  hand,  that 
Richard  lord  Powis,  who  died  the  6th  of  Edward  IV:  betides  his  fon 
and  fuccefTor,  John,  left  a  daughter,  named  Elizabeth,  who  married 
Sir  John  Ludlow;  who  by  her  had  iffue  two  daughters  and  coheirs,  viz. 

Anne 
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Aane  and  Alice  Ludlowc,  who  married  Thomas  and  Humphrey  Ver- 
non ;  but  on  the  other,  it  is  objeAed,  that  the  fald  Richard  lord  Powris 
had  not  a  daughter  Elizabeth,  married  to  Ludlow,  but  had  a  fifter 
Elizabeth,  who  married  Sir  Roger  Kynafton,  knight. 

It  appears,  however,  that  anno  1584  (which  is  the  firft  notice  taken 
of  Elizabeth  in  the  herald's  books),  Henry  Vernon  (defcended  from 
the  aforefaid  Vemons),  petitioned  queen  Elizabeth,  fetting  forth  hi^ 
claim  to  the  barony  of  Powis ;  the  matter  was  referred  tr^  lord  trea- 
furer  Burleigh,  mafter  of  the  court  of  wards,  and  the  earl  of  Leicefter, 
deputy  earl  marfhal  under  the  earl  of  Shrcwfbury.  Thole  two  lords 
join  in  a  letter,  dated  September  22^,  1584,  to  Cooke,  clarencieux 
(garter  being  then  vacant),  and  Glover,  Somerfet  herald,  requiring 
them  to  examine  into  the  proof  of  Mr.  Vernon's  claim,  and  to  certify 
their  opinion.  And  by  a  report,  dated  Odlober  i^d,  1584,  they  cer- 
tified that  they  had  examined  into  the  -defcent  of  the  Powis  family^ 
and  after  fcarching  all  the  records  and  books  of  the  office,  they  find 
that  none  of  the  lords  Grey  of  Powis  had  a  daughter,  except  Henry, 
who  had  a  daughter,  named  Elizabeth,  married  to  Sir  Roger  Kynafton, 
from  whom  the  Kynaftons  of  Hordley  are  defcended. 

After  this,  viz.  in  March  1731-2,  John  Kynafton^  efquire,  laid 
claim  to  this  barony,  as  lineal  heir  of  Edward  Kynafton,  of  Hordley, 
next  coufin  in  blood,  and  heir  of  Edward  the  laft  lord  Grey  of  Powys. 
But  he  was  oppofed  by  Sir  Nathsmiel  Curzon,  baronet  (defcended 
from  the  Vernons,  as  in  the  annexed  Table  is  more  fully  ihdwn),  and 
reftiog  his  pretentions  on  the  ground  of  being  nearer  in  blood  to  the 
faid  Edward  lord  Powys;  that  is,  from  Elizabeth,  daughter,  and  at 
length  hetr  of  Richard  lord  Powis;  whereas  Mr.  Kynafton  claimed 
from  Elizabeth,  fifter  to  the  faid  Richard.  And  in  fupport  of  this 
pofition>  Sir  Nathaniel  adduced

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To  the  firft,  it  was  anfwcred  by  Mr.  Kynafton,  that  in  Hilary  Tcrra^ 
a7th  Elizabeth,  1585^  in  a  caufe  in  the  court  of  wards  (inter  Vernon 
and  Grey  the  Baftard),  the  court  of  wards,  by  a  folemn  decree,  recit- 
ing that  the  faid  three  inquiiitions  had  been  traverfed,  and  in  due  form 
avoided,  declared  all  thefe  inquifitions  infuf&dient. 

To  the  fecond  head  it  was  obferved,  that  it  was  apprehended  thefe 
verdi6b  would  not  afFed  Mn  Kynafton ;  as  the  then  Mr.  Kynailon^ 
nor  any  peribn  under  whom  he  claims,  are  not  made  parties  to  the 
fuits,  and  as  fuch  the  verdii^s  were  to  be  coniidered  as  ''  res  inter  alios 
aAa." 

On  the  third  head  it  was  aiTerted,  it  did  not  appear  that  the  Ver- 
nons  (from  whom  Sir  Nathaniel  derived  himfelf),  by  any  of  their 
difputes  enjoyed  any  part  of  the  lord  Pov^ys*  eflate,  excepting  a  fmall 
portion,  part  of  which  being  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Curzon,  might 
be  probably  purchafed,  as  was  the  other  part. 

And  in  relation  to  the  laft  head,  it  was  alleged,  that  none  of  the  old 

heralds*  books  make  any  mention  of  this  daughter  Elizabeth  ;  and  the 

firft  vifitation  book,  wherein  mention  is  made  of  her,  is  above  118 

years  after  the  death  of  Richard  her  fuppofed  father.     Whereas,  Mr. 

Kynafton^s  family  hath  his  marriage  regularly  entered  in  the  herald's 

books  according  to  the  time;  and  though  the  name  of  John  Ludlow 

be  entered  in  the  books  of  the  time,  yet  a  blank  is  left  for  his  marriage; 

which,  if.it  had  been  with  Elizabeth  Grey,  is  the  more  remarkable,  as 

the  Greys  were  one  of  the  moft  confiderable  families  of  thofe  days ; 

and  further,  the  laft  book  (G.  15  Salop),  a  vifitation  book,  Salop,  15849 

p.  61,  has  a  pedigree  of  the  Ludlows^  and  in  one  circle  is  entered  John 

Ludlow,  of  Stokefay,  com.  Salop,  e{quire;^and  in  the  circle  adjoining, 

is  entered  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard  Grey,  lord  Powys.  But  thefe 

laft  words  are  of  a  diiFerent  hand  and  ink  from  the  reft  of  the  pedigree, 

and  were  not  the  original  entry  in  that  circle;  but  the  firft  words  were 

D.  of  Robert  Corbet,  knight,  which  were  crofied  out.^

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On  thefe  claioift  the  houfe  of  peers  heard  counfel  for  ieveral  days,

but  no  determination  was  made.* 

In  1 800,  John  Kynafton  Powell,  efquire,  grandfon  of  the  aforefaid 
John  Kynafton,  became  a  new  petitioner  for  the  barony;  but  his  cafe 
has  not  been  urged  on  to  any  decifion.

Charles  North,  eldeft  ion  of  Dudl^  lord  North,  having  married 
Catherine,  daughter  of  William  lord  Qrey,  of  Wcrke,  was  called  to  '!^\^^^^ 
parliament,  by  fpecial  writ  of  fummons,  17th  of  Oftobcr,  1673  (^^9 
father  then  living),  by  the  title  of  Baron  Grey  of  Rollefton,  in  the 
c*^-  nty  of  Stafford.  His  iffue  were  two  fbns;  Willian^,  his  fucceiTor, 
Cuarles,  who  died,  unmarried,  in  Flanders ;  and  two  daughters,  who 
died  in  their  infancy. 

•  Which  William  was  fixth  lord  North,  and  fecond  lord  Grey; 
and  being  bred  to  arms,  ferved  through  the  whole  of  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough's celebrated  campaigns ;  and  at  the  battle'  of  Hochftet  (or 
Blenheim),  had  his  right-hand  Ihot  off.  He  was  afterwards  made  lieu^ 
tenant-general  of  the  forces,  and  governor  of  Portfmouth.  His  lady 
was  Maria  Margaretta,  daughter  of  M;  Elmet,  receiver-general  to  the 
States  of  Holland;  but  dying  in  1734  without  iffue,  the  title  of  lord 
Grey  of  RoUefton  became  extin6l,  and  that,  of  lord  North  defcended 

» 

aoj  dates  at  all ;  tfnd  yerj  few  indeed,  but  what^  in  the  refpedive  ftmilies,  have  blanks  left  for 
marriages,  for  the  ifllie,  and  for  CbrifUan  names.  Whereas,  if  tbefe  vifitations  had  been  cor- 
redly  made,  or  faithfully  tranfcribed,  it  feems  a  matter  to  be  greatly  marvelled  at,  how  the 
Biafler  or  head  of  the  family,  ihould,  in  the  account  thereof  given  by  him,  be  ignorant  of  the 
name  of  his  own  wife^  or  of  his  own  children. 

The  hiftofy  of  the  officers  at  arms^  from  the  firfi  foundation  of  that  royilic  fociety,  certainly 
affords  a  developement  of  the  fecrets  of  the  genealogical  art;  whilft  the  cafe  of  Dethick,  garter 
king  at  arms,  temp.  Elizabeth,  anno  1575,  for  making  a  falfe  pedigree  for  George  Rothei^m,. 
cfquire,  againfl  the  earl  of  Ken t^  doth  manifeftly  {hew,  that  a  pedigree  is  not  always  to  be  relied 
upon  becaufe  it  has  been  compiled  by  an  heraH  and  bears  the  high-founding  atteftation  of  evea 
a  king  at  arms*

William,  his  fon ;  and  to  him 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  29th  Henry  tIL  obtained  the 
king*s  charter  for  a  weekly  market,  on  Saturday,  at  his  manor  of 
Greyftock ;  and  for  a  fair  yearly,  to  commence  on  the  eve  of  St.  Ed- 
ward's tranflation,  for  three  days.  He  married  Chriftian,  daughter  of 
Robert  de  Vipount,  and  had  iiTue 

Robert,  his  flicceflbr,  but  he  furvived  not  long;  for  the  38th  of 
Henry  III. 

William,  his  brother  and  heir,  paying  J[*ioo  for  his  relief,  and 

doing  his  fealty,  had  livery  of  that  inheritance.     He  married  Mary, 

*Vid.Mcrlay.   eldeft  of  the  three  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Roger  de  Mcrlay,*  «n 

eminent  baron  in  Northumberland,  and  thereby  acquired  the  manor 
of  Morpeth  in  that  county.  By  whom  he  had  ifTue  John,  William, 
and  a  daughter,  Margaret,  wife  of  Sir  Robert  de  la  Val ;  and  dying 
the  1 7th  of  Edward  I.  was  fiicceeded  by 

John,  his  eldefl  fon;  who,  the  ^id  Edward  I.  had  fummons,  with 
other  great  men,  to  attend  the  king,  to  advife  on  certain  important 
affairs  of  the  nation;  and  the  z^d  of  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament 
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liament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  as  alf<>  afterwards  to  all  the 
parliaments  of  his  time.  He  was  feveral  times  iii  the  wars  of  Gaf- 
coigne  and  Scotland ;  and  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  died  S.  P.  having 
fettled  his  manor  and  barony  of  Grayilock  upon  Ralph,  the  fon  of 
William  Fitz- Ralph  (lord  of  Grime thorpe,  in  Yorklhire)  fon  of  Joane, 
aunt  to  him  the  faid  John ;  hb  brothers  and  uncles  being  then  all 
dead  without  iflue  male.     Which 

Ralph^  married  Margery,  widow  of  Nicholas  Corbet,  one  of  the 
two  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Hugh  de  Bolebec.  The  24th  of  Ed*-  Vid.  Boiebec. 
ward  I.  as  brother  and  heir  to  Greffery  Fitz- William,  of  Yorklhire, 
doing  his  homage,  he  had  livery  of  his  lands.  He  ierved  often  in  the 
wars  of  Scotland;  and  the  7th  of  Eld  ward  II.  was  governor  of  Berwick 
upon  Twede,  alfo  of  Carliile,  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  and  died  the  year 
following ;  having  been  iummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  of 
Edward  I.  to  the  9th  of  Edward  IL  incluiive.  To  whom  iuccceded 
Robert,  his  fecond  fon ;  for  William,  the  eldcft,  died  S.  P. :  but  this 
Robert  deceafed  the  next  year,  viz.  the  loth  Edward  II.  leaving 
Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Elizabeth,  his  widow,  furvivin^.  Which 
Elizabeth  was  daughter  of  Neville,  of  Stainton,  in  the  co.  of  Lin« 
coin. 

Ralph,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  was  only  eighteen  ySis,  o1d> 
and  had  livery  of  his  lands  the  14th  EM  ward  11.  He  afTumed  the 
furhame  of  Greyfiock ;  and  was  poifoned  about  three  years  after^  viz.

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William,  his  fon  and  heir,  ww  then  vciy  young,  and  had  net 
livery  of  his  lands  till  the  1 6th  Edward  III.  He  obtabed  the  king  s 
licence  to  make  a  caftle  of  his  manor  houfe  at  GreyftocL  He  alio 
built  the  caftle  of  Morpeth :  the  19th  and  23d  of  Edward  III.  he 
was  in  the  wars  of  France,  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  firom 
the  2  2d  to  the  31ft  of  Edward  III.  inclufive ;  and  died  the  next  year. 
He  was  twice  married ;  firft,  to  Lucy,  daughter  of  the  lord  L#ucy, 
whom  he  deservedly  repudiated ;  and,  feoondly,  to  JoAne»  daughter  of 
Henry  lord  Fitz-Hugh,  of  Ravenfwath ;  by  whom  he  hod  tillie  three 
fbns ;  Ralph,  William,  and  Robert,  and  a  daughter,  Alice,  married  to 
Robert  de  Harrington. 

RA.LPH,  fucceilbr  to  his  father,  the  48th  of  Edward  III.  was  twenty- 
one  year^  of  age ;  when  making  proof  thereof,  he  had  livery  of  his 
lands.  In  the  4th  of  Richard  IL  he  had  the  dire£Hon  of  the  military 
expedition  againft  the  Scots ;  but  was  taken  priibner  by  George  earl 
of  Dunbar,  at  Horieridge,  in  GlendalL  His  ranibm  coft  3000  marks. 
His  brother,  William,  went  an  hoftage  for  him  to  Dunbar,  but  died 
there  of  the  peftilence.  After  his  enlargement,  he  wms  again  confti* 
tuted  one  of  the  commiffioners  for  guarding  the  Weft  Marches.  His 
wife  was  Catherine,  daughter  of  Roger  lord  Clifford;'  and  having -been 
fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  49th  Edward  III.  to  the  5th 
Henry  V.  died  April  28th,  the  5th  of  Henry  V.  leaving 

John,  his  ion  and  heir,  then  twenty-eight  years  of  age.  Which  John, 
the  1 2th  Henry  VL  was  one  of  the  chief  commanders  fcnt  with  the 
forces  to  the  relief  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed,  then  befieged  by  the  Scots. 
He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  7th  Henry  V.  to  the  12th 
Henry  VI.  inclufive,  and  died  the  14th  Henry  VI.  He  married  Eli- 
vw.  FfTTcrs     zabcth,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Robert  Ferrers  of  Weraroe, 

by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  fble  daughter  and  heir  of  William  lord  Bote- 
Icr,  of  Wemme ;  and  had  iflue^  Ralph,  Thomas,  Richard,  and  Wil-

Ralph,  his  eldeft  ion,  was  his  fucceCor,  and  was  fummoned  to 
parliament,  from  the  15th  of  Henry  VI.  to  the  lil  of  Henry  VII. 
incluiive,  and  died  the  year  next  enfuing;  having  had  by  Elizabeth 
his  wife,  daughter  of  William  lord  Fitz-Hugh,  an  only  fon,  Robert, 
who  died  in  his  lifetime,  viz.  the  lil:  of  Richard  III.  leaving  by  Eli- 
zabeth his  wife,  daughter  of  Edmund  earl  of  Kent,  an  infant  daughter, 
Elizabeth,  his  fole  heir,  who  married  Thomas  lord  Dacre ;  and,  the 
zzd  Henry  VII.  as  granddaughter  and  heirof  Ralph  lord  Greyilokef 
bad  a  ipecial  livery  of  all  his  lands.

^ngton,  in  com.  Cumb.  which  lordlhip  they  did  moil  anciently  pof- 
iefs,  yet  their  chief  feat  and  reiidence  was  at  Aldingham,  in  com* 
Lane,  from  the  time  of  Eldward  I.  when  the  faid  manor  came  to 

Robert  db  Harrington,  by  the  marriage  of  Agnes,  iiiler  and 
heir  to  William  de  Canceiield,  fon  and  heir  of  Richard  de  Cancefield, 
by  Alice  his  wife,  fiiler  and  heir  of  Michael  Flameng ;  which  &mily 
were  before  lords  thereof.     To  this  Robert  iiicceeded 

John  deHarington,  his  eldeil  ion;  who,  the  34th  of  Edward  I. 
attended  the  king  in  his  expedition  into  Scotland,  and  received  the 
honour  of  knighthood  with  prince  Edward,  at  the  Feail  of  Pentecoil,  by 
Bathing,  and  other  facred  ceremonies.  The  4th  of  Edward  II.  he  had 
iummons  to  fit  himfelf  with  horfe  and  arms,  to  appear  at  Carliile,  and

daughter  to  Six  Richard  Barlmgham,  knight,  he  had  a  fon^  Robert, 
wha  died  in  his  lifetime,  leaving  iiTue  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  one  of 
ll^^onl  the  fifters  and  coheira'to  John  dc  Multon,  of  Egrcmottd,*  firll,  John; 

fecond,  Robert ;  third,  Simon*  Of  which  fons,  Simon  was  aaceftor 
of  the  Harringtons  of  Btihton ;  Robert^  of  the  Harringtons  of  Ekton ; 
and 

John  focc^eded  bis  giaitd&thcr,  ud  had  fumraons  to  parltamea^ 
the  2zd  and  z^d  of  Edward  III.  but  died  the  37th  of  the  iame  reign, 
1 363 ;  being  then  feifed  of  the  third  part  of  the  manor  of  Multon,  in 
com.  Line.;  of  the  manors  of  Aldingham,  Thimum,  and  a  moiety  of 
the  manor  of  Ulvefton,  in  com.  Lane. ;  of  the  manor  of  Auft wyke,  in 
Torkfhire;  and  of  tho£e  of  MiUttm,  Mo^i^rghe^  Haverington  with  its 
members,  and  a  third  part  of  the  manor  of  Egremond,  in  Cumberland; 
kaving  Robert,  his  ion  and  heir,  then  in  minority.     Which 

Robert,  the  51ft  of  Edward  III.  making  {Mroof  of  his.  age,  and 
doing  his  homage^  had  livery  of  his  lands,  lying  in  the  counties  before^ 
named.  The  ift  of  Richard  11.  he  had  the  honour  of  knighthood  at 
the  coronation  of  that  king ;  and  having  been  fummoned  to  parlia-* 
ment,  from  the  ift  of  Richard  II.  until  the  4th  of  Henry  IV.  died 
upon  Friday  next  after  Afceniion  Day,  the  7th  of  Henry  IV.  leaving 
(by  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Nigel  Loring,  knight 
of  the  garter),.  Sir  John  Harrington,  knight,  his  ion  and  heir,  thea 
twenty-two  years  of  age,  who  thereupon  doing  his  homsige,  had  livery 
of  his  inheritance.     Which 

Sir  John,*  the  3d  of  Henry  V.  was  in  that  expedition  made  into

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France ;  and  the  year  following,  was  retained  by  indenture  to  fervc

after  which  he  lived  not  a  year ;  the  probate  of  his  will  bearing  date 
^  47th  of  April  next  enfuing.  To  whom  fucceeded  his  brother  and 
hcir^ 

Willi  AM,  -who,  the  6t\x  of  Henry  V*  had  livery  of  all  thofe  lands 
in  the  counties  of  Cumb.  Line.  I^nc.  Com.  and  Bedf.  which  de- 
fcended  to  him  by  the  death  of  his  brother,  Sir  John  Harrington 
aforefaid,  his  homaf^  being  then  refpited,  but  which  he  performed 
the  8th  of  Henry  V.;  and  in  the  loth  was  fheriff  of  Yorkfliirc.  He 
was  often  in  the  wars  of  Fr2Uice,  temp.  Henry  V.  and  VL  and  having 
been  iummoned  to  partiamcnt^  from  the  8th  of  Henry  V.  to  the  1 8th 
of  Henry  VL  died  the  loth  of  March,  36th  of  Henry  VI.  (1457), 
leaving  William  Bonvile,  ieoior,  £bn  of  Dizabeth,  his  daughter  (who 
married  William  lord  Bonviie,  and  died  in  his  lifetime),  his  next 
heir. 

From  this  period  the  baronies  of  Harrington  and  Bonvile  became 
united,  and  pa&d  to  the  Greys  of  Groby ;  but  by  the  attainder  of 
Henry  duke  of  Suffolk,  lord  Grey  (alias  Ferrers)  of  Groby,  Aftlcy, 
Bonvile,  and  Harrington,  the  faid  baronies  became  forfeited,  as  confi- 
dered,  or  otherwife  remain  veiled  in  the  heirs  general  of  the  faid  un- 
fortunate nobleman.

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HASTINGS  AND  EARLS  OF  PEMBROKE. 

Asms— O.  a  Maunch^  6. 

This  noble  family  is  faid  to  derive  their  furhame  from  the  port  of 
Haftings  (one  of  the  Cinque  Ports),  in  Suflex ;  the  laftage  of  which 
they  farmed  for  a  coniiderable  time  of  the  crown.  The  firft  peribn 
named  in  the  Pedigree  is 

Robert  de  Hastings,  portreve  of  Haftings:  whofe  fncceilbr^ 

Walter  i>e  Hastings,'',  flouriihed  in  the  reign  of  Henry  L  and 
was  ileward  to  that  prince ;  which  office  he  held  by  ferjeantie,  m  re- 
fped  of  his  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Afliele,  in  com.  Norfolk ;  viz.  by 
the  fervice  of  taking  charge  of  the  naperie  (id  eft,  the  table  clothes 
and  linen),  at  the  iblemn  coronation  of  the  kings  of  this  realm.  By 
Hawife  his  wife,  he  left  iflue,  Hugh,  his  fbn  and  heir.     Which 

Hugh  de  Hastings  was  poiTeiTed  of  the  man<Mr  of  FHlongley,  in 
the  county  of  Warwick ;  and  nSarried  Emeburga,  daughter  of  Hugh 
de  Flamville,  and  niece  and  heir  to  Robert  de  Flamville,  of  Afton 
Flamville,  in  Leicefterfhire ;  with  whom  he  obtained  that  manor, 
alfo  Giffing,  in  Norfolk,  together  with  the  Stewardfliip  of  the  abbey 
o(  St.  'EdmundA)ury,  m  Suffolk.  This  Hugh  had  iffue  William,  his 
heir;  Richard,  rcftor  of  Bare  well,  in  Leicefterfhire;  and  a  daughter,' 
Mahant,  with  whom  he  gave  in  marriage  the  manor  of  Arke,  in  De^ 
vonfhire,  to  Robert  de  Wyford  ;  from  whom  defcended  Sir  Geffery  de

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Ankci  or  Hanke,  who,  temp.  Henry  III-  conveyed  that  eftate  to  Mi- 
chael D'avyll,  in  marriage  with  his  daughter.     Of  the  fonsi  the  elded 

William  de  Hastiito,  by  paternal  inheritance,  was  fleward  t^ 
Henry  II.  from  whom  he  obtained  a  confirmation  of  all  thofc  lands 
which  his  father  and  grandfather  had  enjoyed,  temp.  Henry  I.  ^Bj 
Margery  his  wife,  daughter  of  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  Dugdale 
lays,  he  left  iiTue  two  fons :  Henry,  who  died  iffuelefs ;  and  William^ 
who  thereby  became  heir  to  his  brother.     Which 

William,  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  paid  loo  marks  for  his  relief  of 
thbie  lands  holden  in  fer|eancie,  and  defceoded  to  him.  And  alio  lOo 
marks  more  for  the  king's  favour,  in  regard  he  did  not  at  that  time 
attend  him  into  Normandy. 

The  id  of  John,  he  was  one  of  the  peers  in  the  parliament  then 
holden  at  Lmcoln,  where  William  king  of  Scotland  did  homage  to 
king  John.  The  1 5th  of  the  fame  reign  he  was  with  the  king  ia 
Poitou;  but  afterwards,  the  i8th  of  John,  took  part  with  the  rebel- 
lious barons,  as  it  feems;  for  it  appears,  that  his  lands  were  then  given 
by  the  king  to  William  dc  Roeley,  and  Elias,  his  uncle,  for  their  fup- 
port  in  his  fervice.  But  the  beginning  of  Henry  III.  he  made  his 
peace  (as  many  did),  and  was  with  the  toyal  army  at  the  iiege  of  Bt- 
tham  caftle,  co.  Line.;  and  died  the  loth  of  Henry  III.?  Where- 
iipon 

H£K^Y,  his  ion  and  heir,  giving  fifty  marks  fine,  and  doing  his^ 
homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands  in  the  counties  of  Warwick,  Leicefter^ 

^  Id  (btne  authorities  (be  is  called  Maud,  daughter  of  Thwrftan  Baoafter.  But  (be  was  his 
firfi  wife :  for^  although  not  meotioned  by  Collins  or  Dugdale,  yet,  according  to  Edmonfon  and 
others^  he  is  faid  to  have  married  a  fecond  wife;  viz.

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Salop^  Bedford^  Norfolk >  and  Suffolk.  And  taking  to  wife  Ada^  the 
fourth  daughter  to  David  earl  of  Huntingdon,  and  of  Maud  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Hugh,  and  one  of  the  fiflers  and  coheirs  to  Ranulph  earl 
of  Chefler  (after  the  death  of  John,  furnamed  Le  Scot,  the  laft  earl 
of  that  family),  fhared  in  the  great  inheritance  of  the  earl  of  Chefler  » 
lands.  The  z6th  of  Henry  III.  attending  the  king  into  France,  he 
was  taken  prifoner  at  the  great  defeat  which  the  Englifh  army  fuf- 
tained  at  Zante,  but  was  foon  after  releafed;  and  the  34th  of  the  fame 
reign,  accompanied  Richard  earl  of  Cornwall,  with  divers  other  of  the 
prime  nobility,  who  then  went  into  France  with  a  pompous  retinue, 
though  for  what  purpofe  is  not  manifefled.  He  died,  however,  about 
the  end  of  the  fame  year,  ii{5o;  leaving  by  his  wife,  befbrenamed, 
Henry,  his  fuccefibr,  and  two  daughters,  Margery  and  Hillaria. 
Whofe'  tuition  (then  in  the  nunnery  of  Alneflow),  was  committed  to 
William  de  Cantilupe. 

Henry,  heir  to  his  father,  was  at  that  time  in  minority,  and  his 
wardfhip  given  to  Guy  de  Lufignan,  the  king*s  half  brother;  who 
afterwards  pafled  it  over  to  William  de  Cantilupe,  the  king  ratifying 
the  fame. 

This  Henry,  the  44th  of  Henry  III.  had  fummons,  with  others  of 
the  great  nobility,  to  be  at  Shrewfbury,  well  furnifhed  with  horfe  and 
arms,  to  march  againfl  the  Welfh.  The  48th  of  Henry  III.  he  was, 
however,  one  of  the  rebel  barons  who  joined  with  Simon  Montfort, 
earl  of  Leicefler;  and  adhering  to  that  party  in  infurreAion  againfl 
the  king,  vras  by  them  made  governor  of  the  caflles  of  Scarborough 
and  Winchefler,  in  iz64$  and  the  next  year,  of  Kenil worth  caftie; 
and  was  fo  eminently  adlive  on  their  behalf,  that  after  the  battle  of 
Lewes  (where  the  king  was  made  prifoner),  he  was  knighted  at  the 
hands  of  Montfort ;  and  even  after  the  death  of  that  arch-rebe),  and 
the  defeat  of  his  army  at  Evefham,  fb  reiblute,  determined,  and  obfli- 
nate  was  the  lord  Haflings,  that  he  defended  the  faid  caflle  of  Kenil- 
worth  againd  the  king's  vidorious  power  for  the  fpaco  of  fix  months ; 
making  many  bold  fallies,  and  rejeding  every  gracious  offer  propofed 

to 
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to  him  by  the  king  to  furrender ;  which  at  length  (finding  no  hope 

left  for  relief),  he  was  conftrained  to  do,  but  then  upon  the  moil: 

honourable  terms,  marching  off  with  bag  apd  baggage.     Yet,  though 

others  were  permitted  to  take  benefit  of  that  favourable  decree,  called 

the  DiAum  dc  Kenil worth,  he  was  excepted;  being  referred  to  a  fcven- 

years  imprifonment,  or  fubmiflion  to  the  king's  mercy.     But  by  the 

mediation  of  prince  Edward,  in  about  two  years,  he  was  admitted  to 

the  full  benefit  of  the  faid  decree;  fbon  after  when  he  died,  viz.  1268, 

the  53d  of  Henry  IIL  leaving  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter  of  William 

de  Cantilupe  (and  one  of  the  coheirs  to  her  l^rother  George),  John,   ^***-  ^^°^*" 

his  ion  and  heir;  Edmund  de  Haftings,^  and  alio  three  daughters;     / 

Audra,  Lora,  and  Joane.     Which 

John,  at  the  time  of  his  father*s  deceafe,  was  under  age  ;  but  the 
lil  of  Edward  I.  being  then  of  full  age,  he  had  livery  of  the  lands  of 
his  mother's  inheritance ;  parcel  whereof  was  the  caftle  and  honour  of 
Abergavenny,  and  caflle  of  Kilgarran,  in  Wales,  in  refpcd  of  wHich 
he  was  ftyled  lord  Hailings  and  Bergavenny.  He  was  alfo  ienefchal 
of  Aquitaine ;  and  in  1290,  the  i8th  of  Edward  I.  was  one  of  the 
competitors  for  the  crown  of  Scotland ;  in  right  of  his  defcent  from 
Ada,  daughter  of  David  earl  of  Huntingdon,  brother  to  Malcolm  and 
William,  kings  of  Scotland.  He  had  al^  fummons  to  parliament 
among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  23d  of  Edward  I.  to  his 
death,  the  6th  of  Edward  II.  By  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam, and  fifter  and  coheir  of  Aymer  de  Valence,  earl  of  Pembroke,  he 
had  iflue  John,  his  fon  and  heir;  William  and  Henry,  who  died  iffue- 
lefs;  and  three  daughters,  viz..  Joane,  Margaret,  and  Elizabeth. 
Which  Elizabeth  married  Roger  lord  Grey,  of  Ruthyn;  and,  by  a 
iecond  wife  (another  Ifabel),  daughter  of  Hugh  Defpencer,  earl  of 
Winchefter,  he  had  two  fons,  viz.  Hugh  and  Thomas;  which  Hugh 
was  of  Greffing-Hall,  in  com.  Norf.*  *  ViV^Haft- 

ings  of  Grcf- 
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John,  cldcft  fon  by  the  firft  wife,  was  facccffbr  to  bis  father;  and 
being  of  full  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  bad  livery  of  his  lands;  and 
likewife  lummons  to  parliament,  from  the  6th  of  Edward  II.  to  the 
1 8th,  when  he  died ;  leaving  by  his  wife,  Julian,  daughtcfr  and  heir 
of  Thomas  dc  Ley  bourne,  Lawrence,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  about  five 
years  of  age.  ,  Which 

LAwnENCE,  when  he  arrived  at  full  age,  by  the  royal  fa/vour  was, 
by  letters  patent,  13th  Odobcr,  13th  of  Edward  III.  declared  earl  of 
Pembroke,  in  regard  of  his  defcent  from  Ifabel,  the  eldeil  filler  and 
coheir  of  Aymer  (or  Adomare),  de  Valence,  carl  of  Pembroke ;  and 
the  year  following, '  attended  the  king  at  fea  in  that  glorious  vi<ftory 
obtained  over  the  French  fleet  at  Sluys,  in'  Flanders.  He  wais  alio 
much  in  the  wars  of  France,  behaving  with  great  gallantry  i  but  de« 
ceafed  the  ;22d  of  Edward  IIL  leaving  iflue  by  Agnes  his  wife,  daugh^ 
ter  of  Roger  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  John,  liis  only  fon  and  hehr, 
born  after  his  death  by  the  faid  Agnes,  who  furvived  him  till  I36&,'^ 
the  42d  of  Edward  III. ;  and  married  John  de  Hakelut,  who,  the  zgth 
of  Edward  III.  obtained  a  grant  of  the  cuilody  of  the  caille  of  Pem- 
broke, with  its  members,  and  divers  other  lands  in  Wales,  to  bimfelf 
and  the  faid  Agnes,  during  the  minority  of  the  heir  of  Lawrence  earl 
of  Pembroke. 

This  JoiLM  became  the  fecond  earl  of  Pemt^oke  of  his  family;  and 
the  46th  of  Edward  IIL  i:^pon  experience  of  his  valour  and  virtue,  he 
was  ietit  licutetiant  into  Aquitaine  (having  been  before  created  a  knight 
of  the  garter)  ;  but  in  this  expedition  he  was  unfortunate :  for,  on  bis 
arrival  at  the  port  of  Rochelle,,  he  was  no  fboner  entered  the  haven,  ' 
than  the  Spaniards  furprifed  his  ihips,  burnt  them,  and  took  this  earl, 
and  divers  others  prifbners.  After  four  yeafs  imprifbnment  in  Spain 
he  obtained  his  enlargement ;  and  going  to  Plaris,  foon  after  fell  iick,

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horn  whence  removing  towards  Calais,  he  died  on  his  journey  thitl>er; 
being  confidered  to  have  been  poiibned  by  the  Spaniards,  anno  1375, 
the  49th  Edward  III.  He  was  twice  married:  firft,  to  Margaret, 
foarth  daughter  of  king  Edward  III.  by  whom  he  had  no  iffue ;  and, 
fecondly,  to  Anije,  daughter,  and  at  length  heir  to  Sir  William  Man^ 
ney,  knight  of  the  garter ;  and  by  her  left 

John,  his  only  fon  and  heir;  of  whom  it  is  obftrvcd  by  Sir  William 
Dugdale,  that  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  having  obtained  the  king*s 
licence,  he  made  a  teofFment  of  all  his  caftles,  lordihips,  manors,  &c. 
in  England  and  Wales,  to  certain  ufcs.  Which  feoffment,  upon  his 
death,  was  by  the  feoffees  delivered  to  the  king's  counsel  at  Weftroin- 
fter,  to  be  opened ;  when  it  was  found,  that  in  cafe  he  died  without 
liTae  of  his  body,  the  town  and  caille  of  Pen^broke  fliould  come  to  the 
king,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors ;  and  the  caftle  and  lordfhip  of  Berga- 
Tenay,*  and  other  lands  in  England  and  Wales,  to  his  couiin,  William  *  Vid.  Aber* 
de  Beaucharap  (his  mother  s  iifler*s  ion),  in  fee>  provided  he  fliould 
bear  his  arms,  and  endeavour  to  obtain  the  title  of  earl  of  Pembroke ; 
and  in  default  thereof,  then  to  his  kinfman  William  de  Clinton,  upon 
the  fame  conditions.'  This  earl  of  Pembroke  died  about  the  49tfa 
Edward  III,  at  which  time 

John,  his  only  fon,  was  but  two  years  and  an  half  old.  Of  whom 
very  little  mention  is  made,  by.reafcm  of  his  premature  death.  At  the 
coronation  of  Richard  II.  (being  then  not  five  years  old),  he  claimed 
to  carry  the  great  golden  fpurs  ;^  and  fliewing  fufiicient  evidence  of 
bb  right  to  that  fervice,  it  was  adjudged,  that  by  reaibn  of  bis  mino* 
rity  another  flwukl  be  appointed  in  his  behalf;  viz.  Edmund  Morti-

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mcr,  earl  of  March,  whofe  daughter,  Philippa,  he  married,  although 
very  young.  The  1 3th  of  Richard  11.  the  king  keeping  his  Chriftmas 
at  Woodftock,  this  earl,  only  then  feventecn  years  of  age,  adventuring 
to  tilt  with  Sir  John  St,  John,  was,  by  an  unlucky  flip  of  Sir 
John's  lance,  fo  wounded  in  the  bottom  of  his  belly,  that  his  bowels 
breaking  out,  he  prefently  died,  to  the  great  grief  of  many ;  as  being 
of  a  noble  difpoiition,  and  in  bounty  and  courtefy,  exceeded  by  none 
of  his  degree.  Having  no  iflue,  the  title  of  Pembroke  ceafed;  but  the 
Vid.  Grey  pf  baronies  veiled  in  him  devolved  upon  Reginald  lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn, 

as  defcended  lineally  from  Elizabeth,  fifter  to  John  de  Haftings,  father 
of  Laurence  firft  earl  of  Pembroke. 

But  neverthelefs,  Edward  Haftings,  great  grandfon  of  Hugh  Haft- 
ings^ brother  to  the  faid  John,  of  the  half  blood,  had  a  long  conteft 
with  Reginald  lord  Grey,  of  Ruthyn,  for  the  arms  of  Haftings,  chal- 
lenging the  fame  as  the  next  heir  male ;  he  was,  however,  condemned 
in  very  heavy  cofts,  and  impriibned  fixteen  years,  for  difbbeying  the 
fentence  of  judgment  which  was  given  in  favour  of  the  lord  Grey. 
Howbeit,  Haftings  having  failed  in  his  claim  to  the  arms,  and  the 
eftates  of  which  the  earl  of  Pembroke  died  feifed,  having  pafled  to 
Beauchamp,  by  the  entail  beforementioned,  he  apprehended  the  injury 
done  to  him  fo  great,  that  he,  with  extreme  anguifh  of  mind  at  his 
latter  end,  left  God's  curfe  and  his  own  upon  his  defcendants,  if  they 
did  not  attempt  the  vindication  thereof. 

This  Edward  is  faid  ta  have  aflumed  the  title  of  lord  Haftings  and 
Stutevile ;  as  by  a  deed  under  his  feal  of  arms,  dated  4th  November, 
8th  Henry  IV.  appears ;  by  what  right,  however,  is  not  recorded,  as 
there  is  no  teftimony  that  he  was  ever  fo  created,  or  had  fummons  to 
parliaments

Th£  firft  of  this  family,  on  whom  this  title  was  conferred,  was 
William  Herbert  lord  of  Ragland,  in  Monmouthlhire;  which 
lordfhip  he  enjoyed  from  Maud  his  grandmother,  daughter  and  heir 
to  Sir  John  Morley,  knight,  the  hereditary  owner  thereof.  As  to  his 
descent,  it  is  faid  by  fome  to  have  been  derived  from  Henry,  the  fon 
of  Herbert,  chamberlain  to  Henry  I.  but  by  others,  from  Henry  Fitz- 
Roy,  one  of  the  natural  fons  of  that  king.  The  particulars  thereof  are, 
however,  to  be  fully  feen  in  the  account  of  the  Herbert  family  (now 
flourifliing  under  the  dignity  of  earl  of  Pembroke  and  Montgoitiery), 
given  in  the  elaborate  Baronages  of  Collins,  Edmonibn,  Jacobs,  and 
others,  among  the  exiiling  peers  of  the  day.* 

This  William,  May  8,  1461,  being  then  called  Sir  William  Her- 
bert, obtained  a  grant  of  the  offices  of  chief  juftice  and  chamberlain 
of  South  Wales;  and,  in  September  following,  had  a » grant  of  the 

^  Upon  the  advancing  of  WilHani  Herbert  to  be  carl  of  Pembroke,  and  his  indalment  as  a 
knight  of  the  garter  at  Windfor,  king  Edward  IV.  commanded  that  the  faid  earl,  and  his  brother 
Sir  Richard,  Ihould  take  their  fumamesaAer  their  firft  progenitor  Herbert  Fits-Roy,  and  forego 
the  Britiih  manner  >  whofe  ufage  was,  to  call  every  man  by  father,  grandfather,  and  great  grand-

faid  honourable  earl  is  named  William  Herbert,  a  noble  knight,  fon  of  Sir  William,  fon  of 
Thomas,  fon  of  Guillim,  fon  of  Jenkin,  fon  of  Adam,  fon  of  Reginald,  fon  of  P^ter,  fon  of 
Herbert,  the  fon  of  Herbert,  a  noble  lord  defcended  of  the  blood  of  the  crown  of  £ngland  5  for 
l^e  was  fon  natural  to  king  Heary  I.  fon  of  William,  commonly  called  the  Conqueror. 
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ilewardlhip  of  the  caftle  and  lordfhlp  of  Brecknock,  and  of  all  the 
other  caftjes  of  Humphrey  duke  of  Buckingham,  in  South  Wales. 
The  fame  year,  alfo,  in  confideration  of  his  ferviccs,  he  was  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  of  the  realm,  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, dated  2,6th  July,  anno  1461  (ift  Edward  IV.)  direded  "  Wil- 
lielmo  Herberd  de  Herberd  militi."  And  by  letters  patent,  bearing 
date  the  3d  of  February,  in  the  year  following,  wherein  his  manifdd 
fervices,  and  eminent  merits  are  recounted,  he  obtained  a  grant  in  tail 
general^  of  the  caftle,  town,  and  lordihip  of  Pembroke,  with  all  its 
appurtenances.  And  on  May  127,  the  Sth  of  Edward  IV.  he  was 
created

Having  been  previoufly  likewife  honouredwith  the  order  of  the  garter. 
And  in  ftill  further  addition  to  the  favours  conferred  upon  him,  he 
had  another  grant  of  the  caftle,  town,  borough,  and  manor  of  Haver- 
ford  Weft,  to  himfelf  in  tail  general ;  which,  with  many  other  grants 
and  offices,  too  numerous  herein  to  repeat,  evince  his  meritorious  fer- 
vices and  high  defert.  But  after  all,  in  July,  1 469,  on  that  infurrec- 
tion  in  the  north,  made  by  Sir  John  Coniers,  knight,  Robert  Hillyard 
(called  Robin  of  RIdefdale),  and  others,  to  the  number  of  rso,ooo,  he 
was  detached  by  the  king  with  part  of  the  royal  army  to  oppofe  them ; 
but  being  forfaken  by  the  earl  of  Devonftiire,  with  a  large  body  of 
archers,  who  was  to  have  aftifted  him  (by  rea(bn,  as  it  is  related,  of 
Ibme  ^ifagreement),  he  was  defeated  by  the  infurgents  in  an  en* 
gagement  he  adventured  with  them  at  Danes  More,  near  Edgecote,  in 
Northamptonfhire.  And  being  utterly  vanquiihed,  and  taken  priibner 
(together  with  his  brother  Richard),  he  was,  by  order  of  the  duke  of 
Clarence  and  the  earl  of  Warwick  (who  had  both  revolted  from  king 
Edward),  beheaded;  as  alfo  were  fevcral  other  nobles  taken  in  the 
fame  battle.  This  William  was  twice  married :  firft,  to  Anne,  daugh- 
tcr  to  Sir  Walter,  and  fifter  to  Walter  D'Evereux,  lord  Ferrers  of 
Chartley ;  by  whom  he  had  iflue  William,  his  fucceflbr,  and  divers 

other 
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odier  children^  as  in  the  Table  annexed ;  his  lecond  wife  was  M&udi 
daughter  and  heir  of  Adam  ap  Howel  Oraunt ;  by  whom  he  had  Ri« 
chard  Herberti  of  Ewyas,  the  auceftor  of  the  prefent  earl  of  Pembroke^ 
and  Sir  William  Herbert  of  Troye. 

William  Herbert^  eldeft  fon  by  the  £rft  wife^  fucceeded  his 
father  in  his  titles.  But  king  Edward  being  deiirous  to  dignify  his  fbn 
prince  Edward,  with  the  earldom  of  Pembroke,  procured  a  reiignation 
of  the  fame  from  this  William,  and  in  lieu  thereof  created  him

as  appears  by  his  charter,  bearing  date  the  4th  of  July,  anno  the  19th 
of  his  reign,  1749.  November  15,  the  ift  qf  Richard  III.  this  VVil* 
liam  earl  of  Huntingdom  was  cbnilituted  juftice  of  South  Wales;  and 
on  the  laft  of  February  following,  entered  into  covenants  with  that 
king,  to  take  Catherine  Plantagenet,  his  daughter,  to  wife,  before  the 
feaft  of  Michaelmas  then  next  enfuing ;  as  alfo  to  make  her  a  certain 
jointure,  and  the  king  to  fettle  lands  and  lordfhips  of  a  large  annual 
value  on  th^m,  and  the  heirs  male  of  their  two  bodies.  The  king 
further  promising  to  be  at  the  expenfe  of  the  wedding/  But  this  lady 
dying  in  her  early  years,  the  marriage  did  not  take  tfft6t;  and  he 
afterwards  married  the  fifth  fiiler  and  coheir  of  Richard  Widvile,  earl 
of  Rivers ;  by  whom  he  had  an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth^  his  heir^ 
who  married  Sir  Charles  Somerfet,  knight,  natural  fbn  of  Henry 
Beaufort,  the  lafl  duke  of  Somerfet  of  that  furaame ;  by  virtue  of 
which  alliance,  the  manor  and  caflle  of  Ragland  accrued  to  this  Sir 
Charles  Somerfet,  together  with  other  great  inheritances :  which  Sir 
Charles  was  thereupon  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  ift  and  3d  of 
Henry  VIII.  the  writ  being  direded,  "  Carolo  Somerfet  de  Herbert 
chevalier;**  and  is  lineal  anceflor  to  the  now  flourifhing  family  of 
Somerfet  duke  of  Beaufort.     Which  very  fingularly  derives  itfelf  from

and  after  dukes  of  Somerfet,  fprang  from  the  fpurious  blood  of  John 
of  Ghent,  duke  of  Lancafter,  and  the  line  of  Somerfet  from  the  na-* 
tural  fon  of  the  laft  of  thofc  Beauforts  dukes  of  Somerfet;  but  with 
the  change  of  furname  and  title,  the  former  being  Beaufort  of  Somcr-

According  to  the  regifter  of  Cokerfand  Abbey,  this  family  is  faid 
to  have  been  of  great  antiquity  in  Lancailiire,  temp  king  John.  The 
firft  of  whom  mention  is  made  by  Dugdale,  Is 

Robert  (the  fon  of  John,  ^the  fon  of  Ingelram  de  Holand,  of 
Holand,  in  that  county),  whofe  rife  and  advancement  in  the  world 
was  from  being  fecretary  to  Thomas  earl  of  Lancafter,  before  when  he 
was  t)nly  a  poor  knight. 

In  the  ift  of  Edward  II.  he  obtained  a  grant  from  the  king,  in  fee, 
of  the  manors  of  Melburne,  Newton,  Ofmundefton,  Swarkefton, 
Chelardefton,  Normanton,  and  Wybelcfton,  in  co.  Derb.*  with  divers 
liberties  and  privileges  attached  thereto.  The  5th  of  Edward  II.  he 
was  conftituted  govemor  of  Beefton  caftle,  in  com.  Ceft.;  and  the  8th 
of  Edward  II.  had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of 
the  realm;  fo  alfo  the  9th,  nth,  i^th,  13th,  and  14th.  But  the 
i^th  of  Edward  II.  on  the  infufrecftion  made  by  the  beforenamed 
Thomas  earl  of  Lancafter,  this  Robert  de  Holand  having  faithfully 
promifed  him  his  affiftance,  neverthelefs  failed  him  therein ;  whereby

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he  incurred  fuch  hatred  from  the  people,  for  having  thus  abandoned 
his  lord  (who  had  raifed  him  from  nothing)^  that  the  2d  of  Ed- 
ward III.  anno  1328,  being  taken  in  a  wood  near  Henley  Park,  he 
was  beheaded  on  the  nones  of  October ;  and  his  head  fcnt  to  Henrv 
carl  of  Lancafler,  then  at  Waltham  Crofs,  co.  EfTex,  by  Sir  Thomas 
Wyther,  ahd  fbme  other  private  friends. 

He  married  Maud,  fecond  daughter  and  coheir  of  Alan  le  Zouche,  Vid.  Zouchf? 
of  Aihby,  and  had  iffue  four  fons;  ,viz.  Robert,  Thomas  (after  earl  of 
Kent,  of  whom  under  that  head)  ;  and  Alan,  who  had  the  manors  of 
Dalbury  and  Weekfworth,  in  Dcrbyfliire ;  alfo  Otho,  who  was  \zxy 
eminent  for  his  valour,  and  became  one  of  the  knights  of  the  garter 
at  the  firft  foundation  of  the  order  by  Edward  III.  In  the  33d  year 
of  whofe  reign  he  died  In  France,  ifliielefs ;  leaving  Sir  Robert  d6  Ho- 
land,  knight,  his  elder  brother,  his  nelt  heir. 

Which  Sir  Robert,  on  the  death  of  his  father  (2d  Edward  III.)  was 
then  in  minority;  but  the  9th  of  Edward  III.  doing  his  homage,  and 
proving  his  majority,  he  had  livery  of  his  inheritance.  And  the  i6th, 
19th,  and  20th  of  Edward  III.  was  in  the  wars  of  France;  fo  likewifc 
the  22d  and  29th  of  Edward  III.  And  having  had  fummpns  to  par- 
liament, in  the  16th,  37th,  38th,  39th,  42d,  43d,  44th,  and  46th  of 
Edward  III.  died  the  next  enfuing  year,  viz.  the  47thEdward  III.  anno 
1 3  •73,  leaving  *Maud,  his  granddaughter,  (viz.  fole  daughter  and  heir 
of  Robert  Holland,  his  eldcft  fon,  who  deceafed  in  his  lifetime),  his  i 

next  heir,  then  feventeen  years  of  age,  and  wife  of  Sir  John  Lovel, 
knight. 

From  this  period  the  barony  of  Holand  became  merged  in  that  of 
Lovel,  until  by  the  attainder  of  Francis  vifcount  Lovel,  defcended,  as 
in  the  Pedigree  is  Ihewn,  the  fame,  with  all  the  honours  which  had 
devolved  upon  him,  were  thereby  forfeited  to  the  crown.

The  name,  however,  of  this  title,  together  with  that  of  Lovcl,  was, 

by  favour  of  his  majefty,  and  by  virtue  of  his  royal  letters  patent^ 

dated  May  7th,   176:}  (2d  George  III.)  revived  in  the  perfon  of  John 

Percival  (earl  of  Ef>;niont  in  Ireland),  by  the  dcfcription  of  ^'  BarMi

family  of  Percival  is,  in  fedl,  the  fame  in  origin  with  that  of  L'ovel ;

flouriihed  in  Normp-ndy  and  France,  and  whofe  illuftrious  defcent  and

.whereof  we  are  under  much  obligation  for  many  paflages,  which  have 
enabled  us  to  give  a  better  and  more  accurate  account  of  ieveral  fanu«* 
lies^  than  the  pages  of  Diigdale  could  fupply.

There  are  thole,  perhaps,  who  may  ezped,  that  in  giving  an 
account  of  the  honourable  and  large  fprcading  family  of  Howard,  the 
line  of  their  defcent  ihould  at  leaft  be  carried  up  to  the  time  of  the 
Norman  conqueft ;  but  it  feems,  that  although  the  moft  learned  anti- 
quarians and  expert  heralds  have  long  cxercifed  their  powers  of 
refearch  and  conjeAure,  they  have  never  yet  been  enabled  to  ftate, 
with  abiblute  certainty,  from  what  beginning,  or  primaeval  anceftor, 
this  much-boafted  ftock  is  derived. 

Other  &milies,  now  of  more  humble  rank  in  the  world,  can  with 
great  truth  and  accuracy  trace  thcmfelves  in  a  continued  fucceffion  of 
the  male  line,  from  thoie  heroes,  who  coming  over  with  duke  Wil- 
liam, participated  with  him  in  the  glory  of  his  conqueft,  and  were 
rewarded  for  their  ferviccs  with  honours  and  with  lands;  the  latter  of 
which,  even  at  this  day,  ftill  remain  in  the  hands  of  fomc  of  the

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fame  Identical  race,  although  their  feudal  baronies  have  long  fince 
terminated. 

Thus  "  All  tlie  blood  of  all  tlie  Hovoardsy^  fo  magnified  by  fomc 
genealogifts ;  and  fb  pointed  at  by  a  celebrated  author,  as  the  fummum 
of  heraldic  pride,  feems  loft  in  obfcurity  and  uncertainty :  for,  fays 
Dugdalc,  "  After  much  fruitkfs  fearch  to  fcithfy  myfelf  and  otliers,*  I 
fliall  bejTjin  with 

*WiLLiAM  Howard,  a  learned  and  revere7id  judge  of  the  court  of 
common  p'eas^  temp.  Edward  I.  and  II.  who  had  fummons,  the  23d 
of  Edward  I.  among  the  reft  of  the  judges  of  the  king's  learned 
counfcl,  unto  the  parliament  then  holden  at  Weftminftcr ;  fo  likewifc 
to  thofe  parliaments  of  the  25th,  28th,  and  32d  of  Edward  L  and  ift 
of  Edward  II. 

From  this  William  defcended  Sir  Robert  Howard,  who  married 
Margaret,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  de  Mowbray,  duke  of  Nor- 
folk; hut  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  leaving 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  by  his  mother,  was  defcended  from 
king  Edward  I.  Thomas  de  Mowbray,  duke  of  Norfolk,  being  fon  of 
John  lord  Mowbray,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John 
lord  Scgrave,  by  Margaret  his  wife»  eldcft  of  the  two  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  TTiamas  de  Brotherton,  earl  of  Norfolk,  eldeft  fon  of  the 
iaid  king  Edward,  by  Margaret^  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  of  Philip 
the  Hardy,  king  of  France. 

This  Sir  John  Howard  was  a  perfon  of  eminent  account^  and  dif- 
tinguilhed  himfelf  in  the  wars  of  France;  and  had  his  firft  fummons 
to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  49th  of  Henry  VI. 
(i.e.  9th  and  loth  Edward  IV.)  and  again  the  12th  and  22d  of 
Edward  IV.  and  the  ift  of  Richard  III.  in  which  laft  year,  alfo,  he

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was  made  earl  marfhal  of  £ngland>  and  duke  of  Norfolk  (Thomas^  his 
fon,  being  about  that  time  alfo  created  earl  of  Surrey),  whereby  the 
barony  of  Howard  became  merged  in  the  fuperior  title,  and  did  fo 
continue,  until  by  default  of  iflue  male,  the  fame  became  veiled  in 
the  female  line  as  heirs  general,  according  to  the  ftatement  in  the 
annexed  Table  of  Dcfcent ;  where  alfo  are  fimilarly  vcfted  the  intereft 
in  all  thofe  ancient  baronies  in  fee,  which  defcended  to  the  houfe  of 
Howard,  unlefs  by  the  various  attainders  Avhich  have  at  feveral  timrs 
occurred  in  this  family,  the  faid  honours  have  become  forfeited,  and 
have  not  been  reftored  as  inheritances,  by  any  of  the  fubfequent  ads 
of  parliament  of  reflrtution  in  blood.

Thomas,  eldefl:  fon  of  Thomas,  fourth  duke  of  Norfolk  (beheaded 
in  1572),  by  his  fecond  wife,  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas 
lord  Audley,  was  reftored  in  blood,  by  aft  of  parliament,  in  the  27th 
of  Elizabeth;  and  Oftober  24th,  1597,  was  fummoned  to  parliament, 
^as  lord  Audley  of  Walden;  and  in  1603,  the  ift  of  James  I.  was 
created  earl  of  Suffolk.  He  was  a  brave  fea  officer,  and  fucceffively 
employed  upon  many  trying  occafions :  in  1605,  he  was  lord  cham- 
berlain  of  the  king's  houfehold ;  and  as  fuch,  employed  by  his  majefty 
to  fearch  the  parliament  houfe,  together  with  lord  Monteaglc,  who 
had  given    the  firft  intimation  of  the  gunpowder  plot;    the  refult

His  lordfhip  died  May  28th,  1626.  He  was  twice  married;  firft,  to 
Mary,  fifter  and  coheir  to  George,  fbn  and  heir  of  Thomas  lord  Dacre, 
of  Gillefland,''  by  whom  he  had  no  iffue ;  and,  fecondly,  to  Elizabeth^ 
daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir  Henry  Knevit,  of  Charlton,  knight,  a  wo- 
man  infamous  for  her  rapacious  difpofition,  who  bore  him  eight  fbns, 
and  four  daughters :  the  latter  were,  Elizabeth,  married  to  William 
carl  of  Banbury,  and  afterwards  to  Edward  lord  Vaux ;  Frances,  firft 
married  to  Robert  earl  of  Eflcx,  from  whom  (he  was  divorced ;  and, 
lecondjy,  to  Robert  Car,  earl  of  Somcrfet ;  Margaret  died  an  infant ; 
and  Catherine  married  William  Cecil,  fecond  earl  of  Saliibury.  Of  the  • 
Ions,  Theophilus,  the  eldeft,  was  his  fucceffor;  Sir  Thomas,  the  fecond, 
was  created  earl  of  Berklhire,  1625,  and  was  anceftor  of  the  prefent 
carl  of  Suffolk ;  Sir  Henry,  the  third,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heir  of  William  Baflet,  of  Blore,  co.  of  Stafford,  and  had  iifuc  an  only 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married,  firft.  Sir  John  Harpur,  of  Swark- 
ftone,  in  the  co.  of  Derby ;  and,  fecondly,  William  Cavendilh,  duke 
of  Newcaftle ;  Sir  Charles,  the  fourth,  married  Mary,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Sir  John  Fitz,  of  Fitzford,  co.  Devon,  and  had  ifliie  an  only 
daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth;  Robert,  William,  and  John,  were  made 
knights  of  the  bath,  at  the  creation  of  Charles  prince  of  Wales;  and 
Sir  Edward,  in  the  4th  of  Charles  I.  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of 
lord  Howard,  of  Efcrike,  by  letters  patent,  dated  12th  April,  1628.*  *  Vid. 

Theophilus,  fecond  earl  of  Suffolk,  was  fummoned  to  parliament   Eicrike.  ^ 
as  lord  Howard  of  Waldeh,  in  his  father's  life.     He  was  a  knight  of 
the  garter,  and  repeatedly  enjoyed  many  high  offices.     He  died  in 
1640 ;  having  had  iflue  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
George  lord  Hume,  of  Berwick,  and  earl  of  Dunbar,  in  Scotland,  five

James,  the  third  earl  of  Suffolk,  and  the  laft  lord  Audley  of  Wal- 
den,  of  this  family,  at  the  coronation  of  Charles  I.  was  made  a  knight 
of  the  bath ;  and,  after  the  reiloration»  w*as  appointed  lord  lieutenant 
of  the  counties  of  Cambridge  and  Suffolk. 

His  lordfliip  was  three  times  married :  by  his  laft  lady  he  had  no 
iffue ;  by  his  fecond,  Barbara,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Villiers,  he  had 
a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Felton,  of  Playford,  in 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  baronet ;  and  by  his  firft  wife,  Sufan,  daughter 
of  Henry  Rich,  earl  of  Holland,  he  had  Effex,  his  only  child  and  co- 
heirefs,  who  was  married  to  Edward  lord  Griffin,  of  Braybrooke,  in 
Northamptonfliirc. 

By  the  death  of  this  earl  without  iiTue  male,  1688,  the  title  of  Suf-* 
folk  defcended  to  his  next  brother  George,  and  the  barony  of  Howard 
of  Waldon  remained  dormant,  until  Sir  John  Griffin  Griffin,  knight 
of  the  bath  (whofe  mother,  Anne,  was  only  furviving  fitter  and  heir 
of  Edward,  the  lafl  lord  Griffin),  eftabliihed  his  claim,  and  was  called 
up  to  the  houfe  of  peers,  by  writ  of  fummons,  as  lord  Howard  of 
Walden,  Auguft  3d,  1784.  But  he  died  without  iffue,  the  :55th  May, 
1797.     Vid.  Griffin. 

This  barony  has  been  Cnce  claimed,  and  allowed,  anno  1807,  to 
Charles  Auguftus  Ellis,  a  minor,  defcended  as  in  the  annexed  Table 
is  more  particularly  fhew.n. 
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HUNGERFORD. 

Aims— -Barry  of  Four  Arg.  and  G.  in  Chief  three  Plates.' 

The  Hungcrfords  were  a  very  ancient  family  in  Wiltlbire.  Their 
chief  feat  was  at  Farley  Caftle,  in  that  county,  where  their  defendants 
reiided.  *Of  whom  the  moil  memorable  perfbn  of  the  name,  whereof 
mention  is  made,  is 

Robert  de  Hcngerford,  who,  the  ilk  of  Edward  III.  was  con- 
flituted  one  of  the  commiflioners  to  inquire  and  certify  into  the 
exchequer,  what  lands  and  tenements  Hugh  le  Defpencer,  earl  of 
Winchefter,  and  Hugh,  his  fon  (with  others,  whp  fufFered  death  the 
laft  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  II.)  were  poiTefled  of.  Moreover; 
being  a  very  pious  man,  he  beftowed  upon  the  warden  of  the  hofpital 
of  St.  John,  at  Calne,  certain  lands  and  rents  of  confiderablc  value,  to 
maintain  a  prieft  to  pray  for  the  foul  of  Joane  his  wife,  for  the  health 
of  his  foul,  and  thofe  of  his  parents,  bcnefadlors,  and  all  the  faithful 
deceafed.  But  in  cafe  the  warden  failed  to  perform  the  truft,  then 
he  diredled,  that  Walter  de  Hungerford,  his  brother,  fliould  have  the 
benefit  of  thofe  lands  to  himfelf,  and  his  heirs  for  ever.  And  deceafing 
about  the  isSth  of  Edward  III.  he  was  fucceeded  by  the  faid 

Sir  Walter  de  Hungerford,  knight,  his  brother;  who,  by  Eli- 
zabeth his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Adam  Fitz-John,  had  ififue 

Thomas  de  Hungerford,  who,  the  30th  of  Edward  III.  wag 

*  Thefe  arras  were  opon  the  monument  of  Robert  lord  Hungerford,  who  died  in  1459,  ^nd 
was  buried  in  Hungerford  chapel,  in  the  cathedral  of  Salilbury,  of  the  foundation  of  the  ladj 
Margaret,  his  wife>  daughter  and  heir  of  th«  lord  Botreaux.

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^fcheator  for  the  county  of  Warwick;  and  the  51ft  of  Edward  IIL 
was  fpcaker  of  the  honle  of  commons  (that  being  the  firft  parliament 
in  which  that  houfe  had  a  fpeaker)^  at  which  time  he  was  then  a 
knight.  His  wife  was  Joane^  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Eldmund 
Huffie,  knight.  Which  Joane  furvived  him  fome  years>  and  died  the 
I  ft  of  March^  1412,  and  was  buried  near  to  her  hufhand,  in  Farley 
church :  who  having  deceafed  the  3d  of  December,  1398,  {2  2d  Ri- 
chard II.)  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon  and  heir. 

Sir  Walter  Hungerfobd^  knight ;  who,  the  7th  of  Heniy  IV^ 
in  confideration  of  his  great  dcpences  in  the  wars,  and  especially  at 
Calais,  where  he  achieved  great  honour  by  encountering  a  knight  q£ 
France,  had  a  grant  of  100  marks  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the 
town  and  caftle  of  Marlborough,  in  Wilts ;  and  the  iame  year  waa 
conftituted  fhcrtff  of  that  county.    The  4th  of  Heniy  V.  he  was  n^aife 
admiral  of  the  whole  fleet  under  John  duke  of  Bedibrd ;  and  the  6th 
of  Henry  V.  being  then  fteward  of  the  king^s  houiehold,  and  in  his' 
fervice  at  the  fiege  of  Roan,  he  obtained  a  grant  in  fpecial  tail,  of  the 
barony  of  Homet,  in  Normandy,  which  Sir  William  dc  Montney, 
knight,  formerly  enjoyed ;  about  this  time,  alfo^  he  was  eledled  one  of 
the  knights  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter.^    And  the  9th  of 
Henry  V.  being  again  in  the  wars  of  France,  he  had  a  further  grant, 
in  fpecial  tail,  of  the  caftle  of  Neville,  and  territory  of  Breant,  in  Nor* 
mandy,  "with  divers  other  lands  which  had  been  ipoScSkd  by  Sir  Robert 
de  Breant,  knight.     He  was  one  of  the  executors  to  king  Henry  V. ; 
and  the  2d  of  Henry  VI.  by  the  advice  of  the  lords  then  fitting  in 
parliament,  was  conftituted  fteward  of  the  houiehold  to  that  young 
king ;  and  the  4tli  of  Henry  VL  he  was  made  treafurer  of  the  ex- 
chequer ;  in  which  year,  alfo,  he  had  his  firft  fummons  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  and  fo,  with  very  little  interruption, 
to  the  27th  of  the  fame  reign ;  in  which  year,  by  his  will,  dated  the 
I  ft  of  July,  1449,  he  there  ftylcs  himfelf  lord  of  Hungerford,  Heytf-

bury» 
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hfity,  atid  Hortct ;  and  bequeaths  his  body  to  be  buri6d  in  d  certain 
cSiapel,  in  the  cathedral  church  at  Salifbury,  in  which  he  had  founded 
a  perpetual  chantry  for  two  chaplains,  and  wherein  Catherine  his  wife, 
l«y  buried  «     He  was  twice  married ;  firft,  to  the  faid  Catherine,  one 

of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  (with  Alianor,  her  fifter,  wife  of 

iTdlbbt),  of  Thomas  Peverell,  by  his  wife,  Mai*garet,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Courteney,  knight,  by  Muriel  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters 
awd  c<3rheii's  Of  John  lord  Moels^*  by  whom  he  left  iffue  two  fons;  viz.    *vid.  Moei». 
Robetty  Arid  Edmund,  who  married  Margaret,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Sdwaifd  feumell  ;f  alio  two  daughters,   viz.   Margaret,  wife  of  Sii*   » vid.  Bur- 
Walter  Rodenay,  knight ;    arid  Eliiabeth,  of  Sif  Philip  Courteny, 
koiight.     liis  fecond  wife  wa(3  Alidttory  countefs  of  Arundel  (daughter 
of  Sir  John  Berkeley,  knight.)

RoBBRT,  his  eldeft  fott;  of  whom  very  hbnourabltt  mention  is  madd 
dtiring  his  father'*  lifetime,  when  he  ferved  in  the  wars  of  France  un- 
der John  duke  pf  Bedford,  theft  regen  tof  that  kingdom.  Moreover,  the 
17th' of  Henry  VL  upon  thfe  deceafe  6f  Aliatiore  Talbot,  his  mother's 
iil^eri  he  w^a3  found  to  be  her  heir>  aitld  thereupon  had  livery  of  the 
latids  of  her  inheritance,  his  homage  being  fefpited^  The  29th,  gi{tf 
and  35d  of  Henry  VI.  ht  had  fuhf mbiis  to  parllafhent,  but  deceafed 
tht5  1 4th' of  May,  37th  Henry  VL  1459;  bequeathing  his  body,  (by 
his  Will/  dated  zzA  Aprils  the  fame  ytif),  to  be  buried  before  this  altar 

C  Hdngerfbi^  chapel  was  dedicated  to  Jefus  atid  the  bleflfed  Virgin;  and  coft  £.4g7.  It  has 
been  beautifun7  painted  ^  but  by  damp^  tiine^  and  negled,  the  oraaments  are  vanifhing  apace. 
On  the  South  wall  is  a  carious  and  tolerably  well  preferved  pidure,  of  a  cnan^  large  as  life, 
dttffkA  id  Ms  haUt  of  the  times :  a  (hort  doiftblet,  flaiht  breeches^  picked  fhoes^  a  high  hdt  and 
feather,  a  ftaff  in  hii  left  band ;  his  right  held  up  in  terror  i(nd  affright,  at  the  fight  of  Death, 
who  is  approaching  him  in  a  fliroud,  holding  an  hour-glafs.  Over  the  man,  as  alfo  over  Death, 
is  an  infcription,  given  in  the  antiquities  of  Salifbury,  ijig,  p.  131,  but  too  long  here  to  infert. 
The  paintiDg  was  engraved  by  Langley,-  of  Sanibory^  in  174s. 

^  Ttie^^  of  Menry  VI.  Sir  Walter  Hungerford,  then  a  prifoner  in  France,  is  mentioned  as 
his  fon,  to  whom  he  then  obtained  licence  to  fend  3000  marks  for  his  ranfom.  Which  Walter 
is  probably  he  who  is  reprefeotcd.to  have  died  in  Provence,  and  moft  likely  in  his  father's  life- 
tipie,  as  he  is  not  noticed  in  the  will  of  his  father.

Mar* 
uJut  ^       Sarct,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  William  lord  Botrcaux,*  he  left

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  which  Robert,  by  reafbn  of  his  marriage 
fVid.  Mo-     with  Alianorc,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  lord  Molines,f   had 

fummons  to  parliament,  in  her  right,  during  his  father's  lifetime,  as 
lord  Molines,  the  :53d,  55th,  zyth,  28th,  29th,  and  31ft  of  Henry  VL 
in  which  laft- mentioned  year,  being  in  the  wars  of  France  under  the 
command  of  Sir  John  Talbot,  the  renowned  earl  of  Shrewflbury,  he 
was  with  him  at  the  unfortunate  battle  of  Chaftillon,  where  that 
brave  earl  was  flain,  the  Englifh  army  defeated,  and  himfelf  taken 
pri(bner.  Whereupon  Alianor,  counteis  of  Arundel,  fecond  wife,  aAd 
widow  of  Sir  Walter  Hungerford,  knight,  his  grandfather,  by  her  will, 
bearing  date  20th  July,  33d  Henry  VI.  gave  unto  him  all  her  then 
right  in  her  manor  of  Hey tefbury,  of  the  value  of  1 00  marks,  towards 
his  ranfbm ;  whereby,  and  with  the  help  of  other  fupplies  from  the 
lady  Margaret,  his  mother,  then  furviving,  after  feven  years  and  four 
months  imprifonment,  he  obtained  his  liberation  at  the  payment  of  a 
ranfbm  of  ^.7690,  befides  the  great  expenfes  attendant  upon  his  long 
captivity,  the  exchange  of  money,  and  other  incidental  cofts,  to  a  veiy 
confiderable  amount,  as  are  ftated  in  the  will  of  the  faid  lady  Margaret 
his  mother,  dated  the  8th  of  Auguft,  1 6th  Edward  IV.  who,  fortu- 
nately for  him,  lived  to  a  great  age ;  deceafing  only  the  17th  of  Ed- 
ward IV,  when  Ihe  vvas  buried  in  the  cathedral  of  Salifbury. 

Wherefore,  for  his  manifold  fcrvices,  in  confideration  of  his  misfor- 
tune, and  of  his  lofles,  the  38th  of  Henry  VL  he  obtained  licence  to 
tranfport  beyond  fea,  into  any  foreign  parts,  1500  facks  of  wool  free 
of  duty.  But  afterwards,  being  on  the  part  of  the  faid  king  Henry  at 
the  fatal  battle  of  Towton  Field,  he  was  attainted  in  parliament  the 
I  ft  of  Edward  IV.  Neverthelefs,  the  3d  of  Edward  IV.  the  Lancaf- 
trians  again  making  head,  he  was  in  their  army  at  the  battle  of 
Hexham ;  where,  on  their  defeat,  being  taken  prifoner,  he  was  con- 
veyed to  Newcaftle,  and  beheaded  j  but  was  buried  in  the  cathedral 

at 
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at  Salilbury.     By  the  faid  Alianore  Molines  his  wife  (who  afterwards 
married  Sir  Oliver  Manningham,  knight),  he  had 

Thomas,  his  Ion  and  heir,  who  for  a  while  fided  with  Richard  earl 
of  Warwick,  who  then  fupported  king  Edward  IV.  but  afterwards 
falling  ofF^  and  endeavouring  the  reftoration  of  king  Henry  VI.  he  was 
feized  on,  and  tried  for  his  life  at  Salifbury ;  where  he  had  judgment 
of  death  as  a  traitor,  and  the  next  day  fuffered  accordingly.  But  the 
I  ft  of  Henry  VII.  his  attainder,  as  alfo  that  of  Robert  his  father, 
being  reverfed  in  parliament,  his  heir  had  reftitution  of  his  lands  and 
honours. 

His  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  to  Henry  Percy,  earl  of  Northumber- 
land, by  whom  he  had  one  fole  daughter  and  heir,  Mary ;  who  after- 
wards became  the  wife  of  Edward,  Ion  and  heir  of  William  lord 
Haftings,  anceftor  to  the  kte  earls  of  Huntingdon  of  that  furname ; 
and  iurviving  him,  remarried  Sir  Richard  Sacheverell,  knight.*  •  Dugd. 

Which  Edward  Hastings,  the  zzd  of  Edward  IV.  had  fummons      °  •   P* 
to  parliament,  jure  uxoris,  as  baron  Hungerford ;  and  the  faid  barony 
has  therefore  defcended  the  fame  as  thofe  of  Moels,  Botreaux,  and    Vid.  Haftings 
Molines,  invefted  in  that  family.

Sir  William  Dugdale,  quoting  for  his  authority  the  divine  Glo- 
ver/* ftates,  that  Robert,  the  laft  lord  Hungerford,  of  that  Chriftiaa

i  R.  Glover,  Some rfet  herald^  has  always  been  edeemed  an  author  (^  the  greatcft  celebrity ; 
fo  much  fo,  that  his  works  are  extolled  as  the  height  of  all  attainable  corredoefs;  and  arc 

valued  at in  as  great  a  degree  as  the  tables  of  Apollo  were  eflimatcd  in  ihe  temple  at 

Delphos.  Upon  a  cafe  which  occurred  fonoe  years  fince,  a  certain  herald  produced  a  book, 
purporting  to  be  one  of  the  "  divine  Glover's/'  as  he  was  pleafed  to  term  him ;  and  when 
aiked  by  a  great  law  lord,  if  it  had  always  been  in  the  library  of  the  office?  anfwercd,  it  had  > 
and  very  carefully  preferved,  being  looked  up  to  as  the  criterion  and  fumraum  of  authority. 
Unluckily,  however,  for  the  Pharifee  (ivAo  nvas  Heard)  on  this  occafion,  the  noble  lord  who  had 

taken 
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name,  had  a  fecond  wife,  called  Catherine,  daughter  to  Kdgmald 
Weft,  lord  la  Warrc,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  two  fens,  Walter  and 
Lcnnard;  and  a  daughter,  Fridifwidc,  who  became  a  nun  nt  Sion. 
Yet,  on  reference  to  thcfaid  Robert  lord  Hungerford,  it  will  be  found, 
that  he  (Dugdale),  exprefsly  mentions  his  firft  wife,  Alianore  MoUned> 
to  have  furvivcd  him,  and  to  have  married  a  fecond  hufband,  Sir 
Oliver  Manningham ;  and  alfo  recites,  that,  by  the  faid  Alianore,  thti^ 
faid  Robert  had  iiTue  three  fons;  viz.  Sir  Thomas  Hungerford,  knight, 
Walter,  and  Leonard.  Moreover,  excepting  to  Walter,  graridfath^r 
of  this  Robert,  it  does  not  appear  that  he  attributes  to  any  one  of  the 
^  family  a  fecond  wife.     Be  the  feft,  however,  as  it  may, 

Walter,  fon  of  Robert  lord  Hungerford,  upon  the  landing  of 
Henry  earl  of  Richmond,  the  ad  of  Richard  III.  haftened  to  join  him, 
and  met  him  not  far  from  Tamworth ;  vsrhcreupon  he  had  his  fhaiie 
in  the  benefit  of  that  glorious  vidory  which  was  foon  after  obtained 
over  that  king  at  Bofworth.  After  which,  the  13th  of  Henry  VII.  he 
was  again  in  arms  for  king  Henry,  againft  the  infurgents  who  had 
rifen  on  the  behalf  of  Pcrkyn  Walbeck.  He  was  one  of  the  privy 
counfellors  to  Henry  VI 1 1,  and  married  Jane,  daughter  of  William 
Bulftrode,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married 
Sir  John  Bourchier ;  and  a  fon, 

Edward.  Which  Edward,  by  Jane  his  wife,  daughter  to  John 
lord  Zouche,  of  Haryngworth,  had  iffue, 

Walter,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of 
the  realm,  the  28th  Henry  VIII.  and  took  his  place  the  8th  of  June 
the  fame  year;  but  foon  after,  viz.  the  31ft  of  Henry  VIII.  he  wai 
attainted  in  parliament;  and  on  the  28th  July,  32d  Henry  VIII.  fuf-

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fered  death  on  Tower  Hill ;  the  crimes  laid  to  his  charge  being  of  a 
trifling  nature^  excepting  one,  viz.  the  praftice  of  an  unnatural  crime. 
By  Sufan,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Danvcrs,  knight,  he  left 
iflue.  Sir  William  Hungerford,  knight,  of  Farley.  Caftle ;  who,  by 
Anne,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  AiVilliam  Dormer,  knight,  had 
Edward,  his  fon,  who  died  young,  iand  three  daughters;  viz.  Sufan, 
married  to  Michael  Ernley,  of  Cannings,  in  co.  Wilts,  efquire ;  Lucy, 
to  Sir  John  St.  John,  of  Lydiard ;  and  Jane,  to  Sir  John  Kerne,  of 

- CO.  Glamorgan,  knight. 

By  Alice,  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  to  William  lord  Sandys,  he  had 
two  fbns  5  viz*  Sir  Edward  Hungerford,  knight^  one  of  the  gentlemen 
penfioncrs  to  queen  Elizabeth,  who  di«d  S.P. ;  and  Sir  Anthony  Hun^ 
gerfbrd  knight,  of  Burton  Inges,  in  the  co.  Oxon ;  as  alfb  a  daughter, 

Mary,  who  married  - Baker,  Efquire,  of  Eflex. 

But  notwithftanding  the  attainder  of  the  father,  the  children  were 
reftored  by  queen  Mary  to  every  thing  but  the  dignity  of  barons. 

This  family,  it  feems,  had  feats  at  Farley,  in  Somcrfctftiire ;  Black- 
Bourton,  in  Oxfordfliirc;  Down-Amney,  and  Winrufli,  in  Gloucefter- 
Ihire;  Cadenham,  in  Wiltlhire,  &c.  The  Hungerfords  of  Farley, 
becaifie  extin<9t  in  the  dire<3:  line,  in  the  peribn  of  Sir  Edward  Hun- 
gerford; who  having  fold  the  Farley  eftate,  died  in  171 1,  at  the  very 
great  age  of  ii^:-  his  fon  and  grandfbn  dying  before  him  without 
iflue.  John  Peach  Hungerford,  Efquire,  now  of  Dingley-Hall,  in 
Northamptonfhire,  fome  time  one  of  the  reprefcntatives  in  parliament 
for  the  county  of  Leiccfter,  is  Kneally  defcended  from  the  Hunger- 
fords  of  Down-Amney;  and  retains  poflcfiion  of  the  family  vaults  in  L}^o»s' 
Farley  caftle  and  Salisbury  cathedral.

This  name,  in  regiftcrs,  recordsi  hiftories,  and  other  memorials^  has 

been  varioufly  written;  as  Huflcy,  Huflee,  and  anciently  Hufe,  Hufec, 

^^AH^^^     Hocle,  Haufe;  yet  the  perfons  and  family,  as  Mr.  Camden  has  obfervcd, 

may  be  confidered  the  fame.  The  Hoefcs  of  Hcrting,  in  the  county 
of  Suflex,  have  already  been  mentioned  as  having  had  fummons  to 
parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm ;  and  fo  Hufe  of  Beech- 
worth  ;  and  of  the  name  of  Huflce,  w  ere  the  barons  of  Galtrim^  in 
the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

But  whether  the  family  now  before  us,  be  derived  from  cither  of 
the  bv  forementioned  lines^  we  cannot  exa(ftly  trace ;  although,  from 
the  arms,  it  feems  likely  it  is  from  the  branch  of  Beechworth.*^  Be 
this  however  as  it  may,  the  firft  perfbn  who  can  be  fixed  upon  as  the 
ancedor  of  this  family,  is  Sir  William  Hussey,  who  had  iflue,  John 
Huflcy,  of  Old  Sleeford,  in  the  co.  of  Lincoln,  the  father  of

W!kkli  VmrAtfVi  tlte  ift  of  Henry  ¥11.  wm  me  of  the  com- 
manders of  the  king's  army  at  die  battle  of  Stoke,  againft  John  earl 
6f  Lincoln,  §md  hia  mbettMM  follMwm;  who  were  there  entirely 
defeated. 

The  6th  of  Henry  VII.  he  had  ipecial  livery  of  all  the  lands  which 
defcended  to  him  by  the  death  of  his  grand&ther;  and  foon  after,  viz. 
Ihe  6th  of  Henry  VII.  he  was  again  a  commander  in  the  Engliih 
army ;  and  fo  likewife  the  5th  Henry  VIII.  when  he  greatly  diflin* 
guilhed  himfelf  in  the  battle  which  took  place  at  Flodden  Field,  where  * 
tJhe  Scots  were  totally  vanquiOied,  and  their  king  ilain. 

Memorable,  al(b,  is  this  Richard  for  the  difpute  he  had  with  Robert 
lord  Brooke,  touching  the  barony  of  Latimer ;  to  which,  as  next  heir 
in  blood  to  John  lord  Latimer,  who  died  S.  P.  the  9th  of  Henry  VI. 
he  claimed  a  right.  But  to  end  the  contention,  the  lord  Brooke  was 
informed  by  an  herald,  that  Sir  George  Nevill,  grandfather  to  Richard, 
•.CoHins'  Bi-  ^as  created  lord  Latimer  by  a  new  title,*  which  therefore  lineally 
p  211,212,     defcended  to  Richard,  by  Heniy,  fon  and  heir  of  the  iaid  George;  and 

that  the  lord  Brooke  had  made  a  wrong  claim :  who  fliould  have 
claimed  his  ftyle  from  William  Latimer,  fird:  created  lord  Latimer,  of 
Danby  (the  head  manor  of  his  barony)  temp.  Edward  I.  On  this 
die  lord  Brooke  perceiving  his  error,  and  having  a  title  of  his  own, 
was  contented  to  conclude  a  match  between  their  children ;  and  Ri« 
chard  fufiered  a  recovery  on  certain  manors  and  lordlhips  demanded 
by  the  lord  Brodce ;  with  which  adjuftment  both  parties  were  well 
fiitisfied.  After  which,  he  departed  this  life,  viz.  the  zid  of 
Henry  VIII.  (1531),  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  7th, 
nth,  and  iisth  Henry  VIL  and  the  ift,  3d,  6th,  7th,  14th,  and  aid 
Henr}'  VIII.  By  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  of  Humphrey  Stafibrd,  of 
Grafton,  in  co.  Wigom,  he  left  a  numerous  ilTue^  as  in  the  Table  of 
Defcent;  whereof 

John,  his  eldeft  fon,  was  his  fucceflbr ;  who,  :28th  Henry  VIII. 
upon  that  infurreAion  in  Yorklhire,  called  the  Pilgrimage  of  Grace, 
was,  together  with  the  lords  Scrope,  I^umky,  and  Darcy,  chofen  by

afftiy  thtn  advancing  againft  them.  ^Thfe  2^th,  28th,  3i(l:,  and  33d 
of  Henry  VIH.  he  had  fumrifj9?is  to  paiWaftierft  ;*'an(r  the  34th  of  the 
fame  king  dq)arted  this  Hfc,  leaving  iffuc  by  Dorothy,  his  firft  wife, 
one  of  the  "daughters  and  coheirs  of  John  Vere/earTot  bxford,*  John, 
his.fbn  and  heir,  and  a  daughter,  Margaret,  But  by  Catherine,  his 
fccond  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Parr,  of  Kendall,  Knight,  he  ha^d 
no  iflue.'     Which  Catherine  afterwards  became  the  lafl  wife  of  king 

Henry  VIII.  whom  Ihe  furvived ;  though  by  many  a  narrow  cfcape

from  meeting  the  fame  fate  as  fome  of  her  predeceflors. 

John,  upon  his  father's  dcceafc,  anno  1542,  became  the  next, 
and  the  laft  lord  Latimer  of  his  line;  and  having  had  fummofis  to 
parliament,  from  the  35th  of  Henry  VIII.  to  the  23d  of  queen  Elir 
zabeth,  deceafed  about  that  time  (1580);"  leaving  by  Lucy  his  w^rfe, 
daughter  of  Henry  carl  of  Worcefter,  only  four  daughters,  his  cobcirsj 
viz.  Catherine,  wife  of  Ktenry  earl  of  Northumberland ;  Dorothy,  of 
Thomas  Cecil,  eldefl:  fon  of  William  lord  Burleigh;  Lucy,  of  Sir  WilJ- 
liam  CornwaHis ;  and  Elizabeth,  who  married,  firft.  Sir  cTohn  Danvers^ 
and  ^fte<wards  Sir  Edm.uivd  Carey,  knight,  third  fon  of  H«»ry  the  firft 
lord  Hunfdon,  by  whom  fhe  had  no  ifTue ;  but  from  her  ifTue  by  Sir 
John  Danvcrs,  dcfcended  Elizabeth,  mother  of  Sir  Thomas  Ofborne, 
baronet,  in-  favour  of  whom  afterwards  the  name  of  this  honour  was 
recognized  by  his  majefty  Charles  IT.  who  created  the  faid  Sir  Thomas 
vifoount  Latimer,  of  Danby,  in  the  county  of  York,  'by  letters  patent,, 
15th  Auguft,  25th  Charles  II.  1673,  in  whofc  pofterity  the  fame  now 
continues;  but  merged  in  the  higher  title  of  duke  of  Leeds,  to  whicn 
dignity  they  fubfequently  wefc  elevated.

Of  this  name^  it  is  mentioned^  that  there  were  feveral  families  fa 
denominated ;  the  one  from  the  Ifle  of  Ely,  and  the  other  from  the 
Ifle  of  Wight :  but  which  of  them  is  the  moft  ancient,  is  not  pofi- 
tivcly  afcertained. 

The  firft  perfon  of  any  confequence,  of  whom  notice  is  made,  is 
Brtan  D£  L*Isl£  ;  who,  the  3d  of  John,  paid  no  marks  and  a  pal- 
frey, for  the  wardfliip  and  marriage  of  the  heir  of  William  Briton ; 
and,  the  6th  of  John,  took  to  wife  Maud,  the  daughter  and  heir  of 
Thomas,  the  fon  of  William  de  Selcby.  This  Bryan  firmly  adhered 
to  king  John,  and  held  many  high  military  employments  under  him  ; 
as  alfo  under  king  Henry  IIL  The  6th  of  Henry  IIL  he  held  the 
manor  of  Brianilon  (other wife  Blandford  Brian),  4n  the  county  of 
Dorfet ;  and  died,  circ.  1 8th  of  Henry  IIL  as  it  feems ;  for  Thomas 
Briton,  and  Alice  his  wife;  William  de  Glamorgan,  and  Ralph  de 
Scopham,  being  his  heirs,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  paying  106  marks 
fine. 

The  13th  of  king  John,  mention  is  alfb  made  of  Hugh  de  L^Isle^ 
who  then  gave  200  marks,  and  an  horfe  of  price,  for  the  marriage  of 
his  heir,  a  daughter ;  for  which  heir  (named  Catherine),  William  de 
Cantilupe,  the  15th  of  John,  paid  :;oo  marks,  to  be  a  wife  for  his  fon. 
Whole  name,  however,  does  not  appear. 

I  now  come  (fays  Dugdale)  to  Warine  0E  LIsle,  fon  of  Ro- 
bert, fon  of  Alice,  daughter  of  Henry>  a  younger  fon  of  Warine  Fitz^- 
Gkrald.  as  the  Defcent  fheweth. 

*  Hutcbins,  in  his  Hiilory  of  Dorfet^  Vd.  I.  p.  84,  fpeakiog  of  BiiSLuAonp  fajs,  it  is  called 
firicDtius'  Town,  by  Camden ;  and  very  probably  received  ks  additional  denomination  of  firiaiv 
from  "  Brian  de  Infu]a>  or  L*Ifle,  its  ancient  lord/'  In  the  divi6on  of  the  inheritance,  this 
manor  fell  to  the  Scophams,  from  whom,  by  Eve  (or  Jnrd),  daughter  and  heir  of  Ralph  de  Sco* 
pham>  it  pafled  in  marriage  to  Six  William  de  Echiiigbam,  knight.

Which  Warine/  the  14th  of  Edward  II.  having  been  gricvoufly 
oppreffed  by  the  Spenfcrs,  joined  the  other  barons  then  in  arms,  and 
fhared  with  Thomas  earl  of  Lancafter^  and  the  reft  of  them*  in  their 
ill  fuccefs;  being  taken,  and  hanged  at  York  with  the  lord  Moubray, 
and  many  others.  After  which,  it  was  found,  in  ift  Edward  III. 
that  he  died  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Bouden,  Kingfton,  and  Fanflore» 
inBerkfhire;  Mundiford,  in  Norfolk;  and  Kiftingbury,  inNorthamp* 
tonihire ;  leaving  Gerard,  his  fon,  twenty-three  years  of  age,  and  Alice 
his  wife,  lifter  and  heir  of  Henry  Teyes,*  furviving. 

Gerard,  fon  and  heir  of  Warine  de  L'Iflc,  in  the  31ft  of  Ed- 
ward  III.  had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm, 
but  never  after. -  He  fcrved  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and  France; 
and  was  a  man  of  great  eminence  in  his  time.  His  wife  was  Eliza- 
beth, widow  of  Edmund  de  St.  John ;  whom,  Dugdale  (ays,  he  mar- 
ried the  28th  Edward  III.  wherefore  (he  muft  have  been  a  fecond 
wife ;  as  the  fame  learned  herald  ftates,  that  on  his  decea(e,  the  34th 
Edward  III.  Warine,  his  (on  and  heir,  was  of  full  age. 

Which  Warine,  the  51ft  Edward  III.  obtained  licence  to  make  a 
caftle  of  his  hou(e  at  Shirbourne,  in  com.  Oxon,  and  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  from  the  43d  Edward  III.  to  5th  Richard  II.  inclu(ive; 
the  next  enfuing  year  whereof  he  died  (anno  13 13),  being  then  feifed, 
amongft  others,  of  the  manor  of  Kingfton  L*Iflc,  in  the  county  of 
Berks ;  and  leaving  i(ruc  by  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  William 
Pipard,  a  daughter  and  heir,  alio  named  Margaret,  who  married 
Thomas  lord  Berkeley,  by  whom  (he  had  iflue  Elizabeth,  her  daughter 
and  heir,  who  married  Richard  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick,  to

of  his  naother,  in  the  pofTeflion  of  the  faid  J^hn  Talbot ;  which  ap* 
pears  to  intimate,  that  this  barony  was  altogether  feudal ;  and  the 
reafon  why  the  authority  of  parliament  was  wanting  was,  that  his 
mother  being  then  alive,  the  barony  was  actually  in  her,  and  could 
not  be  transferred  to  the  fon  otherwife  thaw  by  parliament.  In  the 
30th  of  Henry  VI.  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  vifcount  L'lik ; 
'*  fibi  et  haeredibus  mafculis  de  corpore  fuo." 

In  1442,  he  ferved  under  his  father  in  tlie.wars  of  France;  and, 
afterwards,  being  one  of  his  captains  at  the  fatal  battle  of  Chaflillon, 
was  there  flain.  He  married  Joan^  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas 
Chcddfer,  efquire,  widow  of  Richard  Stafford,  cfquire;  by  whom  he 
had  Thomas,  his  fuccefTor,  and  twa  daughters;  viz.  Elizabeth,  the 
firfl  wife  of  Sir  Edward  Grey,  fecond  fbn  of  Edward  lord  Grey,  and

Thomas, 
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Thomas^  fecond  vifcount  L*I£te^  having  d  great  conteft  with  the 
lord  Berkeley,  of  Berkeley  Caftle, .  touching  certains  lands  which  he 
daimed  in  right  of  Margaret,  his  grandmother,  loft  his  life  in  the 
qnarreU  in  a  ikirmilh^  between  them  and  their  followers,  at  Wotton- 
imder^Eklgc,  in  com.  Glouceft.  1469.  He  married  Margaret,  daughter 
to  William  Herbert,  firft  earl  of  Pembroke ;  but  having  no  iffuc,*  his^ 
fifters  became  his  coheirs.     (Vid.  Grey  vifcount  L'Iflc.)

In  15th  Edward  IV.  Sir  Edward  Grey,  knight,  beforenamed^. 
who  married  Elizabeth,  fifter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  Talbot  vifcount 
L'Ifle,  was  created  baron  L'Ifle;  and  afterwards,  28th  June,  ift  Ri« 
chard  III.  made  vifcount  L'Ifle. 

The  4th  of  Henry  VII.  he  was  one  of  the  commiilioners  for 
chuiing  archers  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  for  the  relief  of  the  dutchy 
of  Brittany ;  and  by  his  laft  will  and  tcftament^  bequeathed  his  body 
to  be  buried  in  the  new  chapel,  begun  by  himfelf,  to  be  built  in  the 
college  of  Aftky,.  whe^e  the  body  of  Elizabeth,  his  late  wife,  lay  in- 
terred ;  by  whom  he  had  iffue  one  foo,  John,  and  three  daughters ; 
viz.  Anne,  wife  of  John  Willoughby;  Elizabeth,  firft,  of  Edmond 
Dudley,  and  next,,  of  Arthur  Plantagenct,  natural  fon  to  king  Ed- 
ward IV. ;  and  Muriel,  of  Henry  Stafford,  earl  of  Wiltlhire.     He  had

.  Arthur  Fjlanta  genet,  fo  called,  was  a  natural  Ion  of  king 
Edward  IV.  by  the  lady  Elizabeth  Lucy ;  and  on  the  furrender  o£ 
the  title  by  Charles  Brandon,  was  created  vifcount  L'Ifle,  anno,  1533,. 
at  the  king's  palace  at  Bridewell,  with  limitation  to  the  heirs  male  of 
his  body. 

He  was  alfb  made  a  knight  of  the  garter  by  king  Henry  VIII.  and' 
conilituted  lieutenant  of  Calais.     Which  town,  fome  of  his  fervants 
intending  to  betray  to  the  French,  two  of  them  fuffered  death,  and 
.this  Arthur  was  committed  to  the  Tower.     But,  at  length,  his  inno- 
cency  appearing,  the  king  fent  him  his  ring  ofF  his  finger,  with  a  very- 
kind  meiTage ;  which  &.  overjoyed  him^  and.  dilated  his  fpirits,  that 
he  died  the  night  following,  the  3d  March,  33d  Henry  VIII.   1541, 
leaving  iflue,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  fifter  and'  coheir  to  John  Grey, 
vifcqiunt  L'lile, .  ai\d  widow  of  Edmund  Dudley,  three,  daughters,  his 
heirs;    viz.    Bridget,    who    married   Sir   William.  Carden,   knight; 
Frances,  who  married,  firft,  John  Baflet,  of  Umberleigh^  in  com. 
Devon,  efquire ;  and,  fecondly^  Thomas  Monk,  or  Le  Moyne,  of  Po- 
theridge,  \w  the  fame  county,  anceftor,  as  it  is  faid,  to  the  celebrated 
general  Monk ;  and  Elizabeth,  who  became  the  wife  of  Sir  Francis 
Jobfon,  knight,  lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  and  mafter  of  the  jeweL

From  Andcrlbn's  Genealogical  Hiftory  of  the  Houfe  of  Yvcry,  it 
appears  that  the  great  houfes  of  Yvery,  Luvcl  of  Karry,  Luvel  of 
Tichmerfli,  Perceval,  and  Harpetrc-Goumay,  were  originally  derived 
from  the  fame  ftock. 

The  firft  of  this  family  who  entered  England,  V^as  Robert  lord  of 
Breherval,  &c.  in  Normandy  (where  he  like  wife  held  the  caflle  of 
Yver)r^  by  the  fervice  of  three  knights  fees),  a  younger  fon,  as  it  is 
iaid,  of  Eudes,  fovereign  duke  of  Brittany.  He  x:ame  over  with  the 
Conqueror  in  1066,  and  was  rewarded  with  the  lordihips  of  Karry 
and  Harpetre,  in  Somerfetflxire  j  but  returning  afterwards  into  Nor- 
mandy, and  being  feized  with  a  grievous  illnels,  was  ihorn  a  monk  in 
the  abbey  of  Bee,  and  died  foon  after,  circ.  1083  ;  leaving  three  fons, 
Afcelin,  Gouel,  and  William.     Of  thefe, 

AscRLiN  Gouel  de  Perceval  fuccecded  his  father;  and,  from 
the  violence  of  his  temper  and  anions,  was  furnamed  Lupus,  or  the 
Wolf.  He  had  alfo  been  an  adventurer  in  the  fame  expedition  into 
England  with  his  father,  and  was  an  officer  of  high  rank ;  and  for  his 
fervices  had  a  grant  of  many  manors,  particularly  Wefton  in  Gordano, 
Stawel,  &c.  in  the  county  of  Somerfet.  He  afterwards  was  com- 
mander of  the  Norman  forces  at  the  fiege  of  Mante,  under  William 
the  Conqueror,  who  there  received  the  hurt  of  which  he  died.  This 
Afcelin  was  famous  for  the  long  difpute  he  had  with  the  earl  of  Bre- 
tevil,  in  Normandy.  The  particulars  of  which  remarkable  tranfadion 
are  related  at  large  by  Ordericus  Vitalis,  a  cotemporary  hiftorian,  but 
are  too  long  to  be  inferted  in  this  place :  yet  fuch  was  the  refult  of 
that  celebrated  contefl,  that  after  having  fuftained  a  fiege  of  two 
months  in  his  caflle  of  Breherval,  againfl  a  great  army^  commanded 

by 
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by  the  moft  valiant  and  experienced  officers  of  that  age ;  and  withal^ 
wonderfully  and  extraordinarily  provided  for  the  undertaking,  he  made 
kis  own  terms;  keeping  pofTeiEon  of  the  fortrefs,  and  obtaining  in 
marriage  ifabella^  the  only  daughter  of  the  iaid  earl. 

This  lady,  though  a  natural  daughter  of  the  earl  of  Bretevil,  yet  in 
default  of  legitimate  iiFuc,  by  the  favour  of  Henry  I.  became  hcirefs 
in  part  to  her  father,  and  Afcelin  Gouel  was  eftablilhed  in  the  earldom 
of  Y very  in  1119,  foon  after  which  he  died^ 

His  ifluc  were  fevcn  ions,  and  a  daughter,  married  to  Radulfos 
Kufus,  a  Norman  nobleman ;_  but  of  the  Ions,  the  names  of  Robert, 
William,  and  John,  are  all  which  are  handed  down  to  notice.  Whereof 
John,  the  youngefl,  was  portioned  by  his  father  in  the  manor  of  Har- 
petre.  Which  name  he  aflumed,  though  afterwards  changed  by  his 
pctrc,       "     defcendants  to  Gournay.* 

Robert,  the  eldcfl  fbn/  fuccecded  his  father;  and  dying  in  112^ 
S.  P.  his  brother  William  became  his  heir. 

Which  William  fucceeded  both  to  his  Norman  and  Englifh: 
eftates,  and  bore  the  title  of  earl  of  Yvery.  He  was  nicknamed  LoipeL- 
lus,  or  the  Little  Wolf,  a  diminutive  of  the  appellation  which  his 
father  bore.  In  11 53,  he  was  in  arms,  and  defended  his  caiUe  of  Karry 
againft  king  Stephen;  but  died  between  that  year  and  11 58,  the  exa(^ 
time  not  being  known.  He  married  Auberie,  fifter  to  Walcran  dc 
,  Bellemonte,  earl  of  Mellent,  in  Normandy,  and  to  the  earl  of  Leiccfter 
in  England;  the  iflue  of  which  illuftrious  marriage  were  five  fons,  viz, 
Waleran,  Ralph,  Henry,  William,  and  Richard.* 

Waleraj^,  the  eldeft>  fucceeded  his  father  in  Normandy,  and  was 
baron  of.  Tvery,  but  the  title  of  earl  is  no  further  mentioned;  his  line 
continued  in  his  defcendants  till  it  failed  in  the  15th  century. 

*  It  is  here  necelTaiy  for  the  reader  to  be  informed,  this  acoount  differs  from  that  of  Dug- 
dal'e )  who,  bj  Anderfon,  in  bis  Hiftoiy  of  the  Houfe  of  Yverj  (Vol.  I.  p.  224),  is  faid  to  have 
obDfounded  the  defcent ;  aflTerting,  that  William  Gouel  de  Prrceyal  leA  iflue  two  fons,  Robert

Ralph,  the  fecond  ion,  afiumed  the  favourite  appellation  of  the 
£imily ;  vvhich  being  foftened  by  degrees  into  Lupel,  and  thence  to 
Luvel,  became  the  furoame  of  the  barons  of  Karry  and  Tichmerlh. 
.  He  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Henry  de  Newmarch ;  but  dying 
without  iflue, .  loon  after  his  father,  Henry,  his  nezt  brother,  became 
his  heir.*  . 

Which  HfiNKT,  upon  the  fcutage  levied  that  year,  the  5th  of 
Henry  IL .  1 1 59,  paid  five  marks  to  the  crown ;  and  the  1 2th  of 
Henry  IL  on  the  aid  then  levied  for  marrymg  the  king's  daughter, 
certified  his  knights  fees  to  be  eighteen  de  veteri  feoffamento,  and  one 
de  novo.  His  wife's  name  was  Alice  s  by  whom  he  had  ifiTue  two 
fbns,  Ralph- and  Henry.     Whereof  .   . 

Ralph  fucceeded  his  father;  and  the  ift  of  king  John  (1199)^ 
gave  £*66  for  livery  of  his  barony  of  Kari.  Some  time  after,  he  be- 
ftoWed  the  l»nds  of  Ethelberge  on  the  monks  of  Montacute ;  but  died 
the  9th  of  John,  A.  D.  1 208,  without  iflue.  Wheirefore 
.  Hen&y,  his  brother,  became  hb  heir ;  who  the  fame  year,  viz.  the 
9th  of  John,  gave  300  marks^  and  feven  palfries,  for  livery  of  the 
lands  of  his .  inherita.nce«  And  in  the  Tefte  de  Nevil  (which  is  an 
ancient  celledion  of  knights  fees),  it  appears  he  had,  amongfi:  others, 
Huriewy,  Pydecumbe,  and  Colney,  in  the  co.  of  Somerfct ;  at  which 
time  Pydecumbe  and  Colney  were  in  jointure  to  Alice,  the  mother  of 
this  Henry,  and  Hunewy  in  jointure  to  Maud,  the  widow  of  his  bro-> 
ther  Ralph. 

The  13th  of  John,  he  paid  300  marks,  and  three  good  palfries,  for 
leave  to  go  into  Ireland ;  and  again,  upon  the  coUedlion  of  the  fcutage 
of  Wales,  he  paid  twenty-three  marks  for  eleven  knights  fees  and  one 
half;  and  thirteen  marks  for  fix  fees  and  an  half,  for  the  fees  of  Mon- 
tacute ;  foon  after  which  he  died,  leaving  by  Chriftiana  hb  wife,  who 

•  William,  the  fourth  fon  of  William  Goucl  dc  Perceval,  alfo  furnamed  Luve2>  was'anccftor

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Airvlved  him  (and  remarried  with  Richard  Cotel),  Richard,  hit  Ion 
and  heir,  and  four  daughters,  whofe  names  are  not  mentioned,  fxx 
whom  he  gave  the  manor  of  Wefton,  in  Gordana,  then  holden  by 
barony.  Bat  of  thefe,  the  firft  married  Waiter  de  Efleles;  the  fecond. 
Thomas  de  Bretun ;  the  third,  Matthew  Wake;  and  the  fourth,  Wil« 
Kam  Fitz- Walter.     To  this  Henry  fucceeded 

Richard,  his  fbn  and  heir,  beforementioned ;  who,  the  zd  of 
Henry  IIL  giving  J[.ioo,  as  fecurity  for  payment  of  his  relief,  had 
livery  of  his  barony  of  Karri,  and  of  all  other  his  lands  in  the  county  of 
Somerfet.  The  38th  Henry  III.  upon  colledion  of  the  ud  for  making 
the  king's  eldeft  ion  a  knight,  he  anfwered  for  eleven  knights  fees  and 
an  half  for  the  honour  of  Moreton,  and  died  the  fame  year  ( 1 254), 
leaving 

Henrt,  his  (on  axid  heir,  who  the  nmtt  yeiur,  the  39th  cf  Henry  IIL 
paid  iC*'^^  for  his  relief  and  had  livery  of  his  lands;  but  enjoyed  his 
eftate  only  a  few  years,  dying  the  47th  Henry  III.  {iz6^);  being 
then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Caftle  Cary,  holden  in  capite  of  tiie  king, 
by  barony,^  and  the  fetvice  of  finding  two  foldiers  ia  the  king's  army 
for  forty  days.     His  iflue  were  Richard  and  Henry  Luvel.  Whereof 

RiCHAlii>,  the  eldeft  fon,  doing  his  homage  the  fame  year,  had 
Mvery  of  his  barony,  paying  j^*  100  for  his  relief;  but  he  (urvived  his^ 
fether  only  a  (hoft  time,  and  dying  without  iflue,^ 

HsNtiT,  his  brother,  was  his  heir  and  fucceflbr ;  and  the  2d  of  £d« 
ward  I.  (i;$74),  was  in  poiTeffion  of  the  barony  of  Kari,  and  died 
about  the  year  laSo,  leaving  a  fon,  Hugh,  and  a  daughter,  Oliva,  wife 
of  John,  de  Gk)urnay,  of  Beverfton.* 

Which  Hugh,  the  8th  of  Edward  I.  was  in  pofleffioa  of  his  inhe- 
ritance; as  appears  by  the  pleadings  in  a  caufo,  inftituted  a^inft  him

value ;  leaving  Alianore  his  wife  furviving,  and  a  ion,  •^  ^^'  ^ 

Richard^  the  next  baron  of  Gary,  who,  the  9th  of  Edward  III. 
obtained,  in  conjundion  with  Muriel  his  wife,  the  euftody  of  the 
caftles  of  Corf  and  Purbeck,  in  co.  Dorfet ;  after  which,  he  had  a 
confirmation  of  a  moiety  of  the  barony  of  Wachftriker,  in  Scotliind : 
but  whether  in  reward  for  his  fervices  againft  that  nation,  or  ais  an 
acquifition  from  his  wife,  is  not  faid.  This  Bichaid  had  fummons  to 
parliament  as  a  baron  of  the  realm,  the  zzd»  23d,  and  ^4th  of  £d-< 
ward  III.  and  died  upon  the  )aft  day  of  January  the  year  following, 
feifed  of  the  manor  of  Winfired  Egle^  in  the  county  <^  Dorfet,  and 
alfo  of  CafHe  Gary,  and  Merfh,  in  the  county  of  Somorfet.  His  wife 
was  Muriel,  daughter  of  WilHam,  the  firfl  earl  of  Douglas,  in  Scot- 
land ;  by  whpm  he  had  iuue  a  fbn,  James,  and  two  daughters ;  viz. 
Joane,  wife  of  John  de^Moels;  and  Alianore,  of  Sir. Roger  Rufaaut. 
But  this  James,  his  only  fbn,  deceafed  in  his  lifetime,  viz.  the  i6di 
Bdward  IIL  being  then  ieifed,  in  conjunftiod  with  Ifabel  his  wiie,  of 
the  manors  of  North  and  South  Barewe,  and  Blakford,  held  j<Mntly  by  .  . 
them  for  their  lives ;  but  who  this  lady  was  is  unknown :  his  sfliie  by 
her,  however,  were  a  fbn,  Richard,  eight  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
father's  death,  i6th  Edward  IIL  (who  died  under  age,  S.  P.  alfb  be- 
fore his  grandfather),  and  a  daughter,  Muriel,  who  thewby  became 
heir  to  the  eflate  and  barony  of  Kari,  upon  the  death  of  her  grand«- 
father;  at  which  time>  the  25th  Edward  III.  (1351),  fhe  was  nine- 
teen yean  of  age,  and  then  the  wife  of  Nicholas  St.  Maur ;  whofe 
pofl^rity  for  .fome  time  enjoyed  this  eflate  itnd  faonoun  (Vid.  St 
Maur.)

This  hou&,  though  not  fo  coniiderable  in  the  veiy  earlieft  time, 
yet  yery  foon  became  of  equal  note  with  that  beibrementioned ;  and 
in  one  refpedl  had  the  advantage  of  the  other,  that  it  lafted  to  a  late/ 
period. 

Of  William,  the  firft  of  this  line,  and  brother  to  Ralph  and 
Henry,  of  Caftle  Kary,^  rery  little  is  faid ;  but  it  appears  he  was  lord 
of  Minfter,  in  com.  Ozon,  and  that  he  was  dead  .before  the  8th  of 
Richard  L  for  in  that  year  his  fon  was  poflefled  of  the  inheritance. 
Who  the  lady  was  that  he  married  cannot  be  affirmed ;  although  it  is 
certain  her  name  was  Maud,  and  that  (he  was  living  the  8th  of  John^ 
being  then  a  widow.f 

William,  ion  and  heir  of  William  and  Maud,-  the  13th  of  Johii, 
held  Dockinges  by  barony;  which,  with  its  appurtenances,  the  record^ 
affirms  in  the  margin,  to  be  a  fee,  and  latdy  granted  to  this  £unily» 
His  wife*s  name  was  Ifabd,  by  whom  he  had  iffiie  John,  baron  of 
Dockinges,  and  lord  of  Minfter-Luvel. 

Which  John  was  a  minor  at  his  ftither*s  death,  and  in  cuftody  of 
Alan  Baflet,  of  Murefdewall  and  Wycombe,  in  Surrey;  whofe  daugh- 
ter, by  Aliva,  daughter  of  Stephen  Gay,§  he  married,  and  jointured 
in  the  manor  of  Minfter  Luvel ;  upon  which  occafion  he  quitted  the 
ancient  coat  of  arms,  which  was  that  of  Luvel  of  Kary,  the  croislels 
only  omitted;  and  either  out  of  honour  or  regard  to  the  houfe  of 
Baflet,  affiimed  their  coat  (which  were  Barry  Nebule  of  Six  A.  and  S.) 
the  colours  only  changed  into  O.  and  G.  His  children  by  the  iaid  Aliva, 
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ivere^  John^  baron  of.  Dockinges;  Philip;^  Fulke^  archdeacon  of  Col- 
chefter ;  and  Agnes>  the  wife  of  Adam  de  Chetwynd^  anceftor  to  the 
vifcoiint's  family  of  that  furaame,  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland*  Of 
thcfc, 

JoHN^  the  eldeft  fbn^  was  iucceiTor  to  his  father;  and  the  48th  of 
Henry  IIL  was  made  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Northampton,  and  the 
56th  of  Henry  IIL  governor  of  Marlborough  caftle.  After  when,  no- 
thing material  is  related  of  him  until  his  death,  the  15th  Edward  L 
(^izSy),,  when  he  Was  found  feiied  of  the  manor  of  Minfter-^Luvel,  in 
com.  Oxon ;  Elecumbe,  in  com.  Wilts;  -and  of  Tichmerih,  in  com% 
Northamp.     Which  great  lordihip  he  acquired  in  right  of  Maud  his 

wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  -* Sydenham ;  and  which  not  long 

after  became  the  title  of  the  barony  that  his  pofterity  enjoyed.  His 
ifiue  were,  Sir  Thomas  Luvel,  who  had  Tickwell  for  his  portion,  and 
bore  a  Bend  Azure  over  his  coat  for  difference  ;^  and  John,  his  eldeft 
ion  and  heir,  who  performing  his.  fealty,  had  lirery  of  his  lands  the 
lamie  year. 

«  This  ^hffip,  tike  25lh  Heniy  HI.  being  then  guardian  to  tfie  Jews^  wai  accnfed  of  gmat' 
bribeiy,  iq  taking  plate  of  much  valoe  to  exompt  fotne  of  them  from  the  tallage  then  ioipofed  -, 
at  which  offence  the  king  was  highly  enraged.     Yet^  bj  great  interceffion  and  powerful  inte- 
refl^  he  was  excufed  for  a  fine  of  1000  marks;  and  at  length  being  reflored  fullj  into  favour, 
was  afterwards  made  treaiurer  of  England/   But  the  48d  of  Henry  III-  the  barons  repining  at 
fail  advtficement,  caufed  him  to  be  brought  to»  trial  for  the  offenoes  beforenamedi  w^hereupon 
he  was  depofed  from  hi&  tmfl;  and  the  king  joining  in  the  perfecution  of  him,  immenfe  iiims 
were  required  of  him,  and  his  edates  feized  into  the  king's  hands,  until  fatisfadion  fhould  be  * 
givenr.    Which  {o  afieded  him,  that  having  taken  orders,  he  retired  t<y  his  redory  at  Hame-^ 
ftable;  where,  for  grief  and  vexation,  he  died  the  year  following,  1258.    He  is  fiatad  to  have 
inarricd  (mod  probably  before  he  took  orders),  the  widow  of  Alexander  dc  Arfic,  by  whom  he 
bad  two  fons,  viz.  Sir  John,  a  knight,  living  the  Mth  of  Henry  III.  3  and  Henry,  a  priefi. 
Which  John  had  iflue  |in  only  daughter,  Margaret,,  who  was  his  heir,  and  married  Thomas  de 
Botetourt.

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Which  JoBN^  at  hts^ither^s  depeafe,  was  thirty-two  years  old;  and 
iht  Z2d  of  Edward  I.  attended  that  king  into  Gafcony,  and  the  a4th 
of  the  ianoe  reign,  had  hb  firft  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament  as  a 
baron,  and  from  thence  to  the  4th  of  Edward  IL  incluiive.  To  his 
firiV'wife,  he  married  Ifabeli  daughter  of  Emald  de  Bois,>f  Tboipe- 
Eraald,  fifter  and  heir  of  William ;  and  (he  deceaiing  about  the  4tii 
of  Edward  IL  left  an  only  daughter,  Maud,  her  heir^  who  became  the 
wife  of  William  lord  Zouche,  of  Haryngworth ;  and  carried  with  her 
the  lands  of  Dockinges,  which  had  been  fettled  upon  her  mother's 
marriage. 

His  fecpnd  wife  was  Joaft,  daughter  of  Robert  lord  Roos,  of  Ham-* 
lake,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  John  and  James  ;^  and  deceaiing  the  4th 
of  Edward  II.  was  fupceeded  by  . 

.  JoHK,  hb  eldeft  ibi\,  who  funrived  him  only  a  fliort  time;  and  bar- 
ing had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  6tb,  7th,  and  8ch  of  Edward  IL 
died  the  fame  yeiar  (1315)^  leaving  ifliie  by  Maud  his  wife,  lifter  and 
heir  to  Eldward  lord  Bumel,^  an  only  fon,  alio  named 

John,  two  years  old  at  his  father's  death ;  of  whom  the  firft  me- 
morable mention  made  is,  that  he  was  in  the  expeditt<m  into  Scotland 
the  8th  Edward  III.  being  then  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  and  in  the 
i  oth  and  1 8th  of  the  fame  reign,  he  was  in  the  wars  of  France ;  ib 
alfo  the  19th,  aoth,  and  ziik,  and  one  of  the  retinue  of  Thonuis 
Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick;  but  in  that  laft  year  he  died  ('347), 
leaving  ilTue^  John;  a  fecond  fon,  like  wife  named  John;  and  a  daugh- 
ter, Ifabella,  who  became  the  wife  of  Thomas^  ion  of  Thomas  Green.

John,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  only  iix  years  and  a  half  old  at  his  father's

death; 
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deaths  and  did  net  live  to  attain  his  twentj-firft  year,  but  died  the 
55th  of  Edward  III.  iffuekfs ;  vrhereforc  his  next  brother  became  his 
heir,  who,  as  before  obierved,  was  likewife  named  John. 

Which  John,  the  37th  of  Edward  III.  (1^63),  being  of  fiill  age, 
had  livery  <)f  his  lands,  his  homage  being  respited,  and  was  aifterwards 
eleded  into  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter ;  and  the  j{.zd  of  Ed* 
ward  III.  was  in  the  wars  x>f  France,  and  fo  alio  in  divers  other  years 
of  the  fame  king. 

The  50th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  conftituted  governor  of  Banelyng- 
ham,  in  France.  In  the  time  of  Richard  IL  when  the  great  diicentent 
aroie  amongft  the  nobility,  by  reaibn  the  king  was  io  entirely  fwayed 
by  Robert  de  Vcre,  duke  of  Ireland,  and  Tome  others,  to  the  great 
icandal  of  the  govejnment,  he  efpoufed  the  popidar  party;  yet  at 
length  it  fo.  happened,  that  he  afterwards  fell  off  from  that  fidt  to  the 
king,  smd  becanae  one  of  thoie  whom  they  ezpelled'the  court.  '  The 
time  of  his  death  is  not  certiun ;.  but  it  appears  he  had  iUmmons  to 
parliament,  from  the  49th  of  Edward  III.  to  the  8th  of  Henry  IV.

John,  his  fen  and  fucceflbr,  the  eighth  of  that  name^  who  iiirvived 
him  not  long ;  for  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  froat  the  nth 
of  Henry  IV.  to.  the  2d  of  Henry  V..  inclufive,  he  died  that  year 
(141 4),  leaving^  by  Alianore  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  lord 
Zouche,  of  Haryngwofth,  William,  his  fon  and  heir ;  and  a  &cood 
fen,  alfe  named  William,  who  married  one  of  the  daaighters  and  coi* 
heirs  of  Thomas  St.  Clcrc,  of  Barton  St.  John,  in  com.  Oxon. 

Which  William,  the  elder,  the  4th  of  Henry  V.  was,  by  indeor 
turc,  retained  to  ferye  the  king  in  the  wars  ofFrance;  and  the  9th  of 
Henry  V.  was  again  in  the  fame  wars.  The  ift  of  Henry  VI.  doing 
his  homage,  he  had  liver)'  of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance,  by  defcent, 
bpth  from  John  lord  Luvel,  his  father,  and  £tom  Maud  de  Holland, 
hi^  grandmother.     And  having  married  Alice,^  one  of  the  daughters  of

The  24th  of  Henry  VL  in  confideration  of  his  eminent  -fervices, 
and  by  reafbn  of  his  infirmities  of  body,  he  had  an  efpecial  exemption 
from  coming  to  parliament  for  term  of  life ;  yet  his  name  appears  in 
the  Lifts  of  Summons  thereto,  from  the  3d  to  the  33d  of  Henry  VL 
inclufive ;  in  which  latter,  upon  the  1 6th  of  June,  1 459,  he  departed 
this  life,  leaving  John,  his  ion  and  heir,^  and  Alice  hb  wife,  furviving; 
who  the  very  fame  year,  upon  the  death  of  Margaret,  her  iifter^  wife 
of  Ralph  lord  Cromwell,  S.P.  was  found  the  next  heir,  whi^efaf 
divers  lordihips  and  lands  deicended  to  her^  whereof  flic  bad  efpecial 
livery  fbon  afiber* 

John,,  ion  and  heir  of  William  lord  Luvel,  was  twenty-two  years 
of  age  at  his  fiither*s  death ;  and  the  next  year,  being  then  a  knight, 
had  livery  (^  his  lands,  his  homage  being  refpited ;  and  the  38th  of 
Henry  VL  in  confideration  of  his  good  fervioes,  obtained  a  patent  from 
the  king,  to  be  chief  fbrefter  of  the  forefl  of  Which woode,  in  com. 
Korthampt. ;  but  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Torkifts  prevailing 
over  king  Henty.,  the  face  of  affairs  changed,  to  the  total  ruin  of  that 
unfortunate  monarch,  and  of  his  friends.  So  that  of  this  John,  no- 
thing further  is  related  than  has  death,  the  4th  of  Edward  FV.  being 
then  ieifed,  among  divers  other  coniiderable  lordihips,  of  the  manors 
of  Minfber  Luvel,  in  the  county  of  Oxford ;  Sainton,  otherwife  Dein- 
courts*  Manor,  inYorkihire;  Tichmerih,  in  Northamptonihire ;  Hol«> 
gate  BurnelU  and  Adon  Bumell,  in  Shrc^iihire;  and  alio  of  the 
ndoiety  of  the  manor  of  Aikham-Bryan,  in  the  county  of  the  city  of 
York ;  being  the  titular  names,  as  well  of  his  own  barony,  as  of  thoie 
which,  by  inheritance,  had  deicended  to  faim«    '

Robert  Luvel^  who  died  ifluelefsi  aod  Henrj,  vfho  was  burled  in  the  Crutcfaed  Friars^  bat  (tf 
whom  nothing  further  is  known* 
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His  \?ife  was  Joane^  daughter  of  John,  and  fiftcr  and  heir  to  Wil- 
litfm,  vifcount  Beaumont,*  by  vrhom  he  left  iflue  two  daughters; 
tia*  Joane  (or  Jane),  wife  of  Sir  Brian  Stapleton,  knight ;  and  Frt- 
d^wide,  married  to  Sir  Edward  Norris,  knight ;  and  a  fon, 

Francis  lord  Luvcl,  who,  the  4th  of  January,  the  zzd  of  Ed^ 
v^rd  IV,  was  advanced  to  thtf  dignity  of  vifcount  Luvcl ;  and,  more- 
over, being  a  great  friend  and  favourer  of  king  Richard  III.  he  was 
made  a  knight  of  the  garter,  lord  chamberlain  of  his  houfcfaold„  and 
conflituted  chief  buder  of  England.  His  intereib  being  thus  entwined 
with  that  king*s,  he  adventured  himfelf  in  battle  for  him  at  Bofworth, 
where  Richard  being  flain,  and  his  army  routed,  this  nobleman  having 
cfcaped  the  ilaughter>  lurked  privily  about  for  fome  months,  until  at 
laft  he  got  into  Flanders,  to  Margaret  ducheis  of  Burgundy,  the  kte 
king's  iifter,  by  whom  he  was  well  received^  But  after  this,  coming 
into  En^and  with  John  de  la  Pole,  earl  of  Suffolk,  and  the  refl  of 
that  party,  together  with  2000  ftout  foldier^,  under  the  condud  of 
Martin  S^inrtz  (an  eminent  German  commander),  on  behalf  of  Lam- 
bert Simnell  (the  counterfeit  duke  of  York),  he  underwent  the  like 
fate  with  them ;  being  flain,  as  it  is  faid,  in  the  battle  of  Stoke,  the 
3d  of  Homy  VII.  But,  however,  certun  it  is,  that  he  attenrpted  to 
make  his  eicape  out  of  the  fight,  being  feen  on  horieback  endeavour- 
ing to  fwim  the  river  Trent;  yet  from  this  period,  no  further  mention 
13  made  of  him  by  any  hifiorian.  Though  there  was  a  ftrong  rumour, 
that  he  for  the  prefent  preferved  his  life,  by  retiring  to  fome  fecret 
place,  where  he  was  flarved  to  death,  by  the  treachery  or  negled  of 
thofe  in  whom  he  confided^  Which  report,  in  later  days,  feemsto.be 
confirmed  by  a  very  particular  circumftance,  related  in  a  letter  from 
William  Cowper,  efqtdre,  clerk  of  the  parliament,  concerning  the  fup- 
pofed  finding  of  the  body  of  Francis  lof  d  Luvel,  viz.

Yet  the  title  has  again  been  revived  in  favour  of  John  earl  of  Eg-  ceftcr. 
mont ;  who,  by  letters  patent,  the  7th  of  May,  1 762,  was  created 
baron  Lovell  and  Holland,  of  Enmore,  in  the  county  of  Somerfet. 
Whereby  this  noble  family  once  more  ranks  amongft  the  peers  of 
the  realm;  the  faid  earl  of  Egmont  being  the  defcendant  and 
immediate  reprefentative  of  Richard,  the  next  and  youngeft  bro- 
ther to  Ralph,  Henry,  and  William,  the  progenitors  and  founders  of 
the  houfes  of  Lovell  of  Caftle  Kary,  and  Tichmerfli,  as  already, 
ftatcd.

Hutchins,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Dorfet  (Vol.  I.  p.  1 1 2),  mentions  a  family  feated  at  Tarent  Rawfon, 
in  that  county,  whereof  William  Lovel,  of  Tarent  Rawfon,  had  iffae  William,  his  fon  ahd  heir, 
who  died  33d  of  Henry  VIII.  from  whom,  in  lineal  fucceffion,  defcended  Edmund  Lovel,  redor 
of  Tarent  Ruihton,  and  prebendary  of  Wells,  anno  1774>  but  how  conneded  with  the  barons 
of  Tichmerfli,  does  not  appear.

Which  Thomas  aflumed  the  furname  of  Lil^cifi ;  and  the  i6tb  of 
Edward  I.  doing  his  fealty,  had  livery  of  all  the  lands  whick  were  of 
the  inheritance  of  Alice,  his  nK>ther,  but  died  the  33d  o(  Edward  L 
(1305);  being  then  feifcd,  amongft  others,  of  the  manor  of  Langley, 
in  com.  Northumb.  which  came  to  him  by  the  marriage  of  liabel,  one 
ubif'  ^*'      ^^  *^^  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Adam  dc  Bolteby  * 

To  whom  fucceeded  Thomas,  his  fbn  and  heir,  then  twenty-four 
years  of  age ;  who  performing  his  homage  the  fame  year,  had  livery 
of  his  lands,  and  the  year  next  enfuing,  viz.  the  34th  of  E^lward  L 
was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  ]  but  long  he  did  not  iurvive,  for  the  id 
of  Edward  IT.  anno  1309,  he  deceafed,  without  iflue,  whereupon  his 
brother 

Anthony  was  found  his  next  heir,  and  twenty-five  years  of  age; 
who  doing  his  fealty,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance,  ex* 
cepting  thofe  which  Chriftian,  the  widow  of  the  faid  Thomas,  held 
in  dower,  viz.  the  third  part  of  the  manors  of  Brathwait,  Aipatrick, 
and  Caldebek,  in  Cumberland;  and  the  manor  of  Langele,  and  villages 
called  Fourftones  and  AUerwafh,  in  Northumberland. 

In  16th  £/iward  II.  being  Iheriff  of  Cumberland,  and  governor  of 
the  caftle  of  Carliile,  this  Anthony  was  alio  conftituted  governor  of 
the  caftle  of  Appleby,  and  of  the  caftle  and  honour  of  E^emont ;  and 
the  fame  year  obtained  from  the  king,  a  grant,  in  fee,  of  the  caftle 
and  honour  of  Cokermouth,  with  the  manor  of  Hapcafbe,  pertaining 
thereto,  to  hold  by  the  fervice  of  one  knight^s  fee. 

Moreover,  about  the  5th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  conftituted  jufticc 
of  Ireland ;  and  the  8th  of  Edward  III.  governor  of  the  town  of  Ber- 
wick upon  Tweed.  He  had  alio  ftimmons  to  parliament,  from  the 
14th  of  Edward  IL  to  the  17th  of  Edward  IIL  inclufive;  in  which 
year  he  died,  leaving 

Thomas  d£  Lucie,  his  fbn  and  heir;  who  having  married  Mar- 
garet, the  third  fifter,  and  one  of  the  coheirs  of  John  Molton,  of 

Egremond, 
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Egrcmond,*  in  the  8th  of  Edward  III.  ipadc  p»rtitioii  ^rtn  them  of 
the  lands  <^  their  inheritance^  and  the  i  ith  of  Edward  IIL  had  liverjr  mont. 
of  them  accordingly ;  which  was  in  his  £aither*s  lifetime.  Afte?  which^ 
the  17th  Edward  III.  performing  his  homage,  he  had  Jivery  of  hb 
paternal  inheiitance. 

Furthermore^  in  confideration  of  his  eminent  fervices,  he  obtained 
from  the  king  a  joint  grant,  with  Ralph  lord  Neville  to  fettle  his  ma^ 
nors  of  Caldebek>  Ulbedale,  and  Afpattick,  in  Cumberland,  upon  Regi*> 
nald  de  Lucie,  his  fon,  and  Euphemia  his  wife,  daughter  of  him  the 
laid  Ralph,  and  the  heirs  of  their  two  bodies  lawfully  begotten,  for 
ever. 

He  had  iiimmons  to  parliament  in  the .  lifetime  of  his  father ;  viz. 
the  15th,  1 6th,  and  17th  of  Eldward  IIL  and  from  thence  to  the  38th 
of  Edward  III.  incluiive;  the  year  following  of  which  he  died  (1356),, 
leaving  iflue  by  Margaret  his  wife  (beforementioned),  his  ion  and 
heir, 

Akthont,  then  twenty- four  years  of  age,  who  doing  his  homage^ 
fbon  after  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance ;  and  having  mar- 
ried Joane,  widow  of  William  lord  Greyftokc,  without  the  king*s 
licence,  obtained  pardon  for  that  tranfgreflion.  Hie  41ft  of  Ed- 
ward III.  he  procured  licence,  with  divers  other  noble  perfons,  to 
tiravel  beyond  fea;  and  the  next  enfuing  year  (1368),  departed  this 
life,  leaving  Joane  his  wife  furviving,  and  Joane,  hb  only  daughter 
and  heir,  two  years  and  a  quarter  old ;  which  faid  Joane  died  the  year 
following,  being  then  not  much  more  than  three  years  of  age. 

Wherefore  the  inheritance  of  the  honour  of  Cokermouth  devolved 
upon  Maude  her  aunt  (viz.  iifter  to  Anthony  de  Lucie,  her  father), 
then  wife  to  Gilbert  de  Umfravill,  carl  of  Angus,  but  after>  of  Henry 
Percy,  earl  of  Northumberland. 

Which  Maude,  by  a  fine  levied  the  8th  Richard  11.  fettled  the  faid 
caftle  and  honour  of  Cokermouth,  with  a  large  proportion  beiides  of 
her  great  eftates,  upon  the  faid  Henry  earl  of  Northumberland^  and 
herfelf,  and  the  heirs  male  of  their  two  bodies ;  and  in  default,  on

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the  heirs  of  her  own  body ;  and,  in  default  thereof,  then  on  Henry 
lord  Percy  (fon  and  heir  of  the  faid'earl  by  his  firil  wife),  and  the  heirs 
male  of  his  body,  upon  condition  that  the  faid  earl,  and  the  heirs  male 
of  his  body,  fhould  bear  the  arms  of  Percy ;  viz.  "  O.  a  Lion  ramp. 
Az."  quarterly  with  the  arms  of  Lucie ;  viz.  *'  G.  three  Lucies  An" 
And  in  cafe  earl  Henry  fhould  die  without  iiTue  male,  then  that  Sir 
Thomas  Percy,  knight,  brother  to  him,  fhould  enjoy  the  caftle  and 
honour,  &c.  upon  the  like  conditions ;  and  in  default  of  fuch  ifluc, 
then  to  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  fecond  ion  of  the  earl,  and  his  heirs  male; 
and  in  default,  remainder  to  Sir  Ralph  Percy,  third  fbn  of  the  earl, 
and  his  iiTue  male,  with  remainder  ihould  the  conditions  not  be  per- 
formed, to  the  right  heirs  of  her  the  faid  Maude,'  who  then  were  on 
her  father's  fide;  viz.  Sir  William  Melton,  knight,  ion  of  Joane, 
iifler  of  Thomas  lord  Lucie,  father  of  Anthony,  brother  of  her  the 
laid  Maude ;  and  on  her  mother's  iide,  viz.  Sir  Walter  Fitz- Walter, 
knight,*  and  Sir  Robert  Harrington,  knight.f  Which  Sir  Walter  was 
fon  of  Walter,  ion  of  John,  fon  of  Joane,  one  of  the  fiilers  of  Mar- 
garet Lucie,  mother  of  Anthony,  brother  of  her  the  faid  Maud ;  and 
the  faid  Sir  Robert  Harrington,  the  fon  of  John,  the  fon  of  Elizabeth, 
the  other  iiiler  of  the  faid  Margaret.

This  noble  family  derive  their  defcent,  both  on  the  male  amd  female 
fide^  from  no  lefs  ancient  than  illuftrious  anceftors. 

LiULPH,  lord  of  Lumley  Caftlc,  fon  of  Oflbert  de  Lumley,  married 
Algitha,  daughter  of  Aldred  earl  of  Northumberland^  by  Edgina, 
daughter  of  king  Ethelred  II.  Which  Liulph  lived  in  the  time  of 
Edward  the  Confeflbr,  and  was  a  great  favourite  with  the  inhabitants 
of  the  bifhoprick  of  Durham ;  but  was  at  length  murdered  by  means 
of  Leoferin^  chaplain  to  Walcher,  bifhop  of  Durham^  whofc  envy  he 
had  incurred.  Yet  this  offence  was  foon  after  revenged  by  the  people; 
who  aiTembling  together^  facrificed  the  chaplain,  and  the  bifliop  him-i 
felf,  to  their  fury  and  rc&ntment. 

From  this  match  iiTued  four  fons ;  of  which  the  eldeft,  tJchtred, 
aflumed  the  fumame  of  Lumley,  which  hath  ever  iince  continued  to 
his  pofterity,  of  whom  the  earl  of  Scarborough  is  now  the  chief  male 
reprefentative ;  under  w  hich  title,  as  a  very  ample  and  copious  ac- 
count may  be  fcen  in  Mr.  Collins*  B^iglifh  Peerage,  or  in  Archdale's 
Peerage  of  Ireland  (under  the  head  of  vifcount  Waterford),  it  is  un- 
neceflary  here  to  trace  the  anions  and  lineal  fucceifion  of  the.  family, 
further  than  what  may  be  neceflary  to  fhcw  the  defcent  and  termina- 
tion of  the  firft  barony,  in  the  firft  branch  of  the  male  line  of  this 
honourable  houie. 

Suffice  it  therefore,  that  from  Uchtred  (fon  and  heir  of  Leiulph) 
beforementioned,  defcended  Rooer  de  Lumlet,  who  married  Sibyl,

one 
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one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Hugh  More wic,'*  a  great  baron  it^  » vid.  Mmc^ 
Northumberland,  whofe  inheritance  he  afterwards  ihared;   and  by   ^^' 
whom  he  had  iflue 

Robert  de  Lumley,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  by  Lucy  (or  Ifabel)i 
one  of  the  three  daughters  of  Marmaduke,  and  at  length  coheir  to  her 
brother  Thomas,  William,  and  Robert  de  Thweng,f  much  enlarged     t  VicT. 
his  inheritance;  and  left  iiTue  Marmaduke,  father  of  Robert  and  Ralph 
de  Lumley :  which  Robert  died  the  48th  Edward  II L  leaving 

Rai.ph,  his  brother  and  heir;,  who,  the  9th  of  Richard  XL  being:  ' 
then  a  knight,  was  in  the  expedition  at  that  time  made  into  Scotland.- 
In  1392,  he  obtained  licence  to  make  a  caftle  of  his  manor  houfe  at 
Lumley;  and  was  fummoned  ta  parliament,  from  the  8th  of  Ri- 
chard II.  to  the  I  ft  of  Henry  IV.  when  joining  with  Thomas  de 
Holland,  earl  of  Kent,  and  his  confederates,  for  reftoring  king  Ri- 
chard II.  he  was  attainted,  and  had  hi&  lands  feizdd,  himfelf  being  flain- 
in  the  fkirmilb  at  Cirencefter.     Ta  whom  fucceedfed. 

Thomas,,  his  cldcft  fon  and  heir,,  who,  the  5th  of^Hcnry  IV.  died^ 
m  his-  minority,  leaving  his  next  brother,. 

Sir  JoaN  Lumky,  knight,  his  heir;,  who,  the  6th  of  Henry  IV. 
doing  his  homage,  bad  livery  of  all  the  caftles,  manors,  and  lands^ 
whereof  his  father  Ralph  was  feifed  at  the  time  of  his  attainder;  and 
having  fliewn  his  fidelity  to  the  king,  was  fully  reftored  in  bloods 
(tainted  1^  the  eonvidlion  of  his  father,  and  Thomas  his  brother),  by 
aft  of  parliament^  the  ijtb  Henry  IV.-  After  when, 'he  fignalized 
himfelf  with  Henry  V.  in  the  wars  of  France ;  but  unfortunately  loft 
his  life  at  the  battle  of  Baugy,  in  Anjou,  where  the  king's  brother,  the 
duke  of  Clarence,,  and  divers  of  the  Englifli  nobility,  were  llaia  the: 
i-oth  Henry  V.  (1421).^ 

His  fucceffor  was  Thomas,  his  only  fon  and  heir,  who  tfte  10th  or 
Henry  VI..  had  livery  of  his  lands;,  and  on  the  acceilion  of  king  Ed- 
ward JV.  to  the  qrown,  petitioned  the  parliament  for  the  reverfal  of 
the  attainder  of  Ralph  lord  Lumley,   his  grandfather,    which  was< 
accordingly  repealed;  and  he  had  fummons  to  parliament,  among  the

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barons  of  the  realm^from  the  ift  of  Edward  IV.  to  the  lath  Henry  VII. 
incluiive.  Dugdale  (ays,  this  indulgence  was  ihewn  him^  in  regard 
that  he  had  married  a  natural  daughter  of  king  Edward  IV.  but  other 
authorities  fay,  his  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Har- 
rington, knight,  brother  to  William  lord  Harrington ;  and  dying  in 
1485,  he  was  fiicceeded  by  his  only  fbn. 

Sir  George  Lumlet,  knight,  whofe  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  Thomas, 
died  in  his  lifetime,  leaving  by  Elizabeth  Plantagenet  his  wife,^  natural 
daughter  of  Edward  IV.  Richard  Lumley,  his  fbn  and  heir. 

Which  Richard,  fucceeding  his  grandfather,  had  fummons  to 
parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm  the  ift  and  3d  Henry  VIII. 
and  having  iiTue  two  fons,  viz.  John  and  Anthony,  the  lad  became 
anceftor  to  the  prefent  earl  of  Scarborough,  and  the  former, 

John,' was  fticceflbr  to  his  father,  at  his  deceafe  in  151 1 ;  and  had 
fummons  to  parliament  the  6th  Henry  VIII.  fliortly  after  which,  he 
had  livery  of  all  the  lands  of  his  inheritance.  In  the  2  ift  of  Henry  VIII. 
he  had  fummons  alfo  to  that  parliament  which  met  at  Weftminfter 
the  3d  of  November  the  fame  year,  and  continuing,  by  prorogation, 
till  the  t7th  of  that  king's  reign,  gave  the  firft  ftroke  to  the  diflblution 
of  the  monafteries  in  England.  But  in  the  28th  of  Henry  VIII.  he 
was  in  that  infiirredion,  called  the  Pilgrimage  of  Grace;  when  a 
pardon  being  offered  by  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  general  of  the  army  fcnt 
to  fupprefs  them,  he  was  delegated  to  treat  with  the  duke ;  and  ib 
well  accommodated  matters,  that  all  concemed  in  the  rifing,  were 
permitted  to  repair  home  without  being  queftioned  for  their  offence. 
iTet  foon  after  he  had  the  mortification  of  lofing  his  fon  and  heir, 

George;  who  being  concemed  in  another  infurrcAion  with  lord 
Darcy  and  others,  was  thereupon  apprehended,  committed  to  the 
Tower,  and  being  arraigned,];and  found  guilty  of  high  treaibn,  fuffcred 
death  the  29th  Henry  VIII.  in  his  father's  lifetime. 

1  Dagdale  w  filent  as  to  the  marriage  of  this  Thomas,  but  Sandford^  Edmonfbo,  and  othera, 
make  his  wife  to  be  the  natural  daughter  of  Edward  IV.  by  lady  Elizabeth  Lucj;  the  ^'^n^'t 
whom  Dugdale  had  made  the  wife  of  Thomas,  his  grand£ither. 

This 
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This  George,  by  Jane  his  wife,  fecond  daughter  and  coheir  of  Hi* 
chard  Knightley,  of  Fauiley,  in  com.  Northamp.  knight,  had  iflue 
John,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  two  daughters ;  viz.  Jane,  wife  of  GefFeiy 
Markhacn,  efquire,  who  died  iiTuelefs;  and  Barbara,  married  to 
Humphrey  Loyd,  efquire. 

Which  John,  on  the  death  of  his  grandfather,  was  then  an  infant, 
but  on  his  petition,  in  the  ift  of  Edward  VI.  fctting  forth,  that  he 
was  a  perfon  in.  lineage  and  blood  corrupted,  and  deprived  of  all  de* 
gree,  eftate,  name,  fame,  &c.  by  the  attainder  of  George  Lumley,  his 
father,  ''  It  was  enaded,  that  the  iaid  John  Lumley,  and  the^  heirs 
male  of  his  body,  ihould  have,  hold,  enjoy,  and  bear  the  name,  dig-- 
nity,  ftate,  and  pre*eminence  of  a  baron  of  the  realm.**  Whereby  a 
new  barony  of  Lumley  was  created,  and  limited  by  exprefs  words  to 
the  faid  John  in  tail  male,  the  ancient  barony  being  veiled  in  the 
crown  by  the  faid  attainder  of  George,  his  father. 

Of  this  noble  perfon  Camden  gives  this  cbarader  ;  '^  That  he  was* 
**  of  entire  virtue,  integrity,  and  innocence ;  and  in  his  old  age,  a 

complete  pattern  of  true  nobility.     And  had  fo  great  a  veneration 

for  the  memory  of  his  anceftors,  that  he  caufed  monuments  to  be 

ereAed  for  them  in  the  collegiate  church  of  Chefter  le  Street  (op^ 
^^  pofite  Lumley  Caftle),  in  the  order  as  they  fucceeded  one  another^. 
^'  from  Liulphus  down  to  his  own  time ;  which  he  had  either  picked 
*'  out  of  the  demoliihed  monafleries,  or  made  new. 

'^  He  alfo  took  care  that  his  eflate  ihould  deicend  to  one  of  his 
''  own  name  and  blood,  by  bis  laft  will  and  teftament ;  in  which  he 
*'  bequeaths  to  his  kinfman  and  heir  male,  Ricfaasd,.  eldeft  ion  and 

heir  apparent  of  Roger,  the   fon  of  Anthony  Lumley,  brother  ta 

John  lord  Lumley,  his  grandfather,  his  caftLe  of  Lumley,  together 
"  with  divers  manors,  lands,  and  tenements,  &c.** 

His  firft  wife  was  Jane,  eldefl  of  the  two  daughters  and  coheirs  of 
Henry  Fitz- Alan,  earl  of  Arundel  ;*  by  whom  he  had  iffue,  Charles,  •  Vid.  Aran- 
Thomas,  and  Mary,  who  died  in  their  infancy.     His  laft  kdy  was  ^^** 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  lord  Darcy,  of  Chich.  who  furvived  him, 
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^thout  iffuc.  He  died  the  nth  April,  1609,  and  was  buried  in  the 
x:hurch  of  Cheam;"*  having  a  noble  monument  of  white  marble  ereded 
to  his  memory. 

Thus,  for  want  of  iffuc  male,  the  eldeft  branch  of  the  bouie  of 
Lrumlcy,  and  the  new  created  barony,  became  determined. 

But  the  reverend  Dr.  Lloyd,  of  Cheam,  in  Surrey'  (dcfcended,  as  in 
-the  Pedigree  annexed),  petitioning  the  king  to  be  called  to  the  upper 
houfe,  in  right  of  his  defcent  from  Ralph  lord  Lumley,  fummoned  to 
parliament  the  8th  of  Richard  IL  the  faid  petition  was  referred  by  his 
.majefty  to  the  houfe  of  peers,  and  the  faid  Dr.  Lloyd  heard  by  his 
^ounfel  thereupon;  when  it  was  reported,  the  z^d  March,  1723 : 

That  by  the  aft  of  parliament  of  the  ift  of  Edward  VI,  a  new  barony 
•of  Lumley  was  created,  and  limited  by  exprefs  words  to  John  lord 
Lumley  in  tail  m^ile ;  and  that  upon  his  death  without  iffue  male,  the 
faid  barony  became  extinft. 

Tbat  the  attainder  of  George  Lumley  is  not  reverfed  by  the  faid 
aft,  but  remains  yet  in  force ;  and  that  the  reflitution  of  John  lord 
Lumley  in  blood  only,  while  the  attainder  remains  unreverlfed,  could 
not  poffibly  revive  the  ancient  barony  which  was  before  merged  in  the 
crown,  in  confequence  of  that  attainder. 

And  upon  the  whole  matter  the  committee  came  to  this  refolutiom 

That  the  petitioner  hath  not  any  right  to  a  writ  of  fummons  in 
|)arliament,  as  prayed  by  his  petition. 

The  honour  of  baron  Lumley  dc  Lumley,  in  the  county  palatine 
of  Durham,  was,  however,  again  revived  in  the  pcrfon  of  Richard 
Lumley,  the  chief  heir  male  of  the  family  after  the  death  of  John  lord 
Lumley,  anno  1609;  from  which  Richard^  is  immediately  defcended 
iiie  prefent  earl  of  Scarbon^ugh* 

'^  It  is  rather  lingular^  that  tbis  Jobn  lord  Lumley  fhould  be  fo  careful  and  particular  to  per-

Although  none  of  this  family  were  barons  by  tenure,  nor  had 
Summons  to  parliament  before  the  time  of  EMward  III.  yet  were  they 
long  before  perfons  of  confiderable  note ;  for  Hugh  Maltravers  was  a 
witnefs  to  that  charter  which  king  Henry  L  made  to  the  monks  of 
Moni  acute,  in  com.  Somerf. 

In  the  5th  of  king  Stephen,  William  Maltravers  gave  1000 
jnarks  of  lilver,  and  >C-*o®^  ^^^  ^^^  widow  of  Hugh  de  la  Val,  and 
lands  of  the  fame  Hugh,  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  and  then  to  have 
the  benefit  of  her  dowry  and  marriage. 

The  1 8th  of  Henry  II.  mention  is  made  of  a  John  Maltravers; 
and  alfo  the  30th  of  Henry  IL  of  Walter  Maltravers,  who  paid 
twenty  marks  for  livery  of  his  purparty  of  the  lands  of  Roger  Fitz- 
GefFery,  But  this  Walter,  it  feems,  died  without  iflue  male  ;  for  the 
6th  Richard  L  Richard  de  Herriet  gave  100  marks  for  livery  of  his 
lands,  as  his  wife*s  right.  After  this,  the  next  of  whom  notice  is 
taken,  is  ' 

.  John  Maltravers,  who  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons  againft  king 
John;  but  the  ift  of  Henry  III.  returned  to  his  obedience,  and  the 
26th  of  Henry  III.  had  fummons  to  attend  the  king  with  horfe  and 
arms  into  France;  but  the  Z4th  of  Edward  L  he  died,*"  being  thea 

■  If  this  John,  whom  Dugdale  reprefenU  to  have  beea  a  rebel  baron  the  1ft  of  Henry  IIL 
«nd  to  havcr;rfled  the  24th  of  Edward  I.  be  oDe  and  the  fame  perfoD^  he  muft  have  been  a  veiy 
«ged  man  Indeed ;  as  thofe  periods  of  time  comprehend  a  fpace  of  eighty  years. 

By  ]n<)oifition Edward  I.  J.  Maatravers,  cuftos  of  the  king's  forefts  on  this  fide  Trent, 

Maimed  to  have  of  every  forefler  in  the  foreft  of  Sayernake^  and  elfewhere>  c.  Wilts,  at'  hit 
^eatb,  his  horfe,  faddle  and  bridle,  horn,  fword,  bow,  and  barbed  arrows. 
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ieifed^  amongft  others,  of  the  manors  of  Lychet  and  Wychampton,  in 
com.  Dorf.  leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age. 

Which  John,  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery 
of  bis  lands;  and,  the  34th  of  the  fame  reign,  was  made  a  knight  (with 
prince  Edward,  and  many  more),  by  Bathing.  The  12th  of  Ed- 
ward II.  he  had  a  charter  for  free  warren  in  divers  of  his  lordfhips  in 
the  counties  of  Dorfet,  Somerfet,  Wilts,  Glpucefter,  and  Berks ;  and 
the  year  following  was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland. 

Upon  the  depofal  of  that  unfortunate  monarch  Edward  11.  being  in 
great  eftimation  with  thofe  who  were  then  in  power,  he  had  fummons 
to  that  parliament  held  the  ift  of  Edward  III.  by  the  name  of  John 
Maltravers,  fcnior.  Shortly  after  which,  he  was  one  of  the  principal 
perfons  to  whom  the  cuftody  of  Edward  II.  was  committed ;  and  is 
iaid  to  have  treated  him  very  hardly,  and  to  have  been  acccffaiy  to  his 
inxitder ;  when,  being  confcious  of  his  guilt,  he  fled  into  Germany, 
and  continued  there  many  years:  but  the  19th  of  Edward  III.  he 
came  voluntarily,  and  furrendered  himfelf  to  the  king,  who  was  pleafed 
l(by  reafon  of  his  fcrviccs  in  Flanders)  to  grant,  that  he  might  return 
with  fafety  into  England,  to  abide  the  judgment  of  the  parliament, 
which  he  did ;  and  being  thereupon  fully  pardoned,  in  the  parliament 
held  the  25th  of  Edward  III.  had  fummons  to  iit  in  that  convention ; 
and  the  year  following,  was  conftituted  governor  of  the  iflcs  of  Guem- 
fcy,  Jerfey,  Alderncy,  and  Sarke.  The  35th  of  Edward  HI.  he 
fininded  the  hofpital  of  Bowes,  in  the  ifle  of  Gucmfcy ;  and  (hortly 
after  died,  Tiz.  the  38th  Edward  HI.  leaving  Joane,  the  wife  of  Sir 
John  dc  Kayncs,  knight,  then  twenty-two  years  of  age;  and  Alianore, 
Vid.Arandcl.  tht  wifc  of  John,  the  fccond  fon  of  Richard  earl  of  Arundel,  nineteen 

years  of  age,  his  granddaughters  and  heirs  (viz.  daughters  of  John,  his 
fon>  who  died  in  his  lifetime),*^  and  Agnes  his  wife,  furviving. 

^   Which 

*  TheS^h  of  Edward  I.  be  was  knighted  with  bU  father;  and  the  1  ft  and  4th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  bad  fummons  ta  parliament  as  a  baron :  in  which  laft  year  his  lands  were  feized  for 
(pme  great  offence:  but  the  l6th,  21ft,  and  22d  of  Edward  III.  he  was  in  the  French  wars:

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Which  Agnes,  it  is  faid,  was  his  fccond  wife,  by  whom  he  had  iffuc 
A  fon,  called  alfo  John ;  who  deceafed  the  9th  of  Richard  IL  being 
then  feifed  of  divers  manors  in  feveral  counties,  and  amongfl  others, 
Pof  Hooke,  in  the  county  of  Dorfct ;  and  leaving  Maud,  the  wife  of 
Peter  de  la  Mare,  and  Elizabeth  Maltravers,  his  next  heirs ;  which 
Elizabeth  afterwards  became  the  wife  of  Humphrey,  fon  to  Sir  Hum- 
phrey Stafford,  knight,  who  had  married  Elizabeth  their  mother.

Thus  far  according  to  Dugdale ;  but  Hutchins,  in  his  Hiftory  of 
Dorfet  (VoL  II.  p.  113),  affcrts  the  account  of  this  family  by  that 
celebrated  Baronagian,  is  not  drawn  up  with  his  ufual  accuracy,  and 
gives  a  defcent  thereof  very  different ;  which,  as  in  point  of  dates,  it 
feems  the  moft  plaufxble,  is  therefore  here  prefented.  But  after  all, 
neither  flatement  may  probably  be  very  correft ;  and  it  may  in  this 
refpeA  be  neceiTary  to  remind  the  reader,  that  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage 
is  wholly  filent  as  to  mofl  of  the  particulars  relating  to  the  Maltravers 
of  Lychet  and  of  Hooke.

Somexf.| 

leaving  Henrj,  his  fon  and  heir«  then  one  year  old,  and  Wentliana  his  wife>  furv iving  (as  pre- 

fumed);  for  the  22d  Edward  III.  the  king  orders  the  efcheator^f  that  having  received  the  oath    *  Rot.  danC 

of  Wentliana,  late  wife  of  John,  fon  of  John  Maltravers  deceafed,  not  to  many  without  licence,    °>*  1 1  • 

he  ihould  alCgn  her  a  reafonable  dower. 

Dugdale,  in  his  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  mentions  the  name  of  John  Maltravers, 
junior,  the  lH,  4th,  25tb,  and  35th  of  Edward  III.;  as  fuch,  if  this  John  died  the  33d  of  Ed- 
ward III.  he  could  not  be  the  fame  who  had  fummons  the  25th  and  35th  of  Edward  ITI.)  where- 
fore it  feems,  that  the  John  Maltravers,  junior,  who  is  mentioned  in  thofe  years,  was  John 
Maltravers  of  Hooke,  fon  of  John  Maltravers,  fenior,  by  Agnes,  his  fecond  wife,  abovenamed.

*  He  is>not  mentioned  by  Dligdale,  but  he  occurs  in  Mr.  Pitt's  MS.  and  in  the  pedigree  of 
Ihe  Strangeways  family.  That  he  and  the  next  John  were  different  perfons,  is  pretty  evident 
from  the  great  diflance  of  time  between  24th  Edward  I.  1295,  when  he  died,  and  left  John, 
his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  old;  who,  if  he  were  the  fame  that  died  38th  Edward  Hi.  136^,. 
muft  have  been  above  100  years  of  age.  This,  indeed,  is  not  quite  impo(iible$  but  the  many 
miftakes  in  relation  to  this  fiamily,.  as  well. as  that  of  Hooke,,  fcem  to  have  arifen  from  every 
one  of  them  being  named  John. 

Hutchins  afleris,  that  John  Maltravers,  named  the  Qtbof  Edward  UL  hnd  a  fecond  wife, 
Joan,  daughter  and.  heir  of  Laurence  Saropford,  of  Melbury  Sampford,  in  com  Dorfet,  by 
whom  he  h;id  iffvr.  two  daugbters-and  heirs;  viz.  Elizabeth  and  Alice,  married  to  Folvije  and 
Bruning»  to  whom  the  Sampford  eOate  paded,  in  which  neither  the  Maltravers  of  Lychet  or 
Hooke,  had  any  concern.  Yet  the  inlbription  on  firuningls  monument^  noticed  by  Leland,  is 
contrary  to  this  reprefentation ;  viz.

Having  in  the  firft  volume  of  this  work,  given  an  account  of  the 
elder  branch  of  this  family,  it  is  neceflary  here  to  notice  the  younger 
line,  whereof 

Robert  (as  beforementioned),*  had  the  lordlhips  of  Witringham    *\rid.Mar- 
and  Coningfby,  in  com.  Line. ;  Dueinton,  in  com.  Gloc. ;  and  Berc-    scriveiiby, 
wick,  in  com.  SufF. ;  by  the  efpecial  grant  of  Robert  his  father ;  and  ^®**  ^* 
the  1 6th  of  king  John,  gave  350  marks  for  licence  to  marry  Amice, 
the  daughter  of  Jernegan  Fitz-Hugh.     After  when,  he  was  in  arms 
with  the  rebel  barons  againft  that  king,  with  whom,  however,  he 
made  his  peace,  but^  flood  out  to  the  laft  againft  Henry  III.  as  did, 
alfo,  William,  his  younger  brother;  who  was  in  fuch  efteem  with 
them,    that  in  the  parliament  held   by  thofe  barons,   the  49th  of 
Henry  III.  he  was  fummoned  thereto  as  one  of  the  peers. 

This  Robert,  by  Amice  his  wife,  had  the  manors  of  Weft  Tanfield, 
in  Richmondfhire,  Eaft  Tanfield,  Nanfield,  Carethorpe,  Wathe, 
Binfow,  laming,  Langton,  Erilby,  Nelworby,  and  Burgh,  .and  left 
iffue 

William,  his  fbn  and  heir,  who  married  Lora,  the  daughter  of 
RoefcL  de  Dovor;f    and  had  with  her  the  town  of  Ludington,  in  vd*^"^^^^'^' 
Northamptonfhire,  and  was  fiicceeded  by 

John  D£  MarMion,  his  fon;  who,  the  zzd  of  Edward  I.  had 
fummonsi  with  other  great  men,  to  attend  to  advife  concerning  the 
public  affairs  of  the  nation ;  and  the  zsth,  of  Edward  I.  was,  more* 
over,  fummoned  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  and 
from  thence  to  the  i6th  of  Edward  II.  when  he  departed  this  life, 
leaving  John,  his  fbn  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age. 
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Which  John  furvivcd  him  not  many  years;  for  the  9th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  he  deceafed  (having  been  fummoned  to  all  the  parliaments 
of  his  time),  leaving  ifTue  by  Maud  his  wife^  daughter  to  thejord 
FurnivaU  a  fon^  named  Robert,  and  two  daughters ;  viz.  Joane^  the 
wife  of  Sir  John  Bernack,  knight ;  and  Avice.     Which 

Robert  being  an  infirm  perfon,  and  having  no  iflue,  by  the  advice 

of  his  friends,  married  Avice,  his  younger  fifter,  to  Sir  John  Grey,  of 

RoihcSeW°^  Rotherfield,  *upon  condition  that  the  iffue  of  the  faid  Sir  John  Grey 

and  Avice,  fhould  bear  the  furaame  of  Marmion.  Which  Avice,  by 
her  faid  hufband  Grey,  had  iiTue  two  fons ;  viz.  John  and  Robert ; 
whereof  John  died  ifluelefs,  and  Robert  had  only  one  daughter,  Eli- 
zabeth (by  Lora  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Herbert  de  St. 
Hugh.  *  *'     Quintin),  who  becanie  the  wife  of  Sir  Henry  Fitz-Hugh,  knight.f

The  firft  mentioned  of  this  name,  is  Peter  de  Mauley,  a  Poic- 
tovin,'  one  of  the  efquires  to  John  carl  of  Moreton ;  and  by  him, 
upon  the  death  of  king  Richard  L  employed  to  murder  Arthur,  ion 
of  GefFery  duke  of  Brittany,  his  elder  brother,  in  order  to  pave  the 
way  for  his  fucceffion  to  the  crown ;  for  which  execrable  adion  he 
was  rewarded  with  the  barony  of  Mulgrave,  and  the  heir  thereto,  in 
marriage;  viz.  Ifabel,  the  daughter  of  Robert  de  Turnham;*  nor  did  *Vid. Turn- 
he  want  for  any  favour  king  John  could  well  bcftow  upon  him,  being 
one  of  his  moft  intimate  counfellors,  and  by  him  made  IherifF  of  the 
counties  of  Somerfet  and  Dorfct.  He  continued  alfo  in  favour  with 
Henry  IIL  and  was  by  him  made  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Sherburne, 
in  com,  Dorf.  the  6th  Henry  III.  in  which  year  he  died,  leaving 

Peter,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  giving  loo  marks  for  his  relief,  had 
livery  of  his  lands.  The  2sd  of  Henry  III.  he  was  one  of  the  god- 
fathers at  the  font  to  prince  Edward  (the  king's  eldeft  fbn) ;  and  the 
35th  of  Henry  III.  accompanied  William  de  Fortibus,  earl  of  Albe- 
marle, with  divers  others,  to  the  Holy.  Land.  He  married  Joane, 
daughter  to  Peter  de  Brus,  of  Skelton;  and  dec€afed  the  126th  of 
Henry  III.  leaving  Peter,  his  fbn  and  heir. 

Which  Peter  (commonly  called  Peter  de  Mauley  the  Third),  the 
31ft  of  Henry  IIL  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  The 
38th  of  Henry  III.  he  obtained  a  charter  for  free  warren  in  certain  of 

'  This  Peter  de  Malo-Iacu^  commonly  called  Mauley,  built  a  caftle^  which,  from  its  grace 
and  beauty,  he  named,  in  French,  Moultgrace  ^  but  becaufe  it  became  a  grievance  to  the  neigh* 
bours,  the  people,  by  changing  one  fingle  letter,  called  it  Moultgrave ;  by,  which  name  it  ever 
after  remained  known.  Gibfon,  in  his  Camden's  Britannia,  fays  this  family  bare  for  their  arms,

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his  demefne  lands  in  the  county  of  York,  and  alio  licence  for  a  weekly 
market  at  his  manor  of  Ly the,  in  the  lame  county ;  and  likewife  for 
a  yearly  fair,  beginning  on  the  eve  of  St.  Ofwald,  and  continuing  for 
eight  days  next  enfuing.  The  like  charter  he  alfo  obtained,  the  42d 
of  Henry  III.  for  a  weekly  market,  and  yearly  fair  of  the  fame  dura- 
tion, at  his  manor  of  Egeton,  in  com.  Ebor. 

His  wife  was  Nichola,  daughter  of  Grilbert,  fon  of  Gilbert  de  Gant, 
earl  of  Lincoln  ;  by  whom  he  had  iflue, 

Peter,  his  fon  and  heir  (called  the  Fourth) ;  who,  the  7th  of  Ed- 
ward I.  doing  his  homage,  and  paying  )C.ioo  for  his  relief,  had  ILveiy 
of  all  his  lands,  which  he  held  of  the  king  in  capite,  by  barony,  of  the 
inheritance  of  William  Foffard.' 

The  15th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  retained,  with  Edmund  de  Morti- 
mer (the  chief  of  the  barons  marchers),  to  ferve  him  in  the  wars  of 
Wales,  with  ten  horfo  comjdetely  armed;  viz.  one  black,  with  a 
white  foot,  price  lixty  marks ;  another  black,  price  forty  marks ;  an- 
other black,  with  two  white  feet,  price  thirty  marks ;  one  dun,  price 
twenty  marks ;  one  bay,  price  eighteen  marks ;  one  iron  grey,  price 
forty  marks ;  one  forrel,  price  eighteen  marks ;  one  grey,  price  four- 
teen marks ;  and  one  colt,  price  one  hundred  fhilllngs ;  and  to  be 
paid  in  money  according  to  thofe  prices,  for  every  one  he  iljould  lofc 
in  that  fervice.  Moreover,  the  t^d  of  Edward  I.  he  was  in  the  wars 
of  Scotland :  fo  alfo  the  26th,  J«7th,  !?8th,  and  3 2d  of  Edward  I. 

The  2d  of  Edward  II.  he  Was  found  to  be  one  of  the  heirs  to  Lora, 
wife  of  Gilbert  de  Gant  ;*  and  the  year  following  departed  this  life, 
having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  amongil  the  barons  of  the  realm, 
<5rom  the  23d  of  Edward  I.  to  the  time  of  his  deceafe.  His  wife  was 
Eleanor,  daughter  of  ThomaS  lord  Furnival,  by  whom  he  left 

Peter,  his  fon  and  heir  (called  Peter  the  Fifth) ;  who  afterwards 
performing  his  homage,   had  livery  of  his  lands  j  and  the  next  year,

the 
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the  4th  of  Edward  II.  had  fummons  to  be  at  Roxburgh,  with  borfe 
and  arms,  to  march  againil  the  Scots.  The  8th  of  Edward  II.  he  was 
again  in  the  wars  of  Scotland ;  fo  alfo  the  loth  and  i  ith  of  Edward  II. 
and  in  the  ift  and  7th  of  Edward  IIL  Moreover,  the  20th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  he  was  one  of  the  northern  barons  who  gave  battle  to  the 
Scotch  army  at  Durham ;  which  was  there  entirely  defeated,  and 
David  their  king  taken  prifoner,  with  divers  of  the  nobility  of  that 
kingdom.  But  the  59th  of  Edward  III.  he  decealed,  being  then 
fcifedy  jointly  with  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert  lord  Clifford, 
of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Iwardeby,  in  com.  Line. ; .  and  leaving 
Peter,  his  fon  and  heir,-  twenty- fouf  years  of  age. 

Which  Peter  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands  the  fame 
year.  He  was  denominated  Peter  de  Mauley  the, Sixth ;  and  the  30th 
of  Edward  III.  was  in  the  celebrated  battle  of  PoiAiers,  where  the 
Engliih  obtained  a  glorious  vi<ftory  over  the  French  army;  taking  John 
king  of  France,  and  Philip  his  fon,  prifoners,  together  with  many  of 
the  principal  peers  and  noblemen  of  that  nation. 

The  31ft  of  EM  ward  III.  having  married  Elizabeth,  widow  of  John 
lord  Darcy  (daughter  and  heir  to  Nicholas  lord  Meinill),  without 
licence,  he  paid  jC*i^^  ^'^^  ^^^^  offence,  and  obtained  pardon. 

The  43d  of  Edward  III.  he  was  conftituted  a  commiffioner,  with 
the  bilhop  of  Durham,  and  others,  for  the  guarding  of  the  EolU 
Marches.  So,  alfo,  in  the  3d  of  Richard  II.  with  the  earl  of  Nor- 
thumberland; but  iho^tly  after  this  he  died,  viz.  the  19th  March,  the 
6th  Richard  IL  leaving  Conflance,  his  fecond  wife,  one  of  the  daugh- 
ters and  coheirs  to  Thomas  de  Sutton,  of  Sutton,  in  Holdemefs, 
furviving,  and  Peter  (the  fon  of  Peter,  who  died  in  his  lifetime,  by 
Margery  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  Thomas  de 
Sutton,  knight),  his  grandfon  and  heir,  at  that  time  five  years  old. 
Which 

Peter  (the  Seventh),  the  Zid  of  Richard  IL  making  proof  of  his 
age,  had  thereupon  livery  of  his  inheritance.  And  having  been  made 
a  knight  of  the  bath  at  the  coronation  of  Henry  IV.  and  alfo  fum- 

moned 
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moned  to  parliament  (as  his  anccftors  had  been  before),  until  the  3d 
of  Henry  V.  and  having  married  Maud,  daughter  to  Ralph  Nevil,  carl 
of  Weftmoreland,  departed  this  life  the  fame  year;  leaving  Conftance, 
the  wife  of  Sir  John  Bigot,  knight,  formerly  married  to  William  Fair* 
fax,  by  whom  flie  had  no  iffue ;  and  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  George 
Salvin,  efquire ;  his  fifters  and  heirs,  between  whom  the  inheritance 
was  divided.  When,  according  to  Leland  (for  Dugdale  is  filcnt 
*  Moult-  thereon),  *'  Bigot,  m  the  divifion,  had  the  caftle  of  Maugreve,*  with 
grave.  ^^  eight  tounelettes  ther  about  the  fe  coft  longgiiig  to  it,  whereof 

"  Seton  therby  was  one." — "  Saulwayne  had  for  his  part  of  Mauley*s 
"  landes,  the  barony  of  Eggefton  on  Eike,  not  far  from  Whitby ;  alfb 
"  Lokington-Barugh,  not  far  from  Watton  on  Hulle  ryver ;  Neffeark, 
'^  and  the  lordlhip  of  Dancafter." 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  Edmund  de  Mauley  (viz.  fon  of  Peter  the 
Third).  Which  Edmund  behaving  valiantly  in  the  wars  of  Scotland, 
the  34th  of  Edward  L  obtained  from  that  king  a  grant  of  the  manor 
of  Seton,  in  Whitby  Strand,  in  com.  Ebor ;  which  was  part  of  the 
lands  of  (]!hriilopher  Seton,  who  had  married  the  iifler  to  the  king  of 
Scotland. 

The  7th  of  Edward  II.  he  was  made  governor  of  Cockermputh  for 
life ;  but  1  he  year  next  enfuing,  he  was  unfortunately  flam  in  the  fatal 
battle  of  Bannockfbume,  where  the  Englifti  army  was  fo  fignally  de- 
feated by  the  Scots,  leaving  Peter  (fbn  of  his  brother  Peter),  his  nephew 
and  heir.

The  12th  Henry  III,  this  Nicholas  was  ihcrifF  of  Hampihirc,  and 
governor  of  the  caftle  of  Wincbcfter;    and  moreover,   the   i8th  of 
Henry  III.  had  the  iflands  of  Garnefey,  Jerfey,  Scrke,  and  Aureney,f    fit.  Al- 
committed  to  his  care,    together  with   the  fheriffalty  of  the  lame     ^™^^* 
county.     The  28th  Henry  III.  he  obtained  a  fignal  viftory  over  the 
king  of  Navarre ;  and  returning  to  England  the  next  year,  and  being 
an. expert  commander,  he  was  employed  againil  the  Welfli,  and  made 
governor  of  the  caftles  of  Carmarthen  and  Cardigan.     And  the  42d  of 
Henry  III.  J  was  conftituted  conftable  of  Dover  cattle,  and  warden  of  yd  i^^  6ie 
the  Cinque  Ports."     To  this  Nicholas  fucceeded 

RoGER^  his  fon  and  heir,  who  fcrved  alfb  in  the  wars  of  Wales; 
and  temp.  Edward  L  had  the  caftle  and  honour  of  Lampader\'aur  (in 
com.  Cardig.)  committed  to  his  cuftody ;  and  having  married  Alice, 
the  daughter  and  heir  of  William  de  Preux,  died  the  13th  Edward  I. 
being  then  fcifed  of  the  manors  of  Saperton^  Caddebury,  and  Halton, 
in  com.  Somerf.  with  other  manors  in  feveral  counties ;  part  of  the 
barony  of  Newmarch,  whereof  he  held  the  moiety;  and  leaving  John, 
his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-fix  years  of  age. 

Which  John,  the  fame  year  (doing  his  homage),  had  livery  of  his 
lands.  He  married  a  daughter  of  the  lord  Grey  of  Rutbyn ;  and  hav- 
ing been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  25th  Edward  I.  to  the  3d 
of  Edward  11.^  died  the  fame  year,  leaving 

Nicholas,  his  fon  and  heir,  twenty  years  old ;  who,  the  next  enfu- 
ing  year,  doing  his  homage^  had  livery  of  his  lands;  and  was  fummoned 
to  parliament  the  5th,  8th,  and  9th  of  Edward  II.  in  which  lafl  year

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lie  deceafed^  leaving  Margaret  bis  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Hugh  Courtcncy 
(and  iifter  to  Hugh  earl  of  Devon)  furviving,  as  alfo 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  paying  loo  marks  fine,  and  doing 
homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands  the  fame  year,  through  the  king's 
efpecial  favour,  being  at  that  time  not  of  full  age.  But  this  Roger 
deceafed  the  19th  of  Edward  II.  S.  P.  leaving 

John,  his  brother  and  heir,  who  doing  his  homage,  bad  livery  of 
his  lands  the  fame  year ;  and  in  the  next  enfuing  one,  received  the 
honour  of  knighthood,  by  Bathing,  having  an  allowance  of  robes  for 
that  fblemnity  at  the  king's  charge.  He  married  Joane,  one  of  the 
daughters  and  heirs  of  Sir  Richard  Luvel,  of  Caftle-Cary,  and  died  the 
I  ith  of  Edward  III.  leaving  Muriel  and  Ifabel,  his  daughters  and  heirs; 
of  which,  Muriel  married  Sir  Thomas  Courtency,  a  younger  ion  of 
Hugh  earl  of  Devon,  and  had  iiTue  Hugh,  who  died  S.  P.  and  two 
daughters ;  whereof  Margaret  married  Thomas  Peverel,'  and  Muriel, 
John  Dinham. 

Ifabel,  the  other  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  de  Moels,  married

hundred  of  Haytorre,  in  com.  Devon ;  the  manor  of  Stoke*Moels,  in 
com.  Oxon;  with  one  hundred  ihiUings  rent  out  of  the  manor  of 
Langford,  in  com/  Devon.

This  family  was  originally  of  French  extradion;  fo  called  frongi  a 
town  of  that  name  in  the  Bourbonnois.     Howbeit,  / 

John  dr  Molins  is  the  firft  of  any  note  who  is  mentioned,  till 
the  beginning  of  the. reign  of  Edward  IIL  when  he  was  one  of  thofe 
who  entered  Nottingham  caille  by  furpriie,  and  feizcd  on  Mortimer 
carl  of  March,  for  which  he  received  his  pardon  (hortly  after. 

The  J  4th  Edward  III.  he  obtained  a  grant,  in  fee,  of  all  the  knights 
fees  of  the  honours  of  Pinkney  and  Chokes  (two  ancient  baronies  then 
extind);  which  fees  of  Pinkney  had  come  to  Edward  I.  by  grant  of 
Henry  de  Pinkney  ;  and  thofe  of  Chokes  had  efchcated  to  the  crown, 
by  the  attainder  of  John  de  Fienles.  And  the  21ft  of  Edward  IIL  he 
had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm ;  but 
never  after,  though  he  continued  in  favour  and  truft,  and  ferved  often 
in  the  wars  of  France, 

.  Among  his  works  of  piety,  he  gave  certain  lands  to  maintain  three 
priefts,  to  pray  for  the  (buls  of  Vincent  de  Molins  his  father,  and  Ifabcl 
his  mother;  and  for  the  good  eftate  of  himfelf,  and  Egidia  his  wife, 
coufm  and  heir  of  John  Mauduit,  of  Somerford,  in  Wiltihire,  and 
Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  add  coheir  of  Robert  Pogeys,  of  Stoke, 
commonly  called  Stoke  Pogeys,  in  the  county  of  Buckingham.

MONTACUTE. 

The  original  name  of  this  family  was  Montatgue,  from  a  town  of 
that  name  in  Normandy.  Daooo  dbMokts acute,  ib  ityled  in 
Domeiflay  Book,  came  over  with  the  Conqueror,  in  the  retinue  of  his 
half-brother,  the  earl  of  Moreton ;  under  whom  Orogo  held  one  hide 
of  land  in  Biihopftone,  in  com.  Somerfet;  where  the  earl  had  a  caiUe, 
called  MoQtagut,  in  allufion  to  its  iituation,  on-  the  top  df  a  fhaip 
hill. 

Among  other  manors  which  this  Drogo  poflefTed  at  the  time  of  tW 
general  iurvey,  and  which  were  undoubtedly  given  him  in  confideratioii 
of  his  fcrvices,  was  that  of  Sheptuna,  or  Shipton,  in  com.  Somerf, 
Which  being  the  feat  of  their  barony,  was  thenceforth  called  Shipton« 
Montagu. 

But  as  under  the  head  of  Montacute  earl  of  Salifbury,  will  be  given 
a  more  full  account  of  this  illuftrious  family,  we  fhall  here  confine 
ourfelves  to  the  mention  of  two  collateral  branches,  which  refpcc^ 
tivcly  had  fommons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm.  Of 
thefe,  the  firft  is

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SIR   EDWARD   MONTACOTE. 

Wbich  Sir  Edward  was  fourth  jRm  of  William  lord  Montacute^ 
and  youngcft  brother  of  de  Montacute,  (irft  earl  of  Salifbury. 

In  the  nth  of  Edward  III.  in  coniideration  of  his  good  iervice^ 
and  that  he  might  the  better  fupport  himfelf  in  the  degree  of  knight- 
hood which  was  then  conferred  upon  him,  he  had  a  grant  from  the 
king  of  >C*^^^  a-year.  And^  moreover^  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, from  the  i6th  to  the  34th  of  Edward  HI.  inclufive.  He  was 
a  moft  eminent  warrior;  and  ferved  with  diftinguifhed  reputation 
in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and  of  France,  during  that  glorious  reign : 
ha^'ing  at  one  time  in  his  train,  nine  knights,  fifteen  efquires,  and 
twenty  archers  on  horfeback ;  and  on  his  banner  depided  theie  arms, 
viz.  "  Arg.  three  fu/ils  in  fe/s,  on  each  an  eagle  di/played  voitb  a  label  of 
"  three  points.*^ 

The  23d  of  Edward  III.  he  was  at  Ghent,  in  Flanders ;  and  doing 
there  his  homage>  had  livery  of  all  thofe  lands  which  defcended  to 
Alice  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Thomas  of  Brotherton,  earl  of 
Norfolk,  and  marihal  of  England,  who  was  fifth  fon  of  king  Edward  L 
but  elded  by  his  fecond  wife. 

Th€  29th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  again  in  the  wars  of  France,  a  few 
years  after  when  he  died ;  viz.  the  35th  of  Edward  III.  leaving  by  the 
faid  Alice  his  wife,  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Joane^  who  married 
William  de  Ufford,.earl  of  Suffolk,  but  diedS.  P.

This  John  was  next  brother  to  William,  fecond  earl  of  Salifbury ; : 
was  fteward  of  the  houfchold  to  king  Richard  IL  and  a  perfon  of

great  luccels  in  his  wars,  both  by  lea  and  land,  and  particularly  at  the 
celebrated  battle  of  Crefly,  wherein  he  had  a  principal  command.

In  the  5th  of  Henry  VTII.  Sii[  Edward  Stanley,  knight,  a 
younger  Ton  of  Thomas  firft  carl  of  Derby,  commanding  the  rear  of 
the  Englifh  army  at  the  memorable  battle  of  Flodden  Field,  performed 
moft  eminent  fcrvice ;  and  by  his  conduct  and  bravery,  contributed 
chiefly  to  the  fuccefe  of  that  day,  in  which  the  Scots  were  completely 
defeated,  and  their  king,  with  divers  nobles  and  great  perfons  flain. 
Wherefore,  the  next  year  (the  6th  of  Henry  VIII.)  the  king,  in  con- 
fideration  of  his  valiant  deeds  in  that  battle,  where  he  won  the  hill, 
and  vanquilhed  all  that  oppofed  him,  particularly  the  earl  of  Argyle, 
and  many  Others  of  note ;  as  alfo,  for  that  his  anceftors  bore  the  eagle 
in  their  creft,  created  him  lord  Mohteagle ;  by  which  title,  the  5th  of 
February  the  fame  year,  he  had  fpecial  fummons  to  the  parliament 
then  began  at  Weflminfter,  and  was  alfo  created  a  knight  of  the  moil 
noble  order  of  the  garter. 

Thi^  noblematy's  birth,  his. adive  childhood,  and  martial  fpirit,  had 
brought  him  early  to  Henry  VIIFs  notice  and  company,  and  his 
afpirlng  manhood  to  his  fervice;  The  camp  was  his  fchool,  and  his 
learning  was  a  pike  and  fvirbrd.  Whenever  his  majefty  met' him,  his 
greeting  was,  '^  Ho!  my-foldix:r/'

Twice  did  he  and  Sir  John  Wallop  land,  with  only  800  men,  in 
the  heart  of  France ;  and  four  times  did  he  and  Sir  Thomas  Lovel 
fave  Calais  ^  the  firft  time  by  intelligence ;  the  fccond,  by  ftratagem ; 
the  third,  by  valour  and  refolution ;  and  the  fourth,  by  hardfliip,  pa- 
tience, and  induftry.  In  a  word,  he  lived  in  ail  capacities  a  public 
good,  and  died  a  common  lofs,  anno  1524.  Diigdale  iays,  that  bis 
wife  was  Anne,**  daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir  John  Harrington j  knight; 
by  whom  he  had  iiTue, 

Thomas,  his  fba  and  heir;  who,  the  aift  of  Henry  VII L  had 
livery  of  his  lands,  and  the  d4th  of  Henry  VlIL  was  made  a  knight 
of  the  bath  at  the  coronation  of  queen  Anne  Bullen.  He  had  likewife 
iummons  to  parliament,  from  the  21ft  of  Henry  VIII.  to  the  ift  of 
queen  Elizabeth,  incluiive ;  and  died  at  his  caftle  of  Hornby,  in  com. 
Lane,  the  year  next  enfuing,  the  2d  of  Elizabeth  (1560).  This 
Thomas,  as  Dugdale  relates,  was  twice  married;  firft^  to  Mary,  daugh- 
ter^ of  Charles  Brandon,  duke  of  Suffolk,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  three 
fons;  viz.  Sir  William  Stanley,  Charles,  and  Francis;  alio  three 
daughters,  vi?.  Elizabeth,  married  to  Richard  2k>uche;  Margaret, 
firft,  to  William  Sutton,  and  after  to  John  Tallard ;  and  Anne,  to  Sir 
John  Clifton,  of  Barrington,  in  com.  Som.  knight ;  his  fecond  wife 
was  Helen,  daughter  to  Thomas  Prefton,  of  Levens,  in  cobi.  Weftm. 
efquire ;  but  by  her  had  no  iflue. 

Sir  William,  the  eldeft  Ion,  on  the  deceaie  of  his  father,  became 
the  next  ahd  laft  lord  Monteagle  of  his  name ;  and  had  fumtnons  to 
parliament,  the  5th,  8th,  13th,  14th,  i8th,  and  23d  of  Elizabeth. 
He  was  alfb  twice  married :  firft,  to  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  James 
Leyboume,  knight,  by  whom  he  had  iffuc  an  only  daughter,  Eliza* 

b  Edmoofon  fajs,  he  had  a  former  wife,  Elizabetb,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Vaughan, 
efqairc^  by  whom  he  had  no  iflbe.  Bat  in  Seaoome's  Memoirs  of  the  Houfe  of  Stanly  (p.  49), 
this  noble  lord  is  iaid  to  have  married  one  of  the  daughters  of  Chariei  Brandon,  duke  of 
Suffolk. 

«  Ixr  the  aforefaid  Memoirs  of  the  Houfe  of  Stanley,  by  John  Seacome,  the  lady  of  Thomas 
lord  Monteagle,  is  called  Anne,  datighter  of  8if  John  SpeDCer  of  Althoipe>  by  whom  he  had 
iflne  William,  his  fon.  and  fucceflbr, 
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bcth ;  and,  fecondly,  to  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Spencer,  of 
Althorpe,  knight;  who  furviving  him,  remarried  Henry  lord  Compton, 
and  afterwards  Robert  lord  Buckhurft ;  but  by  this  lady  he  had  no 
iflue.  Wherefore  on  his  deceafe,  the  faid  Elizabeth,  his  only  child  and 
fole  heirefs,  who  married  Edward  Parker,  lord  Morley,  conveyed  the 
barony  ot  Monteagle  into  that  family*  (Vid.  Parker  lord  Morley,  and 
Monteagle.)

The  26th  of  Edwarfl  I.  Ralph  de  Monthermer  was  in  the 
wars  of  Scotland,  and  behaved  himfelf  fo  valiantly  therein^  that  the 
29th  of  Eldward  I.  that  king,  in  coniideration  of  his  acceptable  fer- 
vices/  rendered  to  him,  and  to  Joane  his  wife,  the  caftle  and  honour 
of  Tonebrugge,  with  other  lands  in  Kent,  Surrey,  and  Suflez;  as  alfo 
the  Ifle  of  Portland,  and  divers  other  lands  belonging  to  the  faid  Joane, 
'  which  had  been  (eized  into  his  hands,  by  reafbn  of  her  marriage  with 
the  faid  Ralph  without  the  king*s  licence.  But  it  was  not  long  after 
this,  that  the  beforenamed  Joan  of  Acres  (the  king*s  daughter),  whom 
he  had  fo  married,  departed  this  life,  viz.  the  ift  of  Edward  II.  after 
when,  he  never  ufed  the  title  of  earl  of  Gloucefter  and  Hertford, 
whjch  before  had  been  attributed  to  him,  in  regard  he  poiTeiTed,  in 
her  right,  a  great  part  of  the  lands  of  thofe  earldoms,  which  now,  by 
her  deceafe,  defcended  to  her  fon,  Gilbert  de  Clare,  by  Jjer  firft  huf- 
band,  Gilbert  de  Clare,  earl  of  Gloucefter;  and  which  faid  lands  Ihe 
held  for  term  of  time  only. 

The  7th  of  Edward  II.  in  that  fatal  battle  of  Bannock fburne,  he 
had  the.  misfortune  to  be  taken  prifoner;  but,  on  account  of  fome  at- 
tentions ihewn  to  the  king  of  Scotland  when  in  England,  found  To 
much  favour  as  to  have  his  ranfbm  remitted. 

After  this,  it  feems,  he  married  Ifabel,  widow  of  John  de  HaftingSj. 
lifter  and  coheir  to  Aymer  de  Valence,  earl  of  Pembroke  j  and,  laftly, 
that  he  had  fummons  to  parliament,  as  a  baron,  only  from  the  2d  to 
the  1 8th  of  Edward  11.  inclufive. 

Thomas  de  Monthermer,  his  ion  and  heir,  never  had  any  fum- 
mons ;  and  being  flain  in  a  fea-fight  between  the  Englifli  and  FrencH, 
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anno  1340  (14th  Edward  IIL)  left  iffuc,  Margaret,  his  daughter  and 
heir ;  who  married  Sir  Jolin  dc  Montacutc,  and  thereby  carried  the 
barony  of  Monthermer  into  that  family.     (Vid-  Montacutc.) 

But  although  Dugdale  thus  mentions  but  one  Ion,  Thomas,  it  isip- 
pears  from  Sandford's  Genealogical  Hiftory,  that  Ralph  de  Monther- 
mer had  iffue,  by  Joane  de  Acres  his  wife,  two  fons ;  viz.  Thomas  and 
Edward.  And  in  the  Lifts  of  fummons  to*  Parliament,  of  the  nth  of 
Edward  IIL  the  name  of  Eidward  de  Monthermer  is  included  among 
the  other  barons  then  fummoned.

In  the  25th  and  36th  Edward  I.  William  de  Morley  was  in 
thofe  expeditions  then  made  into  Scotland,  and  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  28th,  ^zd,  33d,  and 
34th  of  Edward  h  inclufive. 

To  whom  flicceeded  Robert  de  Morlet,  his  fon;  who  having 
married  Hawyfe,  fifter  and  heir  to  John  le  Marefchall,  of  Hengham, 
in:  com.  Norf.  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  mheritance,  the  loth  of 
Eldward  II.  Which  Hawyfc  held  the  office  of  marfhal  of  Ireland  by 
defcent. 

The  13th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  conftituted  admiral  of  the  kings' 
whole  fleet,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  northward  ;  and  the  year 
following,  on  E^er  day,  giving  battle  to  the  French^  near  Sluys,  in 
Flanders,  obtamed  over  them  a  moil  notable  viAory  (the  like  fea-fight 
having  never  before  been  feen).  After  this,  he  was  alfo  prefcnt  in  the 
celebrated  battle  of  Crcfly,  where  the  French  army  was  fo  iignally 
defeated ;  and  was,  mweover^  the  2Zd  of  Edward  III.  again  made 
admiral  of  the  king's  fleet  northward.  An  d  having  had  fummons  to 
parliament,  firom  the  nth  of  Edward  IL  to  the  31ft  of  Edward  III. 

incluiive, 
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ihcluiive^  died  in  France  the  34th  Edward  III.  1360;  being  then 
feifed  oi  the  manors  of  Morle  and  Greflinghall^  in  com.  Norf. ;  and  aS 
tenant,  by  the  curtefy  of  England,  in  right  of  the  aforefaid  Hawyfe 
his  wife,  of  certain  manors  in  the  counties  of  Hertford,  Eflex,  and 
Norfolk ;  and  alio  of  the  manor  of  Grymefton,  in  Norfolk,  the  rever- 
^n  of  which  belonged  to  Thomas,  his  younger  fonr,  who  deceaied 
fixteen  years  before,  leaving  Henry,  his  brother  and  heir,  fourteen 
jrcars  of  age.  Which  Thomas  and  Henry  were,  moft  probably,  his 
children  by  a  fecond  wife,''  as  Dugdale  proceeds  to  fay. 

To  this  Robert  fucceeded  Sir  William  Morlet,  his  fon  and  heir, 
by  Hawiie,  his  firft  wife  beforementioned ;  which  Sir  William  was 
then  thirty  years  of  age,  and  doing  his  homage  \  he  fame  year,  had 
Kvery  of  his  lands.  The  30th  of  Edward  III.  his  fathes  then  living, 
he  was  in  the  wars  of  France ;  and  the  38th  of  Edward  III.  had 
licence  to  travel  beyond  fea,  as  alio  to  grant  his  of&ce  of  marefchall  of 
Ireland  (which  had  defcended  to  hkm  by  his  mother),  to  Henry  dc 
Ferrers,  to  hold  fo  long  as  he  behaved  himielf  well  therein.  And* 
having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  35th  Edward  III.  to 
the  i?d  Richard  II.  induiive ;  (hortly  after  which  he  diedi  viz.  the 
30th  Auguft,  the  following  year  (1380),  leaving  Sir  Thomas  Morley, 
knight,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Cecily  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas 
lord  Bardolph,  then  furvi^ing. 

Which  Sir  Thomas,  the  4th  of  Richard  II.  arriving  atCalais  widr 


^  A  youngpr  fon  of  Robert  lord  Morley  the  Firft,  by  a  fecond  wife,  Joane,  Dugdale  fays, 
was  Sir  Robert  de  Morley,  knight,  who,  the  41(1  of  £d ward  III.  attended  prince  Edward  into 
Aquitaine ;  and  the  9th  of  Richard  II.  was  in  the  wars  of  Prance.  He  had  iflue  Sir  Robert- 
Morley,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  he.  Sir  Thonoas  Morley,  koight;  whofe  dangbter  and  heir,  Mair- 
garet,  became  th^  wife  of  Sir  GefFery  Ratdiffe,  kntght.  But  in  the  Hiftory  of  Norfolk,  Vol.  II.

Of  this  name,  though  not  mentioned  in  his  Banmage,  yet  id  the  Lifts  of  Sumaxxis  by  Dog- 
dak,  is  John  de  Morley,  fiinamoQed  to  parliament  the  lith  Henry  VI* 

divers 
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divers  other  Englilh  lords,  rode  with  his  banner  difplayed;  and  the 
15th  of  Richard  IL  being  then  marihal  of  Ireland,  he  was  in  the 
expedition  at  that  time  made  into  France.  The  4th  of  Henry  V.  he 
was  conftituted  admiral,  lieutenant,  and  captain- general  of  thofe  forces 
which  afterwards  aflemblcd  at  Southampton,  for  the  expedition  into 
France ;  but  died  the  fame  year,  having  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  5th  of  Richard  II.  to  the  4th  of  Henry  V,  inclufive.  His 
wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  Edward  lord  Defpenfer ; .  by  whom  he 
had  iflue,  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  deceafed  in  his  lifetime, 
leaving  by  Ifahel  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  lord  Molines,  Thomas,  his 
fon  and  heir,  who  fucceeded.his  grandfather.     This 

Thomas,  fecond  of  that  name,  the  6th  of  Henry  V.  being  mar- 
fhal  of  Ireland,  was  in  the  expedition  then  made  into  France;  ib  alio 
the  gth  of  Henry  V.  and  the  8th  of  Henry  VI.  Shortly  after  when 
he  died,  viz.  the  14th  of  Henry  VI.  (1436);  having  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  from  the  5th  to  the  13th  of  Henry  VI.  inclufive.  By 
Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  of  Michael  de  la  Pole,  earl  of  Suffolk,  he  bad 
iffue, 

Ro3£RT,  bis  fon  and  heir,  who  at  bis  father's  death  was  only 
feventeen  years  of  age;  and  the  21ft  of  Henry  VI.  1443,  (having 
had  fummons  to  parliament  the  izoth  Henry  VI.)  died,  leaving  iilue 
by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  lord  Roos,  Alianore,  his 
daughter  and  heir,  fix  months  old,  who  afterwards  married  William 
Luvel,  a  younger  fon  of  William  lord  Lovell,  of  Tichmerih.

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fhire  ;  and  having  married  Alianor,  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  lord 
Morley,  had  fummons  to  parliament  in  right  of  his  wife,  by  the  title 
of,  "  William  Luvel  de  Morley  chivalicr/*  the  pth  Edward  IV.  and 
died^  the  23d  July,  1 476,  feven  years  after,  fcifcd  of  the  manors  of 
Erdefcote,  Bridefmith,  and  [Jppadon  Luvel,  in  co.  Wilts;  leaving 
Alianor  lady  Morley,  his  widow,  who  died  the  20th  Auguft  next  en- 
fuing,  and  two  children,  viz.  Henry  and  Alice  Luvel. 

Which  H£NRT  was  his  fucceifor,  and  was  then  in  minority ;  but 
being  arrived  at  full  age  in  1489,  had  fpecial  livery  of  all  his  lands. 
And  being  afterwards  fent  with  the  lord  D'Aubenie,  and  others,  into 
the  wars  in  Flanders,  was  unhappily  llain  by  a  gunihot  at  Dixmude ; 
and  dying  without  iflue,  his  iifter,  Alice,  became  his  heir.  His  wife 
was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  de  la  Pole,  duke  of  Suffolk,  by 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  duke  of  York,  father  of  king 
Edward  IV.  Which  Elizabeth  furvived  her  hufband  many  years; 
and  though  a  woman  of  more  than  common  beauty,  reiifted  all  temp- 
tations of  afecond  marriage,  and  died  in  the  fifty- fecond  year  of  her  age; 
and  lies  buried  in  the  church  of  Halingbury  Morley,  in  Effex. 

By  the  deceafe  of  this  Henry  Luvel,  lord  Morley,  S.  P.  the  barony 
devolved  upon  his  lifler  Alice,  beforementioned ;  who  by  her  marriage 
with  Sir  William  Parker,  carried  the  titles  into  that  family.  (Vid.

Sir  William  Parkeb,  who  married  Alice,  the  lifter  and  heir  of 
Henry  Luvel  (or  Lovel),  lord  Morley,  was  ftandard-bearer  and  privy 
counfellor  to  Richard  III.  and  died  in  1510;  leaving  the  faid  Alice 
his  widow,  who  remarried  with  Sir  Edward  Howard,  fccond  fon  of 
Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk ;  but  ^y  him  (whom  Ihe  alfo  furvived),  had 
no  ifTue.     She  died  in  1518. 

•Henry,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  William  Parker,  and  Alice  Luve], 
baronefs  Morley,  is  faid  not  to  have  been  admitted  to  his  barony  till 
the  31ft  of  Henry  VIIL  but  yet,  according  to  Dugdalc*s  Lifts  of  Sum- 
mons, his  name  is  mentioned  in  the  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament, 
anno  14th  Henry  VIIL  then  again  the  21ft  of  Henry  VIIL  and  from 
thence  to  the  3d  of  Philip  and  Mary  inclufive.  The  55th  of  Hen- 
ry VIIL  upon  a  difpute  between  him  and  lord  Dacres  of  Gilleflaud, 
for  precedency,  he  had  judgment  therein  given  in  his  behalf.  He 
married  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  John  St.  John,  of  Bletflioe ;  and  had 
ifTue  Henry,  who  was  created  a  knight  of  the  bath  at  the  coronation 
of  queen  Anne  BuUen,  arid  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  5th  Edward  VI. 
leaving  by  Grace,  his  firft  wife,^  daughter  of  John  Newport,  efquire, 
Henry,  his  fon  and  heir ;  and  two  daughters,  viz.  Jane,  who  married

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George  lord  Rochford,  fon  of  Thomas  BuUen,  carl  of  Wiltlhire  and 
Ormond ;  and  n.  n,  who  is  faid  to  have  become  the  wife  of  Sir  John 
Shelton^  knight. 

Which  Henry,  on  the  dcceafe  of  his  grandfather,  Henry  lord  Mor- 
ley,  the  3d  of  Philip  and  Mary^  ^5SS»  was  his  fucceffor;  and  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament,  by  that  title,  to  the  i4tTi  of  Elizabeth,  inclufive. 
His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  to  Edward  carl  of  Derby,  by  whom 
he  left  two  daughters;  namely,  Alice,  who  married  Sir  Thomas  Ba- 
rington,  knight;  and  Mary,  Sir  Edward  Lcventhorpc,  knight;  and 
alfo  a  fon  and  heir, 

Edward  ;  who  being  fummoned  to  parliament  the  33d  of  Eliza- 
beth, took  his  place  there  accordingly,  the  1 6th  of  January ;  and  the 
59th  of  Elizabeth,  was  one  of  the  peers  who  gave  judgment  of  death 
upon  Mary  queen  of  Scots ;  fo  likewife  upon  Philip  earl  of  Arundel^ 
the  3 2d  of  Elizabeth ;  and  alfo  upon  Robert  carl  of  Effex,  the  43d  of 
Elizabeth. 

He  married  Elizabeth,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Stanley,

anno  16 18,  was  buried  in  the  parilh  church  there,  leaving  three  ions; 

William,  Henry,  and  Charles ;  and  three  daughters :  Mary,  mar- 
ried to  Thomas  Abington,  of  Hinlip,  in  com.  Wigorn,  efquire;  Eliza- 
beth, to  Sir  Alexander  Barlow,  of  Barlow,  in  com.  Lane,  knight;  and 
Frances,  to  Chriftopher  Danby,  of  Leighton,  in  com.  Ebor,  efquire. 

To  him  fuccecded  William,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  who  in  right 
of  his  mother  bore  the  title  of  lord  Monteagle ;  by  which  difUntftion 
he  had  fummons  to  parliament  in  his  father's  lifetime.  He  was  the 
perfon  to  whom  that  notable  letter  was  delivered,  whereby  the  dan- 
gerous powder  plot  came  to  be  difcovered,^  5th  November,  3d  James  L

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This  William,  after  the  deceafe  of  his  father,  was  fummoned  to  par- 
liament as  lord  Morlcy  and  Montcaglc,  the  i8th  and  19th  of  James  I.

zabeth his  wife,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Trefham,  knight,  three 
fons ;  viz.

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MORTIMER  OF   WIGMORE,   AND   EARL  OF 

MARCH.

The  firft  mentioned  of  this  name  is  Roger  de  Mortimer^  by 
ibme  thought  to  be  the  fon  of  William  de  Warren,  and  by  others,  of 
Walter  de  St.  Martin,  brother  of  that  William :  but  certain  it  is, 
Dugdale  aflerts  that 

Ralph  de  Mortimer  (prefumed  the  ion  of  the  aforefaid  Roger), 
accompanied  duke  William  in  his  invaiion  of  this  realm,  being  one  of 
the  chiefeft  commanders  in  the  whole  army ;  and  ihortly  after  that 
Signal  conqu^,  as  the  moil  puiiTant  of  his  captains,  was  fent  into 
Wales,  to  encounter  Eldric  earl  of  Shrewibury,.  who  would  not  fubmit 
to  the  Norman  yoke;  whom  after  great  toil,  and  a  long  iiege  in 
Wigmore  caille,  he  at  length  fubdued,  and  delivered  into  the  king's 
hands,  who  thereupon  rewarded  his  iervices  with  all  the  earl's  lands ; 
and  he  feated  himfelf  at  Wigmore  accordingly.  But,  befides  thcfe,  he 
enjoyed,  by  gift  of  the  Conqueror,  very  many  lordihips  and  manors  in 
divers  other  counties,  whereof  he  was  pofleiled  at  the  time  of  the  ge- 
neral furvey. 

He  married  Milicent,  daughter  of--- by  whom  he  had  tw© 

fons;  ""Hugh,  his  fucceiTor;  and  William,  lord  of  Chelmerih,  and  after- 
wards of  Netherby,  by  gift  of  his  brother ;  and  alfo  a  daughter,  Ha\yife, 
wife  of  Stephen  earl  of  Albemarle. 

Hugh,  his  ion  and  heir,  being  proud  and  turbulent,  oppoied  the 
accedion  of  Henry  11. ;  but  at  length  he  became  a  canon  in  the  abbey

of 
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of  Wigmorc,  begun  by  his  father,  but  perfefted  and  endowed  largely 
by  himfclf.  He  died  at  Cleobury,  the  31ft  of  Henry  IL  anno  1188/ 
leaving  iflue  by  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  Longefpe,  duke 
of  Normandy,  four  fons;  viz.  Roger,  Hugh,  Ralph,  and  William. 
Which  Hugh  took  to  wife,  Felicia  de  San(5to  Sydonio ;  and  had,  by 
gift  of  his  father,  the  manors  of  Sudbury  and  Chelmerfh,  which  Wil- 
liam, his  uncle,  who  died  unmarried,  had  formerly  enjoyed. 

Roger,  third  lord  of  Wigmore,  was  a  brave  man,  and  much  en- 
larged his  territories,  and  drove  away  thieve^  and  robbers  from  thofe 
parts ;  and  was  alfo  a  benefador  to  the  abbey  of  Wigmore.  He  was 
twice  married :  firft,  to  Miliccnt,  daughter  of  Ferrers  earl  of  Derby, 
by  whom  he  had  Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  two  daughters ;  and, 
fecondly,  to  Ifabel,  (ifter  and  heir  to  Hugh  de  Ferrers,  of  Oakham,  by 
whom  he  had  iflue  three  fons ;  viz.  Ralph,  Robert,  and  Philip. 
Wherefore  on  his  deceafc,  the  17th  of  king  John,  he  was  fucceeded 

by 

Hugh,  his  fon  by  his  firft  wife,  who  married  Annora,  daughter  of 
William  de  Braofe;  and  having  been  much  wounded  in  a  tournament, 
died  the  nth  of  Henry  III.  S.  P.  and  was  buried  in  the  abbey  at 
Wigmore. 

Ra^lph,  half-brother  to  Hugh,  was  his  fucceflbr ;  who  being  of  a 
military  difpofition,  built  feveral  ftrong  caftles,  whereby  he  exceedingly 
enlarged  his  pofleflions  againft  the  Wellh,  and  fo  reftrained  their  in- 
curfions,  that  prince  Lewellyn  gave  him  his  daughter  Gladufe  (widow 
of  Reginald  de  Braofe),  in  marriage.  He  died  the  30th  of  Henry  III. 
and  was  buried  with  his  anceftors  at  Wigmore,  leaving  iflue  four  fons; 
namely,  Roger,  Peter,  John,  a  grey  friar  at  Shrewfbury ;  and  Hugh 
lord  of  Chelmerfli.*     Of  which  fons,  timer  of

>  From  the  time  of  the  Cbnqueft,  in  1006^  to  the  time  of  the  death  ot  this  Hugh,  id  1188^ 
is  a  period  of  122  years  >  which  feems  to  reader  it  more  probable,  that  Roger  de  Mortimer,  the 
grandfather  of  Bugh,  was  the  firft  of  the  name  who  entered  England  with  the  Conqueror,  and 
not  Ralph,  the  father  of  the  faid  Hugh,  unlefs,  indeed,  he  were  very  young  at  that  time ;  which 
does  not  appear  likely^  if  he  were,  asftated,  one  of  the  moft  poiifaat  of  duke  William's  com- 
manders. 

Roger, 
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Roger,  the  eldeft,  fucceeded  his  father;  and  the  gid  of  Henry  III. 
paying  2000  marks  to  the  king,  bad  Uvery  of  all  his  lands^  excepting 
the  dowry  of  Gladufe  his  mother^  then  furviving.  This  Roger  mar- 
ried a  great  coheirefs,  Maud^  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  de

Pembroke.       fions  were  iliU  more  augmented. 

He  took  an  adive  part  in  favour  of  Henry  III.  againft  his  rebellious 
barons ;  and  after  the  fatal  battle  of  Lewes,  wherein  the  king  himfelf, 
and  prince  Edward,  were  taken  prifoners,  is  recorded  to  have  been  the 
perfon  who  contrived  and  cfFeded  the  efcape  of  the  prince  from  Ro- 
bert de  Ros,  then  his  keeper ;  for  which,  his  faithful  fervices,  he  was 
rewarded  with  coniiderable  grants  from  the  crown. 

In  7th  Edward  I.  when  all  was  quiet,  having  procured  the  honour 
of  knighthood  for  his  three  fons,  he,  at  his  own  cofts,  held  a  tourna- 
ment at  Kenikvorth ;  where  he  fumptuoufly  entertained  one  hundred 
knights,  and  as  many  ladies,  for  three  days,  the  like  whereof  had  never 
been  before  in  England ;  and  there  began  a  Round  Table  (fo  called 
from  the  place  wherein  they  pra(5tifed  thofe  feats),  whio^  was  envi- 
roned with  a  ftrong  wall  made  in  a  round  form.  And  upon  the  fourth 
day,  the  Golden  Lion,  in  lign  of  triumph,  being  yielded  to  him,  he 
carried  it,  with  all  that  company,  tq  Warwick.  The  fame  whereof 
.being  fpread  into  foreign  countries,  occaiioned  the  queen  of  Navarre 
to  fend  him  certain  wooden  bottles,  bound  with  golden  bars  and  wax, 
under  the  pretence  of  wine,  but,  in  truth,  filled  with  gold;  which  for 
many  ages  after  were  kept  in  the  abbey  of  Wigmore.  Whereupon, 
for  the  love  of  that  queen,  he  added  a  carbuncle  to  his  arms.  Soon  after 
when  he  died;  viz.  the  loth  of  Edward  I.  He  had  iflue  divers 
fons;  whereof  Sir  Ralph,  the  eldeft,  died  in  his  lifetime.   Edmund  was

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but  died  S.  P.  the  25th  of  Edward  I.     Sir  Geffery,  the  other  fon,  was 
alfo  a  knight^  and  died  in  his  father  s  lifetime. 

EDMbN.D,  the  next  lord  of  Wigmore,  was  mortally  wounded  in  the 
battle  of  Buelt,  againft  the  Welfh ;  and  dying  of  his  wounds  at  Wig- 
more  caftle^  had  fepulture  in  the  abbey  there,  the  32d  of  Edward  I. 
This  Edmund  had  fummbns  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the 
realm,  from  the  22d  to  the  30th  of  Edward  I.  incluiive ;  and  by 
Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  de  Fcndles,  a  Spaniard  (kinf- 
woman  to  queen  Eleanor),  had  iffue  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir ;  John»^ 
Hugh,  Walter,  and  Edmund ;  which  three  laft  named  were  all  priefts; 
as  alfo  three  daughters.  Whereof  Maude  married  Theobald  de  Verdon; 
and  Joane  and  Elizabeth  were  nuns  at  Lyngbroke. 

Roger,  eighth  lord  of  Wigmore,  was  he  who  is  fo  well  known,  in 
our  general  hiftories,  as  the  favourite  of  Ifabel,  the  adulterous  queen  of 
Edward  II.  In  the  parliament  begun  the  2d  of  Edward  III.  he  caufed 
himielf  to  be  advanced  to  the  title  of  earl  of  March ;  and  the  fame 
year  held  a  Round  Table  at  Bedford.  After  which,  king  Edward  mak- 
ing a  progrefs  into  the  Marches  of  Wales,  was  magnificently  enter- 
.tained  by  this  Roger,  in  his  caftles  of  Ludlow  and  Wigmore;  fo 
likewife  in  his  forefts  and  parks,  with  great  coils  in  tiltings  and  other 
paftimes. 

.  But  hereupon  he  grew  proud  beyond  meafure;  infomuch  as  his 
own  fon,  GefFery,  called  him  the  King  of  Folly.  He  alfo  kept  the 
round  table  in  Wales  for  a  pride,  in  imitation  of  the  knights  of  king 
Arthur^s  round  table.  His  other  adls  of  extravagance  and  infolencies 
arc  well  known ;  of  which  the  king  being  at  length  made  fenfible, 
caufed  him  to  be  fuddenly  furprifed  in  the  caftle  of  Nottingham  (by 
means  of  a  fubterraneous  paflage ;  which,  from  this  circumilance,  is 
yet  called  Mortimer*s  Hole.)  When  being  fecured,  he  wai  afterwards 
accufed  in  parliament  of  certain  high  crimes ;  and  being  found  guilty, 
received  lentence  to  be* drawn  and  hanged:    which   ientence  was

executed 
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executed  at  the  common  gallows,  called  the  Elmes,  near  Smitbfield. 
And  his  body  was  permitted  to  hang  there  two  days  and  two  nights^ 
naked,  and  then  buried  in  the  Grey  Friers ;  but  many  years  afterwards 
tranilated  to  Wigmore.  So  great  is  the  viciffitude  of  human  great- 
nefs! 

This  eminent  but  unhappy  man  married  Joanc,  daughter  of  Peter, 
*  V*^:  Ion  of  Gefiery  de  Gcnevil,*  lord  of  Trim,  in  Ireland,  and  had  iffue 
four  fons ;  viz.  Edmund,  Sir  Roger,  Sir  GefFery,  lord  of  Towyth ; 
and  John,  flain  in  a  tournament  at  Shrewfbury.  As  alfb  feven  daugh- 
ters; viz.  Catherine,  wife  of  Thomas  de  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick; 
Joane,  of  James  lord  Audley ;  Agnes,  of  Laurence  earl  of  Pembroke ; 
Margaret,  of  Thomas,  fon  and  heir  of  Maurice  lord  Berkeley;-  Maude, 
of  John  de  Cherlton,  fon  and  heir  of  John  lord  of  Powys ;  Blanch,  of 
Peter  de  Grandifon ;  and  Beatrix,  firft,  of  Edward,  fon  and  heir  of 
Thomas  of  Brotherton,  carl  marfhal  of  England,  and  afterwards  of  Sir 
Thomas  de  Braofe. 

Edmund,  eldeft  fon  bcforenamed,  had  not  the  title  of  carl  of 
March ;  his  father's  attainder  not  being  reverfcd  in  his  time.  He 
married  Elizabeth,  one  of  the  daughters,  and  at  length  coheirs  of 
Bartholomew  (commonly  called  the  rich),  lord  Badlefmere,  of  Ledes 
Caftle,  in  Kent,  by  whom  he  had  two  fons ;  Roger,  and  John,  who 
died  an  infant.  But  this  Exlmund  furvived  his  unfortunate  father  only 
a  fljort  time ;  for  he  died  in  the  flower  of  his  age,  the  5th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  leaving  Elizabeth  his  wife  furviving;  who  afterwards  mar- 
ried William  de  Bohun,  earl  of  Northampton. 

Roo£R,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  only  three  years  old  at  his  father's 
death ;  and  the  1 6th  Edward  III.  though  not  of  full  age,  had  livery 
of  his  caftle  of  Wigmore ;  and  the  38th  of  Edward  III.  obtained  a 
rever£al  of  the  attainder  of  Roger,  his  grandfather.  Whereupon  he 
thenceforth  bore  the  title  of  earl  of  March,  and  had  rcftitution  of 
divers  forfeited  lands:  but  this  honour  he  enjoyed  only  for  a  ihort 
time,  for  the  34th  of  Edward  III.  he  died  at  Romera,  in  Burgundy, 
being  then  commander  of  the  Engliih  forces  there.     Whence  he  was 

brought 
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lirought  over^  and  buried  in  the  abbey  of  Wigfnore  with  his  anceKora* 
Yet  was  there  a  ibiemn  obfequie  kept  far  him  in  the  royal  chapel  at 
Windfor ;  the  king  affigning  a  cloth  of  gold,  called  baadekyn»  out  of 
his  great  wardrobe,  for  the  celebrating  thereof. 

By  Philippa  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  de  Montacute,  earl  of 
Salifbury,  he  had  two  ions ;  Roger,  who  died  in  his  lifetime,  and  Ed- 
mund ;  as  alfo  two  daughters ;  viz.  Margaret,  wife  of  Robert  de  Vere^ 
carl  of  Oxford ;  and  Margery,  of  John  lord  Audley . 

Edmund,  his  furviving  fon  and  heir,  at  the  deceafe  of  his  father 
was  in  m'mority ;  yet,  by  reaibn  of  his  iingular  knowledge  and  parts, 
was,  at  the  age  of  ei^teen,  employed  to  treat  with  the  commiffioners 
of  the  king  of  France,  touching  a  peace  between  the  two  kingdoms. 

r 

Moreover,  the  3d  of  Richard  IL  he  was  conftituted  the  king  s  lieute- 
nant in  Ireland,  where  he  was  a  great  fubduer  of  the  barbaroufnefs  of 
that  Hide  people  :  but  after  having  done  fuch  great  afls  in  Ireland,  by 
taking  cold  in  paffing  a  river  there,  he  brought  on  his  death,  and  died 
at  Cork,  the  5th  of  Richard  IL  aged  only  twenty-nine.  He  married 
Philippa,  daughter  and  heir  of  Lionel  duke  of  Clarence,'*  third  fon  of 
Edward  III.  by  which  match  he  acquired  the  third  part  of  the  earldom 
of  Glouceftcr,  together  with  the  county  of  Ulfter,  and  dominion  of 
Connaught,  in  Ireland^  His  iiTue  were,  three  ions,  and  two  daughters; 
viz.  Roger,  his  fucceifor ;  Sir  Eximond,  who  married  the  daughter  of 
Owen  Glehdowr ;  and  Sir  John,  who,  the  3d  of  Henry  VI.  having 
been  arraigned  in  parliament  for  treafbnable  fpeeches,  was  fentenced 
to  be  hanged  and  beheaded;  which  was  executed  accordingly.  Eliza- 
beth, the  cldeft  daughter,  married  Henry  Percy,  fumamed  Hotfpur ; 
and  Philippa,  the  youngeili,  married,  firft,  John  earl  of  Pembroke ;  fe- 
cond,  Richard  earl  of  Arundel;  and,  third,  John  Poynings  lord  St.  John. 
Roger,  next  earl  of  March,  by  the  care  of  thofe  who  had  the  go- 
vernment of  his  minority  (being  only  eleven  years  old  at  his  fathcr*s 
death),  found,  when  he  came  at  age,  his  caftles  and  houfes  well  in

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repair,  and  amply  ftored  with  rich  furniture,  fo  likeWife  his  demefne 
fully  (locked  with  cattle;  and  in  his  treafury  40,000  marks.  This 
Roger  being  aft  hopeful  youth,  and  every  way  accomplilhed,  was  fhortly 
after  his  father's  death,  in  the  parliament  holden  the  9th  of  Richard  IL 
declared  heir  apparent  to  the  crown,  by  reafon  of  his  defcent  from 
Lionel  duke  of  Clarence  ;  and  the  20th  and  a  ift  of  Richard  II.  was 
lieutenant  of  Ireland  ;  where  relying  upon  his  own  valour,  he  adven* 
tured  himfelf  before  his  army  in  an  Irilh  habit,  and  was  unhappily  flain 
at  Kenles. 

By  Eleanor  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas  Holland,  earl  of  Kent, 
fiiler  of  Thomas  duke  of  Siu-rey,  and  fiiler  and  coheir  to  Edmund  earl 
of  Kent,  he  had  iiTue,  Exlmund,  his  fon  and  heir ;  Roger,  who  died 
S.  P.:  alio  two  daughters ;  Anne,  who  married  Richard  earl  of  Cam- 
bridge,  younger  fon  to  Edmund  duke  of  York  (5th  fon  of  Edward  IIL) 
and  Alianore,  who  married  Edward,  fon  of  Exlward  Courtney,  earl  of 
Devon ;  but  died  iiTueleis. 

Edmukd,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  was  the  lafl 
earl  of  March,  being  at  that  time  only  fix  years  old ;  and  was  given  in 
ward  to  Henry  prince  of  Wales,  fon  of  Henry  IV.  out  of  whofe  cuf- 
tody  he  was  fhortly  after  taken  away  by  the  lady  Defpenfer;  but  being 
found  out  again  in  Chiltham  woods,  he  was  afterwards  kept  under  a 
Jiri£ier  guards  being  the  rightful  heir  to  the  crown. 

He  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Edmund  earl  of  Stafford ;  but  died 
S.  P.  3d  Henry  VI.  being  then  about  .twenty-four  years  old.  Where* 
upon  Richard  duke  of  York,  fon  of  Anne  countefs  of  Cambridge,  his 
fifler,  became  his  heir;  and  here  ended  the  male  line  of  the  mofl  noble 
family  of  Mortimer  earls  of  March,  but  whofe  heir  female,  however, 
carried  all  the?  great  eflates,  and  the  befl  title  to  the  throne,  to  the  faid 
Richard  duke  of  York,  whofe  fon  and  heir  Exlward,  became  afterwards 
king  of  England^  by  the  title  of  Edward  IV.  And  thus  the  cafUe  of 
Wigmore,  with  the  vafl  pofTeffions,  and  the  honours  of  the  houfe  of 
Mortimer,  merged  in  the  crown* 
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Arms — G.  a  Lion  rampant  Arg. 

This  houfe  commenced  in  Nigel  de  Albini^  a  younger  brother 
to  William  de  Albini,  furnamcd  Pinccrna,  before  mentioned  in  Vol.  I.    *  Vid:  Albinl 
of  this  work.*     Which  del.  Vol.  I. 

Nigel  like  wife  came  into  England  with  the  Conqueror,  and  was 
one  of  his  eminent  commanders ;  and  for  his  fervices  was  rewarded 
with  divers  manors  in  various  counties. 

In  the  time  of  William  Rufus,  he  was  bow-bearer  to  that  king;  and 
was  in  great  favour  with  Henry  I.  to  whom  he  firmly  adhered  againfi: 
his  brother,  Curthofe ;  and  being  prefent  with  him  in  the  famous 
battle  of  Tencrchcbray,  he  there  flew  Curthofc's  horfe,  and  brought 
him  priibner  to  the  king ;  for  which  he  obtained  all  the  lands  of  Ro* 
bcrt  baron  of  Fronteboef ;  viz.  Stutevile,  in  England  ;f  who  had  for-  f  vid.  State- 
feited  the  fame  for  his  adherence  to  Curthofe.  After  when,  alfb,  in  ^'^'  ^^^*  ^' 
confideration  of  his  valour  and  great  fervices,  he  was  further  rewarded 
with  all  the  lands  of  Robert  de  Moubray,  earl  of  Northumberland, 
both  in  Normandy  and  England,  then  forfeited  to  the  crown  for  trea- 
fon.  Which  Robert  was  brother  to  Amicia  de  Moubray,  who  had 
married  .Roger  de  Albini,  father  of  the  faid  Nigel. 

Being  thus  poflefled  of  fo  very  confiderable  an  eftate,  confiding  of 
full  i;50  knights  fees  in  Normandy,  and  as  many  in  England,  he  be- 
came one  of  the  moft  potent  men  of  his  time;  though  the  monks  iay^ 
he  was  fomewhat  oppreflSve.     He  was  twice  married :  firft,  to  Maud, 
daughter  of  Richard  de  Aquila,  by  whom  he  had  no  iflue  i""  fecondly,^

to 
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to  Gundrcd,  daughter  of  Girald  dc  Gornay,.by  whom  he  had  two 
fons ;  whereof  Roger  was  his  fucceffor ;  and  Henry,  the  other,  hav- 
ing the  lordftiip  and  barony  of  Cainho  given  to  him,  was  the  anceftor 
♦  vici.  Albiui  of  the  houfe  of  Albini  Cainho.*  And  dying  very  aged,  he  was  buried 
Vol?  i?'  with  his  anccftors,  in  the  abbey  of  Bee,  in  Normandy.      Where- 

upon, 

RoG£B,  his  fon  and  heir,  fucceeded  him;  who  poffcffing  the  lands 
of  Moubray,  did,  by  the  fpecial  command  of  king  Henry,  aiTume  the 
furname  of  Moubray ;  and  may  therefore  be  coniidered  the  firft  of  tliis 
dynafty  of  the  Moubray  family. 

The  7th  of  Stephen,  adhering  to  the  king  againft  Maude  the  em- 
prefs,  he  was  with  him  in  the  battle  of  Lincoln,  and  there  taken  pri- 
foner.  After  when,  the  13th  of  king  Stephen,  he  was  with  Lewis, 
king  of  France,  in  the  Holy  Land,  where  he  acquired  no  finaU  re- 
nown, by  vanquiihing  a  flout  and  hardy  Pagan  in  fingle  combat.  The 
time  of  his  death  ieems  uncertain ;  ibme  dating,  that  he  died  in  the 
Holy  Land,  and  was  buried  at  Sures ;  and  others,  that  here  turned  to 
England,  and  lived  fifteen  years  after,  and  died  an  aged  man,  and  was 
buried  in  the  abbey  of  Biland,  near  to  the  lady  Gundred,  his  mother. 
Be  this,  however,  as  it  may,  he  ha'd  ifTuc  by  Alice  de  Gant,  his  wife, 
two  fons ;  Nigel  and  Robert.     Which 

Nigel,  like  his  father,  had  a  great  predileAion  for  the  holy  war- 
fare;  and  being  figned  with  the  crofs  for  an  expedition  into  thofe 
parts,  died  before  his  arrival  there,  3d  Richard  I.  leaving  iflue  by 
Mabel  his  wife,  daughter  to  the  earl  of  Clare,  four  fons ;  William, 
Robert,  Philip,  and  Roger.  Of  which,  Robert,  marrying  (as  it  is  iaid), 
a  countefs  in  Scotland,  had  a  fair  inheritance  there,  from  whom  de- 
fcended  the  Moubrays  of  that  kingdom ;  and  Roger,  the  5th  of  John, 
obtained  a  grant  from  the  king,  of  the  manors  of  Swanfham,  Fule* 
bumCy  and  Coftefey ;  which  were  the  lands  of  Alan  dc  Roan. 

William,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  his  father's  fucceflbr;  and  6th 
Richard  I.  paying  iC*^^^  ^^^  ^^^  relief,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  But  in 
the  time  of  king  John,  he  was  one  of  the  mod:  obfttnate  of  the  rebel 

barons ; 
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barons;  nor  did  bis  obftinacy  retraA  with  the  death  of  that  king,  for 
he  dill  perfevered  in  his  rebellion  againil  Henry  III.  and  was  among 
thoie  taken  prifbners  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln ;  it  ieems,  however^  that 
he  at  length  made  his  peace.  His^  wife  was  Agnes^  daughter  of  the 
earl  of  Arunde]^  by  whom  he  had  two  fons ;  Nigel  and  Roger.  Of 
which, 

Nigel,  the  8th  of  Henry  III.  paying  j[.Soo  for  his  relief,  had  livery 
of  his  lands;  but  foon  after  he  died,  S.  P.  the  13th  of  Henry  III.  His 
wife  was  Maud,  daughter  and  heir  to  Roger  de  Camvill. 

Roger,  brother  to  Nigel,  was  his  heir,  but  then  in  minority. 
Which  Roger  married  Maud,  daughter  to  William  de  Beauchamp,  of 
Bedford  ;*  and  being  of  full  age,  55th  Henry  III.  doing  his  homage,  *  ^^**-  ^^ 
had  livery  of  his  lands.  He  died  the  51ft  of  Henry  III.  having  had  ^^ord> 
iiTue,  Roger,  Robert,  Andrew,  John,  Edmimd,  and  William,  his  fons. 
Whereof  the  five  laft  died  S.P.  and  alfo  three  daughters;  whofe  names 
are  not  mentioned, 

Roger,  eldeil  fon  and  heir,  the  6th  of  Edward  I.  oh  proof  of  his 
age,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  whole  inheritance;  and, 
moreover,  had  fummons  to  the  parliaments  of  the  22d,  23d,  :24th, 
and  25th  of  Edward  I.  and  died  the  year  following,  leaving  by  Rofe 
his  wife,  iifter  to  Gilbert  earl  of  Clare,^  and,  according  to  Dugdale, 
daughter  of  earl  Richard, 

John  de  Moubray,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  whofe 
wardship  and  marriage  was  given  to  William  de  Braofe,  of  Gower,  to 
the  end  that  he  might  marry  Aliva,  daughter  of  the  faid  William. 
Which  marriage  afterwards  was  confiim  mated. 

The  34th  of  Edward  I.  this  John,  although  not  of  full  age,  had 
livery  of  his  lands,  and  attended  the  king  in  his  expedition  into  Scot-* 
land ;  fo  alio,  the  7th  of  Edward  II.  he  was  in  the  wars  of  Scot- 
land ;    in  which  year   he  had  licence   to   fend   his  brother  Alex-*

nobles,  in  their  infurreftion,  he  participated  in  their  ill  fortunes; 
being  taken  prifoner  with  the  faid  earl,  and  divers  others,  at  Borough 
Bridge,  and  was  afterwards  hanged  at  York,  the  15th  of  Edward  11. 
He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  ift  to  14th  Edward  IL  and  left 
by  the  beforementioned  Aliva,  his  wife, 

John,  his  elded:  fon  and  fucceflbr,  who  found  much  favour  from 
Edward  III. ;  for  that  king,  in  the  firft  year  of  his  reign,  acknowledg- 
ing the  great  fenfe  he  had  of  the  eminent  fervices  of  the  forefathers  of 
this  John,  accepted  of  his  homage,  and  gave  him  livery  of  his  lands 
before  he  came  of  full  age.  He  attended  king  E/lward  in  his  gloritnis 
campaign  in  France,  and  was  with  him  at  the  iiege  of  Nantz ;  he  was 
alio  in  the  memorable  battle  againft  David  king  of  Scotland,  and  was 
made  governor  of  Berwick.  He  was  ftyled  in  his  charters,  lord  of  the 
Ifle  of  Axholme,  and  of  the  honour  of  Gower  and  Brember;  which 
laft  were  of  the  inheritance  of  his  mother.  He  married  Joan,  one  of 
the  daughters  of  Henry  earl  of  Lancafter ;  and  having  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  from  the  ift  to  the  34th  of  Edward  III.  he  died  at  York 
of  the  peftilence,  4th  Oftober,  35th  Edward  III.  leaving  iffuc, 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  Yoon  after  had  livery  of  his  lands,  but 
does  not  appear  to  have  enjoyed  them  long;  for  the  42d  of  Ed- 
ward III.  he  was  ilain  near  Conilantinople,  taking  then  a  journey  to 
the  Holy  Land.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  to  John 
lord  Segrave  (by  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  of 
^Vid^  Brotherton,  earl  of  Norfolk,  and  earl  marlhal  of  England);*  whereby 
he  acquired  a  great  inheritance  in  lands,  and  much  addition  of  honour 
in  blood.  By  this  lady  he  had  two  fons,  John  and  Thomas ;  and  a 
daughter,  Anne,  who  was  abbefs  of  Barking,  in  Eflex.

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JoHisr,  the  cl^defl  fon,  at  the  coronation  of  Richard  II.  was  created 
earl  of  Nottingham,  but  died  foon  after,  unmarried,  and  in  the  flower 
of  his  age ;  whereby  Thomas,  his  brother,  became  his  heir.     Which      *  x 

Thomas,  the  6th  of  Richard  III.  was  created  earl  of  Nottingham, 
(as  his  brother  had  been) ;  and,  three  years  after,  was  cbnflituted  earl 
marihal  of  England  for  life.  Being,  according  to  Sandfbrd,  the  firil 
earl  marihal ;  for  before  his  time  they  were  only  marihals.  Though 
Dugdale  calls  Thomas  of  Brotherton,  earl  marflial  ;*  as  we  (in  fol-  *  ^^g^- 
lowing  him),  have  before  mentioned. 

The  1 6th  of  Richard  II.  he  was  made  governor  of  Calais;  and,  the 
2oth  of  the  fame  reign,  obtained  the  king's  charter  of  confirmation  of 
the  oflice  of  earl  marihal  of  England  to  the  heirs  male'  of  his  body ; 
and  that  they,  by  reafon  of  the  faid  office,  ihould  bear  a  golden 
truncheon,  enamelled  with  black  at  each  end{  having  at  the  upper 
end  the  king*s  arms,  and  at  the  lower  their  own  arms  engraven 
thereon.  Moreover,  the  2iik  of  Richard  II.  he  was  advanced  to  the 
title  of  duke  of  Norfolk;  his  grandmother,  Margaret  (then  living), 
being  the  fame  day  created  duke  of  Norfolk. 

But  this  Thomas,  firil  duke  of  Norfolk,  having  joined  cloiely  with 
thofe  wicked  minions  who  bore  fway  with  that  unfortunate  and  mif- 
guided  prince,  not  only  contributed  to  the  deilrudtion  of  his  father- 
in-law,  the  earl  of  Arundel,  but  was  one  of  thofe  who  guarded  him 
to  his  execution ;  and  is  even  a^ffirmed  to  have  been  the  perfbn  who 
boutid  up  his  eyes,  and  adlually  cut  oflT  his  head.  Furthermore,  he  is 
ftated  to  have  had  a  principal  hand  in  the  execrable  murder  of  the 
king's  uncle,  Thomas  of  Woodftotk,  duke  of  Gloucefter. 

Such,  however,  is  the  inilability  of  all  human  grandeur  (eipecially 
when  attained  through  the  perpetration  of  crimes  fo  odious),  that  this 
great  duke,  after  having  experienced  the  royal  favour  on  fo  many 
occafions,  fell  at  lail  from  all  his  honours  into  diigrace.  For,  being 
accufed  by  Henry  duke  of  Hereford  (after  Henry  IV.)  of  having 
fpoken  words  difrefpei^fully  of  the  king,  a  challenge  eniued,  and  a 
day  was  appointed  for  the  combat,  when  the  liils  were  accordingly  fet 
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vp^  and  the  king  himfelf  and  court  wefe  prefent ;  but  juft  as  they 
were  about  to  engage^  and  the  trumpets  had  founded  the  charge,  Ri- 
chard interpofed,  and  by  the  advice  of  hb  council  banifhed  the  duke 
of  Hereford  for  ten  years,  and  the  duke  of  Norfolk  for  life;  who 
thereupon,  afterwards,  going  abroad  in  purfuance  of  hb  ientence,  died 
m  exile,  of  the  peftilence,  at  Venice  ;  but,  according  to  Sandford,  and 
others,,  of  grief,  anno  1400,  i  ft  Henry  IV. 

By  Elizabeth,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  of  John  le  Strange,  of  Black- 
mere,  he  had  no  iiTue ;  but  by  Elizabeth,  his  fecond  wife,  fifter  and 
coheir  to  Thomas  Fitz-Alan,  earl  of  Arundel,  he  had  two  fons,  Tho- 
mas and  John ;  and  alfo  two  daughters,  Ifabella  and  Margaret ;  the 
one  married  to  Sir  Jamfss  Berkeley,  knight ;  and  the  other  to  Sir  Ro- 
bert Howard,,  knight.** 

Thomas,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  in  minority  at  his  father's  death, 
and  never  had  the  title  of  duke.  He  was  commonly  called  the  earl 
marihal ;  and  was  afterwards  beheaded  at  York,  the  6th  of  Henry  IV. 
with  Richard  Scroopc,  archbiihop  of  York,  for  a  confpiracy  to  take , 
away  the  crown  and  life  of  that  monarch*  His  wife  was  Conftancc, 
daughter  of  John  Holland,  duke  of  Exeter ;.  but  having  no  iffue, 

John,  his  brother,  was  his  heir;  who,  the  3d  of  Henry  VL.  was 
'  reftored  to  the  title  and  dignity  of  duke  of  Norfolk  (ufing  no  other 
than  earl  marlhal,  and  earl  of  Nottingham  before ;  which,  the  ift  of 
Henry  V.  had  been  allowed  to  him.)  He  died  in  143^,  the  loth 
Henry  VI.  leaving  by  Catherine  his  wife,  daughter  of  Ralph  Nevil, 
carl  of  Weftmorelaiid  (by  Joane  his  wife,  natural  daughter  of  Jt)hn  of 
Gaunt,  duke  of  Lancailer,)  a  foti,, 

John,  the  next  and  third  duke  of  Norfolk,  who,  the  23d  of 
Henry  VI.  upon  confirmation  ©f  the  title  to  him  of  duke  of  Norfolk 
(whiph.  had,  been  conferted  on,  Thomas,  his  grandfather),  had  a  grant

Joujsr,  the  fourth  and  laft  duke  of  Norfolk  of  the  Moubray  name; 
who,  the  29th  of  Henry  VI.  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  had  bqeh 
created  earl  Warren  and  Surrey;  and  the  lith  of  EM  ward  IV.  was 
.one  of  thofe  peers  who  fubfcribed  their  names  to  that  recognition 
then  made  in  parliament  to  prince  Edward,  the  king's  eldeft  fbn. 
Shortly  after  when  he  died,  yiz.  the  15th  Edward  IV.  having  had 
iflue  by  Elisabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  Talbot,  earl  of  Shrewf-  ' 
buxy, 

Anne,  hi$  fole  daughter  and  heir,  who  was  €ontra6ted  in  marriage 
to  Richard,  Second  fon  of  Edward  IV,  but  being  murdered  by  his  uncle, 
Jlichard  duke  of  Xjrloucefter,  before  confiimmation,  the  inheritance  of 
her  father  w.as  divided  between  the  Howards  and  the  Berkeleys,  de* 
fcended  from  Margaret  and  Ifabel,  daughters  of  Thomas  firft  duke  of  '      ,.

Lambert  de  Multon,  who,  the  nth  Henry  II.  (then*  refiding 
in  Lincolnihire),  was  amerced  100  marks.     In  the  9th  andioth  king

Thomas  de  Multon  is  fiated  to  have  been  (heriff  of  the  faid 
county  of  Lincoln ;  and,  the  J5th  John,  to  have  been  with  that  king 
in  his  expedition  ipto  Poi^ou.    He  gave  1000  marks  for  the  wardfhip

The  6th  Henry  IIL  he  gave  )C-^®^  ^^c*  ^^  ^^^  palfrey  to  the  king^ 
for  the  office  of  forefter  of  Cumberland ;  it  being  of  the  inheritance  of 
tVid.Mor.  Ada,  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Hugh  de  f Morville/ 
'  *  '  widow  of  Richard  de  Lucie ;  but  the  ;&4th  Henry  IIL  he  died,^  witb 
this  haradter  by  a  monk  of  that  time ;  viz.  "  that  in  his  youth  he 
was  a  flout  foldier,  afterwards  very  wealthy,  and  learned  in  the  laws ; 
yet  overmuch,  coveting  to  enlarge  his  pofiefiions,  which  lay  contiguous 
to  the  monks  of  Crowland,  he  did  them  great  wrong  in  many  refpcds." 
Of  his  fbns,  beforenamed, 

Lambert  married  Annabel,  the  eldefl  of  the  two  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  Richard  de  Luci,  of  Egremont;  and  the  30th  Henry  III., 
obtained,  by  large  gifts,  an  extraordinary  indulgence  from  the  pope, 
viz.  *'  That  no  one  fhould  have  power  to  excommunicate  him  but  by 
a  fpecial  mandate  from  his  holinefs.'* 

He  died  about  the  3ifl  Henry  III.  leaving  Ida,  his  fecond: wife,  fur* 
viving  (who  had  been  the  widow  of  GieofFrey  de  Oilli),  and  Thomas, 
his  fon  and  heir,  then  of  full  age.     Which 

Thomas  (called  Thomas  dc  Multon,  of  Egremont),  paying  his 
relief,  had  livery  of  his  lands  lying  in  the  counties  of  Gumb.  Line. 
SufF.  and  EfTex;  and  died  the  :32d  of  Edward  I.  Ifeaving 

Thomas,  his  fbn  and  heir;  who,  the  loth  of  Edward  IF.  entered 
into  covenants,  that  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  fhould  marry  Joane,  the 
daughter  of  Piers  Gaveflon,  fb  foon  as  they  fhould  be  of  age  to  accom- 
plifh  the  marriage : .  but  it  feems  this  intended  match  did  not  take 
place. 

This  Thomas  had  fiimmons  to  parliament  amongd:  the  barons  of 
the  realm,  from  the  28th  of  Exlward  I.  to  the  14th  of  Edward  II. 

r  By  Ada  his  wife,  daughter*and  fdc  heir  of  William  EogajD^  by  Ibrea  his  wife,  daughter' 
and  heir  of  Robert  D'Efixivers,  lord  of  Borgh  upon,  the  Sands^  and -hereditary  forefter  of  Conv-

incIufiVe, 
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inclufivc,  and  died  the  next  cnfuing  year  (15th  Edward  11.)  AUanore 
his  wife,  furviving ;  who  for  her  dowry  had  an  aflignation  of  the  capi-> 
tal  mcffuagc  of  the  manor  of  Egremont ;  viz.  the  caille,  together  with 
divers  confiderable  lands  thereunto  belonging.     To  whom  fucceeded 

John,  his  fon  and  heir ;  who^  the  14th  of  Edward  II.  having  mar- 
ried Annabel^  one  bf  the  daughters  and  heirs  of  Laurence  de  Holbeche, 

had  livery  of  certain  lands  in  Thornc  Gumband,  in  com.  Ebor,  which 

» 

were  of  her  inheritance/  and  the  6th  and  8th  of  Edward  III.  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  but  died  the  23d  of  November  the  fame  year, 
without  iffue,  whereby  his  inheritance  became  fhared  betwixt  his 
three  fifters,  who  were  his  heirs:  viz,  Joane,  wife  of  Robert  Fitz^ 
Walter;  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Walter  deBermicham;  and  Margaret,  the 
wife  of  Thomas  de  Lucie.  Which  Joane,  for  her  purparty,  had  the 
caftle  of  Egremont,  with  the  third  part  of  the  manor,  and  certain  other 
lands;  Elizabeth,  certain  lands  in  Gosford,  parcel  of  the  manor  of 
Egremont,  and  a  third  part  of  divers  other  lands ;  and  Margaret,  the 
wife  of  Thomas  de  Lucie,  certain  lands  in  Diftington,  parcel  of  the 
manor  of  Egremont,  together  with  the  third  part  of  thofe  other  lord* 
fliips,  whereof  the  fame*  proportion  had  been  allotted  to  her  fifters.

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Having  thus  done  with  the  line  of  Thomas  dc  Multon  by  his  firft 
wife,  it  now  remains  to  make  mention  of  his  ifTue  by  Ada,  his  fecond 
wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Hugh  dc  Morevill,  by  whom  he  had  one 
ion,  called  Thomas,  and  a  daughter,  Julian^  who  married  Robert  de 
Vavafour.     Which 

Thomas  de  Multon  died  55th  Henry  III.  being  then  feifed  of 
the  moiety  pf  the  barony  of  Burgh  upon  the  Sands,  and  leaving  by 
•  Vid.  Vaux,  Maud  his  wife  (daughter  and  heir  of  Hubert  de  Vaux,  of  Gillefland),* 
^  ^'  who  furvivcd  him,' 

Thomas,  his  fbn  and  heir;  who  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
bis  lands ;  and  the  year  next  enfuing,  upon  the  death  of  Helewife  de 
Levinton  (widow  of  Euftace  de  Baliol),  was  found  her  heir  as  to  the 
other  moiety  of  the  barony  of  Burgh  upon  the  Sands,  together  with 
divers  manors  of  confiderable  extent  and  value.  This  Thomas  deceafed 
'  ihe  2ift  Edward  I.  leaving 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-fix  years  of  age;"  v^o  the

Norf. ;  of  the  manor  of  Burgh  upon  the  Sands;  and  of  Kirk-Ofwald ; 
likewife  of  the  barony  of  Gilleiland,  and  divers  other  lands,  all  in  the 
county  of  Cumberland ;  leaving  Ifabel  his  wife,  furviving,  and 

ThomaSj  his  fbn  and  heir,  then  thirteen  years  old;  who  paying 
J[aoo  for  his  relief,  was  the  31ft  of  Edward  I.  in  the  wars  of  Scot- 
land, as  alfo  in  the  34th  of  the  fame  king ;  and  in  the  3.d  and  4th 
Edward  II.  Moreovor,  he  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  25th 
Edward  I.'  to  the  7th  Edward  II.  inclufive,  foon  after  which  he  died; 
leaving  by  Margaret  his  wife,  a  daughter  and  heir. 

Mar  o  A  RET  DE  MuLTON,  who  married  Ranulph  de  Dacre,  and 
carried  the  barony  of  Gillefland  into  that  family.*  ♦Vid.

Brother  to  this  laft  mentioned  Thomas,  was  William  de  Mul- 
TON,  who  was  his  heir  male,  and  held  the  manor  of  Heyfingby,  in 
Cumberland,  during  his  life.     Which  William  died  15th  Edward  III. 
S.  P.  leaving  the  faid  Margaret,  then  the  wife  of  Ranulph  de  Dacre^ 
his  next  heir,  thirty-fix  years^  of  age. 

'  If  tbisTbomas  was  only  thirteen  years  old  on  his  father's  deaths  the  23d  Edward  I.  he- 
could  not  have  attained  his  majority  tlie  25th  of  Edward  I.  and  rouft  then  have  been  furooioned' 
to  parliaaaent  at  fifteen  years  of  age.     This  feems  one  of  Dugdale's  errors^  if  an  error  can  be 
insagined  to  be  committed  by  an.kcrald  in  the  high  ofEce  of  garter  king  at  arms*  It  is  .therefore*

This  ancient  and  noble  family  is  defcended  from  Robert  Fitz- 

Maldred^  lord  oi^  Raby^  in  the  bilhopric  of  Durham ;  who  having 

married  IfabeU  daughter,  and  (by  the  death  of  her  brother  Hcniy, 

*vid.Neviii,    S.  P.)  heir  to  Geoffrey,  grandfon  to  Gilbert  dcNcvill,*  who  came  over 

with  the  Conqueror,  thereby  acquired  a  coniiderable  eflate,  and  had 
iflue  a  fon,  Geoffrey.     Which 

Geoffrey,  by  reafon  his  mother  was  fo  great  an  heirefs,  aflumed 
the  furname  of  Nevill,  which  thenceforth  continued  to  his  poftcrity. 
This  Geoffrey  had  iffue,  Robert,  his  fbn  and  heir,  and  Geoffrey,  a 
younger  fon,  who,  54th  Henry  III.  was  governor  of  Scarborough 
caftle,  and  a  juilice  itinerant.  He  died  the  13th  Edward  L  leaving 
by  Margaret  .his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Longvilliers,  of 
Hornby  Caille,  in  com.  Lane,  knight,  John,  his  fbn  and  heir,  from 
whom  came  the  Nevills  of  Hornby,  whofc  heir  female,  Margaret, 
married  Thomas  Beaufort,  duke  of  Exeter. 

Robert,  the  eldeil  ion,  iucceeded  his  father,  and  the  38th  Hen- 
ry III.  had  livery  of  thofe  lands  which  defcended  to  him  from  Robert 
Fitz-Maldred,  his  grandfather.  In  the  troublefome  reign  of  Henry.  III. 
he  filled  feveral  important  offices;  but  after  all  the  marks  of  royal  con- 
fidence which  had  been  ihewn  to  him,  he  notwithflanding  took  part 
with  the  rebel  barons ;  for  which  offence  he,  however,  was  at  length 
pardoned,  and  again  received  into  favour.  He  married  Ida,  the  relift 
of  Robert  Bertram ;  and  deceafing  the  i  oth  of  Edward  I.  left  Ranulph, 
the  fon  of  Robert  de  Nevil,  who  died  in  his  lifetime,^  his  grandfon  and 
heir.

It  is  faid^  he 
committed  inceft  with  his  own  daughter ;  for  which  crime,  Richard 
de  KeUaw^  biihop  of  Durham,  compelled  him  to  do  public  penance. 
He  married  two  wives ;  firft,  Eufemia,  daughter  of  Sir  John  de  Cla- 
vering;  and,  fecondly,  Margery,  daughter  of  John,  fon  of  Marmaduke 
de  Thweng,  by  whom  he  had  no  ifluc ;  but  by  the  former,  had  a  fon, 
Robert,  commonly  called  the  Peacock  of  the  Norths  who  died  S.  P.  in 
his  lifetime,  and  Ralph,  who  became  his  fucceflbr.  And  having  been 
fummoned  to  parliament  from  22d  Edward  I.  to  the  5th  EMward  III.

John,  who  itoth  Edward  III.  was  with  his  father  in  the  battle  of 
Durham^  where  the  Scots  were  greatly  defeated,  and  their  king  taken 
prifoner.  He  afterwards  continued  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and  France, ' 
where  he  acquired  confiderable  reputation,  and  was  made  fenefchall  of 
Bourdeaux,  as  alio  lieutenant  of  Aquitaine.  Moreover,  he  had  fiim- 
mons  to  parliament,  from  the  42d  Edward  III.  to  1 2th  Richard  II. 
in  which  year  he  died,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Durham.  His

This  Ralph  became  one  of  the  moft  eminent  noblemen  of  his 
time  ;*  was  a  knight  of  the  garter,  earl  marflial  of  England^  and  lord 
warden  of  the  Scotch  Marches.  He  filled  other  high  offices  of  flate.; 
was  an  able  commander;  a  fhrewd  politician;  a  wary,  artful  man, 
who  cunningly  interpofed  himfelf  between  parties ;  took  advantag^e  of 
the  times ;  and  fo  managed  the  fluAuating  interefls  of  the  day,  that 
he  ever  contrived  to  preferve  himfelf  in  place,  power,  and  favour.  He 
Geacaiog.  *     married  two  wives ;,  and  had  by  them  fo  many  fbns  and  daughters,f 

that  the  family  of  Nevill  became  the  greatefl:  houfe  of  alliance  of  any 
fubje6l*s  family  in  Chriflendom.  At  length  he  died  very  old,  !9ifl 
Odober,  4th  Henry  VI.  and  was  buried  in  the  quire  at  Staindrope, 
under  a  ftately  monument,  whereon  were  the  figures  of  himfelf  and 
his  two  wives.

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married  Anne,  .daughter  of  John  Holland,  duke  of  Exeter,  but  died 
S.  P.  29th  Henry  VI.  in  his  father's  lifetime.  His  fecond  wife  was 
Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Reginald  Cobham,  knight;  by 
whom,  according  to  Dugdale,  he  had  no  iflue ;  but  Milles  mentions  a 
daughter,  Margaret,  that  died  a  child.  Having  thus  no  furviving  iflue, 
he  was,  upon  his  deceafe,  2d  Richard  III.  fucceeded  by  his  nephew 

Ralph,  third  earl,  then  twenty-eight  years  of  age;  of  whom  very 
little  mention  occurs,  further  than  that  he  was  one  of  the  commanders 
in  the  army  under  Thomas  earl  of  Surrey,  when  the  Scots  befieged 
Norham  caftle,  9th  Henry  VII.

Charles,  his  fbn  and  heir,  fixth  and  lafl  carl  of  Wcftmoreland  of 
his  family.

iflue  by  his  firfl  wife  a  fon,  Ralph,  wh^fe  ifliie  male,  during  feveral 
iitcceflions,  enjoyed  the  title,  and  to  whom  Charles,  laft  earl  of  Weft* 
moreland,  was  heir  male.  That  Ralph,  the  firfl  earl,  by  his  fecond 
wife,  had  ifllie  George  Neville,  lord  Latimer,  of  whom  the  then  claim* 
ant,  Exlward  Neville,  was  the  lineal  defcendant  and  heir  male.  And 
that  Charles,  then  late  earl  of  Wefhnoreland,  was  attainted  for  high 
treafbn.  It  was,  however,  adjudged,  that  Edward  Neville  fhould  not 
iiicceed  to  the  earldom,  though  heir  male  of  the  firfl:  donee.  The 
authority  for  which  decifion  was  grounded  on  the  flatute  of  it6th 
Henry  VIII.  c.  13,  whereby  in  cafes  of  high  treafon  it  is  enaded, 
that  the  offender  fhall  forfeit  all  fiich  lands,  tenements,  and  beredita^ 
ments  wherein  he  fhall  have  any  efiate  of  inheritance.  Whence  it  is  evi* 
dent,  that  the  court  had  an  efpecial  eye  to  the  crime  of  high  treaibn^ 
and  fquared  its  determination  by  thoie  reafons  which  are  more  pecu- 
liarly applicable  to  that  crime.

Though  none  of  this  family  attained  the  dignity  of  peerage  till  the 
reign  of  queen  Elizabeth/  yet  were  they  of  great  note,  and  illuftrious 
by  divers  intermarriages  with,  and  defcents  from  many  noble  houfes, 
long  before.  For  it  appears,  that  previous  to  the  time  of  Edward  III. 
they  were  of  Speke,  in  com.  Lane,  and  moil  of  them  knights. 

The  35th  of  Edward  III.  John,  a  fecond  fon  to  Sir  Henry  Norris, 
of  Speke,  lived  at  Bray,  in  com.  Berks,  as  did  alio  his  fon  and  grand- 
Ibn;  and  John,  his  great  grandfon,  temp.  Henry  VI.  was  mailer  of 
the  wardrobe  to  that  king,  and  iherifF  of  the  counties  of  Oxon  and 
Berks,  the  36th  of  the  fame  reign.  He  deceafed  the  ift  of  September, 
the  6th  of  Edward  IV.  and  was  buried  at  Bray,  in  an  aiile  of  that 
church  built  at  his  expenie.     To  whom  fucceeded

By  Mary  his  wife,  daughter  of  the  lord  Dacres 
of  the  South,  he  left  iflbc  a  daughter;  Mary,  married,  firft,  to  Sir 
George  Carew,  knight ;  and  afterwards,  to  Sir  Arthur  Champernoon, 
knight ;  and  alfb  a  fon  and  heir, 

Henrst,  who  lived  at  Wytham,  in  com.  Berks ;  and  anno  1566,  the 
8th  of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  knighted  at  his  own  houfe  at  Rycot; 
and,  the  14th  of  Elizabeth,  was  fent  embaiTador  into  France,  where  he 
behaved  himfelf  with  fo  much  prudence  and  honour,  that,  fo  well  for 
that  reafon,  as  of  his  father's  fufferings,  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity 
of  a  peer  of  the  realm,  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,  the  8th  of 
May  the  fame  year. 

By  his  teftament,  dated  24th  September,  1589  (31ft  Elizabeth),  he 
bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chapel  of  Rycot,  and  by  Mar- 
garet his  wife,  youngeft  of  the  two  daughters  and  coheirs  to  John  lord 
Williams  of  Thame  (with  whom  he  had  the  manor  of  Rycot),  had 
iflue  fix  fons ;  viz-  William,  his  fon  and  heir ;  John  (of  whom  here- 
after) ;  Edward,  governor  of  Oftend ;  Henry,  who  died  of  a  wound ; 
Thomas,  prefident  of  Munfter  (who  alfo  died  of  a  wound);  and  Maxi- 
milian, llain  in  Brittany.     Ofthefe,^ 

^  Norris,  it  is  faid>  was  much  in  the  king's  favouFj  who  fent  for  him,  and  ofiered  him  bis 
life,  if  he  would  confcfs  his  guilt  j  but  he  nobly  rejeded  the  offer,  faying,  "  That  in  his  con- 
fcience  he  thought  the  queen  innocent)  and  ^hat  he  would  die  a  thoufand  times,  rather  than 
ruin  an  innocent  perfon."  Upon  relation  whereof^  it  is  aflerted,  the  king  cried  out,  "  Haog 
him  up  then ;  hang  him  up  then.**

roan;  Sir  Francis,  at  Bulloign,  a  good  foldier>  Sir  William,  at  Berwick,  a  brave  governor j  Sir 
Thomas,  at  Munfler,  a  wife  prefident ;  Maximilian,  at  Bretaign,  an  expert  engineer.** 

William 
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William  was  marHial  of  Barwick;  and  having  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Morrifon,  of  Cayfho-Buiy,  in  com.  Hcrtfi 
knight>  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  leaving  Francis,  his  fon  and  heir, 
then  little  more  than  one  year  old.     Which 

Francis,  the  43d  of  Elizabeth,  had  fummons  to  parliament ;  and 
the  I  ft  of  James  I.  on  the  death  of  his  uncle.  Sir  Ekiward  Norris, 
S.  P.^  vvas  found  his  next  heir,  whereby  he  obtained  a  eohfiderablc  in-^ 
heritance  in  the  county  of  Berks,  being  at  that  time  twenty-nine  years 
of  age ;  but  yet  he  had  not  pofleiCon  of  the  lands  defcended  to  him 
from  his  father  till  the  4th  of  James  I.  nor  even  then  of  all ;  for  the 
9th  of  James  I.  it  appears  he  fued  out  his  general  livery.  ' 

At  the  creation  of  Charles  duke  of  York,  he  was  made  a  knight  of 
the  bath;  and,  in  16 10,  was  engaged  in  a  duel  with  Peregrine  Wil- 
Ibughby,*  whom  he  went  into  the  field  with  on  an  old  reckoning,  and   ^  winwood's 
hurt  him  dangeroufly  in  the  ihoulder.  Mem. 3, 154. 

On  the  28th  January,  i8th  James  I.  he  was  advanced  to  the  dig- 
nities of  vifcount  Thame  and  earl  of  Berkihire. 

It  feems  he  was  a  man  of  an  haughty  and  violent  temper,  which' 
terminated  his  life  in  a  fatal  manner;  for  on  the  i6th  of  February 
following  his  advancement,  ftanding  in  the  entrance  of  the  houfe  of 
lords  (the  parliament  then  fitting),  where  the  pafiTage  was  narro\v,  hq 
was  joftled  by  the  lord  Scroope,  who  was  paifing  by;  which  fo  en- 
raged him,  that  though  the  houfe  was  fitting,  and  the  prince  was 
there,  he  rudely  thruft  before  that  nobleman;  in  confequence  of  which 
he  was  committed  to  the  Fleet  prifbn. 

His  fpirit  was  fo  great,  that  he  could  not  bear  the  complication  of 
this  and  other  injuries,  which  had  made  a  deep  imprefiion  upon  him. 
Wherefore,  not  long  after,  brooding  over  thefe  affronts,  he  mortally 
wounded  himfelf  in  the  face  and  neck  with  a  crofs  bow,  at  his  houfe 
at  Rycot,  in  Oxfordfliirc,  and  died  on  the  Wednefday  following.

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B7  Bridget  his  wife^  daughter  of  Eldward  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford^  he 
left  a  fole  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  who  became  the  wife  of  Ed* 
ward,  fecond  fon  of  Sir  William  Wray,  of  Glentworth,  in  com.  Line, 
whoie  ibie  daughter  and  heir,  Bridget,  married,  firft,  Edward  Sackviile, 
iecond  ion  of  Eld  ward  earl  of  Dorfet ;  and*  fecondiy,  became  fecond 
wife  of  Montague  Bertie,  earl  of  Lindfey;  whoie  eldefi:  fon  by  her  be- 
came lord  Norris,  and  was  anceftor  to  the  earl  of  Abingdon^  in  which 
fuperior  title  the  barony  is  now  merged. 

Having  thus  done  with  ihe  chief  branch  of  this  noble  family,  there 
yet  remains  one  not  lefs  eminent  to  be  noticed,  in  the  perfon  of  Sir 
John  Norris,  knight,  fecond  ion  to  Henry  firil  lord  Norris. 

Which  Sir  John,  for  his  valour  and  military  knowledge,  was  moil 
famous  in  his  time;  having  been  trained  up  to  arras  in  the  civil  wars 
of  France,  under  the  great  Coligni ;  next  in  Ireland,  under  Walter  earl 
of  Eflex ;  and  in  the  Nertherlands/  under  Mathias  archduke  of  Auilria. 

He  was  a  moil  accompliihed  general,  and  no  lefs  remarkable  for  hb 
fafe  retreats,  than  for  his  refolute  onfets:  it  being  obferved  of  him, 
"  that  he  brought  on  his  men  io  warily,  as  one  that  could  bring  them 
off;  and  that  he  brought  them  o6f  fo  refolutely,  as  one  that  duril  bring 
them  on.*'  His  fortune  often  overthrew  his  enemy,  and  his  wifdom 
often  faved  his  friends. 

He,  like  the  reit  of  his  family,  was  of  fuch  a  temper,  that  he  could 
endure  any  thing  but  an  affiront,  and  a  fuperior :  the  firA,  whereof 
upon  a  repulfe  at  court,  faddencd  his  heart ;  as  the  fecond,  upon  an- 
other deputy  (Thomas  lord  Bourgh),  being  fent  over  to  Ireland*  when 
he  conceived  his  fervices  and  merits  entitled  him  to  that  office,  broke 
it ;  for  he  thereupon  grew  fo  highly  difcontented,  that  he  fell  into  a 
iicknefs  and  died.

Of  this  family,  the  firft  pcrfon  who  was  the  founder  of  its  honours 
was  Edward,  fon  to  Roger  North,  of  Walkringham,  in  com.  Notts, 
efquire.     Which 

Edward  North  was  in  fuch  cfteem  with  Henry  VIIL  that  he 
was  conflituted  by  that  king  one  of  the  executors  to*  his  will ;  and 
was  afterwards  appointed  one  of  the  council  to  his  ion  and  fucceflbr, 
king  Edward  VI.  and,  in  the  ift  of  queen  Mary,  was  further  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  of  the  realm,  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment ;  and  took  his  place  in  that  great  convention,  upon  the  ^th  of 
April  following. 

,  From  this  Edward  firft  lord  North  defcended  Francis  lord  North 
and  Guilford,  who  was  created  earl  of  Guildford,  by  patent,  the  8th 
April,  1752  ;  whofe  eldeft  fou  and  heir^  Frederick  lord  North,  was 
for  many  years  firft  lord  of  the  treasury,  and  chancellor  of  the  exche- 
quer ;  and  fuccecding  his  father  Francis,  became  alfo  earl  of  Guilford. 
On  his.deccafe,  in  1792,  he  was  fuccceded  by 

George  Augustus,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir;  who  dying  in  1802 
without  iffue  male,  the  earldom  of  Guilford  devolved  upon  his  brother 
Francis,  thc^prejfent  earl,  and  the  barony  of  North  of  Kirtling  (or 
Cart] age),  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  daughters  and  coheirs.

This  family  has  been  of  great  antiquity  in  the  county  of  Northum- 
berland, and  took  its  furname  from  the  lordihip  of  Oggil,  their  prin* 
cipal  feat ;  of  which  name  was  John  de  Ogoil,  who,  the  49th  of 
Henry  III.  had  his  lands  extended  for  his  adherence  to  the  rebel 
barons  of  that  period.  Some  pedigrees  make  this  John  to  die  S.  P. 
and  continue  the  line  from  Robert  his  brother ;  whofe  fon  and  heir, 
Robert,  deceafed  in  his  father's  lifetime,  leaving  another  Robert,  who 
on  the  death  of  his  grandfather,  fucceeded  to  the  eftate. 

This  Robert  de  OooLfi:,  the  15th  of  Edward  III.  had  licence  to 
make  a  caftle  of  his  manor  houfe  at  Oggle;  and  alfo  to  have  free  war- 
ren in  all  his  demefne  lands  within  the  lordfhips  of  Oggle,  and  certain 
others  in  the  faid  county  of  Northumberland.  His  wife  was  Annabella, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert  Hephall  -(by  Cecily  his  wife,  daughter 
and  heir  of  Sir  Gilbert  Chartney,  knight),  by  w^hom  he  had  ifluc 

Robert,  who  married  Helcne,  the  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  Robert 
♦Vid.Bothall    Bertram,  knight,  baron  of  Bothall,*  whereby  he  greatly  incrdafed  his 

inheritance,  and  died  in  his  fa:ther  s  lifetime,  lea^'ing  another  Robert, 
his  Ibn  and  heir ;  who,  tfn  the  death  of  his  grandfatlier,  the  36th  of 
Edward  III.  being  found  to  be  his  heir,  was  given  in  ward  to  John 
Philipot.     Which  laft  mentioned 

Robert,  the  12th  Richard  II.  had  livery  of  that  purparty  of  thofe 
lands  which  were  the  inheritance  of  Joan  his  wife,  one  of  the  three 
daughters  and  coheirs  to  Sir  Alexander  de  Hetpn,  knight;  and  the  7th 
of  Henry  IV.  upon  the  death  of  David  de  Holgrave,  the  laft  hufband

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of  Helene,  his  mother,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  the  caftle  and 
manor  of  Bothall,  iwhich  were  held  of  the  king  by  knights  fervice,  in 
barony.  Whereupon  being  thus  pofTefled  of  that  caflle  and  manor, 
as  alfo  of  the  manor  of  HephalU  and  town  of  Lour-bottil,  he  entailed 
the  fame  upon  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,^  upon  condition  that  evei^ 
iiich  heir  male  fliould  bear  the  name  of  Ogle,  with  the  arms  of  Ogle 
and  Bothall  quartered.  Soon  after  when  he  died;  viz.  the  nth 
of  Henry  IV.  leaving  Joan  his  wife,  furviving,  and 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  thereupon  had  livery  of  his  lands, 
his  homage  being  refjpited ;  and  the  4th  of  Henry  V.  on  the  deceafe 
of  his  mother  Joan,  had  livery  of  thofe  lands  which  (he  held  in  dower.. 
The  3d  of  Henry  V.  he  was  (herifF  of  Northumberland ;  and  the  3d 
of  Henry  VI.  was  made  governor  of  the  town  of  Roxborough  for  three 
years;  and  the  icth  of  Henry  VI.  he  departed  this  life,  leaving  Ro- 
bert,  his  fbn  and  heir,  and  four  daughters ;  viz.  Margaret,  the  wife  of 
Sir  Robert  de  Herbotle,  knight;  Anne,  of  Sir  William  Heron,  knight;.

Which  Robert  (or  Roger),  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inherit** 
unce ;  Maud>  his  mother,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Grey»  of  Horton^  in 


t  That  is,  the  manor  of  Hrphall  and  town  of  Lonr-boitil,  on  htmfilf  for  life,  with  remaindcF 
tp  Sir  Robert  Ogle,  the  Yuong^r^  knight,  and  his  iflue  male ;  and  in  default,  remainder  to  hit. 
younger  fon,  John  (rumaqoed  Bertram),  and  his  KTue  male;  and  in  defiialt,  the  remainder  to  the 
iflue  male  of  his  own  body. 

And  as  to  the  manor  of  Bothall  and  calcic  thereof,  that  they,  after  bis  own  death,  flioold  re* 
main  to  the  laid  John  Bertram,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  for  ever;  and  in  de&uk,  to  Sir 
Robert  Ogle,  the  Younger,  and  his  heirs  male :  and  in  default,  the  remainder  to  hts  own  righc 
heirs.  The  faid  John  Bertram  left  KTue  a  fon,  Robert,  who  died  S.  P»  aiul  a  natural  fon,  £d* 
ward,  whofe  poflerity  had  alfo  the  name  of  Bertram.

The  i6th  of 
Henry  VI.  he  was  fherifF  of  Northumberland,  alio  warden  of  the 
Marches,  fteward  and  conftable  of  feveral  caftlcs  and  lordfhips  in  the 
aforefaid  county,  and  ambaiTador  to  the  Scots  to  treat  of  peace,  the 
38th  of  Henry  VI.  Soon  after  which,  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity 
of  a  baron  of  the  reafm,  by  fummons  to  parliament,  the  ift  of  Ed- 
ward IV.  with  a  grant  of  large  poffeffions  in  Northumberland.

to  the  ift  of  Henry  VII.  inclufive.  When  he  died  is  not  mentioned; 
but  by  Eleanor  his  wife,  daughter  to  Sir  William  Hilton,  knight,  he 
left  iffue  an  only  fbn, 

Ralph,  his  fucceiTor,  who  had  funimons  to  parliament  the  ift  and 
3d  of  Henry  VIII.  and  died  the  next  year;  as  appears  from  the  inquifi-

^  Of  this  name  was  William  de  Kirkeby,  mentioned  in  Dugdale's  Lids  of  Summons  to  Par- 
liament, anno  the  22d  of  Edward  I. 

'  This  William  was  knighted  j  and  by  Margaret  his  wife,  daup;hter  of  John  Dclaval,  cfqoirc, 
had  KTue,  James  Ogle,  of  Cawfey  Park,  efqulre;  and  John  Ogle,  of  Bcdfyde,  efquire.  Who 
^oth  left  families. 
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to  Sir  John  Grey,  of  Horton,  knight ;  and  Margery,  who  became  the 
wife  of  George  Harbottle,  efquire. 

Robert,  the  next  lord  Ogle,  in  the  5th  of  Henry  VIII.  was  in  the 
vanguard  of  the  army  at  the  famous  battle  of  Flodden  Field,  where 
the  king  of  Scotland,  with  the  flower  of  his  nobility  were  flain,  and 
his  army  entirely  defeated :  but  after  this,  ftill  continuing  in  the  wars 
of  Scotland,  he  had  the  hard  fortune  to  be  killed  at  Paunherhaugh, 
31  ft  Henry  VIII.  His  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas,  fon  and 
lieir  of  George  lord  Lumley ;  by  which  lady  he  had  three  fons,  Ro- 
bert, George,  and  John ;  whereof, 

Robert,  the  eldcft,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  the  faid  31ft 
Hen^  VI 11.  had  livery  of  his  inheritance  ;  but  fliortly  after,  being  in 
the  Scotch  wars,  he  was  encountered  with  fuperior  forces  by  the  earl 
of  Arran  at  Halidon-Rig,  and  there  unluckily  met  his  death,  along 
with  the  lord  Ewers,  and  divers  others  of  the  Englilh  army,  36th 
Henry  VI. 

It  does  not  appear  this  lord  had  ever  fummons  to  parliament ;  the 
name  of  Robert,  his  father,  being  only  mentioned  in  the  lifts  of  the 
6th  and  21ft  of  Henry  VIII.  He  was  twice  married:  his  firft  wife 
was  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Widderington,  by  whom  he  had 
a  fon,  Robert,  and  a  daughter,  Margery,  wife  of  Grcgpry  Ogle,  of 
Chapington,  in  com.  Ndrthumb.  defcended  from  Sir  William,  brother 
to  Robert  firft  lord  Ogle.  His  fecond  wife  was  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir 
Cuthbcrt  RatclifFe,  knight;  by  whom  he  had  Cuthbert,  hereafter 
mentioned,  and  Thomas,,  who  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  .Sir  Thomas 
Grey,  of  Horton,  but  died  S.  P.  20th  November,  36th  Henry  VIII. 
likewife  three  daughters ;  whereof  Margaret  married  Robert,  third  fon 
of  Sir  John  Widderington,  knight. 

Robert,  fixth  lord  Ogle,  the  5th  of  Edward  VI.  was  conftituted 
warden  of  the  Middle  Marches  of  the  North  towards  Scotland ;  and 
having  married  Joan,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Maleverer,  of 
AUerton  Maleverer,  knight,  died  without  iflue,  the  4th  Elizabeth, 
Whereupon 

Cuthbert, 
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CuTHBERT,  his  brother  of  the  half«*blood^  iucceeding  to  the  ho- 
nour and  eilate,  had  fummons  to  parliament  as  a  baron^  the  5th  Eli- 
zabeth, in  the  39th  of  whofe  reign,  it  is  faid,  he  deceafcd."  He  mar- 
ried Catherine,  daughter,  and  one  of  the  three  coheirs  of  Sir  Reginald 
Caraaby,  knight ;  by  \vhom  he  had  two  daughters,  his  coheirs :  Jane, 
or  Joane,  married  to  Edward,  a  younger  fon  of  George  Talbot,  earl  of 
Shrewfbury,  who  died  S.  P. ;  and  Catherine,  who  wedded  Sir  Charles 
Cavendifh,  of  Welbeck,  in  com.  Notts,  knight.     Which 

Catherine  Ogle  furviving  her  fifter,  and  being  thereupon  Ible 
heir  to  the  barony  of  Ogle,  obtained  ipecial  letters  patent  from  king 
Charles  L  imder  his  great  feal,  dated  4th  December,  the  4th  of  his 
reign,  declaring  her  to  be  baroneis  Ogle  i  as  alfo  ratifying  that  title  of 
honour  to  her  and  her  heirs. 

Henry  Cavendish,  duke  of  Newcaftle,  was  her  grandibn  and 
heir,  and  lord  Ogle ;  for  an  account  of  whofe  family  the  reader  is  re- 
ferred to  the  title  of  Newcqftk.  (Vid.  Cavendifh  duke  of  New* 
caftlc.)

Sir  Thomas  Butler,  the  feventh  earl  of  Ormond,  in  Ireland, 
was  the  firft  who,  by  this  title,  had  fummons  as  a  baron  to  the  Englilh 
parliament;  the  writ  being  direded,  '*  Thomae  Ormond  de  Rochford," 
the  14th  OAober,  1495;  ^^^^  after  when,  viz.  in  1497,  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^ 
cmbaffador  to  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  and  departed  this  life  the  8th 
Auguft,  1 5 15;  leaving  iflue  by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to 
Sir  Richard  Hankford,  two  daughters,  his  coheirs.  Whereof  Anne  was 
married  to  Sir  James  St.  Leger,  anccffor  to  the  family  of  Eggisford, 
in  Devonfliire ;  and  Margaret,  to  Sir  William  Bullen,  knight  of  the 
bath,  by  whom  fhe  had  Sir  Thomas  Bullen,  created  in  1525,  baron 
and  vifcount  Rdchford,  and  in  1^29,  made  earl  of  Wiltfhire  and  Or- 
mond.    (Vid.  Bullen  earl  of  Wilts.)

«  HU  education  was  better  than  his  birth 5  his  knowledge  higher  than  his  education;  his 
partt  above  his  knowledge,  and  his  experience  beyond  his  parts :  a  general  learning  fumiAed 

him 
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William,  in  23d  Henry  VIIL  by  reafon  of  his  great  abilities  be- 
came one  of  the  clerks  of  the  fignet,  and  after  that  clerk  of  parliament 
for  life.     In  this  employment  he  deported  himfelf  with  fuch  fedulity 
and  prudence,  that  the  year  after  thefe  preferments  he  was  fent  em- 
baflador  into  France,  and  on  his  return  ^was  conftituted  one  of  the 
principal  fecretaries  of  ftate.     In  the  38th  Henry  VIII.  he  was  one  of 
the  commiffioners  who  treated  of,  and  concluded  a  peace  with  the 
French,     Shortly  after  which,  the  king  being  on  his  death-bed,  he 
was. made  one  of  his  executors,  and  appointed  of  counfel  to  king  Ed- 
ward VI.     In  whofe  4th  year,   being  then  a  knight  of  the  garter, 
comptroller  of  the  king's  houfehold,  and  chancellor  of  the  duchy  of 
Lancafter,  he  was  the  3d  of  December  fummoned,  by  writ,  to  the 
parliament  then  fitting,  by  the  title  of  lord  Paget  of  Beaudfcrt,  in   Dale's  Cata- 
StafFordihire,  and  took  his  place  there  accordingly;  and,  in  January    ^H?y,Vi29. 
next  enfuing,  had  his  folemn  creation  to  that  honour. 

But  notwithftanding  his  great  forvices,  the  great  favour  he  flood  in 
raifed  him  up  fuch  enemies,  that  in  the  5th  Edward  VI.  on  the  fall 
of  the  duke  of  Somerfet  the  protestor,  this  lord  was  committed  to  the 
Tower,  and  through  the  means  of  Dudley  duke  of  Northumberland, 
bereaved  of  his  enfigns  of  the  garter,  and  fined  £.6000.  Having  borne 
all  this  with  a  peculiar  and  manly  patience,  affairs  fbon  took  a  better 
turn ;  for  on  the  death  of  king  Edward,  he  joined  with  the  earl  of 
Arundel,  the  chief  champion  of  queen  Mary,  who  had  been  proclaimed 
queen  in  the  city  of  London,  and  rode  pofl:  with  the  faid  earl  that 

him  for  travel^  and  travel  feafoned  his  learning  for  employment.  His  maderpiece  was  an 
inward  obfervation  of  other  men,  and  an  exad  knowledge  of  himfelf.  His  appreheuiion  was 
quick,  and  his  mind  ever  ready  and  prefent,  according  to  occafion  and  emergency. 

^  The  celebrated  Spanlih  embaifador,  Gondomar,  it  is  faid,  could  "not  fit  king  James  I.  fo 
well  as  Sir,  William  Paget  did  Charles  V,  the  emperor.     Wherefore  hiftory  relates,*  that    ♦rjovd'sState 
Charles  V.  diice  faid  of  Sir  William  Paget,  "  He  deferved  to  he  a  king,  as  well  as  to  reprefcat     Worthies, 
one/*    And  one  day  as  he  came  to  court,  "  Yonder  is  the  man  I  can  deny  nothing  to."    This    VolJI.p.lOg. 
esnpcfor  alfo  obferved,  that  three  forts  of  embafladors  were  fent  him  from  England :  the  firft 
vaa  Woliey*  whofe  great  train  promifed  much,  as  his  great  defign  did  nothing;  the  fecond  was 
Morifin,  who  promifed  and  did  much ;  the  third  Paget,  who  promifed  nothing  and  did  all.

Catherine  married  to  Sir  Anthony  Irby,  of  Boilon,  in  Lincolnfliire, 
from  whence  is  defcended  lord  Bofton  ;f  and  Anne,  firft  to  Sir  Simon 
Harcourt,  of  Stanton  Harcourt,  Oxon,  knight,  anceilor  of  earl  Har- 
court;  and,  fecondly,  to  Sir  William  Waller,  knight,  the  famous 
parliament  general,  temp.  Charles  I.

'  HoHingihed  relates,  that  Charles  Paget,  this  lord's  brother,  was  principal  agent  for  the 
Roman  catholics,  as  it  was  proved  on  examination  of  the  earl  of  Northumberland's  cafe;  vis. 
that  in  September  1583,  he  came  privately  from  beyond  fea  to  the  earl  of  Northumberland  at 
Petworth,  where  the  lord  Paget  met  him :  and  that  on  Throgmorton's  being  committed  to  the 
Tower,  the  earl  of  Northumberland  prevailed  on  the  lord  Paget  to  quit  the  realm,  and  provided 
him  U  fliip  on  the  coaft  of  Suflex  wherein  he  embarked. 

Thereupon,  in  the  parliament  holden  at  Weftminfter,  the  29th  Elizabeth,  he  was  attainted, 
with  his  brother  Charles,  and  their  lands  and  pofTeffions  confifcated ;  whereby  the  earl  of  Lei* 
cefter  got  a  grant  of  Paget  houfe.

Frances  Rich,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Henry  earl  of  Holland,  beheaded 
by  the  rebels  in  1648-9 ;  by  whom  he  had  iffue  three  fons,  and  feven 
daughters.  Of  the  fons,  William,  the  eldeft,  was  the  next  lord; 
Henry,  the  fecond,  married  a  daughter  of Sandford,  of  Sand- 
ford,  in  the  county  of  Salop,  efquirc;  and  fettling  in  Ireland,  had  iffue 
a  (on,  Thomas  (who  was  a  brigadier  general,  and  married  Mary, 
daughter,  and  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Peter  Whitcombe,  efquire,  of 
Great  Braxted,  in  Effex,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  an  only  daughter,  Ca- 
roline, married  to  Sir  Nicholas  Bayley,  baronet,  and  was  mother  to 
the  prefent  earl  of  Uxbridge)  ;  and  a  daughter,  Dorothy,  who  married 
Sir  Edward  Irby,  of  Bofton,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  baronet,  grand- 
father of  the  prefent  lord  Bofton.  Of  the  feven  daughters;  firft^ 
Ifabella  died  unmarried ;  fecond,  Lettice  married  Richard  Hampdeni 
of  Great  Hampden,  Bucks,  efquirc  ;  third,  Elizabeth  died  unmarried ; 
fourth,  Frances  married  Rowland  Hunt,  of  Boreaton,  in  co.  Salop^ 
efquire ;  fifth,  Penelope  married  Philip  Foley,  of  Preftwood,  in  Staf- 
fordfhirc,  efquirc ;  fixth,  Diana  married  Sir  Henry  Aihurft^  of  Watcr- 
tock,  CO.  Oxon,  baronet ;  and,  feventh,  Anne  died  unmarried* 

William,  fon  arid  heir,  was  the  iixth  lord  Paget;  the  reputation 
of  whofe  great  abilities  will  laft  as  long  as  the  memory  of  that  cele« 
brated  peace  of  Carlo witz,^  concluded  anno  j6g8,  ihall  remain  in 
hiftory.  He  died  in  an  advanced  age,  the  25th  February,  1712-13; 
having  lived  much  efteemed  and  honoured  by  all  who  knew  him. 
His  firft  wife  was  Frances,  daughter  of  Francis  Pierpoint,  efquire,  a 
younger  fon  of  Robert  earl  of  Kingfton ;  by  whom  he  left  only  furviv- 
ing,  Henry,  his  heir  (his  eldeft  fon,  William,  having  died  in  his  life- 
time, unmarried).  His  fecond  lady  was  Ifabella,*  daughter  of  Sir 
Anthony  Irby,  knight,  of  Bofton,  in  Lincolnfliire ;  by  whom  he  had 
iffue  another  fon,  William,  who  died  young,  but  who  is  not  men- 
tioned in  any  of  the  hitherto  printed  accounts  of  this  family. 

Hexrt,  only  furviving  fon  beforenamed,  of  William,  fixth  lord 
Paget,  fucceeded  his  father,  in  whofe  lifetime  he  had  been  made  a  peer, 
by  the  ftyle  and  title  of  baron  Paget,  of  Burton,  anno  171 1.     And, 

Oaober 
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Oftobcr  igth,  1714,  was  further  crratcd  carl  of  Uxbridge,  by  king 
George  L  He  fulfilled  many  high  and  important  offices ;  but  in  17 15 
refigned  his  employments.  By  his  fecond  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir 
Walter  Bagot,  baronet,  he  had  no  iflue ;  but  by  his  firft,  Mary,  daugh- 
ter and  coheir  of  Thomas  Catefby,  of  Whifton,  in  Northampton- 
Ihire,  he  had  iflue  Thomas  Catefby,  lord  Paget,*  who  died  in  Februar}% 
1 74 1 -2,  in  his  lifetime.  Which  Thomas  lord  Paget  was  colonel  of 
a  regiment  of  foot ;  and  by  the  lady  Elizabeth  Egerton,  his  wife,  fiflcr 
to  Scroope  duke  of  Bridgewater,  had  iflue  two  fons,  Henry,  and 
George,  who  died  at  Colchefter,  1737,  in  the  feventeenth  year  of  his 
age.

Henry  Bayley,  on  his  acceding  to  the  barony  of  Paget  on  the  death  of  Edmonfons

The  learned  Camden  aflerts,  that  this  famous  family  of  Percy  is 
defcended  from  the  earls  of  Brabant;  and  inherited,  together  with 
that  ancient  furname,  the  pofleffions  alfo  of  Percy,  ever  fincc  that  Jof- 
celin  of  Lorain  (a  younger  brother  to  Adeliza,  queen  to  Henry  L) 
married  Agnes,  the  daughter,  and  at  length  fble  heir  of  William 
DE  Percy;  from  which  illuflrious  couple,  all  the  fuccceding  branches 
of  the  Percy  family  deduce  their  origin.*  They  had  iflue  four  fons; 
viz.  Richard,  Henry,  Robert,  and  Jofcelinc;  befides  two  daughters^ 
Eleanor  and  Alice. 

Richard  de  Percy,  the  eldeft  Ion,  was  one  of  the  chief  of  thofe 
barons  who  took  up  arms  againft  the  tyranny  of  king  John ;  and  had 
a  principal  hand  in  extorting  from  that  monarch  the  great  charter  of 
Britifli  liberties,  of  which  he  was  chofen  one  of  the  twenty-five 
guardians  to  fee  it  duly  obferved.  The  6th  of  king  John,  on  the  death 
of  his  mother  (who  died  that  year),  he  had  livery  of  all  thofe  lands' in 
com.  Ebor,  whereof  fhe  died  feifed ;  as  alio  of  thofe  which  Maud ' 
countels  of  Warwick,  his  aunt  (and  mother's  fifter),  held  of  the  earl 
of  Chefter  in  fee.  In  the  2d  of  Henry  III.  he  was  in  arms  for  that 
king ;  and  the  7th  of  Henry  III.  was  one  of  the  witnefles  to  the 
agreement  which  Leweline,  prince  of  Wales,  entered  into ;  whereby 
he  promifed  to  make  fuch  fatisfadion  to  the  king  for  damages  done> 
as  the  archbifliop  of  Canterbury  Ihould  thiiik  expedient.-  After  this 
period  no  further  mention  is  made  of  him,  other  than  he  granted  the 
nunnery  at  Handale^  in  com.  Ebor>  to  Richard  Malebife^  and  his  heirs;

William,  the  17th  of  Henry  III.  gave  500  marks  to  the  king,  for 
the  wardfliip  of  the  five  daughters  of  William  de  Briwcre ;  and  the 
58th  of  Henry  III.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  all  the  lands  of 
Richard  de  Percy,  whofe  coufin  and  heir  he  was,  excepting  the  ma- 
nor of  Topclive,  which  was  then  the  dowry  of  Agnes,  the  widow  of 
the  faid  Richard.  So  that  by  the  account  of  Robert  de  Creeping 
(Ihortly  after  given  up  into  the  exchequer),  it  appears  that  he  had 
thirty  knights  fees  de  vetcri  feofFamento,  in  Yorkfliire,  and  two  knights 
fees  in  Lincolnlhire. 

This  William  deceafed  the  29th  of  Henry  III.  He  married  two 
wives ;  viz.  firfl:,  Ellen,  daughter  of  the  lord  Bardolph ;  and,  fecondly, 
Joane,  fifth  daughter  of  William  de  Briwere,  a  great  baron,  and  fifter 
and  coheir  to  the  laft  William  de  Briwere,  by  whom  he  had  four 
daughters;  but  by  his  firft  wife  he  had  iflfue  feven  fbns,  as  in  the  Table

Henry,  the  eldeft,  fucceeded  his  father;  and  the  33d  of  Henry  III. 
gave  a  fine  of  ^.900  for  livery  of  his  lands,  and  that  he  might  marry 
whom  h?  pleafed. 

He  was  one  of  the  northern  barons  who,  in  1258,  was  fummoncd 
'to  prepare  himfelf  with  horfe  and  arms,  and  all  his  power,  for  refcu- 
ing  the  king  of  Scots  (a  minor),  whom  his  fubjeAs  had  rebellioufly 
feized  upon,  and  held  in  reftraint :  and  who  had  married  the  daughter 
of  king  Henry.  In- the  great  contention  between  Henry  III.  and  his 
barons,  he  was  on  the  king's  fide  at  the  battle  of  Lewes,  where  he 
was  taken  prifoner,  but  was  foon  after  rcleafed^     He  married  Eleanor,

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daughter  of  John  earl  o^  Warren  and  Surrey ;  by  whom  he  had  iflue 
William,  John,  and  Henry.  Whereof  the  two  firft  dying  S.  P.  the 
youngeft, 

H£NRYj  became  the  next  heir ;  whofe  wardihip  (being  under  age)]^ 
was  granted  to  Edmund,  the  king*s  brother :  but  in  the  32d  of  Ed* 
ward  I.  having  attained  his  majority,  he  had  livery  of  his  inheritance, 
and  alio  fummons  to  be  at  Portfmouth,  to  attend  the  king,  with  horfe 
and  arms,  into  Grafcoigne.  After  when,  he  diilinguiihed  himielf 
greatly,  in  the  wars  of  ^Scotland  during  that  reign;  and  obtained  from 
Edward  I.  the  government  of  Galloway  and  Aire,  in  Scotland,  and 
the  earldom  of  Carrick,  part  of  the  pofle(Iion3  of  Robert  de  Brus»  The 
3d  of  Edward  IL  he  had  a  grant  from  Anthony  Beke,  bifhop  of  Dur- 
ham, of  the  barony  of  Alnwick,  to  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever ; 
and  the  king,  at  Shene,  the  Si$d  January,  1310,  confirmed  the  iaid 
grant 

This  Henry  deceafed  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  (having  been  fummoned 
to  parliament  as  one  of  the  barons  of  the  realm  durinjg  the  greateft 
part  of  his  life) ;  aiid  was  buried  at  Fountains  Abbey,  in  Torkihire. 
By  Eleanor  his  wife,  daughter  of  John,  and  fifter  to  Kichard  Fit»- 
Alan,  earl  of  Arandel,  he  had  two  ions;  Hfmy,  and  William  de  Percy^ 
who  was  made  a  knight  of  the  bath,  the  20th  Eklward  IL 

Hbnrt,  the  fecond  lord  Percy  of  Alnvrick,  at  the  time  of  his  fa- 
ther's death  was  in  minori^;  but  the  15th  of  Exlward  IL  he  procured 
an  abiblute  livery  of  his  lands,  although  he  had  not  then  made  proof 
of  his  age.  In  13319  he  had  livery,  on  a  grant,  of  the  inheritance  of 
the  caftle  of  Werk worth,  in  Northumberland ;  which,  after  the  death 
of  Sir  John  Claverihg  without  iflue  male,  was  to  devolve  on  the  king 
(Edward  III.)  an(i  his  heirs.  In  1346,  he  was  a  principal  commander 
at  the  battle  of  Durham,  where  the  Scotch  army  was  totally  defeatedf 
and  David  their  king  taken  prifbner;  ihortly  after  when  he  died^ 
viz.  the  a6th  of  February,  1351,  and  was  buried  in  the  priory  of 
Alnwick. 

He  married  Idonea,  daughter  of  Robert  lord  Qifibrd ;  by  whom  he  ' 
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had  iflue  Henry,  his  fbn  and  heir;  Thomas^  biihbp  of  Nofwich,  who 
died  the  44th  of  Eld  ward  III.  and  was  buried  in  his  own  cathedral; 
Willianii  to  whom  his  father  granted  the  manor  of  Kirk-Lerington ; 
Roger,  who  had  the  manors  of  Stanerbot  and  Dalton*Percy ;  and  Ri« 
chard,  who  died  young :"  alfo  four  daughters,  married  as  ihewn  in  the 
annexed  Table  of  Defcent. 

Henry,  the  eldeft  ion,  at  his  father*s  death  was  thirty  years  old ; 
and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands  the  fame  year,  the 
dowry  of  Idonea  his  mother,  then  living,  excepted.  In  1356,  he  was 
appointed  warden  of  the  Scotch  Marches,  and  in  1359,  governor  of 
the  caftle  of  Berwick ;  and  was  much  diflinguifhed  in  the  wars  of 
Exlward  III.  till  his  death  in  1368.  He  married,  to  his  iirft  wife, 
Mary  Plantagenet,  daughter  of  Henry  earl  of  Lancailer  (grandfbn 
to  king  Henry  III.)  by  whom  he  had  two  Ions ;  Henry,  of  whom

eldeft,  • 

Henry  1  ft  earl       Hbnrt,  having  perfofmed  his  homage,  had  livery,  of  his  lands  the 
bcrland.^"""   fame  year  hb  father  died.     He  was  made  earl  marihal  of  England; 

and  at  the  coronation  of  Richard  IL  was  created  earl  of  Northumber* 
land,  by  patent.  In  1387  and  1388',  he  was  fent  ambaflador  into 
Scotland,  and  was  governor  of  Calais  in  1390 :  but,  after  a  long  ferics 
of  public  fervices,  the  king  receiving  information,  that  he  and  his  fon 
Hotfpur  had  fpoken  fome  words  refieAing  upon  the  public  meafures, 
which  at  that  time  were  very  uncpnftitutional,  fent  for  him,  and  upon 
his  refuting  to  come,  baniihed  him  the  realm  in  1398.  Such  arbitraiy 
treatment,  therefore,  feems  fufficiently  to  have  juftified,  what  has 
been  deemed,  by  fome,  the  moft  culpable  meafure  of  his  life ;  viz.  his 
joining  Henry  duke  of  Lancafter  in  his  return  to  England  the  year

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following,  while  Richard  was  in  Irelandi  and  aiiifting  him  in  tboic 
fteps  which  led  to  the  depoiition  of  that  unfortunate  monarch. 

On  the  acceffion  of  Henry  duke  of  Lancafter  to  the  throne,  by  the 
title  of  Henry  IV.  this  Henry  earl  of  Northumberland  was  advanced 
to  the  great  office  of  conftable  -  of  England  for  lifci  and  other  high 
trufts ;  and  had,  moreover,  a  grant  of  the  lile  of  Man. 

Three  years  after,  he  gained  a  fignal  viftory  over  the  Scots  at  Hal- 
wcdon*Hill.  But  our  hiftoriansxelate,  that  the  king  not  fatisfied  with 
the  peace  which  followed  the  earFs  conquefts,  was  eager  to  fliare  in 
the  gains ;  and  therefore  demanded  of  him  all  his  moft  profitable 
prifoners,  whofe  redemption  would  raifo  great  fums ;  which  being  re« 
fufed,  the  king  not  only  took  the  prifoners,  but  refiifed  admitting  the 
earl  into  his  prefence ;  who  coniidering  that  he  had  been  the  jgreat 
inftmment  of  raiiihg  king  Henry  to  the  throne, ,  refented  this  feverity> 
not  only  as  an  injuftice,  but  as  a  great  ad:  of  ingratitude ;  and  there-* 
upon  joining  with  Exlmund  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  and  Owen 
Glendour,  they  entered  into  a  league  to  depofe  Henry ;  and  raifod  a 
large  army,  wherewith  the  malcontents  marched  to  Shrewfbury,  near 
which  city,  after  a  vain  attempt  to  accommodate  thefe  difcontents  on 
the  part  of  Henry,  a  battle  enfoed,  wherein  the  royal  army  gained  a 
complete  vidory ;  and  Sir  Henry  Hotfpur,  the  valiant  hero,,  the  earl's 
fon,  was  (lain,  and  the  earl  of  Wbrcefter,  his  brother,  taken  prifoner, 
and  afterwards  beheaded. 

The  earl  of  Northumberland  himfelf,  by  indifpofition,  had  been 
prevented  from  joining  his  brother  and  fon ;  and,  upon  afTurances  of 
mercy,  difmiiled  his  forces,  and  attended  the  king  at  York ;  who  par- 
doned  him  his  life,  but  deprived  him'  of  his  honours  and  eftates  for  the 
prcfent,  yet  afterwards  rcftored  them  to  him  again. 

This  reconciliation  was,  however,  of  ihort  duration;  for  refle&ing 
oh  the  lofs  of  his  fon,  and  finding  himfelf  flighted  by  the  king,  he 
became  fo  difcontentcd,  that  he  joined  with  Thomas  Mowbray,  earl 
marihal,  and  Richard  Scroope,  archbifliop  of  York,  in  their  rebellion^ 
Who  failing  in  that  attempt,  loft  their  lives,  and  the-  earl  was  forced 
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to  &tk  refuge  in  Scotland,  firom  whence  he  went  into  France  and 
Flanders ;  but  meeting  with  no  fiiceeis  there,  he  returned  into  Scot-, 
land,  and  obtaining  fome  aiBftance  from  that  ^tioui  advanced  into 
England*  Where,  at  Bramham  Moor,  near  Hafelwood,  on  the  ^d  of 
March,  the  8th  of  Henry  IV.  he  was  refolutely  encountered  by  Sir. 
Ralph  Rokclby,'  high  flieriff  of  Yorklhirc,  and  after  a  (harp  fight,  de- 
feated and  ilain/ 

This  great  earl»  to  his  firft  wife,  had  Margaret,  daughter  of  Ralph 
lord  Nevil,  of  Raby,  fifler  to  Ralph  firft  earl  of  Weftmoreland ;  by 
whom  he  had  Sir  Henry  Percy,  commonly  called  Hotfpur;  Sir  Tho- 
mas Percy,  who  married  Elizabeth,  eldeft  of  the  two  daughters  and 
•  Vid.  Scnu    coheirs  of  David  de  Strabolgi,  earl  of  Athol  ;*  Sir  Ralph  Percy,  who 
^^  married  Philippa,  the  other  daughter  and  coheir  of  the  faid  David  de 

Strabolgi,  and  died  S«  P. ;  Alan  Percy ;  and  a  daughter,  Margaret.  To 

his  iecond  wifi:,  he  married  Maud,  fifter  and  heir  to  Anthony  lord 

t  Vid.  Lncj.  Lucy  ;f  who  fettled,  on  him  and  his  heirs,  the  honour  and  caftle  of 

Cockermouth,  with  other  great  eftates,  on  condition  that  her  arms 
ihould  be  for  ever  quartered  with  thoie  of  the  Percies. 

Henrt  lord  Percy,  furnamed  (as  before  mentioned),  from  his  Spi- 
rited condud,  Hotfpur,  early  diftinguiihed  himielf  fpr  his  valour  and 
military  ikill,  and  was  efteemed  the  ^reateft  warrior  of  his  age.  For 
the  general  feries  of  his  exploits^  it  is  fufficient  to  refer  the  reader  to 
the  fcvcral  hiftorics  of  England  ;y  and  only  here  obferve,.  that  he 
fought  the  famous  battle  of  Otterboura,  near  the  Cheviot  Hills,  in 
Northumberland  (commonly  called  Chevy  Chace),  where  James  earl 
of  Douglas  was  ilain,  and  himfelf,  with  his  brother  Sir  Ralph  Percy, 

■  AAcr  Ibe  battle,  bis  head,  then  white  with  age,  was  cut  off  and  feot  to  London,  to  be  fet 
on  the  bridge }  and  his  body  qnartered,  and  fent  to  London,  Lincoln,  Berwick,  and  Newcafile: 
bat  in  May  following  they  were  taken  down,  by  the  king*s  fpecial  precept,  and  delivered  to  his 
friends  to  be  baried. 

This  family  promoted,  and  greatly  fiivoared  the  dodrines  of  Wicklifiei  being  the  Amt  as 
were  after  fo  happily  fettled,  temp.  Edward  VL 

y  Frciffiut  relates  this  battle,  and  other  fkirmiihes,  whofe  Chronicles  were  firft  tianflaled  by 
John  Boarchier^  lord  Bemers,  and  lately  by  Mr.  Jobnes. 

taken 
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taken  priibners;  who  werei  however,  both  exchanged  that  year.  In 
1399,  he  had  a  principal  fhzxc,  with  his  father,  in  eftabliihing 
Henry  IV.  upon  the  throne,  and  jointly  with  him  gained  the  ^  noted 
battle  of  Hallidon  Hill,  where  Archibald  earl  of  Douglas,  the  Scots 
general,  was  wounded  and  taken  prifoner,  with  the  earls  of  Athol, 
Montgomery,  Fife,  Monteith,  and  Angus.  The  ranfom  for  which 
noblemen,  befides  one  hundred  knights  and  gentlemen,  was  always 
coniidcred  the  property  of  thofe  who  guarded  the  Marches;  but  which 
the  king,  for  particular  reafbns,  now  claimed  to  himielf.  This  unge- 
nerous condud;  highly  provoked  the  Percies;  who  therefore  combined 
their  ftrong  refentments  with  others,  and  took  up  arms;  not  doubting 
their  power  to  pull  down  a  king  they  had  fo  lately  fet  up.  Hence  a 
new  revolution  feemed  near  at  hand,  when  this  afpiring  young  noble- 
man was  ilain  by  an  arrow  at  the  battle  of  Shrewfbury,  as  before 
ftated,  anno  1403/  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  to  Bklmund 
Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  by  Philippa,  daughter  and  heir  of  Lionel 
duke  of  Clarence ;  by  whom  he  had  ifliie  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  and 
one  fon, 

Henry,  who,  after  th^  death  of  his  grandfather,  was  carried  very 
young  into  Scotland,  and  educated  at  St.  Andrews.  But  at  the  ac- 
ceilion  of  king  Henry  V.  he  wa^  ient  for  out  of  Scotland,  and  was 
fully  reftored  in  parliament  from  the  attainder  of  his  father  and  grands- 
father,  to  all  the  honours  of  his  family,  by  the  interceffion  of  the  king's 
aunt,  Joane,  countefs  of  Weftmorcland  (daughter  of  John  of  Gaunt)^ 
whoie  daughter,  Eleanor,  he  had  married  on  coming  into  England. 

In  1 416,  he  was  at  the  celebrated  battle  of  Agincourt ;  and  diftin- 
guiihed  himfelf  by  many  exploits  in  the  reign  of  Henry  V.  and  alio 
in  that  of  Henry  VI.  by  whom  he  was  made  conftable  of  England,  in 
1 450.     The  3d  of  Henry  VI.  for  the  better  confirmation  of  the  dig* 
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*  Preyioas  to  the  commencemeot  of  this  battle,  be  eocouraged  his  men  to  fight,  fayiDg, 
"  Stand  to  it  valiantly  $  for  this  day  will  either  advance  us  all  if  we  conquer,  or  free  us  from 
the  king's  power  if  we  be  overcome  1  it  being  more  honourable  to  fall  io.  battle  for  the  public 
good,  than,  after  the  ^ht,  to  die  by  the  fentence  of  an  enemy.** 
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nity  of  carl  of  Northumberland^  he  obtained  a  charter  of.  creation 
thereto^ 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  wars  of  York  and  Lancafter,  grate- 
fully remembering  the  good  offices  and  favours  he  had  received  from 
Henry  V.  he  continued  loyal  to  his  fon :  and  as  his  father  and  grand- 
father died  in  battle,  oppofing  the  Lancafter  caufe,  this  Henry  loft  his 
life  in  bravely  maintaining  it ;  being  flain  in  the  battle  of  St.  Albans, 
22d  May,  1455,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Albans  Abbey.  By  Eleanor 
his  wife,  he  had  iflue  nine  Ions;  riz.  Henry,  his  fucceffor;  John,  who 
♦  Vid.  Percy  died  in  his  childhood ;  Thomas,  created  lord  Egremont  ;•  Sir  Ralph 
moot.  Percy  ;*  John  and  Henry,  who  both  died  young ;  William,  chancellor 

of  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge,  the  30th  of  Henry  VI.  and  the  year 
after,  confecrated  biihop  of  Carlifle ;  Sir  Richard  Percy  ;  and  George, 
prebend  of  Beverley :  alfo  three  daughters ;  viz.  Joane,  who  became  a 
nun  at  Whitby ;  Anne  and  Catherine,  who  both  married  into  noble 
families. 
Henr>>  Henry,  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  was  made  governor 

of  Berwick,  and  warden  of  the  Eaft^  and  Middle  Marches.  He  mar- 
ried, in  his  father's  lifetime,  Eleanor,  daughter  and  ible  heir  of  Richard 
Poynings,  who  died  during  thc-life  of  his  father,  Robert  lord  Poynings, 
on  whofe  deceaie  Ihfe  was  heirefs  .to  both ;  wherefore,  in  her  right,  he 
had  fummons  to  parliament  as  lord  Poynings,  in  his  father's  lifetime, 
till  be  became  earl  of  Nojthumberland,  when  the  barony  merged  in 
the  faid  earldom.; 

At  the  fccond  battle  of  St  Albans,  on  Shrove  Tuefday,  1461,  he 
had  the  good  fortune ,  to  furviye ;  but  in  the  great  battle  of  Touton- 
Field,  the  29th  pf,  March  following,  he  was  unfortunately  flain.  At 
this  a<^ipn  the  earl  commanded  the  vanguard;  but  there  being  a  fhow 
dired  in  his  mens  faces,  whereby  they  could  not  difcem  how  they 
ihot,  he  led  them  on  to  charge  fword  in  hand ;  in  which  bloody  con-

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Aid  it  is  imagined  he  fell,  though  how  he  was  killed  is  not  mentioned. 
Hall  fays  of  him^  ^^  That  he  was  in  lufty  youth,  and  of  frank 
courage/* 

In  the  parliament  holden  the  4th  of  Norember  following,  he  was 
attainted ;  and  the  king  (Edward  IV.)  conferred  the  earldom  of  Nor- 
thumberland on  John  Nevil,  lord  Montagu,  brother  to  Richard  earl  of 
Warwick  and  Salifbury,  by  letters  patent,  dated  at  York,  28th  May, 
4th  Edward  IV. 

This   earl,  by  Eleanor  his  wife,  before  mentioned  (befides  three 
daughters;  Elizabeth,  Eleanor,  and  Margaret,  who  all  married),*  had  ^^1^^' 
one  fon,  .  . 

Henry,  his  fucceflbr;  who  being  under  age  at  hb  fathers  death,  Hcatj, 
was  kept  in  the  Tower  by  king  Edward  IV.  and  at  length,  in  1 474, 
Was  fully  reilored  in  blood  and  title,  the  attainder  of  his  father  being 
made  void.^  Soon  after  which,  he  was  inftalled  a  knight  of  the  gar- 
ter,  and  appointed  warden  of  the  Marches,  with  an  allowance  of  J9000 
marks  per  annum,  in  time  of  peace,  and  of  6000  in  time  of  war.  At 
the  battle  of  Bofworth,  where  king  Richard  was  killed,  he  flood 
neuter;  and  was  after  one  of  the  privy  council  to  Henry  VII.  to  who/e 
avarice  he  at  length  fell  a  viAim.  For,  in  1489,  the  parliament  having 
granted  the  king  a  tax,  the  fame  was  found  fo  heavy  in  the  North, 
that  the  whole  county  was  in  a  flame. 

The  earl,  then  lord  lieutenant  of  Yprkfliire,  wrote  to  inform  the 
king  of  the  diicontent,  and  recommended  the  tax  to  be  abated :  but 
the  avaricious  monarch  anfwered,  that  not  a  penny  fhould  be  abated. 
And  this  meflage  being  incautiouily  delivered  by  the  earl,  the  populace, 
role,  and  fuppofing^  him  to  be  the  promoter  of  the  calamity,  cruelly

murdered 
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murdered  him,  with  feveral  of  his  attendants,  at  his  houie,  near 
Thirikei  in  Yorklhirc. 

He  married  Maud,  daughter  to  William  Herbert,  firft  earl  of  Pem- 
broke (who,  together  with  her  lord,  has  a  fine  monument  in  Beverley 
^  minfter) ;  and  by  her  bad  four  ions,  viz.  Henry,  his  fucceflbr ;  Sir 
William  .Percy;  Alan,  who,  the  36th  of  Henry  VIIL  was  warden  of 
the  Holy  Trinity  College,  at  Arundel,  when,  with  his  brethren  there, 
he  furrendered  it  to  the  *king;  and  Jofceline.  He  had  alfb  three 
daughters ;  whereof  Eleanor  married  Edward  Stafford,  duke  of  Buck* 
ingham ;  Anne,  William  Fitz-Alan,  earl  of  Arundel ;  and  Elizabeth 
died  young. 
Henm  Henry,  fifth  earl  of  Northumberland,  the  ifith  Henry  VII.  was 

Jth  EMvU  Qj^^  q{  ^i^^  chief  commanders  againft  lord  Audley  and  his  adherents, 
at  the  battle  of  Blackheath^  and  was  employed  in  various  other  public 
fervices ;  bujC  was  particularly  noted  for  the  very  fplendid  manner  in 
which  he  conduced  the  princefs  Margaret,  the  king's  daughter,  to  the 
borders  of  Scotland,  on  her  marriage  with  James  IV.  of  that  kingdom; 
on  whicihoccafion,  as  Hall  writes,  his  drefs  and  equipage  were  moft 
princely  and  magnificent. 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  he  aiCfted  at  the  taking  of  the  cities 
of  Therouene  and  Touraay,  and  was  one  of  the  commanders  at  the 
fiunous  battle  of  the  Spurs.  He  was  a  knight  of  the  garter  j""  and 
departed  this  life  the  i8th  of  Henry  VIIL  having  the  happinefs  to 
die  in  his  bed^  which  not  one  of  the  preceding  earls  had  ever  done. 
He  was  buried  at  Beverley.  He  married  Catherine,  dau^ter  and  co- 
heir of  Sir  Robert  Spenfer,  knight,  and  of  Eleanor  his  wife,  daughter, 
and  at  length  coheir  of  Edmund  Beaufort,  duke  of  Somerfet,  by  Eleanor 
his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Richard  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick; 
by  whom  he  had  three  ions ;  viz.  Henry,  his  fucceflbr ;  Sir  Thomas 

c  Bj  his  plate,  b  the  dghth  Hall  00  the  fovereign't  fide,  in  the  chapel  of  St.  George,  at 
WindfiH>  it  appean  hia  name  waiHeniy  Algornon}  for  the  infcription  thereon  runs  thus:

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Percy,  who  was  concerned  in  Aike*s  confpiracy,  and  was  executed  for 
the  fame^  29th  Henry  VIIL  leaving  two  fons,  Thomas  and  Henry, 
who  afterwards  became  carls  of  Northumberland ;  Sir  Ingelram  Percy, 
third  fon,  died  S.P.  He  had  alfo  two  daughters :  who  were,  Margaret,  - 
wife  of  Henry  Clifford,  firft  earl  of  Cumberland,  of  that  furname;  and 
Maud,  married  to  the  lord  Coniers. 

Henry  Percy,  the  next  earl,  was,  foon  after  his  father's  death,  Henry, 
made  warden  of  the  Scotch  Marches,  and  a  knight  of  the  garter.  But 
he  did  not  long  outlive  the  attainder  of  his  brother ;  for  he  died  the 
lame  year  without  iffue,  leaving  all  his  eftates  to  the  crown,  with  a 
wife  forefight,  that  in  cafe  the  attainder  came  to  be  revcrfed,  they 
might  be  reftored  entire  to  his  family,  as  afterwards  happened.  Yet 
he  is  ibmetimes  called  Henry  the  "  unthrifty,^  from  his  having  fo  diP- 
pofed  of  his  paternal  inheritance.  Thi^  earl  (who  had  been  an  admirer 
of  Anne  Boleyn),  married  Mary,  daughter  of  George  earl  of  Shre  wfbury ; 
and  on  his  death,  at  his  houfe  at  Hackney,  in  1538,  was  buried  in  the 
choir  of  the  church  there. 

After  his  decafe,  the  title  of  this  earldom  lay  dormant  for  many 
years,  until  John  Dudley,  earl  of  Warwick,  was  created  duke  of  Nor- 
thumberland ;  but  on  the  acceffion  of  queen  Mary,  this  duke  being 
executed  and  attainted,  the  earldom  was  once  more  reftored  to  the 
Percy  family,  in  the  perlbn  of  Thomas,  cldeft  fon  of  Sir  Thomas 
Percy,  who  was  executed  and  attainted,  as  already  mentioned. 
Which 

Thomas  was  feftored  in  blood  to  the  honours  of  his  family,  by  an  Thomas, 
exprefs  creation,  on  the  30th  April,  the  3d  and  4th  of  Philip  and   ^th  Earl. 
Mary,   by  the  favour  of  that  queen,   in  coniideration  of  his  noble 
defcent,    conftancy,    virtues,    valour   in    deeds   of  arms,   and    other 
fhining  qualifications  (as  the  words  of  the  patent  import),  and  was 
made  a  baron,  by  the  title  of  lord  Percy,  with  a  limitation  of  that 
honour  on  the  "  heirs  wfile  "  of  his  body,  with  remainder,  in  default, 
to  Henry  his  brother,  in  tail  male.*     Alfo,  the  day  following,  he  was    *  P^*-  3^  and 
created  earl  of  Northumberland,  with  the  like  entail  of  that  honour  to   and  Mary, 
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his  iffuc  male;  and,  in  default,  to  Henry  his  brother,  and  the  heirs  male 
*  Pat  3d  and  of  his  Body.*  He  was  afterwards  made  warden  of  the  Marches,  and 
aid  Mai?!  knight  of  the  garter.  But,  like  his  father,  being  zealous  for  the  old 
P*  ^^*  religion,  and  confpiring  againft  queen  Elizabeth,  he  fled  into  Scotland. 

Whence  being  betrayed  to  the  regent,  the  earl  of  Morton,  he  was  (for 
a  large  bribe)  delivered  to  lord  Hunfdon ;  who  had  him  conveyed  to 
York,  where  he  was  beheaded,  zzd  Auguft,  1572.  He  had  to  wife, 
Anne,  daughter  of  Henry  Somerfct,  carl  of  Beaufort ;  by  whom  he 
had  one  fon,  Thomas,  who  died  young;  and  five  daughters;  viz. 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Richard  Wodrove,  of  WoUey,  in  com.  Ebor, 
efquire ;  Mary,  of  Sir  Thomas  Gray,  of  Wark.  in  com.  Northumb. 
knight ;  Lucy,  of  Sir  Edward  Stanley,  of  Eynftiam,  in  com.  Oxon, 
knight,  brother  to  Henry  earl  of  Derby  ;^  Jane,  of  lord  Henry  Sey- 
mour, brother  to  the  earl  of  Hertford;  and  Mary,  priorefs  of  the 
Englilh  nunnery  at  BruflTels.® 

Dying  thus  without  iflue  male.  Sir  Henry  Percy,  knight,  the  carl's 
younger  brother,  by  virtue  of  the  entail  made  by  queen  Mary  (as  be- 
fore mentioned),  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  earl  of  Northumber^ 
land,  and  baron  Percy,  the  i8th  of  Elizabeth,  and  admitted  accord- 
ingly. Which 
^f^'^y*  Henry,  on  his  brother's  defeftion,  ftood  loyal  to  queen  Elizabeth;

and,  with  all  the  forces  he  could  raifc,  accompanied  Sir  John  Forfter, 
warden  of  the  Middle  Marches,  againft  the  earl  of  Weftmoreland;  and 
on  the  7th  of  December,  routed  his  army,  and  purfuing  afterwards  the 
fcattered  remains,  put  an  end  to  the  rebellion. 

Notwithftanding,  however,  thefe,  and  his  other  eminent  Services,  he 
was  fulpedcd  of  plotting  to  fet  the  queen  of  Scots  at  liberty ;  and  on

being 
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being  committed  to  the  Tower,  was,  on  the  ^ifl:  of  June,  1585,  found 
dead  in  his  bed,  flxot  with  three  bullets,  his  chamber  door  being  barred 
on  the  infide.  Camden  fays,  *'  Certainly  many  good  men  were  much 
"  afFcded  that  fo  great  a  perfon,  who  was  of  a  lively  and  adlive  Ipirit, 
''  died  ib  miferable  and  lamentable  a  death ;  as  well  becaufe  men  na- 
'*  turally  favour  nobility,  as*  that  he  had  acquired  lingular  commenda- 
"  dation  for  his  valour.  What  fufpicions  the  fugitives  muttered 
"  concerning  one  BalifTe,  one  of  Hatton's  fervants,  and  a  little  before 
'*  appointed  to  be  the  earl's  keeper,  I  omit;  as  thinking  not  meet  to 
*'  infert  any  thing  upon  meer  hearfay  and  reports.'* 

He  married  Catherine,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  lord  La- 
timer ;  by  whom  he  had  a  numerous  iiTue,  as  in  the  Table  of  Defcent 
appears.*     Whereof  *  Vid.  Tab.

H£NRT,  his  eldeil  fon,  was  his  heir  and  fiicceflbr;  who,  in  1585,  „^^ 
was  a  volunteer  uiider  the  earl  of  Leicefter  in,  the  Low  Countries ;  9^^  ^ari. 
active  in  the  defeat  of  the  Spaniih  Armada  in  1588;  iignalized  by  a 
challenge  of  Sir  Francis  Verc,  and  implicated  afterwards  in  the  gun- 
powder plot,  for  which  he  paid  a  very  heavy  fine,  and  endured  an 
imprifonmcnt  of  upwards  of  fifteen  years,  which  he  fperit  in  the  wifeft 
and  nobleft  manner,  in  the  company  and  converiation  of  the  moft 
eminent  fcholars;  having  for  his  fellow  priibner,  his  intimate  friend 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh ;  and  engaging,  befides,  others  the  moft  profound 
in  literature  and  fcience.  Three  of  which,  viz.  Thomas  Harriot, 
Robert  Hues,  and  Walter  Warner,  from  their  diftinguiflied  emi- 
nence in  mathematical  knowledge,  were  ufually  called  the  earl's 
*'  three  magi;''  and  he  himfelf  acquired  the  name  of  "  Henry  the 
xvfzard. 

Arthur  Wilibnf  gives  the  following  account  of  his  releafe  from  the   t  Vid.  h\»

**  About  this  time,  Henry  carl  of  Northumberland,  who  had  been 
a  prifoner  in  the  Tower  ever  fincc  the  gunpowder  plot  (a  long  re- 
clufe),  was  fet  at  liberty.  The  cauie  of  his  confinement  was  upon  a 
fentence  in  the  ftar  chamber,  for  nourifhing  in  his  houfe  Thomas

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Picrcic,  his  kinfman/  who  was  one  of  the  complottcrs  of  the  treafon ; 
and  though  nothing  could  be  proved  againft  the  carl  to  endanger  his 
life,  yet  upon  the  prcfumption  of  his  knowledge  of  it,  he  was  fined 
^('.30,000,  and  imprifoned  in  the  Tower/* 

Camden  writes,  that  upon  his  enlargement,  anno  1621,  the  great 
guns  were  difcharged  for  joy  of  his  delivery* 
*'  The  old  earl,  when  he  had  got  loofe,  hearing  that  the  great  favour- 
ite, Buckingham,  was  drawn  about  with  a  coach  and  fix  horfes 
(which  was  much  wondered  at  then  as  a  novelty,  and  imputed  to 
him  as  a  domineering  of  pride),  thought,  if  Buckingham  had  fix, 
he  might  very  well  have  eight  in  his  coach,  with  which  he  rode 
through  the  city  of  London  to  Bath,  to  the  vulgar  talk  and  admi- 
ration ;  and  recovering  his  health  there,  he  lived  long  after  at  Pet- 
worth,  in  Sufiex;  bating  this  overtopping  humour,  which  (hewed  it 
rather  an  afFc6ked  fit  than  a  dift^mper.  Nor  did  the  addition  of  two 
horfes  by  Buckingham  grow  higher  than  a  little  murmur,  for  in  the 
late  queen's  (Elizabeth)  time,  there  were  no  coaches ;  and  the  firfi: 
had  but  two  horfes,  the  reft  crept  in  by  degrees,  as  men  firft  ven- 
ture to  fea ;  and  every  new  thing  the  people  diiafieA,  they  ftumble 
*^  ibmetimes  at  the  aAion ;  for  as  the  perfbn,  which  rifes  like  a  little 
cloud,  but  fbon  vanifiies ;  fo  after,  when  Buckingham  was  carried 
in  a  chair  upon  men  s  fhoulders,  the  clamour  and  noife  were  vehe- 
''  ment,  that  the  people  railed  at  him  in  the  ftreets ;  loathing  that 
'*  men  (hould  be  brought  to  as  fcrvile  a  condition  as  horfes/*      So 
irkibme  is  every  little  new  imprefiiion  that  breaks  an  old  cuftom,  and 
rubs  and  grates  againft  the  public  humour !  but  when  time  had  made 
thofe  chairs  common,  every  loofe  pimp  or  minion  ufed  them ;  fo  that 
what  at  firft  gave  fo  much  fcandal,  was  the^  means  to  convey  thofe 
privately  to  fuch  places,  where  they  might  give  much  more. 

In  the  4th  of  king  Charles  I.  this  earl  obtained  a  confirmation  to

himfelfi  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  of  the  barony  of  Percy,  and 
earldom  of  Northumberland,  in  fuch  manner  as  he  did  then  enjoy  his 
place  and  precedence.  Soon  after  which,  viz,  the  8th  of  Charles  I. 
1632,  he  departed  this  life  at  Petworth,  and  was  there  buried. 

He  married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Walter,  and  fiftcr  to  Robert  De- 
vereux,  earl  of  Eflcx,  by  whom  he  had  four  fons ;  viz.  Henry,  and 
another  Henry,  who  died  in  their  infancies ;  Algernon,  his  fucceflbr ; 
and  another  Henry,  who,  by  Charles  I.  was  created  lord  Percy  of 
Alnwick.*  Alfo  two  daughters ;  viz.  Dorothy,  married  to  Robert  *  vid.  Percy 
Sidney,  fccond  earl  of  Leicefter ;  and  Lucy,  to  James  Hay,  earl  of  ^^  -^^^^ck. 
Carlille.^ 

Algernon,  tenth  earl  of  Northumberland,  fucceeded  his  father  in  Algernon, 
l6g2i  before  whofe  death  he  had  been  fummoned  to  parliament  as 
lord  Percy.     In  1635,  he  was  infialled  a  knight  of  the  garter :  pro- 
ceeding from  Dorfet  houfe,  in  Salifbury  court,  to  Windfor,  in  a  grand 
cavalcade  of  ftate,  being  the  lail  performed  in  that  iplendid  manner ; 
whereof  Mr.  Aftimole  has  given  a  full  account,^  in  his  Hiftory  of  that   +  Aflimolc'§ 
illuftrious  order.     In  1637,  he  was  confiituted  lord  high  admiral  of  the  Order  of 
England,  The  year  before  which,  he  had  the  command  of  a  fleet  fent        barter. 
to  reprefs  the  infolencies  of  the  Dutch,  and  to  afTert  the  fovcreignty 
of  the  crown  ^f  England  over  the  Britifh  fcas,  which  fervice  he  per» 
formed  with  equal  firmnefs  and  condud. 

In  1640,  when  the  difcontented  Scotch  made  an  irruption  into 
England,  he  was  appointed  generaliffinao  of  the  army  to  oppofe  them, 
but  was  prevented,  by  ficknefs,  from  executing  a  fervice  which  he 

S  His  lady^  the  faid  Lucy,  was  the  earl's  youngeft  daughter^  and  of  incomparable  beauty 
(being  celebrated  in  the  poems  of  Waller,  and  of  the  moft  exquiiite  wits  of  her  time).  Her 
marriage  was  againft  her  father's  will  (who  aimed  at  an  higher  eztradion);  wherefore  his  dub- 
born  fpirit  would  never  give  her  any  thing.  Yet  Hay,  whofe  affedion  was  above  money  (fet- 
ting  only  a  valuation  upon  his  much-admired  bride),  drove  to  make  himfelf  meritorious;  and  pre- 
vailed fo  with  the  king  for  his  father-in-law,  that  he  got  his  releafe.  But  the  old  earl  would 
hardly  be  drawn  to  take  a  releafe  from  his  hand ;  fo  that  when  at  liberty,  he  redrained  himfelf, 
and  by  importunity  was  perfuaded,  for  an  indifpofition,  to  take  a  journey  to  Bath;  which  was 
ono  fpecial  nK)tive  to  accept  his  ibn-in-law's  refpeda. 

probably 
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probably  did  not  very  heartily  approve ;  for  in  the  approaching  civil 
war,  he  continued  firmly  attached  to  the  parliament,  yet,  frpm  a  nice 
fenfe  of  honour,  he  rcfigned  the  command  of  the  fleet  to  the  king, 
from  whom  he  had  received  it,  though  contrary  to  the  intereft  and 
entreaties  of  his  party. 

He  was,  indeed,  confidered  by  both  parties  as  one  of  the  firft  men 
of  his  age ;  and  although  lord  Clarendon  has  reflefted  upon  him  in 
his  Hiftory  as  guilty  of  ingratitude,  for  not  adhering  to  the  king;  if 
we  fuppofe  the  earl  difapproved  of  the  court  mcafures,  and  thought 
them  fatal,  or  even  dangerous,  to  the  liberties  of  his  country,  he  will 
be  found  to  have  adled  upon  the  nobleil  and  moft  honourable  prin* 
ciples. 

When  Charles  II.  was  crowned,  the  earl  of  Northumberland  was 
made  high  conftable  on  that  occafion ;  after  when,  he  accepted  of  no 
office  in  the  ftate,  chufing  to  retire  in  the  Summer  to  his  feat  at  Pet- 
worth,  and  in  the  Winter  to  live  in  town,  where  he  was  conflant  in 
his  attendance  in  parliament. 

His  lordlhip  firft  married  Anne,  daughter  of  William  Cecil,  earl  of 
Salisbury,  by  whom  he  had  five  daughters ;  viz,  Catherine,  Dorothy, 
Anne,  Elizabeth,  and  Lucy.  His  fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Theophilus  earl  of  Suffolk,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  fon,  Jofccline, 
and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  that  died  in  her  childhood. 

Deceafing  the  13th  of  Oftober,  1668,  he  was  buried  at  Pctworth; 
and  in  honours  and  eftate  was  fuccceded  by 
Jofceiine,  JoscELiNE,  his  only  fon  and  heir,  born  in  1644,  a  youth  of  great 
hopes  and  promiie,  but  who  only  outlived  his  father  two  years ;  for 
travelling  with  his  countefs  into  France  and  Italy,  he  departed  this  life 
at  Turin,  on  the  ijift  of  May,  1670 ;  and  his  body  was  brought  over 
to  England,  and  interred  at  Petworth. 

By  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  Wridthfly, 
carl  of  Southampton,  he  had  an  only  fon,  Henry,  who  died  an  infant, 
and  two  daughters ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  who  was  four  years  of  age  at  his 
dcceafc ;  and  Henrietta,  who  died  foon  after  baptifm. 
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PERCY. 

On  the  death  of  this  Jafccllnc  without  iflue  male,  the  earldom  of 
,  Northumberland  became  extraft,  but  was  claimed  by  one  James 
Percy,  who  came  out  of  Ireland ;  whofe  claim,  however,  on  the  ^8th 
March,  i6y^,  was  refolvcd,  by  the  houfe  of  lords,  to  be  difmifled; 
the  faid  James  having  had  a  month*s  time  given  to  him  to  fubftan- 
tiate  his  preteniions,  and  having  refufed  to  make  appear  any  prbbability 
of  right  thereto.  Yet  notwithftanding  this  rejeftion,  he  carried  on  his 
pretenfions  at  common  law,  with  no  better  fuccefs;.  and  was  generaHy 
reputed  an  impoftor. 

But  though  the  earldom  thus  expired  for  want  of  male  heirs,  the 
barony  of  Percy^  has,  by  genealogifts  and  hiftorians,  been  aflerted  to 
have  continued,  and  to  have  devolved  upon  the  before- mentioned  Eli- 
zabeth, fole  furviving  daughter  and  heir  of  the  faid  Jofccline,  laft  carl 
of  Northumberland.     Which    ^ 

Elizabeth,  ufually  termed  baronefs  Percy,  was  married,  firft,  to 
Henry  Cavendifh,  lord  Ogle,  only  fon  and  heir  to  Henry  duke  of 
Newcaftle;  but  he  died  on  the  ift  of  November,  1680,  and  was  bu- 
ried at  Petworth :  but  this  was  more  properly  a  contraft  than  a  mar- 
riage, by  reafon  of  the  tender  years  of  the  parties.  After  this  Ihe  was 
again  contrafted  to  Thomas  Thynne,  cfquire,  of  Long  Lcate,  in 
Wilts ;  who  was,  on  that  account,  affaffinated  by  the  procurement  of 
count  Coningfmark,  in  Pall  Mall,  anno  168:2.*  Soon  after  which  flie 
was  married  to  Charles  Seymour,  duke  of  Somerfet;  by  whom  amongft 
other  iffue,  Ihe  had 

Algernon,  her  cldcft  fon  and  heir ;  who,  on  her  deccafe.  anno 
i  y22,  had  fummons  to  the  houfe  of  peers,  and  took  his  feat  there  as 
lord  Percy;  and,  on  the  dcceafe  of  his  father,  became  duke  of 
Somerfet. 

This  duke,  a  Ihort  time  before  his  death,  was  created  baron  of

Warkworth, 
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Warkworth,  and  carl  of  Northumberland,  with  remainder  to  his  fbn- 
in-law.  Sir  Hugh  Smithibn,  baronet,  who  had  married  Elizabeth,  his 
fole  daughter  and  heir.  Wherefore,  on  his  deceafe,  7th  February, 
1749-^0,  thefe  honours,  with  a  moft  princely  fortune,  tranfmitted 
down  from  the  ancient  earls  of  Northumberland,  devolved  on  the  faid 
Sir  Hugh,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.  Which  titles  they  retained  till 
1766,  wlien,  by  patent,  his  majefty,  George  III.  was  pleafed  to  create 
him  duke  of  Northumberland,  and  earl  Percy;  whofe  fucceflbr, 
his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  is  the  prefent  duke  of  Northumberland, 
who  alio  bear^  the  ancient  and  once  famous  furname  of  Percy ;  a 
name,  than  which  none  has  been  more  celebrated  in  the  annals  of 
Britifh  hiilory,  and  in  the  pages  of  romantic  fable ;  though  none  of 
this  illuftrious  flock  have  promulgated  their  own  fame,  ib  as  to  obtain 
literary  honour,  and  mention  in  Walpole's  Catalogue  of  Noble 
Authors^ 
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ARMf— Per  Pale  O.  and  S.  a  Saltlre  engrailed  countercbanged. 

The  firft  of  this  family,  of  whom  any  memorable  notice  occurs,  is 
Sir  Richard  Pole,  fbn  of  Sir  Geffery  Pole,  defccnded  from  an  an- 
cient ftock  of  that  furname  in  Wales ;  who  having  valiantly  fervcd 
king  'Henry  VII.  and  being  a  perfon  much  accompliihed,  was  made 
chief  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber  to  prince  Arthur,  and  a  knight 
of  the  garter. 

The  time  of  his  death  is  not  mentioned ;  but  by  the  lady  Margaret 
his  wife,  daughter  to  George  duke  of  Clarence  (afterwards  made 
countefs^  of  Salifbury),  he  had  iflue  four  Ions ;  viz.  Henry,  Geffcry,

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Arthur,  and  Reginald ;  and  one  daughter^  Urfula,  married  to  Henry 

lord  StafiFord  *     Of  thefe  fons,  *.Vid.  siaf. 

Henry,  the  eldeft,  had  a  ipecial  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inherit- 
ance, the  5th  of  Henry  VIII.  fo  that  it  is  likely  his  father  died  much 
about  that  period ;  and  afterwards,  the  ^ift  of  Henry  VIII.  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament  as  lord  Montague,  as  being  defcended  from  Alice, 
daughter  and  heir  to  Thomas  Montague,  earl  of  Salifbury ;  but  being 
convidcd  of  high  treafbn,  for  endeavouring,  with  others,  to  depofe 
the  faid  king  Henry,  in  order  to  advance  his  brother,  the  cardinal,  to 
the  crown,  he  was  beheaded  on  Tower  Hill,  anno  30th  Henry  VIII. 
leaving  ifluc  by  Jane  his  wife,  daughter  to  George  Nevil,  lord  Aber- 
gavenny, two  daughters  and  coheirs ;  whereof  Catherine  married 
Francis  earl  of  Huntingdon ;  and  Winifred,  Sir  Thomas  Haftings,  a 
younger  brother  to  the  faid  Francis  earl  of  Huntingdon ;  and,  ie- 
condly.  Sir  Thomas  Barrington,  of  Barrington-Hall,  in.  Etkx, 
knight. 

Touching  the  younger  brother  of  this  Henry  lord  Montague,  it 
appears  that  GefFery,  the  fecond,  though  he  accufed  this  Henry  of 
what,  in  fubftance,  was  laid  to  his  charge,  he  had  alfb  fentence  of 
death  paffed  upon  him,  yet  did  not  fufFer. 

Arthur,  the  third  brother,  the  5th  Elizabeth,  was  charged  with 
purpofing  to  go  to  the  duke  of  Guile,  in  France,  and  to  return  to  raife 
a  force  in  Wales,  to  advance  Mary  queen  of  Scots  to  the  crown  of 
England,  and  himfelf  to  be  declared  duke  of  Clarence ;  for  which  he 
had  judgment  of  death ;  but,  by  reafon  of  his  near  alliance  to  queen 
Elizabeth,  no  execution  enfued. 

Reginald,  the  fourth  brother,  was  the  celebrated  cardinal,  and 
one  of  the  three  that  prefided  in  the  Council  of  Trent  when  queen 
Mary  began  her  reign ;  and  being  fent  for  into  England^  came  as 
Legate  from  Pope  Julian  III.  and  obtained  a  repeal  of  his  attainder  by 
a  fpecial  aft  of  parliament,  the  ift  and  2d  of  Philip  and  Mary.  He 
was  alfo  made  archbifliop  of  Canterbury,  and  fo  continued  till  his 
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,  death,  which  happened  the  very  day  on  which  queen  Mary  died ;  the 
the  tidings  whereof  are  faid  to  'have  broken  his  heart,  being  much 
weakened  with  a  quartan  ague.  Whereupon  he  had  burial  in  the  ca- 
thedral at  Canterbury. 

He  had  his  education,  firft  at  Magdalen  College,  and  after  at 
Corpus  Chrifti  College,  Oxon ;  and  being  a  perfon  of  excellent  parts 
and  learning,  integrity  of  life,  and  modeft  behaviour,  he  obtained 
from  Henry  VIII.  (his  kinfman),  the  deanry  of  Exeter.  He  next 
travelled  into  Italy,  and  other  parts,  for  fevcn  years,  reiiding  chiefly  at 
Padua ;  at  what  time  king  Henry  having  abolilhed  the  popc*s  luprc- 
macy,  fent  for  him  home :  but  he  refuiing  to  come,  the  king  dilpofed 
of  his  deanry,  and  proclaimed  him  a  traitor.  The  pope,  however, 
compensated  this  lofs,  and  created  him  a  cardinal.  Such,  indeed,  was 
his  moderation,  that  he  never  fued  for  greatneis,  though  that  fued  for 
him :  for  great  men,  he  faid,  were  Haves  to  fix  things :  firft,  to  men's 
humours;  fecond,  to  bufinefs;  third,  to  fortune;  fourth,  to  their 
own  followers ;  fifth,  to  fame ;  and,  fixth^  to  the  public.

In  the  time  of  king  Henry  IL  Adam  dc  Poynings,  of  Poynings,  in 
Suflcx,  had  three  fons,  Adam,  William,  and  John ;  from  one  of  which 
Ions  dcfcendcd,  as  prefumed,  Michael  de  Poyning,  who,  the  17th 
of  John^  adhered  to  the  rebel  barons  of  that  time^  and  was  fucceeded 

by 

Thomas  de  Poynings,  who  held  ten  knights  fees  in  Poynings; 
and  had  liTue  two  fons,  viz.  Michael  and  Lucas.     Which 

Michael,  the  2id  of  Edward  L  had  fummons,  amongO:  other 
great  men,  to  attend  the  king  touching  the  important  affairs  of  the 
realm ;  and  ferved  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  during  a  great  part  of  the 
laft  years  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  and  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of 
Edward  II.     His  fucceflbr  was  another 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir  (as  imagined) ;  who  having  married 
Agnes,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  John,  the  fon  of  Bartholomew  de  Cryol, 
was  Hain  in  the  great  fea-fight  with  the  French,  at  Slufe,  the  13th 
Edward  III.  leaving^ 

Michael,^  his  Ion  and  heir,  twenty-two  years  of  age,  who  ferved 
with  great  reputation  in  t^he  wars  of  France ;  where  he  was  prefent  at 
the  great  battle  of  Crefly.  The  40th  of  Exlward  III.  giving  1000 
marks  to  queen  Philippa,  he  obtained  the  wardfhip  and  marriage  of 
William,  the  fon  and  heir  to  John  Jord  Bardolph,  to  the  end  he 
might  take  Agnes  his  daughter  to  wife.  And  having  been  fummoned 
to  parliament,  from  the  i6th  to  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  inclufive,  he 
departed  this  life,  the  7th  of  March,  the  43d  of  Edward  HI.  leaving

his  fbn  and  heir,  furviving.     Which 

Thomas,  the  44th  of  Edward  III.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
his  lands,  but  died  foon  after  without  iflue ;  leaving  Blanch  de  Mou- 
bray,  his  wife,  furviving,  and  Richard,  his  brother  and  heir.     Which 

Richard,  the  4th  of  Richard  II.  making  proof  of  his  age,  and 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands.     He  married  Ifabel,  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  Robert  de  Grey  (then  called  Fitz-Paync)*  and  having  had   ♦  vid.  Rtr- 
iiimmons  to  parliament,  the  6th,  7th,  8th,  and  9th  of  Richard  II.  died     **°' 
the  next  enfuing  year,  leaving 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority;  who,  the  loth  of 
Henry  IV.  upon  the  death  of  Blanch,  widow  of  his  uncle.  Sir  Thomas 
de  Poynings,  knight,  had  livery  of  all  the  lands  which  fhe  held  in 
dower.  After  this  he  was  in  the  wars  of  France,  during  the  reigns  of 
Heniy  IV.  V.  and  VI.  and  had  alio  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  5th  of  Henry  IV.  to  the  a^d  of  H0nry  VI.  inclufive;  fliortly  after 
when,  he  was  unfortunately  ilain  at  tht  fiege  of  Orleans,  in  France. 

His  fon,  Richard  Poynings,  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  leaving 
by  Alianore  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Berkeley,  of  Beverftone, 
knight,  an  only  daughter  and  heir, 

Axianore  (or  Eleanor),  who  alfo  on  the  deceafe  of  her  grandfather, 
as  beforementioned,  became  his  heir ;  and  having  married  Sir  Henry 
Percy,  fon  and  heir  of  the  earl  of  Northumberland,  brought  to  him 
her  great  inheritance,  whereof,  in  her  right,  he  had  a  Ipecial  livery, 
and  alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  during  his  father's  life,  as  lord  Poyn-, 
ings.  Which  title  thereupon  became  afterwards  merged  in  the  fuperior 
one  of  the  earldom  of  Northumberland.f  .  ^  Vid.  Percy. 

«  By  her  will,  dated  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  (isOp),  fhe  dcfircs  to  be  buried  in  the  church 
of  Poynings,  near  her  hufband,  Michael  lord  Poynings  5  and  alfo  leaves  certain  legacie£  to  her 
fons,  Thomas  and  Richard,  and  to  her  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Agnes. 
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This  laft  mentioned  Kobert  lord  Poynings,  had  alfo  a  younger  fon, 
called  Robert,  who  died  the  49th  of  Henry  VI.  (i.  e.  9th  Ed- 
ward IV.)  being  then  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Eaft-Hall,  Faukam 
Ay  flee,  and  Chelleftfield,  in  com.  Cantii,  leaving 

Edward,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  a  mod:  aAive  and  expert  fol- 
dier ;  and  adhering  to  the  earl  of  Richmond  againft  Richard  III.  was, 
after  that  happy  viftory  at  Bofworth,  whereby  the  earl  obtained  the 
crown,  made  one  of  his  privy  council;  and  the  5th  of  Henry  VIL  was 
one  of  the  chief  commanders  fent  in  aid  of  Maximilian  the  emperor, 
againft  the  French.  The  20th  of  Henry  VII.  he  was  conftable  of 
Dover  caftle;  and  was  in  the  fame  office  at  the  time  of  his^  death. 
He  was  the  third  of  eighteen  counfellors,  bequeathed  by  Henry  VII. 
to  his  fon,  with  his  kingdom;  a  privy  council,  in  which,  it  is  faid, 
there  was  not  one  lawyer,  and  a  complete  body  of  aftive  and  knowing 
men  in  their  own  orb.  The  5th  of  Henry  VIII.  (being  then  a  knight 
of  the  garter),  he  was  with  the  king  at  the  fiege  and  taking  of  The- 
rouene,  of  which  he  was  left  governor.  He  is  defcribed  with  a  iferious 
and  plodding  brow,  that  befpoke  his  deep  prudence;  and  a  fmart  look, 
which  denoted  his  refolved  valour. 

He  died  the  14th  of  Henry  VIII.  without  lawftil  iffuc  ;  John,  his 
only  child  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Scot,  knight, 
having  deceafed  in  his  lifetime  :  but,  by  four  concubines,  he  had  three 
other  fons,  and  four  daughters ;  viz.  Sir  Thomas,  Sir  Adrian,  and  Ed- 
ward, who  was  flain  at  Boloin,  the  38th  Henry  VIII.  Of  the  daughters, 
Mary  married  Thomas  Clinton ;  Margaret,  Edmund  Barry,  of  Scn- 
nington,  in  Kent;  another  married  Sir  Thomas  Wilford,  knight;  and 
Rofe,  became  the  wife  of Leukenore. 

Sir  Thomas,  the  eldcft  of  the  fons,  for  his  military  fkill  and  emi- 
nent fcrvices,  was,  by  king  Henry  VIII.  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a 
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baron  of  the  realm,  the  30th  of  January,  the  37th  of  his  reign ;  and, 
the  next  day  following,  conftituted  general  of  the  king*s  whole  army 
then  being  at  Boloin,  in  France :  but  after  this  no  further  mention  is 
made  of  him,  excepting  that  by  his  nuncupative  will,  dated  17th  of 
Auguft,  37th  Henry  VIII.  he  bequeathed  his  body  to  have  Chriftian 
burial.  Shortly  after  this,  for  the  probate  is  dated  the  i8th  of  May 
next  following,  he  died  without  iffue.  His  wife  was  Catherine,  daugh- 
ter and  coheir  of  John  lord  Marney,  and  widow  of  George  RatclifFc, 
eiquire,  by  whom  he  acquired  a  confiderable  property  in  the  county 
of  Dorfet ;  which,  the  35th  of  Henry  VIIL*  he  veftcd  in  truftees,  to 
the  ufe  of  himfelf  for  life,  and  after  his  deceafe,  of  two  whole  parts  to 
the  ufe  of  his  lawful  heirs,  and,  if  none,  to  the  ufe  of  his  brother 
Adrian ;  remainder  to  his  brother  Edward ;  remainder  to  Edward  lord 
Clinton;  remainder  to  Richard,  fon  of  Robert  Lewknor;  remainder 
to  Thomas  Barry. 

Adrian  Poynings  was  governor  of  Portfmouth  in  1561,  and  died 
the  13th  Elizabeth,  leaving  three  daughters ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  wife  of 
Andrew  Rogers;  Mary,  of  Edward  Moore;  and  Anne,  of  George 
IVloore,  efquires.

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Of  this  line  of  the  Poynings  family,  Dugdale  ftatcs,  was  Lucas,  a 
younger  fon  of  Thomas  de  Poynings,  and  brother  to  Michael  de  Foyn- 
ings  before  mentioned.^     Which 

Lucas  de  Poynings  having  married  Ifabel,  widow  of  Henry  de 
Burgherfli,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Hugh,  but  iifter  and  coheir  to  Ed- 
mund de  St.  John,  of  Bafing,  who  died  in  his  minority,  had  an  affig- 
nation  of  her  purparty  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance ;  and,  moreover, 
the  36th  Edward  III.  upon  the  death  of  Margaret  de  St.  John  (mother 
of  the  faid  Ifabel),  had  a  further  affignation  of  the  manors  of  Baiing 
and  Shireborne,  with  the  advowfon  of  the  priory  thereof,  and  of  the 
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chapel  of  Bafing,  tojgether  with  the  bayliwick  of  Pambere>  which  the 
faid  Margaret  held  in  dower. 

He  is  faid  to  have  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  42d  of 
Edward  III.  to  the  9th  of  Richard  IL  inclufive :  "but  the  time  of  his 
death  is  not  mentioned,  only  that  he  left  liabel  his  wife  furviving, 
who  died  the  17th  of  Richard  II.  leaving 

Sir  Thomas  Poyninos,  knight,  her  fon  and  heir,  then  thirty*fiz 
years  of  age,  who  fbon  after  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  the  lands 
of  her  inheritance ;  and  in  the  ad  of  Henry  IV.  by  the  title  of  lord 
St.  John,  obtained  a  licence  to  go  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Jerufalem. 

During  the  warlike  reign  of  Henry  V.  no  mention  is  made  of  him; 
.but  the  I  ft  of  Henry  VI.  it  is  faid  he  was  with  the  earl  of  Salifbury 
at  the  fiege  of  Pont-Meulun,  and,  the  year  following,  to  have  been 
ailbciated  with  Robert  de  Willoughby,  to  conduA  and  command  400 
men  at  arms,  and  i^oo  archers,  unto  John  duke  of  Bedford,  then 
regent  of  France.  Soon  after  when  he  died  (for  his  will  bears  date, 
7th  Henry  VI.)  leaving  Conftance,  the  wife  of  John  Paulet;  Alice, 
of  John  Orrell ,  and  John  Bonevile,  his  grandchildren,  and  next  heirs; 
viz.  the  faid  Conftance  and  Alice,  the  daughters  of  Hugh,  his  fbn,  who 
died  in  his  lifetime,  and  the  faid  John  Bonvile,  the  fon  of  Joane  the 
third  daughter;  which  faid  John  Paulet,  and  Conftance  his  wife;  John 
Orrell,  and  Alice  his  wife  ;^  and  Thomas  Bonevile,  guardian  of  John 
Bonevile,  doing  their  homage,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  their  inherit- 
ance ;  Maud,  the  widow  of  Thomas  Poynings,  lord  St.  John,  having 
alfb  an  affignment  of  dower.  Which  Maud  died  31ft  of  Henry  VI. 

From  this  John  Paulet  defcended  the  Paulets  dukes  of  Bolton;  which 
title  is  now  confidered  eztind,  though  that  of  the  marquis  of  Win- 
chefter  yet  remains  in  a  younger  branch  of  the  fame  family.

In  refpeft  to  the  family  with  which  this  barony  connedls  itfelf,  its 
founder  was  Peter  de  Ros>  who,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IIL  is  thought 
to  have  taken  his  furname  from  the  lordihip  or  manor  of  Ros,  in  Hoi- 
dernei^  wapentake,  in  the  E^ft  Riding  of  Yorkihire. 

This  Peter  de  Ros  married  Adeline,  one  of  the  three  fifters  and  co- 
heirs of  Walter  Eipec,*  lord  of  the  manor  of  Helmeiley,  called  fbme-   *  Vid.  Efpcc. 
times  Helmeilac,  and  fbmetimes  Hamlake,  in  the  North  Riding  of 
Torkihire ;  and  founder  of  the  monafteries  of  Rieyaulx,  Kirkham,  and 
Wardpn,  in  the  fame  county ;  and  by  ber  left  iflue, 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  3d  of  Henry  IL  paid  ioqo 
marks  of  iilver  to  the  king,  for  livery  of  the  lands  of  the  inheritance  of 
his  mother  Adeline,  from  the  faid  Walter  Eipec,  and  was  a  fpecial 
benefaAor  to  the  Knights  Templars.  His  wife  was  Sibyl  de  Valoines, 
by  whom  (dying  before  the  li^th  of  Henry  IL)  he  left 
.  EvERARD,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  and  in  ward  to  Ra- 
nulph  GlanvilL  The  i:;th  of  Henry  II.  he  held  eight  knights' fees 
and  an  half;  and  the  14th  of  Henry  IL  upon  coUeAion  of  the  aid  for 
marrying  the  king's  daughter,  anfwered  one  hundred  and  twelve  (hil- 
lings for  thofe  fees  which  were  de  veteri  feofFamento,  and  thirty-one 
ihillings  and  one  penny,  for  thofe  de  novo.  The  :52d  of  Henry  IL  he 
paid  a  fine  of  J[.gz6,  for  his  lands ;  and  the  z6th  of  Henry  IL:  JT.  100 
more,  to  have  pofleffion  of  thofe  which  the  earl  of  Albemarle  then 
held- 

His  wife  was  Rofe,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  William 
Trufbut,*!^  who-  is  faid  to  have  holden  a  baronial  eftate  or  manors  tVid.Truf- 
called  Trufbut,  and  fometimes  Trufbut  and  Wartre ;  by  whom  he

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had  iffuc  two  fons ;  whereof  the  eldeft  was  called  Robert  de  Ros,  of 
Furfan,  and  on  the  dcceafc  of  his  father,  the  ^zd  of  Henry  11.  was  hb 
fucceflbr. 

Which  Robert  was  then  a  minor,  and  afterwards  paid  looo  marks 
to  the  crown  for  livery  of  his  lands ;  and  appears  to  have  obtained 
from  the  crown  the  baronial  eftate  and  caftlc  of  Werke  or  Warke,  in 
Northumberland,  which  at  length  paiTed  into  a  branch  of  the  Grrey 
family.  In  the  17th  of  king  John,  he  was  one  of  the  twenty-five 
barons  eleded  by  the  whole  body, .  to  fccure  the  king's  performance  of 
the  great  charter  of  that  year.  Nevcrthelcfs,  upon  the  death  of  king 
John,  he  approved  himfelf  firm  and  faithful  to  Henry  III.  from  whom 
he  received  many  favours. 

This  Robert  is  faid  to  have  been  the  founder  of  the  caflles  of  Hel- 
meiley,  alias  Hamlake,  and  of  Wcrkc.  The  former  of  which,  on  his 
death,  the  nth  of  Henry  III.  he  left  to  William,  his  eldeft  fon ;  and 
the  latter,  to  Robert  de  Ros,  his  yoimger  fon ;  both  of  whom  he  had 
by  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  Leo,  king  of  Scotland.  Hav« 
ing  become  a  Knight  Templar,  he  was  buried  in  the  Temple  church, 
ai)d  in  his  barony  was  fucceeded  by 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  beforenamed;  who  being  at  age  on  his 
fathers  deceaie,  nth  Henry  III.  had  livery  of  his  lands,  on  giving 
fecurity  for  payment  to  the  crown  of  ^.100  for  a  relief. 

By  the  deaths  of  his  two  great  aunts,  the  two  iifters  of  his  grand- 
mother, Rofe  Trufbut,  S.  P.  he  became  ible  heir  of  the  baronial  eftate 
of  Trufbut  and  Wartre. 

In  the  contentions  between  king  John  and  his  barons,  he  ftipported 
the  latter,  and  was  on  their  part  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln^  the  3d  of 
Henry  III.  where  he  was  taken  priibner,  butf  did  not  long  continue 
in  reftraint ;  for,  making  his  .peace,  he  was  the  fame  year  in  the  royal 
army  at  Newark ;  after  when,  he  continued  faithful  to  that  king,  in 
the  42d  year  of  whofe  reign  he  deceafed,  leaving  ifTue  by  Lucy  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Reginald  Fitz*Fiers>  of  Blewleveny,  in  Wales,  Ro- 
bert, 
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bert^  hi^  fon  and  heir;  and  was  buried  in  the  quire  of  Kirkham  priory^ 
before  the  high  altar. 

Which  Robert,  the  48th  of  Henry  III.  wa3  one  of  the  chief  of 
the  rebel  barons  at  the  battle  of  Lewes,  where  the  king  and  prince 
Edward  were  taken  prifoners,  and  had  the  cuftody  of  the  faid  prince 
committed  to  him,  in  the  caftle  of  Hereford;  and^  moreover,  had 
fummons,  amongft  others,  to  that  parliament  which,  in  the  49th  of 
Henry  III.  was  then  called  in  the  king's  name.  But  the  battle  of 
Evelham,  which  fbon  after  enfued,  giving  a  very  unfavourable  turn  to 
the  barons*  intereft,  his  lands  were  extended;  which,  however,  on 
compoiition  under  the  Didum  de  Kenilworth,^  were  reftored  to  him 
again. 

He  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  William  de  Albini ,  lord  of  Belvoir,. 
in  Leiceilerihire  (or,  as  from  the  neamefs,  it  is  ibmetimes  ftated,  in 
Lincplnfliire),  wbofe  father  was  great  grandfon  of  Robert  de  Todeni,*  *  V^-  '^^ 
recorded  in  Domefday  Book,  aa  holding  great  poiTeffions  m  Leicefler- 
ihire,  and  various  other  counties;,  and  dying  the  j 3th  of  Edward  L 
had  fepulture  for  his  body  in  the  ]^iory.  of  Kirkham,  and  for  his 
bowels  before  the  high  altar  at  Belvoir  (whereof  he  ftodd  pofieded  in 
right  of  his  iaid  wife),  leaving  WUliam  de  Ros,  his  fbn  and  heir,  thirty 
years  old ;  Robert,  a  younger  fon ;  and  Ifabel,  a  daughter,  married  to 
Walter  de  Fauconberge ;  alio  liiibel  his  wife,  furviving.^ 

Which  William,  doing  his  homage  the  lame  year,  had  livery  of 
his  lands.     And  the  19th  of  Edward  I.  being  grandfon  and  heir  of     . 
Ifabel,  daughter  of  William  (fumamed  Leo),  king  of  Scotland,  was. 
one  of  the  competitors  for  the  crown  of  that  kingdom ;  but  was^one: 
of  the  unfuccefsful  claimants.^ 

The  :59th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  one  of  thofe  ncAles.  in  parliament,.

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who  fealed  the  fplrited  anfwer  to  the  pope's  letters,  afltiming  an  ap- 
pellant jurifdi£tion  of  fbveretgnty  over  Scotland.  . 

To  this  William,  in  conilderation  of  his  fidelity,  and  of  his  eminent 
fcrvices,  king  Exlward  I.  granted  him  the  caille  of  Wcrkc,  with  its 
appurtenances,  which,  by  the  rebellion  of  Robert  de  Ros,  of  Werke, 
had  fallen  to  the  crown.  In  the  feveral  parliaments  of  the  22d, 
a3d,  and  30th  of  Edward  I.  he  had  fummons,  as  alfb  to  thofe  of 
the  I  ft,  3d,  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  and  9th  of  Edward  IL  but  died  the 
year  following,  and  was  buried  in  the  priory  of  Kirkham.  He  mar- 
ried Maude,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  John  de  Vaux,^  who 
brought  him  the  manor  of  Frefton,  and  lands  in  Bofton,  in  com.  Line, 
as  alfb  the  manor  of  Hackford,  and  divers  other  lands  and  knights  fees, 
to  the  number  of^  nineteen,  or  thereabouts.  By  the  faid  Maude  he  had 
iflue,  William  ;  John,  a  younger  fbn  i"^  and  a  daughter,  Anne^  wife  to 
Paine,  fbn  of  Robert  de  Tibetot ;  and  was  fucceeded  by 

William,  his  fbn  and  heir;  who  being  of  full  age  at  his  father's 
death  had  livery  of  his  inheritance,  and,  in  exchange  of  other  lands, 
pafled  away  his  caftle  of  Werke  to  the  king.  He  was  repeatedly  in 
the  wars  of  Scotland  and  of  France ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  i  ith  to  the  20th  ef  Eldward  II.  and  from  the  ift  to  the  i6th 
of  Edward  III.  and  took  to  wife  Margery,  eldeft  of  the  fifters  and  co- 
heirs of  Giles  de  Badlefmere,  of  Ledes  Caftle,  in  Kent,  a  great  baron, 
by  whom  he  had  two  fons,  William  and  Thomas;  and  two  daughters, 
Margaret  and  Maude ;  and  deceafihg  the  17th  Edward  III.  was  inter* 
red  in  the  priory  of  Kirkham. 

William,  his  fbn  and  heir,  being  then  in  minority,  was  in  ward 
to  the  king ;  whofe  lands  were  fp  valuable,  that  Ralph  lord  Nevil  paid 
1300  marks  for  the  cuftody  of  only  two  parts. 


4  This  John  had  fammons  to  parliamenty  from  the  1ft  to  the  10th  of  Edward  III.  inclafive, 
and  was  a  perfon  of  confiderable  eminence  in  his  time.

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The  zoth  of  Edward  IIL  this  youthful  warrior''  was  in  the  wars  of 
France;  where^  it  is  faid,  he  was  one  of  thoie  lords  who  led  the  fecond 
brigade  in  the  famous  battle  of  Creily^  where  the  Engliih  obtained  fo 
glorious  a  vidoiy  over  the  French  army. 

The  2Sd  of  Edward  IIL  on  proof  of  his  age,  he  had  Hvery  of  his 
lands,  and  the  si^th  and  25th  of  Ekiward  IIL  had  fiimmons  to  parlia- 
ment; but  the  year  following,  going  into  the  Holy  Land,  he  there 
died,  without  iiTue,  leaving  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  Ralph  lord 
Nevill,  furviving,  and  Thomas,  bis  brother  and  heir,  then  fourteen 
years  old.     Which 

Thomas,  the  ^zd  of  Edward  IIL  having  had  livery  of  his  lands, 
was  often  employed  in  the  wars  of  France,  temp.  Edward  IIL  and  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  36th  of  Edward  IIL  to  the  7th  of 
Richard  IL  inclufive ;  in  which  year,  intending  a  journey  to  the  Holy 
Lfand,  he  died  before  he  left  England,  and  was  buried  in  the  quire  of 
Rievaulx  abbey,  in  com.  Ebor;  leaving  by  Beatrix  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Ralph  earl  of  Stafford  (and  widow  of  Maurice  Fitz-Morris,  earl  of 
Defmond),  four  fons ;  viz.  John,  William,  Thomas,  and  Robert ;  as 
alfo  two  daughters;  Ellizabeth,  wife  of  Thomas,  fon  and  heir  of  Roger 
lord  ClifTdrd ;  and  Margaret.     To  whom  fucceeded 

John,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  loth  of  Richard  IL  making  proof 
of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  He  was 
eminent,  both  for  his  military  anions,  ihewn  in  the  wars  of  France' 
and  Scotland,  and  for  his  piety;  which,  according  to  the  cuftom  of  that 
acra,  was  manifefted  by  his  engaging  in  a  pilgrimage  to  Jerufalem ;  in 
which  he  died  at  Paphos,  in  the  ifle  of  Cyprus,  by  the  ill  air  of  the 
country,  the  17th  Richard  IL 

His  wife  was  Mary,  daughter  to  Henry  de  Percy,  by  Joane  his  wife, 
daughter  and  heir  of  John  de  Orreby ;  but  having  no  iffue, 

William,  his  next  brother,  became  his  heir,  and  had  livery  of  his 

'  Dugdale  faysj  he  was  only  fixtceo  jean  old  at  lus  father's  deaths  the  ]  7th  of  Edward  III. 
wherefore  he  coald  only  be  nineteen  the  20th  Edward  III.  when  he  thus  fo  glorioully  com- 
menced his  military  career.

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lands  accordingly.  In  the  4th  of  Henry  IV.  he  was  one  of  thofc  who, 
on  behalf  of  the  lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn  (then  a  prifoner  in  Walcs)^ 
undertook  the  raifing  ot  10,000  marks  for  his  ranfom.  The  fame 
year  he  was  conftituted  lord  trealurer  of  England;  in  which  office 
he  continued  till  the  7th  of  Henry  IV^  and  in  fuch  eftcem  was  he 
holden  by  the  king,  that  his  refidence  near  the  court  was  thought 
abfolutcly  neccffary ;  whereupon  he  had  the  town  of  Chingleford,  in 
Eflcx,  allowed  him  for  lodging  his  fcrvants  ind  horfes.  He  is  named 
as  a  trier  of  petitions,  by  the  dcfcription  of  *^  Seigneur  de  Roos,"  in 
the  rolls  of  parliament,  of  4th,  7th,  8th,  nth,  and  15th  of 
Henry  IV. 

He  died  at  Bclvoir,  the  ad  of  Henry  V.  (having  had  fummons  ta 
parliament,  from  the  i8th  of  Richard  IL  to  the  ift  of  Henry  V.  in- 
clufive),  and  was  there  buried. 

By  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Arundel,  knight,  he 
had  five  fons ;  John,  William^  Thomas,  Robert,  and  Richard ;  and 
three  daughters;  viz.  Alice,  Margaret,  and  Elizabeth. 

John,  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  fucceiTor  to  his  father;  who,  the 
6th  of  Henry  VI.  being  with  the  dukes  of  Exeter  and  Clarence,  at  the 
fiege  of  Roan,  gave  fuch  teftimontes  of  his  valour  and  ikill,  that  by 
favour  of  that  renowned  king,  he  received  from  him  a  grant  of  the 
cadle  of  Bafqueville,  in  Normandy,  to  hold  unto  himfelf,  and  to  his 
^ue  male;  but  this  fignal  mark  of  royal  beneficence  was  of  ihort 
duration,  for  about  two  years  after,  being  with  the  duke  of  Clarence, 
the  king's  brother,  in  that  fatal  battle  of  Baugie,  he  was  there  uhfor^ 
tunatqly  (lain,  together  with  William,  his  brother,  as  alfo  the  duke  of 
Clarence,  and  divers  others  of  the  flower  of  the  Englifh  nobility. 

His  wife  was  Margery,  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  Philip  Wentworth, 
knight/  whom  he  left  a  young  widow :  hut  having  no  ilSue,  aor  his

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laid  brother  William,  the  barony  and  inheritance  devolved  on  the  next 
brother, 

Thomas  de  Ros,  then  a  minor;  who,  having  attained  his  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  was  twice  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  7th  of 
Henry  VI.  but  had  the  fate  of  a  very  Ihort  life ;  for  he  deceafed  the 
1 8th  of  Auguft,  9th  Henry  VI.  leaving  ifl'ue  by  Alianor  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Richard  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick,  Thomas,  his  fon 
and  heir,  then  a  child,  only  four  years  of  age.     Which 

Thomas,  after  having  been  in  ward  to  the  crown  for  many  years, 
was,  as  an  efpecial  favour,  permitted  to  have  livery  of  his  land  the 
Z4th  Henry  VI.  when  he  was  only  eighteen  years  of  age.'  Where- 
fore he  firmly  adhered  to  the  faid  king  through  the  whole  courie  of 
his  troublefomc  reign ;  and  upon  the  fatal  overthrow  of  the  Lancaf^ 
trian  army  at  the  battle  of  Touton,  being  then  with  the  king  at  York, 
he  fled  with  him  to  Berwick ;  and  for  this  his  noble  fidelity  to  his 
ibvereign,  he  was  attainted  in  parliament  the  ift  of  Edward  IV.  and 
his  lands  were  confifcated,  and  his  caftle  of  Belvoir  given  to  the  lord 
Haflings. 

This  Thomas  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  z^th  to  the 
38th  of  Henry  VI.  but  died  the  ift  of  Edward  IV.  the  fame  year 
that  he  was  attainted ;  leaving  ijQTue  by  Philippa  his  wife  (one  of  the 
daughters  of  John  lord  Tiptof^,  and  iifter  and  coheir  to  John  earl  of 
Worceftcr),*  Edmund  and  John ;  and  three  daughters,  Eleanor,  Iia«  «Vid.Tiptofi 
bel,  and  Margaret.  cefter. 

Which  Edmund,  eldeft  fbn  and  heir  of  the  faid  Thomas,  the  ift 
of  Henry  VIL  obtained  an  aft  of  parliament,  annulling,  and  making 
entirely  void,'  the  aft  by  which  his  father  was  attainted,  and  reftoring

This  Sir  Robert  Ros  died  27th  of  Henry  VI.,  feifed  of  the  third  pnrt  of  the  manor  of  Hii- 
manby^  in  Yorkihire>  leaving  two  daughters^  his  heirs ;  viz.  Margery,  wife  of  John  Wittilbury*, 
«fi(]uire3  and  Elianor,  of  Humphrey  Duddeley.

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and  enabling  him  and  his  heirs^  to  inherit^  hold,  and  enjoy  all  his 
honours  and  pofleillons^  the  fame  as  if  the  faid  a<ft  of  attainder  had 
never  pafled.  After  which  ad  of  relFitution^  he  lived  ieveral  years ; 
viz.  till  the  44th  of  Henry  VII.  in  v\rhich  year  he  died  at  Enefield, 
and  was  buried  in  the  parifh  church  there.  It  does  not  appear  that  he 
was  ever  married,  for  no  name  of  any  wife  is  mentioned ;  wherefore, 
dying  without  iifue,  and  his  brother  John  having  done  the  like,  this 
Edmund  lord  Ros's  three  fifters,  namely,  Eleanor,  Ifabel,  and  Marga- 
ret, became  his  heirs;  and  fb  the  barony  of  Ros  (or  Roos,  as  Sometimes 
called)  fell  into  abeyance  between  them.  Whereof  Eleanor,  the  eldeft, 
married  Sir  Robert  Manners;  Ifabel,  Sir  Robert  Lo\el,  but  died  with- 

•  CoUio'sBa-   out  iiTue  ;*  and  Margaret  mod  probably  died  unmarried,  as  no  other 

d"i^  "         mention  than  her  name  is  any  where  made. 
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Of  this  family.  Sir  Robert  Manners,  of  Etall,  in  the  county  of 
Northumberland,  knight,  married  Eleanor,  eldeft  of  the  three  iifters 
and  coheirs  of  Edmund  lord  Roos;  and  by  her,  who  died  in  1487,  had 
feveral  children.     Whereof 

Sir  Georoe  Manners,  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  married  Ann  Sel- 
lyngcr,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Sellynger  (or  Scntlynger) 
and  alfo  of  lady  Anne  Plantagenet  his  wife,  who  was  the  eldeft  of  the 
four  fifters  to  king  Edward  IV.  by  whom  he  had  iiTuc  Thomas  Nfen- 
ners,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir;  and  died  the  5th  of  Henry  VIIL  (1513). 
But  it  appears,  that  Sir  George's  two  aunts,  Ifabel  and  Margaret  (the 
younger  fifters  to  Edmund  lord  Roos),  were  both  dead,  S.  P.  before 
the  death  of  Sir  George ;  and  in  the  epitaph  to  his  monument,  in  St. 
George's  chapel,  Windfor,  he  is  ftylcd  "  Lord  Roos ;''  as  alfo  in  the 
letters  patent  of  liyery  of  the  lands  of  his  mother  to  his  fon,  the  i6th 
of  Henry  VIII.  Yet  it  is  not  on  record  that  he  had  ever  fummons  to 
parliament ;  whence  it  may  be  prefum^ed,  that  the  termination  of  the 

abeyance 


abeyance  of  the  barony,   from  the  deaths  of  his  two  aunts,   the 
other  coheirs,  S.  P.  did  not  take  place  till  a  ihort  time  before  his  own

deceaie.  '  ' 

Thomas  Mamstbrs,  the  eldeft  fbn  and  heir  of  Sir  George,  having 
thus  become  th<s  fole  heir  to  the  Roos  barony,  was  fummoned  as  a 
peer  to  the  parliament,  the  6th  and  7th  of  Henry  VIIL;  and,  according 
to  the  Lifts  in  Dugdale*s  Summons  to  Parliament,  the  writ  to  him 
was  direded,  "  Thomae  Manners  de  RoiTe  chivalier,"  without  any 
other  defcription ;  and  it  appears,  from  the  Jouriials  of  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  that  he  iat  as  lord  Roos  with'  reference  to  the  antiquity  of  the 
faid  barony. 

The  1 6th  of  Henry  VIIL  this  Thomas  lord  Roos  had  a  ipecial 
livery  of  all  the  manors,  caftles,  and  lands  which  had  defcended  to 
him  from  his  grandmother,  Eleanor  de  Ros,  as  alfo  from  Ifabel,  the 
furvivor  of  her  two  lifters  and  coheirs. 

The  licence  is  thus  addreffed  to  him :  *'  Dile&o  confanguineo 
*'  noftro  Thomae  Maners  domino  Roos,  filio  et  heredi  Georgii 
^^  Maners  militis  nuper  domini  Roos,  filii  et  heredis  I^berti  Maners 
'^  et  AUanore  uxoris  ejus  fororis  et  unius  heredum  Edmundi  nuper 
^'  domini  Roos,  ac  confanguinei  et  heredis  IfabeUe  dlterius  fororum  et 
"  heredum  ejufdem  Eldmundi,  filii  et  heredis  Thomas  nuper  domini 
*'  Roos  defundi,  filii  et  heredis  Thomas  nuper  domini  Robs  patris 
"  ejufdem  Thomae  nuper  domini  Roos  defunfti."  Thus  the  entirety 
of  the  Roos  eftates  became  completely  in  his  pofifeffion  equally  with 
the  Roos  barony. 

On  the  28th  of  June,  17th  of  Henry  VIIL  this  Thomas  Manners 
lord  Roos  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  carl  of  Rutland  (being  one 
of  the  titles  of  Edward  IV.  father  of  the  duke  of  York),  by  letters 
patent  fo  creating  him,  with  limitation  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body. 
After  which,  he  was  fummoned  as  earl  of  Rutland,  and  fat  accord- 
ingly  in  the  feveral  fubfequent  parliaments  of  Henry  YIII.  during  his 
life. 

From  this  period  the  barony  of  Roos  remained  merged  in  the  earl- 
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dom  of  Rutland,  and  did  fo  continue  until  the  deceaie  of  Edward  the 
third  Manners  earl  of  Rutland,  without  iflue  male,  in  1587,  when  the 
faid  earldom  devolved  on  John,  his  next  brother,  as  his  heir  male,  but 
the  barony  defcended  to  his  only  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth.  And 
this  feparation  of  the  faid  barony  from  the  earldom  was  fo  forefeen  by 
earl  Edward,  that  by  his  will  he  adverted  to  the  event;  and  therefore, 
to  make  a  proviiion  for  the  fupport  of  the  honour,  devifed  all  that  his 
manor  and  eftate  of  Roos,  or  Ros,  in  Torkfliire,  with  other  manors 
and  hereditaments,  to  his  faid  daughter,  Elizabeth,  and  the  heirs  of  her 
body,  with  remainder  to  his  own  right  heirs. 


CECIL   BARON  ROS. 
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The  barony  of  Roos  (or  Ros)  having  thus  fallen  to  the  inheritance 
of  a  female  fole-  heir,  the  faid  Elizabeth  Manners,  upon  the  death  of 
her  father,  Edward  third  earl  of  Rutland  (as  beforementioned),  be- 
came baronefs  Roos,  and  married  Sir  William  Cecil  (commonly  called 
lord  Burleigh),  eldefl:  fon,  and  heir  apparent  to  Thomas  Cecil,  earl  c^ 
Exeter;  and  about  the  year  1591  fhe  died,  leaving  by  the  faid  Sir 
William  (who  furvived  her),  a  fon,  William  Cecil,  who  was  her  only 
child  and  heir ;  and,  as  fuch,  fucceeded  to  the  Roos  barony,  and  was 

*  Camden's     accordingly  called  and  acknowledged^  to  be  lord  Roos,  from  the  death 

James  I.         of  l^is  mother  to  his  own  death. 

But  it  appears  that  Francis,  the  fixth  Manners  earl  of  Rutland,  not 
enduring  the  feparation  of  fo  ancient  a  barony  from  the  family,  and 
encouraged  by  the  fpeculations  of  fome  learned  and  ingenious  men  of 
the  time,  made  an  effort  to  reunite  the  earldom  and  barony,  on  the 
ground  of  the  barony's  being  attra6ted  to  the  earldom,  and  thereby 
fimilarly  defcendable  to  the  heirs  male  only.  Accordingly,  in  1^15, 
he  made  a  claim  to  the  barony  of  Roos,  by  petition  to  James  I.  treat- 
ing the  fame  as  if  It  was  not  Roos,  the  manor  and  eflate  of  which 
denomination  had  been  feparated  from  the  Rutland  earldom  by  the 

third 
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third  earl's  devife ;  bat  Roos  of  Hamlake,  Tru/but,  and  Behoir ;  the 
eilates  of  which  denomination  were  in  his  poiTeifion. 

King  James  granted  the  earl  the  reference  he  prayed ;  and  on  the 
ift  of  February,  1616,  and  the  27th  of  April  following,  the  claim  was 
brought  to  an  hearing  before  the  commidioners  for  the  earl  marfhars 
office.     When  the  refult  of  the  controveriy  was,  a  iblemn  declaration    > 
of  king  James  in  favour  of  CeciKs  right. ' 

It  is  contained  in  letters  patent,  dated  22d  July,  the  1 4th  of  James  L 
which  recite,  that  the  referees  having  heard  the  iereral  allegations,  as 
well  on  the  one  fide  as  the  other,  with  the  anfwers  and  replies  of  their 
learned  counfel,  had  fully  made  relation  to  the  king  of  the  evidence 
on  both  iides;  and  had  informed  his  majefty,  that  in  the  record  of 
the  Seifion  of  parliament,  the  49th  Henry  IlL  Robert  de  Roos  was 
fummoned,  and  did  iit  in  parliament  as  a  baron,  by  the  name  of  lord 
Roos,  without  any  other  addition ;  but  that  in  the  time  of  king  Ed- 
ward I.  there  were  given  to  the  name  the  addition  of  Hamlake,  and 
other  additions,  diftinguifhing  feveral  baronies  of  Roos.  The  letters 
patent  then  conclude :  *^  Wherefore  and  becauie  the  land  and  baronie 
of  Hamlake  is  conveyed  to  the  faid  earl  of  Rutland,  and  the  prin«- 
cipal  and  moft  ancient  feat  of  Roos,  in  Holdernefs,  is  defcended 
unto  the  faid  William  Cecil,  as  heir  general :  We  therefore  knowing, 
that  as  from  the  fovereign  power  of  princes  all  honors  do  flowe,  foe 
alfo  the  admiffion  and  allowance  of  honors  do  reft  in  their  grace 
^'  and  favor,  being  difpofed  in  our  princely  regard  towards  both  the 
'^  faid  parties,  to  reconcile  the  variances  between  them,  upon  mature 
''  coniideration,  do  accept  and  declare  the  faid  William  Cecil  to  be 
*^  lord  Roos ;  and  to  be  reputed,  named,  and  called ;  and  to  have  and 
'^  ufe  the  antient  feat  and  place  of  lord  Roos  in  our  parliaments,  and 
'^  all  other  our  aflemblies ;  and  that  the  faid  Francis  earl  of  Rutland 
'^  ihall  be  accepted,  declared,  and  called  lord  Roos  of  Hamlake ;  and 
'^  his  heir,  according  to  the  laudable  cuftom  of  England,  fhall  enjoye 
^^  the  faid  name,  title,  and  dignity  of  lord  Roos  of  Hamlake,  Trufbut, 
''  and  Belvoir,  in  our  parlidments,  and  other  aiTemblies.** 
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Cecil  lord  Roos  did  not  long  enjoy  the  benefit  of  this  adjudicatory 
declaration  from  the  crown;  for  in  Jun?,  i6i8»  he  died  in  Italy,  with- 
out ifluc,  whereby  his  coufin  Francis,  the  fixth  earl  of  Rutland^  having 
furvivcd  him,  was  his  heir;  and  accordingly  fuccceded  to  the  very 
barony  of  Roos,  for  which  before  he  had  been  an  unfuccefsful  compe- 
titor, and  fo  the  earldom  and  barony  became  again  united. 

But  a  new  feparation  from  the  earldom  loon  took  place.  It  occurred 
thus :  Francis,  the  fixth  Manners  earl  of  Rutland,  who  fo,  at  length, 
as  heir  general,  fucceeded  to  the  Roos  barony,  by  Francis  his  firft  wife, 
had  iffue  an  only  daughter,  named  Catherine ;  and  by  a  fecond  wife, 
Cecily,  had  iffue  two  fons,  who  both  died  S.P.  in  his  lifetime;  where* 
fore,  on  his  own  deceaie,  in  1632,  the  barony  of  Roos  defcended  to 
his  only  iurviving  child,  the  faid  Catherine,  and  the  earldom  of  Rut- 
land devolved  on  his  only  furviving  brother  George  Manners,  the  next 
and  feventh  earl  of  his  name  and  family. 
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This  Catherine,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Frances,  fixth  earl  of 
Rutland,  was  the  widow  of  George  Villiers,  duke  of  Buckingham, 
who  was  afiafiSinated  by  Felton ;  and,  on  the  deceafe  of  her  father,  be- 
came baronefs  Roos  (or  Ros) ;  which  title,  on  her  own  death,  circ.  an; 
1666,  defcended  to 

George  Villiers,  fecond  duke  of  Buckingham,  her  eldefl  fbn 
and  heir;  but  he  neverthelefs  had  a  conipetitor  for  this  ancient  honour; 
in  his  kinfman,  John  Manners,  eldefl  fon  of  John,  the  ninth  Maimers^ 
earl  of  Rutland,  who  claimed  to  be  called,  and  ftyled  himfelf  lord  Roos; 
as  if  Roos  was  his  father's  baronial  title* 

Hence 
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Hence  the  duke  being  anxious  to  prote<ft  his  rights,  and  to  have  the 
iame  guarded  againft  even  the  leaft  appearance  of  participation,  and 
to  pYevent  all  miftakes  on  the  point,  prefented  a  fhort  petition  to  king 
Charles  IL  praying  his  ms^efty  to  refer  the  confideration  and  determi- 
nation to  the  houfe  of  lords.  Which  having  been  granted,  by  an  order 
of  the  king,  dated  loth  December,  1666,  the  faid  houfe,  on  the  i:!th 
of  December,  were  made  acquainted  therewith;  on  which  they  im- 
mediately ordered  cQuniel  on  both  iides  to  be  heard  at  their  bar,  on 
the  51ft  of  January  following,  1666-7. 

The  rcfult  of  which  was,  that  the  carl  of  Rutland's  counfel  having 
defired  time,  an  adjournment  took  place  till  the  giik  of  the  fame 
month ;  when,  after  much  argument  on  both  fides,  it  fhould  feem  as 
if  thofe  concerned  for  the  earl  had  confidered  the  flrength  thereof  very 
much  againfl  him ;  the  journal  of  the  lords  expreffing,  that  the  earlV 
counfel  moved  the  houfe  to  hear  another  argument  for  him  by  ferjeant 
Maynard.  Which  was  granted,  on  the  terms  of  his  being  ready  the 
next  morning. 

But  on  the  fucceeding  day,  February  the  ifl,  the  houfe  was  in- 
formed, that  ferjeant  Maynard  was  fick,  and  could  not  attend.  Upon 
which  notice,  the  houfe  proceeded  to  take  into  confideration  the  matter 
in  difpute  between  the  duke  and  the  earl ;  and,  after  a  long  and  feriou& 
debate,  agreed  to  make  a  reprefentation  to  the  king, 

''  That  upon  the  difference  between  the  duke  of  Buckingham  and 
"  the  earl  of  Rutland,  concerning  the  barony  of  Rofle,  in  purfuance 
of  his*  m^cfly's  reference,  and  a  decifion  of  his  late  majefly  king 
James  being  produced  concerning  the  fame  title,  in  the  cafe  of  the 
'^  lord  Cecil ;  and  the  duke  of  Bucks,  out  of  expredion  of  kindnefs  ta 
^^  the  houfe  of  Rutland,  from  whence  he  is  defcended,  propofing  that 
it  might  be  offered  to  his  majefly's  wifdom,  whether  this  controverfy 
may  not  be  alfb  compofed  in  like  manner;  the  lords  thereupon 
thought  fit  to  offer  this  propofal  to  his  hiajefly." 
Whether  the  recommendation  thus  agreed  upon,  was  aAually  pre- 
fented to  the  king ;  or,  if  it  was,  what  was  his  majefly's  anfwer,  is  not 

at 
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at  prcfent  traced:  but  foon  afterwards,  viz.  the  i8th  Charles  II.  an 
aft,  cntitulcd,  ^'  an  aft  for  the  illcgitimation  of  the  children  of  lady 
'*  Anne  Roos,""  was  paffed ;  and  on  the  examination  of  the  record  of 
this  aft,  it  appears  that  the  earl  of  Rutland's  cldeft  fon  is  called  "  John 
lord  Roos  ;*'  yet  accompanied  with  a  recital,  of  the  duke  of  Bucks 
having  claimed  to  be  lord  Roos,  and  of  his  petition  to  the  king,  and 
of  the  king's  referring  it  to  the  houfe  of  lords;  and  alfo,  with  a  provifo 
at  the  end,  to  prevent  all  prejudice  to  the  duke's  claim,  by  the  faid 
ad  giving  the  appellation  of  "  lord  Roos,"  to  the  carl's  eldeft  fon. 

But  it  ihould  feem,  as  if  the  houfe  of  Manners  did  not  choofe  to  be 

under  any  obligation  to  that  of  Villiers :  and  that  the  earl  of  Rutland, 

and  John,  his  eldeft  fon,  at  length  reiblved,  not  only  to  abandon  all 

claim  to  the  old  Roos  barony,  but  to  wave  being  called  by  a  Roos 

barony  of  a  fecondary  defcription;  at  leaft  there  is  an  appearance  to 

that  efFeft :  for,  fbme  few  years  after  this  vote  of  the  houfe  of  lords, 

viz.  the  31ft  Charles  IL  when  it  was  thought  fit,  for  the  firfl:  time, 

to  fiimmon  the  earl  of  Rutland's  fame  eldeft  fon  as  a  peer  to  parlia- 

♦Dugd.Sum.   ment,  in  his  father's  lifetime,  the  writ*  was  dircfted  to  him  by  the 

Journ.  Dom.    defcription  of  John  Manners,  knight,  not  of  Roos,  or  Roos  of  Ham- 

Proc.!adMay,   j^j^^^  Trufbut,  and  Belvoir,  or  either  of  them,  but  of  Haddon;  and  in 

confcquence  of  the  crown  thus  creating  a  new  barony  for  the  earl's 
eldefl  fon,  he,  on  taking  his  place  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  2d  May, 
1679,  was  confidered  as  youngeft  baron,  and  fb  placed  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  bench  of  barons. 

It  now  remains  to  deduce  the  defcent  and  heirfhip  of  the  Roos  ba- 
rony, from  the  death  of  this  George,  the  fecond  and  laft  Villiers  duke 
of  Buckingham,  to  the  prefent  time. 

The  duke  died  in  1687,  S  .P.  and  his  fifler,  Mary  dutchefs  of  Rich- 
mond, alfo  S.  P.  about  two  years  before ;  Jiis  great  uncle,  George, 
feventh  earl  of  Rutland,  died  in  1641,  S.  P.;  Sir  Oliver  Manners,  the

"*°^*  youngeft 
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youngeil  fon  of  John>  fourth  ead  of  Rutland,  died  iiluelefs  in  1613. 
Wherefore  there  was  a  complete  failure  of  iiTue  from  all  the  fons  of 
the  duke*s  maternal  great  grandfather,  John,  fourth  earl  of  Rutland ; 
fo  that  the  heirihfp  to  the  barony  devolved  upon  the  heirs  of  the  bo- 
dies  of  the  faid  fourth  earVs  daughters,  who  had  left  iiTue ;  as  in  the 
Table  of  Defcent,  on  reference  thereto  by  the  reader,  will  be  more 
clearly  and  particularly  afcertained ;  between  whom  the  faid  barony 
has  for  many  years  remained  in  abeyance. 

But,  anno  1803,  lady  Charlotte  Boyle,  otl^erwife  called  lady  Henry 
Fitz-Gerald,  wife  of  lord  Henry  Fitz-Gerald^  one  of  the  coheirs^  pre- 
fented  a  petition  to  the  king,  praying  his  majefty  to  terminate  the  faid 
abeyance,  by  declaring  and  confirming  the  right  to  the  barony  of  Roos 
in  her  favour ;  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  attorney  general, 
and  on  his  report  to  a  committee  of  privileges  of  the  houfc  of  lords, 
by  whom  the  faid  barony  was  refolved,  7th  May,  1 806,  to  be  in  abey- 
ance between  Sir  Henry  Hunloke,  of  Wingerworth  Hall,  in  com. 
Derb.  baronet ;  George  earl  of  EfTex ;  and  lady  Henry  Fitz-Gerald. 

His  majefly  was,  however,  pleafed  to  terminate  the  abeyance,  and 
thereby  allow  this  ancient  barony  to  her  the  faid  lady  Henry  Fitz- 
Gerald.^

SANDYS    OF  THE  VINE.

Though  none  of  this  family  attained  the  dignity  of  peerage  until 
the  time  of  king  Henry  VIII.  yet  were  they  perfbns  of  the  fuperior 
rank  of  gentry  in  Hampfloire,  long  before.     For  the  6th  of  Richard  II. 

^  Of  the  name  of  Ros,  it  appears  that  Roger  de  Ros^  the  king's  tajlor,  held  one  ploagh  land» 
in  Hallingbury,  co.  Eff,  by  fcrjeanty,  to  render  at  the  ezohequer^  every  year,  a  Jihfcr  needle^  on 
the  morrow  of  St.  Michael.    (Madox*s  Exchequer,  p.  61 1.) 

Sir 
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Sir  John  de  Sandys  was  Iheriff  of  that  county,  and  governor  of  Win* 
chefter  caftle;  fo  likewife  was  Sir  Walter  Sandys,  the  i2th  of 
Henry  IV.  and  i  ft  of  Henry  VI.  but  it  was 

Sir  William  Sandys,  whofe  eminent  fervices,  temp.  Henry  VII. 
and  VIIL  were  the  firft  ftep  to  his  further  advancement  in  wealth 
and  honour ;  and  recommended  him  fo  to  king  Henry  VIIL  that, 
anno,  the  15th  of  his  reign,  he  was  raifed  to  the  degree  of  a  baron  of 
the  realm,  by  the  title  of  lord  Sands  (having  been  before  made  a 
knight  of  the  garter) ;  but  there  is  not  upon  record  any  patent  of  his 
creation.     And  his  firft  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament  bears  date  the 
aift  of  Henry  VIII.  in  which  year  he  was  one  of  thoie  peers  who 
iubfcribed  the  articles  which  were  then  exhibited  to  the  king  agsunft 
cardinal  Wolfey ;  and  the  next  year  was  alfo  one  who  figned  that  de- 
claration fent  to  the  pope,  intimating  the  danger  of  lofing  his  fupre- 
macy,  in  cafe  he  did  not  comply  with  the  king  in  that  buiinefs  of  his 
divorce  from  queen  Catherine.     After  when,  the  28th,  31ft,  and  33d 
of  Heniy  VIIL  hehad  a\Co  fummons  to  parliamant,  and  died  in  1542 
(34th  Henry  VIIL)  leaving,  by  Margery  his  wife,  only  daughter  of 
John  Bray  (brother  and  heir  to  Reginald  Bray),  Thomas,  his  fon  and 
heir,  and  four  daughters ;  whofe  names  are  not  mentioned  by  Dug- 
dale.     Which 

"Thomas  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  35th  of  Henry  VIII.  ** 
to  the  6th  of  Philip  and  Mary.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
George  Maners,  lord  Aoos,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  two  fbns ;  Henry, 
and.  Sir  Walter  Sandys,  knight.  Which  Henry  died  in  his  father's 
lifetime,  but  left  iffue  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  fiftcr  to  Edward  lord 
Windibr,  two  fons,  William  and  Thomas ;  and  a  daughter,  Margery, 
who  married  Henry  Carey,  of  Hamwortliy,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet. 
Of  which  ions, 

William  fucceeded  his  grandfather;  and  in  the  15th  of  Elizabeth, 

■  Dagdalc  wrilcs,  he  had  livery  of  his  lands  the  33d  of  Henry  VIII.  Which,  if  the  Barona- 
gian  be  correa.  in  faying  his  father  did  not  die  till  the  34th  of  Henry  VIII.  feems  fomcwhat 
extraord^rary ;  for  then  he  had  livery  of  his  lands  before  his  father's  deceafe.. 

was 
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was  one  of  the  peers  upon  the  trial  of  Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk.  And, 
the  29th  of  Elizabeth,  was  alfo  one  of  the  peers  which  fat  at  Fo- 
theringhay,  on  the  trial  of  the  unfortunate  Mary  queen  of  Scots :  but, 
the  43d  of  Elizabeth,  he  was  one  of  thofe  lords  who  appeared  with 
Robert  earl  of  Eflex,  in  his  infurreftion,  for  which  he  fufFered  impri- 
ibnment. 

This  William  was  twice  married ;  firft,  to  Chriftian,  daughter  of 

-  Anflow,  efijuire,  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  William ;  and, 

fecondly,  to  Catherine,  called  "  the  fair  JBridges**  (daughter  of  Es- 
mond Bridges,  lord  Chandos),  celebrated  by  Gafcoignc  the  poet,*  by  *  Vid.  Brydg/ 
whom  he  had  an  only  daughter,  named  Elizabeth,  who  married  Sir  Pcers,  temp. 
Edward  Sandys,  knight,  fon  of  Miles  Sandys,  of  Latimcrs,  in  com. 
Bucks,  Efquire  -J  and  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
14th  of  Elizabeth,  to  the  21ft  of  James  I.  incluiive,  died  that  year, 
and  was  fucceeded  by 

William,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  married  Alatheia,  eldeft  daughter 
and  coheir  of  John  Panton,  of  Brinnefkid,  in  com.  Denb.;  and  died 
the  5th  of  Charles  I.   1629,  without  iflue,  whereupon 

Col.  Henry  Sandys,  fon  of  the  before-named  Edwin,  and  Eliza* 
beth  his  fifter,  became  his  heir.  But  though  the  honour  was  a  barony 
in  fee,  he  had  not  fummons  to  parliament,  by  reafon  of  the  civil  war, 
and  his  adherence  to  the  king's  party.  He  was  an  aftive  Joyalift ;  and 
being  mortally  woundc;4  in  the  fight  at  Bramdene,  near  Alresford,  in 
Hants,  59th  March,  1644,  died  the  6th  of  April  eniiiing,  leaving

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Henry^  became  his  heir ;  who  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament^

Edwtn^  who  does  not  appear  to  have  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
and  is  faid  to  have  died  ifluelefs  about  1700,  and  to  have  been  buried 
in  the  vault  of  his  anceftors,  in  the  Holy  Ghoft  chapel  at  Bafingftoke; 
leaving  his  fix  fiflers  (or  their  reprefentatives),  his  coheirs.  Who  were, 
viz.  Heftcr,  wife  of  Humphrey,  fon  of  Sir  William  Noy,  attorney- 
general  to  king  Charles  I. ;  Alethea,  of  Francis  Gofton,  of  Alderidge, 
in  com.  South  ton.  efquire ;  Mary,  of  Dr.  Henry  Savage,  principal  of 
Baliol  college,  Oxford ;  Jane,  of  John  Harris,  of  Old  Woodftock,  com. 
Ozon,  efquire ;  Margaret,  of  Sir  John  Mill,  of  Tachbury,  in  Hamp- 
ihire,  baronet  ;*  and  Margery,  of  Sir  Eldmund  Fortefcue,  of  Fallowpit, 
in  com.  Devon,  baronet.^ 

times,  to  Chaloner  CbutCj  efquire^  a  lawjer;  who,  in  1656,  was  M.F.  for  the  ooantj  of  Mid* 
dlefex.    Caindea  remarks,  that  the  Fine  took  its  name  from  the  vines  there;  which  have  beeo 
.  in  Britain  ever  fince  Probus  the  emperor's  time,  rather  for  ihade  than  fruit.

William  de  Say;*  who,  by  Beatrix  his  wife,  fifter  to  Geffery  de 
Mandevil,  earl  of  ECex,  had  ifllie  two  fbns,  William  and  Geffery ; 
which  William  dying  in  his  father's  lifetime,  left  two  daughters,  his 
jjieirs;  viz.  Beatrix,  who  married  Fitz-Piers,"^  from  whom  defcended 
thofe  of  that  line,  who  afterwards  aflumed  the  fumame  of  Mandevil, 
aud  became  earls  of  EiTex;*  and  Maud,  who  married  William  de  «yid.  Eflex. 
Bocland. 

Geffery  de  Say,  fecond  fon,  having  married  Lettice,  fifter,  and 
at  length  heir  to  Walkeline  Maminot,  died  the  i6th  of  John;  for  then 
it  ieems,  that  Geffery,  his  fon,  gave  400  marks  to  the  king,  for  livery 
of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance,  both  by  his  father  and  his  mother. 
Which 

Geffery  married  Alice,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  John 
de  Cheney ;  and  confirmed  to  the  canons  of  Rudham,  in  Norfolk,

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all  thofc  grants  which  William  dc  Cajmeto  (i.  c.  Cheney),  and 
John  dc  Chcyncy,  nephew  of  the  faid  William,  had  made  unto 
them. 

The  17th  of  king  John,  being  one  of  the  barons  then  in  arms 
againft  that  prince,  his  lands  in  the  counties  of  Kent,  Bedf.  Bucks, 
Northamp.  Camb.  Eflex,  Herts,  Norf.  Suff.  and  Line,  were  given  to 
Peter  de  Crohun.  However,  after  the  death  of  king  John,  he  returned 
to  his  allegiance,  and  was  received  into  favour;  and  in  the  8th  of 
Henry  III.  on  levying  the  fcutage  of  Montgomery  anfwered  for 
twenty-feven  knights  fees  of  the  fees  of  Maminot,  and  for  fifteen  more 
of  the  fees  of  Ingelram  Patric.  After  when,  he  died  in  Gafcoigne,  the 
14th  Henry  III.  whereupon 

.  William  de  Sat,  his  ion  and  heir,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery 
of  all  the  lands  whereof  he  died  feifed.  The  44th  of.  Henry  III.  this 
William  was  conflituted  governor  of  Rochefter  caftle ;  but  in  the  48th 
of  Heniy  III.  being  then  on  the  king*s  part  at  the  battle  of  Lewes,  he 
fled ;  and  in  the  56th  of  the  fame  reign  deceafed,  leaving  Mary*  his 
wife  furviving,  and  William,  his  fon  and  heir.     Which 

William,  the  %zd  of  Exlward  I.  was  one  of  thofe  barons  who  were 
then  fummoned  to  advife  with  the  king  upon  the  weighty  affairs  of 
the  realm ;  but  the  next  year  enfuing,  viz.  the  43d  of  ExlWard  L  he 
deceafed,  leaving 

Gbfferv,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  only  fourteen  years  old;  the  ward- 
fhip  of  whom  was  given  to  William  dc  Leyburne  fhortly  after,  to  the 
intent  that  he  might  marry  Idonea,  his.daughter ;  as  he  thereafter  did 
accordingly  perform. 

The  34th  of  EUlward  I.  being  then  at  age,  and  doing  his  homage,

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he  had  livery  of  his  lands,  and  was  in  the  expedition  then  made  into 

Scotland ;  and  the  ;^th  of  Edward  IL  had  fummons  to  parliament 

amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm  ;  fo,  alio,  the  8th,  9th,  nth,  12th, 

13th*  and  14th  of  Edward  IL  but  in  the  year  next  enfuing  he  died; 

leaving  Geffery,  his  Ton  and  heir,  feventeen  years  old,  and  Idonea  his 

wife,  then  furviving.     Which 

Gbffert,  the  19th  of  Edward  IL  making  proof  of  his  age,  had 

livery  of  his  lands.     After  when,  the  8th  of  Edward  III.  he  obtained 

the  king's  charter  for  free  warren  in  all  his  demefne  lands,  in  his  lord- 
ihips  of  Greenwich,  Depfourd,  Codham,  and  Berlyng,  in  com.  Cantii, 

with  view  of  frankpledge,  and  other  privileges.  Moreover,  the  loth  of 
Edward  III.  he  was  conftituted  admiral  of  the  king's  ileet,  from  the 
Thames  weft  ward;  and  was  employed  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Flan- 
ders, where  he  performed  many  good  fervices ;  but  in  the  33d  of  Ed- 
ward III.  he  departed  this  life,  having  lived  with  honour,  and  been 
fummoned  to  parliament  the  ift,  i6th,  2isd,  23d,  26th,  and  27th  of 
Edward  III. 

By  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  of  Guy  de  Beauchamp,  earl  of 
Warwick,  he  left  iflue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  three 
daughters;  viz.  Idonea,  wife  of  Sir  John  Clinton,  of  Maxtock,  in 
com.  Warw.  knight ;  Elizabeth,  of  Thomas  de  Aldone  ;  and  Joane, 
firft,  of  William  Fienes ;  and,  fecondly,  of  Stephen  de  Valoines.  But 
of  this 

William,  no  further  notice  is  made,  than  that  he  left  iflue,  John, 
his  fon  and  heir ;  who  died  in  his  minority,  and  in  ward  to  the  king, 
the  6th  of  Richard  II.  leaving  Elizabeth,  his  fifter  and  heir,  at  that 
time  (ixteen  years  of  age.

^Inoelram  de  Fien£8,  the  firit  of  this  ancient  family  of  whom 
mention  is  made,  married  Sibyl  dc  Tyngiril,  daughter  and  heir  to 
Faramus  de  Boloin,  fon  of  William,  fon  of  Geffery,  fon  of  Euftace, 
fometime  earl  of  Boloin.  Which  Faramus  being  nephew  to  Maud, 
wife  of  king  Stephen,  ruled  that  king^s  boufehold ;  and  Was  ilain  at 
the  iiege  of  Aeon,  in  the  Holy  Land,  anno  1 190. 

To  this  Tngelram  fucceeded 

William,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  ad  of  Henry  III.  paid  a  finb 
to  the  king  of  200  marks,  for  livery  of  the  manor  of  Wendover,  ift 
com.  Bocks,  and  died  the  25th  of  Henry  IIL  for  then  his  totk  and 
heir  (by  Agnes  de  Dampmartin  his  wife),  called 

iNaELRAM,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  his  relief,  with  all  debts  due 
from  William  his  father,  to  th6  crown,  being  pardoned,  by  reafon  of 
his  fpecial  fervices.  The  gtd  of  Henry  IIL  he  had  the  honour  of 
knighthood  conferred  upon  him  by  bathing ;  and  the  next  year  doing 
his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands  in  Northamptonihirc.  He  died, 
anno  1269,  leaving  by  Maud  his  wife,  iiftef  of  Bartholomew  Hamp- 
den, of  Hampden,  in  com.  Bucks, 

William,  his  ion  and  heir,  mrho,  the  aift  of  Edward  I.  poiTeiied 
the  honour  of  Chokes,  in  com.  Northt.  and  the  next  year  had  fiim- 
mons  to  attend  the  kiiig  at  Portimotith,  with  horfe  and  arms,  for  the 
war  in  Gafcoigne.  After  which,  ere  long,  viz.  the  30th  of  Eld- 
ward  I.  he  died,  being  then  ieifed  of  the  manor  of  Clopham,  in  com.

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Surrey;  Wendovcr,  in  Bucks ;  and  Mcrtock,  in  com.  Somerfet.  His 
wife  was  Blanch  dc  Bricnne^  by  whom  he  left  his  fon  and  fucccflbr, 

John,  then  twenty-four  years;  who,  although  not  born  in  Eng- 
land, yet,  by  reafon  his  father  had  done  his  homage  to  the  king,  and 
died  a  loyal  fubjeA,  his  homage  was  alfb  accepted,  and  he  had  livery 
of  lands. 

But  here  Sir  William  Dugdale  breaks  off  from  the  regular  defcent 
of  this  family,  and  contents  himfelf  with  faying,  that  cotemporary  with 
this  John  was  Robert  dc  Fienes,  who,  the  loth  of  Eld  ward  11.  had 
livery  of  the  manor  of  Wendover ;  but  being  afterwards  attainted, 
loft  all.B

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Margery,  heir  to  Simon  Peplcfliam,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  two  fons, 
Roger  and  James;  whereof  Roger,  the  cldeft,  left  a  fon,  Richard,  who, 
marrying  Joane,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  lord  Dacre,  was  declared 
lord  Dacre,  the  37th  Henry  VL*  and  *Vid.Dacrc. 

Jam£S,  the  fecond  fon,  who,  the  25th  of  Henry  VI.  by  reafon  of 
his  defcent  from  the  beforenamcd  Joane  de  Say,  was  by  fpecial  writ, 
dated  3d  March,  1446,  fummoned  to  parliament;  and  three  days  after, 
by  afTent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  in  open  parliament,  ad- 
vanced to  the  degree  and  dignity  of  a  baron  of  this  realm,  by  the  title 
of  lord  Say  and  Sele,  and  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  ;f  and  for  the  t  Dug.  Bar. 
further  corroboration  of  that  title  and  honour,  on  November  ift  next  ^"^"P'^^' 
following,  had  a  full  confirmation  and  quit-claimef  thereof  from  John 
lord  Clinton,  as  alio  of  the  arms  of  Say ;  which,  by  caufe  of  his  defcent 
from'  the  beforenamcd  Idonea,  eldeft  of  the  (ifters  and  coheirs  of  WiU 
liam  de  Say,  did  or  might  belong  unto  him. 

After  which,  viz.  February  24th,  he  obtained  a  grant  of  the  office 
of  Conftable  of  Dover,  and  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  to  himfelf 
and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body ;  and  on  the  30th  of  OAober,  ^8th 
Henry  VI.  was  conftituted  lord  treafurer  of  England.  But  this  high 
employment  was  of  no  long  duration ;  for  though  he  had  been  raifed 
gradually  to  fo  high  a  pitch  of  honour,  his  fall  was  fudden  and  moft 
unhappy.  For  about  the  oftaves  of  the  Eafter  following,  the  parlia- 
ment being  adjourned  to  St,  Edmund's  Bury,  the  commons  accufed 
him,  the  duke  of  Suffolk,  and  fbme  others,  of  treafon;  whereupon  the 
king,  to  appeafe  them,  baniihed  the  duke,  and  fcqueftercd  the  lord. 
Say  and  Sele  from  his  office  of  treafurer:  but  this  availed  but  little; 
for  on  the  infiirredlioh  of  the  Kentiih  men  under  Jack  Cade,  though 
the  king  had  committed  him  to  the  Tower  of  London,  yet  the  infur- 
gents  entering  that  city,  fetched  him  thence  to  Gmildhall,  and  there 
arraigned  him  before  the  lord  mayor,  and  other  the  king's  juftices, 
notwithftanding  his  requeft  to  be  tried  by  his  peers ;  whence  hurrying 
him  to  the  ftandard  in  Cheapiide,  they  cut  off  his  head,  and  carried 
it  on  a  pole,  cauiing  his  naked  body  to  be  drawn  at  an  horfe's  tail 

into 
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into  Southwark^  unto  St.  Thomas  of  Watering  and  there  hanged  and 
qua^t^red. 

This  certainly  (heweth  the  fearful  tffeA  of  the  people's  rage ;  and  is 
fit  to  be  a  warning  to  all  thofe  on  whom  the  mifcarriages  in  govern* 
ment  may  poffibly  be  charged^  and  on  whom  the  fury  of  the  multi* 
tude  may  thus  barbarouily  falL  Till  this  unhappy  period  be  had  been 
coniidered  a  good  ikttefman  and  a  fbldier ;  and  had  ferved  Henry  V. 
in  bis  Gallic  wars  with  fiifficient  glory  and  reputation,  and  had  even 
been  much  refpeded  by  the  populace. 

On  this  bis  untimely  deaths  July  4th^  I45T»  he  wa3  fucceedod  by 

William^  his  fcMi  by  Emmelino  his  wife^  daughter  of ^  -  Cromer^ 

about  that  time  twenty-four  years  old*     Which 

WiLLiAM>  by  fpecial  writ,  the  29th  of  Henry  VI.  was  then  fum* 
moned  to  parliament.  Before  the  end  of  which  year,  he  fold  to  Hum^ 
phrey  duke  of  Buckingham^  and  to  his  heirs  male,  the  patent  of 
conilable  of  Dover  caiUe,  and;  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  which  had 
been  before  granted  to  James,  his  fathen 

The  I  oth  of  Edward  1 Y.  he  was  ope  of  tiliofe  lords  that  fled  with 
the  king  intp  Flanders  (00  the  then  prevailing  power  of  the  Lancaf- 
trians) ;  and  attending  him  on  his  return  to  England,  was  ISoon  after 
(Iain  in  the  battle  of  Barnet,  anno  1471.

The  faft  is,  that  Henry  Fines,  fon  of  this  William,  died  in  1476, 
without  having  received  fummons  to  parliament,  in  confequence  of 
the  lofs  of  property,  as  did  his  fon,  Richard,  in  i486;  though  they 
both  were  called  lord  Say.  But  Edward,  foti  and  heir  of  Richard,  did 
not  even  ufe  the  title ;  becauie  his  mother  held  the  capital  feat,  and 
the  greateft  part  of  the  eftate :  but  his  fon  and  heir,  Richard,  was 
father  of  another  Richard.     Which 

Richard  Fcenes  obtained  from  king  James  I.  certain  letters  pa- 
tent, dated  at  Hampton  Court,  9th  Auguft,  ift  James  I.  whereby  the 
faid  title  of  Say  and  Sele  was  fully  reco^ized  and  confirmed  to  him, 
and  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body.""     After  which. 

Sir  William  Fenys  (Fienes),  his  fon  and  heir,  by  other  letters 
patent,  dated  7th  July,  2  2d  James  I.  was  created  vifcount  Say  and 

Sele. 

This  William  became  famous  for  his  oppofition  to  the  court  during 
this  reign,  and  for  his  a^vity  in  the  rebellion  of  the  next.  He  foems 
to  have  been  far  from  a  virtuous  or  amiable  man.  He  was  poor, 
proud,  and  difcontented.  Arthur  Wilfon*  obferves,  "  Say  and  Sele  *  wilfim's 
'^  was  a  ferioufly  fubtle  peece,  and  always  averfe  to  the  court  wayes ;  Jamei  L 
^'  fomethlng  out  of  pertinatioufnefle.  Tet  it  appeared  afterwards, 
*'  when  the  harlhneiTe  of  the  humour  was  a  little  allayed  by  the  fweet 
^^  refreAxments  of  court  favours,  that  thofo  fteme  comportments,  fop* 
'^  pofed  naturall,  might  be  mitigated;  and  that  indomitable  (pirits,  by 
'*  gentle  ufage,  may  be  tamed  and  brought  to  obedience.** 

Lord  Clarendon  (ays,  the  lord  vifcount  Say  was  a  man  of  a  clofo 
and  referved  nature,  of  a  mean  and  narrow  fortune,  of  great  parts,  and 
of  the  higheft  ambition ;  who  had  for  many  years  been  the  oracle  of 

k  So  (ay  Dogdale,  CoUins,  &:c«  Bnt  by  t}ke  cafe  of  Tbomai  Twiiletoo,  efqaire,  belbre  the 
hooiib  of  lords,  aano  178I,  U  appears  that  the  recognition  of  the  baiooy  was  to  this  Richard

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thofc  who  called  thcmfelves  Puritans,  in  the  word  fcnfe;  and  fteered 
all  their  counfels  and  dcfigns.  In  a  word,  he  had  great  authority  with 
all  the  difcontcnted  party  throughout  the  kingdom,  and  a  good  repu- 
tation with  many  who  were  not  contented  ;  who  believed  him  to  be 
a  wife  man,  and  of  a  very  ufeful  temper  in  an  age  of  licence,  and  one 
who  would  ftill  adhere  to  the  law.* 

He  lived  to  fee  the  reftoration,  and  to  be  made  lord  privy  fcal ;  and 
died  at  Broughton  Caftle,  14th  April,  1662.  By  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
daughter  of  John  Temple,  of  Stow,  in  com.  Bucks,  cfquirc,  he  had 
iflue  four  fons ;  viz.  James,  Nathaniel,*  John,*^  arid  Richard ;  alfo  five 
daughters ;  viz.  Bridget,  wife  of  Thcophilus  earl  of  Lincoln  ;  Eliza- 
beth, of  Richard  Norton,  of  Southwick,  cfquire ;  Conftancc,  of  Sir

*  Olirer  Cromwell,  in  order  to  try  how  far  the  people  would  like  to  hivb  the  government 
centre  in  a  monarchy,  had  it  propofed  to  the  commoos,  that  an  houfe,  to  be  called  the  "  other 
boufe/*  ibould  form  one  of  the  branches  of  the  flate;  and  that  it  fliould  confifl  of  at  mod  but 
feventjr  members,  and  thofe  to  be.  nominated  by  the  protedor.  Of  thefe  members,  among  others 
who  were  nominated,  were 

Nathaniel  Fienes  (fecond  fon  of  the  lord  Say  and  Sele),  one  of  the  commilfibtiers  i>f  the  great 
feal. '  He  was  a  man  of  great  po^er  of  language ;  and,  next  Mr.  Hampden,  was  regarded  as 
poflTeffing  the  confidence  of  the  people.  In  l642,  the  parliament  had  given  him  a  commiifion 
of  colonel  in  their  army,  and  appointed  him  to  the  government  of  the  important  city  of  Briilol; 
which  he  furrendered  to  the  royal  arms  after  fuftaining  a  fingle  day's  fiege.  On  which  the  ge* 
peral  opinion  bearing  bard  againft  him,  he  requeued  and  obtained  a  court  martial,  which  con- 
demned him  to  lofe  his  head  :  but  his  friends  (who  were  numerous  and  powerful),  with  diffi- 
culty obtained  his  pardon.  Whereupon  he  for  a  (hort  time  withdrew  from  the  kingdom )  yet 
again  returned,  and  regained  the  confidence  of  both  parliament  and  army;  and  was  tnucb 
traded,  and  highly  valued,  as  well  by  Oliver,  as  by  his  fon,  Richard  Cromwell,  the  next  protec- 
tor ;  on  whofc  abdication,  he  was  chofen  one  of  the  council  of  date,  and  was  in  the  convention 
parliament  that  reftored  king  Charles  II.  Soon  aAer  which  he  retired  to  the  country,  and  died 
at  Newton-Toney,  near  Salifbury,  l6th  December,  1669^  much  negfeded,  afid  in  great 
obfcurity.f 

.  ^  This  John  was  the  next  brother  to  Nathaniel  beforementioned ;  and  fat  in  the  long  par- 
liament for  Morpeth,  in  Northumberland.  He  was  alfo  nominated  one  of  the  members  of 
Oliver's  "  other  houfej"  being,  as  Morgan  obferves,  "  Such  a  one  as  they  call  a  fe^aiy,  but  no 
''  great  ftickler;  therefore  not  being  redeenoed  from  the  fear  or  favour  of  man,  is,  as  it  is

Dqrf.  knight ;  and 
Anne,  of  Sir  Charles .  Wolfelcy,  of  Wolfcley,  baronet*^  To  whom 
fuccecded 

James,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  who  marned  Frances,  one  of  the 
daughters  and  coheirs  of  Edward  Cecil,  vifcount  Wimbledon ;  and 
died  1 6th  March,  1673,  having  had  ifliie  three  ions;  viz.  James  and 
William,  who  died  in  their  infancy ;  and  another  William,  who  died 
in  France,  under  age ;  as  alfo  two  daughters ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  married 
to  Sir  John  Twifleton,  of  Barley,  in  com.  Ebor.  knight;  and  Frances, 
to  Andrew  Ellis,  of  the  county  of  Flint,  efquire. 

Dying  thus  without  ifTue  male,  the  title  of  vifcount  Say  and  Scle 
devolved  upon  his  nephevy 

William  (only  furviving  fon  of  Nathaniel,  fecond  fon  of  William 
the  firft  vifcount),  who  married,  firft,  Maiy,  one  of  the  daughters  of 
his  uncle,  Richard  Fienes,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  fon,  Nathaniel ; 
and,  fecondly,  Anne,  daughter  of  John  (or  Richard),  Walker,  of  Ban- 
bury, but  by  her  had  no  ifTue;  and  dying  in  1696,  he  was  fucceeded 
by  Nathaniel,  his  fon,  before  fpecified.     Which 

NATHANtEL,  the  fourth  vifcount,  dying  unmarried  in  17 10,  the 
title  next  defcendcd  to  Lawrence,  eldefl  furviving  fon  of  John  Fienes, 
third  fon  of  William,  the  firft  vifcount.     Which 

Lawrence  alfo  dying  unmarried,  in  174:?,  was  fucceeded  by  hi^ 
coufln,  Richard,  only  fon  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Fienes,  by  Penelope  his 
wife,  daughter  of  George  Chamberlain,  of  Wordington,  in  com.  Oxon. 
Which  Richard  was  only  fon  and  heir  of  Richard,  fourth  and  youngeft- 
fon  of  the  aforefaid  William,  the  firft  vifcount.     Which 

'  He  was  alfo  one  of  the  members  of  Oliver's  ''  other  houfe."    Which  fhews  the  (Irength  of 
connedion  of  the  Fienes  familjr  at  this  aera,     Morgan*  fays,  "  He  was  a  gentleman  who  came    *  Morgan  i 
*'  fometbing  late  into  play,  being  converted  from  a  cavalier,  in  a  good  hour.    A  man  of  con-    CromweH'f 
'*  ftancy  and  certainty  like  the  wind ;  who,  though  he  had  done  nothing  fof  the  caufe  whereby     other  Houfe. 
*'  to  merit,  yet  his  worth  was  coniidered  fucb,  as  to  fit  him  for  a  lord  of  the  other  hoafe,  there 
^'  to  have  a  negative  voiie  pyer  thofQ  j^ho  h^d  done  mofi,  and  merited  highefi.*' 
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RiCHARD^fixth  vifcount  Say  and  Selei  married  ChriftabcUa^  daugh^ 
tcr  of  Sir  John  Tyrrel,  baronet,  and  relift  of  John  Pigot,  of  Doddcr- 
fliil,  in  com.  Bucks,  cfquire;  and  died  in  1781,  without  iffue,  whereby 
the  vlfcounty  became  extin<ft,  * 

But  the  barony  of  Say  and  Sele  has  fince  been  recognized  in  the 
family  of  Twilleton  ;*  defcended  from  Elizabeth,  eldeft  of  the  two 
daughters  and  coheirs  of  James,  the  fecond  vifcount;  which  Eliza- 
beth, by  Sir  John  Twifleton  her  hulband,  who  died  in  1682,  left 
iffue  an  only  daughter,  Cecil,  who  died  in  1723,  having  mar- 
ried George  Twifleton,  of  Woodhall,  in  Yorklhirc;  by  whom  fhe 
had  Fienes  Twifleton,  father  of  John,  whofe  fon,  Thomas,  was 
lummoned  to  parliament  as  baron  Say  and  Sele,  by  writ,  the  29th 
of  June,  1 78 1.

Of  this  name  and  family  (anciently  written  Eschalers  and  Sca* 
LEjSJ^^rthe  firft  mentioned  by  Dugdale  is 

HuoH^'who,  in  the  time  of  king  Stephen,  held  Berkbamfted^  in 
comrEl!ex,f  as  a  member  of  his  barony,  and  gave  to  the  monks  of 
Lewes,  in  com.  SuflT.  the  churches  of  Wadone,  Withiall,  Ruthenalle, 
and  Berchamftede ;  the  impreflion  of  his  feal  to  which  grant,  was  the 
figure  of  an  armed  man,  (landing  on  his  left  foot,  and  putting  his  right 
on  the  ftep  of  a  ladder,  with  his  hands  on  the  fame  as  if  he  were

This  Hugh  had  two  fons,  Henry  and  Geijery;  and  was  fucceeded 
by 

Henht^/  who,  the  1 3th  of  Henry  II.  upon  the  afleflment  of  sud 
for    inacrytng  the   king's  daughter,    certified    that  he  had  fifteen 

knights 
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knights  fces^  all  which  his  father  held  of  king  Henry  I.     His  fucceflbr 

/  HuGHy  his  fon  and  heir;  \vho  ratified  the  grants  made  to  the 
mohks^ Lewes,  by  Henry  his  father,  and  Hugh  his  grandfather;  and 
lefcjfe^-focceed  him 

CHenrt^,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  going  to  Jerufalem,  either  died  there 
or  on  his  journey ;  for,  the  5th  of  Henry  III.  Geffery,  his  brother, 
doingjnsjiomage,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  Which 
'^EFFERj^^the  8th  of  Henry  III.  (being  called  Geffery,  the  fon  of 
HugKy,  upon  the  collection  of  the  fcutage  of  Montgomery,  paid  thirty 
marks  for  thofe  fifteen  knights  fees  he  then  held;  and  the  51ft  of 
Henry  III.  died;  Alianor  his  widow  furviving,  who  had  the  wardihip 
of  his  heir ;  whofe  name  is  not,  however,  mentioned. 

Having  thus  terminated  this  line,  the  next  of  which  notice  is  made 
is  Stephen  de  Scalers,  nephew  to  the  firfl  Hugh.     Which 

Stephen,  the  listh  of  Henry  II.  upon  the  aflefTment  of  aid  for 
marrying  the  king's  daughter,  certified  that  he  held  fifteen  knights 
fees;  whereof  five  were  in  his  own  demefne.  To  whom  fiic- 
ceeded 

Willi Ak  de  Scalers,  who  died,  as  it  feems,  the  9th  of  John; 
for  in  that  year,  in  confideration  of  jf.iob  fine, 

Richard,  his  fon,  obtained  livery  of  his  lands;  and  the  8th  of 
Henry  III.  on  coUedion  of  the  fcutage  of  Montgomery,  was  acquitted 
for  his  fifteen  knights  fees  (having  been  in  that  fervice),  but  died  the 
15th  of  Henry  III.  Whereupon  Baldwin  Frevil,  for  200  marks,  ob- 
tained  the  wardihip  of  his  daughter  and  heir,  Lucia,  whom  he  after- 
wards niarried. 

Of  this  family,  alfb,  was  John  de  Scalers,  IherifF  of  the  counties  of 
Cambridge  and  Huntingdon,  the  33d,  44th,  and  part  of  the  49th  and 

51ft  of  Henry  III.     But  the  principal  remaining  branch  in  the  male 
defcent  was 

Robert 
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■Robert  de  Scalers,  who,  the  42d  of  Henry  III.  with  Alice  his 
mother,"  paid  feventeen  marks  of  gold  to  the  king,  for  livery  of  the 
manors  of  Neufeles  and  Ruwehall.  He  was  in  ieveral  expeditions  into 
France,  and  died  about  the  50th  of  Henry  III,  leaving  iflue,  by  Muriel 
his  wife,  a  fon,  William,  who  became  a  canon  at  Blackburgh,  in  com. 
Norf.  and 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  being  in 
that  expedition  then  made  into  Wales,  had  fcutage  of  all  his  tenants 
who  held  their  lands  by  military  fervice.  After  when,  he  was  in  fevcral 
military  expeditions  into  France  and  Scotland ;  and  having  had  ium- 
mons  to  parliament,  from  the  :$7th  to  the  53d  of  Exiward  I.  inclufive, 
died  the  fame  year,  leaving^ 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  doing  his  homoge  ibon  after,  had 
livery  of  his  lands;  and  the  34th  of  Edward  L  was  created  a  knight 
of  the  bath  with  prince  Edward  (and  divers  others),  whom  hp  at- 
tended in  the  expedition  then  made  into  Scotland.  And  the  ill  of 
Edward  II.  by  writ,  dated  at  Dover,  January  VIII.  bad  iummons  to 
attend  at  the  coronation  to  be  fblemnized  after  the  Fcaft  of  St,  Valen- 
tine; and  haying  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  34th  of  Ed- 
ward L  to  the  15th  of  Edward  II.  died  the  i8th  of  the  fame  reign^ 
leaving  Robert,    his   fon   and   heir,    then    in  minority ;    for   whoie

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wardfliip,   Egelina   his   mother  (daughter  of   Hugh,   and   fifter  to 

Hugh  Courtney,  earl  of  Devon),  paid  ^oo  marks  fine  to  the  king. 
Which 

RoB£RT,  the  7th  of  Edward  III.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
lands,  and  ferved  in  feveral  military  expeditions  during  that  reign,  as 
well  in  France  as  in  Scotland ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  1 6th  to  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  incluiive,  in  which  year  he  died; 
leaving  by  Catherine  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert,  and  iifter  and  coheir 
to  William  de  UfFord,  earl  of  Suffolk, 

Roger,  his  heir  and  fucceffor,  twenty-two  years  of  age;  who,  the 
4th  of  Richard  11.  upon  that  infurre<ftion  under  Jack  Straw,  was  one 
of  thofe  eminent  peribns  whom  the  rebels  feized  and  compelled  to 
march  along  with  them.*  The  5th  of  Richard  IL  he  was,  by  inqui- 
fition,  found  one  of  the  coheirs  to  William  de  UfFord,  earl  of  Suffolk ; 
and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  49th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  to  the  9th  of  Richard  II.  inclufive,  died  the  next  year; 
leaving  Joane  his  wife  (daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  de  North* 
woode,Pf  furviving,  and 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  fourteen  years  of  age ;  who,  in  the  ift 
of  Henry  IV.  was  one  of  the  lords  in  parlian>ent  that  voted  for  the  (afc 
cuftody  of  the  late  king  Richard  IL  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  William,  and  fifter  to  Thomas  lord  Bardolf  (who  fiirvived  him),  by , 
whom  he  had  iffue,  Robert  and  Thomas ;  and  having  had  fiimmons 
to  parliament,  from  the  20th  of  Richard  II.  to  the  i?d  of  Henry  IV. 
died  foon  after,  viz.  the  4th  of  Henry  IV.  leaving 

Robert,  his  eldeft  fon,  then  only  fix  years  of  age,  and  in  ward  to 
Ralph  earl  of  Weftmoreland ;  but  he  died  unmarried,'^  the  7th  of 
Henry  V.  whereby  his  brother

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Thomas^  became  his  heir;  who,  the  8th  of  Henry  V.  making  proof 
of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  hib  lands ;  and  the  9th 
of  Henry  V.  was  retained,  by  indenture,  to  ferve  the  king  in  the  wars 
of  France.  In  which  wars  he  behaved  gallantly,  and  fignalized  him- 
felf  by  fundry  martial  exploits.  The  izoth  of  Henry  VI.  he  was  ienef- 
chal  of  Normandy,  as  appears  from  his  feal,  with  fix  efcallops ;  his 
creft  a  plume  of  oftrich's  feathers,  iifuing  out  of  a  ducal  coronet,  cir- 
cumfcribed,  "  S.  Thomae  dni.  iScalis  et  de  Neucellus  fenefcalli  Nor- 
maniae.'*  He  was,  moreover,  a  knight  of  the  garter,  and  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  to  the  38th  of  Henry  VI.  This 
lord  was  in  high  favour  with  Henry  VI.  and  his  queen;  and, 
during  the  civil  wars,  firmly  adhered  to  the  Lancaftrian  intereft, 
but  at  laft  fell  a  facrifice  to  it ;  being  murdered  on  the  25th  July,

Edward  IV. 

On  the  acceifion  of  king  Henry  VII.  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir 
of  Sir  John  Howard,  wife  of  John  de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford,  was  found 
one  of  the  heirs  of  Elizabeth,  late  lady  Scales  abovementioned,  viz.  as 
great  granddaughter  of  Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  lord  Scales,  wife 
of  Sir  Robert  Howard,  and  iiiler  of  Roger  lord  Scales.  The  other  heir 
was  Sir  William  Tyndal  (made  a  knight  of  the  bath  on  the  creation

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of  Arthur  prince  of  Wales,  eldeft  fon  of  Henry  VII.)  defcended  from 

Elizabeth,  iiiler  to  the  faid'  Margaret  Scales ;  which  Elizabeth  married 

Sir  Roger  Felbrigg,  and  had  Sir  Simon  Fclbrigg,  whofe  daughter  and 

heir,  Alana,  married  Sir  William  Tyndal,  grandfather  to  Sir  William     ^y^^  7,1, 

before  named.*  Gciicaiojr,2d 

This  ancient  and  noble  family  of  Scales,  for  many  generations,  re* 
(ided  in  great  fplendour  and  power  at  the  caftle  of  Middleton,  near 
Lynn,  in  com.  Norf.  Of  which  caftle,  the  Hiftory  of  Norfolk  obferves, 
there  are  ftill  fbme  ruins  to  be  ieen;  and  that  the  gate  houife,  or 
tower,  remains  pretty  perfed. 

Few  of  our  modern  buildings  come  up  to  thefe  noble  reliques  of 
antiquity ;  they  convey  to  us  no  ideas  but  what  luxury  infpires ;  be- 
/peak  no  family ;  imprefs  no  awe  upon  the  mind ;  nor  bring  back  to 
aur  remembrance  the  dignity  and  power  of  the  founder !

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SCROOPE    OF   BOLTON

In  the  I2tli  of  Henry  II.  on  the  aflcflment  of  aid  then  made  for 
marriage  of  the  king's  daughter,  Robert  de  Scroope  certified,  that 
he  held  three  knights  fees  in  com.  Glouc.  de  veteri  feoflTamento.  To 
which  Robert  fucceeded 

Henry,  written  Henry  des  Scrupes,  who,  the  7th  of  John,*  paid 
iixty  marks  for  his  relief;  and  the  2d  of  Henry  IIL  upon  the  collec- 
tion of  the  firft  fcutage  of  that  king's  reign,  paid  fix  marks  for  thofe 
three  knights  fees  which  he  had  by  defcent  from  Robert,  his  grand- 
father ;  and  left  iiTue, 

William,  who,  the  24th  of  Edward  I.  obtained  the  king's  charter 
for  free  warren  in  all  his  demefne  lands,  at  £aft  Boulton,  Little  Boul- 
ton,  Fencotes,  and  Parnewike,  in  com.  Ebbr.     To  whom  fucceeded 

*  Concerning  tbefe  arms,  Richard  lord  Scroope^  of  Bolton,  had  a  memorable  difpute^  the 
13th  Richard  II.  with  Sir  Robert  6rofvenor>  knight.  When  fentence  was  pronoanced  for  this 
Richard^  and  a  former  fentence  in  favour  of  Grofvenor,  for  bearing  the  fame  arms»  with  a 
"  hnrdure  •r,**  declared  void ;  by  reafon  that  fuch  differences  between  firangers,  and  of-  o&e 
realm,  were  not  deemed  fufficient}  but  intended  merely  £>r  facb  as  are  of  near  alliance  by  coo*  " 
languinity.

^'  XDore  aboye  Afidleham." 
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l^CNRT,  who,  the  zd  of  Edward  II.  was  conftituted  one  of  the 
king's  juftices  of  his  court  of  common  pleas;  and. the  5th  of  Exiward  IL 
obtained  another  charter  for  free  warren  in  all  his  demefne  lands  at  Fen- 
cotes,  EaA  Boulton,  Little  Bolton,  Fletham,  and  Pacham,  in  com. 
Ebor. ;  and  in  the  loth  of  ^Edward  II.  being  removed  from  his  office 
of  juftice  in  the  common  pleas,  was  made  chief  juftice  of  the  king's 
bench.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  but 
no  more;**  and  died  the  loth  of  Edward  III.  leaving  iffue,  William, 
his  fon  and  heir,  fixteen  years  old ;  Stephen  and  Richard.     Which 

William  did  not  long  furvive  him;  but  died  the  19th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  leaving  Cecelie  his  wife,  furviving,  who  afterwards  married 
John  de  Clopton,  and 

Richard,  his  brother  and  heir,  who,  the  33d  and  40th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  was  in  the  wars  of  France;  and  in  the  45th  of  Edward  III. 
was  conflituted  treaiurer  of  the  king's  exchequer.  The  46th  of  Eld- 
ward  III.  he  obtained  the  wardfhip  of  Milicent  and  Elizabeth,  the 
daughters  and  heirs  of  Robert  de  Tibetot.*  The  Sid  of  Richard  II.  •Vid.Tibctot. 
he  was  made  the  king's  chancellor ;  and  the  fame  office,  as  alfb  keeper 
of  the  great  feal  inparliament,  he  held  again  the  5th  of  Richard  II. 
having  (according  to  Walfingham),  "  not  his  fellow  of  his  degree  in 
the  whole  realm,  for  prudence  and  integrity."  Which  indeed  is  fully 
illuftrated  by  his  noble  behaviour,  when  a  favourite  courtier  of  king 
Richard's  had  obtained  a  coniiderable  grant,  and  applied  to  him,  as 
the  chancellor,  to  affix  the  great  feal  to  the  grant.  But  he  refufed ; 
plainly  telling  the  perfon,  that  the  duty  of  his  office  would  not  permit 

«  In  the  firft  part  of  the  StunmoDs  to  Parliaioeot  of  this  year,  Dogdale  obfonres,  in  his  Lifts 
thereof,  that  the  judicest  and  others  of  the  king's  conncil,  are  in  the  record  intermixed  with  the 
barons.  In  the  fecond  part  of  the  Summons  of  the  fame  year,  the  name  of  Henry  le  Scrope 
appears  only  among  the  juftices,  and  others  of  the  king*s  coancil,  and  not  among  the  barons.

Which  Henry 
u  moft  probably  Henry  of  MaOiam,  and  not  of  Bdtoo.     (Vid.  Scroope  of  Mafliam.)

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him  to  fet  the  feal  committed  to  his  keeping  by  the  parHament,  to  all 
the  king's  indifcrcet  grants,  till  he  had  acquired  a  Uttle  more  expe- 
rience. And  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  44th  of 
Edward  III.  to  the  3d  of  Henry  IV,  inclufive,  died  the  next  year/  His 
iffue  were  three  fons;  viz.  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir;  Richard,  arch- 
biihop  of  York  ;^  and  Stephen ;'  and  a  daughter,  Milicent,  named  ip, 
his  will,  to  whom  he  left  a  cup  with  a  cover,  gilt. 

Roger,  at  his  father's  death,  was  thirty  years  old ;  and  married  Mar- 
garet, one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Robert  dc  Tibetot,  but  died 
not  long  after.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  5th  of  Heniy  IV. 
and  no  more ;  for  in  that  year  he  deceafed,  leaving 

Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  only  ten  years  of  age ;  who,  the  7th  of 
Henry  V.  attended  that  king  into  France,  Ihortly  after  when  he  died; 

'  Dagdale  makes  no  mention  of  this  Richard's, wife ;  but  Leland  (Vol.  VIIL  P.  54),  recites. 
One  Blaunche^  doughtar  to  Michael  de  la  Pole»  was  married  to  this  Richard,  who  made  cot 
of  the  ground  the  caftle  of  Bolton,  of  4  greate  Uronge  tcwres,  and  of  good  lodgjngs.    It  was 
makjng  xvlii  )eres;  and  the  chargys  of  the  buyldinge  cam  byyetc  to  1000  marks."    Yet 
Leland  afterwards  relates  (Vol.  VIII.  f.  65),  reciting  an  old  pedigree  of  the  lord  Scroope, 
*'  Lord  Richard  Scrope,  builder  of  Bolton  caftell,  was  fett  with  the  lord  Spenfar's  daogbtar,  his 
**  wife/'    If  this  Aatement  be  corred,  it  fecras  as  if  Richard  was  twice  married.    One  pdnt 
between  Dugdale  and  Leland*s  narration  is  well  to  be  remarked,  that  the  former  makes  Wil- 
liam Scrope,  carl  of  Wiltihire,  to  be  defcended  of  the  houfe  of  Mafliam,  while  the  latter  makes 
him  the  fon  of  this  Richard,  of  the  houfe  of  Bolton :  and  proceeds,  '*  The  treuthe  is,  that  Ri- 
chard lord  Scrope  bought  of  the  kynge,  the  3  daughtars  and  heyres  of  the  lordTiptote^ 
whereof  the  eldeft  was  married  to  Roger,  his  2d  fonne;  the  2d  dougbter  was  married  to 
William,  his  elded  fonn,  aftar  erle  of  Wilfchere,  by  whom  (he  had  no  ifluej  and  aftar  wa» 
**  married  to  Wentworth,  by  whom  (he  had  idue,  and  that  parte  of  lande  the  lord  Weotwortho 
^'  bathe  nowe;  Stephan,  the  3d  fonn  of  Richard  Scrope,  njarried  the  youngeft  daughtar}  and

owed  his  advancement.  The  ^rchbifhop  futfered  death  with  great  conflancy;  and  was  for  ibme 
time  honoured  by  the  people  as  a  martyr.       •

Henry,  his  fon  and  hcir,^  three  years  old ;  who,  the  13th  of 
Henry  VI.  accompanied  John  lord  Scroop,  of  Upfal,  to  the  great 
mailer  of  the  order  of  St.  John  of  Jerufalem  ;  and  had  fummons  to 
parliament,  from  the  1 8th  of  Henry  VI.  to  the  33d  of  the  fame  reign, 
inclufive  ;  and  died  the  37th  of  Henry  VI.     His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  ' 

daughter  of  John  lord  Scroope,  of  Mafham  and  UpfaU  by  whom  he 
left* 

John,  his  fon  and  fucceflbr,  at  that  time  twenty-two  years  of  age ; 
whofe.  homage  being  refpited, '  had  thereupon  livery  of  his  lands,  fav- 
ing  to  Elizabeth  his  mrother  her  reafonable  dower.  This  John  adhered 
to  Edward  IV.  againft  the  Lancaftrians ;  and  during  that  reign  filled 
many  high. and  important  employments ;  and  was  in  the  wars  againft 
the  Scots,  having  a  very  principal  command  in  the  Englifli  army. 
The  9th  of  Henry  VIL  he  commanded  a  jpart  of  the  Englifti  army  at 
raiiing  the  fiege  of  Norham  caftle ;  and  having  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament, from  the  38th  of  Henry  VL  to  the  i:;th  of  Henry  VIL  ac- 
cording to  the  Lifts  of  Summons,**  died,  leaving  by  Joan  his  *wife, 
daughter  of  William  lord  Fitz-Hugh, 

Henry,  his  fucceflbr,  at  that  time  a  knight,  and  thirty  years  of  age. 
Which  Henry  married  two  wives ;  viz.  firft,  Elizabeth,  daughter  to 
Henry  earl  of  Northumberland,  by  whom  he  had  Henry,  his  fon  and 
heir;*"  and,  fecondly,  Alice,  folc  daughter  and  heir  to  Thomas  lord

Scroopc,  of  Upfall/  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter,  called  Elizabetht 
who  married  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot,  knight.*  To  him  therefore  fuc- 
ceedcd 

Henrt,  his  fon.  before  named;  who,  the  22d  of  Henry  VII.  had 
a  fpecial  livery  of  his  lands;  and  the  5th  of  Henry  VIII.  was  one  of 
thofe  Northern  barons  at  the  battle  of  Floddenfield,  where  the  Scots 
were  fo  iignally  defeated  by  the  Englifli,  and  their  king  ilain.^     The 
Sizd  of  Henry  VIII.  he  was  one  of  thofe  peers  who  fubfcribed  that 
memorable  letter  to  the  pope,  intimating  the  lois  of  his  fupremacy  in 
this  kingdom,  if  he  did  not  comply  with  the  king*s.  wiflies  on  the 
fubjed  of  his  divorce  from  qdeen  Catherine.     His  wife  was  ^Mabel, 
daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Dacres,  by  whom  he  had  John,  his  fbn  and 
heir;  and  a  younger  fbn,  leated  at  Hamildon,  in  com.

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.  .  JoHN>  the  25th  of  Henry  VIII.  bad  livciy  of  his  lands;  but  fooa 
after^  viz.  the  28th,  joined  in  that  infurre Aion- of  Aike's,  called  the 
Pilgrimage  of  Grace.**  He  married  CatherinCi  the  eldefi:  of  the  four 
daughters  of  Henry  earl  of  Cumberland,  and  had  iilue  four  ions;  viz. 
Henry,  George,  Edward,  and  Thomas;  and  four  daughters;  viz. 
Margaret,  wife  of  Sir  John  Conft^ble,  of  Burton  Conftable,'  in  com. 
Ebor.  knight ;  Elizabeth,  of  Thomas  Pudfey,  of  Bolton,  in  Craven, 
efquire ;  Alianor,  of  Richard  Tem-peft,  of  Brafwell,  efquire ;  arid  Ca- 
therine.    Of  the  fons, 

H£NRY,  the  eldeft,  was  his  father's  fuceefTor ;  and,  the  5th  of  Eli- 
zabeth, was  conflable  of  the  caftle  of  Carlifle,  and  warden  of  the  Weft 
Marches  towards  Scotland ;  after  this,  he  was  a  knight  of  the  garter,, 
and  died  the  34th  of  Elizabeth,  having  had  fummons  to  parliament^ 
from  the  ift  to  the  31ft  of  Elizabeth,  inclufive.

Emanuel,  his  {<m  and  heir;.  who>  the  i6th  of  James  I.  was  lord 
preiident  of  the  king's  council  in  the  NcHth ;  and  the  3d  of  Charles  L 
was  created  earl  of  Sunderland.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
John  Manners,  earl  of  Rutland ;  but  by  her  had  no  liTue,  whereby^ 
the  earldom  of  Sunderland  became  extinA  in  him.  He  had,  how-

Of  the  fame  family  as  the  Scroopes  beforementioned^  was  Gef^ 
FERY  L£  ScROOPB ;  whom  Mr.  Collins  prefumes  was  ion  of  William 
lord  Scroope,  of  Bolton,  and  'brother  of  Henry,  the  chief  juftice  of 
the  king*s  bench  and  common  pleas,  temp.  Edward  III.     Which 

Geffery,  in  the  time  of  Edward  11.  was  found  to  be  pofleiTed  of 
very  confiderable  inheritance  in  the  county  of  York ;  where,  the  i  ith 
of  Eld  ward  II.  he  obtained  a  licence  to  make  a  caflle  of  his  houfe  at 
Clifton  upon  Yore,  as  alfb  for  free  warren  upon  all  his  demefne  lands 
there,  and  atPamewick,  in  the  fame  county.  The  17th  of  Edward  II. 
he  was  conftituted  chief  juftice  of  the  king*s  bench ;  but  it  ieems 
fbme  difpleafure  was  taken  againft  him,  for  which  he  was  remored 
from  this  office,  to  which,  however,  he  was  afterwards  reftored,  the 
ift  of  Edward  III.  and  continued  in  it  till  the  7th,  when  he  was  fent 
beyond  iea  on  the  king*s  affairs.  In  the  14th  of  Edward  III.  having 
been  advanced  to  the  fiyle  and  dignity  of  a  banneret,  he  had  :ssoo 
marks,  per  annum^  given  him  for  the  fupport  of  that  honour.  Shortly 
after  which  he  deceafed,  circ.  1340;*  leaving  ifTue  by  Rametta,  or  *Moninfi 
Ivetta,  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  Rofs,  of  Igmanthorpe,  Henry  his  Vol  Il.p.237. 
fbn  and  heir ;  and  John,  a  younger  Ton,  who  married  Elizabeth,  one 
of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  David  de  Strabolgi,  earl  of  Athol.^^

Henry,   ^^^'^ 
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Henry,  in  confideration  of  his  father*s  fervices,  obtained  the  benefit 
of  the  wardfliip  of  his  own  lands.  He  was  often  in  the  wars  of  France 
and  Scotland ;  and,  in  particular,  at  the  battkof  Durham,  where  the 
army  of  David  king  of  Scots  was  defeated,  and  himfelf  taken  prifoner. 
Moreover,  he  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 
realm,  from  the  ifl  to  the  i6th  of  Richard  II.  as  appears  by  the  Lifts 
of  Summons ;  though  Dugdale,  in  his  Baronage,  aflerts,  he  died  the 
laft  day  of  July,  the  15th  of  Richard  II.  ^Of  bis  ifluc,  William,  a 
*^*^'5?r??P®  youneer  Ion,  was  afterwards  created  earl  of  Wiltftiire  ;*  but

Stephen,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  his  fucceuor;  who  bemg  of 
a  martial  difpofition,  was,  in  his  youth,  in  the  king*s  fcrvice  at  fea, 
and  afterwards  in  Flanders,  and  received  the  honour  of  knighthood. 
He  had  alio  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  17th  of  Richard  II.  to 
the  7th  of  Henry  IV.  inclufive ;  and  died  the  fame  year,  pofTeiTed  of 
feveral  manors  in  the  counties  of  Eflex,  Notts,  Stafford,  Lincoln,  and 
alfo  divers  lordfhips,  cfpecially  in  Yorkfhire ;  and  leaving  by  Margery 
his  wife,  widow  of  John  de  Huntingfield, 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age;  who  doing  his  homage, 
had  livery  of  his  lands^  Margerie  his  mother,  furviving,  having  alfo  an 
adignment  of  her  dower. 

This  Henry  was  in  great  favour  with  Henry  IV.  by  whom  he  was 
made  treafurer  of  his  exchequer;  and  by  reaibh  of  his  great  abilities, 
as  alfo  the  necedity  of  his  prefence  in  parliament  and  council,  he  had 
affigned  to  him,  for  the  time  of  his  ftay  at  Weftminfter,  or  in  Lon« 
don,  the  towns  of  Hampftede  and  Hendon,  in  Middlefex,  for  the 
lodgings  and  entertainment  of  his  fervants  and  horfes.  Nor  w*as  be 
lels  efl;eemed  by  Henry  V.  who  had  fo  entire  a  confidence  in  him.

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that  nothing  of  concern^  public  or  private^  was  tranfaded  without  him ; 
his  gravity,  piety,  and  eloquence,  being  alfo  ib  much  a  fubjedi  of  ad- 
miration, as  to  render  him  to  be  looked  up  to  for  an  oracle.  Where- 
fore his  perfidioufneis  was  the  greater  and  more  bafe,  when  he  joined 
that  confpiracy,""  for  the  murder  of  the  king,  and  of  his  brothers; 
which  plot  was  providentially  difcovered,  and  he  brought,  with  the 
others,  to  a  fpecdy  trial  at  Southampton :  when  being  found  guilty, 
the  earl  of  Cambridge  and  Sir  Thomas  Grey  were  beheaded,  and  the 
lord  Scroope  fuffercd  the  ufual  punifhment  of  a  traitor.*  He  had  *|^j?|J|j^^ 
fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  8th  of  Henry  IV.  to  the  2d  of  "aos. 
Henry  V.  but  died  without  iiTue.  His  firft  wife  was  Philippa,  daugh- 
ter of  Guy,  fbn  of  Sir  Guy  de  Brien,  knight ;  and  his  fecond,  Joane, 
dutchefs  of  York  (one  of  the  fillers  and  heirs  of  Eklmund  Holland,  earl 
of  Kent) ;  to  whom,  as  next  heir,  fuccecded 
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Sir  John  Scroope,  knt  his  brother.  Which  John,  upon  the  death 
of  Stephen,  his  brother,  arch-deacon  of  Richmond,  the  'zd  Henry  VL 
doing  his  hqniage,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  and  immediately  thereupon, 
by  the  confent  of  the  lords  in  parliament,  obtained  a  grant  from  the 
king,  of  the  farms  and  rents  of  all  thofe  lordihips  which  came  to  the 
crown  by  the  attainder  of  Henry  lord  Scroope,  his  brother,  to  hold  for 
four  years. 

This  Sir  John  wrote  himielf  of  Maiham  and  Upfall  (where  he  had 
two  eminent  feats) ;  and  by  that  defcription  had  fummons  to  pariia- 
ment,  from  the  4th  to  the  53d  of  Henry  VI.  induiiye,  and  died  tha

Thomas  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  and  upon  the 
death  of  his  mother,  in  the  6th  of  Edward  IV.  had  livery  of  thofe 
lands  which  ihe  held  in  dov^er,  his  homage  being  refpited.  He  had 
alfb  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  38th  of  Henry  VI.  till  the  1 2th 
of  Edward  IV.  inclufive;  and  died  fliortly  after,  the  15th  of  the  fame 
reign;  leaving  iflue,  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  fifteen  years  of 
age;  and  1  three  other  fons,  Henry,  Ralph,  and  GeflTery;  and  three 
daughters,  namely,  Alice,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth,  as  hereinafter  noticed. 
Of  the  fons, 

Thomas  was  iuccefibr  to  his  father,  and  had  fun>mons  to  parKa^ 
raent,  from  the  2 2d  of  Edward  IV.  to  the  7th  of  Henry  VII.  inclufive, 
and  died  foon  after;  having  ifiiie  by  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  John  Nevil,  marquis  of  Montacute  (afterwards  married  to

The  firft  of  this  name  and  family,  of  whom  mention  is  made,  is 
Gilbert,  the  fon  of  Here  ward,  who  aflumed  the  flirname  of  Segrave, 
from  a  lordfliip  of  that  name  in  com.  Leic.  where  he  had  his  chief 
refidence  in  the  time  of  Henry  IL 

To  this  Gilbert  fucceeded  Stephen  de  Segrave,  bis  fbn  and 
heir ;  who,  the  5th  of  John,  was  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London, 
and  became  a  perfbn  of  great  note  in  his  time ;  being  one  of  thofe 
courtiers  who  have  taught  us  the  mutability  of  great  power.  With  a 
great  deal  of  pains  he  raifed  himfelf  to  an  high  poll ;  with  as  much 
f  Malt.  Par.     trouble  kept  it ;  and  as  fuddenly  loft  it.     In  his  young  days,*  from  a 

clerk  he  was  made  a  knight;  and  though  he  was  but  of  a  mean 
family,  yet  in  his  latter  days,  by  his  bold  induftry,  he  fo  enriched  and 
advanced  himfelf,  that  he  was  ranked  amongft  the  higheft  of  the  no* 
bili^,  made  lord  chief  juftice,  and  managed  almoft  all  the  affairs  of 
the  nation  as  he  pleafed.  At  length  he  wholly  loft  all  the  king^s 
favour,  and  ended  his  days  in  a  cloifter;  and  thus  he,  who  out  of  pride 
and  ambition,  muft  needs  romove  from  ecclefiaftical  to  fecular  affairs, 
was  forced  to  reaflumc  his  cccleiiaftical  ofHce  and  fhaven  crown 
(without  {o  much  as  confulting  his  biihop),  which  he  had  formerly 
laid  afide.  However,  for  fome  good  deeds,  and  making  a  difcreet  tef- 
tament,  he  died  with  much  honour,  1241  (25th  Henry  III.) 

He  married  two  wives :  firft,  Rohefe,  daughter  of  Thomas  le  De- 
fpenfer,  and  lifter  to  Hugh ;  fccondly,  Ida,  fifter  of  Henry  de  Haftings, 
with  whom  he  had  in  frank  marriage^  the  manor  of  Brunefwaver,  in

com» 
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com.  Warw.;  and  was  fucceeded  by  Gilbert,  his  fccond  fon;  Jokn, 
his  eldeft,  having  died  in  his  lifetime.     Which 

Gilbert,  the  38th  of  Henry  III.  being  fent  with  Bigot,  earl  Mar- 
ihal,  on  an  embafly,  was  treacherouily  feized  (along  with  John  de 
Pleflets,  earl  of  Warwick,  and  divers  others  of  the  Englilh  nobility), 
by  the  French,  as  he  was  returning ;  and  died  ibon  after  by  the  hard 

> 

ufage  he  received  in  his  imprifonment.  He  married.  Annabil,  daugh* 
ter  and  coheir  of  Robert  de  Chaucumbe  (with  Milifent,  her  fifter,  wife 
of  Ralph  Baflet),  and  had  iflue, 

Nicholas,  his  ion  and  heir;  who,  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  taking 
arms  with  the  other  barons,  became  a  mofl:  aAive  rebel  againft  that 
king  (for  which  his  lands  were  feized) ;  and  was  by  the  citizens  of 
London  conftituted  their  general,  and  commanded  their  troops  at  the 
battle  of  Lewes,  where  he  made  the  firft  onfet,  but  was  worfted  by 
prince  Edward ;  who,  flufhed  with  fuccefs,  followed  them  too  far  in 
purfuit,  whereby  he  occafioned  the  final  lois  of  the  day:  for  the  barons 
prevailing,  the  prince  himfelf,  with  the  king  his  father,  and  the  chief 
of  the  royal  party,  were  taken  prifoners.  Whereupon  a  parliament 
being  called  in  the  king*s  name,  this  Nicholas  was  one  of  the  barons 
then  fummoned  to  attend. 

But  the  tide  foon  turning  againft  them,  and  the  rebel  army  totaUy 
defeated  at  Eveiham,  he  was  there  wounded,  and  taken  prifbner*. 
Howbeit,  after  this,  he  was  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  Di6him  de 
Kenilworth ;  and  obtained  a  full  pardon,  with  a  confirmation  of  his 
lands,  which  had  been  feized.  Some  ye  rs  after  this,  he  attended 
prince  Edward  to  the  Holy  Land,  in  whofe  favour  be  continued 
upon  hb  acceflion  to  the  crown ;  and  was  employed  in  his  fervice  in 
Ireland,  and  againd  the  Welfh  and  the  Scots ;  and,  moreover,  had 
iummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  23d  of 
Edward  L  in  which  year  he  deceafed,  leaving^

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JoHN^  his  fon  and  heir,  then  thirtjr-ninc  jctrs  old;  who,  dqi^ig  hi»^ 
homage  the  next  year,  had  livery  o£  his  lands.  Which  John,  thc^ 
54th  of  Henry  III.  (his  fetthcr  then  livings  and  hy  hi»  confent),  mar- 
ried Chriflian,  d^Mghter  of  Sir  Hugh  dc  Ploflets^  knight;  and  with  her 
had  in  franh  marriage,  tho  manor  of  StQde;£SlQne.;.  John,,  the  fon  of^ 
the  feid  Hugh,  at  that  time  alfb  marrying  Annabil,  daughter  of  the

This  John,  the  24th  of  Edward  I.  was  cx^nibable  of  the  king**  army 
In  Scotland ;  and  had  a  chief  command  at  the  battle  of  Fajokirk.  He 
was  after  governor  of  Berwick ;  during  which  time  he  was  taken  pri- 
foner  by  the  Scots^  as  he  was:  alfb  again  inv  the  time,  of  Edward  II.. 
when  the  Engltfh  army  was-  ib  completely  dcfeatod.  at  the  battlo.  of 
Bannockfboumv  But  this  was  not  his  only^misfiartund;  for^  the  iStk* 
of  Edward  II.  the  king  having  concctyed  ibmedifpleafuro  againfthim, 
foe  the  efcape  of  Boger  Mortimer  out  o£  the  Tower  of  London,  &nt 
him,  with  Edmund,,  earl  of  Kent,  and  others,  into  Gafcoigne,  under 
pi^tence  of  defending  thofe  parts,  where,  being  a^'  great  mortaHfy,  he 
died;  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  ;? 4th  of  Edward  L 
to  the  14th  of  Edward  IL  inclufive, 

Stephen,  eldeft  ion  of  the  aforefaid  John^  was  in  the  lifetime  of 
his  £Uher  in  the  wars  of  Scotland;  but  the  12th  of  Edward  IL  took 
part  with  Thomasearl  of  Lanrcafter;  yet^iubmitting  himfelf,  c^tainedbis

who  married  Blanch,  daughter  of  John  lord  Moubray,  and  died  Sb  F. 
whereby  Elizabeth .  his  iifter,  became  his  heir ;  which  Elizabeth  mar**^ 
ried  Johir,  ion  and. heir  of  the  faid  John  lord  Moubray,f  from  whom/,

la  the  54th. of  Edward  L  this  Johh  n£»S£asAV'£  was  in  th^  vrar^ 
of  Scodand ;  and  the  4th  Edward  IL  procured  the  king's  diarter  for 
a  weekly  market  at  his  manor  of  Fblkefton^  After  when,  V42x  the 
23d Eldward  III.  he  deceafcd^  leaving Macy>  hds daughtevandheir^  filf^ 
teen  years  old. 

De&ended^  alfi),  ixan  the  iame  fkmily^  was  Gix.fi jSMr  »e  Se^

The  firft  of  this  line  was  Nicholas,  fecond  fon  of  Nicholas  dc 
Segrave,  by  Maud  de  Lucy  his  wife,  and  brother  to  that  John  dc  Sc- 
grave,  who  died  in  Gafcoigne,  the  i8th  of  Edward  IL     Which 

Nicholas  was  called  by  Matt.  Paris,  ''  Unus  de  praeftantioribus 
militibus  de  regno  /'  and  being  accufed  of  treafon  by  Sir  John  de 
Crombwell,  knight,  in  defence  of  his  innocency,  he  challenged  his 
accuser  to  fight  a  duel,  according  to  the  cuftom  of  that  day ;  but  the 
king  not  thinking  fit  to  confent  to  it,  Segrave  pafled  the  fea,  in  order 
tQ  fight  out  of  the  kingdom ;  which  being  without  licence,  fb  icon  as 
he  came  back  he  was  taken  into  cuflody,  and  brought  to  trial.  The 
judges  were  at  a  lofs  to  pafs  fentence  upon  this  affair;  however,  after 
three  days  confultation,  they  declared  that  he  deferved  death,  and 
that  all  his  goods  Ihould  be  confifcated ;  yet  added,  that  in  regard  he 
went  not  out  of  England  in  any  affront  to  the  king,  but  to  be  re-» 
venged  on  his  accufer,  he  might  do  well  to  pardon  him.  The  king 
was  extremely  difpleafed  at  the  boldnefs  of  his  judges,  who  feemed  to 
fet  bounds  to  his  prerogative,  and  gave  them  a  ievere  reprimand.  But, 
neverthelefs,  he  pardoned  Segrave  (after  he  had  been  committed  to 
piiibn  for  a  few  days,  as  an  example  to  other  offenders  in  the  like  kind) 
and  refloxed  him  to  his  poflefldons ;  divers  of  the  nobility  having  in- 
terceded for  him,  and  become  fureties  for  his  future  good  behavi&ur. 
After  thi3,  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  he  had  fummons  to  be  at  Carlifle, 
to  atteqd  the  king  in  an  expedition  into  Scotland. 

The 
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The  I  ft  of  Edward  IL  he  was  cx>nilituted  governor  of  the  caftle  of 
Northampton^  and  marfhal  of  England.  Upon  which  grant  of  mar* 
ihaUhip  to  him,  much  animoiity  arofe  between  him  and  William  le 
Marefchall;  which,  however,  was  allayed  by  the  king^s  interfe* 
fence. 

The  4th  of  Edward  IL  he  obtained  licence  to  make  a  caftle  of  his 
manor  houfe  at  Barton- Segrave,  in  com.  Northampt.  And  having 
had  furamons  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  of  Eklward  L  to  the  14th 
of  Edward  IL  by  the  name  of  "  Nicholas  Segravc,  junior/'  died  the 
next  year  enfuing ;  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Peflnhale,  in 
Suflex;  Heydon,  in  Eflez;  of  the  fite  of  the  caftle  of  Barton,  in 
Northampton/hire  (which  he  had  by  the  gift  of  Nicholas  his  father) ; 
as  alfo  of  the  manor  of  Wefton,  in  that  county ;  and  leaving  iflue, 
Maud,  his  daughter  and  heir,  married  to  Edmund  dc  Bohun,  thirty 
years  of  age.

Almeric  de  St.  Amaxd^  in  the  15th  of  Henry  IIL  was  in  the 
king's  iervice  in  Wales ;  where  he  merited  fo  well,  that  he  had  remit- 
ted to  him  a  debt  due  by  Walter  de  Verdon,  his  uncle  (whofe  heir  he 
was),  of  ten  marks  per  annum,  which  otherwife  he  ihould  have  paid 
into  the  exchequer ;  and  the  1 6th  of  Henry  III.  obtained  a  grant  of 
the  manor  of  Blozham,  in  com.  Oxon.  The  18th  of  Henry  IIL  he 
was  conilituted  governor  of  St.  Briavel's  Caftle,  and  warden  of  the 
Foreft  of  Dene ;  as  alfo  iheriff  of  the  county  of  Hereford,  and  governor 
of  Hereford  Caftle.  And  in  (uch  efteem  was  he  at  court,  that  the 
23d  of  Henry  III.  on  the  chriftening  of  prince  Edward,  he  then  ftood 
one  of  the  godfathers  at  the  font.     To  whom  fucceeded 

Ralph,  his  fbn  and  heir;  who,  the  25th  of  Henry  IIL  paid  twenty- 
five  pounds  for  his  relief  of  one  moiety  of  the  lands  of  Joane  de  Beau- 
champ,  one  of  the  coheirs  (with  Afceline  his  wife,  the  younger  iifter), 
of  Robert  de  Albini,  fon  of  Robert  de  Albini,  baron  of  Caynho, 
in  Com.  Bedf ;  and  died  foon  after,  viz.  the  30th  of  Henry  IIL 
leaving 

Almaric,  his  fon  and  heir;  for  whoie  wardfliip,  and  the  benefit  of 
his  marriage,  Pauline  Peyvre  (a  great  man  in  that  age),  gave  1000 
marks.  But  in  the  14th  of  Eklward  L  he  deceafed,  and  was  fucceeded 
by  his  fbn  and  heir. 

Gut,  who  was  then  only  fevcntecn  years  of  age,  and  died  fbon  after 
without  iiTue ;  leaving  Lucia,  his  wife,  furviving,  and  Almaric,  his 
brother  and  heir.     Which 

Almaric  was  at  that  time  in  minority,  but  afterwards  became  a 
perfon  of  great  eminence ;  and  diflinguiflicd  himfclf  in  the  wars  of 
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France  and  Scotland,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongd:  the 
barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  28th  Edward  I.  to  the  4th  of  £xl- 
ward  II.  inclufive ;  before  the  end  of  which  year  he  deceafed,  without 
liTue,  whereby 

John,  his  brother,  became  his  heir  (Mary  his  wife,  furviving). 
Which  John  appears  to  have  been  a  profeiTor  of  the  canon  law ;  being 
called  "  Magifter  Johannes  de  SanSlo  Amand.**  And  doing  his  fealty, 
had  livery  of  his  lands,  and  alfo  fiimmons  to  parliament,  from  the  6th 
to  the  19th  of  Edward  IL  inclufive,  ihortly  after  when  he  died; 
leaving 

Almaric,  his  fbn  and  heir,  who  was  often  in  the  wars  of  France 
and  Scotland ;  and  was  juftice  of  Ireland,  governor  of  Rockingham 
caflle,  and  fteward  of  the  forefl.  Moreover,  he  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament, from  the  44th  of  Edward  III.  to  the  5th  of  Richard  IL  and 
died  the  fame  year ;  for  then  had 

Almaric,  his  ion  and  heir,  livery  of  his  lands,  doing  his  homage; 
after  when,  he  was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland;  and  the  ift  of  Henry  IV, 
was  one  of  the  knights  of  the  bath,  then  folemnly  made  at  the  coro- 
nation of  that  king.  And  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  6th  of  Richard  II.  to  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  inclufive,  died  the 
year  following,  viz.  the  13th  of  June,  4th  of  Henry  IV.  leaving  Ge- 
rard Braybroke,  fon  of  Alianore,  his  only  daughter,  by  Ida^  his  firft 
wife ;  and  Ida,  his  other  daughter,  by  Alianore,^  his  iecond  wife,  his 
next  heirs.  'Which  Ida  afterwards  married  Thomas  Weft,  who  by 
her  had  no  iffue ;  whereby  the  whole  inheritance  at  length  became 
vefted  in  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Gerard  Braybroke,  before- 
named.  Which  faid  coheirs  were,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  William  Beau- 
champ,  fon  of  Walter  Beauchamp,  of  Powyke;  Maud,  the  wife  of  John 
Babington ;  and  Alianore  Braybroke.

cfatirch,  neat  Ludgate ;  and  fot  want  of  iflue^  by  dame  Anne  his  wife, 
thereby  iettled  divers  lordfhips  in  the  counties  of  Wilts,  Bedf.  Berks, 
Huntington,  and  Hereford,  upon  his  natural  fon,  Anthony  St.  Amand, 
begotten  on  Mary  Wroughton,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body;  ifaortly  after 
when  he  died,  for  the  probate  of  his  will  bears  date  8th  July  next 
enfuing. 

But  the  heir,  ex  parte  patcml,  to  this  Richard  lord  St.  Amand,  feems 
to  have  been  John  Baynton,  of  Bromham,  in  Wiltshire,  fon  of  Sir 
Robert,  fon  of  Sir  John,  fon  of  Sir  John  Baynton,  knight,  who  mar- 
ried Joane,  fiiler  and  heir  of  John  Dudley,  and  daughter  of  Sir  Richard 
Dudley,  knight,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Walter  Beauchamp,  and 
aunt  and  heir  of  Richard,  the  laft  lord  Beauchamp  of  St.  Amand.^ 

Leland,  in  his  Itinerary  (Vol.  VI.  p.  ^6,  F.  39),  fays,  *•  Syr  Ed- 
^^  ward  Baynton's  father  had  to  wife,  the  laft  lord  S.  Amande  (ifter 
^'  and  heire,  becaufe  he  had  no  legitime  childe.**  Wherefore,  if  this 
ftatement  of  Leland  be  corred,  it  then  appears,  that  the  Baynton*s 
being  defcended  from  the  blood  of  St.  Amand,  were  heirs  general  of 
Beauchamp,  ex  parte  patemd  et  matema. 

But  it  remains  to  be  obfcrved,  that  William  Beauchamp,  lord  St, 
Amand,  makes  no  mention  in  his  will  of  any  other  child  than  Richard. 
Which  Richard,  in  his  will,  does  not  notice  any  lifter  Elizabeth,  al- 
though he  mentions  the  name  of  Dudley. 

Leland  further  rccites,f  "  that  Peter  Delamar  dyed  without  liTuc 
male  in  Eklwarde  the  3d  dayes, J  but  he  had  3  doughters,  maryed 
to  thefe  gentlemen,  S.  John,  S.  Amande,  and  William  de  la  Rocbe; 
'*  the  which  3  devided  the  landes  of  Delamare ;  and  that  S.  Aniand 
'*  had  by  heire  general  of  GuL  de  la  Roche,  fuch  landes  as  the  faid 
"  Roche  had  by  Delamare,  and  that  land  is  now  cum  to  Mr.  Bainton."

So  far  the  VifkatioD  Book. — ^The  Baronetage  addi,  that  the  laft^mecitioned  Edward  waamade 
a  K.  B.  at  the  reftoration,  and  was  Either  of  Henry,  who  married  a  daughter  and  coheir  of  the 
famous  John  Wilmot,  earl  of  Rochefter,  bj  whom  he  liad  Anne,  heir  to  her  brother  John,  and 
married  to  Edward  Rolt,  Efquire,  of  Sacombe  Park,  co.  Hertf.  whofe  fecond  fon,  Edward^ 
adopted  bj  Ua  uade  Bajnion, .took  that  name,  and  waa  created  a  baroAet  in  })62.

The  paternal  iumame  of  this  family  was  Port,  as  already  has  been

lord  of  Baiingy  in  com.  Southton»  married  Mabel,  grandchild  and 
heir  to  Roger  de  St.  John,  viz.  daughter  of  Reginald  de  Aurevalle,  by 
Muriel,  daughter  and  heir  of  the  faid  Roger,  his  pofterity  affumed  the 
iumame  of  St.  Johw.  Which  Adam  de  Port,  by  Mabel  his  wife,  had 
iflue  two  ions,  William  and  Robert.     Whereof 

William  aflumed  the  faid  fumame ;  writing  himfelf,  *'  Wtllielmus 
de  SanSlo  Johanne  Jilius  et  hares  Ada  de  Port  :**  and  the  15th  of  king 
John,  gave  500  marks  to  the  king,  for  livery  of  all  the  lands  of  Adam 
de  Port,  his  father;  and  the  16th  and  17th  of  John,  was  iheriff  of 
Hampfhire;  as  alio  the  nth  of  Henry  III.  was  governor  of  the  ifles 
of  Guerafcy  and  Jerfey.

This 
John,  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  the 
28th  of  Edward  I.  by  the  name  of  John  de  St.  John,  junior;  and 
was  after  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  during  that  reign,  fo  like  wife  in  that 
of  Edward  II.  in  whofe  12th  year  he  died;"  leaving  iffue  by  Ifabel  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Hugh  de  Courtney, 

Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir,  twenty-fix  years  of  age,  the  3d  of  Ed- 
ward  III.  but  he  lived  not  long;  for  it  appears,  that  the  nth  of  Ekl- 
ward  III.  he  died,  leaving  Mirabel,  his  wife,  furviving;  Edmund,  his 
fon  and  heir ;  and  two  daughters,  Margaret  and  liabel.

After  which,  ere  long,  the  faid  Margaret  died  the  19th  of  Oftober,  ^^ 
35th  Edward  III.  leaving  John  dc  St.  Philibert,  her  fon  and  heir, 
three  years  old,  who  alfo  died  13th  November  next  enfuing;  whereby 
the  aforefaid  Ifabel,  then  the  wife  of  Poynings,  became  heir  to  the

Among  others  who  entered  England  with  William  the  Conqueror;* 
or  loon  after,  were  thofe  of  ,the  name  of  St.  Maur,  as  the  learned 
Camden,  and  other  eminent  genealogiil's  agree  i  and  that  the  name 
was  anciently  fo  written,^  and  in  old  Latin  record's,  *'  de  St.  Mauro;" 
from  a  place  of  the  fame  name  in  Normandy. 

Roger  de.St.  Maur  lived  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  Almericus  dc 
St.  Mauro  was  mafter  of  the  order  of  Knights  Templars ;  and    M  ilo* 
de  St.  Maur  (the  firft  with  ,wh6m  Dugdale  commences  his  account), 
was  one  of  thofe  barons  who  fo  ftrenuoufly  refilled' the  arbitrary  meai- 
fures  of  king  John; 

The  next  of  whom  mention  is  made,  is  Geffery  de  St.  Maur, 
who  married  the  daughter  of  William  de  Rughdon.     And  after  him. 
the  moft  eminent  perfon  noticed  is 

Laurence  de  St.  Maur,  who,  the  i.ith  of  Edward'I.  obtained  a 
grant  for  a  weekly  market,  and  yearly  fair,  at  his  manor  of  Rode,  in 
com.  Somerf.;  and  deceafing  the  ;34,th  of  Edward  I.  left 

Nicholas,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  doing. his  homage,  had  livery  of 
his  lands ;  and  was  afterwards  in  the  wars  of  Scotland,  during  divers 
years  of  that  reign.  He  married  Helen,  eldeft  of  the  three  daughters 
and  coheirs  of  Alan* le  Zouche,  of  Alhby,*  in  com.  Lciceft.  by  whom, 
for  her  purparty  of  that  inheritance,  he  obtained  the  manor  of  North 
Molton,  in  com.  Devon;  and  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Gadefdcn, 
in.com.  Hertf.;  and  having  had  fummons  to  parliament;  the  8th  and

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9th  of  Edward  II.  died  the  year  following ;  being  then  ieifed  of  cer- 
tain lands  at  Baiingbourne^  in  com.  Cantab.;  and  at  Hampton-Meyfi, 
in  com.  Gloc.  of  the  inheritance  of  Eve  de  Meyli,  ibmetime  his  wife ; 
likewife  of  the  manor  of  Polton  juxta  Crekelade,  and  manor  of  Eton- 
Meyfy,  in  com.  Wilts;  and  of  Northam,  in  com.  Devon,  of  the  inhe- 
ritance of  Helen  his  wife,  then  furviving ;  and  leaving 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  nine  years  of  age;  of  whom  no 
Yurther  mention  is  made,  than  that  he  founded  the  little  priory  of 
Pulton,  in  com.  Wilts ;  annexing  it  as  a  cell  to  that  of  Sempringham, 
in  com.  Line.    To  whom  fucceeded 

Sir  ^Nicholas  de  St.  Maur,  who  was  in  the  wars  of  France,  and 

fummoncd  to  ^arfiament,  from  the  25th  to  the  34th  of  Edward  III.

In  loth  Richard  II.  he  was  in  the  wars  of  France;  and,  having 
had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  4th  of  Richard  IL  to  the  ift  of 
Henry  IV.  inclufive,  died  the  15th  May  next  enfuing;  leaving,  by 
Ela  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  de  St.  Lo,  knight, 

Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-three  years  old,  and  two 
other  fons ;  viz.  John  and  Nicholas.  Which  Richard  went  into  Ire- 
land with  the  earl  of  Surrey,  then  lieutenant  of  that  realna^  and  was 
afterwards  in  the  wars  of  France,

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don,  in  the  pariih  of  St.  Lawrence,  Cripplc^tc,  in  that  city;  and  was 
baptized  in  the  church  of  St.  Lawrence. 

Which  daughter,  Alice,  was  the  fble  heir  of  her  father,  the  fiiid 
Richard  lord  St.  Maur,  and  became  the  wife  of  William/  the  fifth  lord 
Zouche  of  Haryng worth ;  who  performing  his  fealty,  had  livery  of  her 
inheritance  the  sid  of  Henry  VI. 

But  although  the  elder  branch  of  this  family  thus  terminated  early 
in  female  iilue,  the  male  line  fiill  continued,  and  was  for  many  years 
after,  flourifhing  in  the  defcendants  of  Sir  John  St.  Maur,  fecond- 
fbn  of  Richard  lord  St.  Maur ;  but  this  line  alfo,  at  length,  ended  in 
female  heirs,  as  the  annexed  Table  of  Defcent  more  particularly 
Ihews. 

Of  this  name  was  like  wife  William  de  St.  Maur,  fummoned  to- 
parliament,  the  iith>  12th,  14th,  and  15th  Edward  II.  who  is  mea* 
tioned  in  the  Lifts  of  Summons,  but  unnoticed  in  the  Baronage..

The  male  line  of  the  firft  houfe  of  Stafford  of  that  furname,  termi- 
nated, as  before  ftatcd,  in  an  heir  female,  Milicent  (fifter  and  heir  to 
the  laft  Robert  de  Stafford),*  married  unto  Henry  Bagot,  of  an 
ancient  family  in  the  county  of  Stafford.  Which  Henry,  the  5th  of 
Richard  I.  in  confideration  of  a  fine  of  300  marks,  had  livery  of  the 
barony  of  Stafford,  as  the  inheritance  of  the  faid  Milicent  his  wife.^ 
They  had  iflue, 

Henry,  their  fon  and  heir;  who  relinquifhing  his  paternal  fumame> 
aiTuhied  that  of  his  mother,  and  wrote  himfclf  Hervey  de  Stafford-,  and 
died  the  aifl  Henry  IIL  leaving  by  Petronill  his  wife,  (ifler  to  Williamh 
de  Ferrers,  earl  of  Derby^  Hervey^  his  fbn  and  heir,  who  died  iffuclefs

'RoBEKT,  Ills  brother  and  Jicir,  had  livery  of  all  his  lands,  paying 
II GO  marks  for  his  relief,  and  doing  his  homage ;  and  upon  coUedion 
of  the  aid  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  paid  fixty  pounds  for  the 
fixty  knights  fees  he  then  held.  This  Robert  married  Alice,  one  of  the 
daughters,  and  at  length  coheh-s,  of  Thomas  Corbet,*  of  Caus,  in  com. 
JSalop;  and  died  loth  Edward  I.  leaving 

Nicholas,  his  ion  and  hoir;  who  being  t>n  an  expedition  iirto 
Wales,  ^vas  killed  before  Drofelan  cafUe,  and  was  Succeeded  by  his  ion 
-and  heir, 

£DidUNJ>,  <who,  the  ^rsd  of  Edward  I.  performing  his  homage,  had 
Jivery  of  his  lands.;  and  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  was  in  the  expedition 
then  made  into  Gafcoigne.  He  ferved  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland,  and 
had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  27th  of  Edward  L  to  the  id  of 
Edward  IL  inclufive,  and  died  the  year  following.  He  married  Mar- 
garet, daughter  of  Ralph  lord  BaiTet^  of  Drajton ;  and  had  iflue  two 
ions ;  viz.  Ralph,  his  fon  and  iieir ;  and  Richard,  who  marrying  Maud, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Richard  de  Camville,  of  Clifton,  was  called  Sir

CUftol  Ralph  was  fucccffor  toTiis  father,  but  at  the  time  of  his  deceafe 

was  in  minority^  wherefore  he  had  not  poiTeflion  of  his  lands  till  the 
■17th  of  Edward  II.  when  making  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  his 
homage,  he  had  livery  thereof;  and  the  next  enfuing  year  was  made  a 
knight  by  bathing,  and  other  facred  ceremonies;  having  his  robes, 
with  all  other  accoutrements,  as  a  banneret,  allowed  him  out  of  the 
Icing's  wardrobe  for  that  Solemnity.  After  which,  he  foon  grew  an 
aAive  peribn  in  the  wars  of  that  heroic  prince,  king  Edward  IIL  as 
well  in  Scotland  as  in  France ;  and  obtained  great  reputation  for  his 
.courage,  conduft,  and  abilities.  Nor .  was  he  lels  eminent  in  various 
other  important  affairs  of  ftate^  being  employed  at  feveral  times  on 
embafSes,  and  honoured  and  intruded  with  many  high  offices,  and 
made  alfo  a  knight  of  the  garter  at  the  firft  inilitution  of  that  noble 
order;  and,  moreover,  the  25th  of  Edward  III.  was  advanced  to  the 
dignity  of  carl  of  Stafford,  in  confidcration  of  his  great  fcrvices,  and 
cnanifold  deferts.

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By  accord  between  this  Ralph  and  Margaret  his  wife^  on  the  one 
part;  Sir  Robert  de  Harlcy  and  Elizabeth  his  vf'ik,  on  the  fecond 
part;  and  Sir  Edward  Cornwall,  on  the  third  part;  as  couiins  and 
heirs  to  Peter,  fon  of  Peter  Corbet,  this  Ralph  earl  of  Stafford  claim- 
ing the  caille  of  Cans,  as  defcended  from  Alice,  the  eldeft  aunt  of  the 
faid  Peter  Corbet,  it  was  concluded,  that  he  ihould  thenceforth  enjoy 
that  caiUe  to  him  and  his  heirs ;  whereof  doing  his  fealty,  he  obtained 
livery.  "He  married  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  to  Hugh  dc  Audley, 
carl  of  Gloucefter;  by  whom  he  acquired  a  confiderable  inheritance, 
and  had  iilue  two  fbns ;  viz.  Ralph,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  of 
Henry  earl  of  Derby,  but  died  S.  P.  in  his  lifetime,  and  Hugh :  as  - 
alio  four  daughters ;  viz.  Beatrix,  wife,  firfl,  of  Maurice,  Ion  and  heir  of 
Maurice  Fitz-Thomas,  earl  of  Defmond ;  and,  iecondly,  of  Thomas  lord 
Ros,  of  Hamlake ;  and  thirdly,  of  Sir  Richard  Burley,  knight ;  Joane, 
wife  of  John,  fon  and  heir  of  John  Cherlton,  lord  Powb ;  Elizabeth, 
married  to  Fouke,  fon  of  Roger  le  Strange,**  of  Whitchurch,  in  com. 
Salop ;  and,  laftly,  Margaret,  married  to  Sir  John  Stafford,  knight ; 
dying  the  ^ifk  of  Auguft,  the  4^th  of  Eklward  III.  he  was  fucceeded

H(76H,  his  fecond,  but  eldeil  furvivingibn  and  heir;  who,  tracing 
the  ileps  of  his  noble  father  in  thofe  military  times,  came  early  into 
action ;  for  at  the  age  of  feventeen  he  was  in  the  wars  of  France,  and 
when  he  came  at  age,  the  37th  of  Edward  IIL  was  there  again,  and 
of  the  retinue  of  prince  Edward ;  and  fo  continued  for  fome  time,  as 
he  did  alio  after  his  acceiiion  to  his  honours  and  inheritance.  He  was 
alfo  a  tnight  of  the  garter.

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The  8th  of  Richard  II,  Ralph,  his  fon,  haying  been  bafcly  mur- 
dered, near  York,  in  his  paiTage  towards  Scotland,  by  John  Holland, 
half-brother  to  the  king,  who  thereupon  took  fanAuary  at  Beverley, 
a  great  conteft  took  place  between  this  earl  and  the  criminal :  which, 
by  the  interpofition  of  many  of  the  nobility,  was  finally  fettled,  upon 
^-  condition  that  Holland  Ihould  piaintain,  for  ever,  three  pricfts  to  pray 
for' the  foul  of  the  murdered  Ralph,  at  fome  place  near  his  grave; 
which  priefts  were  accordingly  fettled  at  Langley,  in  the  aforefaid 
county.  The  9th  of  Richard  II.  he  obtained  leave  to  undertake  a 
pilgrimage  to  Jerufalem,  and,  in  his  return,  died  at  Rhodes,  loth  Ri- 
chard II.;  having  had  iflue  by  Philippa  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick,  Ralph,  who  was  murdered  in  his  life- 
time ;  Thomas,  his  fucceflbr ;  William,  Esmond,  and  Hugh ;  which

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was  conunitted  to  the  faid  duke  of  Gloucefter ;  but  within  two  years 
following,  viz.  in  the  i8th  of  Richard  IL  he  alfo  died  ifTuelefs,  leav- 
ing Exlmund,  his  brother  and  heir.     Which 

Edmuitd  was  at  that  time  twenty-two  years  of  age ;  and  the  zzd 
of  .Richard  II.  by  virtue  of  the  king's  fpecial  licence,  married  Anne, 
the  widow  of  his  elder  brother,  Thomas,  and  daughter  of  Thomas 
duke  of  Glouccfter.*  At  the  Coronation  of  Henry  IV,  he  was  one  of 
the  knights  of  the  bath  then  made,  as  was  alfo  Hugh,  his  younger  bro- 
ther; after  which,  he  was  alfo  made  a  knight  of  the  garter;  but  thefe 
honours  he  lived  not  long  to  enjoy,  being  ilain,  fighting  floutly  on  the 
king's  part,  at  the  battle*  of  Shrewfbury,  the  4th  of  Henry  IV.  leaving 
ifluc  by  the  faid  lady  Anne,  Humphrey,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  two 
daughters.

Humphrey  was  then  very  young;  for  it  appears,  that  the  ^d  of 
Henry  VI.  making  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  he  had 
livery  of  his  lands ;  as  alfo  of  thofe  which  had  defcended  to  him  by 
the  death  of  his  uncle,  Hugh  lord  Bourchier,  without  iifue.     And  in 
the  23d  of  Henry  VL  he  was  created  duke  of  Buckingham ;  and  the 
25th  of  Henry  VL  obtained  a  fpecial  grant,  unto  himfelf  and  bis 
heirs,*  for  precedence  above  all  dukes  whatfoever,  whether  in  England  •  Dugd. 
or  France,  excepting  of  fuch  as  were  of  the  blood  royal.     But  on  this  ^®  •  'P* 
elevation  to  the  dpkedom  of  Buckingham,  great  difpute  arofe  between 
him  and  Henry  Beauchamp,  duke  of  Warwick,  to  whom  the  king 
had  given  .precedence  next  before  him ;  for  the  adjufling  whereof, 
there  was  a  fpecial  aA  paiTed  in  parliament,  viz.  that  they  ihould  have

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alternately,  during  their  lives;  and  the  furvivor,  during  his  life,  to  have 
precedence  of  the  othcr*s  heir:  but  this  arrangement  was  foon  after 
perfeAly  fet  at  reft,  by  the  death  of  the  duke  of  Warwick,  S.  P. ;  nor 
indeed  did  the  duke  of  Buckingham  long  enjoy  his  advancement^  for 
the  38th  of  Henry  VI.  he  was  llain,  at  the  battle  of  Northampton, 
on  the  king's  part ;  to  whom  he  had  always  conducted  himfelf  with 
great  loyalty,  conftancy,  and  afFedion,  during  thdfc  turbulent  times.

Humphrey,  the  eldeft,  called  earl  of  Stafford,  was  ilain,  in  his 
father's  lifetime,  fighting  on  the  Lancaftrian  fide,  at  the  battle  of 
St.  Albans ;  leaving  iffue  by  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  to 
Edmund  duke  of  Somerfet,  Henry,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  on  the  death 
of  his  grandfather,  was  his  fucceflfor.     Which 

Henry  has  very  little  notice  made  of  him  in  the  time  of  Eld- 
ward  IV.  but  in  the  reign  of  Richard  III.  was  made  a  knight  of  the 
garter,  and  high  conftable  of  England;^  having  been  a  principal  inftm- 
ment  in  raifing  that  prince  to  the  throne,  with  whom,  for  a  time,  he 
continued  on  very  good  terms :  but  at  length,  cither  from  conlcicnce, 
wrought  upon  by  the  artful  difcourfes  of  Morton  bifliop  of  Ely ;  from 
difappoinment,  in  not  being  put  in  pofieflion  of  that  great  inheritance 

'  Although  Dugdale  and  others  afTert  that  he  had  this  high  office^  it  appears^  from  Rjmer, 
that  he  had  not ;  for  that,  November  14,  1482,  it  was  given  in  commiffion  to  Sir  William

of 
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of  the  Bohuns  earls  of  Hereford,  whereto  he  pretended  a  right;  or  at 
fome  flights  experienced  from  the  ufurpcr  Richard  ;  he  entered  into  a 
dciig;n,  with  others,  to  dethrone  him  (as  fome  fay,  to  raife  himfelf  to 
the  crown),  and  advance  Henry  earl  of  Richmond. 

But  his  defign  was  fufpccSed  by.  the  king;  who  fought  to  regain; 
him  by  fair  and  kind  letters  and  meflages,  but  thefe  not  prevailing, 
ufed  threats ;  which  caufed  the  duke  hailily  to  put  himfelf  into  arms, ; 
and  with  a  confiderable  force,  to  advance  towards  Shrewsbury  (in  ex- 
pedation  of  being  joined  by  the  other  malcontents  who  had  rifen), 
and  from  thence  marched  through  the  Foreft  of  Dene,  with  purpolc 
to  pafs  the  Severn  at  Glouccftcr ;  but  the  extraordinary  floods  which 
then  happened,  delayed  him  fo  long,  that  his  army,  for  want  of  money  - 
and  viAuals,  difperfed  themfelves ;  wherefore,  being  thus  forfaken,  he. 
repaired  for  fafcty  to  the  houfe  of  one  ^Humphrey  Banafter,  in  whom 
he  confided;  but  by  him  was  hfetrayed  (in  hopes  of  getting  the  reward 
of  jC-i<^o,  offered,  by  royal  proclamation,  for  his  apprehenfion),  to  the  .^ 
IherifF  of  Shropfliire,  and  carried  to  Shrcwfbury,  where  king  Lichard 
then  lay ;  and  there  beheaded,  without  any  arraignment  or  legal  pro- 
ceeding. 

By  Catherine  his  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  Widville,  earl  Rivers, 
he  had  ifluc  three  fons ;  viz.  Exlward,  his  fon  and  heir ;  Henry,  after- 
wards earl  of  Wiltlhire  ;*  and  Humphrey,  who  died  young ;  and  two    ♦  Vid.  Staf- 
daughters ;  of  which,  Elizabeth,  married  Robert  RadclifFe,  lord  Fitz-    wm^^ 
Walter ;  and  Anne,  married,  firft.  Sir  Walter  Herbert,  knight ;  and 
next,  George  earl  of  Huntingdon. 

Edward,  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father;  and  was  rcftored 
duke  of  Buckingham,  earl  of  Stafford,  and  to  all  his  dignities,  by 

t  This  Banafter,  and  big  father  before  him,  owed  their  rife  to  the  duke  and  bis  faoiilj^ 
wbicb  made  him  place  the  greater  confidence  in  this  .wretch;  who,  it  is  related,  never  obtained 
tbebiibeof  his  treachery  and  ingratitude:  for  king  Richard  refufed  to  give  him  anything, 
adding,  "  That  be  who  would  be  untrue  to  fo  good  a  maQer,  would  be  falfe  to  all  other.**  It 
is  further  faid,  that  Banafier  was  afterwards  executed  for  manflaughter,  and  that  all  bis  family 
became  very  miferable. 

Henry 
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Henry  VII.;  was  alfo  lord  high  conftablc  of  England,  and  knight  of 
the  garter. 

Thus  great  in  blood,  cftate,  and  honour,  he,  however  fell  a  facrifice 
to  cardinal  Wolfey,  and  his  own  indifcretion.  The  cardinal,  it  feems, 
had  long  owed  him  a  grudge,  and  was  refolved  to  pay  it.  It  is  ftated, 
that  the  duke  holding  the  bafon  to  the  king,  the  cardinal,  when  the 
king  had  done  wafhing,  dipped  his  hands  in  the  fame  water. ;  which 
the  duke  taking  as  an  afFront  to  his  quality,  threw  the  water  into  the 
cardinars  fhoes;  who,  greatly  incenfed,  menaced  to  ftick  upon  his 
fkirts. 

The  duke,  that  the  king  might  take  notice  of  the  fame,  came  richly 
clothed  into  the  royal  prefence,  but  without  fkirts :  fo  that  the  king 
inquiring  the  rcafon  of  that  ftrange  fafhion,  was  anfwered  "  To  pre-^ 
vent  the  cardhtaVs  defign^  Wit  of  little  advantage  !  for  the  cardinal 
now  refolved  to  take  him  off  firft ;  and  a  fervant,  once  more,  contri- 
buted to  the  fall  of  his  mailer,  and  enabled  the  cardinal  to  complete 
his  defign.  The  duke  had  turned  away  one  Kncvet,  his  ileward,  for 
opprcffing  his  tenants.  Which  fellow  the  cardinal  got  hold  of;  and 
pradiiing  on  his  malice,  obtained  from  him  an  information,  that  the 
duke  had  intended  to  take  off  the  king,  that  he  might  reign  himfelf, 
and  then  certainly  punilh  the  cardinal's  mifdemeanours.  This  infor- 
mation was  formed  into  an  accufation,  with  much  other  matter  to 
aggravate  the  offence.  On  which  he  was  arraigned  at  Weftminfter, 
before  Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk,  then  fitting  as  lord  high  fteward  of 
England,  for  the  occafioM. 

The  duke  pleaded  his  own  caufe  with  great  judgment  and  elegancy; 
(hewing  the  falfenefs  of  the  indidmcnt,  and  the  incompetence  of  the 
evidence:  but  all  to  no  purpofe,  for  he  was  found  guilty;  and  the 
high  Reward  pronouncing  fentencc,  though  not  without  tears,  he  an- 
fwered, 

"  My  lord  of  Norfdk,  you  have  delivered  judgment  in  words  proper 
*'  to  be  fpoken  to  a  traitor,  which  I  never  was;  and  therefore  I  freely 
"**  forgive  them  all  my  death :  the  king  is  a  gracious  prince ;  however 

"  I  (hall 
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I  Ihall  never  aik  my  life  of  him;  and  fo  dcfire  you,  my  lord,  and  all 
the  reft  of  my  peers,  my  friends,  to  pray  for  me."  Whereupon  he 
was  beheaded  on  Tower  Hill,  17th  May,  153 1  (13th  Henry  VIIL); 
and  with  him  died,  as  an  author  writes,*  the  fplendour  of  the  court;  •Uoyd. 
hofpitality,  and  good  landlords,  in  the  country;  and  the  high  con- 
fiablelhip  of  England. 

When  the  emperor  Charles  V.  heard  of  his  fall,  he  is  faid  to  have 
exclaimed,  "  A  hutcliers  dog  has  killed  tbejineft  buck  in  England'^ 

By  Alianore  his  wife,  daughter  to  Henry  Percy,  earl  of  Northumber- 
land, he  had  one  ion,  Henry,  and  three  daughters;  viz.  Elizabeth^ 
married  to  Thomas  Howard,. earl  of  Surrey,  afterwards  duke  of  Nor- 
folk ;  Katherine,  to  Ralph  Nevill,  earl  of  Weflmoreland ;  and  Mary, 
to  George  Nevill,  lord  Abergavenny. 

.  After  this  catafbrophe,  the  contemplative  reader  cannot  but  view, 
with  a  mixture  of  pity  and  indignation,  the  misfi)rtunes  of  the  illus- 
trious houfe  of  Stafford. 

Edmund  earl  of  Stafford,  flain  at  the  battle  of  Shrewsbury,  the  4th 
of  Henry  IV. ;  his  fbn,  Humphrey  duke  of  Buckingham,  flain  at  the 
battle  of  Northampton,  38th  Henry  VI. ;  whofe  fon,  Humphrey  was 
flain  in  his  lifetime,  at  the  battle  of.  St.  Albans,  53d  Henry  VL; 
Henry,  his  ion,  fecond  duke  of  Buckingham,  beheaded  at  Shrewflbury, 
temp.  Richard  III.;  and  Edward,  his  foh,  the  lafl:  duke,  beheaded  the 
13th  of  Henry  VIIL ! ! !  And  here  funk  for  ever,  all  the  fplendour  and 
princely  honours  and  eftates,  of  the  renowned  family  of  Stafford.  It 
glimmered,  however,  with  a  gradually  fading  light  for  nearly  another 
century ;  till  (as  hereafter  will  be  ftiewn),  from  the  dregs  of  this  ex- 
piring race,  his  undoubted  rights  were  extorted  by  the  cruel  hand  oi 
tyrannic  power ;  and  the  very  poverty  which  that  intolerable  power 
had  inflided,  was  made  a  plea  for  his  total  depreflion ! ! ! 

Henry  Stafford,  only  fon  of  the  laft  duke,  was  immediately,  on 
his  father's  execution;  reftorcd  in  blood,  but  not  to  his  honours  and 
lands.  The  20th  of  September  following,  however,  a  fmall  provifion 
was  made  for  him  out  of  thofe  immenfe  eilates;  and  on  the  15th  of 

July,

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July,  23d  Henry  VIII.  a  further  grant  of  the  caftlc  of  Stafford,  &c.  all 
•which  together,  only  amounted  to  the  yearly  value  of  j^.3 1 7,  13^.   HJ. 
And  thefe  were  all  the  poiTeffions  and  revenues  which  he  and  his  wife 
had  to  live  upon. 
Ath^T^ios  ^^  ^^  *  learned  man,*  of  great  virtue  and  piety;  who  endeavoured 

to  avert  his  thoughts  from  his  misfortunes,  by  a  clofe  application  to 
literature,  in  a  calm  and  innocent  retirement ;  which  renders  the  mind 
of  fenfibility  to  be  the  more  deeply  afFedcd,  that  lord  Orford,  in  bis 
**  Royal  and  Noble  Authors,'^  fliould  have  fufFcred  himielf  to  fpeak  {o 
llightingly  of  this  good  and  unfortunate  nobleman. 

The  I  ft  of  Edward  VI.  this  Henry  was  again  reftored  m  blood,  fays 
Dugdale,  who  cites  the  journals  of  that  year ;  but  in  the  ftatute  book, 
no  copy  or  title  of  fuch  an  aft  appears ;  yet  in  a  MS.  copy  of  the 
+Pcn.S.E.B*   aft  itfelf,f  it  is  there  fct  forth  :  "  That  the  faid  Henry  lord  Stafford, 

and  the  *  hryres  males  of  bis  boJy,\  may  and  Ihall  be  accepted,  taken, 
known,  reputed,  called,  and  written  henceforth  by  the  name  of  the 
lord  Stafford ;  and  that  the  faid  Henry,  and  the  htyres  males  of  bis 
body  coming,  fhall  have  and  enjoy,  in  and  at  all  parliaments,  and 
^'  other  places,  the  name,  roome,  jdac^,  and  voice  of  a  baron,  &c." 

He  married  Urfula,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Pole,  knight,  by  Mar- 
garet his  wife,  daughter  of  George  duke  of  Clarence,  and  died,  5th 
May,  1 565 ;  having  had  fumtnons  to  parliament,  from  the  zd  of  Ed- 
ward VI.  to  the  8th  of  Elizabeth;  leaving  ifluc  four  fbns;  viz.  Hcnry,^ 
Edward^  Richard,  and  Walter ;  and  one  daughter,  Elizabeth,'  wife  of 
Sir  William  Nevill,  of  Chebfey,  knight.     Which 

Henrt,  Second  lord  Stafford,  had  lummons  to  parliament,  the  13th, 
14th,  and  18th  of  Elizabeth  ;  but  probably  died  unmarried,  or  with- 
out iflue ;  bein^  fucceeded  by  his  brother 

^  This  Henry  is  UDHOtioed  by  Dugdade,  but  he  appears  Id  a  MS.  which  undoubtedly  was 
/)nce  part  of  ihe  coltedions  of  the  Stafford  family;  and  by  the  Lifts  of  Sammons  to  ParliaiueBt, 
ihis  Henry  appears  to  have  been  the  next  fuccefibr  to  the  title. 

i  She  is  fo  called  in  the  MS.  before  cited^  wliich  alfi)  mentions  another  daughter.  Dugdale^ 
Jbowever,  only  iiotices  one,  and  calls  her  Dorothy. 

Edward^ 
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Ed WARD>  third  lord,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
123d  of  EHzabeth ;  and  by  Mary,  daughter  to  Edward  carl  o(  Derby, 
bad  iffue  two  daughters ;  viz.  Urfula,  married  to  Walter  Erdcfwick  ; 
and  Dorothy  to  Gcrvcis  of  Chadfden ;  and  one  fon, 

Edward,  who  alfo  had  fummons  to  parliament,  and  died  in  1625; 
He  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  Thomas  Forfter,  of  Tonge,  in  Shrop- 
ihire;'  and  had  iiTue  one  fon,  Edward,  born  in  1600,  who  married 
Anne,  daughter  of  James  Wilford,  of  Newnham  Hall,  in  Effcx, 
efquire,  and  died  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father ;  leaving  iiTue  a  daugh* 
ter,  Mary ;  and  a  fon  and  heir, 

Henry,  who  fucceeded  his  grandfather,  as  fifth  lord  Stafford,  but 
died  unmarried ;  whereupon  his  inheritance  came  to  his  fifler  Mary, 
beforementioned,  married  to  Sir  William  Howard,  knight  of  the  bath, 
a  younger  fon  to  Thomas,  earl  of  Arundel  and  Surrey. 

But  Roger  Stafford,  the  Ion  of  Richard  Stafford  beforementioned^ 
as  a  younger  fon  of  Henry,  the  firft  lord  Stafford  (after  the  attainder 
of  duke  Edward,  his  father),  immediately  prefented  a  petition  for  the 
barony,  and  ibmc  of  the  eflates.  But  being  of  himfelf  but  of  llender 
fortune,  probably  having  none  at  all,  was  borne  down  by  the  weighty 
power  of  the  Howards ;  who  folicited  the  barony  for  the  fifter  of  the 

•  

lafl:  lord,  and  her  hufband.  Sir  William  Howard.  Nothing  can  be 
more  plain  than  the  aft  of  Edward  VI.  whereby  the  reftitution,  or 
rather  new  creation  of  the  barony,  was  to  the  heir  male. 

But  this  unfortunate  man,  the  near  defcendant  of  kings  and  princes, 
had  a  link  in  the  chain  of  his  defcent  to  trace  through  obfcurity  and 
poverty.  Yet  what  has  poverty  to  do  with  the  rights  which  are  an* 
iiexed  to  blood?  if  honours  arc  to  fluftuatc  with  property,  wo  be. to 
the  permanence  of  any  family  in  a  country  like  this !  How  mean,  how 
ignorant  is  the  prejudice  againfl  the  truth;  or  the  claims  of  a  defcent 
i^hich  is  involved  in  poverty !

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Richard  Stafford,  the  younger  fon  of  Henry  lord  Staffbrd,  died 
very  poor.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Corbet,  of  Lee,  in 
Shropfliire,  by  Anne  his  wife  (widow  of  Sir  William  Brercton,  of 
Brereton,  in  Chelhire),  and  daughter  of  Sir  William  Boothe,  of  Dun« 
ham  Maflcy.  Which  Mary  furvived  her  hufband,  and  fued  for  her 
jointure,  at  Effington,  in  Glouccfterfliire,  and  loft  it.  She  died  at 
CongletoH,  in  Chefliire;  and  was  buried  at  Brereton,  about  163a. 
Her  daughter,  Jane  Stafford,  was  born  about  1581 ;  and  was  married 
to  a  joiner  at  Newport,  by  ShefFnal,  in  Shropfliire;  was  living  his  wi- 
dow in  1637,  and  had  a  fon,  then  a  cobbler  or  flioemakcr,  in  Newport 
The  granddaughter  of  Henry  lord  Stafford,  the  great  granddaughter  of 
the  mighty  Edward  duke  of  Buckingham,  the  wife  of  a  joiner,  and 
her  fon  a  cobbler !  crcdite  Romani ! 

Her  father's  mother,  Urfula,  was  daughter  (as  before  faid)  of  Sir 
Richard  Pole,  by  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  George  duke  of  Cla- 
rence, brother  to  king  Edward  IV.  but  Richard  Stafford,  her  father, 
had  alfo  a  fon,  the  beforementioned  Roger.     Which 

Ro6£R  was  born  at  Malpas,  in  Chefliire,  about  15^2.  This  unfor- 
tunate man,  in  his  youth,  went  by  the  name  of  Fludd,  or  Floydc ;  for 
what  reafon,  has  not  yet  been  explained  :  perhaps,  with  the  indignant 
pride,  that  the  very  name  of  Stafford  fliould  not  be  aflbciated  with  the 
obfcurity  of  fuch  a  lot !  However,  one  Floyde,  a  forvant  of  Mr.  George 
Corbctt,  ofCowlefmore,  near  Lee,  in  Shropfliire,  his  mother*s  brother^ 
is  recorded,  in  the  M.S.  already  cited.  And  it  is  not  improbable,  that 
this  was  fome  faithful  fervant,  under  whofe  roof  he  might  have  been 
reared,  or  found  a  flielter  from  misfortunes,  when  all  his  great  alli- 
ances, with  a  cowardly  and  deteftable  ftlfiflincls,  might  have  forfaken 
him ;  and  that  he  might  have  preferred  the  generous,  though  humble 
name  of  Floyde,  to  one  that  had  brought  to  him  nothing  but  a  keener 
memorial  of  his  misfortunes. 

At  the  age  of  fixty-five,  he  became,  by  the  early  death  of  Henry  lord 
Stafford  (the  great  grandfon  of  his  fathers  elder  brother),  in  1637,  heir 
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msilc  of  the  family ;  a  circumftance  which  was  to  fubjefl;  him  to  acw 
mortifications. 

The  ad  lil  of  Edward  VL  rcftored  his  grandfather  in  blood ;  gave 
to  him  and  the  heirs  males  of  his  body,  the  rank  of  a  baron ;  and  en- 
abled him,  and  his  fucceHbrs,  to  make  jointures,  or  grant  a  life  efikate 
to  younger  children ;  or  difpofe  by  will,  for  advancing  children,  or 
paying  of  debts,  to  the  amount  of  two  thirds  of  the  parcels  of  the 
fmall  lands  reftored  by  Henry  VIII.  Yet  Dugdale  does  not  fpecify 
whether  the  entail  Is  on  the  heir  male  or  heir  general,  es^ccpt  of  a  fmall 
part.  But  the  entail  of  the  peerage  depended  upon  the  a<^  of  Ed- 
ward VI.  and  that  is  moil  exprefs  and  decifive  upon  the  heir  male. 

Roger  Stafford  therefore,  in  1637,  became,  beyond  all  doubt,  lord 
Stafford ;  and  accordingly  petitioned  the  king  and  the  lords.  In  the 
difcuifion  of  this  cafe,  it  appeared,  that  Henry  lord  Stafford  fat  in  par- 
liament the  whole  of  Edward  VI.'s  reign,  as  the  younger  baron. 

It  is  Hated  by  Dugdale,  that  in  the  reign  of  queen  Mary,  he  and 
lord  Clinton  had  a  difpute  about  precedence;  and  for  his  meannefs  in 
defcending  to  this  difpute,  after  having  loft  the  dukedom  of  Bucking- 
ham, is  founded  lord  Orford's  cenfure  of  him.  But  Dugdale  has  mif- 
taken  the  faft.  In  the  parliament,  4th  and  5th  Philip  and  Mary,  he 
and  lord  Clinton  joined  in  petitioning,  '*  to  be  reftored  to  the  rooms, 
*'  pre-eminences,  and  places  of  their  anccftors.""^  The  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  lords  Arundel,  Shrewfbury,  and  Darcy  of  Chich ;  who 
found,  *'  That  the  barons  of  Stafford  were  placed  next  under  the  lords 
*'  Talbot;  and  the  lords  Clinton,  next  above  the  lords  Audley. 
*'  Whereupon  the  faid  lords  Clinton  and  Staflford  were,  by  all  the 
*•  lords  then  fitting  in  parliament,  reftored  and  admitted  to  the  places  of 
^'  their  anceftors.**  And  this  place  all  the  lords  Stafford  enjoyed,  down 

^  £dward  lord  ClintoD  was  bat  fire  jears  old  when  bis  £ilher  died  ^  and  when  he  took  his 
feat  in  the  houTe  of  lords,  had,  by  miftake^  been  placed  according  to  the  date  of  his  junior  ba« 
Tony  of  Say  $  and  now,  therelore,  petitioned  to  have  the  phice  of  the  barons  Clinton,  which  was 
«f  an  earlier  date. 

sYi  to 
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to  Henry;  who  dying  in  1637^  left  his  fifter  Mary,  wife  of  Sir  Wil-: 
liam  Howard,  his  heir.     On  this  event,   Roger  Stafford  conceiving 
himfelf  clearly  entitled  to  the  fame  feat  in  parliament,  fubmitted  his 
right  to  the  king's  judgment.     But  hear  the  cruel  and  unjuft  refult; 
aggravated,  if  it  be  poffible,  by  the  cruelty  of  the  manner !  '*  Roger 
Stafford,  in  his  youth  called  Fludd,  pretending  himfelf  to  be  de^ 
fcended  from  a  younger  fbn  of  the  faid  Henry,  firfl  lord  Stafford, 
"  did  claim  the  barony  of  Stafford ;  which  title  and  dignity  the  faid 
**  Sir  William  Howard,  in  right  of  his  faid  lady,  did  alfb  claim."    For 
the  deciding  of  which  feveral  difputes,  the  faid  Roger  Stafford,  on  the 
5th  December,  1637,  did  fubmit  to  the  king's  majefty,  all  his  title  to 
that  barony.     Upon  which  fubmifCon,  his  majefly  declared  his  royal 
pka/ure,  that  the  faid  Roger  Stafford  having  no  parte  of  the  inheritance 
of  the  faid  lord  Stafford,  nor  any  other  landes  or  means  what/bever  (a  mofl: 
honefl  and  generous  reafon),  fhould  make  a  refignation  of  all  claims 
and  title  to  the  faid  barony  of  Stafford,  for  his  majefly  to  difpofc  of 
as  he  fhould  fee  fit.     In  obedience,  and  performance  of  which  faid 
order,  the  faid  Roger  Stafford  (who  was  never  married),  did,  by  his 
deed  enrolled,  dated  7th  December,   1639,  grant  and  furrender  unto 
his  majcfly  the  faid  barony  of  Stafford,  and  the  honour,  name,  and 
dignity  of  lord  Stafford,  in  and  by  that  aft  granted,  and  all  his  right, 
&c. ;  and  covenanted,  before  the  end  of  Hilary  Term  next,  to  levy  a 
fine  of  the  barony;  which  fine  was  levied  accordingly.     After  which 
furrender  made,  and  fine  levied,  the  king,  by  patent,  1 2th  September, 
1 6th  Charles  I.  created  Sir  William  Howard,  and  Mary  his  wife,  ba- 
ron and  baronefs  Stafford,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  males  of  their 
bodies ;  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  their  bodies,  with  fuch  place  and 
precedence,  as  Henry  lord  Stafford,  brother  of  the  faid  Mary,  had,  or 
ought  to  have  as  baron  Stafford.     Which  latter  claufe  feems  certainly 
illegal,  for  this  would  be  nothing  but  a  new  creation ;  the  limitations 
being  totally  different  from  thofe  of  the  old  honour.     And  no  new 
creation  can,  without  an  aft  of  parliament,  take  precedence  of  any 

.  older  creation  of  the  fame  degree.. 

■ 

Thus 
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Thus  was  this  poor  old  man  overpowered  for  erer.  By  what  inti* 
midation  he  was  induced  to  furrender  his  rights  cannot  how  be 
known ;  but  the  validity  of  a  fine  has  fince  been  queftioncd^  and  over- 
turned. And  to  {hew  how  far  fuch  oppreffions  may  extend  beyond  the 
cafe  of  the  prefent  fufferer,  this  cafe  of  Roger  Stafford  was  very  ftrongly 
urged  as  a  precedent,  in  that  of  the  vifcount  Purbeck,  by  Sir  William 
Jones,  then  attorney  general.  Whp  was  anfwered  by  the  earl  of  Shaf- 
tefbury;  who  fays,  '*  This  fole,  fingle,  melancholy  precedent,  was 
'^  condemned  in  parliament,  1640."  And  in  that  inftance,  the  lords, 
who  luckily  felt  for  their  own  families,  got  rid  of  this  dangerous  ex- 
ample, and  determined,  *'  That  no  fine  now  levied,  or  at  any  time 
"  hereafter  to  be  levied  to  the  king,  ^an  bar  any.  title  of  honour,  or 
^'  the  right  of  any  perfon  claiming  fuch  title  under  him  that  levied,  or 
"  ihall  levy  fuch  fine."

The  barony  of  Stafford  thus  became  recognized  in  the  noble  family 
of  Howard,  in  the  perfon  of  Sir  William,  already  named ;  who  fooii 
afterwards,  viz.  in  November,  1640,  was  created  vifcount  Stafford. 
But,  in  1678,  he  was  accufed  of  a  concern  in  the  Popilh  plot;  and 
being  tried  by  his  peers  in  Weflminfter  Hall,  was  found'  guilty,  by  a 
majority  of  twenty-four ;  whereupon  he  was  beheaded,  in  December, 
1680,  on  Tower  Hill, 

He  was,  fays  Burnet,  a  weak,  but  a  fair  conditioned  man ;  on  ill 
terms  with  his  nephew's  family,  and  had  been  guilty  of  great  vices  in 
his  youth,  which  had  almofl  proved  fatal  to  him.  He  thought  the 
king  had  not  rewarded  him  for  his  former  fervices  as  he  had  deferved ; 
fo  he  often  voted  againfl  the  court,  and  made  great  applications  always 
*to  the  earl  of  Shaftcfbury.

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It  appears,  when  he  had  no  hopes  of  pardon,  he  con^pofed  himfelf 
to  fuflfer  with  a  firm  and  undifturbcd  mind.  He  fuppcd,  and  flept 
well,  the  night  before  his  execution,  and  died  without  any  (hew  of  fear 
or  diforder;  denying  all  that  the  witnefles  had  fworn  againfl  him,  and 
protcfting,  with  his  laft  breath,  his  innocence  of  the  crimes  for  which 
he  ftood  condemned. 
*  Vid.  Tab.  By  the  baronefs  his  wife,  he  had  three  fons  and  fix  daughters.*  The 
cnca  og.  ^^^^  were,  viz.  Henry,  John,  and  Francis ;  of  which,  the  latter  was 
groom  of  the  bedchamber  to  James  II.  at  the  time  of  bis  abdication  ; 
and  following  him  into  France,  died  at  Paris  in  1692,  leaving  ilTuc  by 
Eleanor,  daughter  to  Henry  Stanford,  of  New-Inn,  in  the  county  of 
Stafford^  a  fon,  Henry;  whofc  wife  was  daughter  to  Bartholomew 
Berkeley,  of  Spetchly,  in  com.  Worcefter,  efquire,  and  died  S.  P. 

Henri  fucceeded  his  father.  King  James  prevailed  with  the  houfe 
of  lords  to  reverfe  the  attainder;  but  the  commons  would  not  agree  to 
it.  In  1685,  the  aft  for  rcverfmg  the  attainder  of  William  late  vifcount 
Stafford,  paiTcd  the  houfe  of  peers ;  in  the  preamble  to  which  it  is  af- 
ferted,  that  the  faid  William  died  innocent ;  that  the  teftimony  on 
which  he  was  convifted  was  falfe;  and  that  by  the  records  of  the 
king's  bench,  it  appeared  that  one  of  the  witnefles  was  convided  of 


perjury.^

'  Upon  (he  report  from  the  committee  for  reverfing  this  attainder^  3d  JaDe^  1685,  there  was 
a  proteH  entered  agatuA  the  palling  of  the  faid  ad. 
Diifentient : 

l^y  Becaufe  the  ailertion  in  the  bill>  of  its  being  now  manifeft^  that  the  vifcount  Stafibrd 
died  innocent;  and  that  the  teftimony  on  which  he  was  convided  was  fiilfe;  which  are  the  fole 
grouods  and  reafons  given  to  fupport  the  bill;,  are  deftitate  of  all  proof,  warranty  or  teftimoDjc^ 
witnefs^  or  matter  of  record^  before  us. 

2dly,  That  the  record  of  the  king's  benchj  read  at  the  committee,  concerning  the  convidioo, 
laft  term,  of  one  of  the  witnefles  for  pcijuiy  in  collateral  points  of  proof,  of  no  affinity  to  the 
lord  Staflbrd's  trials  and  given  feveral  years  before,  it  is  conceived  can  be  no  ground  to  invalidate 
the  teftimony  up«ui  which  the  faid  vifcouat  was  convided,  wliich  could  never,  legally,  be  by 
one  witnefs  \  and  was,  in  fad,  by  the  judgment  of  liis  peers,  on  the  evidence  of  at  leaft 
three. 

3dly, 
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This  Henry  vlfcount  Stafford,  in  confideratioh  of  bis  father's  fuffer- 
ings,  and  his  noble  deicent,  was  created,  by  James  II.  earl  of  Stafford, 
by  letters  patent,  dated  the  5th  of  Odober,  1688;  with  remainder, 
for  want  of  iffue  male,  to  his  brothers,  John  and  Francis,  and  their 
iffuc  male  refpeAively.  And  by  the  fame  patent,  the  faid  Mary,  their 
mother,  was  made  countefs  of  Stafford  for  life ;  and  their  fifters  al- 
lowed the  rank  of  daughters  of  an  earl  of  England,  and  to  ufc  the 
furname  of  Stafford.  Of  the  faid  fifters,  Urfula  and  Mary  were  nuns, 
as  was  alfo  Alathca,  the  eldeft;  but  Ifabella,  the  fecond  daughter,  mar- 
ried John  Paulet,  marquis  of  Winton ;  Anaftafia,  the  fifth  daughter, 
wedded  George  Holman,  of  Wark worth,  in  com.  Northampt.  elquVre;. 
and  Helena,  the  youngcft  daughter,  died  young. 

Upon  the  abdication  of  king  James  II.  this  Henry  carl  of  Stafford 
retired  into  France,  where  he  married,  the  3d  of  April,  1694,  Clau^ 
Charlotte,  eldeft  daughter  of  Philibert  count  de  Gramont,  and  Eliza^- 
beth  Hamilton,  his  wife  (daughter  of  Sir  George  Hamilton,  knight, 
and  Frances  his  wife,  afterwards  created  countefs  of  Bantry,  in  Ire- 
land), by  whom  he  had  no  iffue ;  and  dying  in  April,  1719,  was  fuc^ 
eeeded  by  his  nephew,  William  Stafford  Howard,  fon  of  John,  his 
brother,  before  named.  Which  John  married,  firft,  Mary,  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Southcott,  of  Merftham,  in  com.  Surr.  knight,  by  whomi 
he  had  two  fons,  William  and  John-Paul ;  alfo  three  daughters;  viz. 
Mary,  married  to  Francis  Plowden,  of  Plowden,  in  Shropfhirc,  elquirc,. 
whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Mary,  in  1733,  married  Sir  George  Jerning- 
ham-,  baronet,  and  was  mother  of  the  prefcnt  Sir  William  Jerning- 
ham,  baronet,  and  of  Edward  Jerninghara,  the  poet,  &c. ;  Xavaria^ 
and  Louifa,  were  nuns :  he  married,  fecondly,  Terefa,  daughter  of 
Kobert  Strickland,  efc^uire,  and  had  iffue  a  fon,  Edward>  and  a  daugh-- 
ter,  Harriet. 

3dly,  It  is  conceived,  the  faid  judgment  in  the  king's  bencK  (and  the  whole  proceedings)  was^ 
unprecedented^  illegal,  and  unwarrantable  y  highly  derogatory  to  the  honoar,  judicature^  and 
authority  of  this  court,  who  have  power  to  queftion^  and  puniih  perjaries  of  witoelfes  before 
them  J  and  ought  not  to  be  impofed  upon  by  the  judgments  of  inferior  courts,  or  their  attainder 
of  a  peer  invalidated  by  implication,  Hcc  &c.

William,  next  earl  of  Stafford,  married  his  coufin,  Anne,  daughter 
to  George  Holman,  efquire,  by  the  lady  Anaftafia,  his  wite,  before* 
mentioned,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  an  only  fbn,  William-Mathias,  and 
three  daughters;  viz.  Mary,  who  married  the  count  de  Chabot,  of  the 
houie  of  Rohan,  in  France  ;  and  the  ladies,  Anaftafia,  who  died  at 
Paris^  zyth  April,  1807,  agr.d  85,  and  Anne,  both  nuns  at  Paris.  And 
dying  in  France,  in  January,  i733-4»  was  fucceeded  by 

WilliaM'Mathias,  his  only  fon  and  heir;  who,  in  July,  1743,

The  firft  of  this  line  mentioned^  is  Sir  John  Stafford^  knight, 
fon  of  William  Stafford,  of  Bromlhull,  in  com.  Staff,  defcended 
from  Hervey  Bagot,  by  Miliccnt  his  wife,  fiflcr  and  heir  to  Robert  de 
Stafford,  as  before  fhcwn,*     Which  *  Vid.  Staf. 

Sir  John  Stafford  having  married  Margaret,  daughter  to  Ralph  lord        '      *  * 
Stafford,  left  iffue, 

Humphrey,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  temp.  Edward  III.  ferved  re- 
peatedly in  the  wars  of  France,  during  the  glorious  reign  of  that  lUuf^ 
trious  monarch ;  and  was  fucceeded  by  another 

Humphrey,  his  fon  and  heir,  called  Humphrey  Stafford  with  the 
filver  hand ;  "  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  -  -  -  -  - 
Dynham,  widow  of  Sir  John  Maltravers,  of  Hooke,  in  com,  Dorf." 
and  dying  the  ifl  of  Henry  V.  left  iffue  feveral  fons;  whereof  John, 
the  fecond,  was  born  at  Hooke,  educated  at  Oxford,  was  afterwards 
bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  at  length  archbifhop  of  Canterbury : 
but 

Humphrey,  the  eldefl,  was  fucceffor  to  his  father;  and  in  the  8th 
of  Henry  IV.  having  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter,  and  afterwards 
fole  heir,  of  Sir  John  Maltravers,  of  Hooke,  knight,  doing  his  fealty, 
had  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance,  whereof  the  manor  of  Hooke 
was  the  chief.  And  dying  the  20th  of  Henry  VI.  left  Humphrey,  his 
grandfon  and  heir ;  viz.  fon  of  Sir  John  Stafford,  knight,  his  eldefl

HuMPHK£Y,  the  30th  of  Henry  VI.  being  then  a  knight,  was 
flain  by  the  rebels  under  Jack  Cade,  at  Sevcnoak,  in  Kent,  leaving 
another 

Humphrey,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  ift  of  Edward  IV.  had  a 

^  grant  from  the  king  of  the  ftewardftiip  of  the  dutchy  of  Cornwall  for 

life ;  but  died  the  ift  of  Auguft  the  fame  year  without  ifluc,  leaving 

Humphrey  Stafford,  of  Suthwikc,  his  next  heir;  viz.  fon  of  William, 

brother  to  John,  grandfather  of  him  the  faid  deceafed.

Which  Humphrey,  the  zdi  of  Edward  IV.  was  fummoned  to 
parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm ;  and  the  4th  of  Edward  FV. 
(:;4th  April),  was  created  lord  Stafford  of  Suthwike;  and,  moreover, 
the  7th  of  May,  the  pth  of  Edward  IV.  was  created  earl  of  Devon- 
ihire.  But  this  honour  he  enjoyed  only  for  a  few  months ;  for,  as 
he  obtained  it  on  the  attainder  and  downfal  of  his  predeceilbr  (Court- 
ney), fo  he  loft  it  with  ignominy  and  difgrace ;  for,  the  9th  of  ExI- 
ward  IV.  deferting,  with  his  forces,  the  earl  of  Pembroke  at  Banbury 
(who  was  routed,  and  taken  prifoner  by  the  Northern  rebels),  the 
king  being  difpleafed  thereat,  caufed  him  to  be  apprehended,  and 
afterwards  beheaded  at  Bridgcwater,  17th  Aqguft,  the  fame  year. 
He  married  Ifabel,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Barre,  knight,  by 
Idonea  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  John  Hotoft,  efquire ;  but  bad 
no  iflue.  Whereupon  divers  manors  in  the  county  of  Dorfct,  by  a 
feoffment  made  to  John  Stafford,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  Sir  Wil- 
liam Bonvill,  and  others,  by  Sir  Humphrey  Stafford  with  the  Silver 

*  This  feems  to  have  been  an  appanage  of  the  Hooke  family^  and  was  the  original  feat  of  the 
either  branch ;  mofi  probably  before  their  acquifition  of  Hooke,  by  marriage  with  the  heirela  6i 
Maltravers.

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Hand  (which  feofFcrs  pafled  them  to  Catherine,  late  wife  of  William

Devon;  Sir  Robert,  fon  and  heir  of  Anne  Willoughby;  and  Eleanor 
Strangeways,  as  coufins  and  heirs  to  Sir  Humphrey  Stafford  with  the 
Silver  Hand ;  viz.  the  faid  Elizabeth  and  Eleanor  being  daughters  and 
heirs  to  Alice,  fifter  to  William,  father  of  the  faid  Humphrey  earl  of 
Devon,  and  Robert  Willoughby,  fon  and  heir  of  Anne,  the  other 
daughter  and  heir  of  the  faid  Alice. 

Sir  John  Collhill  dying  S.  P.  the  ift  of  Richard  I.  the  eftate  was 
divided  between  the  Strangeways  and  Willoughbys. 

From  the  Willoughbys  their  Ihare  came  to  the  Paulets  and  the 
Blounts,  and  at  length  totally  to  the  Paulets ;  who  thereby  came  to 
poffefs  the  capital  manor  of  Hooke,  &c.  in  com.  Dorf.

Th£  original  furname  of  this  family^  was  AudlsTi  which  ww 
afterwards  changed  to  Stanley  ;  by  reafbn  that  William^  de  Audley 
fecetvcd  from  his  couiin  Adami  the  manor  of  Stanleigh^  alias  Stanley, 
in  StafTordlhire,  in  exchange  for  the  manor  of  Talk.  Wherefore  the 
defcendants  of  the  faid  William  continued  to  aflame  the  fumame  of 
Stanley.     Of  which,  after  divers  defcents,  was 

Sir  William  Stanley,  knight,  who  was  created  a  baron  of  the 
realm,  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,  the  34th  of  Henry  VL  In 
which  rank  he  continued,  until,  for  his  very  meritorious  fervices  at 
the  battle  of  Pofworth,  he  was,  by  king  Henry  VII.  raifed  to  the  dig- 
nity of  earl  of  Derby ;  wherel^  his  barony  of  Stanley  became  merged 
in  the  fuperior  title  of  the  earldom,  and  (o  defcended  to  Ferdinando' 
fifth  earl  of  Derby :  but  he  dying  without  iiTue  tnale,  the  faid  barony 
being  one  in  fee,  is  coniidered,  at  his  deceafe,  to  have  vefted  in  abey* 
ance  among  his  three  daughters  and  coheirs;  viz.  Anne,  married,  firft,. 
to  Grey  lord  Chandos ;  and,  fecoadly,  to  Mervin  earl  of  Qaftlehaven  ; 
Frances,  married  to  John  earl  of  Bridgtwater;  and  Elizabeth,  to  Henrj 
Haftings,  earl  of  Huntingdon^

It  is  faid^  that  at  a  jufts  held  in  the  Peak  of  Derbyihire,  at  Caftle 
Pcvercl,  among  divers  pcrfons  of  note  who  were  there  prefent,  were 
two  ions  of  the  duke  of  Bretaigne;  and  that  the  younger  of  them  being 
named  Guy,  was  called  Guy  le  Strange^  from  whom  the  fevered 
families  of  tlie  Stranges  are  defcended. 

This  being  taken  for  truth,  it  is  prefumed,  that  Guy,  Hamon,  and 
John,  who  poiTeiTed  lands  in  com.  Salop,  temp.  Henry  II.  were  fbns  of 
the  faid  Guy  le  Strange.     Of  thefe 

Gut,  the  eldeft,  above  named,  had  a  grant  from  Henry  II.  of  the 
manors  of  Wefton  and  Alvithele,  in  com.  Salop  to  hold  by  the  (o 
Tice  of  one  knights  f::e ;  and  the  6th  of  Henry  II.  was  /herifi*  of 
Shropfhire,  and  fo  continued  for  feveral  years.  He  died  before  the  lik 
of  John,  leaving  a  ion,  Ralph,  and  three  daughters.     Which 

Ralph  died  iiTuelefs,  whereby  his  three  fillers  became  his  heirs; 
viz.  Margaret,  wile  of  Thomas  Noel ;  Joane,  of  Richard  de  Wapen- 
bury ;  and  -----  of  Griffin,  fon  of  Jerword.  Which  Margaret  after- 
wards became  the  wife  of  Thomas  de  Blancminften 

Of  Hamon,  the  next  brother  of  the  aforefaid  Guy,  it  only  appears, 
that  he  gave  his  whole  part  of  the  common  woods  in  Wombrugge,  in 
com.  Salop,  to  the  canons  of  that  houie,  and  died  S.  P. 

John,  the  third  brother,  the  i  ith  of  John,  pofTefTed  the  lordfliips  of 
Nefle  and  Chefewardine,  in  com.  Salop,  which  he  had  by  the  gift  of 
Henry  II.;  and  the  ibth  of  John  was  fheritf  of  the  Counties  of  Salop^ 
and  Staff.  The  3d  of  Henry  III.  he  had  the  king's  precept  to  the 
flierifF  of  Shroplhire,  for  aid  to  rebuild  part  of  his  caftle  of  Knockyn, 
and  to  repair  the  reft.  Shortly  after  when,  he  died,  and  was  iiicceeded 

JOEJH, 
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John,  his  ion  and  heiri  who  was  a  perfbn  of  great  note  in  his  time^ 
anooicd  the  53d  of  Henry  III.  leaving  by  Amice  his  wife,  Robert,  a 

younger  fon,*  and  John,  his  ion  and  heir;  who  doing  his  homage,  «Vid. Strange 

had  livery  of  his  lands.     Which  of  Blackmcie. 

John,  the  44th  of  Henry  III.  (his  father  then  living),  was  gover* 
nor  oFtEc  caflle  of  Montgomery ;  but  afterwards  adhered  to  the  rebel 
barons  againft  that  king,  and  was  in  great  eileem  with  them.  This 
John  married  Joane,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Roger  de 
yflmen,  hamn  of  Dudley,  and  died  the  4th  of  Edward  I.  Whereupon 
his  lands  in  com.  Northampt  Salop.  Norf.  Leic.  and  Glouc.  wero 
feized  into  the  king's  hands :  but  in  the  6th  of  Edward  f .

RoGEB,  his  brother  and  heir;  who  married  Joane,  one  of  the 
daughter*  and  coheirs  of  Oliver  de  Ingham,  and  died  the  23d  of  Ed^ 
ward  III.i*  having  had  fummons  to  parliamenti  the  i6th«  2id,  and  23d 
of  that  rei^.

' ;  He  had  fumnions  to  parliament,  from  the  29th  of  Edward  III.  to  the 

the  6th  of  Richard  IL  inclufive,  and  died  the  fame  year ;  John,  his

daughter  of  Edmund  earl  of  Arundel,  furviving.     Which

He  manicd 
Ankaret,  daughter  to  William  Bpteler,  of  Wemme,  and  one  of  the 
fifters  and  coheirs  to  Edward  Boteler,  and  died  the  ajd  of  Edward  III. 
having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  4th  to  the  z^d  of  £d* 
ward  III.  inclufive. 

FuLK,  fon  and  heir  of  the  aforefaid  John,  at  his  father's  deceafe 
was  only  nineteen  years  old ;  and  died  in  his  minority,  leaving  Eliza- 
beth' his  wife,  furviving  (who  remarried,  firft,  John  lord  Ferrers,  of 
Chartley ;  and  next,  Reginald  lord  Cobham),  and 

John,  his  brother  and  heir;  who,  the  28th  of  Eld  ward  III.  making 
proof  of  his  age«  and  doing  his  homage,  bad  livery  of  his  lands.

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Tms  EuBo-LO  was  another  of  the  junior  branches  of  the  houfe  of 
Knokyn ;  being  a  younger  fon  of  the  fourth  John  le  Strange,  by  Maud 
his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Roger  D'Eivill.  In  the  19th  Edward  IL 
he  received  the  honour  of  knighthood  by  bathing,  &c.  having  robes 
allowed  hiiptx  put  of  the  king's,  wardrobe  as  a  banneret.  He  married 
AKee,  the  daughter,  and  at  length  heir  to  Heniy  de  Lacy,  earl  of  Lin* 
cdn  (widow  of  Thomas  earl  of  Lancafter),  in  whofe  right  the  title  of 
earl  of  Lincoln  has  been  attributed  to  him ;  but  he  appears  pnly  to 
have  had  fummons  to  parliament  as  a  baron,  from  the  20th  of  Ed- 
ward IL  to  the  9th  of  Edward  IIL  inclufive;  in  which  year  he  died 
S.P. 

From  Hamon,  a  younger  brother  to  this  Eubolo,  to  whom  John 
lord  Strange  of  Knokyn  gave  the  manor  of  Hunftanton,  in  com. 
Norf.  the  Stranges  of  that  place  defcended,  who  afterwards  had  the 
honour  of  baronetage  conferred  upon  them.

HamOn,  the  51ft  Henry  III.  for  his  attachment  to  that  king  in  the 
time  of  his  contention  with  his  rebel  barons,  had  beftowed  on  him  the 
manors  of  Ellefmere  and  Stretton ;  which  manor  of  EUefmere  he  gave 
to  his  brother  Roger  when  he  went  to  the  Holy  Land,  and  died  with- 
out iflue.     This 

Roger,  for  his  loyalty  to  Henry  IIL  had  alfo  a  grant  of  diveis 

lands,  and  was  feveral  times  fherifF  of  Yorklhire ;  ^and  was  a  man  of 

great  eminence  and  confequence  in  hb  time.     He  married  Maud, 

Widow  of  Roger  de  Moubray,  and  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs 

t  Vid.  Beaa-   of  William  Beauchamp,  of  Bedford,f  by  whom  he  had 

Bedford*^  Roger  lord  Strange  of  Ellefmere,  who  flew  Leoline,  laft  prince  of 

Vol.1.  Wales,  and  cut  off  his  head;  and  became  a  perfon  of  much  eminence, 

bearing  great  rale  in  Wales,  at  Buleth  Caftle. 

The  name  of  Roger  le  Strange,  of  Ellefmere,  is  mentioned  in  the 
Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  the  23d,  24th,  and  25th  Edward  I. 
and  alfo  among  thofe  barons  and  great  men,  who,  the  29th  Edward  I. 
fubfcribed  that  letter  to  the  pope,  aflerting  the  independence  of  the 
king  of  England ;  and  that  he  was  to  anfwer  no  tribunal  under  Hea- 
ven for  the  right  of  the  crown !  which,  with  the  help  of  God,  they 
would  maintain  and  defend  againft  all  men,

As  the  male  line  of  this  noble  and  ancient  family  of  Talbot  is  yet 
remaining,  aiid  flourilhing  in  the  high  rank  of  the  premier  earl  of  this 
kingdom,  it  is  irrelevant  to  the  fubje<ft  of  this  work,  to  dilate  upon 
their  origin,. defcendants,  meritorious  fervices,  or  diftinguilhed* anions; 
we  fhall  therefore  confine  the  narration  Iblely  to  the  defcent  of  the 
barony  of  Talbot,  which  was  created  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, the  4th  of  Edward  III.  in  the  pcrlbn  of 

GILBERT  Talbot,*  whofe  fon  and  heir,  refiding  at  Goderich 
Caftle,  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament  by 
writ,  dircfted  "  Ricardo  Talbot  dc  Caftro  Goderici,"  from  the  4th  to 
the  rjpth  of  Edward  IIL  and  died  the  30th  of  the  fame  reign,  leaving 

Gilbert,  his  fbn  and  heir;. who,  having  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
meqt,  from  the  36th  of  Edward  III.  to  the  loth  of  Richard  II.  in- 
clulive,  died  the  fame  year ;  being  fucceeded  by  his  fon  and  heir 

Richard  ;  who,  having  married  Ankaret,  the  fifter  of  John  le 
Strange,  of  Blackmere,*  and  aunt  and  heir  of  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  •Vid.StraDge 
heir  of  the  faid  John,  the  7th  of  Richard  II.  (his  father  then  living), 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  her  inheritance,  and  alfo  fummons  to 
parliament  in  that  year,  and  from  thence  to  the  nth  of  Richard  IL 
inclufive,  by  the  denomination  of  Talbot  of  Blackmere ;  and  after 
that,  by  the  defcription  of  Richard  Talbot,  of  Caftle  Goderich,  to  the 
17th  of  Richard  IL  ibortly  after  when  he  deceafed;  viz.  the  i?oth  of 

'  Co11jq9,  in  his  Rtrliamentaqr  Precedents,  p.  217^  aflerts^  that  Richard,  father  of  this  6iU 
hert,  had  fummons  to  parliament,  2Sih  Edward  I.  But  his  name  does  not  appear  in  Dugdale*s 
Lift  of  Summons  for  that  year  3  although  it  does  among  the  names  of  thofe  eminent  perfons, 
who,  the  2Q{h  of  Edward  I.  in  that  great  council  then  holden  at  Lincoln,  fubfcribed  the  letter 
to  the  Pope,  for  averting  the  r^tof  king  Edward  to  the  foperior  dominioa  of  the  Tealm  of 
Scotland.

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Richard  II.  leaving,  among  other  iffue,  Gilbert,  his  fon  and  heir,  and 
John,  his  fecond  fon  (of  whom  hereafter).     Which 

Gilbert,  the  ift  of  Henry  V.  on  the  death  of  Ankaret,  his  mo- 
ther, doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  her  lands  j  and  as  fon  and  heir 
to  Richard  Talbot,  coufm  and  heir  to  John  de  Haftings,  fometime 
earl  of  Pembroke,  claimed  to  bear  the  golden  fpurs  at  the  coronation 
of  the  faid  king.  This  Gilbert  had  iffue  an  only  daughter  and  heir, 
Ankaret,  who  died  young ;  wherefore  John  Talbot,  his  next  brother, 
became  his  heir,  and  heir  alfo  to  the  faid  Ailkaret,  his  niece.  Which 
John  having  married  Maude,  eldeft  of  the  two  daughters  and  co-

and  heir  of  William  lord  Furnival,  was  firfl:  fummoned  to  parliament, 
the  nth  of  Henry  VI.  as  lord  Furnival  of  Hallom-Shire,  that,  with 
the  caftle  of  Sheffield,  being  part  of  her  inheritance. 

This  is  the  fampus  Sir  John  Talbot,  who  afterwards,  by  king 
Henry  VI.  anno  the  20th  of  his  reign,  was,  by  letters  patent,  created 
earl  of  Shrewfbury,  with  limitation  of  that  honour  to  his  iffue  male. 
From  which  time  the  barony  of  Talbot  (and  the  other  baronies  in  fee 
which  had  defcended  to  this  illuftrious  family),  became  merged  in  the 
earldom,  and  did  fb  remain,  until,  by  the  deceafe  of  Gilbert  Talbot, 
the  feventh  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  without  ifliie  male  furviving,  the  earl- 
dom defcended  to  Edward  his  brother ;  and  the  faid  baronies  (having 
their  origin  by  writ  of  fummous  to  parliament),  are  preiunied  to  have 
of  right  devolved  upon  his  three  daughters  and  coheirs;  viz.  Mary, 
wife  of  William  carl  of  Pembroke ;  Elizabeth,  of  Henry  carl  of  Kent ; 
and  Aletheia,  of  Thomas  earl  of  Arundel.  But  of  thefe  daughters, 
Mary  and  Elizabeth  left  no  iffue,  fo  that  Aletheia  became  at  length 
the  fole  heir.  In  the  diviiion  of  the  inheritance,  ihe  brought  to  her 
hufband,  the  earl  of  Arundel,  the  manor  of  Workfop,  in  com.  Notts, 
the  lord  whereof,  on  the  coronation  day,  claims  to  find  the  king  a  right- 
hand  glove,  and  to  fupport  his  right  arm  while  he  holds  the  fccptrc.

Ih  the  time  of  king  John,  Walter  de  Tibetot  adhering  to  the 
king's  enemies,  had  his  lands  in  the  county  of  Leicefter  feized,  and 
given  to  the  earl  of  Ferrers,  of  whom  they  were  held. 

The  next  mentioned  of  this  name,  is  Henrt  de  Tibetot,  who, 
the  I  ft  of  Henry  III.  being  in  arms  for  the  king,  had  a  grant  of  the 
forfeited  lands  of  Adam  de  Painel,  in  the  counties  of  York  and  Lin- 
coln ;  and  dying  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  was  fucceeded  by 

Robert,  his  fbn  and  heir,  who  then  doing  his  homage,  had  livery 
of  his  lands ;  and  the  50th  of  Henry  III.  was  made  governor  of  Por- 
chefler  caftle.  He  attended  prince  Edward  to  the  Holy' Land;  by 
whom  (after  he  became  king),  he  was  hoi  den  in  great  eftimation,  and 
was  intruded  with  many  high  and  important  offices.  His  wife  was  Eve, 
daughter  of  Pain  de  Cbaworth ;  and  his  iiTue,  Pain,  his  fon  and  heir; 
as  alfo  two  daughters ;  viz.  Hawife,  who  married  John,  fon  of  Robert 
Fitz-Roger  (a  great  baron  in  Northumberland) ;  and  Eve,  who  mar- 
ried Robert,  fon  of  Robert  de  Tatflial.  Dying  the  a6th  of  Edward  I. 
his  fbn 

Pain  de  Tibetot  was  his  fucceffor,  who  was" conftituted  warden 
of  the  forefts  beyond  Trent,  and  governor  of  Northampton  cafUe ;  and 
having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  among  the  barons  of  the  realm, 
from  the  ift  to  the  7th  of  Edward  II.  inclufive;  loft  his  life  in  that 
fatal  battle  of  Strivelin,  the  fame  year :  being  then  ieifed  of  the  manor 
of  Wighton,  in  com.  Ebor.;  Everfton  and  Langar,  in  com.  Notts.; 
Nettleftede,  in  Suffolk ;  Bardefton  and  Thorpe-Eidmer,  in  com.  Leic. ; 
Strathall,  in  EfTex ;  and  Borewell  and  Hardlefton,  in  com.  Cantab. ; 
leaving  John,  his  fbn  and  heir,  and  Agnes  his  wife,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam de  Ros^  of  Hamlake^  furviving.     Which 
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John,  the  8th  of  Edward  IIL  making  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing 
his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands ;  and  was  afterwards  in  the  wars 
of  France  and  Scotland,  and  was  governor  of  Berwick.  He  married 
Margaret,  youngeft  of  the  fitters  and  coheirs  of  Giles  lord  Badlefmere ; 
by  whom  (in  the  divifion  of  that  great  inheritance),  he  confiderably 
increafed  his  eflate;  and  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  9th  to  the  39th  of  Edward  HI.  inclufive,  died  the  41ft  of  Ed- 
ward IIL  leaving  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  twenty-fix  years  old  (John, 
his  eldeft  Ion,  having  died  in  his  lifetime).     Which 

Robert  furvived  him  not  long ;  for,  having  had  fiimmons  to  par- 
liament, the  42d  and  44th  of  Edward  III.  he  deceafed  the  46th  of 
Edward  III.  leaving  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  Deincourt, 
fiirviving,  and  three  daughters,  his  coheirs ;  viz.  Margaret,  Milicent, 
and  Elizabeth,  who  were  then  in  minority,  and  given  in  ward  to  Ri- 
chard le  Scrope,  of  Bolton ;  who  difpofed  of  Margaret,  the  eldeft  of 
them,  to  Roger  le  Scrope,  his  eldeft  fon,  in  marriage ;  Milicent,  to 
Stephen,  his  third  ion;  and  Elizabeth,  to  Philip  le  Defjpenfer,  the 
younger.  Which  daughters,  the  9th  of  Richard  II.  making  proof  of 
their  refpedive  ages,  had  livery  of  their  lands;  in  the  partition  where- 
of, the  capital  manor  of  Langar,  in  com.  Notts*  went  to  the 
Scropes,  and  from  Emanuel  lord  Scrope,  of  Bolton,  and  earl  of  Sun- 
derland, by  one  of  his  natural  daughters,  in  marriage  to  the  Howe 
family;  and  the  manor  of  Nettleftede,  to  the  Deipenfers;  from  whoie 
only  daughter  and  heir,  Margery,  married,  firft,  to  the  lord  Ros,  and 
after,  to  Sir  Roger  Went  worth,  the  fame  was  brought  into  the  latter 
family,  who  afterwards  had  fummons  to  parliament,  by  the  title  ox

The  male  iffuc  of  the  chief  line  of  this  family  having  thus  failed, 
the  principal  branch  which  continued,  was  in  the  perfbn  of  Sir  John 
TiBETOT,  fon  and  heir  to  Sir  Pain  Tibctot  (a  younger  brother  to  the 
laft  Robert),  by  Agnes  his  wife,  fifter  to  Sir  John  Wrothe,  knight. 
Which 

^Sir  John  was  in  fo  much  eftimation  with  king  Henry  IV.  that 
he  obtained  many  favours  from  him ;  being  conftituted  chief  butler  of 
England,  treafiirer  of  the  king's  houfehold,  fenefchal  of  Aquitaine, 
ambaiTador  to  the  king  of  the  Romans,  prefident  of  the  king's  ex- 
chequer  in  Normandy,  and  treafurcr  of  that  dutchy,  chief  fteward  of 
the  king's  caftles  and  lordfhips  throughout  Wales;  and,  moreover, 
had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the 
4th  to  the  20th  of  Henry  VI.  inclufivfe,  and  died  the  3  ift  of  Henry  VI. 
leaving,  by  Joice  his  wife,  fitter  and  coheir  of  Edward  Charlton,  lord 
Powys,*  by  whom  he  obtained  a  very  confiderable  inheritance,  « vid.  Charl- 

JoHN,  his  fon  and  heir,  fizteen  years  of  age;  who  afterwards.  Viz.  ^^^^ 
the  1 6th  of  July,  57th  of  Henry  VI.  was  created  carl  of  Worcefter, 
and  the  36th  of  Henry  VI.  was  conftituted  lord  deputy  of  Ireland. 
Upon  the  advancement  of  the  houfe  of  York  to  the  throne,  in  the 
perfon  of  Edward  IV.  he  loft  none  of  his  former  reputation  at  court 
(where,  being  a  man  of  excellent  accomplifhments,  he  had  been  in  no 
fmall  favour  with  Henry  VL)  and  was  made  firft  juftice  of  North 
Wales,  and  foon  after  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London,  and  lord 
treafurer  of  the  exchequer,  and  a  knight  of  the  garter.    He  was  a  man 

of  learning,  and  wrote  divers  trafts;  whereof  Bale  makes  mention.

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He  was  alio  a  good  lawyer;  and  a  ibldier;  and  altogether  was  a  great 
ftatcfman."  He  had  many  different  employments;  and,  among  the 
reft,  was  chancellor  of  England,  though  at  the  fame  time,  made  choice 
of  to  ferve  the  king  in  the  wars.  He  was  alfo  conftable  of  England. 
Wherefore,  the  great  power  and  favour  he  enjoyed,  was  fufficient  of 
itfelf  to  raife  him  many  enemies ;  but  what  contributed  the  moft  to 
his  ruin  was,  that  the  king  caufed  him,  at  Southampton,  to  fit  in 
judgment  upon  ieveral  peribns  taken  in  an  encounter  on  board  fbme 
ihips  at  fea;  he  adjudged  them  to  be  drawn,  hanged,  and  beheaded; 
twenty  of  whom  underwent  the  ientence. 

Thefe  being  of  the  Lancaftrian  intereft,  that  party  did  not  fail  to 
remember  him  in  due  time :  when  the  fcene  changing,  through  the 
power  of  the  famous  king-maker,  Nevil  earl  of  Warwick,  he  was 
forced  (the  king  being  fled,  and  Henzy  VL  reftored),  to  Ihift  for  him- 
felf ;  and  his  cafe  was  fo  much  the  worfe,  in  that  he  had  the  envy  of 
many  of  the  Yorkifts,  and  fo  had  fcarcely  any  place  of  retreat,  as  ma- 
nifeftly  appears  from  his  hiftory ;  for  he  was  at  laft  found  on  the  top 
of  an  high  tree,  in  the  foreft  of  Waybridge,  in  Huntingdonfhire ;  and 
being  thence  brought  to  London,  was  adjudged  to  fufler  death ;  and 
thereupon  was  beheaded  on  Tower  Hill,  and  was  buried  at  Black 
Friers,  in  that  city,  loth  Edward  IV. 

This  unfortunate  earl  was  twice  married:  "firft,  to  Elizabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  Robert  Greyndour,  and  by  her  had  a  ion,  John,  who  died  the 
day  he  was  bom,  on  which  his  mother  died  alio ;  his  iecond  wife  was 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas,  and  iiiler  to  Sir  Walter  Hopton, 
knight  (widow  of  Sir  Roger  Corbet,  of  Morton  Corbet,  in  com.  Salop, 
knight),  by  whom  he  had  a  fon,  Edward.     Which

aunts  his  coheirs;  viz.  Philippa,  wife  of  Thomas  lord  Roos,  of  Ham- 
lake  ;  Joane,  of  Sir  Edmund  Inglethorpe ;  and  Joice,  of  Edmund,  ion 
and  heir  to  John  lord  Dudley.

This  dynafty  commenced  in  the  pcrfon  of  Theobald  de  Butler, 

vrho  having  married  Roheie,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Nicholas  de 

*  Vid.  Vcr-      Verdon,*  he,  by  reafbn  Ihe  was  fo  great  an  heirefs,  relinquifhed  his 

own  paternal  name,  and  aiTumed  that  of  Verdon;  which  was  thence- 
forth continued  to  their  pofterity.     Of  whom^ 

John  de  Butler,  alias  Verdon,  on  the  deceafe  of  the  faid  Ro- 
hefe,  his  mother,  anno  1247  (S^^  Henry  IIL)  paying  1300  marks  to 
the  king,  had  livery  of  all  thofe  lands  which,  by  her  death,  had  de- 
fcended  to  him;  and  the  42d  of  Henry  III;  obtained  the  k4ng*s  char- 
ter for  free  warren  in  all  his  demefhe  lands  at  Newbold,  Lutterworth, 
Butlefby,  Cotefbache,  and  Kedyngton,  in  com.  Leic.  In  the  great 
contention  between  king  Henry  and  the  confederated  barons,  under 
Montfort  earl  of  Leicefter,  he  adhered  to  the  royal  fide.  And  after- 
wards, when  thofe  troubles  were  at  an  end,  attended  prince  Edward 
to  the  Holy  Land,  the  55th  Henry  III. 

This  John  was  twice  married;  firft,  to  Margaret,  daughter  to 
Gilbert,  and  heir  to  Walter  de  Lacie,  her  grandfather;  by  which 
means  the  caftle  of  Webbeley,  in  com  Heref.  was  firft  brought  into 
the  family.  His  iecond  wife  was  Alianore,  daughter  of  -  -  -  -  whom, 
at  his  deceafe,  the  zd  of  Edward  I.  he  left  furviving;  being  then 
feifed  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Euryas-Lacy,  in  com.  Hercf. ; 
and  of  Ludlow,  in  com.  Salop. ;  as  alfo  of  the  manor  of  Stoke-Say,  in 
that  county ;  and  of  Lutterworth,  Cotefbach^  and  Butlefby,  in  com.

'  Thbobali>>  hU  fon  and  heir»  then  twenty -fix  years  of  age;  who, 
the  3d  of  Eldward  I.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  thofe  lands 
which  defcended  to  him^  both  from  his  father  and  mother,  paying 
^.100  for  his  relief;  at  which  time  he  then  bore  the  office  of  conftable 
of  Ireland.  The  zgth  of  Edward  I.  he  was  one  of  the  barons  in  the 
parliament  at  Lincoln,  who,  by  a  public  inftrument  under  their  feals, 
fent  to  pope  Boniface  VIIL  afferted  the  right  of  king  Edward  as 
fuperior  lord  of  the  whole  realm  of  Scotland.  And  having  had  ftim- 
mons  to  parliament,  among  the  baron*  of  the  realm,  from  the  Z2d  to 
the  35th  of  Edward  I. .  died  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  leaving  Theobald, 
his  fon  and  heir  (John,  his  eldefl:  fon,  having  died  in  Ireland  in  his 
lifetime,  the  i?5th  of  Edward  I.)     Which 

Theobald^  in  his  father's  life,  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  28th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  zd  of  Edward  II.  incluiive ;  and 
after  then,  from  the  3d  to  the  9th  of  Edward  II.  inclufive ;  the  year 
following  of  which  he  died.  He  was  twice  married :  firft,  to  Maud, 
daughter  to  Edmund  Mortimer,  lord  of  Wigmore,  by  whom  he  had 
iffue  three  daughters ;  viz.

Among  which  daughters,  the  lands 
of  this  great  family  were  at  length  divided. 

Of  this  name,  in  the  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  appears  Jo- 
hannes D£  Verdon,  the  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  and  16th  of  Edward  IIL 
but  of  him  no  mention  is  made  in  the  Baronage.

It  has  before  been  obferved,  in  our  firil  volume^  that  among  thofe 
valiant  Normans  who  attended  the  Conqueror  into  England,  were 
Robert  and  Yvo  de  Vefci ;  on  the  latter  of  which  he  bellowed  Alda, 
the  daughter  and  fble  heir  of  William  Tyibn^  lord  of  Alnwick,  and 
Malton,  in  Yorklhire,  two  great  barpnies ;  by  whom  the  (aid  Yvo  left 
an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Beatrice,  who  married  Euftace  Fitz- John, 
in  whom  commenced  this  dynafty  of  the  Vefci  name, 

£usTAC£  FiTz-JoHN  was  the  nephew  and  heir  of  Serlo  de  Burgh, 
the  founder  of  Knarefborough  Caftle ;  and  his  father  was  John,  fur- 
named  Monoculus,  by  reafon  he  had  but  one  eye,  brother  to  the  faid 
Serlo.  This  Euftace  was  a  very  potent  man,  find  often  ityled  the 
chief  of  the  Englilh  peers,  and  moft  eminent  for  his  wealth  and  wif- 
dom:  but  was  at  laft  unfortunately  flain  by  the  Welfli,  the  3d  of 
Henry  IL  being  at  that  time  a  great  and  aged  perfon.  By  the  faid 
Beatrice,  his  firfl  wife^  he  had  iflue  two  ions ;  William*;  fumamed  de 
Vefcij  and  GefFery.  And  by  Agnes,  his  fecond  wife,  a  fbn,  called 
Richard  Fitz-Euftace,  from  whom  the  families  of  Laci,  earls  of  Lin- 
coin,  and  the  barony  of  Clavering  defcended.  Which  Agnes  was 
daughter  and  heir  to  William  Fitz-Nigel,  baron  of  Halton,  and  con- 
ftable  of  Chefter.*     To  whom  fucceeded  in  the  barony  of  Vefci,  •Vid.Baroni 

William,  his  fon  and  heir  before-named;  who  was  IherifF  of 
Northumberland  a  great  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  IL  and  had  a 
principal  Ihare  in  the  battle  near  Alnwick,  where  the  Scots  were  to*- 
tally  defeated.  The  i  ^th  of  Henry  II.  on  the  aid  for  marriage  of  the 
king's  daughter,  he  certified  his  knights  fees  to  be  twenty  de  veteri 
feoflfamento,  for  which  he  afterwards  accounted  >C.  17,  13  J. ;  and  for

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his  fees  de  novo  fcofFamento,  ^.i,  Ss.  6d.  His  wife  was  Burga,  fiftcro^ 
Robert  de  Stutcvil,  lord  of  Knarefborough ;  by  whom  he  had  two  fens, 
Euftace,  his  heir,  and  Warinc,  lord  of  Knapton.  But  by  another  wife, 
Agnes/  daughter  to  William  king  of  Scotland,  he  had  iffue  a  fon, 
v?f  ^""S?*   called  William  ;*  and  dying  the  31ft  of  Henry  11. 

Eustace,  his  eldeft  fon,  became  his  fucccffor,  who  was  then  iif  mi- 
nority ;  but  the  2d  of  Richard  I.  accomplifliing  his  full  age,  he  gave 
3300  marks  for  livery  of  his  lands,  with  liberty  to  marry  whom  he 
plcafed.  In  the  reign  of  king  John,  the  flame  breaking  out  betwcwi 
him  and  his  barons,  this  Euftace  was  one  of  the  chief  of  them ;  and 
one  of  thofe  who  invited  over  the  dauphin  of  France. 

It  is  related,  that  king  John,  who  had  ^  modeft  countenance,  was 
a  moft  libidinous  man ;  exccflively  lufting  after  women,  and  deriding 
the  hufbands  of  thofe  wives  whom  he  had  feduced  aftray.  Among 
thefe  his  praAices,  hearing  that  this  Euftace  had  a  very  beautiful  wife, 
but  far  diftant  from  court,  and  earneftly  ftudying  how  to  accompliih 
his  defires,  fitting  at  table  one  day  with  her  huft)and,  and  feeing  a 
ring  on  his  finger,  he  laid  hold  on  it,  and  faid,  **  That  he  had  fuch 
another  ftonc,  which  he  refolved  to  fet  in  gold  in  that  very  form  ;'*  and 
having  thus  got  the  ring,  prcfcntly  fent  it  to  her  in  her  bufband's 
name ;  conjuring  her  hy  that  token,  if  fhc  ever  jCxpeAed  to  fee  him 
alive,  to  come  fpeedily  to  him. 

Upon  fight  of  the  ring,  fhc  gave  credit  to  the  meffcngerj  and  came 
with  all  expedition;  but  it  fo  happened,  that  her  hufband  cafually 
riding  out,  met  her  on  the  road ;  and  being  much  furprifed  to  fee 
her,  ifkcd  what  the  matter  was?  and  when  he  underftood  how 
they  were  both  deluded,  refolved  to  find  out  a  common  whore,  and

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xlrcfs  her  in  his  lady*s  apparel.  Which  being  dpnc  accordingly,  the

*'  ftace^  thou  haft  a  moft  lovely  wife,  and  a  pleafant  bed-fellow/*  To 
which  he  anfwerpd,  "  How  did  you  know  it  V  Quoth  the  king,  "  I 

have  had  experience  of  it/*     "  No,"  replied  Euftace,  '^  it  was  not 

roy  wife,  but  a  coramon  whore/*  Whereat  the  king  was  fo  en- 
ragedi  that  he  threatened  to  kill  him :  but  Euftacc  haftily  retired,  and 
joine4  the  difcontcnted  barons,  who  were  then  in  great  force.  He 
W9S,  however,  afterwards  ilain  before  Barnard  caftle.  By  Margaret  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Willian^,  and  fifter  to  Alexander  king  of  Scotland, 
he  left 

WiLi.iAM,  his  ion  and  heir ;  who  married,  firft,  Ifabel,  daughter 
to  Willjiam  Longefpe,  earl  of  Salisbury  (natural  fon  to  Henry  IL) ; 
and,  fecondly,  Agnes,  daughter  of  William  de  Ferrers,  earl  of  Derby. 
And  dying  the  37th  of  Henry  III.  left  iflue  two  fons;  viz.  John  and 
William  ;•  Whereof 

Jq9N,  fucceffor  to  his  father  WiUifim,  was  under  age  at  that  time, 
whofe  wardlhip  was  co:mmitted  to  Peter  de  Savoy.  He  afterwards 
was  one  of  the  chief  commanders  in  the  \yars  <^  Gafcoigne;  but  in 
the  general  confederation  of  the  barons,  under  Montfort  earl  of  Lei- 
cefter,  fided  with  them  againft  the  king ;  and.  was  one  of  thofe  barons 
who  had  fummons  to  the  parliament  caHed  by  that  party,  t^e  49th  of 
Henry  III.  He  was,  however,  made  prifoner  at  Eyelham ;  but  after- 
wards allowed  to  compound,  under  the  conditions  of  the  Di<5tum  de 
Kenilworth.  He  married,  firft,  Mary,  fifter  of  Hugh  de  Lezinian,  earl 
of  March  and  Engolefme ;  and,  fecondly,  by  procurement  of  queen 
Eleanor,  Ifabel  de  Beaumont,  her  kinfwoman;  but  in  the  17th  of 
Edward  I.  died  S.  P.  whereby

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William^  his  brother,  became  his  heir;  who  was  in  fuch  efteem 
with  Exlward  I.  that  he  made  him  Juftice  in  Eyre,  North  of  Trent, 
governor  of  Scarborough  caflle,  and  lord  juftice  of  Ireland.  And» 
moreover,  had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm, 
the  z$d  of  Eldward  I.  His  wife  was  Ifabel,  daughter  of  Adam  de  Pe- 
riton  (widow  of  Robert  de  Welles).  But  having  no  lawful  iffue 
(John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Clenientia,  a  kinfwoman  of 
queen  Eleanor,  being  dead  in  his  lifetime),  he  enfeoffed  Anthony 
Beke,  bifhop  of  Durham,  in  the  caftle  of  Alnwick,^  in  truft  for  Wil- 
liam his  baftard  fon,  who  enjoyed  all  his  other  lands ;  and  dying  the 
25th  of  EMward  L  the  faid 

William  the  Baftard,  who  was  callecl  William  de  Kildare,  did 
not  long  enjoy  what  was  fo  given  him ;  being  flain  in  the  battle  of 
Strivelyn  (commonly  called  Bannockfboume),  the  8th  of  Exlward  II.

of  William,  father  of  John  and  William;  which  laft  William  was 
father  of  him  the  faid  Baftaiti,  who  deceafed  S.  P. 

It  feems,  that  in  the  famous  competition  for  the  crown  of  Scotland, 
temp.  Edward  I.  that  William  de  Vefcy  (father  of  the  Baftard),  was 
one  of  thofe  competitors,  by  reafbn  of  his  defcent  from  Margaret, 
daughter  of  William,  and  fifter  to  Alexander  king  of  Scotland,  as  be- 
forementioned.     But  a  doubt  has  prevailed  among  hiftorians,  whether

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the  faid  Margaret,  and  her  iifters  (from  whom  were  defcended  alfo 
feveral  others  of  the  pretenders),  were  born  in  holy  wedlock,  or  came 
into  the  world  by  unfan6tified  paflages  of  generation :  for  had  thefe 
ladies  been  legitimate,  the  claims  under  them,  as  daughters  of  king 
William^  was  certainly  better  than  thofe  of  Baliol  and  Bruce ;  who 
deduced  their  titles  from  Margaret  and  I&bel,  two  daughters  of  David 
his  younger  brother.  Wherefore  the  early  difmiilion  of  their  claims, 
appears  to  Ihew  the  fenfe  of  that  age  refpedling  their  legitimacy ;  and 
to  juftify  the  Scotch  writers,  who  have  affirmed,  that  many  of  thefe 
groundlefs  pretenfiotis  were  fpirited  up  by  Edwardi  merely  to  draw  the 
matter  into  his  own  hands.

•^Of  this  name  there  is  mention  of  Adam  de  Welles,  the  6th  of 
Richard  F.  and  of  William  de  Welles,  who,  the  9th  of  John, 
gave  fifty  marks  for  one  knights  fee  in  Gremcfbi,  in  com.  Line. ;  and 
was  fuccecded  by  another  William,  who,  the  nth  of  Edward  I.  ob- 
tained a  licence  for  a  weekly  market  at  his  manor  of  Alfourd,  in  the 
diftrid  of  Lind/cy,  in  com.  Line.  And  by  I&bel  de  Vefci,  his  wife,* 
left  iiTue 

Adam  de  Welles,  who,  the  27th  of  Edward  I.  was  made  con- 
Aable  of  Rockingham  caftle,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  the 
fkmc  year,  and  from  thence  to  the  4th  of  Edward  IL  incluiive ;  in 
which  year  he  deceafed,  being  then  feifed,  amongfl  others,  of  the  ma- 
nor of  Welle,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln ;  leaving  Joane  his  wife  fur- 
viving,  and 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  ii{th  of  Eld  ward  1 1,  making 
proof  of  his  age,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance,  but  did  not  long  enjoy 
the  fame;  for  the  14th  of  Exlward  II.  he  deceafed^ .without  iiTue, 
leaving 

Adam,  his  brother  and  heir,  fixteen  years  old ;  who,  the  rsoth  of 
Edward  VI.  having  attained  his  majority,  and  making  proof  thereof, 
had  livery  of  his  lands ;  and  having  ferved  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and 
of  France,  and  having  alfo  had  fummons  to  parliament,  ftom  the  6th

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to  the  17th  of  Edward  III.  inclufive,*^  died  the  19th  of  the  fame 
reign  ;  leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  eleven  years  old,  whofe  ward- 
fliip  was  granted  to  Margaret,  widow  of  William  lord  Ros,  of  Ham- 
lake*     Which 

John,  the  29th  of  Edward  III.  making  proof  of  his  age,  had  livery 
of  his  lands,  his  homage  being  refpited;  after  when,  the  33d  Ed- 
ward III.  he  was  in  the  expedition  then  made  into  Gafcoigne ;  and 
having  had  fummons,  the  31ft  and  34th  of  Edward  III.  died  the  next 
year  enfuing ;  leaving^ 

John,  his  fbn  and  heir,  ten  years  old;  who,  the  47th  of  £xlward  III. 
being  then  a  knight,  and  doing  his  homage,  and  having  made  proof  of 
his  age,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance.  This  John  being  fent  embafla- 
dor  into  Scotland,  had  a  memorable  rencounter  with  David  earl  of 
Crawford,  upon  a  folemn  challenge ;  in  which  adventure  earl  David 
fate  fb  flrong,  that  notwithflanding  the  fpear  was' broken  upon  his 
•  .  helmet  and  viiage,  he  ftirred  not ;  infbmuch,  that  the  fpedators  cried 

out,  that  contrary  to  the  law  of  arms  he  was  bound  to  the  faddle. 
Whereupon  he  difmounted,  and  got  up  again,  and  ran  a  fecond  courfe; 
but  in  the  third,  the  lord  Welles  was  flung  out  of  his  faddle  to  the 
ground;  on  which  the  earl  difmounting  again,  embraced  him,  that 
the  people  might  underftand  he  had  no  animofity;  and  with  great 
courteoufnefs  vifited  him  afterwards  till  he  was  well. 

Further  of  Ihe  lord  Welles,  it  only  appears  that  he  was  eminent  for 
his  valour,  and  ferved  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland;  and,  more- 
over, had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  49th  of  Edward  III.  to 
the  8th  of  Henry  V.  inclufive,  Ihortly  after  when  he  decealcd ;  viz.

the  pth  of  Henry  V."  being  then  feifed  of  divcl^  coniiderable  manors 
in  the  counties  of  Lincoln^  EiTex,  and  elfewhere ;  and  leaving  Leo  dc 
Welles,  bis  grandfbn  and  heir  (viz.  fon  of  Eudo,  his  cldeft  fon,  who 
died  in  his  lifetLme,  by  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  of  Ralph  lord  Grey- 
ftoke),  and  Margery  his  wife,  furviving.     Which 

Leo,  the  40th  of  Henry  VI.  was  knighted  by  the  duke  of  Bedford^ 
together  with  the  young  king,  and  divers  others  at  Leicefter;  and  the 
6th  of  Henry  VI.  making  proof  of  his  age,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  his 
homage  being  refptted. 

He  ferved  often  in  the  wars  of  France  during  that  reign ;  and  was 
lieutenant  of  Ireland  for  the  fpace  of  feven  years ;  and  had  fiimmons 
to  parliament,  from  the  loth  to  the  38th  of  Henry  VI.  But  firmly 
adhering  to  the  Lancaftrian  intereft,  he  was  at  length  unhappily  flain 
at  the  battle  of  Towton-Field,  on  Palm-Sunday,  ift  Edward  IV.  and 
was  attainted  the  fame  yean 

By  Joane,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  Robert  Waterton,. 
knight,  he  had  iffue.  Sir  Richard  Welles^  his  fon  and  heir,  then  thirty 
years  old  and  upwards;  and  four  daughters;  viz.  Alianore,  who  mar- 
ried Thomas  lord  Hoo  and  Hailings ;  Margaret,  Sir  Thomas  Dymokc, 
knight;  Cecilic,  Sir  Robert  WiUoughby;  fon  of  Sir  Thomas  Wil- 
loughby,  of  Parham  ;*  and  Catherine,  Sit  Thomas  dc  la*  Launde,  ^Vid.WU- 
knight.  And  by  Margaret^  his  fecond  wife,  lifter  and  heir  of  Sir  Ercfbyof. 
John  Beauchamp,  of  Bletflio,  knight,  and  widow  of  John  Beau- 
fort, duke  of  Somorfet,  he  had  a  fon,  John,  of  whom  hereafter* 
Which 

Sir  Richard  having  married  Joane,  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert 
lord,  Willoughby,  of  Erefby,  had  fummons  to  parliament  by  that  title,. 
in  his  father's  lifetime,  the  33d  and  38th  of  Henry  VI. ;  and  the  4th 
of  Edward  IV.  through  the  king's  fpecial  favour,  obtained  a  grant  of 
all  the  goods,  chattels,  and  moveables;  whereof  his  father  died  feifed ;. 

»  Though  faid  to  have  died  the  pth  of  Henry  V.  yet  the  name  of  John  de  Welles  appears 
in  the  Lifts  of  Summons  tOvParliamcnt,  the  Ifl,  2d,  3d,  4tb,  filb,  and  7th  of  Henry  VI, 
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and  the  next  enfuing  year,  bad  rcftitution  of  the  manor  of  Welles  and 
divers  other  manors  in  the  county  of  LincoUi,  and  elfewhefe. 

But  the  9th  of  Edward  IV.  Sir  Robert  Welles,  his  ion  and  heir  (a 
gallant  foldier),  being  made  by  Nevil  carl  of  Warwick,  general  of  his 
army,  raifed  in  behalf  of  Henry  VL  to  efle<5l  his  reftoration,  the  king 
(Edward  IV.)  became  fo  incenfed,  that  he  fent  for  this  Richard,  who 
endeavoured  to  avoid  the  journey ;  but  feeing  that  would  not  do,  he 
w^nt,  taking  with  him  Sir  I'homas  Dymoke,  who  had  married  his 
fifter.  Perceiving,  however,  the  king*s  wrath,  he  fled  to  fan^uary  at 
Weftminfter.  From  whence,  on  promifc  of  fafety,  the  king  took  him, 
and  Sir  Thomas  Dymoke  with  him,  and  marched  into  Lincolnfhire ; 
requiring  the,  lord  Welles  to  command  his  fon  to  lay  down  his  arms. 
Which  having  attempted  in  vain^  the  king  grew  fo  enraged,  that 
(contrary  to  his  promife  before  given),  he  caufed  the  heads  of  this 
Richard,  and  his  brother-in-law,  Sir  Thomas  Dymoke,  to  be  forthwith 
cut  off. 

In  revenge  for  which  cruel  a(9:.  Sir  Robert  Welles,  without  waiting 
the  coming  up  of  Warwick,  marched  forward,  and  gave  battle  to  the 
royal  army,  although  fuperior  in  number;  when,  after  a  moft  valiant 
fight,  and  obftinate  refiftance,  he  was  defeated  (his  men,  in  the  end, 
forfaking  him,  and  taken  prifoner,  and  thereupon  beheaded) ;  Eliza- 
beth his  wife,  daughter  of  John  lord  Bemors,  furviving;  by  whom  h^ 
had  no  iflue. 

Richard  lord  Welles  and  Willoughby,  and  Sir  Robert,  his  fon  and 
heir,  having  thus  terminated  their  lives  byfo  melancholy  a  cataftrophc, 
Joane,  daughter  of  the  iaid  Richard,  and  fifter  to  Sir  Robert,  became 
the  next  heir.     Which 

Joane  was  then  married  to  Richard  Hafiiings,  efquire  (brother  to 
William  lord  Haftings),  who  had  fb  much  favour  firom  Edward  IV. 
that  he  obtained  a  fpccial  livery  of  all  the  caftles,  lordihips,  manors, 
and  lands  whereof  her  father,  Richard  lord  Welles  and  Willoughby, 
or  Sir  Robert  Welles,  knight,  her  brother,  died  fcifed;  and,  more- 
over, had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  zzd  of  Edward  IV.  and  ift

But  after  thefc  two  periods,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  faid  Ri- 
CHARD  was  again  fummoned  to  parliament,  although  he  lived  feveral 
years  afterwards ;  as  is  evident  from  his  will,  dated  i8th  March,  i8th 
Henry  VII.  in  which  he  bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  Grey  / 

Friers,  in  London.  ' 

He  had  an  only  fbn,  Anthony,  who  died  before  him;  wherefore 
leaving  no  iiTue  furviving,  the  barony  of  Willoughby  reverted  back  to 
that  family,*  ind  the  barony  of  Welles,  on  the  death  of  John  vifcount    *  Vii.

Welles,  S.  P.  S.  became  vefted  in  abeyance  (if  fully  reftored  after  the  Kreiby. 
feveral  attainders),  in  the  four  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Leo  lord

Dymoke ;  Willoughby ;  and  De  la  Launde :  of  which  coheirs,  at  the 
prefent  day,  it  is  confidered,  there  is  -no  reprefentative  in  the  dire<ft 
and  imnlediate  line  of  male  continuation,  excepting  from  Margery^ 
wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Dymoke,  knight ;  whole  farpily  yet  remains  in

Jq^Vs  putting*  himfelf  early  in  arno^  0n  behalf  of  Hcmj  carl  of 
Richmond,  againfl  king  Richard  III.  and  {landing  thus  faithful  to 
that  carl,  was,  on  his  acccffion  to  the  crown,  by  the  name  of  Hen- 
ry VII.  made  conftable  of  the  caflle  of  Rockingham ;  having  there- 
with, alfo  a  grant  of  the  ilewardlhip  of  the  foreft.  Moreover,  he  was 
created  vifcount  Welles ;  and  though  the  time  of  this  creation  docs 
not  appear  on  record,  yet  by  that  title  the  writs  of  fummons  ihew  he 
was  called  to  parliament,  the  3d,  7th,  1  ith,  and  12th  of  Henry  VII. 

He  married  Cecily,  daughter  to  king  Edward  IV.  and  fitter  to  Eli- 
zabeth, wife  of  Henry  VII.  and  died  the  14th  of  that  reign,  having 
had  iifue  two  daughters;  viz.

Thomas,  his  eldeft  fon,  was  his  fucceflbr;  who,  upon  the  death  of 
king  Edward  VI.  was  among  the  firft  of  thofe  who  appeared  on  behalf 
of  queen  Mary ;  on  whofe  acceftion  to  the  throne,  he  was  made  one 
of  her  privy  council,  and  alfb  deputy  of  Calais/  and  the  Marches  there- 
of; in  which  fituation  he  continued  till  the  iiege  of  that  garrifon  by 
the  duke  of  Guife,  the  5th  of  queen  Mary,  with  an  army  fo  great, 
that  he  was  obliged  to  furrender  up  that  important  fortrefs  to  the 
French,  after  it  had  been  in  the  poflellion  of  the  Englifh  upwards  of 
^00  years."  For  which  misfortune  he  was  tried  by  his  peers,  on  a  fiif- 
picion  of  cowardice  or  treachery,  in  the  delivering  of  it  up  ;^  but  he

»  The  queen  is  faid  to  have  been  fo  affe6ted  with  the  lofs  of  this  place,  that  flie  abandoned 
herfelf  to  defpair ;  and  told  thofe  about  her,  that  whenever  (he  fhould  die,  they  would  find 
"  Calais  at  her  heart."    fGodwin^  p.  338.)

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was  acquitted,  and  became  afterwards  much  in  favour  with  queen 
Elizabeth. 

The  15th  of  Elizabeth,  he  was  one  of  the  peers  on  the  trial  of  the 
duke  of  Norfolk;  and,  the  29th  of  Elizabeth,  was  on  the  trial  of  Mary 
queen  of  Scots.  And  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
6th  of  Edward  VI.  to  the  31ft  of  Elizabeth,  inclufive,  died  the  33d  of 
the  fame  reign ;  having  had  iiTue  by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Wentworth,  of  Gosfield,  in  com.  EiTex,  knight,  two  fons ;  viz. 
William,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  lord  Burleigh, 
and  died  in  his  lifetime,  S.  P. ;  and  Henry ;  as  alfo  a  daughter,  who 
married  William,  fon  and  heir  to  Sir  Francis  Hynde,  knight.  Which 

Henry,  fucceeding  him  in  the  honour,  had  fummons  to  parliament 
the  35th  of  Elizabeth,  but  died  foon  after ;  viz.  the  36th  of  Eliza- 
beth :  leaving  by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Owen  Hopton^knigfat, 
and  widow  of  Sir  William  Pope,  knight,^ 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  4th  of  June,  1610  (8t& 
James  I.)  was  created  lord  Wentworth,  of  Nettlefted,  in  com.  Ebon*  *  Dug.  Bar. 
and  the  5th  of  February,  ift  Charjes  I.  was  further  raifed  to  the  dig-  p.  310.  * 
nity  of  earl  of  Cleveland.  He  was  a  perfon  of  extraordinary  prudence, 
courage,  and  loyalty ;  which  he  manifefted  moft  exemplarily  to  the 
unfortunate  king  Charles  I.  throughout  the  time  of  his  greateft  dif- 
treffes :  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  live  to  fee  the  happy  reftoration 
of  Charles  II. ;  and  accompanied  his  majefty,  in  his  triumphant  entry 
through  London,  at  the  head  of  three  hundred  noblemen  and  gentle- 
men. 

council  of  England  are  dated  to  have  raifed  a  very  confideqible  force  for  the  relief  of  the  place, 
\rhich  vere  detained  at  Dover,  either  for  want  of  tranfperts^  or  by  a  ftorm  which  happened 
«t  that  time ;  and  was  fo  violent,  that  the  like  bad  never  been  known  before.  (Stow  and 
HoUingflied.) 

9  Dugdale  mentions  no  other  child  but  Thomas.  Collins,  however,  fays,  there  was  another 
fon,  Henty,  and  a  daughter^  Jane,  who  married  Sir  John  Fioet^  of  Weftkele,  in  com.  Line, 
knight.    Which  Sir  John  Finet  was  mafler  of  the  ceremonies  to  Charles  L 

Henry,  the  fecond  fon,  according  to  the  infcription  on  his  monument,  at  Saperton,  in  com, 
Glouc.  was  a  major  general  in  the  fervice  of  Charles  I.  and  died  in  1644.  (Mag.  Britan. 
P-  773.)

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With  this  monarch  he  enjoyed  the  fame  efteem  as  he  had  of  James 
and  Charles  I.  And,  moreover,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  fame  honour* 
able  pods  he  had  enjoyed  during  their  reigns.  He  died  the  25th  of 
March,  1667,  in  a  good  old  age  (fevcnty-fix.)  By  Anne,  his  firft 
wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Crofts,  of  Saxham,  in  SufF.  knight,  he  had 
three  fbns;  viz.  Thomas  (of  whom  hereafter);  William,  and  Charles; 
who  both  died  young,  Alfo  three  daughters ;  viz.  Anne,  who  died 
an  infant ;  Mary,  who  died  unmarried ;  and  another  Anne,  who  be- 
came the  wife  of  John  lord  Lovelace.  His  fecond  wife  was  Catherine, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Wentworth,  of  Gosfield,  in  Eilex, 
by  whom  he  had  an  only  daughter,  Catherine,  married  to  William 
Spenfer,  of  Coplc,  in  com.  Bedf. ;  but  died  ifluelefs. 

Thomas,  the  eldefl:  fon  beforementloned,  in  his  father's  life,  was 
fummoned  to  parliament  as  lord  Wentworth  of  Nettlefted;  and  be- 
haved himfelf  with  great  bravery  during  the  civil  wars  againft  the 
rebels:  but  dying  before  his  father,  anno  1664,  without  iffue  male,  the 
earldom  became  extind,  and  the  barony  of  Wentworth  defcended  to

his  only  daughter  and  heir, 

^Henrietta  Wext worth,  who  dying,  unmarried.  In  1686,  it 
'    devolved  upon  her  aunt, 

Anne,  daughter  to  Thomas  carl  of  Cleveland,  and  wife  to  John 
lord  Lovelace,  beforenamed. 

q  She  refided  at  Toddington,  ia  com*  Bedf.  with  an  illultrioas  inmate,  the  duke  of  Mon« 
mouth ;  whofe  attachment  to  lady  Wentworth  continued  to  his  death.  On  the  fcaffbld  he 
fpoke  in  vindication  of  her  honour^  although  it  was  fufidently  notorious,  nor  did  he  deny  It  to 
the  di^unes  who  attended  him^  that  they  lived  together  as  man  and  wife,  after  he  had  forfaken 
the  duclicfs.  Lady  Wentworth  is  faid  to  have  died  broken  hearted,  in  confequence  of  liis  un- 
timely end.  Certain,  however,  it  is,  that  (he  furvived  his  execution  but  a  few  months;  and 
was  buried  at  Toddington,  under  a  coftly  monument.

Of  this  family,  which  b  of  great  antiquity  in  the  county  of  Weft« 
xnoreland,  taking  its  denomination  from  a  lordihip  of  that  name,  iituate 
vpon  the  banks  of  the  river  Eden,  was

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Sir  Thomas  Wharton,  knight,  governor  of  the  town  and  caftlc 
of  Carliile,  who  greatly  fignalized  himfcK  in  the  wars  of  Scotland, 
temp.  Hetxrjr  VIIL  as  alfe  at  the  battle  at  Pinkn^y ;  ^md  f«r  his  faith- 
ful fervices,  had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realnii

He  was  twice  mirried :  firft,  to  Eleaaor,  daughter  to  Bryan  Staple- 
ton,  of  Wighill,  in  coin.  Efaor.  eiifuite,  by  whom  he  bad  iffue, 
.  Thomas,  his  fbn  and  heir ;  Henry ;  and  two  daughters ;  viz.  Joane, 
wife  of  William  Pei^ington,  of  Motveafter,.  in  com.  Cumb.  efquire ; 
and  Anne,  of  Sir  Richard  Mufgraye,  of  Harcia  Caftle,  in  com.  Weftm. 
knights  tiis  fecotid  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  of  George  earl  of  Shitwf«* 
bury;  ahd  dying  the  idtb  of  Eiissaibeth,  was  fucceeded  by 

ThomA8>  his  ion  aftd  h6ii->  then  forty-ejght  years  of  age ;  who  hav* 
ing  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Robert  earl  of  EiTex,  had  ifluc  Philip, 

his  fon  and  heir,  and  two  daughters ;  of  which  Mary  married 

Gower,  of  Stittehham>  in  com*  Ebor. ;  ahd  Anne 'wedded  William: 
Woolrich,  of  Suflex,  efquire. 

Philip,  the  next  lord  Wharton,  fucceeded  his  father  the  14th  of 
Elizabeth,  beih^  then  fevcnteen  years  old;  and  married  Frances, 
daughter  of  Henry  carl  <^  Cumberland,  and  had  by  hfer  two  fons.  Sir 
George  and  Sir  Thomas;  and  thite  daughters;  whereof  Margaret 
married  Edward  lord  Wotton ;  Eleanor,  William  Thwaytes,  of  Long 
Marfton,  in  com,  Ebor.  efquire ;  and  Frances  became  the  wife  of  Sir 
Richard  Muigrave,  of  Edenhall,  in  Cumberland^  K.  B.  and  baronet; 
and  of  the  fons. 

Sir  George  Wharton,  thfe  eldeft,  married  Anne,  daughter  of 
John  Manners,  earl  of  Rutland;  but  was  llainjn  a  duel  with  his 
friend,  James  Stuart,  fon  of  the  firft  lord  Blantyre.  Thefe  two  un- 
fortunate young  men  both  fell  in  this  contefl ;  and  by  the  king's 
command,  wert  buiied  ih  one  graVd  at  Ifliiigtori,  xoth  November, 
i6og. 

Sir  Thomas  Wharton,  thus  on  his  brother  s  death,  bec&me  heir 
apparent,  but  he  died  alfo  in  his  father's  lifetime ;  leaving  by  Phila- 

.  delphja 
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delphia  his  wife,  daughter  of  Rob^t^Carey,  earl. of  Monmouth^  two 
Tons,  Philip  and  Thomas.     Of  which 

PHiLiP^'the  eldefl:^  on  the -death  of  his  grandfatiier  Phil^,  in  162^, 
was  t4>e  next  lord  Wharton ;  who  was  a  violent  Puritan,  and  an  aAive 
partizan  of  the  parliament  in  the  time  of  Charles  I.  His  firft  wife 
was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Rowland  Wandesford,- attorney  of  the 
court  of  wards,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who 
married  Robert  Bertie,  third  carl  of  Lindfey.  IJis  iecond  wife  was 
Jane,  daughter  and  heir  of  Arthur  Goodwin,^  of  Windhend<>n,  Bucks,  *  Vid.  Grey 
by  whom  he  had  two  fons^  Thomas  and  Goodwin ;  and  ibur  daugh- 
ters; viz.  Anne,  married  to  William,  only  ion  of  William^  Can*,  groom 
of  the  bedchamber  to  James  L;  Margaret,  to  ipajor  Dunch,  of  Pufey, 
in  com.  Berks ;  Mary,  to  William,  fon  anfl-  heir  of  ]£dmund  Thomas> 
of  Woinoe,  in  com. 'Glamorg.  enquire;  and  Philadelphia,  £rft, 4o ^ir 
George  Lockhart,  of  Gam warth,  ki  N.  B.  knight ;  and  after,  to  <»p« 
tain  John  Ramfay.  His  third  wife  was  Philadelphia^  daughter  to  the 
bcforcnamed  William  Garr,  -and  widow  of  Edmund  Popham^  efquire ; 
by  whom  he  had  one  Ion,  William,  who  .died  unmarried. 

TiioMAS  lord  Wharton,  fucceflor  to  his  father  Philip,  was  one  of 
thoTe  who  invited  over  the  prince  of  Orange;  being  a  worthy  and 
eon^plete  ilatefman ;  a  principal  promoter  of  the  revolution;  zealous 
for  the  Hanover  fettlement ;  of  great  fagacity,  elocution,  and  fpirit. 
He  was  created  vifcount  Winchenden,  in  Buckinghamfliire,  and  eafl 
of  Wharton,  in  1706,  by  queen  Anne;  and  in  17 14,  was  further  raifed 
to  the  dignity  of  marqi»s  of  Wharton ;  but  died  the  following  yecur, 
1715.  He  was  twice -married;  firft,to  Anne,  one  of  the  two  daugh- 
ters  and  coheirs  4>f  Sir  Henry  Lee,  of  Ditchley,  in  cotxi.  Oxon,  by 
whom  he  had  no  iflue ;  fecondly,  to  Lucy,  daughter  to  Adam  Loftus, 
baron  Lifbume,-  in  Ireland;  by  whom  he  had  iCie  two  daughters^ 
Jane  ^nd  Lucy ;  and  a  ion, 

Philip,  who  fucceeded  his  father  in  all  his  titles  and  abilities^  but 
none  of  his  virtues.  Walpole,  in  his  Account  of  Royal  and  Ndble 
Authors^  thus  defcribes  him:  viz.  '^  With  attachment  to  no  party,

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though  with  talents  to  govern  any  partj,  this  Ityely  man  Changed 
the  free  air  of  Weftminftcr,  for  the  gloom  of  the  Efcurial;  the  pro* 
fpcft  of  king  George's  garter  for  the  Pretender's ;  and  with  indif- 
ference to  all  religion,  the  frolic  lord  who  had  written  the  ballad  oa 
the  A.  B.  of  Canterbury,  died  in  the  habit  of  a  Capuchin." 
In  1 7 1 7,  by  the  great  favour  of  king  George  I.  he  was  created  duke 
of  Wharton ;  from  which  time  he  aAcd  in  total  oppofition  to  the  in- 
tereft  of  the  king  and  kingdom.  Having  wafted  a  large  eftate,  he 
turned  Papift ;  aded  for  the  Pretender ;  and  was  a  volunteer  in  the 
Spaniih  army  before  Gibraltar,  in  1727.  Then  retiring  into  a  monaf- 
tery  in  Spain>  he  there  died  without  iflue,  in  173' •  His  firft  wife  was 
the  daughter  of  major--general  Holmes ;  his  fecond,  Mifs  Obern,  maid 
of  honour  to  the  queen  of  Spain. 

There  is  one  anecdote  recorded  of  this  duke,  refpeding  his  cele- 
brated ipeech  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  on  the  third  reading  of  the  bill  to 
♦  Bflbop         infli A  pains  and  penalties  on  Francis  lord  bifhop  of  Rochefter,*  May 

15,  I7ZS»  that  we  cannot  let  pafs  unnoticed.     It  is. 

That  his  grace,  then  in  oppofition  to  the  court,  went  to  Chelfea  the 
day  before  the  laft  debate  on  that  prelate's  affair,  where,  a^ng  con- 
trition, he  profefTed  being  determined  to  work  out  his  pardon  at  courts 
by  ipeaking  againft  the  biihop ;  in  order  to  which  he  begged  ibme 
hints.  The  rainifter  was  deceived,  and  went  through  the  whole  cauie 
with  him ;  pointing  out  where  the  ftrength  of  the  argument  lay,  and 
where  its  weaknefs.  The  duke  was  very  thankful;  returned  to  town, 
paiTed  the  night  in  drinking,  and  without  going  to  bed,  went  to  the 
houfe  of  lords,  where  he  fpoke  for  the  bifhop ;  recapitulating  iit  the 
moft  mafterly  manner,  and  anfwering  all  that  had  been  urged  againft 
him. 

His  fpeech  againft  the  miniftry  two  years  before,  on  the  afHtir  of  the 
South  Sea  Company,  had  a  fatal  efFed ;  earl  Stanhope  anfwering  it 
with  fo  much  warmth,  that  he  burft  a  blood  veflel,  and  died.

The  firft  of  this  family^  k  feems,  was  Joluit  Jccond  fan  of  Sir  John  ] 
Williams,  of  Burfield,  in  com.  Berks  (by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter 
and  coheir  to  Richard  More,  of  Burficld,  efquire) ;  of  the  fame  family 
as  Sir  Richard  Williams,  knight,  who  aifumed  the  furname  of  Crom- 
well.     Which 

John,  the  ^j^th  of  Henry  VIII.  was  clerk  of  the  king's  jewel  of- 
fice, and  afterwards  obtained  a  patent  far  the  office  of  .raafter  or  trea« 
furer  of  the  fame  jewel  office;  by  which,  and  other  means,  he  acquired 
confiderable  wealth ;  and  the  30th  of  Henry  VIIL  purchafed  the  ma« 
aors  of  Great  and  Little  Ricott,  in  com.  Oxon. 

m 

Upon  the  death  of  Exiward  VI.  he  was  among  the  firft  who  «p» 
peared  on  behalf  of  queen  Mary,  and  thereby  recommended  himfelf  to 
her  favour  and  notice ;  fb  much  fo^  that  he  was  iblemnly  created  lord 
Williams  of  Thame,  as  ibon  as  fhe  attained  the  crown ;  having  fum« 
mons  to  parliament  the  firfl;  year  of  her  reign,  but  no  patent  of  crea- 
tion was  ever  enrolled.  On  the  marriage  of  queen  Mary  with  Phiiip 
ofSpain,  he  was  conflituted  brd  chamberlain  oTthe  houfehold  to  that 
jcing;  and  had  further  fummons  to  parliament  all  the  years  of  their 
reign.  Nor  was  he  in  lefs  favour  with  queen  Elizabeth;  who,  the  ifl 
year  of  her  reign,  made  him  preiident  of  her  council  in  the  principality 
of  Wales :  in  which  year  he  died  at  the  cattle  of  Ludlow. 

He  was  twice  married :  firfl,  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Thomas  Bledlow,  efquire,  and  widow  of  Andrew  Edmonds,  efquire, 
of  GrefCng-Temple,  in  com.  EfTex,  by  whom  he  had  two  fons;  viz. 
Henry,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  to  Henry  lord  Stafford;  and 

Francis ; 
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Francis :  but  both  of  them  died  in  his  lifetime,  S.  P.  And  alfo  two 
daughters^  who  became  his  heirs ;  viz.  Ifabel,  married  to  Sir  Richard 
Wenman,  knight ;  and  Margery^  to  Henry  lord  Korris**  *  Vid. 

His  fecond  wife  was  Margery,  daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Went  worth, 
by  whom  he  had  no  iflue.

Of  this  name  was  Ralph  de  Wii-LEaHBT,  of  Willeghby,  in  com; 
Lduc.  temp,  king  John ;  whbfe  lands  were  feized  for  his  adherence  to 
the  rebel  barons,  but  reftored  again  the  i  ft  of  Henry  IIL  This  Ralph* 
had  iffue  two  fons ;  viz.  Hugh  and  Robert ;  whereof 

Hugh,  by  the  marriage  of  Frethefend,  one  q(  .the  daughters  ^nd 
coheirs  to  William  de  Cokerinton,  by  Berta  his  wife^  daughtei:  and  co- 
heir to  Lambert  de  Scoteni  (a  great  man  in  LincolnOiire),  bad  for  her 
purparty  certain  lands  in  Cumberworth  and  Thorpe,  which'  were  of 
the  fee  of  Scoteni.     And  was  fiiccceded  by 

William  de  Willoughby;  who,  the  44th  of  Henry  III.  on  the; 
death  of  Frethefend  his  mother,  bad  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheri- 
tance ;  but,  fays  Dugdale,  had  no  iflue  which  continued :  for  Rdbert 
his  tmde  enjoyed  the  eftate,  and  Uie  48tb  of  Henry  IIL  was  one  oC^ 
the  rebel  barons  of  that  age. 

This  RoBEiiT,  however,  Mr.  Collins  obierves>  in  point  of  time,  was 
more  likely  to  be  the  £>n  of  William  than  the  uncle  (for  Dugdak* 
eites  no  antkority);  and  by  the  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Oi^r^by,  hadi 
iflue 

Sir  William  Willo^jghby,  knight,  who,  the  54^1  of  Henry  IIL 
mzs  flgned  with  the  crofs,  together  with  many  'Others^  who  thei^  ac^- 
companied  prince  Edward  to  the  Holy  Land;  and  by  Alicd  his  wife, 

daughter 
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daughter  of  John,  and  filler  and  coheir  to  Walter  Bee,  lord  of  Erefbji 
in  com.  Line,  had 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir ;  who,  the  4th  of  Edward  II.  on  the 
death  of  that  great  prelate,  Anthony  Bee,  bifhop  of  Durhana,  was 
found  to  be  one  of  his  coufins,  and  next  heir;  viz.  ion  of  Alice, 
daughter  of  John,  brother  to  that  biihop ;  and  at  that  time  forty  years 
of  age.  And  having  been  ferviceable  to  the  king  in  his  wars  of  France 
and  Scotland,  and  pofieiling  fo  ample  an  eflate,  he  had  fummons 
to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  7th  of  Exlward  IL 
but  died  foon  after;  viz.  the  loth  of  Exlward  IL  leaving  Margaret  his 
wife,  daughter  of  the  lord  Deincourt,  furviving;  and  John,  his  fbn  and 
heir,  then  fourteen  years  of  age.     Which 

John,  the  20th  of  Edward  II.  received  the  honour  of  knighthood 
by  bathing,  having  dl  his  accoutrements  relating  to  that  fblemnity 
allowed  out  of  the  king's  wardrobe;  and  the  lil  of  Edward  IIL  mak- 
ing proof  of  his  age,  had  livery  of  his  lands.

of  Exlward  IIL  died  the  fame  year;  leaving  by  Joane  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter and  heir  to  Sir  Thomas  Rofcelin,  knight. 

Sir  John  Willoughbt,  knight,  his  heir  and  fucceffor,  who  fcrved 
in  the  wars  of  France,  and  e^ecially  at  the  glorious  battle  of  PoidHers, 
under  Exlward  the  Black  Prince.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  24th  to  the  44th  of  E/lward  IIL  and  died  the  46th  of  the 
fame  reign.     His  wife  was  Cecille,  daughter  of  Robert,  and  iifter  and 

LJJf  sS''*  ^^^^^^  *^  William  de  Ufford,  earl  of  Suffolk  ;*  by  whom  he  obtained 
folk.  the  lordfliip  of  Barbican,  in  London,  and  the  manors  of  Ufford,  Par- 

ham,  and  Orford,  in  com.  Suff.;  being  alio  heir  to  tibe  femilies  of 
Norwich,  Valence,  Glanvil,  and  Blound  or  Blount.  To  whom  fuo« 
ceeded 

,  EojiERT,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-three  years  of  age ;  who 
doing  hb  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  and,  like  his  noble  anceftors, 
ierved  with  high  reputation  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Spain,  where 

be 
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he  accompanied  John  of  Ghent,  duke  of  Lahcafter,  for  his  recovcfj  of 
the  kingdom  of  Caftile.    This  Robert  was  twice  married:  firft,  to 
Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  William  SkipWitfa,*  by  whom  he  had.  William,   ^Segar'sltS. 
his  fucceflbr;  and,  fecondlj,  to  Elizabeth,*  widow  of  John  Ncvill,  lord      "*°*«^ 
Latimer,f  by  whom  he  had  four  others  fans;:|:  viz.  Robert;  Thomas,   tVid.Lati« 
anceflor  to  the  lord  Willoughby  of  Brook ;  John,  and  Biyan.     And   ^    *   . 
hainng  had  (uramons  to  pariiament,  from  the  49th  of  Edward  III.  to  Vol.11.  p.3S. 
the  1 8th  of  Richard  IL  <Ued  the  :;oth  of  the  iatne  king,  leaving  the 
beforementioned 

'  William,  his  fbn  and  heir ;  who,  the  nzd  of  Richard  II.  was  one 
of  the  peers  in  parliament,  at  what  time  that  unfortunate  monarch 
made  a  reiignadon  of  his  kingly  dignity.     The  2d  of  Henry  FV.  he 
was  retained  to  ferve  the  king  in  an  expedition  into  Scotland;  and 
haying  had  fnmmons  to  parliament,  from  tibe  20th  of  Richard  II.  to

(anceftor  to  Willoughby  lord  Middkton).  And  dying  anno  1 499,  was 
fiicceeded  by 

William,  his  fon  and  heir  (b^orenamed),  who  at  length,  through 
the  failure  of  iflue  from  Sir  Richard  Welles,  who  had  married  Joane, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  lord  Willoughby,  came  to  be  one  of  his 
coheirs,,  and  to  re-enjoy  the  barony  of  EreHiy,  which  had  before 
defcended  to  the  faid  Sir  Richard  Welles ;  and  thereupon  had  fum-< 
mons  to  parliament,  as  lord  Willoughby  of  Ereflby,  the  ift,  3d,  6thr 
7th,  and  14th  of  Henry  VIII.  Ihortly  after  when  he  deceafed; 
viz.  the  1 7th  of  Henry  VIII.  leaving,  by  the  lady  Mary  Salines  hb 
wife  (a  Spaniard),  one  fble  daughter,  his  heir,  named  Catherine.

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Peregrine  Bertie,  her  fon  and  heir  {fo  called^  by  reaibn  of  his 

birth  in  a  foreign  country;  viz.  at  Wefel^  one  of  the  Hans  Towns  in 

the  dutchy  of  Cleveland).     Which  Peregrine,  on  the  death  of  his  mo* 
ther,  the  42d  of  Elizabethj  claimed  th^  dignity  aq4  title  of  Wil- 

loughby  of  Erefby,  and  was  allowed  the  fame ;  and  had  iumiAons  ta 

parliament  accordingly ;  as  had  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir^  by  the  fame 

title.     But  in  1626,  the  zd  of  king  Charles  I.  this 

Robert  was  created  earl  of  Lindfay;  and  bis  great  grandibn,  |^ 
bert,  being  further  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  duke  of  Ancafter,  in  1715, 
the  barony  of  Willoughby  of  Erefby,  became  merged  in  thofe  fuperior 
titles,  and  did  {0  remain,  until  by  the  decea^  of  Rpbertj^  the  fourth* 
duke,  S.  P.  in  lyyg,  the  fame  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  two 
filers  and  coheirs,,  the  ladies,  Prifcilla  Barbara  £lizaJbQt)i,.and  Greor* 
giana  Charlotte;  whereof  the  firft  named  married  Petec  Bujrrel,  efquire; 
and  by  patent,  dated  the  i8tb  of  March,  1780,  had  confimied  to  her^ 
and  the  heirs  of  her  body  lawfully  begotten,  the  iaid  barony  of  Wil- 
loughby of  Erefby. 

But  we  cannot  conclude  our  account  of  this  family,  without  men- 
tioning, that  the  duchefs  of  Suffolk,  and  her  hufband,  Richard  3ertie, 
efquire^  were  eminent  for  their  fufferings  in  the  caufe  of  the  Reforma- 
tion ;  which  being  moil  zealous  to  promote,  they  were  obliged,  in  the 
dme  of  the  perfecution  of  queen  Mary^  to  provide  for  their  fafety  by 
quitting  the  kingdona.  When  the  hardihips  they  underwent  were  fo 
iingular  and  fevere,  that  they  were  afterwards  commemorated  in  the 
following  curious  old  ballad,  intituled,  **  The  moft  rare  and  excellent 
''  Hiflory  of  the  Dutcheis  of  Suffolk,  and  her  Hufband  Richard 
"  Bertie's  Calamities.     To  the  tune  of  <  Queen  Dido.*     Originally 

publifhed  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth;  re-printed  in  1738;

on  reference  to  the  Summonfes  themfelves,  it  appears  he  was  named 
•yid.Appfn-  in  thofe  of  the  7th,  1  ith,  and  12th  of  Henry  VII.*   He  died  the  17th 
'        '      of  Henry  VII.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  who;  the  3d  of  Henry  VIII.  was  one 
of  the  chief  commanders  of  thofe  forces  fent  into  Bifcay,  on  behalf  of 
Ferdinand  king  of  Arragon.  And  the  fame  year  alfo  had  fummons  to 
parliament ;  and  again  the  6th  and  7th  of  Henry  VIII. 

To  his  firi}:  wife  he  married  Elizabeth^  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir 
t  Vid.  Beau-  of  Richard  baron  Beauchamp,  of  Po wyke,f  whereby  he  acquired  the 
Powykc.         manor  of  Alcefter,  in  com.  Warw. ;  of  which  the  principal  feat  is 

called  Beauchamp^s  Court.  By  which  Elizabeth  he  had  iflue  a  fon, 
Edward.  His  fecond  wife  was  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Thomas  Grey, 
marquis  of  Dorfet ;  by  whom  he  had  two  fbns,  Henry  and  William, 
who  both  died  of  the  fweating  (icknefs ;  and  two  daughters,  viz.  Eli- 
zabeth, who  married  John  Paulet,  eldeft  fon  of  William  firft  marquis 
of  Winchefter ;  and  Anne,  who  married  Charles  Blount,  fon  and  heir 
to  William  lord  Montjoy.

Of  the  daughters  beforenamed,  Anne  died  young :  Blanch  married 
Sir  Francis  Dawtry,  knight,  but  had  no  iiTue;  and  Elizabeth,  the 
eldefl,  being  one  of  the  greateft  fortunes  of  her  time,  was  obtained  in 
ward  by  Sir  Ekiward  Grevile,  of  Milcot,  in  Warwickfhire,  with  intent 
to  marry  her  to  John,  his  eldeft  fbn ;  but  the  yoiinger  brother,  Fulke, 
being  the  favourite,  fhe  became  his  wife,  and  had  iiTue  by  him  feveral 
children.     Whereof 

Sir  FaLKE  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Ralph  earl  of  Weftmoreland ; 
and  dying  in  1606,  left  an  only  fon,  Fulk,  and  one  daughter,  Marga* 
ret.

FuLK£  was  a  favourite  Qourtier  of  queen  Elizabeth ;  and,  in  i6io, 
was  created  baron  Broke,  of  Beauchamp's  Court,  in  co.  Warw.  by 
king  James  I.  with  limitation,  in  default  of  iflue  male,  to  Roberl, 
grandfon  of  his  uncle,  Robert  Grrevile.  But  in  1628,  he  was  aiTailinated 
by  his  own  fervant,  Haywood,  when  he  found  his  mafter  had  left  him 
nothing  in  his  will;  who  immediately  retiring  to  another  room, 
killed  himfelf. 

Dcceaiing  unmarried,  the  faid  Margaret,  his  only  lifter,  was  his  heir; 
and  having  married  Sir  Richard  Verney,  knight,  their  grandfon,  an- 
other Sir  Richard,  in  right  of  his  defcent  through  the  heirefs  of  Grevile 
from  Robert,  the  laft  baron  Willoughby  of  Broke,  claimed  that  title ; 
which,  after  much  difcudion,  was  allow^ed  to  him  in  parliament,  the 
28tb  of  Febmary,  1695^  and  he  had  fummons  to  parliament,  and  took 
bis  feat  accordingly.

Having  already,  in  the  firft  volume  of  this  work,  given  the  origin 
of  this  family ;  and  in  particular  made  mention  of  Sir  William  d£ 
Windsor,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  terhp.  Richard  IL  we 
now  come  to  Thomas,  only  fbn  and  heir  of  Miles  de  Windfor,  the 
grandibn  of  Bryan  de  Windfor,  who  was  grandfon  of  Sir  James,  bro- 
ther to  the  faid  Sir  William  de  Windfor.     Which  . 

Thomas  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Andrews, 
of  Baylam,  in  com.  SufF.  efquire;  and  had  ifTue, 

Sir  Andrews  Windsor,  knight,  who  had  his  principal  feat  at 
Stan  well,  near  Hounflow,  in  com.  Middlefez;    which  his  anceftors

for  Vol  I       ^^^  enjoyed  (as.  before  obferved),*  by  fucceifion  from  the  time  of  the 

Norman  conquell.  He  was  fummoned,  by  writ,  to  that  notable 
parliament  which  gave  the  £rft  ilroke  to  the  diilblution  of  mona« 
fteries,  the  3d  of  November,  2 1  ft  Henry  VIII. ;  and  the  next  enfu- 
ing  year,  was  one  of  thofe  peers  who  fubfcribed  the  famous  letter 
to  the  pope,  intimating  the  danger  of  his  fupremacy,  unlefs  he 
complied  with  the  king^s  pleafure,  touching  his  divorce  from  queen 
Catherine. 

He  it  was  who  exchanged  his  ancient  feat  at  Stanwell,  by  the 
arbitrary  mandate  of  Henry  VIII.  (againft  which  he  in  vain  remon- 
ftrated),  for  Bordfley  Abbey,  in  com.  Wigorn.  And  having  had  fum- 
mons to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  21ft,  25th, 
and  58th  of  Henry  VIII.  deceafed  in  1545;  leaving  by  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  iifter  and  coheir  to  Edward  Blount,  lord  Montjoy,  divers  fons 
and  daughters.  Whereof  George,  his  eldeft  fon,  having  died  in  his 
lifetime  without  iffue. 

Sir 
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Sir  William,  the  fecond  fon,  became  his  fucccflbr;  and  upon  the 
death  of  king  Edward  VI.  was  one  of  the  firft  that  appeared  in  behalf 
of  queen  Mary.  He  was  twice  married  :^  firft,  to  Margaret,  daughter 
and  heir  to  Sir  William  Samburne,  of  Southcot,  knight,  by  whom 
he  had  a  numerous  family,  of  fcYcn  fbns,  and  nine  daughters,  as  in 
the  Table  annexed.  His  fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  Peter  Cowdray,  of  Hariet,  in  com.  Southt.  efquire,  widow 
of  Richard  Paulct,  efquire ;  by  whom  he  had  a  fon,  Philip,  who  died 
young. 

This  William  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  31ft  of 
Henry  VIIL  to- the  6th  of  Philip  and  Mary;  and  deceafing,  anno  1558, 
was  fuccceded  by 

Edward,  his  eldeft  furviving  ion,  and  heir;  who,  the  4th  of  queen 
Mary  (his  father  then  living),  was  at  the  fiege  of  St.  Quintins.  He 
married  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford,  by  whom 
he  had  iflue  four  fons;  viz.  Frederick,  Henry,  Edward,  and  Andrew; 
and  alfo  four  daughters ;  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Margaret,  and  Catherine. 
And  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  5th,  8th,  14th,  and  i8th 
of  Elizabeth,  died  at  Venice ;  but  the  exa6t  time  does  not  appear, 
though  Edmonfon  fays  in  1575.     To  whom  fucceedcd 

Frederick,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  23d  of  Elizabeth, 
had  fummons  to  parliament,  but  died  foon  after,  unmarried ;  and  was

I  ft  of  James  I.  and  died  in  1605.  He  married  Anne,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  Sir  Thomas  Rivet,  of  Chippenham,  in  com.  Cantab,  knight 
(by  Grifil  his  wife,  daughter  to  William  lord  Paget),  by  whom  he 
had  four  fons,  and  five  daughters ;  whereof  there  only  lived  to  matu- 
rity, Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir ;  and  two  daughters ;  of  which,  Eliza- 
beth, fenior,  married  Dixie  Hickman,  efquire  ;  and  Elizabeth,  junior, 
married  her  coufin,  Andrew  Windfot,  efquire  ;**  as  alfo  feveral  6ther 
children,  who  died  young. 

Thomas,  fixth  and  laft  lord  Windfor  of  this  furname,  was  made  a 
knight  of  the  bath,  at  the  creation  of  Henry  prince  of  Wales  (ion  of 
king  James  I.)  and  in  1623  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  admiral  of  the  fleet  to 
bring  prince  Charles  from  Spain ;  when  he  gave  a  fumptuous  enter- 
tainment to  the  grandees  of  that  court,  to  the  great  honour  of  the 
Englifli  nation.  His  equipage  and  expenfes,  in  that  employment,  all 
at  his  own  charge^  ftanding  him  in  not  lefs  than  £^.  i5,oocx  Which 
he  cheerfully  undertook,  being  of  a  moft  free. and  generous  fpirit; 
and  a  perfon  accomplifhed  in  learning,  and  elpecially  in  anti- 
quities. 

This  noble  lord  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Edward  earl  of 
Worcefter;  and  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  18th 
of  James  I.  to  the  15th  of  Charles  I.  he  died  foon  after,  in  1642, 
without  iflue ;  leaving  his  whole  eftate  to  Thomas  Windfor  Hickman, 
his  nephew  (fbn^of  Dixie  Hickman,  by  Elizabeth,  his  eldeft  fifter), 
whom,  in  default  of  his  own  iflue,  he  had  deflgned  his  heir ;  giving 
him  at  his  baptifm,  the  Chriftian  name  of  Thomas  Windfor ;  and  by 
a  fpecial  deed,  dated  in  December,  1641,  fettled  his  eftate  on -him, 
on  condition  that  he  aflfumed  the  name  and  arms  of  Windfor.  To 
which

Thomas  Windsor  Hickman,  his  majcfty,  Charles  II.  was 
pleafcd  to  confirm,  and  to  his  heirs,  the  faid  title  of  lord  Windfbr,  with 
fiich  place  in  parliament  as  his  prcdeceflbrs  had  formerly  enjoyed,  by 
patent,  dated  1 6th  June,  anno  the  i;sth  of  his  reign;  and  he  there- 
upon had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  13th,  31ft,  and  32d  of 
Charles  II.  from  whom  is  defcended  the  prefent  earl  of  Plymouth ; 
in  which  fuperior  title,  the  barony  of  Windfor  at  prefent  is  fuf- 
pended.

All  gcncalogifts  agree,  that  this  ancient  and  noble  houfe  defccnded 
from  the  earls  of  Brittany ;  though  they  do  not  deduce  the  line  of 
that  defcent  in  each  point  alike. 

Burton,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Leicefterftiire,  fpeaking  of  Alhby  dc  la 
Zouche,  in  that  county  (fo  called  from  the  Zouchcs,  fome  time  lords 
thereof),  fays,  "  The  family  of  Zouch,  defcended  from  GefFery, 
"  fecond  fon  of  Alan  vifcount  Rohan,  in  Little  Brittaine,  in  France 
(by  Conftance,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Conan  the  Grofs,  duke  of 
Brittaine,  by  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  (a  natural  one),  of  king 
Henry  L)  who  bare  "  G.  ten  Mafcles  pierced  O ;"  and  this  Gef- 
fery,  for  his  difference,  bare,  "  G.  ten  Bezants,  O."  called  Zouch 
(which  in  French  (ignifieth  a  Stock);  for  that  he,  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  11.  coming  over  into  England,  was  the  founder  of  another 
(Stock)  here  propagated  from  him."  This  GefFery  had  ifluc  Alan 
le  Zouche,  that  was  father  of  Roger,  whofe  fon 

William,  is  the  firft  with  whom  Dugdale  commences  his  account 
of  this  family ;  and  afferts,  died  the  ift  of  John,  when  Roger,  his  bro- 
ther, gave  jC'^oo  for  livery  of  his  lands.     Which 

Roger  adhered  faithfully  to  king  John  againft  his  rebellious  barons, 
and  had  a  grant  from  him  of  feveral  manors  and  lordfhips;  and  in  the 
13th  of  Henry  III.  was  IhcrifFof  Devonfliire,  and  fo  continued  to  the 
15th  of  the  fame  king.     To  whom  Succeeded 

Alan,  his  fon  and  heir;  Who,  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  had  a  grant 
of  the  cuftody  of  all  the  king's  lands  in  Chefhire  and  Wales :  with 
the  government  of  both  committed  to  his  charge,  the  36th  of 
Heniy  IIL 

The 
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The  45th  of  Henry  III.  he  obtained  a  charter  for  a  weekly  market 
at  his  manor  of  Alhby  de  la  Zouche,  and  the  fame  year  was  confti- 
tuted  warden  of  all  the  king's  forefts  South  of  Trent.  As  alfo,  foon 
after,  a  juftice  itinerant  for  the  counties  of  Southampton,  Bucks,  and 
Northampton.  Furthermore,  he  flood  firm  to  king  Henry  in  the  con- 
tentions between  him  and  his  rebellious  barons ;  whereby  he  was  in 
fuch  favour,  that  the  51ft  of  Henry  III.  he  obtained  the  redemption  of 
the  lordihips  of  Tonge,  in  Shroplbire,  and  Aylefton,  in  com.  Leic.  for 
the  benefit  of  his  nieces,  Orabil  and  Margerie,  daughters  of  William 
de  Harecourt,  who  had  forfeited  the  fame,  for  his  adherence  to  the 
king's  enemies. 

It  has  been  faid  by  fome,  that  this  Alan  was  killed  in  Wcftminfter 
Hall,  by  John  earl  Warren,  upon  fome  quarrel  between  them :  but 
this  is  an  error,  as  he  was  only  fbrely  wounded,  with  Roger,  his  fon ; 
and  died  foon  after,  54th  Henry  III.. 

His  wife  was  Elene,  one  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  of  Roger  de 
Qinci,  earl  of  Winton;  by  whom  he  had  iflue  Eudo,  a  younger  fon,*   *Vid.Zouche 
and  worth. 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  the  13th  of  Edward  I.  and  was 
fucceeded  by  Alan. his  fon,  then  eighteen  years  old.     Which 

Alan  became  a  perfon  of  very  confiderable  note ;  fcrved  often  in 
the  wars  of  Scotland  ai^d  of  France ;  was  made  governor  of  Rocking- 
ham caftle,  and  fteward  of  the  foreft  there ;  and,  moreover,  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  i?5th  of 
Edward  I.  to  the  7th  of  Exlward  II.  inclufive,  when  he  died ;  leaving 
by  Eleanor  his  wife,  three  daughters  and  coheirs  j  whereof  Elena  mar- 
ried Nicholas  de  St.  Maur ;+  Maud,  Robert  de  Holland  :t  and  Eliza-    +  Vi^-  St.

Thb  paternal  name  of  this  faniily  was  Mortimer;  and  the  branch 
whereof  we  are  now  to  treat,  commenced  in  William,  a  younger  fon 
of  Robert  Mortimer,  of  Richard*s  Caftle,*  by  Joice  his  wife,  daughter  ♦Vid.Mortl- 
and  heir  of  William  le  Zouche,  of  Alhby.     Which  ^^*^  Cattle' 

Willi  A  M»  by  reafon  that  he  came  to  poiTeis  the  lordfhip  of  Aihby 
de  la  Zouche,  aiTuxned  that  funvame;  and  was  therefore  vulgarly  called 
William  le  2k)uche  of  Mortimer.  In  the  ift  of  Edward  IlL  he  had 
a  grant  of  the  cuftody  of  the  lands  of  Glamorgan  and  Morgaanoc; 
and  the  year  following,  was  made  juiiiice  of  all  the  forefts  South  of 
Trent,  as  alfo  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London* 

In  4th  of  Edward  III.  this  William,  and  Alianore,  then  his  wife» 
one  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  of  Gilbert  de  Clare,  earl  of  Gloucefter,  ' 

and, widow  of  Hugh  le  Defpenfer,  were  in  parliament  reilored  to  their 
lands  of  Glamorgan  and  Mbrgannoc ;  as  alifb  to  other  lands  in  the 
counties  of  Worcefier  and  Gloucefter,  which  were  the  inheritance  of 
the  faid  Alianor,  and  had  been  extorted  from  her  by  Roger  Mortimer^ 
earl  of  March>  to  be  by  him  pafled  to  the  king  for  J[.  tooo.  THe  g^h 
of  Edward  IH.  he  was  in-  the  Scotch  wars,  fliort!y  after  when^  He  died; 
viz.  the  loth  of  Edward  III.  having  had!  fummons  to  parliamcnf 
among  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  r 7th  of  Edward  H.  to  that 
year,  inclufive.  By  the  faid  Alianore,  who  was  hi^  fecond  wife,  he 
left  a  fon,  Hugh ;  but  by  Alice  de  Tony,  hi*  firfl  wife;  widow  of  Guy 
de  Beauchaixq),  earl  of  Warwick,  he  left 

Ax  AN  LE  ZoiTCftB,  his  ion  and  heir^  who  ferved  often  in^the  SbotcE* 
and  French  wars ;  and  particularly  was  at  the  battle  of  CrelTy,  fb  glo- 
rious to  the  Englilh  arms.     But  fhortly  after  then  he  died ;  leaving 
Alianore  his  wife  furviving,  and 
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HuoH^  his  fon  and  heir ;  of  whom  it  is  only  faid^  that  he  had  i£uc 
one  fon^  called  Hugh,  and  Joice,  a  daughter,  who  married  Sir  John 
Botetourt,  of  Weoly  Caftle,  in  com.  Wigorn;  and  by  the  death  of 
her  faid  brother,  Hugh,  S.  P.  became  his  heir.  But  Burton,  in  his 
Hiilory  of  Leiceflerfhire,  differs  from  this  account  of  Dugdale,  and 
aiTerts,  that  Joice,  the  wife  of  Botetourt,  was  daughter  of  William, 
and  iifler  to  Alan  le  Zouche.  Be  this,  however,  as  it  may.  Sir  John 
Botetourt,  by  Joice  le  Zouche  his  wife,  had  a  ion,  John^  who  left 
ilTue,  a  daughter  and  heir,  Joice,  married  to  Sir  Hugh  Burnel, 
knight,  who  died  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Alhby  de  la  Zouche,  the  8th 
Henry  V.  without  iflue  by  her.  After  when,  "James  Butler,  fifth  earl 
of  Ormond,  in  Ireland,  who  was  created  earl  of  Wiltfhire  by  Henry  VI. 
died  feifed  of  the  fame  manor ;  though  by  what  title  he  came  to  its 
pofTefEon,  does  not  appear.  Upon  his  attainder  it  fell  to  the  crown ; 
and  was  granted  to  William  de  Haftings,  anceflor  to  the  Haftings 
hiSonr"''''   family,  late  earls  of  Huntingdon.*

William,  his  fon  and  heir  /  who,  feating  himfclf  at  the  faid  ma^ 
nor,  in  com.  Northampt.  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  by  the  title 
of  William  le  Zouche  de  Haryngworth,  the  17th  of  Edward  11. ;  and 
from  thence,  by  the  fame  title,  to  his  death,  the  i26th  of  Edward  III: 
though  it  appears,  in  the  Lifts  of  Summons,  that  by  the  defcription  of 
William  le  2^uche  only,  he  had  fummons  to  parliament  before  then, 
from  the  ijd  to  the  faid  17th  of  Edward  II. 

This  William  married  Maud,  daughter  of  John  lord  Lovel,  of  Tich- 
merlh,  and  had  ifliie  a  fon,  Eudo,  who  died  in  his  lifetime ;  leaving 
iffue  by  Joane  his  wife,  daughter,  and  at  length  heir,  of  William  Inge,, 
a  fon,  William,  who  fucceeded  his  grandfather.     Which 

William,  in  his  grandfather's  lifetime,  had  alfo  fummons  to  par- 
liament, from  the  zzd  of  Edward  III.  and  afterwards,  to  the  5th  of 
Kichard  II.  when  he  died ;  leaving  Elizabeth  his  wife  furviving,  and 
William,  his  fon  and  heir ;  as  alfo  a  younger  fon,  Thomas,  who  after- 
wards had  the  manors  of  Ightam  and  Eynesford,  in  Kent ;  and  another 
fon,  Edmund;  both  named  in  the  will  of  their  mother,  dated  1408 
(9th  Henry  IV.) 

Sir  William,  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  forty  years  old  at  his 
father's  death.  He  was  accufed  of  fcandalizing  John  of  Ghent,  and 
brought  before,  the  parliament,  but  acquitted.  In  loth  Richard  II. 
being  then  called  William  lord  Zouche,  of  Totneys,  refiding  there  at 
that  time,  as  it  feems,  he  obtained  licence  to  make-  a  caftle  of  his 
manor  houfe  at  Haryngworth.  The  nth  of  Richard  11.  he  was  ba- 
nifhed  the  court,  as  one  of  the  evil  counfellors  to  that  king.  And  the 
15th  of  Richard  II.  was  found,  by  fome  inquifitions,  to  be  next  heir 

of  John  de  Haftings,  earl  of  Pembroke ;  \h.  fon  of  William,  fon  of

alfo  John,  a  younger  fbn,  who  married  Elizabeth,  aunt  and  heir  to 

cSno?''^''^  Henry  lord  Grey  of  Codnorf  (from  whom  defccnded  the  Zouches  of 

Codnor),  and  two  daughters ;  Margaret,  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Tre- 
fham,  and  Elizabeth. 

WixLiAM,  fiAth  lord  Zouche,  the  2d  of  Edward  IV.  bearing  the 
title  of  lord  Zouche  and.SL  Maur,  having  perfor;ned  many  fpecial  fer- 
vices for  that  king,  to  his  very  great  charge,  had  a  fpecial  liveiy  of  the 
lands  of  his  inheritance ;  and  in  the  6tb  of  Edward  IV.  had  fummons 
to  parliapient,  but  died  the  next  enfuing  year ;  leaving  John,  his  fbn 
and  heir;  William,  a.  younger  fon;  and  two  daughters;  viz.  Elizabeth 
and  Margaret.     Of 

John,  the  next  lord,  very  little  is  faid.  For  it  only  appears,  that 
the  Z2d  of  Edward  .IV.  and  the  ifl  of  Richard  III.  he  had  fammons 
to  parliament;  but  taking  part  with  the  faid  kiqg  Richard^  he  was 
attainted  in  parliament  the  i  fl  of  Henry  VIL 

But 
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But  this  attainder  was  revcrfed  the  i  ith  of  Henry  VII.  and  he  was 
fummoned  to  parliament  afterwards,  by  the  name  of  "  John  Zouche  de 
Ztmche^^  the  ift,  3d,  6th,  and  7th  of  Henry  VIIL  He  married  Joane> 
one  of  th6  fitters  and  coheirs  of  John  lord  Dynham;  and  deceadng  the 
1 8th  of  Henry  VIIL  was  fucceeded  by 

John,  his  fott  and  heir;  who  had  likewife  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  21ft  of  Henry  VIIL  to  the  2d  of  Edward  VL  inclufive;  and 
by  his  will,  dated  the  4th  of  Edward  VL  bequeathed  his  body  to  be 
buried  in  the  chapel  at  ^aryngworth,  where  other  of  his  anceftors  lay 
interred,  and  dcceafed  the  fame  year  ;*  leaving  iflue  by  Dorothy  his 
wife,  daughter  to  Sir  William  Capel,  knight,  Richard,  Jiis  fon  and 
heir;  and  John,  a  younger  fon;  as  alfo  two  daughters;  viz.  Mary,  who 
married  Robert  Burbige,  of  Hay,  in  com.  Middlefcx ;  and  Catherine, 
to  Sir  Francis  Uvedale,  of  Horton,  in  ncom.  Dorf.f 

Another  wife  was  Sufan,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Welby,  of 
Halfted,  in  com.  Line,  widow  of  Nicholas  Davenport,  of  Bulwyke,  in 
com.  Northampt. 

Richard,  ninth  lord  Zouche,  had  funimons  to  parliament,  the  5th 
of  Edward  VI.  and  died  the  following  year ;  leaving  Margaret  his 
wifc,^  daughter  of  -  •  -  -  -  Cheney,  and  George,  his  fon  and  heir  fur- 
viving.     Which 

G£ORG£  married  M^garet,  on^  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  of  Wil* 
liam  Welby,  of  Molton,  in  com.  Line,  efquire;  and  having  had  fum- 
nK)ns  to  parliament,  from  the  6th  of  Edward  VL  to  the  8th  of  Eliza- 
beth, died  the  i  ith  of  the  fame  reign  ;  leaving 

Edward,  his  i<m  and  heir,  then  in  minority ;  who,  the  29th  of 
Elizabeth,  was  one  of  the  peer»  who  {at  in  judgment  on  Mary  queen 
of  Scots,  smd  was  aftet wards  fent  ambaiTador  into  Scotland  to  palliate . 
that  matter.     In  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  this  Edward  was  a

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perfbn  of  confidcrablc  note,  nor  was  he  lefi  fo  in  that  of  James  I.  by 
which  king  he  was  continued  lord  prefident  of  Wales  (whereto  he 
had  been  appointed  44th  Elizabeth),  and  was  conftitutcd  conftablc  of 
Dover  caftle,  and  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  for  life ;  during  which 
time.  Sir  Edward  Nicholas,  afterwards  fo  celebrated,  and  fo  well 
known  as  the  friend  of  lord  Clarendon,  was  his  fecrctary.  He  was  the 
friend  of  Sir  Henry  Wotton,  who  addreiTed  many  of  his  letters  to 
him;  and  is  faid  to  have  been  well  acquainted  with  Ben  Jonibn. 
Concerning  whofe  intimacy,  the. following  circumilance  is  recorded  in 
Bridges*  Hiftory  of  Northamptonfhire ;  viz.  '*  That  eaftward  from 
the  church  of  Haryngworth,  and  contiguous  to  the  old  manor  houfe, 
are  large  ruins  of  the  outward  walls  of  a  chapel ;  and  againfi:  the 
South  wall,  are  the  remains  of  the  monument  of  George  lord 
2k>uche,  who  died  in  1569.  At  the  bottom  of  the  North  wall,  is  a 
^'  fmall  hole  communicating  with  the  cellar  of  the  houfe ,  which,  ac* 
"  cording  to  tradition,  gave  occafion  to  the  following  verfes  of  the 
^*  facetious  Ben  Jonfon : 

•*  Whenever  I  die,  let  this  be  my  fate, 

*'  To  lye  by  my  good  lord  Zouche ; 
*^  .That  when  I  am  dry,  to  the  tap  1  may  hye, 

"  And  fo  back  again  to  my  couch.** 

Lord  2^uche  married,  firft,  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Sir  John  2^uche, 
of  Codnor ;  and,  fecondly,  Sarah,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Harrington, 
of  £xton,  widow,  firft,  of  Francis  lord  Haftings;  and,  fecondly,  of 
Sir  George  Kingfmill;  and  having  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  13th  of  Elizabeth,  to  the  ift  of  Charles  I.  died  in  1625.  When, 
by  reafon  he  left  only  two  daughters,  his  coheirs;  viz.  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried to  William  Tate,  of  De  la  Pre,  in  com.  Northamp.;  and  Maiy, 
to  Thomas  Lei^hton,  efquirc,  the  barony  fell  into  abeyance  between 
them  or  their  reprefentatives,  and  hath  ib,  from  the  period  of  his  death, 
remained  dormant. 

A  few  years  fmce,  however,  Sir  Cecil  Bifhop,  baronet,  defcended 

through 
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through  the  Hedges  and  the  Tates,  from  Elizabeth,  the  eldeft  of  the 
beforemcntioned  two  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Edward  lord  Zbuche, 
preferred  a  claim  to  the  barony ;  which^  after  much  delay,  difficulty, 
and  difcuffion,  in  a  committee  of  privileges  of  the  houfe  of  lords,  he 
at  laft  fo  far  fucceeded  in,  as  to  have  it  repqrted,  that  he  had  mstdc 
good  his  defcent,  anno  1807.** 

The  family  of  Zouche,  once  fo  numerous,  feems.  now  almoft  en- 
tirely extinct,  unlefs  the  Reverend  Dr.  Zouch,  prebendary  of  Dur- 
ham,  the  ingenious  editor  of  Welton's  Lives,  be,  as  his  name  indicates, 
a  remaining  branch  of  this  ancient  ftock. 

Collins,  in  his  Did:ionary  (Vol.  II.)  records  '*  James  Zouche,  of 
*'*  an  ancient  family  in  Surrey  and  Hants,  the  fon  of  James  Zouche ; 
"  who  having  raifeda  troop  of  horfe  for  Charles  I.  at  his  own  ex- 
*'  penfe,  in  which  Sir  Alan  Zouche,  and  Edward  Zouche,  his  two 
"  younger  fons,  were  captains,  died  at  Pedding,  in  his  return  from 
*'  Oxford.  He  was  the  fon  of  Sir  Edward  Zouche,  knight,  marlhal 
"  of  England ;  probably  the  Sir  Edward  mentioned  by  Weldon,  in 
**  his  Court  of  James  I.'* 


^  In  thiii  cafe  it  Is  not  a  Uttle  lingular,  that  it  commences  with  aflferting,  the  claimant. 
Sir  Cecil  BiOiopp,  Hands  in  the  (ituation  of  one  of  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  the  laft  lord  2k)uche 
of  Haryngworth^  with  this  particuiar  diftiti^iitm,  that  he  is  the  <'  wly  male  refrefentaivoe  of  that 
lord  now  known  to  exifi.'*  Whilft  in  another  part,  it  is  reprefented  in  the  Pedigree,*"  that  *  Vid.  Tub. 
Bartholomew  Tate,  who  died  in  1 704,  had  two  daughters,  who  became  his  coheirs ;  whereof  Genealog. 
Catherine  was  grandmother  of  the  faid  Sir  Cecil  Bi(hopp,  and  Mary  was  mother  of  Edward  Long, 
efquire,  living  at  the  fame  time ;  by  which  it  is  plainly  evident.  Sir  Cecil  Bi(hopp  was  not  the 
only  male  reprefentative  of  the  laft  lord  Zouche^  then  known  to  exift  :  for  Mr.  Long  was  alive^ 
and,  in  fad,  one  degree  nearer  in- blood. 

Again,  it  is  afterted,  there  are  in  pofteffion  of  the  Claimant*s  family,  fome  papers  which  were 
drawn  np  many  years  ago,  with  a  view  to  a  claim  of  this  dignity  in  the  perfon  of  Bartholomew 
Tate,  efquire.  Yet,  it  is  ftrange  to  remark,  that  with  all  this  anxiety  to  obtain  and  perpetuate 
evidence,  no  clue  (hould  be  preferved^  fo  as  to  fay  at  what  parifh  a  regifter  could  be  found  of 
the  birth  of  William,  fon  of  Zouche  Tate,  nor  of  Bartholomew,  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  the 
raid  William  Tate,  efqaircf  fPrintedCafe
